For whereas it was the expectation of many, who wished 
not well unto our Sion, that upon the setting of that bright Occidental Star, Queen Elizabeth 
of most happy memory, some thick and palpaltle clouds of darkness would so hare overshadowed this 
JGand, that men should have been in doubt which way they were to walk; and that it should 
hardly be known, who wus to direct the unsettled Slate; the appearance of Your Majesty, as of 
the Sun in his strength, instantly dispelled those supposed and surmised mists, and gave unto all 
that were well affected exceeding cause of comfort; especially when we beheld the Government 
established in Your Highness, and Your hopeful Seed, by an undoubted Title, and this also ac¬ 
companied with peace and tranquillity at home and abroad. 

But among alt our joys, there was no one that more filled our hearts, than the blessed continu¬ 
ance of the preaching of God’s sacred Word among us ; which is that inestimable treasure, which 
excelleth all the riches of the earth ; because the fruit thereof extendeth itself, not only to the time 
spent in this transitory world, but directeth and disposeth men unto that eternal happiness which is 
abave in Heaven. 

Then not to suffer this to fall to the ground, hut rather to take it up, and to continue it in that 
state wherein the famous Predecessor of Your Highness did leave it: nay, to go forward with the 
e nfdcnce and resolution of a man in maintaining the truth of Christ, and propagating it far and 
vrar, is that which hath so bound and firmly knit the hearts of all Your Majesty’s loyal and 
religious people unto You, that Your very name is precious among them: their eye doth l>ehold You 
with comfort, and they bless You in their hearts, as that sanctified Person, who, under God, is the 
immediate Author of their true happiness. And this their contentment doth not diminish or decay, 
but every day increaseth and taketh strength, when they observe, that the zeal of Your Majesty 
toward the house of God doth not slack or go backward, but is more and more kindled, manifesting 
itself abroad in the farthest parts of Christendom, by writing in defence of the Truth, (which hath 
given such a blow unto that man of sin, as will not be healed,) and every day at home, by religious 
and learned discourse, by frequenting the house of God, by hearing the Word preached, by cherish¬ 
ing the Teachers thereof, by earing for the Church, as a most tender and loving nursing Father. 

There are infinite arguments of this right Christian and religious affection in Your Majesty ; but 
none is more forcible to declare it to others than the vehement and perpetuated desire of accomplish¬ 
ing ant! publishing of this work, which now with all humility we present unto Your Majesty. For 
when Your Highness had once out of deep judgment apprehended how convenient it was, that out 
of the Original Sacred Tongues, together with comparing of the labours, both in our own, and 
other foreign Languages, of many worthy men who went before us, there should be one more exact 
Translation of the Holy Scriptures into the English Tongue; Your Majesty did never'desist to 
urge and to excite those to whom it was commended, that the work might be hastened, and that the 
business might be expedited in so decent a manner, as a matter of such importance might justly 
require. 

And now at last, by the mercy of God, and the continuance of our labours, it being brought unto 
such a conclusion, a* that we have great hopes that the Church of England shall reap good fruit

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thereby; we hold it our duty to offer it to Your Majesty, not only as to our King and Sovereign, 
but as to the principal Mover and Author of the work: humbly craving of Your most Sacred 
Majesty, that since things of this quality have ever been subject to the censures of illmeeming and 
discontented persons, it may receive approbation and patronage from so learned and judicious a 
Prince as Your Highness is, whose allowance and acceptance of our labours shall more honour and 
encourage us, than all the calumniations and hard interpretations of other men shall dismay us. 
So that if, on the one side , we shall be traduced by Popish Persons at home or abroad, who there¬ 
fore will malign us, because we are poor instruments to make God's holy Truth to be yet more and 
more known unto the people, whom they desire still to keep in ignorance and darkness ; or if, on 
the other side, we shall be maligned by selfconceited Brethren, who run their own ways, and give 
liking unto nothing, but what is framed by themselves, and hammered on their anvil; we may 
rest secure, supported within by the truth and innocency of a good conscience, having walked the 
ways of simplicity and integrity, as before the Lord; and sustained without by the powerful pro¬ 
tection of Your Majesty’s grace and favour, which will ever give countenance to honest and 
Christian endeavours against bitter censures and uncharitable imputations. 

The Lord of heaven and earth bless Your Majesty with many and happy days, that, as his 
heavenly hand hath enriched Your Highness with many singular and extraordinary graces, so You 
may be the wonder of the world in this loiter age for happiness and true felicity, to the honour of 
that great GOD, and the good of his Church, through Jesus Christ our Lord atui only Saviour.

N the beginning God created the 
heaven and the earth. 

2 And the earth was without form, 
and void; and darkness was upon the 
face of the deep. And the Spirit of 
God moved upon the face of the 
waters. 

3 And God said, Let there be light: 
and there was light. 

4 And God saw the light, that it 
was good: and God divided the light 
from the darkness. 

5 And God called the light Day, 
and the darkness he called JNight. 
And the evening and .the morning 
wefe the first day. 

6 And God said, Let there be a fir¬ 
mament in the midst of the waters, and 
let it divide the waters from the waters. 

7 And God made the firmament, and 
divided the waters which were under 
the firmament from the waters which 
were above the firmament; and it was so. 

8 And God called the firmament 
Heaven. And the evening and the 
morning were the second day. 

9 if And God said, Let the waters 
under the heaven be gathered together 
unto one place, and let the dry land 
appear: and it was so. 

10 And God called the dry land 
Earth; and the gathering together of 
the waters called he Seas ; and God 
saw that it was good. 

11 And God said, I* the earth 
bring forth grass, the herb yielding 
seed, and the fruit tree yielding fruit 
after his kind, whose seed is in itself, 
upon the earth: and it was so. 

12 And the earth brought forth 
grass, and herb yielding seed after his 
kind, and the tree yielding frttit, whose 
seed was in itself, after his kind: and 
God saw that it was good. 


13 And the evening and the morn¬ 
ing were the third day. 

14 And God said, Let there be 
lights in the firmament of the heaven 

I to divide the day from the night; and 
let them be for signs, and for seasons, 
and for days, and years: 

13 And let them be for lights m 
the firmament of the heaven to give 
light upon the earth: aud it was so. 

16 And God made two great lights; 
the greater light to rule the day, and 
the lesser light to rule the night: he 
made the stars also. 

17 And God set them in the fir¬ 
mament of the heaven to give light 
upon the earth, 

18 And to rule over the day and 
over the uight, and to divide the light 
from the darkness: and Gdd saw that 
it was good. 

19 And the evening and the morn¬ 
ing were the fourth day. 

20 And God said. Let the wa¬ 
ters bring forth abundantly the moving 
creature that hath life, and fowl that 
may fly above the earth iu the open 
firmament of heaven. 

21 And God created great whales, 
and every living creature that niovetli, 
which the waters brought forth abun¬ 
dantly, after their kind, and every 
wiuged fowl after his kind: and God 
saw that it was good. 

22 And God blessed them, saying, 
Be fruitful, and multiply, and fill the 
waters in the seas, and let fowl mul¬ 
tiply in the earth. 

23 And the evening and the morn¬ 
ing were the fifth day. 

24 f And God said. Let the earth 

bring forth the living creature after 
his kind, cattle, and creeping thing, 
and beast of the earth after his kind: 
and it was so. *■ 

23 And God made the beast of the 
earth after his kind, and cattle after 
their kind, and every thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth after his kind; and 
God saw that ft was good. 

26 f And God said. Let us make

man in our image, after our likeness: 
and let them have dominion over the 
fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the 
air, and over the cattle, and over all 
the earth, and over every creeping 
thing that creepeth upon the earth. 

27 So God created man in his own 
image, in the image of God created 
he him; male and female created 
he them. 

28 And God blessed them, and God 
said unto them, Be fruitful, and multi¬ 
ply, and replenish the earth, and sub¬ 
due it: and have dominion over the 
fish of the sea, and over the fowl of 
the air, and over every living tiling 
that moveth upon the earth. 

-29 And God said, Behold, I have 
given you every herb bearing seed, 
which is upon the face of all the earth, 
and every tree, in the which is the fruit 
of a tree yielding seed; to you it shall 
be for meat. 

50 And to every beast of the earth, 
and to every fowl of the air, and to 
every thing that creepeth upon the 
earth, wherein there is life, I have 
given every green herb for meat: and 
it was so. 

51 And God saw every thing that 
he had made, and, behold, it was very 
good. And the evening and the mor¬ 
ning were the sixth day. 

CHAP. If. 

t The first sabbath. 4 The manner of the cre¬ 
ation. 8 The planting of the garden of Eden, 
10 and the river thereof. 16 The tree of 
knowledge only forbidden. 19, SO, The naming 
of the creatures. 21 The making of woman, 
and institution if marriage. 

Thus the heavens and the earth were 
finished, and all the host of them. 

2 And on the seventh day God end¬ 
ed his work which he had made; and 
he rested on the seventh day from all 
bis work which he had made. 

. 3 And God blessed the seventh 
day, and sanctified it: because that in 
it he had rested from all his work 
which God created and made. 

4 ^ These are the generations of the 
heavens and of the earth when they 
were created, in the day that the Lord 
G od made the earth and the heavens, 

5 And every plant of the field be¬ 
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fore it was in the earth, and every herb 
of the field before it grew: for the 
Lord God had not caused it to rain 
upon the earth, and there was not a 
man to till the ground. 

6 But there w ent up a mist from 
the earth, and watered the whole face 
of the ground. 

7 And the Lord God formed man 
of the dust of the ground, and breathed 
into his nostrils the breath of life; and 
man became a living soul. 

8 ^ And the Lord God planted a 
garden eastward in Eden; and there 
he put the man whom he had formed. 

9 And out of the ground made the 
Lord God to grow every tree that is 
pleasant to the sight and good for 
food; the tree of life also in the midst 
of the garden, and the tree of know¬ 
ledge of good and evil. 

10 And a river went out of Eden to 
water the garden; and from thence it 
was parted, and became into four heads. 

11 The name of the first is Pison: 
that is it which compasseth the whole 
land of Havilah, where there is gold; 

12 And the gold of that land is good: 
there is bdellium and the onyx stone. 

13 And the name of the second 
river is Gihon: the same is it that com- 
passeth the whole land of Ethiopia. 

14 And the name of the third river 
is Hiddekel: that is it which goeth 
toward the east of Assyria. And the 
fourth river is Euphrates. • 

15 And the Lord God took the 
man, and put him into the garden of 
Eden to dress it and to keep it. 

16 And the Lord God command¬ 
ed the man, saying, Of every tree of 
the garden thou mayest freely eat: 

17 But of the tree of the knowledge 
of good and evil, thou shalt not eat of 
it: for inethe day that thou eatest 
thereof thou shalt surely die. 

18 And the Lord God said. It is 
not good that the man should be alone; 

I will make him an help meet for him. 

19 And out of the ground the Lord 
God formed every beast of the field, 
and every fowl of the air; and brought 
them unto Adam to see what he would 
call them: and whatsoever Adam call 
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ed every living creature, that teas the 
name thereof. 

90 And Adam gave names to all 
cattle, and to the fowl of the air, and 
to every beast of the field; but for 
Adam there was not found an help 
meet for him. 

21 And the Lord God caused a 
deep sleep to fall upon Adam, and he 
slept: and he took one of his ribs, and 
closed up the fiesh instead thereof; 

£2 And the rib, which the Lord God 
had taken from man, made he a wo¬ 
man, and brought her unto the man. 

23 And Adam said. This is now 
bone of my bones, and flesh of my 
flesh: she shall be called Woman, 
because she was taken out of Man. 

24 Therefore shall a man leave his 
father and his mother, and shall cleave 
unto his wife: and they shall be one 
flesh. 

25 And they were both‘naked, the 
man and his wife, and were not 
ashamed. 

. CHAP. III. 

1 The serpent deceiveth Eve. 6 Man's shameful 
fall. 9 God arraigneth them. 14 The ser - 
pent is cursed. 15 The promised seed. 16 
The punishment of mankind. SI Their fret 
clothing. St Their casting out of paradise. 

Now the serpent was more subtil 
than any beast of the field which the 
Lord God had made. And lie said 
unto the woman, Yea, hath God said. 
Ye shall not eat of every tree of the 
garden ? 

2 And the woman said unto the ser¬ 
pent, We may eat of the fruit of the 
trees of the garden : 

3 But of the fruit of the tree which 
is in the midst of the garden, God hath 
said. Ye shall not eat of it, neither 
shall yfc touch it, lest ye die. 

4 And the serpent said unto the 
woman. Ye shall not surely die: 

5 For God doth know that in the 
day ye eat thereof, then your eyes 
shall be opened, and ye shall be as 
gods, knowing good and evil. 

6 And when the woman saw that 
the tree was good for food, and that 
it was pleasant to the eyes, and a tree 
to be desired to make one wise, she 
took of the fruit thereof, and did eat, 
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and gave also unto her husband with 
her; and he did cat. 

7 And the eyes of them both were 
opened, and they knew that they were 
naked; and they sewed fig leaves to¬ 
gether, and made themselves aprons. 

8 And they heard the voice of the 
Lord God walking in the garden in 
the cool of the day: and Adam and 
his wife hid themselves from the pre¬ 
sence of the Loud God amongst the 
trees of the garden. 

9 And the Lord God called unto 
Adam, and said unto him. Where art 
thou ? 

10 And he said, I heard thy voice 
in the garden, and I was afraid, be¬ 
cause I was naked; and I hid myself. 

11 And he said, Who told thee that 
thou mast naked ? Hast thou eaten of 
the tree, whereof 1 commanded thee 
that thou shouldest not eat l 

12 And the man said, The woman 
whom thou gavest to be with me, she 
gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 

13 And the Lord God said unto 
the woman, What is this that thou hast 
done ? And the woman said, The ser¬ 
pent beguiled me, and i did eat. 

14 And the Lord God said unto 
the serpent, Because thou hast done 
this, thou art cursed above all cattle, 
and above every beast of the field; 
upon thy belly shalt thou go, and dust 
shalt thou eat all the days of thy life: 

15 And I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between thy 
seed and her seed; it Bhall bruise thy 
head, and thou shalt bruise his heel. 

16 Unto the woman he said, 1 will 
greatly multiply thy sorrow and thy 
conception; in sorrow thou shalt 
bring forth children; and thy desire 
shall be to thy husband, and he shall 
rule over thee. 

17 And unto Adam he said. Be¬ 
cause thou hast hearkened unto the 
voice of thy wife, and hast eaten of 
the tree, of which I commanded thee, 
saying, Thou shalt not eat of it: 
cursed is the ground for thy sake; in 
sorrow shalt thou eat of it all the days 
of thy life; 

18 Thorns also and thistles shall it 
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bring forth to thee; and thou shalt 
eat the herb ofrtbe-field; 

19 In the sweat-of thy face .shalt 
thou eat bread, till' tho'tl retiirti unto 
the ground; for out of ii wast.thou 
taken: for dust thou art, and unto 
dust shalt thou return. 

20 And. Adam called his wife’s 
name Eve; because she was the mo¬ 
ther of all living. 

21 Unto Adam also and to his wife 
did the Lord God make coats of 
skins, and clothed them. 

■ 22 1[ And the Lord God said. Be¬ 
hold, the man is become as one of us, to 
know good and evil: and now, lest he 
put forth his hand, and take also of the 
tree of life, and eat, and live for ever: 

23 Therefore the Lord God sent 
him forth from the garden of Eden, 
to till the ground from whence he 
was taken. 

24 So he drove out the man; and 
he placed at the east of the garden of 
Eden Cherubinis, and a flaming sword 
which turned every way, to keep the 
wav of the tree of life.

And he 
said, I know not: Am I my brother’s 
keeper ?

11 And now art thou cursed from 
the earth, which hath opened her 
mouth to receive thy brother’s blood 
from thy hand; 

12 When thou tiliest the ground, 
it shall not henceforth yield unto thee 
her strength a fugitive and a vaga¬ 
bond shalt thou be in the earth. 

13 And Cain said unto the Lord, 
My punishment is greater than I can 
bear. 

14 Behold, thou hast driven me out 
this day from the face of theearth; mid 
from thy face shall I be hid; and I shall 
be a fugitive and a vagabond in the 
earth; and it shall come to pass, that 
every one that findeth me shall slay me. 

15 And the Lord said unto him, 
Therefore whosoever slayetli Cain, 
vengeance shall be taken on him se- 
tenfold.

10 And Enos lived after he begat 
Cainan eight hundred and fifteen 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

• 11 And all the days of Enos were 
nine hundred and five years: and he 
died. 

13 And Cainan lived seventy years, 
and begat MahAlaleel: 

*13 And Cainan lived after he begat 
Mahalaleel eight huudred and forty 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

14 And all the days of Cainan were 
nine hundred and ten years: and he 
died.' 

15 IF And Mahalaleel lived sixty 
and five years, and begat Jared; 

16 Afid Mahalaleel lived after he 
begat Jared eight hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

17 And all the days of Mahalaleel 
were eight hundred ninety aftd five 

* years: and he died. 1 

18 And Jared lived an hundred six¬ 
ty and two years, and he begat Enoch: 

19 And Jared lived after he begat 
Enoch eight hundred years, and be¬ 
gat sons and daughters : 

30 And all the days of Jared were 
nine hundred sixty and two years: and 
he died. 

21 And Enoch lived sixty and 
five years, and begat Methuselah: 

22 And Enoch walked with Godafter 
he begat Methuselah three hundred 
years, and begat sons and daughters : 

23 And all the days of Enoch were 
three hundred*x.ty and five years: 

24 And Enoch walked with God: 
and he was not; for God took him. 

25 If And Methuselah lived an 
hundred eighty and seven years, and 
begat Lamech: 

26 And Methuselah lived after he 

begat Lamech seven hundred eighty 
and two years, and begat sons and 
daughters: * 

37 And all the days of Methuselah 
were nine hundred sixty and nine 
years: and he died. • 

28 IF And Lamech lived an hundred 
eighty and two years, and begat a son: 

29 And he called his name Noah, 
saying.

7 And the Lord said, I will destroy 
man whom I have created from the 
face of the earth; both man, and 
beast, and the creeping thing, and die 
fowls of the air; for it repenteth me 
that 1 have made them. 

8 But, Noah found grace id* the 
eyes of the Lord. . 

9 If These are the generations of 
Noah: Noah was a just man and 
perfect *u his generations, and Noah 
walked with God. 

10 And Noah begat three sons, 
Shem^Ham, and Japheth. 

11 The earth also was corrupt be- 
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The ferns of the ark. 

fore God, aad the 'earth was filled 
with violence. 

12 And God looked upon the earth, 
and, behold, it was corrupt; for all 
fiesh had corrupted his way upon the 
earth. 

13 And God said unto Noah, The 
end of all fiesh is come before me; 
for the earth is filled with violence 
through^ them; and, behold, I will 
destroy them with the'earth. 

14 if Make thee an ark of gopher 
wood; rooms slialt thou make in the 
ark, and Shalt pitch it within and with¬ 
out with pitch. 

15 And this is the fashion which 
thou shalt make it of : The length of 
the ark shall be three hundred cubits, 
the breadth of it fifty cubits, and the 
height of it thirty cubits. 

16 A window shalt thou make to 

the ark, and in a cubit shalt thou 
finish it above; and the door of the 
ark shalt thou set in the side thereof; 
with lower, second, and third stories 
shalt thou make it. • 

*J 7 And, behold, I, even I, do bring 
a flood of waters upon the earth, to 
destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath 
of life, from under heaven; and every 
thing that is in the earth shall die. 

18 But with thee will I establish 
my covenant; and thou Shalt come 
iuto the ark, thou, and thy sons, and 
thy wife, and thy sons’ wives with thee. 

19 And of every living thing of all 
flesh, two of every sort shalt thou 
bring into the ark, to keep them alive 
with thee; they shall be male and 
female. 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, pf every creep¬ 
ing thing of the earth after hfa kind, 
two of every sort shall come unto thee, 
to keep them alive. 

21 And take thou unto thee of all 
food that is eaten, and thou shalt ga¬ 
ther it to thee; and it shall be for 
food for thee, and for-them. 

22 Thus did Noah; according ter all 
that God commanded him, so did he. 

CHAP. VII. 

1 Noah, with his family, and the living crea¬ 
tures, enter into the ark. 17 The beginning 
increase, and continuance of the flood. 
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The beginning and 

And the Lord said unto Noah, 
Come thou and all thy house into the 
ark; for thee have I seen righteous 
before me in this generation. 

2 Of every clean beast thou shah 
take to thee by sevens, the male and 
his female: and of beasts that are not 
clean by two, the male and his female. 

• 3 Of fowls also of the air by sevens, 
the male and the female; to keep seed 
alive upon the face of all the earth. 

4 For yet seven days, and I will 
.cause it to rain upon the earth forty 
days and forty nights; and every liv¬ 
ing substance that I have made will I 
destroy from off the face of the earth. 

5 And Noah did according unto all 
that the Lord commanded him.' 

6 And Noah was six hundred years 
old when the flood of waters was 
upon the earth. 

7 And Noah went in, and his 
sons, and his wife, and his sons' wives 
with him, into the ark, because of the 
waters of the flood. 

*8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts that 
are not clean, and of fowls, and of eve¬ 
ry ihing that creepeth upon the earth, 

9 There went in two and two unto 
Noah into the ark, the male and the 
female,as God had commanded Noah. 

10 And it came to pass after seven 
days, that the waters of the flood were 
upon the earth. 

.11 H In the six hundredth year of 
Noah’s life, in the second month, the 
seventeenth day of the month, the 
same day were all the fountains of the 
great deep broken up, and the win¬ 
dows of heaven were opened. 

12 And the rain was upon the earth 
forty djfys and forty nights. 4 

13 In the selfsame day entered 
Noah, and Shem, and Ham, and Ja- 
pheth, the sons of Noah, and Noah's 
wife, and the three wives of his sons 
with them, into the ark; 

14 They, and every beast after his 
kind, and all the cattle after their kind, 
and every creeping thing that creepeth 
upon the earth after his kind, and 
every fowl after his kind; every bird 
of every sort. 

13 And they went in unto Noah 
il 


continuance of the flood. 

into the ark, two and two of all flesh, 
wherein is the breath of life* 

16 And they that went in, went in 
male and female of all flesh, as God 
had commanded him : and the Lord 
shut him in. 

17 And the flood was* forty days 
upon the earth; and the waters in¬ 
creased, and bare up the ark, and it 
was lift up above the earth. 

18 And the waters prevailed, and 
were increased greatly upon the earth; 
and the ark went upon the face of the 
waters. 

19 And the waters prevailed ex¬ 
ceedingly upon the earth; and all the 
high hilts, that were under the whole 
heaven, were covered. 

20 Fifteen cubits upward did the 
waters prevail; and the mountains 
were covered. 

21 And all flesh died that moved 
upon the earth, both of fowl, and of 
cattle, and of beast, and of every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon the 
earth^and every man: 

22 Ail in whose nostrils was the 
breath of life, of all that was in the 
dry land, died. 

23 And every living substance was 
destroyed which was upon the face of 
the ground, both man, and cattle, and 
the creeping things, and the fowl of 
the heaven; and they were destroy- 

• ed from the earth: and Noah only 
remained alive , and they that were with 
him in the aifc. 

24 And the waters prevailed upon 
the earth an hundred and fifty days. 

CHAP. VIII. 

1 The maters assuage. 4> The ark resteth on 
Ararat. 7 The raven and the dove, lb Noah, 
being commanded, 18 goeth forth of the ark. 
20 He buildeth an altar, and offereth sacri¬ 
fice, 21 which God aceepteth, and promiseth 
to, curse the earth up more. 

And God remembered Noah, and 
every living thing, and all the cattle 
that ours with him in the ark: and God 
made a wind to pass over the earth, 
and the waters asswaged. 

* 2 The fountains also of the deep 
and the windows of heaven were stop¬ 
ped, and the rain from heaven was 
restrained; 


CHAP. VIII. 
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3 And the waters returned from off 
the earth continually: and after the 
end of the hundred and fifty days the 
waters were abated. 

4 And the ark rested in the seventh 
mouth, on the seventeenth day of the 
month, upon the mountains of Ararat. 

5 And the waters decreased continual¬ 
ly until the tenth month: in the tenth 
month , on the first day of the month, 
were the tops of the mountains seen. 

6 And it came to pass at the end 
of forty days, that Noah opened the 
window of the ark which he had made: 

7 And he sent forth a raven, which 
went forth to and fro, until the waters 
were dried up from off the earth. 

8 Also he sent forth a dove from him, 
to see if the waters were abated from 
off the face of the ground; 

9 But the dove fouud no rest for die 
sole of her foot, and she returned unto 
him into the ark, for the waters were on 
the face of the whole earth : then he 
put forth his hand, and took her, and 
pulled her in unto him into the ark. 

• 10- And he stayed yet other seven 
days; and again he sent forth the dove 
out of the ark; 

11 And the dove came in to him in 
the evening; and, lo, in her mouth 
was an olive leaf pluckt off: so Noah 
knew that the waters were abated 
from off the earth. 

12 And he stayed yet other seven, 
days; and sent forth the dove; which 
returned not again unto him any more. 

13 And it came to pass in the six 
hundredth and first year, in the first 
month, the first day of the month, the 
waters were dried up from off the 
earth: and Noah removed the coher¬ 
ing of the ark, and looked, and, belio$d, 
the face of the ground was dry. 

14 And in the second month, on the 
seven and twentieth day of the month, 
was the earth dried. 

• 15 And .God spake unto Noah, 
saying, 

16 Go forth of. the ark, thou, and 
thy wife, and thy .sons, and thy sons’ 
wives with thee. 

17 Bring forthwith thee every living 
thing that is with thee, of all flesh, botfi 
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of fowl, and of cattle, and of every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon the 
earth; that they may breed abundantly 
in the earth, and be fruitful, and mul¬ 
tiply upon the earth. 

18 And Noah went forth, and his 
sons, and his wife, and his sons’ wives 
with him: 

19, Every beast, every creeping things 
and every fowl, and whatsoever creep¬ 
eth upon the earth, after their kinds, 
went forth out of the ark. 

20 <[[ And Noah builded an altar 
unto the'L ord; and took of every 
clean beast, and of every clean fowl, 
and offered burnt offerings on the altar. 

21 And the Loro smelled a sweet 
savouf; and the Loro said in his 
heart, I will not again curse the ground 
any more for man’s sake; for the ima¬ 
gination of man’s heart is evil from his 
youth; neither will I again smite any 
more every thing living, as 1 have done. 

22 While the earth remainelh, seed¬ 
time and harvest, and cold and heat, 
and summer and winter, and day h«d 
night shall not cease. 

CHAP. IX. 

1 God hlesseth Nonh. 4 Blood and murder 
are forbidden. 8 God’s covenant, 13 sig¬ 
nified by the rainbow. 18 Noah replenish- 
eth the world, SO planieth a vineyard, 31 is 
drunken, and mocked of his ton, 25 curseth 
. Canaan, 86 hlesseth Shem, 87 prayeth for 
Japheth, 89 and dieth. 

And God blessed Noah and his sons, 
and said unto them, Be fruitful, and 
multiply, and replenish the earth. 

2 And the fear of you and the dread of 
you shall be upon every beast of the 
earth, and upon every fowl of the air, 
upon all that moveth upon the earth, 
and upon all the fishes of the sea; 
into your hand are they delivered. 

3 Every moving thing that liveth shall 
be meat for you; even as the green 
herb have I given you all things. 

4 Butflesh with the life thereof, which I 
is the blood thereof, shall ye not eat. ' 

5 And surely your blood of your lives 
will I require; at the hand of every 
beast wifi 1 require it, and at the hand 
of man; at the hand of every man’s 
brother will I require the life of man. 

6 Whoso sheddeth man’s blood, by 
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man shall his blood be shed: for in the 
image of God made he man. 

7 And you, be ye fruitful, and mul¬ 
tiply; bring forth abundantly in the 
earth, and multiply therein. 

8 If And God spake unto Noah, and 
to his sous with him, saying, 

9 And 1, behold, I establish my 
covenant with you, and with your seed 
after you; 

10 And with every‘living creature 
that is with you, of the fowl, of the cat¬ 
tle, and of every beast of the earth with 
you; from all that go out of the ark, 
to every beast of the earth. 

11 And I will establish my covenant 
with you; neither shall all flesh be cut 
off any more by the watersyif a flood; 
neither shall there any more be a flood ' 
to destroy the earth. 

12 And God said, This is the token 
-of the covenant which 1 make between 
me and you and every living creature 
that is with you, for perpetual genera¬ 
tions : 

• 13 I do set my bow in the cloud, 
and it shall be for a token of a covenant 
between me and the earth. 

14 And it shall come to pais, when 
1 bring a cloud over the earth, that the 
bow shall be seen in the cloud • 

15 And 1 will remember my cove¬ 
nant, which is between me and you anc\ 
every living creature of all flesh; and 
.the waters shall no more become a 
flood to destroy all flesh. 

1G And the bow shall be in the cloud; 
and I will look upon it, that 1 may re¬ 
member the everlasting covenant be¬ 
tween God and .every living creature 
of all flesh that is upon the earth. 

17 And God said unto Noah, This is 
the token of the covenant, which I 
have established between me and all 
flesh that is upon the earth. 

18 % And the sons, of Noah, that 
went forth of the ark, were Shem, and 
Ham, and Japhetb: and Ham is the 
father of Canaan. 

19 These are the three sons of Noah: 
and of them was the whole earth over¬ 
spread. 

20 And Noah began to be an hus¬ 
bandman, and he planted a vineyard: 
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21 And he drank of the wine, and 
wis drunken; and he was uncovered 
within his tent. 

- 22 And Ham, the father of Canaan, 
saw the nakedness of his father, and 
told his two brethren without. 

. 23 And Sheifi and Japheth took a 
garment, and laid it upon both their 
shoulders, and went backward, and 
covered the nakedness of their father; 
and their faces, were backward, and 
they saw not their father’s nakedness. 

24 And Noah awoke from his wine, 
and knew what his younger son had 
done unto him. . 

25 And he said. Cursed be Canaan; 
a servant of servants shall he be unto 
his brethren. 

26 And he said, Blessed 6ethe Lord 
God of Shem; and Canaan shall be 
his servant. 

27 God shall enlarge Japheth, and 
he shall dwell in the tents of Shem; 
and Canaan shall be his servant. 

28 *11 And Noah lived after the flood 
three hundred and fifty years. 

29 'And all the days of Noah were 
nine hundred and fifty years : and he 
died. 

CHAP. X. 

1 J'he generations of Noah'. 2 The sons of Ja¬ 
pheth. 6 The tons of Ham. 8 Nimrod the 
first monarch. 21 The sons of Shem. 

Now these are the generations of the 
sons of Noah, Shem, Ham, jmd Ja¬ 
pheth : and unto them were«ons born 
after the flood. 

2 The sons of Japheth; Gomer, and 
Magog, and Madai, and Javan, and 
Tubal, and Meshech, and Tiras. 

3 And the sons of Gomer; Ashke¬ 
naz, and Riphath, and Togarmah. 

4 And the sons of Javan; Elishah, 
and Tarshish, Kittim, and Dodanim. 

5 By these were the isles of the Gen¬ 
tiles divided in their lands; every one 
after his tongue, after their families, 
in their nations. 

6 And the sons of Ham; Cush, 
and Mizraim, and Phut, and Canaan. 

7 And the sons of Cush; Seba, and 
Havilah, and Sabtah, and Raamah, and 
Sabtechah : and the sons of Raamah; 
Sheba, and Dedan. 
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8 Aud Cush begat Nimrod: he be¬ 
gan to be a mighty one in the earth. 

9 He was a mighty hunter before 
the Lord : wherefore it is said. Even 
as Nimrod the mighty hunter before 
the Lord. 

10 And the beginning of his king¬ 
dom was Babel, and Erech, and Ac- 
cad, and Calneh, in the land of Shinar. 

11 Out of that land went forth 
Asshur, and builded Nineveh, and 
the city Rehoboth, and Calah, 

12 And Resen between Nineveh and 
Calah: the same is a great city. 

IS And Miznpm begat Ludim, and 
Anamim, and Lehabim, and Naphtu- 
him, 

14 And Pathrusim, and Casluhim, 
(out of whom came Philisthn,) and 
jCaphtorim. 

15 And Canaan begat Sidon his 
firstborn, and Heth, 

16 And the Jebusite, and the Amo- 
tite, and the Girgasite, 

17 And the Hivite, and the Arkite, 
and the Sinite, 

18 And the Arvadite, and the Zema- 
rite, and the Hamathite: and after¬ 
ward were the families of the Canaan- 
ites spread abroad. 

19 And the border of the Canaanijtes 
was from Sidon, as thou comest to 
Gerar, unto Gaza; as thou goest,unto 
Sodom, and Gomorrah, and Admah, 
and. Zeboim, even unto Lasha. 

20 These, are the sons of Ham, after 
their families, after their tongues, in 
their countries, and in their nations. 
*21 Unto Shem also, the father of 
all the children of Eber, the brother 
of Japheth the elder, even to him were 
children born. 

22 The children of Shem; Elam, 
and Asshur, and Arphaxad, and' Lud, 
and Aram. ' . .' 

25 And the children of Aram; Uz, 
and Hnl, anti Gether, and Mash. 

24 And Arphaxad begat Salab; and 

Salah begat Eber. * 

25 And unto Eber weee born two 
sons: fbe name of one was Peleg; for 
in his days was the earth divided ; and 
his brother’s name was Joktan. * ' 

26 And Joktan begat Almodad, and 
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Sheleph, and Hazarmaveth, and Jerah, 

27 And Adoram, and Uzal,-and 
Diklah, 

28 And Obal, and Abimael, and 
Sheba, 

29 And Ophir, and Havilah, and Jo- 
bab: all these were the sons of Joktan. 

30 And their -dwelling was from 
Mesha, as thou goest, unto Scphar a 
mount of the east. 

31 These are the sons of Shem, after 
their families, after their tongues, in 
their lands, after their nations. 

32 These are the families of the 

sons of Noah, after their generations, 
in their • nations: and by these were 
the nations divided in the earth after 
the flood. < \ 

ClftAP. XI. 

1 One language in the world. 3 The building of 
Babel. 6 The confusion of tongues. 10 The 
generations of Shim. 27 The generations of 
Terah the father of Abram. 31 Terah goelh 
from Ur to Haran. 

And the whole earth was of one lan¬ 
guage, and of one speech. 

2 And it came to pass, as they jour¬ 
neyed from the east, that they found a 
plain in the land of Shinar; and they 
dwelt there. 

S And they said one to another, Go 
to, let us make brick, and burn them 
throughly. And they had brick* for 
.stone, and slime had they for morter. 

4 And they said, Go to, let us build us 
a city and a tower, whose top may 
reach unto heaven; and let us make us 
a name, lest we be scattered abroad 
upon the face of the whole earth. 

5 And the Lord came down to see 
the city and the tower, which the chil¬ 
dren of men builded. 

6 And the Lord said, Behold, the 

E eople is one, and they have ail one 
tnguage; and this they begin to do: 
andnow nothing will be restrained from 
them, which they have imagined to do. 

7 Go to, let us go down, and there 
ednfound their language, that they may 
not understand one another's speech. 

8 So the Lord scattered them abroad 
from thence upon the face of all the 
earth: and they left off to build the dity. 

9 Therefore is the name of it called 
Babel; because the Lord did there 
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.hem abroad upon the face of the 
earth*. 

10 These are the generations of 
Shcm: Shem was an hundred years old, 
and begat Arphaxad two years after 
the flood : 

11 And Shem lived after he begat 
Arphaxad five hundred years, ahd be¬ 
gat sons and daughters. 

12 And Arphaxad lived five and 
thirty years, and begat Salah: 

13 And Arphaxad lived after he be¬ 
gat Salah four hundred ahd three 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

14 And Salah lived thirty years, and 
begat Eber: 

Id And Salah lived after he begat 
Eber four hundred and three years, 
and begat sons and daughters. ' 

16 And Eber lived four and thirty 
years, and begat Peleg: 

17 And Eber lived aftei* he be¬ 
gat Peleg four hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daughters. 

18 And Peleg lived thirty years, and 
begat Reu : 

19 And Peleg lived after he begat 
Reu two hundred and nine years, and 
begat sons and daughters. 

20 And Reu lived two and thirty 
years, and begat Serug : 

21 And Reu lived after he begat 
Serug two hundred and seven years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

22 And Serug lived thirty years, and 
begat Nahor: 

23 And Serug lived after he begat 
Nahor two hundred years, and begat 
sons and daughters. 

24 And Nahor lived nine and twen¬ 
ty yeai%, and begat Terah : 

25 ‘And Nahor lived after he begat 
Terah an hundred and nineteen years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

26 And Terah lived seventy years, 
and begat Abram, Nahor, and Haran. 

27 If Now these are the generations 
of Terah: Terah begat Abram, Na¬ 
hor, and Haran; and Haran begat Lot. 

28 And Haran died before his father 
Terah in the land of his nativity, in 
Ur. of the Chaldees. 
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was Sarai; and the name of Nahor’s 
wife, Milcah, the daughter of Haran, 
the father of Milcah, and the father 
of Iscah. 

30 But Sarai was barren; she had 
no child. 

31 And Terah took Abrgm his son, 

and Lot the son of Haran his son’s 
son, and Sarai his daughter in law, his 
son Abram’s wife ; and they went 
forth witlrtbem from Ur of the Chal¬ 
dees, to go into the land of Canaan; 
and they came unto Haran, and dwelt 
there. , . 

32 And the days of Terah were two 
hundred and five years: and Terah 
died in Haran. 

CHAP. XII. 

1 God ealleth Abram, and blesseth him with a 
promise of Christ. 4 He departeth with Lot 
from Haran. 6 He journeyeth through Canaan, 
7 which is promised him in a vision. 10 He is 
driven by a famine into Egypt. 11 Fear makcth 
him /Sign his wife to be his sister. 14 Pha¬ 
raoh, having taken Iter from him, by plagues is 
compelled to restore her. 

Now the Lord had said unto Abrabi, 
Get thee out of thy country, and from 
thy kindred, and from thy father's 
house, unto a land that I will shew 
thee: 

2 And I will make of thee a great 
nation, and I will bless thee, and 
make thy name great; and thou shalt 
be a blessing: 

3 And I Will bless them that bless 
thee, and curse him thatcurseth thee: 
and in thee shall all families of the 
earth be blessed. 

4 So Abram departed, as the Lord 
had spoken unto him: and Lot went 
with him: and Abram was seventy and 
five years old when he departed out 
of Haran. 

5 And Abram took Sarai his wife, and 
Lot his brother’s son, and all their 
substance that they had gathered, and 
the souls that they had gotten in Ha¬ 
ran ; and they went forth to go into 
the land of Canaan; and into the 
land of Canaan they came. 

6 % And Abram passed through 
the laud unto the place of Sichem, 
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unto the plain of Moreh. And the 
Canaanite was then in the land. 

7 And the Lord appeared unto 
Abram, and said. Unto'thy seed will I 
give this land : and there buildcd he 
an altar unto the Lord, who appear¬ 
ed unto him. 

8 And he removed from thence unto 
a mountaigron the east of Beth-el, and 
pitched his tent, having Beth-el on the 
west, and Hai on the east: and there 
he budded an altaruntothe Lord, and 
called upon the name of the Lord. 

9 And Abram journeyed, going on 
still toward the south. 

10 if .And there was a famine in the 
land: and Abram went down into 
Egypt to sojourn there; for the fa¬ 
mine was {grievous in the- land. 

11 And it came to pass, when he 
was come near to enter into Egypt, 
that he said unto Sarai bis wife, Be¬ 
hold now*, I know that thou art a fair 
woman to look upon : 

12 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
when the Egyptians shall see thee, that 
they shall say, This is his wife: and 
th*ey will kill me, but they .will save 
thee alive. 

13 Say, I pray thee, thou art my sis¬ 
ter : that it may be well with me for 
thy sake; and my soul shall live- be¬ 
cause* of thee. 

14 ^ And it came to pass, that, 
when Abram was come into Egypt, 
die Egyptians beheld the woman that 
she was very fair. 

15 The princes also of Pharaoh 
sa'w her, and commended her before 
Pharaoh: and the woman was taken 
into Pharaoh’s house. 

16 And he entreated Abram well for 
her sake: and he had sheep, and oxen, 
and he asses, and menservants, and 
maidservants, and she asses, and camels. 

17 And the Lord plagued.Pharaoh 
and his house with great plagues, be¬ 
cause oi Sarai Abram’s wife. 

18 And Pharaoh called Abram, and 
said, What is this that thou hast done , 
unto me ? Why didst thou not tell me 
that She was thy wife ? 

19 Why saidlt thou, She is my sister? 
so I might have taken her to me to 
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Lot part asunder. 

behold thy wife, 
take her , and go thy way. 

20 And Pharaoh commanded his men 
concerning him: and they sent‘him 
away, and his wife, and all that he 
had. 

CHAP. XIII. 

1 Abram and Lot return out of Egypt. 7 By 
disagreement they part asunder, to Lot go¬ 
eth to wicked Sodom. 14 God reneweth the 
pramiSe to Abram. 18 lie removeth to Hebron, 
and there butldeth an attpr. 

And Abram went up out of Egypt, 
he, and his wife, and all that he had, 
and Lot with him, into the south. 

2 And Abram was very rich in cattle, 
in silver, and in gold. 

3 And he went on his journeys from 
the south even to Beth-el, unto the 
place where hi#tent had been at the 
beginning, between Beth-el and Hai; 

4 Unto the place of the altar, which 
he had made there at the first: and 
there Abram called on the name of 
the Lord. 

5 And Lot also, which went with 
Abram, had docks, and herds, and 
tents. 

6 And the land was not able to bear 
them, that they might dwell together: 
for their substance was great, so that 
they could not dwell together. 

7 And there was a strife between the 
herdmen of Abram’s cattle and the 
herdmen of Lot’s cattle: and the 
Canaanite and the Perizzite dwelled 
then in the land. 

8 And Abram said unto Lot, Let 
there be no strife, I pray thee, between 
me and thee, and between my herd- 
men and thy herdmen; for we he 
brethren. 

9 /* not the whole land before thee r 
separate thyself, I pray thee, from me * 
if thou wilt take the left hand, then I 
will go to the right ; or if thou depart 
to the right hand, then I will go to 
the left. 

10 And Lot lifted up his eyes, and

13 But tire men of Sodom were wick¬ 
ed and sinners before the Lord ex¬ 
ceedingly. 

14 *!l And the Lord said unto 
Abram, after that Lot was separated 
from him, Lift up now thine eyes, and 
look from the place where thou art 
northward, and southward, and east¬ 
ward, and westward: 

Id For all the land which thou.seest, 
to thee will I give it, -and to thy seed 
for ever. 

16 And I will make thy seed as the 
dust of the earth : so that if a man can 
number the dust of the earth, then shall 
thy seed also be numbered. 

17 Arise, walk through the land in 
tjie length of it and in the breadth of 
it; for I will give it unto thee. 

18 Then Abram removed hit tent, 
and came and dwelt in the plain of 
Mamre, which is in Hebron, and built 
there an altar unto the Lord. 

CHAP. XIV.

4 Twelve yearB they served Chedor¬ 
laomer, and in the thirteenth year they 
rebelled. 

. 5 And in the fourteenth year came 
Chedorlaomer, and the kings that were 
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with him, and smote the Rephaims in 
Asliteroth Karnaira, and the Zuzitns 
in Ham, and the Emims in Shaveh 
Kiriathaim, 

6 And the Horites in their mount 
Seir, unto El-paran, which is by the 
wilderness. 

7 And they returned, and came to 
En-mishpat, which is Kadesh, and 
smote all the country of the Amalek- 
ites, and also the Amorites, that dwelt 
in Hazezon-tamar. 

8 And there w'ent out the king of 
Sodom, and the.king of Gomorrah, 
and the king of Admah, and the king 
of Zeboiim, and the king of Bela (the 
same is Zoar;). and they joined battle 
with .them-in/the vale of Siddim ; 

9 With Chedorlaomer the king of 
Elam, and with Tidal king of nations, 
and Amraphel king of Shinar, and 
Arioch king of Eilasar; four kings 
with five. 

10 And the vale of Siddim was full 
of slimepits; and the kings of Sodom 
and Gomorrah fled, and fell there; 
and they that remained fied to the 
mountain. 

11 And tltey took all llie goods of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and all their 
victuals, and went their way. 

12 And they look Lot, Abram’s bro¬ 
ther’s son, who dwelt in Sodom, and 
his goods, and departed. 

13 if And there came one that had 
escaped, and told Abram the He¬ 
brew; for he dwelt in the plain of 
Mamre the. Amorite, brother of Esh- 
col, and brother of Aner: and these 
mere confederate with Abram. 

14 And when Abram heard that his 
brother was taken captive, he armed 
his trained servants, born in his own 
house, three hundred and eighteen, 
and pursued them unto Dan. 

15 And he divided himself against 
them, he and his servants, by night, 
and smote them, and pursued them 
unto Hobah, which is on the left hand 
of Damascus. 

16 And he brought back all the 
goods, ar.d also brought again his bro¬ 
ther Lot, and his goods, and the wo¬ 
men also, and the people.

29 IF And it came to pass, when 
God destroyed the cities of the plain, 
that God remembered Abraham, and 
‘sent Lot out of the midst of the over¬ 
throw, when he overthrew the cities 
in the which Lot dwelt. 

30 f And Lot went up out of Zoar, 
and dwelt in the mountain, and his two 
daughters with him; for he feared to 
dwell in Zoar: and he dwelt in a cave, 
he arifl his two daughters. 

31 And the firstborn said unto the 
younger, Our father is old, and there is 
not a man in the earth to come in unto 
us after the manner of all the earth: 

32 Come, let us make our father 
drink win?, and we will lie with him, 
that we may preserve seed of our fa¬ 
ther. 

33 And they made their father drink 
wine that night: and the firstborn 
went in, and lay with her father; and 
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he perceived not when she lay down, 
nor when she arose. 

34 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that the firstborn said unto the 
younger, Behold, I lay yesternight 
with my father* let us make him drink 
w'ine this night also; and go thou in, 
and lie with him, that we may preserve 
seed of our father. 

35 And they made their father drink 
wine that night also: and the younger 
arose, and lay with him; and he per¬ 
ceived not when she lay down, nor 
when she arose. 

36 Thus were both the daughters of 
Lot with child by their father. 

37 And the firstborn bare a son, and 
called his name Moab: the same is the 
father of the Moabites unto this day. 

38 And the younger, she also bare 
a son, and called his name Ben-ammi: 
the same is the father of the children 
of Ammon unto this day. 

CHAP. XX. 

1 Abraham sojoumeth at Gerar, 3 denieth hi* 

wife, and taaeth her. 3 Abimetech is reproved 

for her in a dream. 9 He rebuketh Abraham , 

14 restoreth Sarah, 16 and rejiroveth her. 17 

He is heated by Abraham’s prayer. 

And Abraham journeyed from thence 
toward the south country, and dwell¬ 
ed between Kadesh and Shur, and so¬ 
journed in Gerar. 

2 And Abraham said of Sarah his 
wife. She is my sister: and Abimelech 
king of Gerar sent, and took Sarah. 

3 But God came to Abimelech in a 
dream by night, and said to him, Be¬ 
hold, thou art but a dead man, for the 
woman which thou hast taken; for she 
is a main's wife. 

4 But Abimelech had not come near 
her: and he said, Loud, wilt thou slay 
also a righteous nation? 

5 Said he not unto me. She is my 
sister? and she, even she herself said. 
He is my brother : in the integrity of 
my heart and innocency of my hands 
have I done this. 

6 And God said unto him in a dream, 
Yea, 1 know that thou didst this in the 
integrity of thy heart; for I also with¬ 
held thee from sinniug against me: 
therefore suffered I thee not to touch 
her. 
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7 Now therefore restore the man his 
wife; for he is a prophet, and he shall 
pray for thee, and thou shalt live: and 
if thou restore her not, know thou that 
thou shalt surely die, thou, and all that 
are thine. 

8 Therefore Abimeleeh rose early in 
the morning, and called all his servants, 
and told all these things in their ears: 
and the men Mere sore afraid. 

9 Then Abimeleeh called Abraham, 
and said unto hitn, What hast thou 
done unto us ? and what have I offend¬ 
ed thee, that thou hast brought on me 
and on my kingdom a great sin? thou 
hast done deeds unto me that ought 
not to be done. 

10 And Abimeleeh said unto Abra¬ 
ham, What sawest thou, that thou hast 
done this thing ? 

11 And Abraham said, Because I 
thought, Surely the fear of God is not 
in this place; and they Mill slay me 
for my wife’s sake. 

12 And yet indeed she is my sister; 
she is the daughter of my father, but 
not the daughter of my mother; and 
she became my w'ife. 

13 And it came to pass, when God 
caused me to wander from my father’s 
house, that I said unto her, This is thy 
kindness which thou shalt shew unto 
me; at every place whither we shall 
come, say of me, He is my brother. 

14 And Abimeleeh took sheep, and 
oxen, and menservants, and women- 
servants, and gave them unto Abra¬ 
ham, and restored him Sarah his 
M'ife. 

15 And Abimeleeh said, Behold, 
my land is before thee: dwell where 
it pleaseth tbee. 

16 And unto Sarah he said, Behold, 
I have given thy brother a thousand 
pieces of silver: behold, he is to thee 
a covering,of the eyes, unto all that 
are wilts thee, and with all other: thus 
she was reproved. 

17 If So Abraham prayed unto God: 
and God healed Abimeleeh, and his 
wife, and his maidservants; and they 
bare children.. 

18 For the Loud had fast closed up 
all the wombs of the house of Abime- 
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lech, because of Sarah Abraham’s 
wife. 

CHAP. XXI. 

1 Isaac is Lem. 4 He is eirmmeiud. 6 Sa¬ 
rah’s jay. 9 Hagar ana hhmael are east 
forth. 15 Ha/far in distress. 17 The angel 
eonforteth her. 2 * Abimelech’s covenant with 
Abraham at Beer-shebu. 

And the Lord visited Sarah as he 
had said, and the Lord did unto Sa¬ 
rah as he bad spoken. 

2 For Sarah conceived, and bare 
Abraham a son in his old age, at the 
set time of which God had spoken to 
him. 

3 And Abraham called the name of 
his son that was born unto him, whom 
Sarah bare to him, Isaac. 

4 And Abraham circumcised his son 
Isaac being eight days old, as God had 
commanded him. 

5 And Abraham was an hundred 
years old, when his sou Isaac M'as 
burn unto him. 

6if And Sarah said, God hath made 
me to laugh, so that all that hear u'ill 
laugh with me. 

7 And she said. Who would have 
said unto Abraham, that Sarah should 
have given children suck ? for 1 have 
born him a son in his old age. 

8 And the child greM', and w as wean- 
ed : and Abraham made u great feast 
the same day that Isaac was weaned. 

9 if And Sarah saw the son of Ha- 
gar the Egyptian, which she had born 
unto Abraham, mocking 

10 Wherefore she said unto Abra¬ 
ham, Cast out this bondwoman and 
her son: for the son of this bond¬ 
woman shall not be heir with my son, 
even with Isaac. 

11 And the thing was very grieVous 
in Abraham’s sight because of hii soti. 

12 if And God said unto Abraham, 
Let it not be grievous in thy sight be¬ 
cause of the lad, and because of thy 
bondwoman ; in all that Sarah hatn 
said unto thee, hearken unto her voice; 
for in Isaac . shall thy seed be called. 

13 And also of.the son of the bond- 

woman will 1 make a nation, because 
he is tfiy seed. ’ * ’ 

14 Ajid Abraham nose up early in 
the morning, and. took bread, and a 
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bottle of water, and gave it unto Ha¬ 
gar, putting it on her shoulder, and 
the child, and sent her away: and she 
departed, and wandered in the wilder¬ 
ness of Beer-sheba. . 

15 And the water was spent in the 
bottle, and she cast the child under 
one of the shrubs. 

16 And she went, and sat her down 
ever against him a good way off, as it 
were a bowshot: for she said, Let me 
not see the death of the child. And 
she sat over against him, and lift up 
her voice, and wept. 

17 And God heard the voice of the 
lad; and the angel of God called to 
Hagar out of heaven, and said unto 
her, What aileth thee, Hagar? fear 
not; for God hath heard the voice of 
the lad where he is. 

18 Arise, lift up the lad, and hold 
him in thine hand; for 1 will make 
him a great nation. 

19 And God opened her eyes, and 
she saw a well of water; and she 
went, and filled the bottle with water, 
and gave the lad drink. 

20 And God was with the lad; and 
he grew, and dwelt in the wilderness, 
and became an archer. 

21 And he dwelt in the wilderness 
of Paran : and his mother took him a 
wife out of the land of Egypt. 

22 And it came to pass at that 
time, that Abimelech and Phiehol the 
chief captain of his host spake unto 
Abraham, saying, God is \\ ith thee in 
all that thou doest: 

23 Now therefore swear unto me 
here by God that thou wilt not d.eal 
falsely with me, nor with my son, nor 
with rqy son’s son: but according to 
the kindness that I have done unto 
thee, thou shaft do unto me, and to the 
land wherein thou hast sojourned. 

24 And Abraham said, I will swear. 

25 And Abraham reproved Abime¬ 
lech because of a well of water, 
which Abimelech’s servants had vio¬ 
lently taken away. 

26 And Abimelech said, I wot not 
who hath done this thing: neither didst 
thou tell me, neither yet heard l of it, 
but to day. 


27 And Abraham took sheep and 
oxen, and gave them unto Abimelech; 
and both of them made a covenant. 

28 And Abraham set seven ewe 
lambs of the flock by themselves. 

29 And Abimelech said unto Abra¬ 
ham, What mean these seven ewe 
lambs which thou hast set by them¬ 
selves ? 

30 And he said. For these seven ewe 
lambs shalt thou take of my hand, that 
they may be a witness unto me, that 
I have digged this well. 

SI Wherefore he called that place 
Beer-sheba; because there they sware 
both of them. 

32 Thus they made a covenant at 
Beer-sheba: then Abimelech rose up, 
and Phiehol the chief captain of his 
host, and they returned into the laud 
of the Philistines. 

S3 *11 And Abraham planted a grove 
in Beer-sheba, and called there on the 
name of the Lord, the everlasting 
God. 

34 And Abraham sojourned in the 
Philistines’ land .many days.

19 So Abraham returned uuto his 
young men, and they rose up and went 
together to Beer-sheba; and Abraham 
dwelt at Beer-sheba.- 

20 And it came to pass after these 
things, that it wa^told Abraham, say¬ 
ing, Behold, Milcah, she hath also born 
children unto thy brother Nahor; 

21 Huz his firstborn, and Buz his 
brother and Kemuel the father of 
Aram, 

22 And Chesed, and Hazo, and Pil- 
dash, and Jidlaph, and Bethuel. 

23 And Bethuel begat Rebekah : 
these eight Milcah did bear to Nahor, 
Abraham’s brother. 

24 And his concubine, whose name 
was Reumah, she bare also Tebah, and 
Gaham, and Thahash, and Maachah. 

CHAP. XXIII. 

1 The age and death of Sarah. 3 The purchase 

of IHuchpeluh, 19 where Sarah was buried. 

And Sarah was an hundred and seven 
and twenty years old ; these were the 
years of the life of Sarah. 

2 And Sarah died in Kirjath-arba; 
the same is Hebron in the land of Ca¬ 
naan: and Abraham came to mourn 
for Sarah, and to weep for her. 

3 51 And Abraham stood up from 
before hik dead, and spake unto the 
sons of Heth, saying, 

4 I am a stranger and a sojourner 
with you: give me a possession of a 
buryiugplace with you, that 1 may 
bury my dead out of my sight. 

5 And the children of Heth answer¬ 
ed Abraham, saying unto him," 

6 Hear us, my lord: thou art a 
mighty prince among us : in the choice 
of our sepulchres bury thy dead; none 
of us shall withhold from thee his se¬ 
pulchre, but that thou mayest bury 
thy dead* 

7 And Abraham stood up, and bow¬ 
ed himself to the* people of the land, 
even to the children of Heth. 

8 And be communed with them, say¬ 
ing, If it be your mind that 1 should 
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bury my dead out of my sight; liear 
me, and intreat for me to Ephron the 
son of Zohar, 

9 That he may give me the cave of 
Machpelah, which lie hath, which is 
in the end of his field; for as much 
money as it is worth he shall give it 
me for a possession of aburyingplace 
amongst you. 

10 And Ephron dwelt among the 
children of Heth: and Ephron the 
Hittite answered Abraham in the au¬ 
dience of the children of Heth, even 
of all that went in at the gate of his 
city, saying, 

11 IS ay, my lord, hear me: the'field 
give I thee, and the cave that is there¬ 
in, I give it thee; in the presence of 
the sons of my people give 1 it thee: 
bury thy dead. 

12 And Abraham bowed down him¬ 
self before the people of the land. 

13 And he spake unto Ephron in the 
audience of the people of the land, say¬ 
ing, Hut if thou wilt give it, 1 pray 
thee, liear me: 1 will give thee money 
for the field; take it of me, and 1 will 
bury my dead there. 

14 And Ephron answered Abraham, 
saying unto him, 

'15 My lord, hearken unto me: the 
land is worth four hundred shekels of 
silver; what is that betwixt me and 
thee i bury therefore thy dead. 

10 And Abraham- hearkened unto 
Ephron; and Abraham weighed to 
Ephron the silver, which he had named 
in the audience of the sons of Heth, 
four hundred shekels of silver, current 
money with the merchant. 

17 If Aud the field of EpKrbn, which 
was iif Machpelah, which was before 
Mamre, the field, and the cave which 
was therein, and all the trees that were 
in the field, that were in all the borders 
round about, were made sure 

18 Unto Abraham for a possession 
in the presence of the children of 
Heth, before all that went in at the 
gate of his city. 

19 And after this, Abraham buried 
Sarah his wife in the cave-of the field 
of Machpelah before Mamre: the 
same is Hebron in the land of Canaan. 
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' 20 And the field, and the' caye that 
is therein, were made sure unto Abra¬ 
ham for a possession of a burying- 
place by the sons of Heth. 

CHAP. XXIV. • 

1 Abraham sweanth his servant. 10 The ser¬ 
vant's journey. 12 His prayer. 14 Hie sign.

And Abraham was old, and well 
stricken in age: and the Lord had 
blessed Abraham in all things. 

2 Aud Abraham, said unto hi$ eldest 
servant of his house, that ruled over 
all that he had, Put, I pray thee, tKy 
hand under my thigh : 

3 And I will make thee swear by the 
Lord, the God of heaven, and the 
God of the earth, that thou shah not 
take a wife unto my son of the daugh¬ 
ters of the Canaanites, among whom 
I dwell: 

4 But thou shah go unto my coun¬ 
try, and 1 to my kindred, and take a wife 
unto my son Isaac. 

5 And the servant said unto him, 
Peradventure the woman will not be 
willing to follow me unto this land : 
must I needs bring thy sou again unto 
the land from whence thou earnest I 

6 And Abraham said unto him, Be¬ 
ware thou that thou bring not my son 
thither again. 

7 IT Lord God of heaven, 
which took me fyom my father’s house, 
and from the land of my kindred, and 
which spake unto me, and that sware 
unto me, saying, Unto thy seed will I 
give this land; he shall send his angel 
before thee, and thou shalt take a wife 
unto my son from thence. r 

8 And if the woman will not be will¬ 
ing to follow thee, then thou shalt. be 
clear from this my oath: only bring 
not my son thither again. 

9 And the servant put his hand under 
the thigh of Abraham his master, and 
sware to him concerning that matter. 

30 And the servant took ten ca¬ 
mels of the camels of his master, and 
departed; for all die goods of his 
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master were in his hand: and he arose; 
and went to Mesopotamia* unto dm 
city of Nahor. 

11 And he made his camels to kneel 
down without the city by a well of 
water at the time of the evening, even 
the time that women go out to draw 
water . 

12 And he said, O Loro God of 
my master Abraham, 1 pray thee, send 
me good speed this day, and shew kind¬ 
ness unto my master Abraham. 

IS Behold, I stand here by the well 
of water; and the daughters of the 
men of the city come out to draw 
water: 

14 And let it come to pass, that the 
damsel to whom I shall say. Let down 
thy pitcher, 1 pray thee, that I may 
drink; and she shall say, Drink, and 
I will give thy camels drink also: tet 
the same he she that thou hast ap¬ 
pointed for tliy servant Isaac; and 
thereby shall 1 know that thou hast 
shewed kindness unto my master. 

15 And it came to pass, before 
he had done speaking, that, behold, 
Kebekah came out, who was born to 
Bethuel, son of Milcah, the wife of 
Nahor, Abraham’s brother, with her 
pitcher upon her shoulder. 

16 And the damsel was very fair to 
look upon, a virgin, neither had any 
man known her: and she went down 
to the well, and tilled her pitcher, and 
came up. 

17 And the servant ran to meet her, 
and said. Let me, I pray thee, drink 
a little water of thy pitcher. 

18 And she said, Drink, my lord : 
and she hasted, and let down her pitch¬ 
er upou her hand, and gave hint drink. 

19 And when she had done giving 
him drink, she said, 1 will draw water 
for thy camels also, until they have 
done drinking. 

20 Audshe hasted, and emptied her 
pitcher into the trough, and ran again 
unto the well to draw water, and drew 
for all his camels. 

21 A Ad the man wondering at her 
held his peace, to wit whether tfte 
Loan had' made his journey prosper¬ 
ous or not. 


26 And it caihe to pass, as the cartels 
haddone drinking, that the man took a' 
golden earring of half a shekel weight," 
and two bracelets .for her hands of ten 
shekels weight of gold ; 

23 And said, Whose daughter art 
thou ? tell me, l pray thee: is there' 
room in thy father’s house for us to 
lodge in ? 

24 And she said unto him, 1 am the 
daughter of Betfruel the son of Mil¬ 
cah, which she bare unto Nahor'. 

25 She said moreover unto him, We 
have both straw and provender enough, 
and room to lodge in. 

26*’ And the man bowed down his 
head, and worshipped the Lord. 

27 And be said, Blessed be the 
Lord God of my master Abraham, 
who hath not left destitute my master 
of his mercy and his truth: I being in 
die,way, the Lord led me to the 
house of my master’s brethren. 

28 And the damsel ran, and told them 
of her mother’s bouse these things. 

29 f And Rebekab had a brother, 
and his name was Laban: and Laban 
ran out unto the man, unto the well. 

30 And it came to pass, when he 
•aw the earring and bracelets upon 
his sister’s hands, and when he heard 
the words of Rebekab his sister, say¬ 
ing, Thus spake the man unto me;

36 And Sarah my master's wife bare 
a son to my master when she was old: 
and unto him hath he given all that he 
hath. 

37 And my master made me swear, 
saying, Thou shalt not take a wife to 
my son of the daughters of the Ca- 
naanites, in whose land I dwell: 

38 But thou shalt go unto my father’s 
house, and to my kindred, and take a 
wife unto my son. 

39 And I said unto my master, Per- 
adventurc the woman will not follow 
me. 

40 And he said unto me, The Lord, 
before whom I walk, will send his 
angel w'itlj thee, and prosper thy way;

42 And I came this day unto the 
well, and said, O Lor n God of my 
master Abraham, if now' thou do pros¬ 
per my way which I go: 

• 43 Behold, I stand by the well of 
water; and it shall come to pass, that 
when the virgin cometli forth to draw 
water , and 1 say to her, Give me, I 
pray thee, a little water of thy pitcher 
to drink; 

44 And she say to me, Both drink 
thou, and I will also draw for thy 
camels: let the same be the woman 
whom the Loro hath appointed out 
for my piaster's son., 

45 And before I had done speaking 
in mine heart, behold, Rebekah came 
forth w'ith her pitcher On her shoulder; 
and she went down unto the well, and 
drew water; and 1 faid unto her. 
Let me drink, £ pray thee. 

46 And she made haste, and let 
down her pitcher from her shoulder, 
and said, Drink, and I will give thy 
camels drink also : so I drank, and 
she made the camels drink also. 

47 And I asked her, and said, Whose 
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daughter art thou ? And she said. The 
daughter of Bethuel, Nahor’s son: 
whom Milcah bare unto him: and I 
put the earring upon her face, and the 
bracelets upon her hands. 

48 And I bowed down my head, 
and worshipped the Loud, and bless¬ 
ed the Loud God of my master Abra¬ 
ham, which had led me in the right 
way to take my master’s brother’s 
daughter unto his son. 

49 And now if ye will deal kindly 
and truly with my master, tell me: 
and if not, tell me; that I may turn 
to the right hand, or to the left. 

50 Then Laban and Bethuel an¬ 
swered and said, The thing proceed- 
eth from the Lord : we cannot speak 
unto thee bad or good. 

5 i Behold, Rebekah is before thee, 
take her, and go, and let her be thy 
master’s son’s wife, as the Loro hath 
spoken. 

52 And it came to pass, that, when 
Abraham’s servant heard their words, 
he worshipped the Lord, bowing kim-i 
self to the earth. 

53 And the servant brought forth 
jewels of silver, and jewels of gold, 
and raiment, and gave them to Rebe¬ 
kah : he gave also to her brother and to 
her mother precious things.

18 And they dwelt from HaViiah 
unto Shur, that is before Egypt, as 
thou goest toward Assyria: and he 
died in the presence of all bis brethren, 
19 U And these are the generations 
of Isaac, Abraham’s son; Abraham

20 And Isaaa was forty years old 
when be took Rebekah to wife, die 
daughter * of Bethuel the Syrian of

for his wife, because she was barren: 
and the Lord was intreated of him, 
and Rebekah his wife conceived.

And 
they said unto Pharaoh, Thy servants 
are shepherds, both we, ana also our 
fathers. 

4 They said moreover unto Pha¬ 
raoh, For to sojourn in the land are 
we come; for thy servants hav^jtp 
pasture for their flocks; for,# 
mine t* sore in the land of Canaan;

5 And Pharaoh spake unto Joseph, 
saying.

15 The 
godliness of the midwives , in saving the men 
children alive, 22 Pharaoh commandeth the 
male children to he cast into the river. 

Now these are the names of the 
children of Israel, which came into 
Egypt; every man and his houshold 
came with Jacob. 

2 Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and Judah, 

3 Issachar, Zebulun, and Benjamin, 

4 Dan, and Naphtali, Gad, and 
Asher. 

5 And all the souls that came out of 
the loins of Jacob were seventy souls: 
for Joseph was in Egypt already. 

6 And J oseph died, and all his bre¬ 
thren, and all that generation. 

7 If And the children of Israel were 
fruitful, and increased abundantly, and 
multiplied, and waxed exceeding migh¬ 
ty ; hnd the land was filled with them. 

8 Now there arose up a new king 
over Egypt, which knew not Joseph. 

9 And he said unto his people, Be¬ 
hold, the people of the children of Is¬ 
rael are more and mightier than we: 

10 Come on, let us deal wisely with 
them; lest they multiply, and it come 
to pass, that, when there falleth out 
any. war, they join also unto our ene¬ 
mies, and fight against us, and so get 
them up out of the land. -* 

11 Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them with their 
burdens. And they built for Pharaoh 
treasure cities, Pithom and Raamses.

the name of the other Puah: 

16 And he said, When ye do the 
office of a midwife to the Hebrew wo¬ 
men, and see them upon the stools; if 
it be a son, then ye shall kill him: but 
if it be a daughter, then she shall live. 

17 But the midwives feared God, 
and did not as the king of Egypt com¬ 
manded them, ;.,but saved the men 
children alive. 

18 And the king of Egypt called 
for the mid wives, and said unto them. 
Why have ye done this thing, and have 
saved the men tjhildren alive i 

19 And the mid wives said unto Pha¬ 
raoh, Because the Hebrew women are 
not as the Egyptian women; for they 
are lively, and are delivered ere the 
mid wives come in unto them. 

20 Therefore God dealt well with 
the mid wives: and the people multi¬ 
plied, and waxed very mighty. 

21 And it came to pass, because the 
midwives feared Goa, that he made 
them houses. 

22 And Pharaoh charged all his peo¬ 
ple, saying. Every son that is born ye 
shajl cast into the river, and every 
daughter *ye shall save alive. 

CHAP. II.

16 And thou shalt put into the ark 
the testimony which lshall give thee. 

17 And thou shalt make a mercy 
seat of pure gold: two cubits and a 
half shall be the length thereof, and a 
cubit and a half the breadth thereof.

bims of gold, of beaten work shalt 
thou make them, in the two ends of 
the mercy seat. 

19 And make one cherub at the one 
end, and th^ other cherub at the other 
end: even of the mercy seat shall ye 
make the cherubims on the two ends 
thereof. 

20 And the cherubims shall stretch 
forth their wings on high, covering the 
mercy seat with their wings, and their 
faces shall look one to another; to¬ 
ward the mercy seat shall the faces of 
the cherubims be. 

21 And thou shalt put the mercy 
seat above upon the ark; and in the 
ark thou shalt put the testimony that 
1 shall give thee. 

22 And th$re I will meet with thee, 
and 1 will commune with thee from 
above the mercy seat, from between 
the two cherubims which are upon 
the ark of the testimony, of all thing* 
which I will give thee in command¬ 
ment unto the children of Israel. 

23 Thou shalt also make a table 
of shittim wood: two cubits shall he 
the length thereof, and a cubit the 
breadth thereof, and a cubit and a 
half the height thereof. 

24 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, and make thereto a crown 
of gold round about. 
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£5 And thou shalt make untoit a 
border of an hand breadth round about, 
and thou shalt make a golden crown 
to the borde^t&eteof round about.

31 And dmu shalt make a candle¬ 
stick of pure gold: of beaten work 
shall the candlestick be made: his 
shaft, and his branches^ his bowls, 
his knops, and his flowers, shall be pf 
the same. 

32 And six branches shall come out 
of the sides of it; three branches of 
the candlestick out of the one side, 
and three branches of die candlestick 
out of die otheV side: " 

33 Three bowls made like unto 
almond^id a knop and a flower in 
one branch; and three bowls made 
like almonds in the other branch, 
with a knop and a flower: so in the 
six branches that come out of the 
candlestick. 

34 And in the candlestick shall Be 
four bowls made like unto almonds, 
with their knops and’their flowers. . 

' 35 And there shall be a knop under 
two branches of the same, and a knop 
under two brunches of the same, and 
a knop under two branches of the 
samp, according to the six branches 
that proceed out of the candlestick. 

36 Their knops and their branches 
shall be of the same: all of it s hall be 
one beaten work of pure gold, 

37 And thou shalt make the seven 
lamps thereof: and they shall light 
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the lamps thereof, that they may give 
light over against it. 

33 And tie tongs thereof, and the 
snuffdishes thereof, shall be of pure 
gold. « 

39 Of a talent of pure gold shall he 
make it, with all these vessels. 

40 And look that thou make them 
after their pattern, which was shewed 
thee in the mount.

£ Hie length of one curtain shall 
be eight and twenty cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits: 
and every one of the curtains shall 
have one measure. 

3, The five curtains shall be coimled 
together one to another; and other 
five curtains shall be coupled one to 
another. 

4 And thou shalt make loops of 
blue upon the edge of the one curtain 
from the selvedge in the coupling; 
and likewise shalt thou make in the 
uttermost edge of another curtain, in 
the coupling of the secofod. 

5 Fifty loops shalt thou make in the 
one curtain, and fifty loops shalt thou 
make in die edge of the curtain that is 
in the coupling of the second; that 
the loops may take hold one of another. 

6 And thqu shalt make fifty taches 
of gold, and couple the curtains to~ 

,er with the taches: and it shall 
be one tabernacle. .. ° 

7 H And thou shalt make curtains 
of goats' hair to be a covering upon 
uie tabernacle: eleven curtains shalt 
thou make. 

8 The length of one curtain shall be 
thirty cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits ? and the eleven 
curtains shall be all of one pleasure. 

9 And thou shalt couple five cur¬ 
tains by themselves, and six curtains 
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by themselves, and shalt double th 
sixth curtajp in the forefront of th< 
tabernacle. 

10 Aiid thou shalt make fifty loops 
on the edge of the one curtain that is 
outmost in the coupling, and fifty 
loops in the pdge of the curtain which 
coupleth die second.

4 Aud Aaron and his sons thoii 
shalt bring unto the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, end shalt 
wash them with water. 

5 And thou shalt take the garments, 
and put upon Aaron the coat, and the 
robe of the ephod, and the ephod, 
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The Jtacriflce *nd ceremonies. 

ahdthebreastplate, and'gird hinrwith 
the curious girdle of the ephod : 

6 And thou shalt put the mitre upon 
his head, and put the holy crown upon 
the' mitre. <■« > 

'■. 7 Then shalt thou take the anoint-, 
•ing oil, and pour it upon his head,; 
and anoint him. 

■ .8 And thou shalt bring his sons,! 
and put coats upon them. 

.. 9 .And thou shak gird them with 
girdles, Aaron and his sons, and put 
■the bonnets op them: and the priest’s 1 
office shall be theirV for a perpetual 
statute; and thou shalt conseurate 
Aaron and his sons. 

10 And thou shalt cause a bullock 
to be brought before the.tabernacle 
of the congregation : and Aaroti and 
his sons shall put their hands upon 
the head of the bollock. 

11 And thou shalt kill the bullock 
before the Lord, by the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. : ... 

12 And thou shalt take of the blood 

of the bullock, and put it upon the 
horns of the altar with thy. finger, and 
pour all the blood beside the bottom 
of the altar. .... 

13 And thou shalt take all the fat 
that covereth the inwards, and the 
caul that is above the liver, and the 
two kidneys, and the fat that is upon 
them, and burn them upon the altar. 

14 But the flesh of the bullock, and 
his skin, and his dung, shalt thou burn 
with fire without the camp: *it is a 
sin offering. 

15 Thou shalt also take one ram; 
and Aaron and his sons shall put their 
hands upon the head of the ram. 

16 And thou shalt slay the ram, and 
thou shak Jake his blood, and sprinkle 
it round about upon the altar. < 

17 And thou shalt cut the ram in 
pieces, and wash the inwards of him, 
and his legs, and put them unto his 
pieces, and unto his head. 

.18 And thou shalt burn the whole 
ram upon the altar: it is a burnt offer-: 
ing unto the Lord : it ts a sweet sa¬ 
vour, an offering made by fire unto the 
Loud. 

19$ And thou shalt take the other 
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ram; and Aaron and his sons shall put 
their hands upon the head of the rati*. 

20 Then shalt thou kill the rain> and 
take of his blood, and put ft upon the 
tip of the right ear of Aaron, and upoft 
the tip of the right ear of his sons, and 
upon the thumb of their right hand, 
and upon the great toe of their right 
foot, and sprinkle the blood upon the 
altar round about.

25 And tbou shall receive them of 
their hands, and burn them upon the 
altar for a burnt offering, for a sweet 
savour before the Lord : it ts an 
offering made by fire unto the Lord. 

26 And thou shalt take the breast 
of the rain of Aaron’s consecration, 
and wave it for a wave offering- before 
the Lord : and it shalt be tby part. 

27 And thou shalt sanctify the 
breast of the wave offering, and the 
shoulder of the heave offering, which 
is waved, and w hich is heaved up> of 
the ram of the consecration, event of 
that which is for Aaron, and. of that 
which is for his sons : 

28 And it shall be Aaron’s and hie 
sous’ by a statute for eyec from the 
children of Israel: for it is an heave 
offering; and it shall bean heave offer¬ 
ing from the children of Israel of the 
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sacrifice of their peace offerings, even 
.their heave offering unto the Lord 

29 IT And the holy garments of 
Aaron shall be his sons’ after him, to 
he anointed therein, and to be conse¬ 
crated in them. 

; SO And that son that is priest in his 
Stead shall put them on seven days, 
when he cometh into the tabernacle of 
the congregation to minister in the 
holy place. 

: 31And thou shalt take the ram 
of the consecration, and seethe his 
flesh in the holy place, 
v- 32 And Aaron and his sons shall 
eat the flesh of the ram, and the bread 
that is in the basket, by the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

33 And they shall eat those things 
wherewith the atonement was made, 
to consecrate and to- sanctify them : 
but' a stranger shall not eat thereof j 
because they are holy. 

- 34 And if ought of the flesh of the 
consecrations, or of the bread, remain 
unto the morning, then thou shalt 
burn the remainder with fire ; it shalHj 
not be eaten, because it is holy. 

35 And thus shalt thou do unto 
Aaron, and to his sons, according to all 
things which I have commanded thee: 
seven days shalt thou consecrate them. 

36 And thou shalt offer every day a 
bullock for a sin offering for atone¬ 
ment: and thou shalt cleanse the altar, 
when thou hast made an atonement for 
it, and thou shalt anoint it, to sanctify it. 

37 Seven days thou shalt make an 
atonement for the altar, and sanctify it; 
and it shall be an altar most holy: what¬ 
soever toucheth the altar shall be holy. 

36 Now this is that which thou 
shalt offer updn the altar; two iambs of 
the first year day by day continually. 

39 'Hie one Iamb thou shalt offer 
in the morning; and the other lamb 
thou shalt offer at even : 

40 And / ith the one lamb a tenth 
deal of flour mingled with the fourth 
part of an hin of beaten oil | and the 
fourth part of an hin of wine for a 
drink offering. 

* 41 And the'other iamb tbou shalt 
offer at even, and shalt do thereto ac- 
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cording to the meat offering of the 
morning, mid according to the drink 
offering thereof, for a s weet savour, an 
offering made by fire unto the Lord. 

42 This shall be a continual burnt of¬ 
fering, throughout your generations at 
the door of die tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation before the Lord : where I 
will meet you, to speak themJMJtothee. 

43 And there I will me$$ : with the 
children of Israel, and thelabernacle 
shall be sanctified by my glory. 

44 And 1 will sanctify the tabernacle 
of the congregation, and the altar: I 
will sanctify also both Aaron and his 
sons, to minister to me in the priest’s 
office. 

45 IF And I will dwell among the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and will be their God. 

46 And they shall know that I am 
the Lord their God, that brought 
them forth out of the land of Egypt, 
that I may dwell among them : I am 
the Lord their God.

4 And two golden rings shalt thou 
make to it under the crown*of it,* by 
the two corners thereof, upon the two 
sides of it shalt thou make it; and 
they shall be for places for the staves 
to bear it withal.

12 And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

13 Speak' thou also unto the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, saying, Verily my sab¬ 
baths ye shall keep ; for it is a sign 
between me and you throughout your 
generations; that ye may know that 
1 am the Lord that doth sanctify you. 

14 Ye shall keep the sabbath there¬ 
fore ; for it is holy unto you.: every 
one that defiletfa it shall surely be put 
to death: for whosoever doeth any 
wwrlc therein, that soul shall be cut 
off from among his people.

•And when the people Raw that Mo¬ 
ses delayed to come down out of the 
mount, the people gathered them¬ 
selves together unto Aaron, and said 
unto him, Up, make us gods, which 
■hall go before us; for as for this 
Moses, man that brought us up 
put of the landqf Egypt, we wot not 
what is become of him. 

2 And Aaron said unto them, Break 
off the golden earrings, which are in 
the ears of your wives, of your sons, 
and of your daughters, and bring them i 
unto me. 

3 And all the people brake off the ' 
golden earrings which were in their 
ears, and brought them unto Aaron. 

4 And he received them at their hand, 
and fashioned it with a graving tool, 
after he had made it a molten calf: 
and they said, These be thy gods, O 
Israel, which brought thee up out of 
the land of Egypt. *, 

5 And when A atom saw it, he built 
an altar before it; and Aaron made 
proclamation, and said. To morrow is 
a feast to the Lobd. 

6 And they rose up early on the 
morrow, and offered burnt offerings, 
and brought peace offerings; and 
the people sat - down to eat and to 
drink, and rose up to play.

31 And he hath tilled him-with the 
spirit of God, in wisdom, in under¬ 
standing, and in knowledge, and in all 
manner of workmanship ; 

32 And to devise curious, works, to 
work in gold, and in silver, and iubrass, 

33 And in the cutting of stones, to 
set them, and in carving of wood, to 
malte any manner of cunning work. 

34 And he hath put in his heart that 
he may teach, both he, and Aholiab, the 
son pJFAhisamach, of the tribe of Dari. 

35 laem hath he filled with wisdom 
of heart, to work all manner of work, 
of the engraver, and of the cunning 
Workman, and of the embroiderer, iri 
blue, and in purple, in scarlet, and in 
fine linen, and of the weaver, even of 
them .that do any work, and of those 
that,Revise cunning work. 

CHAP. XXXVI.

Then wrought Bezaleel and Aho¬ 
liab, and every wise hearted man, in 
' whom the Lord put*wisdom and un¬ 
derstanding to know how to work all 
joiner of work for the service of the 
saftctohty, according to, all. that the 
Lord; had commanded. 
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2 Arid Moses called Bezaleel arid 
Aholiab, and'every wise hearted maxi, 
in whose heart the Lord bad put Wis¬ 
dom, even every one whose heart stirred 
him up to come unto the work to dciit: 

3 And they received of Moses all 
the offering, which the children of Is¬ 
rael had brought for the work of the 
service of the sanctuary, to make it 
withal. And they brought yet; unto 
him free offerings every morning. 

4 And all the wise men, that wrought 
all the work of the sanctuary, came eve¬ 
ry man from his work which they made; 

5 U And they spake unto Moses, 
saying, The people bring much more 
than enough for the service 6f the 
work, which the Lord commanded 
to xriake. 

6 And Moses gave commandment, 
and they caused it to be proclaimed 
throughout the camp, saying, Let nei¬ 
ther man nor ivoman make any more 
work for' the offering of the sanc¬ 
tuary. So the people were restrain¬ 
ed from bringing. 

7 For.the staff they had was suffi¬ 
cient for all the work to make it, and 
top much. 

8 And every wise hearted man 
among them’ that wrought the work 
of the tabernacle made ten curtains of 
fine twined linen, and blue, and pur¬ 
ple, and scarlet: with cherubims of 
cunning work riiade he them. 

9 The length of one curtain was 
twenty and eight cubifs, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits: 
the curtaius were all of one size. 

10 And he coupled the five curtains 
one unto another: and the other five 
curtains he coupled one unto another. 

11 And he iriade loops of blue on 
the edge of one curtain from the sel¬ 
vedge in the coupling: likewise he 
made in the uttermost side of another 
curtain, in the coupling of the second. 

12 Fifty loops made he in one cur- 
taiu, and fifty loops made he in the 
edge of the curtain which was in the 
coupling of the second: the loops 
held one curtain to another. 

13 And he made fifty tacKes of gold, 
and coupled the curtains one -unto 
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another with the laches : so it became 
one tabernacle. . 

14-5T And he made, curtains of goats* 
hair for the tent over the tabernacle: 
eleven curtains he made them. 

. 15 The length of-one curtain torn 
thirty cubits, and four cubits was the 
breadth of one curtain: the eleven 
curtains tr ere of one size. 

16 And he coupled five curtains by 
themselves, and six curtains by them¬ 
selves. 

17 And he made fifty loops upon 
thejuttermost edge of the curtain in 
the coupling, and fifty loops made he 
upon the edge of the curtain which 
coupleth the second. 

18 And he made fifty taches of 
brass to couple the tent together, that 
it might be one. 

19 And he made a covering for the 
tent of rams’ skins dyed red, and a 
covering of badgers’ skins' above t/iat. 

20 51 And he made boards for the 
tabernacle of shittim wood, stand¬ 
ing bp. 

21 The length of a board was ten 
cubits, and the breadth of a board one 
cubit and a half. 

22 One board had two tenons, 
equally distant one from another: 
thus did he make for all the boards of 
the tabernacle. 

23 And he made boards for the ta¬ 
bernacle ; twenty boards for the south' 
side southward: 

24 And forty sockets of silver he 
made under the twenty boards; two 
sockets under one board for his two 
tenons, and two sockets under another 
board for his two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the ta¬ 
bernacle, •which (9 toward the north 
corner, he made twenty boards, 

26 And their forty sockets of silver; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

27 And for the sides of the taber¬ 
nacle westward he made six boards. 

28 And two boards made he for the 
corners of the tabernacle in the two 
tides. 

29 A pd they were coupled beneath, 
md coupled together at the head 
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thereof, to one ring: thus he did to 
. both of them in both die corners. 

30.And there were eight boards; and 
their* sockets were sixteen sockets of 
silver, under every board two sockets. 

31 5T And he made bars of shittim 
wood; five for the boards of the one 
side of the tabernacle, 

32 And five bars for the boards of 
the other side of the tabernacle, and 
five bars for the boards of the taber¬ 
nacle for the sides westward. 

S3 And he made the middle bar to 
shoot through the boards from the one 
end to the other. 

34 And he overlaid the boards with 
gold, and made the rings of gold to 
be places for the bars, and overlaid 
the bars with gold. 

35 - f And he made a vail of blue, 
Slid purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen: with cherubims made he 
it of cunning work. 

36 And he made thereunto four pil¬ 
lars of shittim' wood, and overlaid them 
with gold: their hooks were of gold; 
and he cast for them four sockets of 
silver. 

37 If And-he made an hanging for 
the. tabernacle door of blue, and pur¬ 
ple, and scarlet, and fine tw ined linen, 
of needlework; 

38 And the five pillars of it with their 
hooks : and he overlaid their chapiters 
and their fillets with gold: but their 
five sockets were of brass. 

CHAP. XXXVII.

3 And he cast for it four rings of 
gold, to beset by the four corners of it;

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4 And hemade staves of sliittim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

■ 3 And he put the staves into the rings 
by the sides of the ark, to bear die ark. 

6 5F And lie made the mercy seat of 
pure .gold: two cubits and a half was 
the length thereof, and one cubit and 
a half the breadth thereof. 

-7 . And he made two cherubims of 
gold, beaten out of one piece made be 
them, on the two ends of the mercy seat; 

8 One cherub on the end on this 
side, and another cherub on the other 
end on that side: out of the mercy 
seat made he the cherubims on the 
two ends thereof. 

9 And the cherubims spread, out 
their wings on high, and covered with 
their wings over the mercy seat, with 
their faces one. to another; wen to 
the mercy seat-ward were thefaces of 
the cherubims. 

10 51 And he made the table of 
sliittim wood: two cubits was the 
length thereof, and a cubit the breadth 
thereof, and a cubit and a half the 
height thereof: 

11 And he overlaid it with pure 
gold,'and made thereunto a crown of 
gold round about. ... 

14 Also he made thereunto a border 
of an hand breadth round about; and 
made a crown, of gold for . the border 
thereof round, about. 

13 And he cast for itfourriuga of gold, 
and put the rings upon the four, cor¬ 
ners that were in the four feet thereof. 

14 Over against die border were the 

rings, the places, for the staves' t<? bear 
the table,. • V. 

b5 And be made the staves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold, to 
bear the table. . . . 

,... 16 And"he made -the vessels which 
mere upon the table, his dishes, and 
his spoons, and his bowls, and his 
covers tf> cover, withal, of pure gold. 

17 <£ Aiid he made the candlestick 
of pure gold: of beaten work *made 
he the candlestick; his shaft, and his 
branch,, his bowls, hia knops^Wud his 
^mers, vieere of the sanies 
IfeAnd Mxbrhnchfs going out of the 
sides thereof; time branches of die 
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candlestick .out of tHte one side there¬ 
of, and three branches Of the candle¬ 
stick out?- of the other side thereof i 

19 Three bowls made after die fash¬ 
ion of almonds in one branch, a khop 
and a flower ; and three bowls made 
like almonds in another branch, a knop 
and a flower; so tiiroughout the six 
branches going out of the candlestick. 

40 And in the candlestick were four 
bowls made like abnonds, his kuops, 
and his flowers: 

41 And a knop under two branches 
of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, and a knop 
under two branches of the same, 
according to the six branches going 
out of it. 

44 Their knops and their branches 
were of the same: all of it' was one 
beaten work of pure gold. 

43 And he made his seven lamps, 
and his snuffers, and his snuffdishes, of 
pure gold. 

44 Of a talent of pure gold made he 
it, and all the vessels thereof «* 

. 23 51 And he made the incenie altar 
of shittim wood: the length of it was 
a cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; 
it Was foursquare’; and two cub its mas 
the height of it; the horns thereof 
were of the same. 

46 And he overlaid it with pure 
gold, both thetop of it, and the sides 
thereof round'about, and the horns 
©fit: also be made unto if a crown of 
gold round about. 

47 And he made two rings of gold 
foe U under the crown thereof, by the 
two corners of it, upon the two sides 
thereof, to be places for the staves to 
bear it withal.

the four corners of it;-the horns there¬ 
of were of the same-: and he overlaid 
it with brass. 

3 And he made all the vessels of the 
altar,, the pots, and the shovels, and 
the basons, and the fleshhooks, and 
the firepans: all the vessels thereof 
made be of brass. 

4> And he made for the altar a brasen 
grate of network under the compass 
thereof beneath unto the midst of it. 

5 And he cast four lings for the four 
ends of the grate of brass, to he 
places for the staves. 

6 And he made the staves ofshittiru 
wood, and overlaid them with brass. 

7 And he put the staves into the 

rings on the sides of the altar, to bear 
it withal; he made the altar bellow 
with boards. : 5 

8 H And he made the laver o/' brass, 
and the foot of it of bnt*«j, of the look- 
ingglasses of the womem. assembling, 
which assembled at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

9 And he made the court: on the 
south side southward the hangings of 
the court were of fine twined linen, an 
hundred cubits: 

10 Their pillars toert twenty, and 
their brasen sockets twenty: the hooks 
of the pillars and their fillets were of 
suver. 

11 And for the north side the hang* 
ing* a ere an hundred cubits, their pil¬ 
lars were twenty, and their sockets of 

trass twenty; the hooks of the-pillars 
and their fillets of silver* 

12 And'fer the west side tftere hang¬ 
ings of fifty cubits, their pillars ten, 
and their sockets ten; the hooks of die 
pillars and their fillets of silver. . 

13 And for the east side eastward 

fifty cubits. « 

14 The hangings of the one side of 
the gate were fifteen cubits; their pil¬ 
lars three, and their sockets three. 

15 And for the other side of the 
court gate, on this hand and that 
hand, were hangings of fifteen cubits; 1 
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[ their pillars three, and their sockets

16 All the hangings of 4he court 
round «bout were of fine twined linen. 

17 And the sockets for the pillars 
were of brass; the hooks of the pillars 
and their fillets of silver; and the 
overlaying of their chapiters qf silver; 
and all the pillars of the court were 
filleted with silver. 

18 And the hanging for the gate 01 
the court tms needlework, of blue, anc 
purple; "and scarlet, and fine twinee 
linen: and twenty cubits was the 
length, and the height in the breadth 
was five cubits, answerable to 1 the 
hangings of the court. . 

19 And their pillars were four, and 
their sockets of brass four; their hooks 
of silver, and the overlaying of their 
chapiters and their fillets of silver, 

20 And all the pins of the taberna¬ 
cle, and of the court round about, 
were of brass. 

21 5] This is the sum of the taber¬ 
nacle, even of -the tabernacle of tes¬ 
timony, as it was counted, according 
to the commandment of Moses, for 
tfie service of the Levites, by the hand 
of Ithamar, son to Aaron the priest. 

22 And Bezaleei the son of up, the 
sonof Hur, of the tribe of Judah, made 
all that the Lord commanded Moses* 

23 And with him was Aholiab, sofi 
of Ahisamach, of the tribe of Dari, an 
engraver, and a cunning workman,' and 
an embroiderer in blue,'and fc purple, 
and in scarlet, and fine ^mmsd 

■ 24 All the gold that wis occupied 
for the work m air the work of the 
holy place, even the gold of die offer¬ 
ing, was twenty and nine talents, arid 
seven hundred and thirty shekels, after 
the shekel of the sanctuary. 

25 And the silver of them that were 
numbered of the congregation was an 
hundred talents, and a thousand seven 
hundred and threescore and fifteen 
shekels, after the shekel of the sanc¬ 
tuary : 

2o A bekah for every man, that is, 
half a shekel, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for every one teat Went to 
be numbered, from twenty years edit 
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and upward, for lix hundred thousand 
and thaee thousand and five hundred

<29 And the brass of the offering was 
seventy talents, and two thousand and 
four hundred shekels. 

30 And therew ith he made the sock¬ 
ets to the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and the brasen altar, 
and the brasen grate for it, and all the 
vessels of the altar, 

31 And the sockets of the court 
round about, and the sockets of the 
court gate, and all the pins of the 
tabernacle, and all the pins of the 
court round about.

3 And they did beat the gold into 
thin plates, and cut it into wires, to 
work ffinthe blue, and in the purple, 
andJn the scarlet; and in the linen, 
twTw'iunning work. 

4'They made shoulderpieces for it, 
to couple it together: by the two 
edges'Was it coupled together. 

And the curious girdle*of his 
ephod, that was- upon it, eras of the 
same, according to the work thereof; 
of gold, blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twitted linen; Rs the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

' And they wrought onyx stones 
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inclosed iu ouches of gold, gr&ven, *t 
signets are graven, with the names of 
the childreu of‘Israel. 

7 And,he put them on the shoulders 
of the ephod, that they should be stones 
for a memorial to the children of Is- 1 
reel ; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

8 5F And he made the breastplate of 
cunning work, like the work of the 
ephod; of gold, blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine .twined linen. 

9 It was foursquare; they made the 
breastplate double: a span was the 
length thereof, and a span the breadth 
thereof, being doubled. 

10 And they set in it four rows of 
stones: the first row was a sardius, a 
topaz, and a carbuncle : this was the 
first row. 

, 11 And the second row, an emerald, 
a sapphire, and a diamond. 

12 And the third row, a figure, an 
agate, and an amethyst. 

__ 13 And a fourth row, a beryl, an 
onyx, and a jasper: they were inclosed 
in ouches or gold in their inclosings. 

14 And the stones were according to 
the names of the children of Israel, 
twelve, according to their names, like 
the engravings of a signet, every one 
with his name, according to the twelve 
tribes. 

15 And they made upon the breast¬ 

plate chains at- the ends; of wreathen 
work of pure gold. . 

1j 6 And they made two ouches of 
gold, and two gold rings, and put the 
two rings in the two ends of the breast¬ 
plate. 

17 And they put the two wreathen 
chains of gold in the two rings on the 
ends of the "breastplate. 

18 And the two ends •of the two 
wreathen chains they fastened iu the 
two ouches, .and put them on thb 
shoulderpieces of the ephod, before it, 

19 And they made two rings of gold, 
and put them on the tw'o ends of the 
breastplate, upon the border of it, 
which was on the side of the ephod 
inward. 

20 And they made two other golden 
rings, and put them on the two sides 
of the ephod underneath, toward the 
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coupling thereof, Above the curious 
girdle of the. ephod. ‘ ’ “ 

21-'And they did bifid the breast¬ 
plate by bis rings noth the ‘ rings of 
the ephod with a lacdHifbtue, mat it 
aright be above'th^/ddfi©##girdle'of 
the ephod, and thatf the hreasfplate 
Might riot be loosed' frdtn the ephod;

22 if And he made die robe of die 
ephod of woven work, all ofbloe. 

23 And there was an hole in the 
midst of the robe, as the hole of an 
habergeon, with a band round about 
the hole, that it should not rend. 

24 And they made upon the hems of 
the robe pomegranates of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and twined linen. 

* 25 And they made bells of pure gold, 
and put the bells between the pome¬ 
granates upon the hem of the robe, 
round about between’ the pomegran¬ 
ates; 

26 A bell and a pomegranate, a bell 
and ft pomegranate, round about die 
hem of the robe to minister m » as die 
Lord commanded Moses; 

27 if And they made coats tf fine 

linen of woven work for Aaron, arid 
for his sons. < ' 

28 And a mitre of fine linen, and 
goodly bonnets of finelinen,and linen 
breeches of fine twined linen, 1 

29. And a girdle of fn\e twined linen, 
and blue, and purple, and scarlet, of 
needlework; as the Lord command¬ 
ed Moses. 

30 if And they made the .plate of 
the holy crown of pure gold, and 
wrote upon it a writing, luce to the 
engravingB of a signet, HOLUS ESS 
TO THE LORD. ^ 

31 And they tied unto it a lace of 
blue, to fasten it on high upon the mi¬ 
tre; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

32 i) Thus was all the work of the 
tabernacle of the tent of the congrega¬ 
tion finished: and the children of Is¬ 
rael did according to all that the 
Lord commanded Moses, so did they. 

33 if And they brought the taber¬ 
nacle unto Moses, the tent, and all 
h» furniture, his tables, his boards, his 
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34 And the covering oframs' skins

33 The ark of the testimony, and 
ttie staves thereof, and the Mercy seat,

10 And thou shalt anoint the altar 
of the burnt offering, and all his ves¬ 
sels, and sanctify the altar: and it 
shall be an altar most holy. 

11 And thou shalt anoint the laver 
and his foot, and sanctify it. 

12 And thou shalt bring Aaron and 
his sons unto the door of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, and wash 
thqpi with water. 

IS And ; thou shalt put upon Aaron 
the holy garments, and anoint him, 
and sanctify him; that he may minis¬ 
ter unto me in die priest’s office. 

14 And thou shalt bring his sous, 
and clothe them with coats: 

15 And thou shalt,anoint them, as 1 
thou didst anoint their father, that they j 
may minister unto me in the priest’s | 
office: for. their anointing shall surely 
be an e^pkting priesthood through- 
outj sem *|generations. 

if Thus did Moses: according to 
all that the Lord commanded mm, 
so did He. 

17 And it came to pass in the 

first month in the second year, on the j 
first day. of the month, that the taber- ; 
nacle was reared up. ’ j 

18 And Moses reared up the taber¬ 
nacle, and fastened his sockets, and setj 
up the boards thereof, and put in the i 
bars thereof, and reared up his pillars.! 
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19 And he spread abroad the tent 
over the tabernacle, and put the co¬ 
vering of the tent above upon it; as 
the LorO commanded Moses. 

20 And lie took and put the tes¬ 
timony into the ark, and set the staves 
on the ark!, and put the mercy seat 
above upon the ark: 

“21 And he bfotrght the ark into die 
tabernacle, and set up the vail of the 
covering, and covered the ark of the 
testimony; as the Lord commanded 
Moses.

23 And lie set the bread in order 
upon it before the Lord; as the 
Lord had commanded Moses. 

24 Aud he put the candlestick in 
the tent of the congregation, over 
against the .table,. on the side of the 
tabernacle southward. 

2 5 And he lighted the lamps before 
the Lord; as the Loud comnfand- 
ed Moses. 

26 Ahd he put the golden altar 
in die tent of the congregation before 
the vail: 

27 And he burnt sweet incense 
thereon; as the .Lord commanded 
Moses. 

And he set up the hanging at 
the door of the tabernacle. 

29 And he put the altar of burnt 
offering by the door of the taberna¬ 
cle of the tent of the congregation, 
and offered upon it the burnt offering 
and the meat offering; as the Lord 
commanded Moses. 

30 And he set the laver between 
the tent of ^^congregation and the 
altar, and put'tvater there, to wash 
withal. * 

31 And Moses and Aaron and his 
sons washed tlieir hands and their 
feet thereat: 

32 When they went into the tent of 
the congregation, and when they 
came near unto the altar, they wash¬ 
ed; as the Lord commanded Moses. 

33 And he reared up the couYt round 
about the tabernacle and the altar, and 
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itip tbehanging of the court gate, 
loses finished the work. * 

,. 34 % Then a cloud covered the tent 
of the congregation, and the glory of 
the Lord filled the tabernacle. 

35 And Moses was not able to en¬ 
ter into the tent of the congregation, 
because the cloud abode thereon, and 
the glory of the Lord filled the ta¬ 
bernacle. 

36 And when the cloud was taken 


up from over the tabernacle, die child* 
ten of Israel went onward in all their 
journeys: A 

37 But if the cloud were not taken 

up, then they journeyed not till the 
day that it was taken up. ' 

38 For the cloud of the Loan was 
upon the tabernacle by day, and fire 
was on it by night, in the sight of all 
the housi of Israel, throughout all 

I their journies. 


The Third Book of MOSES, called LEVITICUS. 


CHAP. I. 

1 The burnt offering*. 3 Of the herd, 10 of the 
flocks, 14 of the fowl*. 

And the Lord called unto Moses, 
and spake unto him out of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation, saying, 

2 Speak unto’the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, If any man of )'Ou 
bring an offering unto the Lord, ye 
shall bring your offering of the cattle, 
even of the herd, and of the flock. 

3 If his offering be a burnt sacrifice 
of the herd, let him offer aumele with¬ 
out blemish: he shall off&Fit of his 
own voluntary will at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation be¬ 
fore the Lord. ‘ 

4 And he shall put his hand upon 
the head of the burnt offering; \and 
it shall be accepted^'for him to mike 
atonement for him. 

5 And he shall kill the bullock be¬ 
fore the Lord: and the priests, 
Aaron's sons, shall bring the blood, j 
and sprinkle the blood round about 
upon the altar that is by the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

6 Anc^he shall flay tj^e burnt offer¬ 
ing, and Alt it into htsffieees 

7 And the sons of Aaron the priest 
shall put fire upon, the altar, and lay 
the wood in order upon the fire: 

8 And the priests, Aaron’s sons, shall 
lay the parts, the head, and the fat, in 
order upon the wood that is on the fire 
which is upon the altar: 

9 But his inwards and his legs shall 
he wash in water: and the priest shall 
bum all on the altar, to be a burnt sa- 
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crifice, an offering made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the Lord. 

10 5F And if his offering be of the 
flocks, namely , of the sheep, or of the 
goats, for a burnt sacrifice; he shall 
bring it a male without blemish. 

11 And he shall kill it on the side 
of the altar northward before the 
Lord : and the priests, Aaron’s sons, 
shall sprinkle his blood round about 
upon the altar. * 

12 And he shall cutit into his pieces, 
with his head and his fat: and the 

j. priest shall lay them in order on the 
wood that is on the fire which is upon 
the altar: 

13 But he shall wash the inwards 
and the legs w'ith water: and the priest 
shall bring it all, and burn it upon the 
altar: it is a burnt sacrifice, an offer¬ 
ing made by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the Lord. 

14 And if the burnt sacrifice for * 
his offering to the Lord be of fowls, 
then he shall bring his offering of 
turtledoves, or of young pigeons. 

15 And the priest shall bring it unto 
the altar, and wring off hfs head, and 
bum it on the altar; and the 'blood 
thereof shall be wrung out at the’side 
of the altar: 

16 And he shall pluck away his crop 
with his feathers, and cast it beside the 
altar on the east part, by the place of 
the ashes: 

17 And he shall cleave it with the 
wings thereof, but shall not divide it 
asunder: and the priest shall burn it 
upon the altar, upon the wood that is 
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upbb *the fire : ifts'd burnt, sacrifice, 
an offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour onto the Lotto; ■ *’ " 

CHAP- II, 

1 The meat offering of flour with oil and incense , 

4 either baken in the oven, 5 or on a plate, 7 or 
’ in nfryingphg,' or cf the firstfrolts fa the 
nhr, IS The ealtif the meet offering. 

AjinSsberi any will offer a meat offer¬ 
ing opto the Lomn, his. offering shall 
lie of fine Sour; land' he shall pour oil 
tipon it, and put frankincense eneTeon : 

8 And he shall bring .it to Aaron’s 
sons the priests: and he shall take 
thereout his handful of the flour there- 
of, and of the oil thereof, with all the 
frankincense thereof; and the .priest 
Shall bum the memorial of it upon the 
ttltat, to be an offering made by fir^of 
' a sweet savour unto the Lord '{ " 

" 3 And the remnant of the meat of¬ 
fering shall be Aaron's and his Sons’: 
it is a thing most holy of the offerings 
of the Lord made by fire. 

' - 4 And if thou bring an oblation 
of a meat offering baleen in the oven, 
it shall be unleavened cakes of fine 
flour mingled with oil, or unleavened 
Wafers anointed with oil. 

5 ^ And if thy oblation be a ttieat 
offering broken in a pan, it shall be of 
fine' flour unleavened, mingled with ini. 
.6 Thou shalt part it in pieces, and 
jpour oil thereon: it is a meat offering. 

7 H And if thy oblation be a meat 
offering (taken in the fryingpan, it shall 
be made of fine flour with oil. 

1 8 And thou shalt bring the meat of¬ 
fering that ‘is made of these things 
Uhto the Loan : and when it is pre¬ 
sented unto the priest, he shull bring, 
it unto file altar. 

9 Apwlhe priest shall take from the 
m e rt#ering a memorial thereof, and 
shall born it upon the altar: it is an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet sa¬ 
vour unto the Lord. 

i 0 And that which is left of the meat 
. offering shall be Aaron’s and his sons’: 
it is a filing most holy of the offerings 
of the Lord made by fire.,, 

‘ 11 No meat offering, which ye shall 
bring unto the Lord, shall be made 
ivith' leaven: for ye shall bum no 
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leaven, Romany honey, m any offering 
of the Lord made by fire, i •>. . 

12^f As for the oblation of the first- 
fruits, ye shall offer them unto, the 
Lord : but'they shall not be burnt 
on the altar for a sweet savour.). 

IS And every oblation of thy, must 
offering shalt tbbu season with salt;; 
neither shalt thou suffer the salt of 
file covenant of thy God to be Lack* 
ing from thy meat offering : with all 
thine offerings thou shalt offer salt. 

14 And if thou offer a meat offering 
Of thy firstfruits untothe Lord, thou 
shalt offer for the meat offering of thy 
firstfruits green ears of com dried by 
thefire, even com beaten out of full ears. 

15 And fiiou shalt put oil upon it, 
and lay frankincense thereon: it is a 
meat offering. 

16 And the priest .shall bum the 
memorial of it, part of the beaten corn 
thereof,andp</rt of the oil thereof, with 
all the frankincense - thereof; it is an 
offering made by fire unto the Lord. 

, CHAP. III. 

1 The mint' offering of the herd, 6 of the flock, 
s u lamb, IS or a goat. 

Akd if«his oblation be a sacrifice of 
peace offering, if he offer it of the herd; 
whether it be a male or female, he shall 
offer it without blemish before the 
Lord. . 

■■ftrAnti he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of his offering, and kill it at 
the door of the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation : and Aaron’s sons file priests 
shall sprinkle the blood upon the altar 
round about. 

3, And he shall offer of the sacrifice 
of the peace offering an offering made 
by fire unto file Lord ; the fat that 
coveretit the inwards, and .all,the fat 
that is upon the inwards, ,r, . 

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is on them, which is by the flanks, 
and the caul above the liver, with the 
kidneys, it shall be take away. , 

5 And Aaron’s sons shall bum it on 
the altar upon the burnt sacrifice, 
which is upon the wood that is on the 
fire: it is an offering made by fire, of 
a sweet savour unto the Lord. , 

6 If And if his offering for a sacrifice 
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of peaceoffering unto the LordAc .of' 
the flock ; male tor' female, he shall- 
offer it without blemish. *• 

7 If-he oiler h lamb for his offerings 
then Shall he offer it before the Lo an, 

8 And'he shall lay his hand upon the 
head of his offering, and kill it before 
theta be made of theobngregation: and 
Aaron's sons shall sprinkle the blood 
thereof round about upon the altar. 

9 And he shall offer of the sacrifice 
of the peace offering an offering made 
by fire unto the Loan; the fat thereof, 
and the whole rump, it shall he take off 
hard by the backbone; and the fat that 
covereth the inwards, and ail the fat 

. that is upon the inwards, 

10 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
thatis upon them, which is by the flunks, 
and the caul above the liver, with the 
kidneys, it shall he take away. 

11 And the priest shall bum it ujion 
the altar: it'is the food of the offering 
made by fire unto the Lord. 

12^[ And if his offering be a goat, 
then he shall offer it jbefore the Lord. 

13 And he shall lay bis hand upon 
the head of it, and kill % before the 
tabernacleof the congregation: audthe 
sons of Aaron shall sprinkle: the blood 
thereof upon the altar round about. < 

14 And be shall offer thereof hisof- 

fering, even an offering made*by fire 
unto the Lord; dm fat that covereth 
the inwards, audafl the fat that il upon 
the inwards, i 

15 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is upon them, which is by 'the 
flanks, and the caul above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take away. 

lG And the priest shall bum them 
upon the'altar: it is the food of the 
offering made by firn for a sweet sa¬ 
vour: all the fat a thfe LoHo’s: 

17 ItehaU be a perpetual statute for 
your generations throughout nil your 
dwellings, that ye eat neither fat nor 
blood. 

CHA<*. IV. 

The tin offering of ignorance, 3 for the priett, 

IS for the congregation, S3 for thornier, S7 

for any of the people. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
toying, 
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2.Speakunta the children of Israel, 
Saying,. If a soul shall sin through ig¬ 
norance against any of the command¬ 
ments of the'L ord concerning things 
which ought not to be done, and shall 
do against any of them : ‘ 

3 If the priest that is anointed do sin 
according to the sin of the people; then 
let him. bring for his sin, which he hath 
sinned, a young bullock without ble¬ 
mish unto, die Lord for .a sin offering 

4 And he shall bring the bullock unto 
the door of the tabernacle, of the con¬ 
gregation before the^Lojin; and shall 
Jay his hand upon the bullock’s head, 
and kill the bullock before the. Lord. 

5 And the priest that is anointed shall 
take of the bullock’s blood, and bring it 
to the tabernacle of the congregation- 

6 And the priest shall dip his finger 
in the blood, and sprinkle of the blood 
seven times before the Lord, before 
the vail of the sanctuary. 

7 And the priest shall put some of 
the blood upon the horns of the altar 
.of sweet incense before die Lord, 
which is in the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation ; and shall pour all the 
blood of the bullock at the bottom of 
thealtar of the bnrnt offering, which 
is at die door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

8 And he shall take off from it all 
the fat of the bullock for the sin offer-- 
mg; the fat that covereth the inwards, 
and all the fat that is upon the inwards, 

9 And the two kidneys, and die fat 
that'is -upon them, w hich is by the 
hanks, and the caul above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take away, 

10 As it was taken off from the bul¬ 
lock of the sacrifice of paaoe offerings: 
and the priest shall bum thgpi upon 
the altar of the burnt offerings 

11 And the skin of the bullock, and 
all bis fiesh, with his head, and with his 
legs, and his inwards, and his dung, - 

12 Even the whole bullock shall he 
carry forth without the camp unto a 
clean place, where the ashes are 
poured out, and bunt him on the wood 
with file : wherotheashes are poured 
out shall he be burnt. 

13f And if the whole congregation 
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of Israel sin through ignorance, and 
the thing be hid from the eyes of the 
assembly, and they have Aonesomewhat 
against any of the commandments of 
the Lord concerning things which 
should not be done, and are guilty; 

14, When the sin, which they have 
sinned against it, is known, then the 
congregation shall offer a young bul¬ 
lock for the sin, and bring him before 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

15 And the elders of the congrega¬ 
tion shall lay their hands upon the head 
of the bullock before the Lord : and 
the bullock shall be killed before the 
Lord. 

16 And the priest that is anointed 
shall bring of the bullock’s blood to 
the tabernacle of the congregation : 

17 And the priest shall dip ms finger 
in some of the blood, and sprinkle it 
seven times before the Lord, even 
before the vail. 

18 And he shall put some of the 
blood upon the horns of the altar 
which is before the Lord, that is in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and shall pour out all the blood at 
the bottom of the altar of the burnt 
offering, which is at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

19 And be shall take all his fat from 
him, and' burn it upon the altair. 

SO And he shall do with,the bullock 
as he did with the bullock for a sin of¬ 
fering, so shall he do with this: and 
the'priest shall make an atonement for 
them, and it shall be forgiven them. 

21 And he shall carry forth the bul¬ 
lock without, the camp, and burn him 
as he burned the first bullock : it is a 
sin offering.]for the congregation. 

22 ruler hath sinned, and 
done Tafrikewhat through ignorance 
against&ny of the commandments of 
the Lord his God concerning things 
which should not be done, and is 
guilty; 

23 Or if his sin, wherein be hath 
sinned, come, to his knowledge; he 
shall bring his offering, a kid of the 
goats, a male without , blemish: 

24 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the goat, and kill it in the 
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place where they kill the burnt offeiing 
before the Lord : it is a sin offering* 

25 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his finger, 
and put it upon the horns of the attar 
of burnt offering, and shall pour out 
his bipod at the bottom of the altar of 
burnt offering. 

26 And he shall burn all his fat upon 
the altar, as the fat of the sacrifice of 
peace offerings : and the priest shall' 
make an atonement for him as concern¬ 
ing his sin, and it shall be forgiven him. 

27 H And if any one of the common 

E eople sin through ignorance, while 
e doeth somewhat against any of the 
commandments of the Lord concern¬ 
ing things which ought hot to be done, 
and be guilty; 

28 Or if his sin, which he hath 
sinned, come to his knowledge: then 
he shall bring his offering, a kid of 
the goats, a female without.blemish, 
for his sin which he hath sinned. 

29 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and slay 
the sin offering in the place of the 
burnt offering. 

30 And the priest shall take of the 
blood thereof with his finger, and put 
it upon the horns of the altar of 
burnt offering, and shall pour out all 
the. blood thereof at the bottom of 
the altar. 

31 And he shall take away all the fat 
thereof, as the fat is taken away from 
off the sacrifice of peace offerings; 
and the priest shall burn it upon the al¬ 
tar for a sweet savour unto the Lord ; 
and tbe priest shall make an atonement 
for him, and it shall be forgiven him. 

32 And if he bring a lamb for a sin 
offering, he shall bring it » female 
without blemish. 

33 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and slay 
it for a sin offering in the place where 
they kill the burnt offering. 

34 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his 
finger, and put it upon the horns of 
the altar of burnt offering, and shall 
pour out all the blood thereof at die 
bottom of the altar: 
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35 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat of the lamb is 
taken away from the sacrifice of the 
peace offerings; and the priest*shall 
'iurn them upon the altar, according 
to the offerings made by fire unto the 
Lord : and the priest shall make an 
atonement for his sin that he* hath 
committed, and it shall be forgiven him. 

CHAP. V. 

1 He that sinneth in concealing hie knowledge, 
3 in touching an unclean thing, 4 or in mak¬ 
ing an oath . 6 His trespass offering, of the 

flock, 7 of fowls, it or of flour, 14 The tres¬ 
pass offering ift sacrilege, 17 and in sins of 
ignorance. 

And if a soul sin, and hear the voice 
of swearing, and is a witness, whether 
he hath seen or known of it; if he do 
not utter it, then he shall beat his 
iniquity. 

2 Or if a soul touch any unclean 

thing, whether it be a carcase of an 
unclean beast, or a carcase of unclean 
cattle, or the carcase of unclean creep¬ 
ing things, and if it be hidden from 
him*; he also shall be unclean, and 
guilty. ; . 

3 Or if he touch the uncleanness of 
man, whatsoever uncleanness it be that 
a man shall be defiled withal, ahd it 
be hid from him ; when he knoweth 
of it, then he shall be guilty. 

4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing 
with his lips to do evil, or to do good, 
whatsoever it be that a man shall pro* 
nounce with an oath, and it be hid from 
him ; when he knoweth of it, then he 
shall he guilty in one of these. 

5 And it shall be, when he shall be 
guilty in one of these things, that he 
shall confess that he hath sinned in 
that thing: 

6 And*he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Loan for his sin 
which he hath sinned, a female from 
the flock, a lamb or a kid of the goats, 
for a sin offering; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him concern¬ 
ing his sin. 

7 And if he be not able to bring a 
lamb, then he shall bring for his tres¬ 
pass, which he hath committed, two 
turtledoves, or two young pigeons, 
unto the Lord ; one for a stn offer¬ 
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ing, and the other for a burnt offering. 

And he shall bring them unto the 
priest, who shall offer that which is 
for the sin offering first, andh'ring.off 
his head from his neck, byt shall not 
divide it asunder *' /• " 

9 And he shall sprifikle^^|e*Mood * 

of the sin offering : of 

the altar; and the 

shall be wrung out ut the bittom of 
the altar: it is a sin offering. 

10 And he shall offer the second for 
a burnt offering, according to the 
manner: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him for his sin which 
he hath sinned, and 4 it shall be for¬ 
given him. 

11 *[f But if he be not able to bring 
two turtledoves, or two young pigeons, 
then be that sinned shall bring for his 
offering the tenth part of an ephah of 
fine flour for a sin offering ; he shall 
put no oil upon it,neither shall he put 
any frankincense thereon : for it is a 
sin offering. 

12 Then shall he brine it to the. 
priest, and the priest shall take his 
handful of it, even a memorial thereof, 
and burn it on the altar, according to 
the offerings made by fire unto the 
Lord : it is a sin offering. 

13 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him as touching his sin 
that he hath sinned In oiie of these, 
and it shall be forgiven him : and the 
remnant shall be the priest’s, as a meat 
offering. 

14^1 And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

15 If a soul commit a trespass, and 
sin through ignorance, in the holy 
things of the Lord ; thettffhe shall 
bring for his trespass nntb^thoLpRD 
a ram without blemish out^pf the 
flocks, with thy estimation by shekels 
of silver, after the shekel of the sane- ‘ 
tuary, for a trespass offering: 

16' And he shall make amends for 
the harm that he hath dbne in the holy 
thing, and shall add thefifthpart there¬ 
to, and give it unto die priest: and the 
riest Bhall make ah atonement for 
im with the ram of the trespass of¬ 
fering, and it shall be forgiven him. 
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17 IF Andif aeoul sin, and commit 
any of these things which are forbid¬ 
den to be done by the commandments 
ofjheLoRD; though he wist it not, yet 
Ulihlghtth^aiil shall bear his iniquity. 
Ifl bring a ram with- 

• out the nock, with thy 

S^pl^^pf-tb^' priest shal^imake 
an atonemeSt for him concerning his 
ignoranbe wherein he erred and wist it 
not, and it shall be forgiven him.. 

19 It is a trespass offering : he hath 
certainly trespassed against the Loro. 

CHAP. VI.

8 The lew of the burnt offering, 14 and of the 
meat offering. 19 The offering nt the com*. 
cration of a priest. <4 The hue of the tin 
offering. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

£ If a soul sin, and commit a tres¬ 
pass against the Lord, and lie unto 
his neighbour in that which was deli¬ 
vered him to keep, or in fellowship, 
or in a thing taken away by violence, 
or hath deceived his neighbour; 

3 Or have found that which was 
lost, and lieth concerning it, andswear- 
eth falsely; in any of all these that a 
man doeth, sinning therein: 

4 Then it shall be, because he hath 
sinned, and is guilty, that he shall re¬ 
store that which he took violently 
away, or the thing which he hath de¬ 
ceitfully gotten, or that which was 
delivered him to keep, or the lost 
thing which he found, 

5 Or all Aha t about which he hath 
sworn falsely; he Bhall even restore it 
in -the pimaipal, and shall add the fifth 
paifeppnPiwiereto, and give it unto 
hin^ltfmebom it appertameth, in the 
day ottos trespass offering. 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the Lord, a ram without 
blemiap out of the flock, with thy 
estimation, for a trespass offering, unto 
the priest: 

7 And the priest shall make an atone¬ 
ment for him before the Lord: and it 
shall be forgiven him for any thing of all 
that he hath done in trespassing therein 
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And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

9 Command Aaron and his sons, 
saying,' This is the law of the burnt 

wing: It is the burnt offering, be¬ 
cause of the burning upon the altar all 
night unto the morning, and the fire 
of the altar shall be burning in it. 

10 And the priest shall put on his 
linen garment, and his linen'breeches 
shall he put up on his flesh, and take up 
the ashes which the fire hath consumed 
with the burnt offering on the altar, 
and he shall put them beside the altar. 

11 And he shall put off his garments, 
and put on other garments, and carry 
forth the ashes without the camp unto 
a clean place. 

1£ And the fire upon the altar shall 
be burning in it; it snail not be put out: 
and the priest shall burn wood on it 
every morning, and lay the burnt offer¬ 
ing in order upon it; and he shall burn 
thereon the fat of the peace offerings. 

13 The fire shall ever be burning 
upon the altar; it shall never go "but. 

14 ^ And this is the law of the meat 
offering:' th*e sons' of Aaron shall offer 
it before the Lord, before the altar. 

15 And he shall take of it his hand¬ 
ful, of the flour of the meat offering, 
and of the oil thereof, and all the frank¬ 
incense which is upon the meat offer¬ 
ing, /and shall burn it upon the altar 
for a sweet savour, even the memorial 
of it, unto the Lord. 

16 And the remainder thereof shall 
Aaron and his sons eat: w ith unlea¬ 
vened bread shall it be eaten in the holy ’ 
place; in the court of the tabernacle 
of the congregation they shall eat it. 

17 It shall not be boken with leaven. 
I have given it unto them for their 
portion of my offerings made by fire 1 
it is most bofy, as is die sin offering, 
and as the trespass offering. 

18 All the mates among the childrett 
of Aaron shall eat of it. It shall be 
a statute for ever in your generations. 
concerning the offerings of the Lord 
made by fire: every one that toucheth 
them shall be holy. 

. 19 If And the Lord spake onto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 
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20 Thfe is. Jtfye offering of Aaron and 
of his sons, which they shall offer unto 
theJLQBn in the day , when be is 
anointed; the tenth part of an ephah 
of;fine.flpur for.a meat offering per¬ 
petual, half of it in the morning, and 
naif thereof at night, 

21 In a pan it shall he made- with 
oil; and when it is ha ken, thou shalt 
Wing it in : and the baken pieces of 
the meat offering shalt thou offerer 
a sweet savour unto thdHLQRD. 

22 And the priest of his sons that 
is anointed in his stead shall offer it: 
it is a statute for ever unto the Lord : 
it shall he wholly burnt. 

23 For every meat offering for the 
priest shall be wholly burnt: it shall 
not be eaten. 

24^[ And the Loan spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

25 Speak unto Aaron and to his 

sons, saying, This is the law of the 
sin offering : Iu the place where the 
burnt offering is killed shall the sin 
offering be killed before the Loud : 
it is most holy. ,, 

26 The priest that offereth it for 
sin shall eat it: in the holy place shall 
it be eaten, in the court of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation. 

27 Whosoever shall touch the flesh 
thereof shall be holy : and when there 
is sprinkled of the. blood thereof upon, 
any garment, thou shalt wash that 
whereon it was sprinkled in the holy 
place. 

28 But the earthen vessel whereiu 
it is sodden shall be broken: and if it 
be sodden in a brasen pot, it shall be. 
both scoured, and rinsed in water. 

29 Ail the males amopg the priests 
shall eat ^hereof: it is most holy. 

30 And no sin offering, whereof any 
of the blood is brought into the ta¬ 
bernacle of the congregation to re¬ 
concile withal in the holy place, shall 
be eaten: it shall be burnt in the fire. 

CHAP. VII.

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is on them, which is by the flanks, 
and the caul that is above the liver, with 
the kidneys, it shall he take away : 

5 And the priest shall burn them 
upon the altar for an offering made 
by fire unto the Lord : it is a .tres¬ 
pass offering. 

6 Every male among the priests 
shall eat thereof: it shall be eaten iu 
the holy place : it is most holy. 

7 As the sin offering is, so is the 
trespass offering; there is one law for 
them: the priest that maketh atone¬ 
ment therewith shall have it. 

8 And the priest that offereth any 
man’s burnt offering, even the priest 
shall have to himself the skin of the 
burnt offering which he hath offered. 

9 And all the meat offering that is 
baken in the oven, and all that is dress¬ 
ed in the fryingpan, and in the pair, 
shall be the priest’s that-offereth it. 

10 And every meatoffering, mingled 
with oil, and dry, shall all the sons of 
Aaron have, one as much as another. 

11 And this is the law of the sa¬ 
crifice of peace offerings, which he 
shall offer unto the Loro. 

12 If he offer it for a thanksgiving, 
then he shall offer with the sacrifice 
of thanksgiving unleavened,,eakes min¬ 
gled with oil, and unleav&il .urafers 
anointed with oil, and cakes t^^led 
with oil, of fine flour, fried. ' i 

13 Beside the cakes, he shall offer 
for his offering leavened bread with 
the sacrifice of thanksgiving of his' 
peace offerings. 

14 And of it he shall offer one out 
of the whole oblation for an heave of¬ 
fering unto the Lord, and it shall be 
the priest’s that sprinkleth the blood 
of the peace offerings. 

Q 
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15 And the flesh ofthe sacrifice of 
his peace offerings for thanksgiving 
shall be eaten the sami day that it i* 
offered; he shall* not leave any of it 
until the morning. 

16 But if the sacrifice of his offer¬ 

ing be a vdw, or a voluntary offering, it 
shall be eaten the same duy that he 
offereth his sacrifice: and on the 
morrow also the refnainder of it-shall 
be eaten: • ”, 

•17 But the remainder of the flesh of 
the sacrifice on the third day shall be 
burnt with fire. - 

18 And if any of the flesh of the 
sacrifice of his peace offerings be eaten 
at all on the third day, it shall not be 
accepted, neither shall it be imputed 
unto him that offereth it: it shall be 
an abomination, and die soul that 
eateth of it shall bear his iniquity. 

19 And the flesh that toucheth anv 
unclean thing shall not be eaten; it shall 
be burnt with fire: and as for the flesh, 
all that be clean shall eat thereof. 

20 But the soul that eateth of the 
flesh of the sacrifice of peace offerings, 
that pertain unto the Lord, having his 
uncleanness upon him, even that soul 
shall be cut off from his people. 

21 Moreover the soul that shall 
touch any unclean thing , as the un- 
cleanness of man, or any unclean 
beast,', or any abominable unclean 
thing , and eat of the flesh of the sa¬ 
crifice of peace offerings, which per¬ 
tain unto the Lord, even that soul 
Shall be cut off from his people. 

1 -22^ And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

23 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, shall eat no manner of fat, 
of oju or Wf sheep, or of goat. 

24 And the fat of the beast that dieth 
of itself, and the fat of that which is 
torn with beasts, may be used in any 
other use: but ye shall in no wise 
ftttof it. 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of 
the beast, of which men offer an of¬ 
fering made by fire unto the Lord, 
even the sold that eateth it shall be 
cut off from his people. 

26 Moreover ye shall eat no manner 
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of blood, whether it bt of fowl, or of 
beast,’in any of your dwellings. : 

27 Whatsoever soul it be that eateth 
any manner of. blood, even that soul 
shall be cut" off" from his people. 

28^f And the Lord spake unto Mo- 
ses, saying, . 

29 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, saying, He that offereth the sacri¬ 
fice of his peace offerings unto the 
I#rd shall bring his oblation unto 
the Lord oFthe sacrifice of his peace 
offerings. 

30 His own hands shall bring the of¬ 
ferings of the Lord made by fire, the 
fat with the breast, it shall he bring, 
that the breast may be waved for a 
wave offering before the Lord. 

31 And the priest shall bum the fat 
upon the altar: but the breast shall 
be Aaron's and his sons’. 

32 And the right shoulder shall ye 
give unto the priest for an heave offer¬ 
ing of the sacrifices of your peace 
offerings.

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit,., 
wherein tkfre is plenty of water, snail, 
be clean: but that which toucheth 
their carcase shall be unclean, 

37. And if any part of their carcase 
fall upon any sowing seed which is 
to be sown, it shall be clean. ( 

38 But if any water be put uppn, 
the seed, and any part of their carcase 
fall thereon, it shall be unclean untojou. 

39 And if any beast, of which ye may 
eat, die; he that toucheth the carcasi 
thereof shall be unclean until the even

3 And.the priest.shall look on the 
plague in the skin of the'flesh: and 
when the hfir in the plague is turned 
white, and the plague in sight 6e.deep¬ 
er than.the skin of his flesh, it is a pi Ague 
of leprosy: and the priest shall look on 
him,’ and pronounce him unclean. 

4 If the bright spot be white in the 
skin of his flete, and in sight be not 
deeper than the* akin, and the hair 
thereof be not turned white; then the 
priest shall shut up him that, hath the 
plague seven days: 

5 And the priest shall look on him 
the, seventh day : and; behold, if the 
plague in his sight be at a stay, and 
the plague spread not in the skin; 
then the. priest shall shut him up 
seven days more: 

6 And the priest shall look on him 
again tee seventh day: and, behold,.^

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the priest shall pronounce him un¬ 
clean : it is a leprosy. 

9 H When the plague of leprosy is 
in a man, then he shall be brought 
unto the priest; 

10 And the priest shall see him: 
and, behold, if the rising be white in 
the skin, and it have turned the hair 
white, and there be quick raw flesh in 
the.rising; 

11 It is an old leprosy in the skin of 
his flesh, and the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him unclean, and shall not 
shut him up: for he is unclean. 

12 And ifa leprosy break out abroad 
in the skin, and the leprosy cover all 
the skin of him that hath the plague 
from his head even to his foot, where¬ 
soever the priest looketh; 

13 Then the priest shall consider: 
and, behold, if the leprosy have cover¬ 
ed all his flesh, he shall pronounce 
him clean that hath the plague: it is 
all turned white: he as clean. 

14 But when raw flesh appeareth 
in him, he shall be unclean. 

13 And the priest shall see the raw 
flesh, and pronounce him to be un¬ 
clean : for the raw flesh is unclean : 
it is a leprosy. 

16 Or if the raw flesh turn again, 
and be changed unto white, he shall 
come unto the priest; 

17 And the priest shall see him: 
and, _ behold, if the plague be turned 
into white; then the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him clean that hath the plague:.

20 And if, when the priest seeth it, 
behold, it be in sight lower than the 
skin, and the hair thereof be turned 
white; the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean: it is a plague of leprosy 
broken out of the boil. 

21 But if the priest look oft it, and, 
‘.behold, there be no white hairs there¬ 
in, «nd if it be not lower than the skin, 
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but be somewhat dark; then the priest 
shall shut him up seven days : - 

22 And if it spread much abroad in 
the skin, then the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him unclean: it is a plague. 

23 But if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not, it is a burning 
boil; and the priest shall pronounce 
him clean. 

24 ^ Or if there be any flesh, in the 
skin whereof there is a hot burning, 
and the quick flesh that bumeth have 
a white bright spot, somewhat red¬ 
dish, or white; 

25 Then the priest shall look upon 
it: and, behold,}/' the hair indie bright 
spot be turned white, and it be in sight 
deeper than the skin; it is a leprosy 
broken out of the burning: wherefore 
the priest shall pronounce him un¬ 
clean : it is the plague of leprosy. 

26 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hair in the 
bright spot, and it be no lower than 
the other skin, but be somewhat dark; 
then the priest shall shut hitn up 
seven days: ' 

27 And the priest shall look upon 
him the seventh day: and if it be 
spread much abroad in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce him un¬ 
clean : it is the plague of leprosy. 

28 And if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not in the skin, but 
it be somewhat dark; it is a rising of 
the burning, and the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him clean: for it is an inflam¬ 
mation of the burning. 

29 f If a man dr woman have a 
plague upon the head or the beard; 

30 Then the priest shall see the 
plague: and, behold, if it be in sight 
deeper than the skin; and there be in 
it a yellow thin hair; then the priest 
shall pronounce him uuclean: it is a 
dry scall, even a leprosy upon the 
head or beard. 

31 And if the priest look on the 
plague of the scall, and, behold, it be 
not in sight deeper than the skin, and 
that there is no black hair in it; then 
the priest shall shut up him that hath 
the plague of the scall seven days: 

32 And in the seventh day the priest 

R 
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shall look on the plague; and, behold, 
if the scall spread not, and there be 
in it no yellow hair, and the seal! be not 
in sight deeper than the skin; 

S3 He shall hie shaven, but the seal! 
shall he not shave; and the priest 
shall shut up him that hath the scall 
seven days more:' 

34 And in the seventh day the priest 
shall look on the scall: and, behold, 
if the scall he not spread in the skin, 
nor be in sight deeper than the skin; 
then the priest shall pronounce him 
clean: and he shall wash his clothes, 
and be clean. 

35 'But if the scall spread much in 
the skin after his cleansing; 

36 Then the priest shall look on 
him: and, behold, if the scall bespread 
in the skin, the priest shall not seek 
for yellow hair; he is unclean. 

37 But if the scall be in his sight at 
a stay, and thrit there is black hair 

rown up therein; the scall is healed, 
e is clean: and the priest shall pro¬ 
nounce him clean. 

38 % If a man also or a woman have 
in the skin of their flesh bright spots, 
even white bright spots; 

39 Then the priest shall look: and, 
behold, t/’the bright spots in the skin 
of tbek flesh be darkish white; it is a 
freckled spot that groweth in the skin; 

-he is clean. 

40 And the man whose hair is fallen 
off his head, he is bald; yet is he clean. 

41 And he that hath nis hair fallen 
off from the part of his head toward 
his face, he is forehead bald; yet is 
he clean. 

42 And if there be in the bald head, 
or baldfprehead, a white reddish sore; 
it is a leprosy sprung up in his bald 
head, or his bald forehead. 

43 Then the priest shall look upon 
it: and, behold, if the rising of the 
sore be white reddish in his bald head, 
or in his bald forehead, as the leprosy 
.ippeareth in the skin of the flesh; 

44 He is a leprous man, he is uu- 
clean: the priest shall pronounce him 
utterly unclean.; his plague is in his 
head* 

45 And the leper in whom the.plague 
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is, his clothes shall be rent, and his 
head bare, and he shall put^a cover¬ 
ing upon his upper lip, and shall cry, 
Unclean, unclean. 

46 Air the days wherein the plague 
shall be in him he shall be defiled; he 
if unclean: he shall dwell alone; with¬ 
out the camp shall his habitation be. 

47 IF The garment also that the 
plague of leprosy is in, whether it be a 
woollen garment, ora linen garment; 

48 Whether it be in the warp, or 
woof; of linen, or of woollen; whether 
in a skin, or in any thing made of skin; 

4Q And if the plague be greenish or 
reddish in the garment, or m the skin, 
either in the warp, or in the woof, or 
in any thing of skin; it is a plague 
of leprosy, and shall be shewed unto 
the priest: 

50 And the priest shall look upon 
the plague, and shut up it that hath 
the plague seven days; 

51 And he shall look on the plague 
on the seventh day: if the plague be 
spread in the garment, either in the 
warp, or in the woof, or in a skin, or 
in any yvork that is made of skin; the 
plague m a fretting leprosy; it rs un¬ 
clean.' 

52 He shall therefore burn that gar¬ 
ment, whether warp or woof, in wool¬ 
len or in linen, or any thing of skin, 
wherein the plague is: for it is a fret¬ 
ting leprosy; it shall be burnt in the Are. 

53 And if the priest shall look, and, 
behold, the plague be not spread^ in 
the garment, either in the warp, or in 
the woof, or in any thing of skm; 

54 Then the priest shall command 

that they wash the thine wherein the 
plague ts, and he shall shut it up seven 
days more: , * 

55 And the priest Bhall lo >k on the 
plague, after that it is washed: and, 
behold, j/'the plague have not changed 
his colour, aud the plague be not 
spread; it is unclean; thou shalt burn 
it in the fire; it is fret inward, whether 
it be bare within or without. 1 

56 And if the priest look, and, be¬ 
hold, the plague be somewhat-dark 
after the washing of it; then he shall 
read it out of the garment, or out of 
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the skin, or out of the warp, or out .of 
the woof: 

57 Arid if it appear still in the gar¬ 
ment, cither in me warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin; it is a 
spreading plague: thou shall bum 
that wherein the plague is with fire. 

58 And the garment, either warp, or 
woof, or whatsoever thing of skin it 
be, which thou -shalt wash, if the 
plague be departed from them) then 
it shall be washed the second time, and 
shall be clean. 

59 This is the law of the plague of 
leprosy in a garment of woollen or 
linen, either in the warp, or woof, or 
any thing of skins, to pronounce it 
clean, or to pronounce it unclean.

6 As for the living bird, Jhre shall 
take it, and the cedar wood, and' the 
scarlet, and the hyssop, and shall dip 
them and the living bird in the blood 
of' he bifd, that was killed over the 
running water: 

7 And ha shall sprinkle upon him 
that is to be cleansed from the leprosy' 
seven times, and shall pronounce him 
clean, and shall let the living bird loose 
into the open field. 

8 And he that is to be cleansed shall 
wash his clotheB, and shave off ail his 
hair, and wash himself m water, that 
he may be clean: and after that he 
shall come into the camp, and shall

tarry abroad out ef his tent seveh days. 

9 Bat it shall be on the fceventh day, 
that he. shall shave all his hair off his 
head and his beard and his eyebrows, 
even all his hair he shall shave off: 
and he shall wash his clothes, also he 
shall wash'his flesh in water, and he 
shall be clean. 

10 And on the eighth day he shall 
take two he lambs without blemish, 
and one ewe lamb of the first year 
without blemish, and three tenth deals 
of fine flour for a: .meat offering, min¬ 
gled with oil, and one log of oil. 

11 And the priest that maketh him 
clean shall present the man that is to 
be made clean, and those things, be¬ 
fore the Lord, at the door of the ta¬ 
bernacle of the congregation 1 : 

i 13 And the priest shall take otle he 
lamb, and offer him for a trespass 
offering, and the log of oil, and wave 
them jor a wave offering before the 
Lord: 

13 And he shall slay the lamb in the 
place where he shall kill the sin offer¬ 
ing and the burnt offering, in the holy 
place: for as the sin offering is. the 
priest’s, so is the trespass offering: it 
is most holy: 

14 And the priest shall take some of 
the blood of the trespass offering, and 
die priest shall put tt upon the tip pf 
the right ear of him that is to be clean¬ 
sed, and upon the thumb of his right 
hand, and upon the great toe of his 
right foot: 

15 And the priest shfcll tjjke some of 
the log of oil, andi pour it into die 
palm of his own left hand: 

16 And the priest shall diphis right 
finger in the oil that is in his left hand, 
and shall sprinkle the oil with his fin¬ 
ger seven times before the Loud : 

17 And of the rest, of die oil that is 
n his hand shall the priest put upon 
the tip of the right ear of him that is 
to be cleansed, and upon the thumb 
of his right hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right foot, upon the mood 
of the trespass offering: 

18 And the remnant of die oil that is 
jii the priest’s haml he shall pour upon 
the head of him mat is to be €leansed:

m. wave offering before the Lord : 
pr 25 And he shall kill the lamb of the 
trespass offering, and the priest shall 
take tome of the blood of the trespass 
offering, and put if upon the tip of the 
right ear of him that is to be cleansed, 
rad upon the thumb of his right hand, 
and upon the great toe of his right foot: 

26 And»the priest shall pour of the 
oil into die palm of his own left hand; 

27 And the priest shall sprinkle with 
his right Anger some of the oil that is 
in his lift hand seven times before the 
Lord:

8 And if he that hath the issue spit 
upon him that is clean; then he shall 
wash his clothes, Mid bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 

9 And what saddle soever He rideth 
upon that hath the issue (shall be un¬ 
clean. . 

10 And whosoever C&ucheth any 
thing that was under him shall be un¬

15 And if a man lie with a beSst, he 
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shall surely be put to death: and ye 
shall slay uie beast. 

16 And if a woman approach’ unto 
any beast, and lie down thereto, thou 
shalt kill the woman, and the beast: 
they shall surely be put to death; their 
blood shall be upon them. 

17 And if a man shall take his sister, 
his father’s daughter, or his mother’s 
daughter, and see her nakedness, and 
she see his nakedness: it is a wicked 
thing; and they shall be cut off in the 
sight of their people : he hath unco¬ 
vered his sister’s nakedness f he shall 
bear his iniquity. 

18 And if a man shall lie W’ith a wo¬ 
man having her sickness, and shall 
uncover her nakedness ; he hath dis¬ 
covered her fountain, and she hath 
uncovered the fountain of her blood : 
and both of them shall be cut off from 
among their people. 

19 A n< * thou shalt not uncover the 
nakedness of thy mother’s sister, nor 
of thy father’s sister: for he uncover¬ 
ed his near kin : they shall bear their 
iniquity. 

20 And if a man shall lie with his 
uncle’s wife, he hath uncovered his 
uncle’s nakedness: they shall bea* 
their sin ; they shall die childless. 

21 And if a man shall take his bro¬ 
ther’s wife, it is an uncleatt thing : he 
hath uncovered his brother’s naked¬ 
ness ; thCy shall be childless. 

22 if Ye shall therefore keep all my 
statutes, and all my judgments, and do 
them: that the land, whither 1 bring 
yon to dwell therein, spue you not out. 

23 And ye shall not walk m the man¬ 
ners of the nation, which I cast out be¬ 
fore you: for they committed all these 
things, and therefore 1 abhqrred diem. 

24 But i have said Ditto you, Ye 
shall inherit their land, and I will give 
it unto you to possess it, wland that 
fioweth with milk and honey: I am 
the Lord' your God, which hive se¬ 
parated yon from other people. ■ 

23 Ye shall therefore put difference 
between clean beast* aadtinclean, and 
between uucieawfbudraud oiean: and 
ye shall not make your souls abomin¬ 
able by beast, or by fowl, or by any 
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.manner of , living tiling that creepeth 
on the ground, which I have separated 
from you as unclean. 

; €6 And ye shall be holy unto me; for 
I the Lord am holy, and have severed 
you from other people, that ye should 
be mine. 

. 27 If A man also or woman that hath 
a familiar spirit, or that is a wizard, 
. shall surely be put to death: they 
shall stone them with stones: their 
blood shall be upon them. 

, CHAP. XXI. 

1 Of the priests' mourning. 6 Of their holiness. 

8 Of their estimation. 7, 13 Of their mar¬ 
riages. 17 The priests that hare blemishes 

must not minister in the sanctuary. 

And the Loro said unto Moses, 
Speak unto the priests the sons of 
Aaroti, and say unto them, There shall 
none be defiled for the dead among 
his people : 

2 But for his kin, that is near unto 
him, that is, for his mother, and for 
his father, and for his sou, and for his 
daughter, and for hut brother, 

^ And for his sister a virgin, that is 
nigh unto him, which hath had no 
husband; for her may he be defiled. 

. 4 Blit he shall not defile himself, 
being a chief man among his people, 
to profane himself. 

5 They shall not make baldness upon 
their head, neither shall they shave off 
the corner of their beard, nor make 
any cuttings in their flesh. 

6 They snail be holy unto their God, 
and not profane the name of their God: 
for the offerings of the Lord made by 
lire, and the bread of their God, they 
do offer: therefore they shall be holy. 

7 They shall not take a wife that is 
a whore, or profane; neither shall they 
take a woman put away from her hus¬ 
band : for he is holy unto his God. 

8 Thou shalt sanctify him therefore; 
for he offereth the’bread of thy God r 
he shall be holy unto thee: for I the 
Lord, which sanctify, you, am holy. 

9H And the daughter of any priest, 
if she profane herself by playing the 
whore, she profaneth fier father: she 
shall be burnt with fire. . 

: 10 And he. that it the high priest 
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among his brethren, upon whose head 
the anointing oil Was poured, ami that' 
is consecrated to put on the garments, 
shall not uncover his head, nor rend 
his clothes; * 

11 Neither shall he go in to any 
dead body, nor defile himself for his 
father, or for his mother; 

12 Neither shall he go out of the 
sanctuary, nor profane the sanctuary 
of his God ; for the cfown of the a- 
nointing oil of his God is upon him: 
I am the Lord. 

13 And he shall take a wife in her

14 A widow, or a divorced woman, 
or profane, or an harlot, these shall 
he not take : but he shall take a vir¬ 
gin of his own people to wife. 

to Neither shall he profane his seed

Moses, saying,

21 No man that hath a blethish of 
the seed of Aaron the priest' shall 
come nigh to offer the Offerings of the 
Lord made by fire : he hath a ble¬ 
mish ; he shall not come nigh to offer 
the bread of his God. 

22 He shall eat the bread of his God, 
both of the most holy, and of the holy. 

%3 Only he shall not go in unto the 
vail, nor come nigh unto the altar, be¬ 
cause he hath a blemish; that he pro¬ 
fane not my sanctuaries: for 1 the 
Lord do sanctify tlleim ' 

24 And Moses told it unto Aaron, 
and to his soils, and unto all the chil¬ 
dren of.

And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying,

rael, and that they profane not my 
holv name in those things which they 
hallow unto me: I am the Lord. 

S Say unto them. Whosoever he be 
of all your seed among your genera, 
tiona, that goeth unto the holy things, 
which the children of Israel hallow 
unto die Lord, having his uncleanness 
upon him, that soul shall be cut off 
from my presence: I am the Lord. 

4 What man soever of the seed of 
Aaron is a leper, or hath a running is> 
sue; he shall not eat of the holy things, 
until he be clean. Aud whoso toucheth 
any thing that is unclean by the dead, 
or a man whose seed goeth from 

him ; 

5 Or whosoever toucheth any creep¬ 
ing thi&g, whereby he may be made 
unclean, or a man of whom he may 
take ^cleanness, whatsoever unclean¬ 
ness he hath; 

6 The soul which hath touched any 
such shall be unclean ttfltil even, and 
shall not eat of the holy tilings, unless 
he wash his ffesh with water. 

7 AHd when the sun is down, he shall 
a be clean, and shall afterward eat of the 
holy things: because it is his food. 

8 That which dieth of itself, or is 
tom Withheasts, he shall not eat to de¬ 
file himsfelf therewith: I am the Lord. 

9 They shall therefore keep mine 
ordinance, lest tijey bear sin for it, and 
die therefore, if they'profane it: JdSfc 
Lord do sanctify them. 

10 Theiw shall no stranger eat of 
the bob thing: a sojourner of tber 
priest, or an hired servant, shall not 
eat of the holy thing. 

11. But if the priest buy any soul 
with nib money, he shall eat of it* and

Moses, saving,

rael, aud say unto them. Whatsoever 
he be of the house of Israel, or of the 
strangers in Israel, that will offer his 
oblation for all his vows, and for all his 
freewill offerings, which they will offer 
unto the Lord for a burnt offering; 

19 Ye shall offer at your own will a 
male without blemish, of the beeveB, 
of the sheep, or of the goats. 

SO But whatsoever hath a blemish, 
.that shall ye not offer : for it shall not 
be acceptable for you. 

31 And whosoever offereth a sacri¬ 
fice of peace offerings unto the Lord 
to accomplish his vow, or a freewill 
offering m beeves or sheep, it shall 
be perfect to be accepted; there shall 
be no blemish therein. 

33 Blind, or broken, or maimed, or 
having a wen, or scurvy, or scabbed, 
ye shall not offer these unto the Lord , 1 
nor make an offering by fire of them 
upon tiie altar unto the Lord. 

S3 Either a bullock or a lamb that, 
hath any thing superfluous or laekihg' 
in his parts, that mayest thou offer for' 
a freewill offering; but for a Vdw it 
shaU not be accepted.

17 Ye shall not therefore oppress 
one another.; but thou shalt fear thy 
God: for I am the Lord your God. \ 

18 Wherefore ye shall do my sta¬ 
tutes, and keep my judgments, and do 
them; and ye shall dwell in the laud 
in safety. 

19 And the land shall yield her fruit, 
and ye shall eat your fill, and dwell 
therein in safeily. 

£0 Andif ye shall say. What shall we 
eat the seventh year ? behold, we shall 
not sow, nor gather in our increase: 

21 Then L will command my bless¬ 
ing upon you in the sixth year, and it 
shall bring forth fruit for three years. 

22 And ye shall sow the eighth year, 
and eat yet of old fruit until the ninth 
year; until her fruits come in ye shall 
eat of the old store. 

23 f The land shall not be sold for 
ever: for the land is mine; for years 
strangers and sojourners with me. 

24 And in all the land of your pos¬ 
session ye shall grant a redemption for 
the lana. 

25 f If thy brother be waxen poor, 
and hath sold away some of his pos-

session, and if any of his kin come to 
redeem it, then snail he redeem that 
which his brother sold. , 

26 And if the man have none to redeem 
it, and himself be able to redeem it; 

27 Then let him count the years of 
the sale thereof, and restore the over¬ 
plus unto the mm to whom he sold it; 
that he may return unto his possession. 

28 But if he be not able to restore it 
to him, then that which is sold shall 
remain in the hand of him that hath 
bought it until the year of jubilee: and 
in the jubilee it shall go out, and he 
shall return unto his possession. 

£9- And if a man sell a dwelling house 
in a walled city, then he may*redeem 
it within a whole year after it is sold; 
within a full year.may he redeem it. 

30 And if it be not redeemed within 
the space of a full year, then the house 
that is in the walled city shall be es¬ 
tablished for ever to him that bought 
it throughout faiB generations: it shall 
not go out in the jubile. 

31 But the houses of the villages 
which have no wall round about them 
shall be counted as the fields of the 
Country: they may be redeemed, and 
they shaill go out m the jubile. 

32 Notwithstanding the cities of die 
Levites, and the houses of the cities 
of their possession, may the Levites 
redeem at any time. 

33 And if a man purchase of the Le¬ 
vites, then the house that was sold, and 
the city of his possession, shall go out 
in the year of jubile: for the houses of 
the cities of the Levites are their pos¬ 
session among the children of Israel. 

34 But the field of the suburbs of 
their cities may not be sold; for it is 
their perpetual possession. 

33 And if thy brother he waxen 
poor, and fallen in decay with tliee: 
then thou shalt relieve him: yea, though 
he be a stranger, or a.sojourner; that 
he may live with. thee. 

36 Take thou no. usury of him,, or 
increase: butfoar.thy God; that thy 
brother may live- with thee. 

37 Thou shalt not give him thy mo¬ 
ney upon usury, nor lend«him thy: 
victuals for increase.

381 am the Loud your God. which, 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, to give you the land of Canaan, 
and to be your God. 

39 IF And if thy brother that dwell- 
eth by thee be waxen poor, and be 
sold unto thee; thou shalt not com¬ 
pel him to serve as a bondservant: 

40 But as an hired servant, and as a 

sojourner, he shall, be with thee, and 
shall serve dice unto die year of 
jubile:. ;/ • ■ 

• 41 And then shall he depart from 

thee, both he and his.children with 
him, and shall return unto his own 
family, and unto the possession of his 
fathers shall he return. 

42 For they are my servants, which I 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt: 
they shall not be sold as bondmen. 

43 Thou shalt not rule over him 
with rigour: but shalt fear thy God. 

44 Both thy bondmen, and thy bond¬ 
maids, which thou shalt have, shall be 
of the heathen that are round about 
you ; of them shall ye buy bondmen 
and bondmaids. 

43 Moreover of the children of the 
strangers that do sojourn among you, 
of them shall, ye buy, and of their fa¬ 
milies that are with you, which they 
begat in your land: and they shall be 
your possession. 

4 6 And ye shall take them as an in¬ 
heritance for your children after you, 
to inherit them for a possession; they 
shall be your bondmen for ever: but 
over your brethren the children of 
Israel, ye shall not rule one over ano¬ 
ther with rigour. 

47 IF And if a sojourner or stranger 
wax rich by thee/aud thy brother that 
dwelleth by him wax poor, and sell 
himself unto the stranger or sojourner 
by thee, or to the stock of the stran¬ 
ger’s family: 

48 After that he is sold he may be 
redeemed again; one of his brethren 
may redeem him: 

49 Either his uncle, or bis uncle’s 
son, may redeem him, or any that is 
nigh of kin unto him of his family 
may redeem him; or if he be able, he 
may redeem himself. 
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50. And he shall .reckon with him 
that bought him from/the year that he 
was sold to him unto the year of ju- 
bile: and the price 4>f his sale shall be 
according unto the number of years, 
according to die time of an hired ser¬ 
vant shall it be with him.

5 And, your threshing shall reach 
unto the vintage, and the vintage shall 
re^cb unto the sowing time: and ye 
shall eat your bread to the full, and 
dwell in your land safely. 

, 6 And I will give peace in the land, 
and. ye shall lie down, and none shall 
make you afraid: and I will rid evil 
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beasts out of the land, neither shall, 
the sword go through your land. 

7 And ye shall chase your enemies?, 
and they shall fall before you by the 
sword. 

8 And five of you shall chase an hun¬ 
dred, and an hundred of yon shall put 
ten thousand to flight: and your ene¬ 
mies Shall fall before you by the sword. 

9 For I will have respect unto you, 
and make you fruitful,and multiply you, 
and establish my covenant with you. 

; 10 And ye shall eat old store, and 
bring forth the old because of the new. 

11 And I will set my tabernacle 
among you: and my soul shall not 
abhor you. 

' 12 And I will walk among you, 
and will be your God, and ye shall be 
my people. 

IS I awi the Lord your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, that ye should not be their bond¬ 
men; and I hate broken the bands of 
your yoke; and made you go upright. 

14 % But if ye will not hearken un¬ 
to me, and wilt not do all these com¬ 
mandments ; 

15 And if ye shall despise my sta¬ 
tutes, or if your soul abhor my judg¬ 
ments, so that ye will not do all my 
commandments, but that ye break my 
covenant:

29 And ye shall eat the flesh of 
your sons, and the flesh of your daugh¬ 
ters shall ye eat. 

30’And I will destroy your high 
places, and cut down your images, and 
cast your carcases upon the carcases 
of your idols, and my soul shall ab¬ 
hor you. 

31 ‘And I will make your cities 
waste, and bring your sanctuaries un¬ 
to desolatiop, and I will not smell the 
savour of your sweet odours. 

32 And I will bring the land into 
desolation: and your enemies which 
dwell therein shall be astonished at it. 

33 And I will scatter you among 
the heathen, and will draw out a sword 
after you: and your land shall be de¬ 
solate, and your cities waste. 

34 Then shall the land enjoy her 
sabbaths, as long as it lieth desolate, 
and ye be in your enemies’land; even 
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XXVI, for disobedience. 

then shall the land rest, and enjoy her 
sabbaths. 

35 As long as it lieth desolateit shall 
rest; because it did not rest in your 
sabbaths, when ye dwelt upon it. 

36 And upon them that are left 
alive of you I will send a faintness 
into their hearts in the lands of their 
enemies; and the sound of a shaken 
leaf shall chase them; and they shall 
flee, as fleeing from a sword; and they 
shall fall when none pursueth. 

37 And they shall falione upon ano¬ 
ther, as it were before a sword, when 
none pursuetli: and ye shall have no 
power to stand before your enemies. 
‘ 38 And ye shall perish among the 
heathen, and the land of your enemies 
shall eat you up.

5 And if it be from five years old 
even unto twenty years old, then thy 
estimation shall be.of the male twenty 
shekels, and for the female ten shekels. 

6 And if it be from a month old even 
unto five years old, then thy estimation 
shall be of the mule five shekels of sil¬ 
ver, and for the female thy estimation 
shall be three shekels of silver. 

7 And if if be from sixty years old 
and above ; if-if be a male, then thy 
estimation shall be fifteen shekels, and 
for the female ten shekels. 

. 8 But if he be poorer than thy esti- 
matjpn, then he shall present himself 
before the priest, and the,priest shall 
value him;' according to bis ability 
that vowed shall the priest value him. 

9 And if it be a beast, whereof men 
bring an offering nnto the Lord, all 
'hat any man givetab of such unto the 
Lord shall be holy. 

10 He shall not alter it, not? change 
it, a .good for a bad,' or a bad 

> for a good: and if he shall at all 
change beast for beast, then -it and 
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the exchange thereof shall be holy. 

11 And if it be any unclean beast, 
of which they do not offer a sacrifice 
unto the Lord, then he shall present 
the beast before the priest: 

12 And the priest shall value it, whe¬ 
ther it be good or bad: as thou valuest 
it, who art the priest, so shall it be. 

IS But if he will at all redeem it, 
then he shall add a fifth part thereof 
unto thy estimation. 

14 U And when a man shall sanctify 
his house fo be holy unto the Lord, 
then the priest shall estimate it, whe¬ 
ther it be good or bad : as the priest 
shall estimate it, so shall it stand. 

15 And if he that sanctified it will re¬ 
deem his house, then lie shall add the 
fifth part of the money of thy estima¬ 
tion unto it, and it shall be his. 

16 And if a man shall sanctify unto 

the Lord some part of a field of his 
possession, then thy estimation shall 
be according to the seed thereof: an 
homer of barley seed shall be valued

51 And when the tabernacle set- 
teth forward, the Levites shall take it 
down: and when the tabernacle is to 
be pitched, the Levites shall set it up: 
and the stranger that 'cometh nigh 
shall be put to death. 

52 And the children of Israel shall 
pitch their tents, every man by his own 
camp, and every man by his own stand¬ 
ard, throughout their hosts. 

53 But die Levites shall pitch round 
about the tabernacle of testimony, 
that there be no wrath upon the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Israel: 
and the Levites shall keep the charge 
of the tabenihcle of testimony. 

54 And the children of Israel did 
according to all that the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses, so did they. 

CHAP. II. 

The order of the tribes in their tents. 

An d the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 Every man pf the children of Is¬ 
rael shall pitch by his own standard, 
with the ensign of their father’s house: 
far off about the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation shall they pitch. 

3 And on the east side toward the 
rising of the sun shall they of the 
standard of the camp of Judah pitch 
throughout their armies: and Nahshon 
the son of Amminadab shall be cap¬ 
tain of the children of Judah. 

4 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were threescoretand 
fourteen thousand and six hundred. 

5 And those that do pitch next unto 
him shall be the tribe of Issachar: aud 
Nethaneel the son of Zuar shall be 
captain of the children of Issachar. 

6 And his host, and those that were 
numbered thereof, were fifty and four 
thousand and four hundred. 

• 7 Then the tribe of Zebulun: and 
Eliab the son of Helon shall be cap¬ 
tain of the children of Zebulun. 

8 And his host, and those that were 
numbered thereof, were fifty and seven 
thousand and four hundred. 
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The order of the tribet NUMBERS, . in their t*nts. 


9 All that were numbered in the 

camp of Judah were an hundred thou¬ 
sand and fourscore thousand and six 
thousand and fotir hundred, through¬ 
out their armies. These shall first 
set forth. * • ■ 

10 ^ On the south side shall be the 
standard of the camp of Reuben ac¬ 
cording to their armies: and the cap- 
tun of the children of Reuben shall 
he Elizur the son of Shedeur. 

11 And bis bosh and those that were 
numbered thereof, were forty and six 
thousand and five hundred. 

12 And those which pitch by him 
shall he the tribe of Simeon: add the 
captain of the children of 'Simeon shall 
be Shetumiel the son of Zurishaddai, 

13 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were fifty and nine 
thousand and three hundred. 

14 Then the tribe of Gad : and the 
captain* of the sons of Gad shall be 
Ehasaph the son of Reuel. 

15 And his host, add those that were 
numbered of them, were forty and five 
thousand and six hundred and fifty. 

16 All that were numbered in the 
camp of Reuben were an hundred 
thousand and fifty and one thousand 
and four hundred and fifty, through¬ 
out their armies. And they shall set 
forth in the second rank. 

17 IT Then the tabernacle of the 
congregation shall set forward with 
the camp of the Levites in the midst 
of the camp: as they encamp, so shall 
they set forward, every man in his 
place by their standards. 

l#f On the west side shall be the 
standard of the camp of Ephraim ac¬ 
cording to their armies: and the cap¬ 
tain of the sons of Ephraim shall be 
Elishama the son of Ammihud. 

19 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were forty thou¬ 
sand and five hundred. 

20 And by him shall be the’ tribe of 
Manasseh: and the captain of the 
children of Manasseh shall be Gatna- 
liel the son of Pedahzur. 

21 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were thirty and two 
thousand and two hundred. 
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22 Then the tribe of Benjamin: and 
the captain of the sons of Benjamin 
shall be Abidan the' son of Gideoni. 

23 And his host, and those that were 
numberedof them, were thirty and five 
thousand and four hundred. 

24 All that were numbered of the 
camp of Ephraim were an hundred 
thousand and eight thousand and an 
hundred, throughout their armies. 
And' they shall go forward in the 
third rank. 

25 5T The standard of the camp of 
Dan shall be on the north side by their 
armies: and the captain of the child¬ 
ren of Dan shall be Ahiezer the son 
of Ammishaddai. 

26 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were threescore 
and two thousand and seven hundred. 

27 And those that encamp by him 
shall be the tribe of Asher: and the 
captain of the children of Asher shall 
be Pagiel the son of Ocran. 

28 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were forty and one 
thousand and five hundred. 

29 If Then the tribe of Naphtali: and 
the captain of the children of Naphtali 
shall be Ahira the son of Enan. 

30 And his host, and those that were 
numbered of them, were fifty and three 
thousand and four hundred. 

31 All they that yyere numbered in 
the camp of Dan were an hundred 
thousand and fifty and seven thousand 
and six hundred. They shall go hind¬ 
most with their standards. 

32 *[f These are those -which were 
numbered of the children of Israel by 
the house of their fathers: all those 
that w'ere numbered of the camps 
throughout their hosts were six hun¬ 
dred thousand and three thousand and 
five hundred and fifty. 

S3 But the Levites were not num¬ 
bered among the children of Israel; 
as the Lord commanded Moses. 

34 And the children of Israel did 
according to all that the Lord com¬ 
manded Moses: so they pitched by 
their standards, and so they set for¬ 
ward, every one after their families, ac¬ 
cording to this house of their fathers. 



The sons of Aaron. CHAP. III. The Levites are numbered. 


CHAP. III. 

I The tons of Aaron. 5 The Levites are given 
to the priests for the service of the tabernacle, 
11 instead of the firstborn. 14 The Levites 
are numbered bp their families. 21 The fa¬ 
milies, number, amt charge of the Gershonites, 
97 of the KohatMtes, 33 of the Merarites. 
SB The place and charge of Moses and Aaron. 
40 The firstborn are freed by the Levites. 4-1 
The overplus are redeemed. 

These also are the generations of 
Aaron and Moses in the day that the 
Lord spake with Moses m mount 
Sinai. 

2 And these are the names of the 
sons of Aaron; Nadab the firstborn, 
and Abihu, Eleazar, and Ithamar. 

3 These are the names of the sons 
of Aaron, the priests which were 
anointed, whom he consecrated to 
minister in the priest’s office. 

4 And Nadab and Abihu died be¬ 
fore the Lord, when they offered 
strange fire before the Loud, in the 
wilderness of Sinai, and they had no 
children: and Eleazar and Ithamar 
ministered in the priest’s office in the 
sight of Aaron their father. 

5 If And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

6 Bring the tribe of Levi near, and 
present them before Aaron the priest, 
that they may minister unto him. 

7 And they shall keep his charge, 
aud the charge of the .whole congre¬ 
gation before the* tabernacle of the 
congregation, to do die service of the 
tabernacle. 

8 And they shall keep all die instru¬ 
ments of the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation, and the charge of the children 
of Israel, to do the service of the ta¬ 
bernacle. 

9 And diou shalt give the Levites 
unto Aaron and to his sons: diey are 
wholly given unto him out of the 
children of Israel. 

10 And, thou shalt appoint Aaron 
and his sons, and they shall wait on 
their priest’s office, and the stranger 
that cometh nigh shall be put to jkatb. 

11 And die Lord spake unto. Mo¬ 
ses, saying 

12 And 1, behold, 1 have takeu the 
Levites from among the children.of 
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Israel instead of all the firstborn that 
openeth die matrix among the chil¬ 
dren of Israel: therefore die Levites 
shall be mine; 

13 Because -all the firstborn are 
mine; for on the day that I smote all 
the firstborn in the land of Egypt 1 
hallowed unto me all the firstborn in 
Israel, both man and beast: mine 
shall they be: 1 am the Lord. 

14 If And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses in the wilderness of Sinai, saying, 

15 Number die children of Levi af¬ 
ter the house of their fathers, by their 
families: every male from a month old 
and upward shalt thou number them. 

16 And Moses numbered them ac¬ 
cording to die word of the Lord, as 
he was commanded. 

17 And these were the sons of Levi 
by their names; Gershon, and Ko- 
hatli, and Merari. 

18 And these are the names of the 
sons of Gershon by their families; 
Libni, and Shimei. 

19 And the sons of Kohath by their 
families; Amram, and Izehar, He¬ 
bron, and Uzziel. 

.20 And the sons of Merari by Uieir 
families;. Mahli, and Mushi. These 
are the families of the Levites -ac¬ 
cording to the house of dieir fathers. 

21 Of Gershon was the family of 
d)p Libnites, and the family of the 
Shimites: these are die families of 
the Gershonites. 

214 ,. Those that were numbered of 
them, according to die number of all 
the males, from a month old and up¬ 
ward, even those that were numbered 
of them were seven thousand and five 
hundred. 

23 The families of the Gershonites 
shall pitch behind the tabernacle 
westward. 

24 And the chief of the bouse of 
the father of the Gershonites shall be 
Eliasaph the son of Lael. 

25 And the charge of the sons of 
Gershon in the tabernaqle of the con¬ 
gregation shall be the tabernacle, and 
the tent, the covering thereof and the 
hanging for the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 
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26 And the hangings of the court, 
and the curtain for the door of the 
court, which is by the tabernacle, and 
by the altar round about, and the cords 
of it for all the service thereof. 

27 If, And of Kohath was the family 
of the Amramites, and the family of 
the Izeharites, and the family of the 
Hebronites, and the family of the 
Uzzielites : these are the 'families of 
the Kohathites. 

28 In the number of all the males, 
from a month old and upward, were 
eight thousand and six hundred, keep¬ 
ing the charge of the sanctuary. 

29 The families of the sons of Ko¬ 
hath shall pitch, on the Bide of the ta¬ 
bernacle southward. 

30 And the chief of the house of the. 
father of the families of the Kohathites 
shall be Elizaphan the son of Uzziel. 

SI And their charge shall fee the ark, 
and the table, and the candlestick, and 
the altars, and the vessels of the sanc¬ 
tuary wherewith they minister, and 
the hanging, and all the service thereof. 

32 And Eleazar the son of Aaron 

the priest shall be chief over the chief 
of the Levites, and have the oversight 
of them that keep the charge of the 
sanctuary. ... 

33 IT Of Merari was the family of the 
Mahlites,and the family of the Mush- 
ites: these are the families of Merabi. 

34 And those that were numbered 
of them, according to the number of 
all the males, from a month.ohj^ and 
upward, were six thousand and two 
hundred. 

. , 35 And,the chief of the house of the 
father of the families of Merari was 
Zuriel die; son of Abihail: these shall 
pitch on the side of the tabernacle 
northward. 

36 And under the custody and charge 
of the : sons of Merari shall be the 
boards of the tabernacle, and the bars 
thereof, and the pillars thereof, and the 
sockets thereof, and all the vessels 
thereof, and all that serveth thereto, 

37 And the pillars of the court round 
about, and their sockets, and their pins, 
and their cords. 

, 38 If But those that encamp before 
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the tabernacle toward the east, even her 
fore the tabernacle of the congregation 
eastward, shall be Moses, and Aaron 
and his sons, keeping the charge of 
the sanctuary for the charge of the 
children of Israel; and the stranger 
that cometh nigh shall be put to death. 

39 All that were numbered of the 
Levites, which Moses and Aaron num¬ 
bered at the commandment of the 
Lord, throughout their families, all 
the males from a month old and up¬ 
ward, were twenty and two thousand. 

40*1[ And the Loan said unto Mo¬ 
ses, Number all the firstborn of the 
males of the children of Israel from 
a month old and upward, and take 
the number of their names. 

41 And thou shalttake the Levites 
for me (1 am the Loud) instead of 
all the firstborn among the children 
of Israel; and the cattle of the Le¬ 
vites instead of all the firstlings among 
the cattle of the children of Israel. 

42 And Moses numbered, as the 
Loud commanded him, all the first¬ 
born among the children of Israel. 

43 And all the firstborn males by 
the number of names, from a month 
old and upward, of those that were 
numbered of them,* were twenty and 
two thousand two hundred and three¬ 
score and thirteen. 

44^1 And the Loud spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

45 Take the Levites instead of all 
the firstborn among the children of 
Israel, and the cattle of the Levites 
instead of their cattle ; and the Le¬ 
vites shall be mine; 1 am the Loud. 

46 And for those that are to be re¬ 
deemed of .the two hundred and three¬ 
score and thirteen of the firstborn of 
the children of Israel, which are more 
than the Levites; 

47 Thou shalt even.take five shekels 
apiece by the poll, after the shekel of 
the sanctuary shalt thou take them: 
(the shekel is twenty gerahs:) 

48 And thou shalt give the money, 
wherewith the odd number of them is 
to be redeemed, unto Aaron j)nd to 
his sons.. 

49 And Moses took the redemption 
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money of them that were over and 
above them that were redeemed by 
the Levites : 

50 Of the firstborn of the children 
of Israel took he the money; a thou¬ 
sand three hundred and threescore 
and five shekels , after the shekel of the 
sanctuary: 

51 And Moses gave the money of 
them that were redeemed unto Aaron 
and to his sons, according to the word 
of the Lord, as the Lord command¬ 
ed Moses. 

CHAP. IV. 

I The age and time of the Levites' service. 4 
The carriage of the Kohathites, when the priests 
have taken down the tabernacle. \6 The charge 
of Eleazar. 17 The office of the priests. 5U 
The carriage of the Gershonites. 29 The car¬ 
riage of the Merarites. 34 The number of the 
Kohathites, 38 of the Gershonites , 42 and of 
the Merarites. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

2 Take tile sum of the sons of Ko- 
hath from among the sons of Levi, 
after* their families, by the house of 
their fathers, 

3 From thirty years old and upward 
even until fifty years old, all that enter 
into the host, to do the work in ‘the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4 This shall be the service of the sons 
of Kohath in the tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation, about the most holy things : 

5 ^ And when the camp setteth for¬ 
ward, Aaron shall come, and his sons, 
and they shall take down the covering 
vail, and cover the ark of testimony 
with it: 

6 And shall put thereon the cover¬ 
ing of badgers’ skins, and shall spread 
over it p cloth wholly of blue, and 
shall put id the staves thereof. 

7 And upon the table bf shewbread 
they shall spread a cloth of blue, and 
put thereon the dishes, and the spoons, 
and the bowls, and covers to cover 
withal: and the continual bread shall 
be thereon : 

8 And they shall spread upon diem 
a cloth of scarlet, and cover the same 
with a covering of badgers’ skins, and 
shall put in the staves thereof. 

' 9 And they shall take a cloth of blue, 
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and cover the candlestick of the light, 
and his lamps,.and his tonga, and his 
snuffdishes, and all the oil vessels there¬ 
of, wherewith they minister unto it: * 

10 And they shall put it and all the 
vessels thereof within a covering of 
badgers’ skins, and shall put it upon 
‘a bar. 

1 i And upon the golden altar they 
shall spread a cloth of blue, and cover 
it with a covering of badgers’ skins, 
and shall put to the staves thereof: 

12 And they shall take all the instru¬ 
ments of ministry, wherewith they 
minister in the sanctuary, and put 
them in a cloth of blue, and cover 
them with a covering of badgers’skins, 
and shall put them on a bar : 

13 And they shall take away the 
ashes from the altar, and spread a pur¬ 
ple cloth thereon : 

14 And they shall put Upon it all the 
vessels thereof, wherewith they minis¬ 
ter about it, even the censers, the flesh- 
hooks, and the shovels, and the basons, 
all the vessels of the altar; and they 
shall spread upon it a covering of bad¬ 
gers’ skins, and put to the staves of it. 

15 And when Aaron • and his sons 
have made an end of covering the 
sanctuary, and all the vessels of the 
sanctuary, as the camp is to set for¬ 
ward ; after that, the sons of Kohath 
shall come to bear it: but they shall 
not touch any holy thing, lest they die. 
These things are the burden of the 
sons of Kohath in the taberhacle of 
the congregation. 

16^1 And to the office of Eleazar the 
son of Aaron the priest pertaineth the 
oil for the light, and the sweet incense, 
and the daily meat offering, and the a- 
nointing oil/ and the oversight of all the 
tabernacle, and of all that therein is, in 
the sanctuary,and in the vessels thereof. 

17 IT And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses and unto Aaron, saying, 

18 Cut ye not off the tribe of the- 
families of tire Kohathites from among 
the Levites: 

19 But thus do unto them, that they 
may live, and not die, when they ap¬ 
proach unto the most holy things: 
Aaron and his sons shall go ip, and 
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appoint them every one to his service 
•and to his burden : 

' 20 But they shall not go in to see 
when the holy things are covered, lest 
they die. 

21^f And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

22 Take also the sum of the sons of 
Gershon, throughout the houses of 
their fathers, by their families; 

23 From thirty years old and upward 
until fifty years old shalt thou number 
them ; all that enter in to perform the 
service, to do the work in the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation.. 

24 This is the service of the fami¬ 
lies of the Gershonites, to serve, and 
for burdens: 

25 And they shall bear the curtains of 
the tabernacle,and the tabernacle of the 
congregation, liis covering, and the co¬ 
vering of the badgers’skins that is above 
upon it, and thfe hanging for the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 

26 And the hangings of the court, 
and the hanging for the door of the 
gate of the court, which is by the ta¬ 
bernacle and by the altar round about, 
and their cords, and all the instru¬ 
ments of their service, and all that is 
made for them : so shall they serve. 

27 At the appointment of Aaron 
and Ills sons shall be all the service of 
the sons of the Gershonites, in ail 
their burdens, and in all their service: 
and ye shall appoint unto theni in 
charge all their burdens. 

28 This is the service of the fami¬ 
lies of the Sons of Gershon in the ta¬ 
bernacle of the congregation : and 
their charge shall be under the hand of 
(thamar the son of Aaron the priest. 

29 H As for the sons of Merari, thou 
shalt number, them after their fami¬ 
lies, by the house of their fathers ; 

50 From thirty years old and up¬ 
ward even unto fifty years old shalt 
thou number them, every .one that en- 
tereth into the service, to do the. work 
of the tabernacle of the congregation. 

51 And this is die charge * of their 
burden, according to all their service 
sn the tabernacle of the congregation; 
the bqards of the tabernacle, and the 
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bars thereof, and the pillars thereof, 
and. the sockets thereof, 

32 And the pillars of the court round 
about, and their sockets, and their pins, 
and their cords, with all their instru¬ 
ments, and with all their service: and 
by name ye shall reckon the instru¬ 
ments of the charge of their burden. 

S3 This is the service of the families 
of the sons of Merari, according to 
all their service, in the tabernacle of 
(lie congregation, under the hand of 
Ithamar the son of Aaron the priest. 

34 5T And Moses and Aaron and the 
chief of the congregation numbered 
the sons of the Kohathites after their 
families, and after the house of their 
fathers, 

35 From thirty years old and upward 
even mi to fifty years old, every one that 
entereth into the service, for the work 
in the tabernacle of the congregation: 

36 And those that were numbered 
of them by their families were two 
thousand seven hundred and fifty. 

37 These acre they that were num¬ 
bered of the families of the Kohath¬ 
ites, all that might do service in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, which 
Moses and Aaron did number ac¬ 
cording to the commandment of the 
Lord by the hand of Moses. 

38 And those that were numbered of 
the sons of Gershon, throughout their 
families, and by the bouse of their 
fathers, 

39 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old, every one that 
entereth into the service, for the work 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 

40 Even those that were numbered 
of them, throughout their families, by 
the house of their fathers} were two 
thousand and six hundred and thirty 

41 These ure they that were number¬ 
ed the families of the. sons of G or¬ 
ation, of all that might do service in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, whom 
Moses-and Aaron did number accord¬ 
ing to the commandment .of the Lord. 

42^[ And those that were numbered 
of the 'families.,of the sons, of Merari, » 
throughout their families, by thehouse 
of their fathers, 
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43 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old, every one that 
enteretli into the service, for the work 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 

44 Even those that were numbered 
of them after their families, were three 
thousand and two hundred. 

45 These be those that were num¬ 
bered of the families of the sons of 
Merari, whom Moses and Aaron num¬ 
bered according to the word of the 
Lord by the hand of Moses. 

46 All those that were numbered of 
the Levites, whom Moses and Aaron 
and the chief of Israel numbered, after 
their families, and after the house of 
their fathers, 

47 From thirty years old and upward 
even unto fifty years old, every one 
thai came to do the service of the mi¬ 
nistry, and the service of the burden 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 

48 Even those that were numbered 
of them, were eight thousand and live 
hundred and fourscore. 

4<£ According to the commandment 
of the Lord they were numbered by 
the hand of Moses, every one accord¬ 
ing to his service, and according to his 
burden : thus were they numbered of 
him, as the Lord commanded Moses. 

CHAP. V. ( 

1 The unclean are removed out of the camp. 5 

Restitution is to be made in trespasses. 11 

The trial ef jealousy. 

ArTn the Lord spake unto Moses, 
.saying, 

2 Command the children of Israel, 
that they put out of the camp every 
leper, and everyone that hath an issue, 
and whosoever is defiled by the dead : 

3 Both male and female shall ye put 
out, without, the camp shall ye put 
them; that'they defile not their camps, 
in the midst whereof I dwell. 

4 And the children of Israel did so, 
and put them otlt without the camp: 
aS' the Lord spake unto -Moses, so 
dicl the children of Israel. 

5 f And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

6 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
When a man or woman shall commit 
any sin- that men commit, to do a 
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trespass against the Lord, and that 
person be guilty; 

7 Then they shall confess their sin 
which they have done: and he shall 
recompense his trespass with the 
principal thereof, and add unto it the 
fifth part thereof, and give it unto him 
against whom he hath trespassed. 

8 But if the man have no kinsman to 
recompense the trespass unto, let the 
trespass be recompensed unto the 
Lord, even to the priest; beside the 
ram of the atonement, whereby an 
atonement shall be made for him. 

9 And every offering of all the holy 
things of the children of Israel, which 
they bring unto the priest, shall be his. 

10 And every man’s hallowed things 
shall be his: whatsoever any man 
giveth the priest, it shall be his. 

11 And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

12 Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, and say unto them, If any man’s 
w'ife go aside, and commit a trespass 
against him, 

13 And a man lie with her carnally, 
and it be hid from the eyes of her hus¬ 
band, and be kept close, and she be 
defiled, and there he no witness against 
her, neither she be taken with the 
wanner ; 

14 And the spirit of jealousy come 
upon him, and he be jealous of his 
wife, and she be defiled: or if the 
spirit of jealousy come upon him, and 
he be jealous of his wife, and she be 
not defiled: 

1 5 Then shall the man bring his wife 
unto the priest, and he shall bring her 
offering for her, the tenth part of an 
ephah of barley meal; be shall poUr 
no oil upon it, nor put frankincense 
thereon ;. for it is an offering of jea¬ 
lousy, an offering of memorial, bring¬ 
ing iniquity to remembrance. 

16 And the priest shall bring her 
near, and set her before the Lord : 

17 And the priest shall take holy 

water in ail earthen vessel; and of the 
dust that is in the floor of the taber¬ 
nacle the priest shall take, and put it 
into the water: , 

18 And the priest shall set the wo- 
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man before the Lord, and uncover 
the woman’s head, Rhtj put the offer¬ 
ing of memorial in her hands, which is 
the Jealousy offering: and the priest 
shall have in his ham the bitter water 
that causeth the curse: 

' 19 And the priest shall charge her 
by an oath, and say unto the woman, 
If no pian have lam with thee, and if 
thou hast not gone aside to uncleah- 
ness with another instead of . thy'hus¬ 
band, be thou free from this bitter 
water that causeth the corse: 

20 But if thou hast gone aside to 
another instead of thy husband, and if 
thou be defiled, and some man have 
lain with thee beside thine husband: 

21 Then the priest shall charge the 
woman with an oath of cursing, and 
the priest shall say unto the woman, 
The Lord make thee a curse and an 
oath among thy people, when the 
Lord doth make thy thigh to rot, and 
thy belly to swell; 

22 And this water that causeth the 
curse shall go into thy bowels, to make 
thy belly to swell, and thy thigh to rot.

24 And he shall cause the woman 
to drinki rite bitter water that causeth

28 And if the woman be not defiled, 
but be clean then she shall be free, 
and shall conceive seed. 

29 This is the law of jealousies, when 
a wife goeth aside to another instead of 
her husband, and is defiled; 

30 Or when the spirit of jealousy 
cometh. upon him, and he be jealous 
over his wife, and shall set the woman 
befdre the Lord, and the priest shall 
execute upon her all this law. 

31 Then shall the man be guiltless 
from iniquity, and this woman shall 
bear her iniquity. 

CHAP. VI. 

1 The law of the NazarUes. 22 The form of 
blotting the people. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, , 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them, When either man 
or woman shall separate themselves to 
vow a vow of a Nazarite, to separate 
themselves unto the Lord : 

3 He shall separate himself from 
wine and strong drink, and shall drink 
no. vinegar of wine, or vinegar of 
strong drink, neither shall he drink 
any liquor of grapes, nor eat moist 
grapes, or dried. 

4 All the days of his separation 
shall he eat nothing that is made of 
the vine tree, from the kernels even 
to the husk.

25 Then riie priest shall take the 
jealousy offering out of the woman's 
band, and shall wave the offering before 
pbe Lord, and offer it upon the altar:

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5 All the days of the vow of his se¬ 
paration there shall no razor come 
upon his head : until the days be ful¬ 
filled, in the which he separated! him¬ 
self unto the Lord, he shall be holy, 
and shall let the locks of the hair of 
his head grow. 

6 All the days that he separateth. 
himself unto the Lord he shall come 
at no dead body. 

7 He shalinot make himself unclean 
for his father, or for his mother, for 
hiabrother, or for his sister, when they, 
die ^ because the consecration of his 
Obd is upon his head. 

8 All the days of his separation he 
is Holy unto'the Lord. 

9 And -if any man,did very suddenly 
by him, and he hath defiled the head 
of his consecration ; then he shall 
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shave his head in the day of his cleans¬ 
ing, on the seventh day shall he shave it. 

10 And on the eighth day he shall 
bring two turtles, or two young pige¬ 
ons, to the priest, to the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation : 

11 And the priest shall offer the one 
for a sin offering, and the other for a 
burnt offering, and make an atonement 
for him, for that he sinned by the dead, 
and shall hallow hishead that same day. 

12 And he shall consecrate unto the 
Loro the days of his separation, and 
shall bring a lamb of the first year for 
a trespass offering : but the days that 
were before shall be lost, because his 
separation was defiled.

21 This is the law of the Nazarite 
who hath vowed, and of his offering 
unto the Lord for his separation, be¬ 
side that that his band shall get: accord¬ 
ing to the vow which he vowed, so he 
must do after the law'of his separation.

86 The golden spoons were twelve, 
full of incense, weighing ten shekels a- 
piece, after the shekel of the sanctu¬ 
ary : all the gold of the spoons was an 
hundred and twenty shekels. » 

87 All the oxen for the burnt offer¬ 
ing were twelve bullocks, the rams 
twelve, the iambs of the first year 
twelve, with their meat offering: and 
the kids of the goats for sin offering 
twelve. 

88 And all the oxen for the sacrifice 
of the peace offerings were twenty and 
four bullocks, the rams sixty, the he 
goats sixty, the lambs of the first year 
sixty. This was the dedication of the 
altar, after that it W'as anointed. 

89 And when Moses was gone into 
the tabernacle’of the congregation to 
speak with him, then he heard the 
voice of one speaking unto him from 
off the mercy seat that was' upon the 
ark of testimony, from between the 
two cherubims: and he spake unto, 
him. 

CHAP. VIII. 

1 How the lamps are to be lighted. 5 The con¬ 
secration of the Leviiee. 23 The age and time 

qf their service. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto Aaron, and say unto 
him. When thou lightest the lamps, 
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the seven lamps shall give light over 
against the candlestick. 

3 And Aaron did so; he lighted the 
lamps thereof over against the candle¬ 
stick, as the Loan commanded Moses. 

4 And this work of the candlestick 
was of beaten gold, unto the shaft 
thereof, unto the flowers thereof, was 
beaten w ork: according unto the pat¬ 
tern which the Loud had shewed Mo¬ 
ses, so he made the candlestick. 

5 f And the Lord spake lyito 
Moses, saying, 

6 Take the Levites from among the 
children of Israel, and cleanse them. 

7 And thus shalt thou do unto them, 
to cleanse them: Sprinkle water of 
purifying upon them, and let them 
shave all their flesh, and let them 
wash their clothes, and sit make them¬ 
selves clean. 

8 Then let them take a young bul¬ 
lock with his. meat offering, even fine 
flour mingled with oil, and another 
young bullock shalt thou take for a 
situoffering. 

9 And thou shalt bring the Levites 
before the tabernacle of the congre¬ 
gation : and thou shalt gather the 
whole assembly of the children of 
Israel together: 

10 And thou shalt bring the Levites 
before the Loud: and the children 
of Israel shall put their hands upon 
the Levites: 

11 And Aaron shall offer the Levites 
before the Loro for an offering of the 
children of Israel, that they may exe¬ 
cute the service of the Lord. 

12 And the Levites shall lay their 
hands upon the heads of the bullocks: 
and thou shalt offer the one a sin 
offering, .and the other for a burnt 
offering, unto the Lord, to make an 
atonement for the Levites. 

13 And thou shalt set the Levites be¬ 
fore Aaron, and before his sons, and 
offer them for an offering untd the 
Lord. 

14 Thus shalt thou separate the Le- 
vites from among the children of Is¬ 
rael : and the Levites. shall be mine. 

15 And after that shall the Levites 
go in to do the service of the taber- 
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nacle of the congregation: and thou 
shalt cleanse them, and offer them for 
an offering. 

16 For they are wholly given unto 
me from among the children of Is¬ 
rael ; instead of such as open every 
womb, even instead of the firstborn of 
all the children of Israel, have I taken 
them unto me. 

17 For all the firstborn of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel are mine, both man and 
beast; on the day that 1 smote every 
firstborn in' the land of Egypt I Sanc¬ 
tified them for myself. 

18 And I have taken the Levites 
for all the firstborn of the children 
of Israel. 

19 And I have given the Levites as 
a gift to Aaron and to his sons from 
among the children of Israel, to do the 
service of the children of Israel in the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and to 
make an atonement for the children of 
Israel: that there be no plague among 
the children of Israel, when the chil¬ 
dren of Israel come nigh unto the 
sanctuary. " . 

20 And Moses, and Aaron, ai\d all 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel, did to the Levites according 
unto all that the Lord commanded 
Moses concerning the Levites, so did 
the children of Israel unto them. 

21 And the Levites were purified, 
and they washed their clothes; aud 
Aaron offered them as an offering be¬ 
fore the Lord; and Aaron made an 
atonement for them to cleanse them. 

22 And after that went the Levites 
in to do their service in the tabernacle 
of the congregation before Aaron, and 
before his sons: as the Lord had 
commanded Moses concerning the 
Levites, so did they unto them. 

23 And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

24 This is it that belongelh unto the 
Levites: from twenty and five years 
old and Upward they shall go in to 
wait upon the service of the taber¬ 
nacle of the congregation: 

25 And from the .age of fifty years 
they shall cease waiting upon the ser¬ 
vice thereof and shall serve no more: 
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26 But shall minister with, their bre¬ 
thren in the tabemacle of the congre¬ 
gation, to keep the charge, and shall do 
no service.. Thus ehatt thou do unto 
the Levites touching their charge. 

CHAP. IX. 

1 The jMiMiwr if commanded again. 6 A ss- 
. tend passover allowed for them that were un¬ 
clean or absent. 15 The cloud guideth the re¬ 
asonings and encampfngs of the Israelites. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses 
in the wilderness of Sinai, in the first 
month of the second year after they 
were come out of the land of Egypt, 
saying, 

2 Let the children of Israel also keep 
the passover at his appointed season. 

3 In the fourteenth dayof this month, 
at even, ye shall keep it in his appoint¬ 
ed season: according to all the rites 
of it, and according to all the cere¬ 
monies thereof, shall,ye keep it. 

4 And Moses spake unto the chil¬ 
dren Of Israel, that they should keep 
the passover. 

5 And they kept the passover on the 
fourteenth day of the first mouth at 
even'in the wilderness of Sinai: ac¬ 
cording to all that the Lo r d command¬ 
ed Moses, so did the children of Israel. 

6 And, there were certain men, 
who were defiled by the dead body of 
a man, and they could not keep the 
passover on that day: and they came 
before Moses and before Aaron on 
that day: 

7 And those men said unto him. We 
are defiled by the dead body of a man: 
wherefore are we kept back, that we 
may not offer an offering of the Lord 
in nis appointed season among the 
children of Israel ? 

8 And Moses said unto them, Stand 
still, and I will hear what the 'Lord 

• will command concerning you. 

9 H And the Lord spake unto Mo¬ 
ses, saying, 

10 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
saying, If any man of you or of your 
posterity shall be unclean by reason of 
a dead body, or be in a journey afar 
off, yet he shall keep the passover 
unto the Lord. 

11 The fourteenth day of the second 
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month Rt even they shall keep it, arid 
eat it with unleavened bread and bit¬ 
ter herbs- 

12 They shall leave none of it unto 
the morning, nor break any bone of it; 
according to all .the ordinances of the 
passover they shall keep it. 

13 But the man that is clean, and is 
not in a journey, and forbeareth to 
keep the passover, even the same soul 
shall be cut off from among his peo¬ 
ple : because he brought not the offer¬ 
ing of the Lord in his appointed sea¬ 
son, that man shall bear his sin. 

14 And if a stranger shall sojourn 
among you, and w in keep the pass- 
over unto the. Lord; according to 
the ordinance of the passover, and ac¬ 
cording to the manner thereof, so 
shall he do: ye shall have one ordi¬ 
nance, both for the stranger, and for 
him that was born ill the land. 

15 And on the day that the taber¬ 
nacle was reared up the cloud cover¬ 
ed the tabernacle, namely, the tent of 
the testimony : and at even there .was 
upon the tabernacle as it were the ap¬ 
pearance of fire, until the morniug. 

16 So it was alway; the cloud co¬ 
vered it by day, and the appearance 
of fire by night. 

17 And when the cloud was taken 
up from the tabernacle, then after 
that tlie children of Israel journeyed: 
and in the place where the cloud 
abode, there the children of Israel 
pitched their tents. , r 

18 At the commandment of the 

Lord the children of Israel journey¬ 
ed, and at the commandment of the 
Lord they pitched: as long as the 
cloud abode upon the tabernacle they 
rested in their tents. ... „ - 

19 And when the cloud tarried long 
upon the tabernacle many days, then 
the children of. Israel kept the charge 
of the Lord, and journeyed.not. 

20 And sunt was, when the cloud 
was a few days upon the tabernacle; 
according to the commandment 1 bf the 
Lord theyabode in their tents, and 
according to the commandment of 
the Lord they journeyed. 

21 And to it was, when the cloud 
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abode from even unto the morning, 
and that the cloud wag taken up in the 
morning, then they journeyed: whet 
fher it was by day or by night that the 
cloud was taken up, they journeyed. 

22 Or whether it zvere two days, or 
a month, or a year, that the cloud 
tarried upon the tabernacle, remain¬ 
ing thereon, the children of Israel 
abode in their tents, and journeyed 
not: but when it was taken up, they 
journeyed. 

23 At the commandment of the 
Lord they rested in the tents, and at 
the commandment of the Lord they 
journeyed: they kept the charge of the 
Lord, at the commandment of the 
Lord by the hand of Moses. 

CHAP. X. 

1 The use of the silver trumpets, it The Israel¬ 
ites remove from Sinai to Paran. 14 The order 
of their murch. ii‘J Hahab is intreated by Moses 
not to leave them. :):> The blessing of Moses 
at the removing and resting of the ark. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2-Make thee two trumpets of silver; 
of a whole piece shaltthoumake them: 
that thou mayest use them for the call¬ 
ing of the assembly, and for the jour¬ 
neying of the camps. 

3 And when they shall blow with 
them, all the assembly shall assemble 
themselves to thee at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

4. And if they blow hut with one 
trumpet, then the princes, which are 
heads of the thousands of Israel, shall 
gather themselves unto thee. 

5 When ye blow an alarm, then the 
camps that lie on the east parts shall 
go forward. 

6 When ye blow ah alarm the se¬ 
cond tidief then the camps that lie on 
the south side shall take their jour¬ 
ney : they shall blow. an alarm for 
their journeys. -T: 

7 But when the' congregation-is to 
be gathered together, ye shall blow, 
but ye shall not sound an alahtt,' 

8 And the sons of Aaron, the priests, 
shall blow with the trumpets ; and they 
shall be to you for an 1 ordinance' for 
ever throughout your generations. 

9 And if ye go 1 to war in your laud 
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against the enemy that oppresseth you, 
then ye shall blow an alarm with the 
trumpets; and ye shall be remember¬ 
ed before the Lord your God, and ye 
shall be saved from your enemies. 

10 Also in the day of your gladness, 
and in your solemn days, and in the 
beginnings of your months, ye shall 
blow with the trumpets over your 
burnt offerings, and over the sacrifi¬ 
ces of your peace.offerings; that they 
may .be to you for a memorial before 
your God: 1 am the Lord your God. 

11 And it came to pass on the 

twentieth day of the second month, 
in the second year, that the cloud 
was taken up from otifcbe tabernacle 
of the testimony * i 

12 And the children of Israel took 
their journeys out of the wilderness 
of Sinai; and the cloud rested in the 
wilderness of Paran. 

13 And they first took their journey 
according to the commandment of the 
Lord by the hand of Moses. 

14 51 In the first place went the 
standard of the camp of the children 
of Judah according to their armies: 
and over his host zvas Nahshon the 
son of Amminadab., 

15 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Issachar was Netha- 
neel the son of Zuar. 

1G And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Zebulun was Eliab the 
son of Helon. 

17 And the tabernacle was taken 
down ; and the sons of Gershon.and 
the sons of Merari set forward, bear¬ 
ing the tabernacle. 

18 *[f And the standard of the camp 
of Reuben set forward according to 
their armies: and over, his host was 
Elizur the son of Shedeur. 

19 Aud over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Simeon was Sbelumiel 
the son of Zurishaddai. 

20 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Gad mas, Eliasaph 
the boh of Deuel. 

21 And the Kohathites set forward, 
bearing the sanctuary : and the other 
did set up the tabernacle against they 
came. 
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22 f And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Ephraim set for¬ 
ward according to .their armies: and 
over his host was EHshama the son of 
Ammihud. 

23 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Manasseh was Ga¬ 
maliel rite son of Pedahzur. 

24 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Benjamin was Abidan 
the son of Gideoni. 

' 25 5F And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Dan set forward, 
which was the rereward of all the 
camps throughout their hosts: and 
over his host was Ahiezer the son of 
Annnishaddait 

26 Andover the host of the tribe of 
the children of Asher was Pagiel the 
son of Oman. 

27 And over the host of the tribe of 
the children of Naphtali teas Ahira 
the son of Enan. 

28 Thus were the journeyings of the 
children of Israel according to their 
armies, when they set forward. 

29*^1 And Moses said unto Hobab, 
the son df Raguel the Midianite, Mo¬ 
ses’ father in law', We are journeying 
unto the place of which the Loud 
said, I will give it you: come thou 
with us, and we will do thee good: 
for the Lord hath spoken good con¬ 
cerning Israel. • 

30 And he said unto him, I will not 

o; but I will depart to mine own 

nd, and to my kindred. 

31 And he said, Leave us not, I pray 
thee; forasmuch as thou knowest how 
we are to encamp in the wilderness, and 
thou mayest be to us instead of eyes. 

32 And it shall be, if thou go with 
us, yea, it shall be, that what good¬ 
ness the Lord shall do unto us, the 
same will we do unto thee. 

S3 U And they departed from the 
mount of the Lord three days’jour¬ 
ney : and the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord went before them m the j 
three days’journey, to. search out a* 
resting place -for them. 

34 And the cloud of the Lord was 
upon them by day, when they went, 
outof the camp. 
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35 And it came to pass, when the 
ark set forward, that Moses said, Rise 
up, Lord, and let thine enemies be 
scattered; and let them that hate thee 
flee before thee. 

S6 And when it rested, he said, Re¬ 
turn, O Lord, unto the many thou¬ 
sands of Israel. 

CHAP. XI. 

1 The burning ut Tubtrah quenched by Moser 
prayer. 4 The people lust for flesh, and loathe 
manna. 10 Moses compluineth of Ins charge. 
16 God divideth his burden unto siventy el¬ 
ders. SI Quails are given in uruth at Kib- 
roth-hatlaarah. 

And when the people complained, it 
displeased the Lord: and the Lord 
heard it; and his auger was kindled ; 
and the lire of the Loud burnt among 
them, and consumed them that were in 
the uttermost parts of the camp. 

2 And the people cried unto Mo¬ 
ses; and when Moses prayed unto the 
Loud, the fire was quenched. 

3 And he called the name of the 
place Taberah: because the fire of 
the Lord burnt among them. 

4 *[[ And the mixt multitude that 
was among them fell a lusting: and the 
children of Israel also wept again, and 
said. Who shall give us flesh to eat? 

5 We remember the fish, w hich w’c 
did eat in Egypt freely; the cucum¬ 
bers, and the melons, and the leeks, 
and the onions, and the garlick: 

6 But dow our soul is dried away: 
there is nothing at all, beside this man¬ 
na, before our eyes. 

7 And the manna was as coriander 
seed, and the colour thereof as the 
colour of bdellium. 

8 And the people went about, and 
gathered it, and ground it in mills, or 
beat it in a mortar, and baked it in pans, 
and made caked of it: and the taste of 
it was as the taste of fresh oil. 

9 And when the dew fell upon the 
camp in the night, the manna fell 
upon it. • 

. 10 If Then Moses heard the people 
weep throughout their families, every 
man in the door of his tent: and the 
■anger of the Lord was kindled great¬ 
ly; Moses also was displeased. 

11 And Moses said unto the Lord, 
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Wherefore hast thou afflicted thy ser¬ 
vant ? and wherefore have I not found 
favour in thy sight* that thou layest the 
burden of ail this people upon me? 

12 Have I conceived all this people ? 
have I begotten them, that thou should- 
est say unto, me. Carry 'them in thy 
bosom, as a nursing father beareth the 
sucking child, unto the land which 
thou swarest unto their fathers ? 

13 Whence should 1 have flesh to 
give unto all this people? for they 
weep unto me, saying, Give us flesh, 
that w r e may eat. 

14 1 am not able to bear all this 
people alone, because' it is too heavy 
for me. 

1 5 And if thou deal thus with me, 
kill me, I pray thee, out of hand, if I 
have found favour in thy ‘sight; and 
let me not see my wretchedness. 

16 if And the Lord said unto Mo¬ 
ses, Gather unto me seventy men of 
the elders of Israel, whom thou know- 
est to be the elders of the people, and 
officers over them; and bring them un¬ 
to the tabernacle of the congregation, 
that they may stand there w ith thee. 

17 And I will come down and talk 
with thee there: and I will take of the 
spirit which is upon thee, and will put 
it upon them; and they shall bear the 
burden of the people with thee, that 
thoti bear it not thyself alone. 

18 And say thou unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves against tomorrow, 
and ye shall eat flesh: for ye have 
wept in the e'ars of the Lord, saying. 
Who shall give us flesh to eat ? for it 
was well with us in JEgypt: therefore 
the Lord will give you flesh, and ye 
shall eat. 

19 Ye shaty not eat one day, nor two 
days, nor live days, neither ten days, 
nor twenty days; 

20 But even a whole month, until 
it come out at your nostrils, and it 
be loathsome unto you: because that 
ye have despised the Lord which is 
among you, and have wept before 
him, sayiug, Whyjcame We forth out 
of Egypt ? 

21 And Moses said, The people, 
among whom I am, are six hundred 
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thousand footmen ; and dkbu ! hast 
said,: I will give them flesh, that they 
may eat a whole month. 

22 Shall the flocks and the herds be 
slain for them, to suffice them ? or 
shall all the fish of the sea be gather¬ 
ed together for them, to suffice them? 

23 And the Lord said unto Moses, 
Is the Lord’s hand' waxed short ? 
thou slialt see now whether my word 
shall come to pass unto thee or not. ■ 

24 If And Moses went out, and told 
the people the words of the Lord, 
and gathered the seventy men of the 
elders of the people, and set them 
round about the, tabernacle. 

25 And the Lord came down in a 
cloud, and spake unto him, and took 
of -the spirit that was upon. him, and 
gave it unto the seventy elders: and 
it came to pass, that, when the spirit 
rested upon them, they prophesied, 
and did not cease. 

26 But there remained two of the 
men in the camp, the name of the one 
was Elded, and the name of the other 
Medad; and the spirit rested upon 
them; and they were of them that 
were written, but weut not out unto 
the tabernacle : and they prophesied 
in the camp. 

27. And there ran a young man, and- 
told Moses, and said, Eldad and Me- . 
dad do prophesy in the camp. 

. 28 And Joshua the son of Nun, the 
servant of Moses, one of his young 
men, answered and said, My lord 
Moses, forbid them. 

29 And Moses said unto him, En- 
viest thou for my sake ? would God 
that all the Lord’s people were pro- 

hets, and that the Lord would put 

is spirit upon them 1 

SO And Moses eat him into the <, 
camp, he and the elders of Israel. 

31 if And there went forth a wind 
from the Lord, and brought quails 
from the sea, and let them fall by the 
camp, as it were a day’s journey, on 
this side, and as it were a day’s jour¬ 
ney on the other ride, round about the 
camp, and as it were two cubits high 
upou the face of the earth. 

32 And the people stood up all that 
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day, and ill that night,'and all the next 
day, and they gathered the quails: he 
that gathered least gathered ten hom¬ 
ers ; and they spread them all abroad 
for themselves round about the camp. 

33 And while the-flesh was yet be¬ 
tween their teeth, ere it was chewed, 
the .Wrath of the Lord was kindled 
against the people, and the Loro 
smote the people with a very great 
plague.:' '• 

34 And he called the name Of 
that place Kibroth-hattaavah i be¬ 
cause there they buried the people 
that Justed. - 

35 And the people journeyed front 
Kibroth-hattaavah 5 unto Hazeroth ; 
and abode at Hazeroth. 

CHAP. XU. 

1 God rehuketh the sedition of. Miriam and Aaron. 

10 Miriam’# leprosy is healed at the prayer of 

Motet, u God eomtnandeth her to be shit out 

tf the host. ■ 

An d Miriam and Aaron spake against 
Moses because of the Ethiopian wo¬ 
man whom he had married: for he 
had married an Ethiopian woman. 

2 And they said, Hath die Loud 
indeed spoken only by Moses? hath 
he not spoken also by us ? And the 
Lord heard if. 

3 (Now the maii-Moses teas very 
meek* above all the men which were 
upon the face of the earth.) 

4 And the Lord spake suddenly 
unto Moses, and unto Aaron, and 
unto Miriam, Come out ye three unto 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 
And they three came out. 

5 And the Lord came down in the 
pillar of the cloud, and stood in the door 
of thetabernacle, and called Aaron and 
Miriam : and. they both came forth. 

6 And he said. Hear now my words: 

If there be a prophet among you, /thc 
Lord will make myself known unto 
him in a vision^ and will speak teto 
him in a dream. * 

7 My servant Moses is riot ito, who 
is faithful in all mine House. , 

.8 With him will I speak mouth’'to 
mouth, even apparently, and hot in 
<Jafk speeches; and .the similitude of 
the Lord shall he behold: Wherefore 
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then were ye ribt afraid to speak against 
my servant Moses ? > 

9 And the anger of the Lor i> was kin¬ 
dled against them; and he departed. 

f 10 And the cloud departed from off 
the tabernacle ; and, behold, Miriam 
became leprous, white'as snow: and 
Aaron looked upon Miriam, and, be¬ 
hold, she was leprous. 

11 And Aaron said unto Moses, 
Alas, my lord, I beseech thee, lay not 
the sin upon us, wherein we have done 
foolishly, and wherein we have sinned. 

12 Let her not be as one dead, of 
whom the flesh is half consumed when 
he cometh out of his mother’s womb. 

■ 13 And Moses cried unto the Lord, 
saying, Heal her now, O God, I be¬ 
seech thee. 

14^[ And the Lord said unto Mo¬ 
ses, If her father had but spit in her 
face, should she not be ashamed seven 
days ? let her be shut out from the 
camp seven days, and after that let her 
be received in again. 

15 And Miriam was shut out' from 
the camp seven days: and the people 
journeyed not till Miriam was brought 
in again. 

10 And afterward the people re¬ 
moved from Hazeroth, and pitched 
in the wilderness of Paran. 

CHAP. XIII. 

1 The names of the men who were sent to search 
the land. 17 Their instructions. Si Tlteir 
nets. 26 Their relation: 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
sayiog, 

2 Send 'thou men, that they may 
search the land of Canaan, which I 
give unto the children of Israel: of 
every tribeof their fathers shall ye send 
a mart, every one h ruler umong them. 

3 And Moses by the commandment 
of the Lord sent therii from the wil¬ 
derness of Paran: all those men wire 
heads of tHe children of Israel. 

4 Arid these were their names : of 

the tribe of Reuben, Shanuriua the 
sondfZaccur. » 

5 Of the tribe of Simeon, Shaphat 
the son of Hori. 

6. Of the tribe of Judah, Caleb the 
son of Jephunneh.' 
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7 Of the tribe of Issacliar, Igal the 
son of Joseph . 

H Of the tribe of Ephraim, Oshea 
the son of Nun. 

9 Of the tribe of Benjamin, Palti 
the son of R&phu. 

10 Of the tribe of Zebulun, Gaddiel 

the son ofSodi.“ . ; ; 

11 Of the tribe of Joseph, namely, 
of the tribe of Manasseh, Gaddi the 
son of Sun. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Ammief 
the son of Gemalh. 

13 Of the tribe of Asher, Setbur 
the son of Michael. 

14 Of the tribe of Naphtali, Nahbi 
the son of Vophsi. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Geuel the 
son of Machi. 

16 These are the names of the men 
which Moses sent to spy out the land. 
And Moses called Oshea the son of 
Nun Jehoshua. 

17 IT And Moses sent them to spy 
out the land of Canaan, and said unto 
them„Getyou up this way southward, 
and go up into the mountain : 

18 And see the land-,what it is ; and the 
people that dwelleth therein, whether 
they be strong or weak, few or many; 

19 And what the land is that they 
dwell in, whether it be good or bad ; 
and what cities they be that they dwell 
in, whether in tents, or in strong holds; 

20 And what the land is, whether it 
be fat'or lean; whether there be wood j 
therein, or not. And be ye of good I 
courage, and bring of the fruit of the 
land. Now the time was the time of 
the fir stripe grapes. 

21 So they went up, and searched 
the land from the wilderness of Zin 
unto Rehob,ps men eome to Hamath. 

22 And they ascended by the south, 
and came unto Hebron; where Ahl- 
man, Sheshai,andTaltriai, the children 
of Anak, were , (Now Hebron was built 
seven years before Zoan in Egypt.) 

23 And they came unto the brook 
Of Eslicol, and cut down from thence 
a branch with one cluster of grapes, 
and they bare it between two,upon a 
stiff; and they brought of the pome, 
gfimates, and of the figs,- 
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; -24 The place was called the brook 
Eslicol, because of the cluster of 
grapes which the children of Israel 
tut down from thence. 

25 And they returned from search**, 
ing of the land after forty days. 

26 if And they Went and came to 
Moses, and to Aaron, and to all the 
congregation of the children of Israel, 
unto the wilderness of Paran, to Ka- 
desh; and brought back word unto 
them, and unto all the congregation, 
and shewed them the fruit of the land. 
' 27 And they told him, and said, Wfe 
tame unto the land whither thou sent- 
est us, and surely rtflowethwith milk 
and honey; and this u the fruit of H. 

28 Nevertheless the people be strong 
that dwell in the land, arid the cities 
are walled, and very great: and more¬ 
over we saw the children of Anak there. 

29 The Amalekites dwell in the 

land of the south : and the HittiteS, 
and the Jebusites, arid the Amorites, 
dwell in the mountains: and the Ca- 
naanites dwell by the sea, and by the 
coast of Jordan. • , ■ 

30 And Caleb stilled the people be¬ 
fore Moses, and said, Let us ’go up 
at once, and possess itfor we are 
well able to overcome.it. 

31 But the men that went up with 
him said. We be not able t6 go up 
against the people; for they are 
stronger than wc. 

“32 And they brought up au evil re¬ 
port of the land which they had searctfc* 
ed unto the children of Israel, saying, 
The land,through which we have gone 
to search it, is a land that eateth up 
the inhabitants thereof; and all the 
people that we saw in it are men of a 
great stature. 

33 And there we saw the giants, the 
sons of Anak, which eome of the giants: 
mid we were in our own sight as gras- 
hoppers, and so we were in their sight. 

CHAP. XIV; 

1 The people murmur at ike news . 6 Joshua and 
Caleb labour to still them. 11 God fhreeitcn- 
eth them. IS Moses persuadtth God, and 
obtaineth pardon. 36 The murmurers are de¬ 
prived of entering into the land.' 36 The men 
who raised ike evil report die by a plague. 40 
The people that leettM invade the land against 
the mill of God are. smitten. 
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And all the congregation lifted up 
their voice, and cried; and the people 
wept that night. 

2 And all the children of Israel 
murmured against Moses and against 
Aaron: and the whole' congregation 
siiid unto them, Would Goa that we 
had died in the land of Egypt! or 
would God we had'died in this wil¬ 
derness ! 

S And wherefore hath the Lord 
brought us unto this land; to fall by 
the sword, that • our wives and our 
children should be a prey? were it 
not better for us to return into Egypt ? 

4 And they said one to another. Let 
us make a captain, and let us return 
into Egypt. 

5 Then Moses and Aaron fell on their 
* faces before all the assembly of the con¬ 
gregation of the children of Israel, 

And Joshua the son of Nun, and 
Caleb the son' of Jephunneh, which 
were of them that searched thejand, 
rent their clothes : 

7 And they spake unto all the com-, 
pany of the children of Israel, saying. 
The land, which we passed through to 
search it, is an exceeding good land. 

8 If the Lord delight in us,, then 
he will bring us into this land, and give 
it usa land which floweth with milk 
and honey, 

9 Only rebel not ye against the 
Lord, neither fear ye the people of 
the land ; for they are bread for us: 
their defence is departed from them, 
and theLo hd is with us; fear them not. 

10 But all the congregation bade 
stone them with stones. And the 
glory, of the Lor*d appeared in the 
tabernacle of the congregation before 
all the children of Israel. 

11 And the Lord said unto Mo¬ 

ses, How long will this people pro¬ 
voke me ? and how long will it bo ere 
they believe me, for all the signs which 
I have shewed among them ? 5 ! 

•12 I will smite them with the pes¬ 
tilence, and disinherit them, and will 
make of thee a greater nation mid 
mightier than they. 

13 IT And Moses said , unto the 
LtiRD, Then the Egyptians shall hear 
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it, (for thou broughtest up this people 
in thy might from among.them;) 

14 Arid they will tell it to the inha¬ 
bitants of this land: for they have, 
heard that thou Lord art among this 
people, that thou Lord art seen face 
to face, and that thy cloud standeth 
over them, and that thou goest before 
them, by day time in a pillar of a 
cloud, and in a pillar of lire by night. 

15<f Now jfthou shalt kill all this 
people as one man, then the nations 
which have heard the fame of thee 
will speak, saying, 

16 Because the Lord was not able 
to bring this people into the land 
which he aware unto them, therefore 
he hath slain them in the wilderness. 

17 And now, I beseech thee, let the 
power of my Lor d be great, accord¬ 
ing as thou hast spoken, saying, 

18 The Lord is longsuffering, and 
of great mercy, forgiving iniquity aud 
transgression, and by no means clear¬ 
ing the •guilty, visiting the iniquity of 
the fathers upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generation. 

19 Pardon, I beseech thee, the ini- 

n of this people according unto 
^reatness of thy mercy, and as thou 
hast forgiven this people, from Egypt 
even until now. 

20 And the Lord said, 1 have par¬ 
doned according to thy word : 

21 But as truly as 1 live, all the 
earth shall be tilled with the gto r v >f 
the Lord. v 

22 Because all those men which 
have seen my glory, and my miracles, 
which I did in Egypt and m the wil¬ 
derness, have tempted me now these 
ten times, and have not hearkened to 
my voice; 

23 Surely they shall not see the land 
which I sware unto their fathers, nei¬ 
ther shall any of them that provoked 
me see it; 

24 But my servant Caleb, because 
he had another spirit with him, and 
hath followed me fully, him will I 
bring into the land whereinto he went; 
and his seed shall possess it. 

25. (Now the Amalekites and the 
Canaanites dwelt in the valley.) To 
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morrow turn you, and get you into the 
wilderness by the way of the Red sea. 

26 And the Loan spake unto 
Moses and unto Aaron, saying, 

27 How long shall I bear with this 
evil congregation, which murmur 
against me ? I have heard the mur- 
murings of the children of Israel, 
which they murmur against me.. 

28 Say unto them, Js truly as I live, 
saith the Lord, as ye have spoken in 
mine ears, so will I do to you: 

29 Your carcases shall fall in this wil¬ 
derness ; and all that were numbered 
of you, according to your whole num¬ 
ber, from twenty years old and upward, 
which have murmured against me, 

30 Doubtless ye shall not come into 
the land, concerning which X sware to 
make you dwell therein, save Caleb 
the son of Jephunneh, and Joshua the 
son of Nun. 

31 But your little ones, which ye 
said should be a prey, them will I 
bring in, and they shall know the land 
which ye have despised. 

32 But as for you, your carcases, 
they shall fall in this wilderness. 

33 And your children shall wander 
in the wilderness forty years, and bear 
your w ; horedums, until your carcases 
be wasted in the wilderness. 

34 After the number of the days in 
which ye searched the land, even forty 
days, each day for a year, shall ye bear 
your iniquities, even forty years, and 
ye shall know my breach of promise. 

35 1 the Lord have said, I will 
^urely do it unto all this evil congrega¬ 
tion, that are gathered together against 
me: in this wilderness they shall be 
consumed, and there they shall die. 

30 And t! e men, which Moses sent 
to searchnhe land, who returned, and 
made all the congregation to murmur 
against him, by bringing up a slander 
upon the laud, 

37 Even those men that did bring 
up the evil report upon the land, died 
by the plague before the Lord. 

38 But Joshua the son of Nun, and 
Caleb the soiv of Jephunneh, which 
were of the men that went to search 
die land, lived still 
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39 And Moses told these sayings 
unto the children of Israel-; and the 
people mourned greatly. 

40 And they rose up early in the 
morning, and gat them up into the 
top of the mountain, saying, Lo, we 
be here, and will go up unto the place 
which the Lord hath promised: for 
we have sinned. 

41 And Moses said, Wherefore now 
do ye transgress the commandment 
of the Lord? but it shall not prosper. 

42 Go not up, for the Lord it not 
among you; that ye be not smitten 
before your enemies. 

43 For the Amalekites and the Ca- 
naanites are there before you, and ye 
shall fall by the sword: because ye 
are turned awayfrom the Lord, there* 
fore the Lord will not be with you.

"8 ; Andwheh thirn prepares! a bul- 
lotrk for a burnt offering, hr for a sa¬ 
crifice in performing a vow, or peace 
offerings unto the Lord' : ‘ 

9 Then shall he bring with a bullock 
a meat offering of three tenth deals of 
flour mingled with half an hin of oil. 

> '10 And thou shalt bring for’a drink 
offering half an hin of wine, ^/or aft of¬ 
fering ihade by fire, of a sweet savottr 
uiito the LbftD. 

11 Thus shall it be done for one bol¬ 
lock, or for one ram, or for a lamb, 
or a kid. 

12 According to the number that ye 
•ball prepare, so shall ye do to every 
one according to their number. 

IS AH that are born of the country 
shall do these things after this manner, 
in offering an offering made by fire,- 
of a sweet savour unto the Lord. 

14 Andif a stranger sojourh With you, 
or whosoever be amongy ou in your ge- 
. aerations, and will offer an offering 
made by fire,' of a sweet .savour unto 
the Lord ; as ye do, so he shaU do. 

15 One ordinance shall be both for 
you of the congregation, and alio for 
the stranger that sojourneth with you, 
mb Ordinance for ever'in your genera¬ 
tions : as ye are, so shall the .stranger 
be before the Lord. 

16 One law and one manner shall 
be 1 for ydtt, and for the stranger that 
sojourneth with you.

3 And they gathered themselves 
together against Moses and against 
Aaron, and said unto them. Ye take 
too much upon you, seeing all the 
congregation are holy, every one of 
them, and..the Lord is amopg/them : 
wherefore then lift ye up yourselves 
above the congregation of the Lob, D l 

4 And when Moses heard it] he fell 
upon his face: 

5 And he spake unto Koi;ali and, 
unto all his company, saying, Even 
to morrow the Lord will shew who 
are his, and who is holy; and will cause 
him to come near unto him : even him 
whom he hath chosen will he cause 
to come near unto him.

.4 And they shall be joined unto thee, 
and keep the charge of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, for all the service 
of the tabernacle: and R stranger shall 
not come nigh unto you. 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of 
the sanctuary, and the charge of the 
altar.: that there be no wrath any 
more upon the children of Israel. 

., 6 And I, behold, 1 have taken your 
brethren the Levites .from among the 
children of Israel: to you they are 
given as a gift for the Lord, to do 
the service of the tabernacle ^ the 
co ngre gation. % 

. TTherefore thou and thy sons with 
thee-nhall keep your priests office for 
everything of the altar, and within the 
vail; and ye shall serve: I have given 
your priest’s office unto you as a ser¬ 
vice of gift; and the stranger that 
cometh nigh shall be put to death. 

g 5F And the Lord spake unto 
Aaron, Behold, I also have given thee 
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the charge of mine heave offerings of 
all the hallowed things of the children 
of Israel; unto thee have I given them 
by reason of the anointing, and to thy 
sons, by an ordinance for ever. 

9 This shall be thine of the most 
holy things, reserved from the fire: 
every oblation of their’s, every meat 
offering of their’s, and every sin offer¬ 
ing of their’s, and every trespass offer¬ 
ing of their’s, which they shall render 
unto me, shall be most holy for thee 
and for thy sons. 

10 In the most holy place shalt thou 
eat it; every male shall eat it: it 
shall be holy unto thee. 

11 And this is thine ; the heave offer¬ 
ing of their gift, with all the wave offer¬ 
ings of the children of Israel: I have 
given them unto thee, and to thy sons 
and to thy daughters with thee, by a 
statute for ever: every one that is 
clean in thy house shall eat of it.

13 And whatsoever is first ripe in the 
land, which they shall bring unto the 
Lord, shall be thine; every one that 
is clean in thine house shall eat of it. 

14 Every thing devoted in Israel 
shaU be thine. 

1 5 Every thing that openeth the 
matrix in all flesh, which they bring 
unto the Lord, whether it be of men 
or beasts, shaU be thine: nevertheless 
the firstborn of man shalt thou surely 
redeem, and the firstling of unclean 
beasts shalt thou redeem. 

16 And those that are to be redeem¬ 
ed from a month old shtflt thou re¬ 
deem, according to thine estimation, 
for the money of five shekels, after 
the shekel of the sanctuary, which , is 
twenty gerahs. 

17 But the firstling of a cow, or the 
firstling' of a sheep, or the firstling of 
a goat, thou shalt not redeem; they 
are holy: ’ thou shalt sprinkle their 
blood upon the altar, dtid shalt bum 
their fat for an offering made by fire, 
for a etggft savour unto the Lord.

dren of Israel; and ye shall give there¬ 
of the Lord's heaveoffering to Aaron 
the priest. 

29 Out of allyour gifts ye shall offer 
every heave offering of the Lord, of 
all tne best thereof, even the hallowed 
part thereof out of it. 

30 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them. When ye havts heaved the best 
thereof from it, then it shall be count¬ 
ed unto the Levites as the increase of 
the threshingfloor, and as the increasu 
of the winepress. 

31 And ye shall eat it in every place, 
ye and your housholds: ‘ for it is your 
reward for your service in the taber¬ 
nacle of die congregation. 

32 And ye shall bear no sin by rea¬ 
son of it, when ye have heaved from 
it the best of it: neidier shall ye pol¬ 
lute the holy things of the children of 
Israel, lest ye die. 

CHAP. XIX.

2 This is the ordinance of the law 
which the Lord bath commanded, 
saying, Speak unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, that they bring thee a red heifer 
without spot, wherein is no blemish, 
and upon which never came yoke: 

3 And ye shall give her unto Eleazar 
the priest, that he may bring her forth 
without the camp, and one shall slay 
her before his face : 

4 And Eleazar the priest shall take of 

her blood with his Anger, and sprinkle 
of her blood direcUy before the tar 
bernacle of the congregation seven 
times: • 

5 Aud one shall bum the heifer jn his 
sight; her. skin, and her flesh, and her 
blood, with her dung, shall he burn: 

6 And the priest shall take ce¬ 
dar wood, and hyssop, and scarlet, 
and cast it into the midst of the burn¬ 
ing of the heifer. 

7 Then the priest shall wash his ' 
clothes, and he shall bathe his flesh 
in water, and afterward he shall come 
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into the camp, and tlie priest shall 
be unclean until the even. 

8 And he that burneth her shall 
wash his clothes in w«ter* and bathe 
his flesh in water, and shall be un¬ 
clean- until die even. 

9 And.a man that is clean shall ga¬ 
ther up the ashes of the heifer, and lay 
t/tem up without the camp in a clean 
place, and it shall be kept for the con¬ 
gregation of die children of Israel for 
a water of separation: it is a purifi¬ 
cation for sin. 

10 And he that gathereth the ashes 
of the heifer shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until the even: and it 
shall be unto the children of Israel, 
and unto the stranger that sojoumeth 
among them, for a statute for ever. 

11 He that toucheth the dead 
body of any man shall be unclean 
seven days. 

12 He shall purify himself with it 
on the third day, and on the seventh 
day he shall be clean: but if he purify 
not himself the third day, theu the 
seventh day he shall not be clean. 

J3 Whosoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that is dead, and 
punfieth not himself, defileth the ta¬ 
bernacle of the Lord ; and that soul 
shall be cut off from Israel: because 
: the water of separation was not sprin¬ 
kled upon him, he shall be unclean; 
his uncleanness is yet upon him. 

14 This is the law, when a man 
dieth in a tent: all that come into the 
tent, and all that is in the tent, shall 
be unclean seven days. 

15 And every open vessel, which hath 
no covering bound upon it, is unclean. 

16 And whosoever toucheth one that 
is slain with a sword in the open fields, 
or & dead body, or a bone of a man, or 
a grave, shall be unclean seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person they 
shall take of the ashes of the burnt 
heifer of purification for sin, and run¬ 
ning water shall be put thereto in a 
vessel: 

18 And a clean jperson shall take hys¬ 
sop, and dip it in the water, and sprin¬ 
kle it upon the tent, and upon all the 
vessels, and upon all the persons that 
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were there, and upon him that touch¬ 
ed a bone, or one slain, ©r one dead, 
or a grave; 

19 And the clean person shall sprin¬ 
kle upon the unclean on the third day, 
and on fire seventh day: and on the 
seventh day he shall purify himself, 
and wash his clothes and bathe himself 
in water, and shall be depn at even. 

20 But the man that shall be un¬ 
clean, and shall not purify himself, 
that soul shall be cut off from among 
the congregation, because he hath de¬ 
filed the sanctuary of the Lord : the 
water of separation hath not been 
sprinkled upon him; he is unclean. 

21 And it shall be a perpetual sta¬ 
tute unto them, that he that sprinkleth 
the water of separation shall wash his 
clothes; and he that toucheth the 
water of separation shall be unclean 
until even. 

22 And whatsoever the unclean per¬ 
son toucheth shall be unclean; and 
the soul that toucheth it shall be un¬ 
clean until even.

9 He couched, he lay down as a lion, 
and as a‘great lion: who shall stir him 
up ? Blessed is he that blesseth thee, 
and cursed is he that curBeth thee. 

10 ^f And Balak’s anger was kindled 
against Balaam, and he smote his hands 
together: and Balak said unto Ba¬ 
laam, 1 called thee to curse mine ene¬ 
mies, and, behold, thou hast altogether 
blessed them these three times. 

11 Therefore now flee thou,.to thy 
place: I thought to promote thee un¬ 
to great honour; but, lo, the Lord 
hath kept thee back from honour. 

12 And Balaam said unto Balak, 
Spake I not also to thy messengers 
which thou sentest unto me, saying, 

13 If Balak would give me his 
house full of silver and, gold, I can¬ 
not so beyond the commandment of 
the Lord, to do either good or bad 
of mine own mind; but what the 
Lord saith, that will I speak? 

14 And now, b’ehold, I go unto 
my people: come therefore , and I 
will advertise thee what this people 
shall do to thy people in the latter 
days. 

15 And he took up his parable, 
and said} Balaam the son of Beo-

A no Moses spake unto the heads of 
the tribes concerning the children of 
Israel, saying,' This is the thing which 
the Lord hath commanded. . . 

2 If* a man vow a vow unto the 
J*ord, or swear an oath to bind his 
soul with a bond ; he shall not break 
his word, he shall do according to all 
that proceeded) out of his mouth. 

3 If a woman also vow a vow unto 
the Lord, and bind herself by a bond, : 
being in her father's house in her youth; 

4 And-her father hear her vow, and 
her bond wherewith she hath bound 
her soul, and her father shall hold his 
peace at her: then all her vows shall 
stand, and every bond wherewith she 
hath bound her- soul shall stand. ; 

5 But if her fattier disallow her in 
the day that he heareth; not any of her 
vows, or of her bonds wherewith she 
hath bound her soul, shall stand: and 
the Lord shall forgive,, her, because 
her father disallowed lifer. 

6-And if she had at alien husband, 
when she vowed, or uttered ought out 
of her lips, wherewith she bound her 
soul; 

7 '-rid her husband heard it, and 

held his' peace at her in the day that 
he heard tt; then her vows shall stand, 
and her bonds wherewith she bound 
her soul shall stand.' ■ 

8 But if her husband disallowed her 
on 'the day that he heard if,* then he 
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shall make her vow which she vowed, 
and that which she uttered with her 
lips, wherewith she bound her soul, 
of none effect: and the Lord shall 
forgive her. 

9 But every vow of a widow, and 
of her that is divorced,* wherewith they 
have bound their souls, shall stand 
against her. 

10 And if she vowed in her hus¬ 
band's house, or bound her soul by a 
bond with an oath; 

11 And her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her, and disallowed 
her not: then all her vows shall stand, 
and every bond wherewith she bound 
her soul shall stand. 

12 But if her husband hath utterly 
made'them void on the day he heard 
them; then whatsoever proceeded out 
of her lips concerning her vows, or 
concerning the bond of her soul, shall 
not stand: her husband hath made them 
void; and the Lord shall forgive her. 

13 Every vow, and every binding 
Oath to afflict the soul, her husband 
may establish it, or her husband may 
make it void. 

14 But if her husband altogether 
hold his peace at her from day to day; 
then he establisheth all her vows, or all 
her bonds, which are upon her: he con- 
firmeth them,because be held his peace 
at. her in the day that he heard them. 

15: But if he shall any ways-make 
them: void after that he hath heard 
them; then he shall bear her iniquity. 

- 16 These arethe statutes, which the 
Lord commanded Moses, between a 
Indian and his wife, between the father 
and his daughter, being yet in her youth 
in her father’s house. 

CHAP. XXXI. 1 

1 The Midumites ore spoiled, and Balaam slain. 
13 Moses is wroth with the officers, for sating 
the women alive. 19 How the soldiers, with 
their captives arid spoil, are to be purified. 25 
The proportion whereby the prey is to bo di¬ 
vided. 48 The voluntary ablution unto the 
treasury the Lord. 

And the Lord spake unto Moses, 
saying, ~ '' ' 

2 Avenge the children of Israel of 
the Midianhes: afterward snalt thou 
be gathered (into thy people. 
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3 And Hoses, spake unto the people* 
saying, Arm some of yourselves unto 
tKe war, and let them go against the 
Midianites, and avenge the Loud of 
Midian. 

4 Of every tribe a thousand, through¬ 
out all the tribes of Israel, shall ye 

. send to the-war. 

5 So there were delivered out of the 
thousands of Israel, a thousand of every 
tribe, twelve thousand armed for war. 

6 And Moses sent them to the war, 
a thousand of every tribe, them and 
Phinehas the son of Eleazar the priest, 
to the war, with the holy instruments, 
and the trumpets to blow in his hand. 

7 And they warred against the Mi¬ 
dianites, as the Lord commanded 
Moses; and they slew all the males. 

8 And they slew the kings of Midian, 
beside the rest of them that were slain; 
namely, Evi, and Rekem, and Zur, and 
Hur, and Reba, five kings of.Midian: 
Balaam also the son of Beor they slew 
with the sword. 

9 And the children of Israel took all 
the women of Midian captives, and 
their little ones, and took the spoil of 
all their cattle, and all their flocks, 
and all their goods. 

10 And they burnt all their cities 
wherein they dwelt, and all their goodly 
castles, with fire. 

11 And they took all the spoil, and 
all the prey, both of men and of beasts. 

12 And they brought the captives, 
and the prey, and the spoil, unto Mo¬ 
ses, and Eleazar the priest, and unto 
the congregation of the children of 
Israel, unto the camp at the plains 
of Moab, which are by Jordan near 
Jericho. 

13 Anti Moses, and Eleazar the 
priest, and all the princes of the con¬ 
gregation, went forth to meet them 
without the camp. 

14 And Moses was wroth with the 
officers of the hoBt, with the captains 
over thousands, and captains over hun¬ 
dreds, which came from the battle. 

15 And Moses said unto them, Have 
ye saved all the women alive ? 

v 16 Behold, these caused the child¬ 
ren of Israel, through the counsel of

Balaam, to commit trespass against 
the Lord in the matter of Peor, and 
there was a plague among the con¬ 
gregation of the Lord. 

17 Now therefore kill every male 
among the little ones, and kill every 
woman that hath known man by lying 
with him. 

18 But all the women children, that 
have not known a man by lying with 
him, keep alive for yourselves. 

19 And do ye abide without the 
camp seven days: whosoever hath 
killed any person, and whosoever hath 
touched any slain, purify 6oM your¬ 
selves and your captives on the third 
day, and on the seventh day. 

20 And purify all yo/w raiment, and 
all that ismade of skins, and-all work of 
goats’ hair, and all things made Of wood. 

21 % And Eleazar the priest said 
unto the men of war which went to the 
battle, This is the ordinance of the law 
which the Lord commanded Moses ; 

22 Only the gold, and the silver, the 
brass, the iron, the tin, and the lead, 

23 Every thing that may abide the 
fire, ye shall make it go through the fire, 
and it shall be clean : nevertheless it 
shall be purified with the water-of sepa¬ 
ration: and all that abideth not the fire 
ye shall make go through the. Water. 

24 And ye shall wash your clothes 
on the seventh day, and ye shall be 
clean, and afterward ye shall come 
into the camp. 

25 ^ And the Lord spake unto 
Moses, saying, 

26 Take the sum of the prey that 
was taken, both of man and' of beast, 
thou, and Eleazar the priest, and the 
chief fathers of the congregation : 

27 And divide the prey into two 
parts; between them that took the 
war upon them, who went out to bat¬ 
tle, and between all the congregation: 

28 And levy a tribute unto the Lord 
of the men of war which went out to 
battle: one soul of five hundred, both 
of the persons, and of the beeves, and 
of the asses, and of the sheep: 

29 Take it of their half, and give it 
unto Eleazar the priest, for an heave 
offering of the Lord.

SO And of the children of Israel's 
half, thou shalt take one portion of fif¬ 
ty, of the persons, of the beeves, of the 
asses, and of the flocks, of all manner 
of beasts, and give them unto the Le- 
vites, which keep the charge of the 
tabernacle of the Lord. 

31 And Moses and Eleazar the priest 
did as the Loan commanded Moses. 

33 And the booty, being the rest of the 
prey which the men of war had caught, 
was six hundred thousand and seven¬

39 And the asses were th irty thousand 
and five hundred; of which the Lord’s 
tribute was threescore and one. 

'40 And the persons were sixteen 
thousand; of which the Loro’s tri¬ 
bute was thirty and two persons. 

41 And Moses gave the tribute, 
which was the Lord’s heave offering, 
unto Eleazar the priest, as the Lord 
commanded Moses.

' 23 And the Avisos which dwelt in 
Hazerim, even unto Azzah, the Caph- 
torims, which came forth out of 
Caphtor, destroyed them, and dwelt 
in their stead.) 

24 Rise ye up, take your journey, I 
and pass over the river Arnon; be¬ 
hold, I have given into thine hand Si- 
hon the Amorite, king of Heshbon, 
and his land: begin to possess it, and 
contend with him in battle. 

25 This day will 1 begin to put the 
dread of thee and the fear of thee 
upon the nations that are under the 
whole heaven, who shall hear the re- j 
port of thee, and shall tremble, and 
be in anguish because of thee. 

26 And I sent messengers oat Of 

the wilderness of Kedemoth unto Sj- 
hon king of Heshbon with words of 
peace, saying, 1 

27 Let me pass through thy land: 

I will go along by the high way, I 
will neither tuna unto the right hand 
nor to the left. ’ 

28 Thou shalt sell me meat for mo¬ 
ney, that I may eat; and give me wa¬ 
ter for money, that I may drink: only 
I will pass through on my feet; 

29 (As the children of Esau which; 
dwell in Seir, and the Moabites which' 
dwell in Af,.did unto me;) until I 
shall pass over Jordan into the land 
which the Loan our God giveth ns. 

30 But Sihon king • of Heshbon 

would not let u»pass by him: for foe 
Loan thy God hardened his (‘spirit, 
and made his heart obstinate, ;&at he 
might deliver hint into thy hratf, as 
appeareth this day. ^ 

31 And the Loud said unto me. 
Behold, I have begun to give Sihon 
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and fats land before thee: begin to 

E ossess, that thou roayest inherit his 
md. * 

; 32 Then Sihon cfame out against us, 
he and all bis people, to fight at Jahaz. 

S3 And the Lord our God deliver¬ 
ed him before us; and we smote him, 
and his sons, and all his people. 

_ 34 And we took all his cities at that 
fame, and utterly destroyed the men, 
and the women, and the little ones, of 
every city, we left none to remain: 

33 Only the cattle we took for a 
prey unto ourselves, and the spoil of 
foe cities which we took. 

36 From Aroer, Which is by the 
brink of the river of Arnon, and from 
the city that is by the river, even unto 
Gilead, there was not one city too 
strong for us: the Lord our God de¬ 
livered all unto ns: 

37 Only unto the land of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon thou earnest not, nor 
unto any place of the river Jabbok, 
nor unto the cities in the mountains, 
•nor unto whatsoever the Lord our 
God forbad us. 

CHAP. III.

Then we turned, and went up the 
way to Bashan: and Og the king of 
Bashan came out agaihst us, he and 
all his people, to battle at Edrei. 

2 And the Lord said untc me, Fear 
him not: for I will deliver him, and 
all hirpeople, and fais land, into thy 
hand ; and thou shalt do unto him as 
thou didst unto Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which dwelt at Heshbon. 

3 So die Lord our God delivered 
into our Jhands Og also, the king of 
Bashan, and all his people: and we 
•mote him until none was left to him 
remaining. 

. 4 And we took all his cities at that 
time, there was not a city which we 
took not from them, threescore cities, 
all the region of Argob, die kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. 

5 AU these cities were fenced with 
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high walls, gates, and ban; beside 
unwalled towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, as 
we did unto Sihon kupg, of Heshbon, 
utterly destroying thjs men, Women, 
and children, of every city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil - 
of the cities, we took’ for a prey to 
ourselves. 

8 And we took at that time out of 
the hand of the two kings of the 
Amorites the land that was on this 
side Jordan, from the river of Arnon 
unto mount Hermon; 

9 (Which Hermon the Sidonians 
call Sirion; and the Amorites call it 
Shenir;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and 
all Gilead, and all Bashan, unto Sal- 
chah and Edrei, cities of the kingdom 
of Og in Bashan. 

11 For only Og king of Bashan re¬ 
mained of the remnant of giants; be¬ 
hold, his bedstead was a bedstead of 
iron; is it not in Rabbath of the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon? nine cubits was the 
length thereof, and four cubits, the 
breadth of it, after the cubit of a man. 

12 And this land, which we possess-! 
ed at that time, from Aroer, which 
is by the river Arnon, and half mount 
Gilead, and the cities thereof, gave 
1 unto the Rcubenites and to the 
Gadites. 

13 A°d the rest of Gilead, and. all 
Bashan, being the kiugdom of Og, 
eave I unto the half tribe of Manasseh; 
all the region of Argob,with all Bashan, 
•thich was called the land of giants. 

14 Jair the son of Manasseh took all 
the country of Argob unto the coasts 
of Geshuri and Maaehatbi; and call-, 
ed them after his own name, Bashan- 
havoth jair, unto this day. 

15 And 1 gave Gilead unto Machir. 

16 And unto the Rcubenites and 
unto the Gadites I gave from Gilead 
even unto the river Arnon half the 
valley, and the border even unto the 
riv£r Jabbok, which is the border of 
the children of Ammon; 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and 
the coast thereof, from Cbinnereth 
even unto the sea of the plain, even 
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the salt sea, under Ashdoth^pisgah 
eastward. 

. IS % And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, The Lord your God 
hath given you thie land to possess it: 
y'e shall pass over armed before your 
brethren the children of Israel, all that 
are meet fox' the war. 

19 But your wives, and your little 
Ones, and your cattle, (for 1 know that 
ye have muck entile,) shall abide in 
your cities which I have given you;

Hear, O Israel, the sta¬ 
tutes and judgments which I speak in 
your ears this day, that ye -may learn 
them, and keep, and do them.

3 The Lord made not this cove- 
nant with our fathers,,but with us, even 
us, who are all of us here alive this day. 

4 The Lord talked with you face 
to face in the mount out of die midst 
of the fire, 

5 (I stood between the Lord and 
you at that time, to shew you the word 
of the Lord : for ye were afraid by 
reason of the fire, and went not up 
into the mount;) saying, 

6I am the Lord thy God, which 
brqught thee out of the land of Egypt, 
from. the bouse of bondage.

CHAP. VI.

Now these -are the commandments, 
die statutes,’and the judgments, which 
the Lord your God commanded to 
teach you, that yp might do them in 
the land whither ye go to possess it; 

2 That thou mightest fear the Lord 
thy God, to keep all his statutes and 
his commandments, which 1 command 
thee, thou, and thy son, and thy son’s 
son, all the days of thy life; and that 
thy days may be prolonged. 

3^1 Hear therefore, O Israel, and 
observe to do it; that it may be well 
with thee, and that ye may increase 
mightily, as the Lord God of thy fa¬ 
thers hath promised thee, in the land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 

4 Hear, O Israel*: The Lord our 
God is one Lord ; 

5 And thou shah love the Lord thy 
God with all thine heart, and with all 
thy soul, and with all thy might. 

6 And these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart : 

7 And thou shall teach them dili¬ 
gently unto thy children, and shalt talk 
of'them when thou sittest in thine 
house, and when thou walkest by the 
way, and when thou liest down, and 
when thou risest up. 

8 And thou shalt hind them for a 
sign upon thine hand, and they shall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes. 

9 And thou shalt write them upou the 
posts of thy house, and on thy gates. 

10 And it shall be, when the Lord 
thy God shall have brought thee .into 
the land which he sware unto thy fa¬ 
thers, to Abraham, to Isaac, and to 
Jacob, to give thee great and goodly 
cities, which thou buildedst ndt, 

11 And' houses full of all good 
thittes, which thou filledst not, and 
wells digged, which thou diggedst not, 
vineyards and olive trees, which thou 
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plantedst not; when thou shalt have 
eaten and be full; 

12 Then beware lest thou forget the 
Lotto, which brought thee forth out 
of the land of Egypt, from the house 
of bondage. ... 

13 Thou shalt fear the Lord thy 
pod, and serve him, and shalt swear 
by his name. 

14 Ye shall not go after other gods, 
of the. gods of the people which are 
round about you; 

15 (For the Lord thy God is a jea¬ 
lous Pod among you) lest the anger 
of the Lord thy God be kindled 
against thee, and destroy thee from 
off the face of the earth. 

16 Ye shall not tenipt the Lord 
your God, as ye tempted him in 
Massah. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the com¬ 
mandments of the Lord your God, 
and. his testimonies, and his statutes, 
which he hath commanded thee. 

18 And thou shalt do that which is 
right and good in the sight of the 
Lord : that it mpy be well with thee, 
and that thou mayest go in and pos¬ 
sess the good land which the Lord 
sware unto thy fathers, 

19 To cast out all thine enemies from 
before thee, as the Lord hath spoken. 

20 And when thy son asketh thee in 
time to come, saying, Whaf mean the 
testimonies, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the Lord our God 
hath commanded you ? 

21 Then thou shalt say unto thy 
son. We were Pharaoh’s bondmen in 
Egypt; and the Lord brought us out 
of Egypt with a mighty hand : 

22 And the Lord shewed signs and 
wonders, great and sore, upon Egypt, 
upon Pharaoh, and upon all his hous- 
liold, before our eyes: 

23 And he brought us out from 
thence, that be might bring us in, to 
.give us the land which he sware unto 
our fathers. 

24 And the Lord commanded us 
to do all these, statutes, to fear the 
Lord our God, for our good always, 
that he might preserve us alive, as it 
is at this day. 
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25 And v it shall be our righteous¬ 
ness, if we observe to do all these 
commandments before the Lord our 
God, as be hath commanded us. 

CHAP. VII. 

1 All communion with the nations is forbidden, 
4 for fear of idolatry, 6 for the holiness of ths 
people , 9 for the nature of God in his mercy 
and justice, 17 for the assuredness of victory 
which God will give over them. 

When the Lord thy God shall 
bring thee into the land whither thou 
goest to possess it, and hath cast out 
many nations before thee, the Hittites, 
and the Girgashites, and the Amoritcs, 
and the Canaanites, and the Perizzites, 
and the Hivites, and the Jebusites; 
seven nations 'greater and mightier 
than thou; 

2 And when the Lord thy God 
shall deliver them before thee; thou 
shalt smite them, and utterly destroy 
them ; thou shalt make no covenant 
with them, nor shew mercy unto them: 

3 N either shalt thou make marriages 
with them; thy daughter thou shajt not 
give unto his son, nor his daughter 
shalt thou take unto thy son. 

4 For they will turn away thy son 
from following me, that they may 
serve other gods: go will the anger of 
the Lord be kindled against you, and 
destroy thee suddenly. 

5 But thus shall ye deal with them ; 
ye shall destroy their altars, and break 
down their images, and cut' down 
their groves, and burn their graven 
images withr fire. 

6 For thou art an holy people unto 
the Lord thy God: the Lord thy 
God hath chosen thee to be a special 
people unto himself, above all people 
that are upon the face of the earth. 

7 The Lord did not set his love 
upon you, nor choose you, because ye 
were more in number than any people; 
for ye were tl;e fewest of all people: 

8 But because the Lord loved you, 
and because he would keep the oath 
which he had sworn unto your fathers, 
hath the Lord brought you out with 
a mighty hand, and redeemed you out 
of the house of bondmen, from the 
hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt.

9 Know therefore that the Lord thy 
Qod, he is God, the faithful God,which 
keepeth covenant and mercy with 
them that love him and keep his com¬ 
mandments to a thousand generations; 

10 And repayeth them that hate 
him to their face, to destroy them : he 
will not be slack to him that hatcth 
him, he will repay him to his face. 

11 Thou slialt therefore keep the 
commandments, and the statutes, and 
the judgments, which I command thee 
this day, to do them. 

12^f Wherefore it shall come to pass, 
if ye hearken to these judgments, and 
keep, and do them, that the Lord thy 
God shall keep unto thee the covenant 
and the mercy which he sware unto 
thy fathers: 

13 And he will love thee, and bless 
thee, a'nd multiply tliee : he will also 
bless the fruit of thy womb, and the 
fruit of thy land, thy corn, and thy 
wine, and thine oil, the increase of 
thy kine, and the flocks of thy sheep, 
in the land which he sware unto thy 
fathers to give thee. 

14 Thou slialt be blessed above all 
people: there shall not be male or 
female barren among you, or among 
your cattle. 

15 And the Lord will take away 
from thee all sickness, and will put none 
of the evil diseases of Egypt, which 
thou knowest, upon thee; but will lay 
them Upon all them that hate thee. 

16 And thou shalt consume all the 
people which the Lord thy God shall 
deliver thee; thine eye shall have no 
pity upon them: neither shalt thou 
serve their gods; for that will be a 
snare unto thee. 

17 If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are more than I; how 
can I dispossess them ? 

18 Thou shalt not be afraid of them: 
but shalt well remen^jer what the 
Lord thy God did unto Pharaoh, 
and unto all Egypt; 

19 The great temptations which 
thine eyes saw, and the signs, and the 
wonders, and the mighty hand, and 
the stretched out arm, whereby the 
Lord thy God brought thee out: so 
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shall the Loro thy God do unto all 
the people of whom thou art afraid. 

20 Moreover the Lord thy God 
will send the hornet among them, 
until they that are left, and hide them¬ 
selves from thee, be destroyed. 

21 Thou shalt not be affrighted at 
them: for the Lord thy God is among 
you, a mighty God and terrible. 

22 And the Lord thy God will put 
out those nations before thee by little 
and little : thou mayest not consume, 
them at once, lest the beasts of the 
field increase upon thee. 

23 But the Lord thy God shall de¬ 
liver them unto thee, and shall destroy 
them with a mighty destruction, until 
they be destroyed. 

24 And he shall deliver their kings 
into thine hand, and thou shalt destroy 
•their name from under heaven : there 
shall no man be able to stand before 
thee, until thou have destroyed them. 

25 The graven images of their gods 
shall ye burn with fire: thou shalt not 
desire the silver or gold that is on 
them, nor take it unto thee, lest thou 
be snared therein : for it is an abomi¬ 
nation to the Loin> thy God. 

26 Neither shall thou bring an 
abomination into thine house, lest thou 
be a cursed thing like it: but thou 
shalt utterly detest it, and thou shalt 
utterly abhor it; for it is a cursed thing.

8 Also in Horeb ye provoked the 
Lord to wrath, so that the Lord was 
angry with you to have destroyed you. 

9 When I was gone up into the mount 
to receive the tables of stone, even the 
tables of the covenant which the Lord 
made with you, then I abode in the 
mount forty days and forty nights, I 
neither did eat bread nor drink water : 

10 And the Lord delivered unto me 
two tables of stone written with the 
finger of God ; and on them was writ¬ 
ten according to all the words, which 
the Lord spake with you in the mount 
out of the midst of the fire in the day 
of the assembly. 

11 And it came to pass at the end of 
forty jdays and forty nights, that the 
Lord gave me the two tables of 
stone, even the tables of the covenant. 

12 And the Lord said unto me, 
Arise, get thee down quickly from 
hence; for thy people which thou hast 
brought forth out of Egypt have cor¬ 
rupted themselves; they are quickly 
turned aside out of the way which I 
commanded them; they have made 
them a molten image. 

13 Furthermore the Lord spake un¬ 
to me, saying, I have seen this people, 
and, behold, it is a stiffnecked people: 

14 Let me alone, that 1 may destroy 
them, and blot outtheir name from un¬ 
der heaven: and I will make of thee a 
nation mightier and greater than they. 

15 So 1 turned and came down from 
the mount, and the mount burned with 
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fire : and the two tables of the cove¬ 
nant were in my two hands. 

16 And I looked, and, beheld, ye had 
sinned against the Lo u d yourGod, and 
had made yap a molten calf: ye had 
turned aside quickly out of the way 
which the Lord Had commanded you. 

17 And I took the two tables, and 
cast them out of my two hands, and 
brake them before your eyes. 

18 And I fell down before the Lo rd, 
as at the first,forty days and forty nights: 
I did neither eat bread, nor drink wa¬ 
ter, because of all your sins which ye 
sinned, in doing wickedly in the sight 
of the Lord, to provoke him to anger. 

19 For 1 was afraid of the anger and 
hot displeasure, wherewith the Lord 
was wroth against you to destroy you. 
But the Lord hearkened unto me at 
that time also. 

20 And the Lord was very angry 
with Aaron to have destroyed him: and 
I prayed for Aaron also the same time. 

21 And I took your sin, the calf which 
ye had made, and burnt it with fire, 
and stamped it, and ground it very 
sniall,eve/j until it was as small as dust: 
and 1 cast the dust thereof into the 
brook that descended out of the mount. 

22 And atTaberah, and at JVIassab, 
and at Kibroth-hattaavah, ye provoked 
the Lord lo wrath. 

23 Likewise when the Lord sent 
you from Kadesh-barnea, saying, Go 
up and possess the land which I have 
given you; then ye rebelled against 
the commandment of the Lord your 
God, and ye believed him not, nor 
hearkened to his voice. 

24 Ye have been rebellious against 
the Lord from the daythatlknewyou. 

25 Thus 1 fell down before the 
l^pRD forty days and forty nights, as I 
fell down at the first; because the 
Lord had said he would destroy you. 

261 prayed therefore unto the Lord, 
and said, O Lord God, destroy not 
thy people and thine inheritance, which 
thou hast redeemed through thy great¬ 
ness, w hich thou hast brought forth 
out of Egypt with a mighty hand. 

27 Remember thy servants, Abra¬ 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob; look not unto 
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the stubbornness, of this’people, nor 
to their, wickedness, nor, to their sin: 

28 Le& the lead whence thou 
broughtew u* out say, Because the 
Lotto was not able to bijng them into 
the land which he* promised them, 
and because he hated them, he hath 
brought them otit to slay them in the

2 Q Yet they are thy people and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest 
out by thy mighty power and by .thy 
stretched out arm. 

CHAP. X. 

1 God's mercy tit restoring the two tables, 6 in 
continuing the priesthood, 8 in separating the 
tribe of JLevi, 10 in hearkening unto Moses' 
suit for the people, IS An exhortation unto 
obedience. 

At that time the Lord said unto me, 
Hew thee two tables of stone like un¬ 
to the first, and come up unto me 
into the mount, and make thee an ark 
of wood. 

2 And I will write on the tables the 
words that were in the first tables 
which thou brakest, and thou shalt 
put them in the ark. 

3 And 1 made an ark of shittim wood, 
and hewed two tables of stone like un¬ 
to the first, and went up into the mount, 
having the two tables in mine hand. 

4 And he wrote on the tables, accord¬ 
ing to die first writing, the ten com- 
nuuuSments, which the Loud spake 
unto you in the mount out of the midst 
of the fire in the day of the assembly: 
and the Lord gave them unto me. 

5 And I turned myself and came 
down from the mount, and put the ta¬ 
bles in the ark which 1 had made; 
and there they be, as the Loud com¬ 
manded me. 

G ^f And the children of Israel took 
their journey .from Beeroth of tile 
children of Jaakan to Moseia: there 
Aaron died, and there he was buried ; 
and Klearar his son ministered in the 
priest’s office in his stead. 

7 From thence they journeyed unto 
Gudgodah; and from Gudgodah to 
Jotbath, a land of rivers of waters. 

8 IT At that time the Lord separa¬ 
ted the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark 
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of the covenant of the Lotto, to stand 
before the Lord to minister unto him, 
and to bless in his name, unto this day. 

9 Wherefore Levi hath no part nor 
inheritance with his brethren; the 
Lord is his inheritance, according as 
the Lord thy God promised him. 

10 And I stayed in the mount, ac¬ 
cording to the first time, forty days 
andforty nights; and the Lord heark¬ 
ened unto me at that time also, and 
the Lord would not destroy thee. 

11 And the Lord said onto me, 
Arise, take thy journey before the peo¬ 
ple, that they may go in and possess 
the land, which I sware unto tneir fa¬ 
thers to give unto them. 

12 if And now, Israel, what doth 
the Lord thy God require of thee, 
but to fear the Lord thy God,.to walk 
in all his ways, and to love him, and 
to serve the Lord thy God with all 
thy heart and with all thy soul, 

13 To keep the commandments of 
the Lord, and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day for thy gqod ? 

14 Behold, the heaven and the hea¬ 
ven of heavens is the Lord’s thy God, 
the earth also , with all that therein is. 
' 15 Only the Lord had a delight in 
thy fathers to love thdm, and he chose 
their seed after them, even you above 
all people, as it is this day. 

16 Circumcise therefore the fore¬ 
skin of your heart, and be no more 
stiffnecked. 

17 For the Lord your God is God 
of gods, and Lord of lords, a great 
God, a mighty, and a terrible, which 
regardeth not persons, nor taketh 
reward: 

18 He doth execute the judgment 
of the fatherless and widow, and lo- 
veth the stranger, in giving him food 
and raiment. 

19 Love ye therefore the stranger: 
for ye were strangers m the land of 
Egypt. 

20 Thou shalt fear the Lord thy 
God; him shalt thou serve, and to him 
shalt thou cleave, and swear by his 
name. 

21 He u> thy praise, and he is thy 
God, that hath done for thee these 
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great and terrible things* , which thine 
eyttt have seen. 

22 Thy fathers went down into Egypt 
with threescore and ten persons; and 
now the Lord thy God hath made thee 
as the stars of heaven for multitude. 

CHAP. XL 

1 An exhortation to obedience, { by their own 
experience of God’s great works, 8 by promise 
of God’s great blessings, 17 and by threaten- 
ings, 18 A careful study is required in God’s 
words. 26 The blessing and purse is set before 
them. 

Therefore thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God, and keep his charge, 
and his statutes, and his judgments, 
and his commandments, alway. 

2 And know ye this day: for I speak 
not with your children which have not 
known, and which have not seen the 
chastisement of the Lord your God, 
his greatness, his mighty hand, and his 
stretched out arm, 

3 And his miracles, and his acts, 
which he did in die midst of Egypt 
unto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, and 
unto all his land ; 

4 And what he did unto the army of 
Egypt, unto their horses, and to their 
chariots; how he made die water of 
the Red sea to overflow them as they 

ursued after you, and how the Lord 
ath destroyed them unto this day; 

5 And wliat he did unto you in the 

wilderness, until ye came into this 
place; * 

6 Add what he did unto JDathan and 
Abiram, the sons of Eliab, the son of 
Reuben : how the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
their housholds, and their tents, and all 
the substance that was in their posses- 
sion, in the midst of all Israel: . 

7 But your eyes have seen all the 
great acts of the Loud which he did. 

8 Therefore shall ye keep all the 
commandments which 1 command you 
this day, that ye may bp strong, and 
go in and possess the land* whither ye 
go to possess it; 

9 And that ye may prolong your 
days in the land, which the Lord 
aware unto your fathers to give unto 
them and to their seed, aland that 
ilQWeth with milk and honey.. 
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10 51 Eor the land, whither 1 thou go^ 
est in to possess it, is not as the land of 
Egypt, from whence, ye came out, 
where thou sowedst thy seed, and wa- 
teredst it with thy foot, as a garden 
of herbs.: ' • , • 

11 But the land,whither ye go to pos¬ 
sess it, is a land of hills and valleys, and 
drinketh water of the rain of heaven: 

12 A land which the Lord thy God 
careth for: the eyes of the Lord thy 
God are always upon it, from the be¬ 
ginning of the year even unto the end 
of the year. 

13 And it shall come to pass, if 
ye shall hearken diligently unto my 
commandments which I command 
you this day, to love the Lord your 
God, and to serve him with all your 
heart and with all your soul, 

14 That I will give you the rain of 
your laud in his due season, the first 
rain and the latter rain, that thou may- 
est gather in thy corn, and thy wine, 
and thine oil. 

15 And I will send grass in thy fields 
for thy cattle, that thou mayest eat 
and be full. 

16 Take heed to yourselves, that 
your heart be not deceived, and ye turn 
aside, and serve other gods, and wor¬ 
ship them; 

17.And then the Lord’s wrath be 
kindled against you, and he shut up 
the heaven, that there be no rain, and 
that the land yield not her fruit; and 
lest ye perish quickly.from off the good 
land which the Lonn'giveth you. 

. 18 51 Therefore shall ye lay up these 
my words in your heart and in your 
soul, and bind them for a sign upon 
your hand, that they may be as front- 
lets between your eyes. 

19 And ye shall teach them your 
children, speaking of them when thou 
sittest in thine house, and when ihou 
walkest by the way, when thou liest 
down, and when thou risest up. • 

. 20 And thou shalt write them upon 
the doorposts of thine house, and upon 
thy gates: 

21 That your days may be multi¬ 
plied, and the days of your children, 
in the laud which the Lord swarc un- 
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to your fathers to give them, as the | 
days of heaven upon the earth. 1 

22 ^ For if ye shall diligently keep 
all these commandments which 1 com* j 
mand you, to do them, to love the 
Lord your God, to walk in all his 
ways, and to cleave unto him; 

23 'Then wiU the Lord drive out 
all these nations from before you, and 
ye shall possess greater nations and 
mightier than yourselves. 

24 Every place whereon the soles 
of your feet shall tread shall beyour’s: 
from the wilderness and Lebanon, 
from the river, the river Euphrates, 
even unto the uttermost sea shall 
your coast be. 

23 There shall no man be able to 
stand before you: for the Lord your 
God shall lay the fear of you and the 
dread of you upon all the land that ye 
shall tread upon, as he hath said un¬ 
to you. 

26 % Behold, I set before you this 
day a blessing and a curse; 

27 A blessing, if ye obey the com¬ 
mandments of the Lord your God, 
which I command you this day : 

28 And a curse, if ye will not obey 
the commandments of the Lord your 
God, but turn aside out of the way 
which I command you this day, to go 
after other gods, which ye have not 
known. 

29 And it shall come to pass, whert 
the Lord thy God hath brought thee 
in unto the land whither thou goest 
to possess it, that thou shalt put the 
blessing upon mount Gerizim, and the 
curse upon mount Ebai. 

30 Are they not on the other side 
Jordan, by the way where the sun go- 
eth down, in the land of the Canaan- 
ites, which .dwell in the champaign 
over against Gilgal, beside the plains 
of MoreK ? 

31 For yp shall pass over Jordan to 
go in to possess the land which the 
Lord your God giveth you, and ye 
shall possess it, and dwell therein. 

32 And ye shall observe to do all 
the statutes and judgments which I 
set before you this day. 


CHAP. XII.

2 Ye shall utterly destroy all the 
places, wherein the nations which ye 
shall possess served their gods, upon 
the high mountains, and upon the hills, 
and under every green tree: 

5 And ye shall overthrow their al¬ 
tars, and break their pillars, and burn 
their groves with fire; and ye shall 
hew down the graven images of their 
gods, and destroy the pames of them 
out of that place. 

4 Ye shall not do so unto the Lord 
your God. 

3 But unto*, the place which the 
Lord your God shall choose out of 
all your tribes to put his name there/ 
even unto his habitation shall ye seek, 
and thither thou shalt come: 

6 And thither ye shall bring your 
burnt offerings, and your sacrifices, 
and ^your tithes, and heave offerings of 
your hand, and your vows, and your 
freewill offerings, and the firstlings of 
your herds.and of your flocks 

7 And there ye snail eat before the 
Lord your God, and ye shall rejoice 
in all that ye put your hand unto, ye 
and = your housholds, wherein the 
Lord thy God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shall not do after all the things 
that we do here this day, every man 
whatsoever w right in his own eyes. 

9 For ye are not as yet come to the 
rest and to the inheritance, which the 
Lord yodr God giveth you. 

10 But when ye go over Jordan, and 

dwell in theland which the Lord your 
God giveth you to inherit, and when 
he giveth you rest from all your ene¬ 
mies round about, so that ye dwell in 
safety; • ' 

11 Then there shall ,be a place which 
the Lord your God shall choose to 
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cause bis name to dwell there; thither 
shall ye bring all that Icommand you; 
your burnt offerings, and your sacrifi¬ 
ces, ydurtitbes, and the heave, offering 
of your hand, and* allyour choice 
vows which.ye vow unto the Lord : 

12 And ye shall rejoice before th4

13 Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offerings in every 
place that thou seest :• 

14 But in -the place which the 
Lord . shall choose in one of thy 
tribes, there thou sbalt offer thy burnt 
offerings, and there thou shalt do all 
that I command thee. 

15 Notwithstanding thoumayestkill 
and eat flesh in all thy gates, whatso¬ 
ever thy soul lusteth after, according 
to the blessing of the Lord thy God 
which he hath given thee: the unclean 
and the clean may eat thereof, as of 
the roebuck,< and as of the hart.' 

16 Only ye shall not eat the blood; 
ye shall pour it upon the earth as 
water. 

17 Thou -mayest not eat within 
thy gates the tithe of thy corn, or of 
thy wine, or of thy oil, or die firstlings 
of thy,herds or of thy flock, nor any 
of thy vows which thou vowest, nor 
thy freewill offerings, or heave offer¬ 
ing of thine hand: 

18 But thou must eat them before 
the Lord thy God in the place which 
the Lord thy God shall choose, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter; and 
thy manservant, and thy maidservant, 
and the Levife that is within thy gates; 
and thou shalt rejoice- before the 
Lord thy God in all that thou put- 
teat thine hands unto. • . 

19 Take heed to thyself that thou 
forsake not the Levite as long as thou 
livest upon thy earth. 

20 ^ Wheudie Lord thy God shall 
enlarge thy border, as he hath pre¬ 
mised thee, and thou shalt say, I will 
«at flesh/ because thy soul longeth to 
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eat flesh; thou mayest eat flesh, what¬ 
soever thy soul lusteth after.: 

* 21 If the place which the Lord thy 
God hath chosen to put his name there 
be too far from thee; then thou shalt 
kill of thy herd and of thy flock,’which 
the Lord hath given thee, as I have 
commanded thee, and thou shalt eat 
in thy gates whatsoever thy soul lust- 
eth after. 

22 Even as the roebuck and the 
hart is eaten, so thou shalt eat them: 
the unclean and the clean shall eat of 
them alike. 

23 Only be sure that thou eat not 
the blood: for the blood is the life; 
and thou mayest not eat the life with 
the flesh. 

24 Thou shalt not eat it; thou shalt 
pour it upon the earth as water. 

25 'Thou shalt not eat it; that it 
may go well with thee, and with thy 
children after thee, when thou shalt 
do that which is right iu the sight of 
the Lord. 

26 Only thy holy things which thou 
hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, 
and go ' unto the place which the 
Lord shall choose: 

27 Aud thou shalt offer thy burnt 
offerings, the flesh and the blood, upon 
the altar of the Lord thy God: and 
the blood of thy sacrifices shall be 
poured out upon the altar of the Lord 
thy God, and thdu shalt eat the flesh. 

28 Observe and hear all these words 
which 1 command thee, that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children 
after thee for ever, when thou doest 
that which is good and right in the 
sight of the Lord thy God. 

. 29 U When the Lord thy God 
shall cut off the nations from before 
thee, whither thou goest to possess 
them, and thou sueceedest them, and 
dwellest in their land; * 

SO Take heed to thyself that* thou 
be not snared by following them, af¬ 
ter that they be destroyed from befor^ 
thee; and that thou enquire not after 
their gods, saying,' Hot# did thfcse 
nations serve their god#? e*fcn so will 
I do likewise- ■ 

31 Thou shalt not do so uoto the 
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Lord thy God: for every abomination 
to the Loro, which he hateth, have 
they done unto their gods; for even 
their sons end their daughters they 
have burnt in the fire to their gods. 

S2 What thing soever. I command 
you, observe to do it: thou shait not 
add thereto, nor diminish from it. 

7; CHAP. XIII. 

1 Enficert to idolatry, 6 .how near toner unto 
’ thee, 10 are to be stoned to death. 15 Idol¬ 
atrous cities are not to be spared . 

If there arise among you a prophet, 
or a dreamer, of dreams, and giveth 
thee a sign or a wonder, 

2 And the sign or the wonder come 
to pass, whereof he spake unto thee, 
saying, Let us go after other gods, 
which thou hast not known, and let 
us serve them; 

3 Thou shait not hearken unto die 
words of that prophet, or that dream- 

; er of dreams: for the Lord your 
God proveth you, to know whether ye 
love the Lord your God with all 
your heart and with all your soul. 

4 Ye shall walk after the Lord your 
God, aikl fear him, and keep his 
commandments, and obey his voice, 
and ye shall serve him, and cleave 
unto him. 

5 And that prophet, or that dream¬ 
er of dreams, shall be put to death; 
because he hath spoken to turn you 
away from the Lord your God, which 
brought you out of the land of Egypt, 
and redeemed you out of the house of 
bondage, to thrust thee out of the way 
which the Lord thy God command¬ 
ed thee to walk in.

^Namely, of the gods of the people 
which are round about you, nigh unto 
thee, or far off from thee, from the one 
end of the earth even unto the other 
end of the earth; 

S.Thqu shait not consent unto him, 
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nor hearken tuito him; neither shall 
thine eye,pity him, neither shait thou 
spare, neither shait thou conceal him: 

9 But thou shait surely kill him; 
thine hand shall be first upon him to 
put him to death, and afterwards the 
hand of all the people.' 

10 And thou shait stone him with 
stones, that he die; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the 
Lord thy God, which brought thee 
out of the. land of Egypt, from the 
house of bondage. 

11 And all Israel shall hear, and 
fear, and shall do no more any such 
wickedness as this is among you. 

12 If thou shait hear say in one of 
thy cities, which the Lord thy God 
hath given thee to dwell there, saying; 

13 Certain men, the children of 
Belial, are gone out from among* you; 
and have withdrawn the inhabitants 
of their city, saying, Let us go and 
serve other gods, which ye have not 
known; 

14 Theti shait thou enquire, and 
make search, and ask diligently; and, 
behold, if it be truth, and the thing cer^ 
tain, that such abomination is wrought 
among you; 

15 Thou shait surely smite the inha¬ 
bitants of that city with the edge of the 
sword, destroying it utterly, and all 
that is therein, and the cattle thereof; 
with the edge of the sword. 

16 And thou shait gather all the 
spoil of it into the midst of the street 
thereof, and shait burn with fire the 
city, and all the spoil thereof every 
whit, for the Lord thy God: and it 
shall be an heap for ever; it.

2 Thou shall therefore sacrifice the 
passover unto the Lord thy God, of 
the flock and the herd, in the place 
which the Loud shall choose to 
place his name there. 

3 Thou shalt eat no leavened bread 
with it; seven days shall thou eat un- 
leavebed bread therewith, even the 
bread of affliction; for thou earnest 
forth out of the land of Egypt in haste: 
that thou mayest remember the day 
when thou earnest forth out of the land 
of Egypt all the days of thy life. 1 

4 And there shall be no leavened 
bread seen with thee in all thy coast 
seven days; neither shall there any 
thing of the flesh, which thou sacrifi- 
cedst the first day at even, .remain all 
night unto the morning.

2 If there be found, among you, 
within any of thy gates which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee, man or 
woman,,that hath wrought wickedness

•veit, which I have not commanded; 

4 And it heftold thee, and thou hast 
‘heard of it , and enquired diligently, 

and, behold, it be true, and the thing 
certain, that such abomination is 
wrought in Israel: 

5 Then shalt thou bring forth that 
man or that woman, which have com- 
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ONOMY, Idolaters must-be.dain. 

mitted that picked thing, unto thy 
gates, etkn that'man or that woman, 
and shalt stone them with Stones, till 
theyAie. '• ♦ 

6 Atthe mouth of two witnesses, or 
three witnesses, shall he that is wor¬ 
thy of death be put to death; but at 
the mouth of one witness be shall not 
be put to death.; 

7 The bands of the witnesses, shall 
be first upon him to put him to death, 
and afterward the hands of all the 
people. So'thou shalt put the evil 
away from among you. 

8 IT If there arise a matter too bard 

for tliee in judgment, between blood 
and blood, between plea and plea, 
and between stroke and stroke, ieutg 
matters of controversy within thy 
gates: then shalt thou arise, and get 
thee up into the place which the 
Lord thy God shall choose; ' * 

• 9 And thou shalt come • uftto the 
priests the Levites, and unto the judge 
that shall be in those days, and en¬ 
quire; and they shall shew thee the 
sentence of judgment: 

10 And thou shalt do according to 
the sentence, which they of that place 
which the Lord shall choose shall 
shew thee; and thou slialt observe to 
do according to all that they inform 
tliee: 

11 According to the sentence of the 
law which they shall teach thee, and 
according to the judgment which they 
shall tell thee, thou shalt do: thou shalt 
not decline from the sentence which 
they shall shew thee, to the right hand, 
nor to the left.

4 The firstfruit also of thy com, of 
thy wine, and of thine oil, and the 
first of the fleece of thy sheep; shalt 
tboir give him. 

. 5 For the Lord thy God hath cho¬ 
sen hitn out of all thy tribes, to stand 
to minister in the*name of the Lord, 
him and his sons for ever. 

6 If And if a Levite come from any 
of thy gates out of all Israel, where he 
sojourned, and come with, all the de¬ 
sire of his mind unto the place which 
the Lord shall choose;

12 For all that do these things are 
an abomination unto the Lord : and 
because of these abominations the 
Lord, thy God-doth drive them out 
from before thee.

9 Remember what the Loan thy 
God did unto Miriam by the way, after 
that ye were come forth out of Egypt. 

lOf When thou dost lend thy bro¬ 
ther any thing, thou shalt not go into 
his house to fetch his pledge. 

' 11 Thou shalt stand abroad, and 
the man to whom thou dost lend shall 
. bring out the pledge abroad uuto thee. 

12 And if the man be poor, thou 
shalt not sleep with his pledge : 

13 In any case thou shalt deliver 
him the pledge again when the sun 
goeth down, that he may sleep in his 
own raiment, and bless thee : and it 
shall be righteousness unto thee be¬ 
fore the Lord thy God. 

14 Thou shalt not oppress an hired 
servant that is poor and needy, whe¬ 
ther he be of thy brethren, or of thy 
strangers that are in thy land withiu 
thy gates: 

15 At his day thou shalt give him 
his hire, neither shall the sun go down 
upon it; for he is poor, and setteth his 
heart upon it: lest he cry against theo 
unto the Lord, and it be sin unto thee. 

16 The fathers shall not be put to 
de^th for the children, neither shall 
the children be put to death for the 
fathers: every man shall be put to 
death for his own sin. 

17 if. Thou shalt not pervert the 
judgment of the stranger, nor of the 
fatherless; nor take the widow’s rai¬ 
ment to pledge: 

18 But thou shalt remember, that 
thou wast a bondman in Egypt, and 
the Lord thy God redeemed thee 
thence ; therefore I command thee to 
do this thing!*', 

19 If When thou cuttest down thine 
harvest in thy field, and hast forgot a 
sheaf in the field, thou shalt not go 
again to fetch it: it shall be for the 
stranger, for the fatherless, and for the 
widow: that the LoRD thy God may 


bless thee in ail the work of thine hands. 
' 20 When thou beatest thine olive 
tree, thou shalt not go over the boughs 
again i it shall be for the Btranger, for 
the fatherless, and for the widow. 

21 When thou gatherest the grapes 
of thy vineyard, thou shalt not glean it 
afterward: it shall be for the stranger, 
for the fatherless, and for the widow. 

22 And thou shalt remember that 
thou wast a bondman in the land of 
Egypt: therefore I command thee to 
do this thing. 

CHAP. XXV.

5 if If brethren dwell together, and 
one of them die, and have no child, 
the wife of the dead shall not marry 
without unto a stranger: her husband’s 
brother shall go in unto her, and take 
her to him to wife, and perform the 
duty of an husband’s brother unto her. 

6 And it shall be, that the firstborn 
which she beareth shall succeed in 
the name of his brother which is dead, 
that his nam« be not put out of Israel, 

7 And if the man like not to take 
his brother’s wife, then let his bro¬ 
ther’s wife go up to the gate unto the 
elders, and say, My husband’s brother 
refuseth to raise up unto his brother 
a name in Israel, he will not perform 
the duty of my husband’s brdther.

58 Thou shalfc carry much seed ont 
into the field, and shalt gather but little, 
in; for the locust shalfconsume it. 

89 Thou shalt plant vineyards, and 
dress them, but shalt neither drink of 
the wine, nor gather the grapes; for 
the worms shall eat them. 

40 Thou shalt have olive trees 
throughout all thy coasts, but thou 
shalt not anoint thyself with the oil; 
for thine olive shall cast his ft uit, 

41 Thou shah beget sons and daugh¬ 
ters, but thou shalt not enjoy them ; 
for they shall go into captivity. 

42 AH thy trees and ft uit of thy land 
shall the locust consume. 

43 The stranger that is within thee 
shall get up above thee very high; and 
thou shalt come down very low. 

44 He shall lend to thee, and thou 
shalt not lend to him: he shall be the 
head, and thou shalt be the tail. 

45 Moreover all these curses shall 
come upon thee, and shall pursue 
thee, and overtake thee, till thou be 
destroyed: because thou hearkenedst 
not unto the voice of the Lord thy 
God, to keep his commandments and 
his statutes which he commanded thee: 

46 And they shall be upon thee for 
a sign and for a wonder, and upon 
thy seed for ever.

56 The tender and delicate woman 
among yOu,whick would not ad venture 
to set the sole of her foot upon the 
ground for delicateness and tender¬ 
ness, her eye shall be evil toward the 
husband of her bosom, and toward 
her son, and toward her daughter, 

57 And toward her young one that 
cometh out from between her feet, 
and toward her children which she 
shall bear: for she shall eat them for 
want of all things secretly in the siege 
and straitnesB, wherewith thine enemy 
shall distress thee in thy gates. 

58 If thou wilt not obsei ve to do all 
the words of this law that are written 
in this book, that thou mayest fear 
this glorious and fearful name, THJE 
LORI) THY GOD; 

59 Then the Lord will make thy 
plagues wonderful, and the plagues 
of thy seed, even great plagues, and of 
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long continuance, and sore sicknesses, 
ana of long continuance. 

60 'Moreover he will bring upon 
thee all the diseases of Egypt, which 
thou west afraid of; >ana they shall 
cleave* unto thee. , 

61 Also every sickness, and every 
plague, which is not written in the book 
of mis law, them will die Lord bring 
upon thee, until thou be destroyed. 

62' And ye shall be left few in num¬ 
ber, Whereas ye were as-the stars of 
heaven for multitude; because thou 
wouldest not obey the voice of the 
Loan thy God. 

69 And it shall come to pass, that 
as the Lord rejoice^ over you to do 
you good, and to multiply you; so the 
Lord will rejoice over you to destroy 
you, and to bring you to nought; and 
ye shall be plucked from off the land 
whither thou goest to possess it.

land which I do give to them, even to 
the childi&h of Israel. 

$ Every place that the sole of your 
fdbt shall tread upon, that have I given 
onto you, as I said unto Moses. 

4 From the wilderness and this Le¬ 
banon even unto the great river, the ri¬ 
ver Euphrates, all the land of the Ilit- 
tites, and unto the great sea toward 
the going down of the sun, shall be 
your coast. 

5 There shall not any man be able 
to stand before thee all the days of 
thy life : as I was with Moses, so 1 
will be with thee: I will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage; 
fdr unto this people shalt thou divide 
for an inheritance the land, which I 
aware unto their fathers to give them.

* 3 And they commanded the people, 
saying, When ye see the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord your God, and 
the priests the Levites bearing it, then 
ye shall remove from your place, and 
go after it. 

4 Yet there shall be a space between 
you and it, about two thousand cubits 
by measure: come not near unto it, 
that ye may know the way by which 
ye must go: for ye have hot passed 
this way heretofore. 

5 And Joshua said unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves: for to morrow 
the Loro will do wonders among you.

3 And command ye them, saying, 
Take you hence out of the midst of 
Jordan, out of the place where the 
priests’ feet stood firm, twelve stones, 
and ye shall carry them over with you, 
and leave them in the lodging place, 
where ye shall lodge this night. 

4 Then Joshua called the twelve 
men, whom he had prepared of the 
children of Israel, out of every tribe 
a man:

18 And it came to pass, when the 
priests that bare the ark of the co> 
venant of the Lord were come up 
out of the midst of Jordan, and the 
soles of the priests’ feet were lifted 
up unto the dry land, that the waters 
of Jordan returned unto their place, 
and flowed over all his banks, as they 
did before.

' 19 But all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are conse¬ 
crated unto the Lord : they shall 
come into the treasury of the Lord. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets : and it 
came to pass, when the people heard 
the sound of the trumpet, ana the peo¬ 
ple shouted with a great shout; that 
the wall foil down: flat, so that the peo¬ 
ple went up into the -city, every man 
straight before him, and they took the 
city. 

81 And they utterly destroyed all 
thatteas in the city, both man and wo¬ 
man, young and old, and ox, and sheep, 
and ass, with the edge of the sword.

25 And Joshua saved Rahab the 
harlot alive, and her father’s, houshold, 
and all that she had; and she dwelleth 
in Israel even unto this day; because 
she,hid the messengers, which Joshua 
•fcent.to spy out Jericho. 

26If And Joshua adjured the# at. 
that time, saying, Cursed be the man 
before the Lord, that riseth up and 
buildeth this city Jericho: he shall 
lay the foundation thereof in his first¬ 
born, and in his youngest son shall he 
set up thtytf&es of it. 

27 So tneLoBD was with Joshua; 
and ips fame was noised throughout 
ail the country. 

CHAP. VII. 

1 The Israelites are smitten at Ai. 6 Joshua’s 
complaint. 10 God instructeth him what to 
do. 18 Achan is taken bp the lot. SO His con¬ 
fession. SS He and aU he had are destroyed 
in the valley of Aehor. 

But the children of Israel commit¬ 
ted a trespass in the accursed thing: 
for Achan, the son of Carmi, the son 
of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of the 
bribe of Judah, took of the accursed 
thing: and the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against the children of Israel. 

2 And Joshua sent men from Jeri¬ 
cho to Ai, which is beside Beth-aveu, 
on the east side of Beth-el, and spake 
unto them, saying. Go up and view 
the country. And the men went up 
andT viewed Ai. 

3 And they returned to Joshua, and 
said unto him, Let not all die people 
go up; but let about two or three 
thousand men go up and smite At; 
and make not all the people to labour 
thither; for they are but few. 

4 So there,went up thither of the 
people abouk three thousand men; 
and they ftedbefore the m^n of Ai 

5 And. die men of Ai smote of them 
about thirty and six men: for they 
cfiased them from before the gate even 
unto Shebanm, and smote them in, the 
going down: wherefore the hearts of 
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the people melted, and became* as 
water. - ' 

6*jfAnd Joshua rent bis clothes, and 
felt to the earth upon his face before 
tHe ark of the Lono until the even- 
tide, he and the elders of Israel, and 
put dust upon their heads. 

7 And Joshua said, Alas, O Lord 
God, wherefore hast thou at all 
brought this people over Jordan, to 
deliver us into die hand of the Am'or- 
ites, to destroy us i would to God we 
had been content, and dwelt on the 
other side Jordan! 

8 O Lord, what shall I say, wheft 
Israel turneth their backs before their 
enemies 

1 9 For the Canaahites and all the in¬ 
habitants of the land shall hear of it, 
and shall environ us round, and cut off 
our name from the earth: and what 
wilt thou do unto the great name ? 

10 ^ And the Lord said unto Jo¬ 
shua, Get thee up; wherefore liest 
thou thus upon thy face ? 

11 Israel hath sinned, and they have 
also transgressed my covenknt .i^hich 
I commanded them : fo^tltey have 
even taken of the accursed thing, and 
have also stolen, and dissembled also, 
and they have put it even among their 
own stuff. 

^12 Therefore the children of Israel 
c6uld not stand before their enemies, 
but turned their backs before their 
enemies, because they were accursed: 
neither will I be with you any more, 
except ye destroy the accursed from 
among you. 

13 Up, sanctify the people, and say, 
Sanctify yourselves against to mor¬ 
row: for thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel, There is an accursed thing 
in the midst of thee, O Israel: thou 
canst not stand before tnine enemies, 
until ye take away the accursed thing 
from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye shall 
be brought according to your tribes: 
and it shall be, that the tribe which the 
Lord taketh shall come according to 
the families thereof; and tee family 
which the Lord shall'tekis shall 
come by housholds; and the hous- 
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hold which the Lons shall take shall 
come man by man. 

15 And it shall be, that he that is 
taken with the accursed thing shall be 
burnt with fire, he and all that he hath; 
because he hath transgressed th^e co¬ 
venant of the Lord, and because he 
hath wrought folly in Israel. 

16 f So Joshua rose up early in the 
morning, and brought Israel by their 
tribes; and the tribe of Judah was 
taken; 

17 And he brought the family of 
Judah; and he took the family of the 
Zarhites : and he brought the family 
of the Zarhites man by man; and 
Zabdi was taken: 

18 And he brought hishousliold man 
by man; and Achan, the son of Carmi, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Zerah, of 
the tribe of Judah, was taken. 

19 And Joshua said unto Achan, 
My son, give, I pray thee, glory to the 
Loan God of Israel, and make con¬ 
fession unto him; and tell me now 
what thou hast done; hide it not 
from me. , 

20 And Achan answered Joshua, 
and said, Indeed I have sinned against 
the Lord God of Israel, and thus and 
thus have I done: 

21 When I saw among the spoils a 
goodly Babylonish garment, and two 
hundred shekels of silver, and a wedge 
of gold of fifty shekels weight, then 1 
coveted them, and took them; and, 
behold, they are hid in the earth in 
the midst of my tent, and the silver 
under it. 

.22 IT So Joshua sent messengers,; 
and they ran unto the tent; and, be¬

Now it came to pass, when Adoui- 
zedec king' of Jerusalem had heard 
how Joshua had taken Ai, and had ut¬ 
terly destroyed it; as he had done to 
Jericho and her king, so he had done 
to Ai and her king; and how the in¬ 
habitants of Gibeon had made peace 
w ith Israel, and were among them; 

2 That they feared greatly, because 
Gibeon was a great city; as one of the 
royal cities, and because it was greater 
than Ai, and all the men thereof were 
mighty. 

3 Ayh erefore Adoni-zedec king of 
JtmStthm sent unto Hoham king of 
HeBvon, and unto Piram king of Jar- 
muth, and unto J aphis king of Lacfafah, 
Anti unto Debir king of Eglon, saying,

29 Then Joshua passed from Mak¬ 
kedah, and all Israel with him, unto 
Ijibnah, and fought against Libnah : 

30 And the Loud delivered it also, 
and the king thereof, into the hand of 
Israel; and he smote it with the edge 
of the sword, and all the souls that 

. were thereinhe let none remain in 
it; but did unto the king thereof as he 
•did. unto the king of Jericho. 

31 if And Joshua passed from Lib¬ 
nah, and all Israel with him, unto 
Lachish, and encamped against it, 
and fought against it: 

32 And the Lord delivered La- 
chisii into the hand of Israel, which 
took it on the second day, and smote 
it with the edge of the sword, and all 
the souls that were therein, according 
to all that he had done to Libnah. 

33 Then Horam king of Gezer 
came up to help Lachish; and Joshua 
smote him and his people, until he 
had left him none remaining. 

34 And from Lachish Joshua pass¬ 
ed unto Eglon, and all Israel with 
him; and they encamped against it, 
and fought against it: 

35 And they took it on that day, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword, 
and all the souls that were therein he 
utterly destroyed that day, according 
to all that he had done to Lachish. 

36 And Joshua went up from Eg- 
ion, and all Israel with him, unto He¬ 
bron ; and they fonght against it: 

37 And they took it, and smote it 

with the edge of the sword, and the 
king thereof^ and all the cities thereof, 
and all the souls that were therein; he 
left none remaining, according to all 
that he had dene' to Eglon; but des¬ 
troyed it utterly, and all the souls that 
were therein. - , 

38 *[f And Joshua returned, and all 
Israel with him, to Debar; and fought 
against it: 

39 And he took it, and the king 
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thereof, and alt the cities thereof; and 
they smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and utterly destroyed all the 
souls that were therein; he left none 
remaining: as he had done to Heb¬ 
ron, so he did to Debir, and to the 
king thereof; as he had done also to 
Libnah, and to her king. 

40 So Joshua smote all the coun¬ 
try of the hills, and of the south, and 
of the vale, and of the springs, and 
all their kings: he left none re¬ 
maining, but utterly destroyed all that 
breathed, as the Lord God of Israel 
commanded. 

41 And Joshua smote them from 
Kadesh-barnea even unto Gaza, and 
all the country of Goshen, even untp 
Gibeon. 

42 And all these kings and their land 
did Joshua take at one time, because 
the Lord God of Israel fought for 
Israel. 

43 And Joshua returned, and all Is¬ 
rael with him, unto the camp to Gilgal. 

CHAP. XI. 

1 Diners kings overcome at the waters of Merom. 

10 Hazor is taken and burnt. 16 All the coun¬ 
try taken by Joshua. SI Tfte Anakims cut off. 

And it came to pass, when Jabin 
king of Hazor had heard those things, 
that he sent to Jobab the king of 
Mgdon, and to the king of Shimron, 
add to the king of Achshaph, 

2 And to the kings that were on the 
north of the mountains, and of the 
plains south of Chinneroth, and in the 
valley, and in the* borders of Dor on 
the west, ' 

3 And to the .Canaanite on the east 
and on the west, and to the Amorite, 
and to the Hittite, and the Perizzite,f 
and the Jebusite in the mountains, 
and to the Hivite under t Hermon in 
the land of Mizpeh. 

4 And they weiit out, they and all 
their hosts with them, much people, 
even as the sand that is upon the’ sea 
shore in multitude, with horses and 
chariots very many. 

5 And when all these kings, were 
njet together, they came and pitched 
together at the waters of Merom, to 
fight against Israel. 
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Q % Apd the Lord said unto Jo¬ 
shua, Be not afraid because of them: 
fpr to morrow about this time will I ■ 
deliver them up all slain before Is¬ 
rael : thou shaft hough their;horses, 
and bum their chariots with fire. 

7 So Joshua came, and all the peo¬ 
ple of war with him, against them by 
the waters of Meyam suddenly; and 
they fell upon them. 

8 And the Lord delivered them in¬ 
to the hand of Israel, who smote them, 
and chased them unto great Zidon, and 
unto. Misrephoth-maim, and unto the 
valley of Mizpeh eastward; and they 
smote them, until they, left them none 
remaining. 

9 And Joshua did .unto them as the 
Loro bade him: he houghed their hor¬ 
ses, and burnt their chariots with fire. 

10 And Joshua at that time turn¬ 
ed back, and took Hazor, aud smote 
the king thereof with the sword : for 
Hazor beforetime was the head of all 
those kingdoms. 

11 And they’ smote all the souls 
that »were therein with the edge of the 
sword, utterly destroying them : there 
was hot any left to breathe : and he 
burnt Hazor with fire. 

12 And all the cities of those kings, 
and all the kings of them, did Joshua 
take, and smote them with the edge of 
the sword, and lie utterly destroyed 
them, as Moses the servaut of the 
Loro, commanded. 

IS But as for the cities that stood 
still in their strength, Israel burned 
none of them, save Hazor only; that 
did Joshua burn. 

14 And all the spoil of thefe cities, 
and the cattle, the children of Israel 
to*>k for a prey unto themselves : but 
every mjtn they smote with the edge 
of the sword, until they, had destroyed 
them, neither left they any to breathe. 

15 As the Lord commanded Mo¬ 
ses his servant, so did* Moses com¬ 
mand Joshua, and so did Joshua; he 
left nothing undone -of all that the 
Lord commanded. Moses. 

16 So Joshua took all that land, the 
hills, and all the south country, and 
all the land of Goshen, and the vallpy,

and the plain, aqd the mountain of 
Israel, aud.fiie valley of the same; 
s v;17 Even from the mount Halak, that 
IfOeth^up to Seir, even unto B&al-gad 
in file valley of Lebanon under mount 
Heriuon: and all their kings he took, 
and Smote them, And slew them. 

If) Joshua made war a long time 
with all those kings. 

19 There was not a city that made 
peace with the .children of Israel, save 
the Hivites the inhabitants of Gibeon: 
all other they took in battle, 

20 For it was of the .Lord to har¬ 
den their hearts, (hat they should come 
against Israel in battle, that he might 
destroy them utterly, and that they 
might have no favour, but that he 
might destroy them, as the Lord com* * 
manded Moses. * 

21 And at that time came Joshup, 
and cut off file Anakims from the 
mountains, from Hebron, from De- 
bir, from Anab, and from all the 
mountains of J udah, and from all the 
mountains of Israel: Joshua destroy¬ 
ed them utterly with their cities. 

• 22 There was none of the Anakims 
left in the land of. the children of Is¬ 
rael : only in Gaza, in Gath, and in 
Ashdod, there remained. 

23 So Joshua took the whole laiid 
according to all that the Lord said 
unto Moses ; and Joshua gave it Tor 
an inheritance unto Israel according 
to their divisions by their tribes. And 
the lan<| rested from war. 

. CHAP. XII. 

1 The two kings whose countries Meets took and 
disposed of. 7 The one and thirty kings on the 
other side Jordan which Joshua smote. 

Now these are. the kings of the land, 
which the children of Israel smote,’ 
and possessed their land on the other 
side J prdan toward the rising of the 
sun, froqi the river Arnon unto mount 
Hermon, and all the plain on the east: 

2 Sihon king of the Amoriterf, .who 
dwelt in Heshbon, and tuled from 
Aioer, which is upon the bank, of the 
river Arnon, and from fine .middle of 
the river, and from half Gilead, even 
unto the river Jabbok, which is the 
border of the children of Ammon;

from the south, under Ashdotli-pisgah: 

4 And the coast of Og king of Ba- 
shan, which was of the remnant of the 
giants, that dwelt at Ashtaroth and 
at Bdrei, 

5 And* reigned in mount Hermon, 
aricHin Saltan, and in all Bashan, unto 
the border of the Geshurites, and the 
Maachathites, and half Gilead, the 
border of Sihon king of Heshbori. 

6; Them did Moses the servant of 
the Loro and the children of Israel 
smite : and Moses the servant of the 
Lord gave it for a possession unto 
the Reubenites, and the Gadites, and 
the half tribe of Manasseh. 

7 And these are the kings of the 
country which Joshua and the child¬ 
ren of Israel smote on this.side Jordan 
on the west, from Baai-gad in the val¬ 
ley of Lebanon even unto the mount 
Halak, that goeth up to Seir ; which 
Joshua gave unto the tribes of Israel 
for a possession according to their 
divisions; 

8 In die mountains, and iu the val¬ 
leys, and in the plains, and in the 
springs, and in the-wilderness, and in 
the south country; the Hittites, the 
Amorites, and the Canaanites, the 
Perizzites, the Hivites, and the Je- 
busites:

10 The king of Jerusalem, one; the 
king of Hebron, one;

CHAP. XIII.

Now Joshua was old and stricken in 
years; and the Loud said unto him, 
Thou art old and stricken ifi years, 
and there remained .yet very much 
land to be possessed. 

.2 This is the land that yet remaineth: 
all the borders of the Philistines, and 
all Geshuri, 

3 From Sihor,which is before Egypt, 
even unto the borders of Ekron north¬ 
ward, which is counted to the Canaan-. 
it© : live lords of the Philistines ; the 
Gazalhites, and the Ashdotliites, the 
Eshkalonites, the Gittites, and die 
Ekronites ; also the Avites : 

4 From the south, all, the land, of 

the Canaanites, and Mearah that is be¬ 
side the Sidonians, unto Aphek, to the 
bordersjof the Amorites : " r 

5 Ana the land of the Giblites, and 
all Lebanon, toward the sunrising, 
from Baal-gad under mount Hermon 
unto the entering into Hamath. 

6 All the inhabitants of the hill coun¬ 
try from Lebanon unto Misrephoth* 
maim; and all-the Sidonians, them will 
I drive out fr6m before the children 
of Israel: only divide thou it by lot 
unto the Israelites for an inheritance/ 
as I have cofcnmanded thee. 

7 Now therefore divide 1 this land 
for an inheritance unto -the nine

8 With whom the Reubenites and 
the Gadites have received their inhe¬ 
ritance, which Moses gave them, be¬ 
yond Jordan eastward, even as Moses 
the servant of the Loro gave them ; 

9 From Aroer, that is upon the bank 
of the river Arnon, and the city thai 
is in the midst of the river, and al 
the plain of Medeba unto Dibon ; 

10 And all the cities of Sihon king 
of the Amorites, which reigned in 

. Heshbon, unto the border of the child¬ 
ren of Ammon; 

11 And Gilead, and the border of 
the Geshurites and Maachathites, and 
all mount Hermon, and all Bashan 
unto Sal call; 

12 Ail the kingdom of Og in Ba¬ 
shan, which reigned in Ashtaroth and 
in Edrei/who remained of the rem¬ 
nant of tile giants : for these did Mo¬ 
ses smite, and cast them out. 

13 Nevertheless the children of Is¬ 
rael expelled not the Geshurites, nor 
the Maachathites: but the Geshurites 
and the Maachathites dwell among 
the Israelites until this day. 

14 Only unto the tribe of Levi he 
gave none inheritance; the sacrifices 
of the Lord God of Israel made by 
fire' are their inheritance, as he said 
unto them, 

13 If And Moses gave unto the tribe 
of the children of Reuben inheritance 
according to their families. 

16 And their coast was from Aroer, 
that is on the bank of the river Arnon, 
and the city that is in the midst of the 
river, and all the plain by Medeba; 

17 Heshbon, and all her cities that 
are in the plain; Dibon, and Bamolh- 
baal, and Beth-baal-nieon, 

18 And Jahnza, and Kedemolh, and 
Mephaatli, 

19 And Kirjathaim, and Sibmah, 
and Zareth-shahar in the mount of 
the valley, 

. 20 And Beth-peor, and Ashdoth- 
pisgali, and Beth-jcshimolh, 

21 And all the cities of the plain, and 
all the kingdom of Sihon king of the 
Amorites, which reigned in Heshbon, 
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whom Moses smote with the princes 
of.Midian, Evi, and Rekcm, and Zur, 
and Hur, and Reba, which were dukes 
of Sihon, dwelling in the country. 

. 22 Balaam also the son of Beof, 
the soothsayer, did the childrenof 
Israel slay with the sword among them 
that were slain by them. 

23 And the border of the children 

of Reuben was Jordan, ^and the bor¬ 
der thereof. This was the inheritance 
of the children 'of Reuben after their 
families, the cities and the villages 
thereof. * 

24 And Moses gave inheritance unto 
the tribe of Gad, even unto the child¬ 
ren of Gad according to their families. 

23 And their coast was Jazer, and. 
all the cities of Gilead, and half the 
land of the children of Amifion, unto 
Aroer that is before Rabbali; 

26 And from Ileshbou unto Ramalh- 
ntizpeh, and JBetonim; and from Ma- 
lianaim unto the border of Debir; 

27 And in the valley, Beth-aram, 
and Beth-nimrah, and Succoth, and 
Zaplion, the rest of the kingdom of 
Sihon king of Heshbon, Jordan and 
his border, even unto the edge of the 
sea of Chinnereth bn the other side 
Jordan eastward. 

28 This is the inheritance of the 
children of Gad after their families, 
the cities, and their villages. 

29 f And Moses gave inheritance 
unto the half tribe o? Manasseh : and 
this was the possession of the half tribe 
of the children of Manasseh by their 
families. 

30 And their coast yvas from Maha- 
naim, all Bashan, all the kingdom of 
Og king of Xfashan, and all the towns 
of Jair, which are in Bashan, three¬ 
score cities: 

31 And half Gilead, and Ashtaroth, 
and Edrei, cities of the kingdom of 
Og in Bashan, were pertaining unto 
the children of Machir the son of Ma- 
nassch, even to the one half of the 
children of Machir by their families. 

32 These are the countries which 
Moses did distribute for inheritance 
n the plains of Moab, on the other 
tide Jordan, by Jericho, eastward.'

And the lot of the children of Jo¬ 
seph fell from Jordan by Jericho, unto 
the water of Jericho on the east, to 
the wilderness that goeth up from 
Jericho throughout mount Beth-el, 

2 And goeth out from Beth-el to 
Luz, and passeth along unto the bor¬ 
ders of Archi to Ataroth, 

3 And goeth down westward to the 
coast of Japhleti, unto the coast of 
Befh-horon the nether, and to Gezer : 
and the goings outthereofareatthesea. 

4 So uie children of Joseph, Manas- 
seh and Ephraim, took their inherit¬ 
ance. 

5f And the border of the children of 
Ephraim according to their families 
was thus: even the border of their inhe¬ 
ritance on the east side was Ataroth- 
addar, unto Beth-horon the upper: 

6 And the border went out toward 
he sea to Michmethah on the north 
side; and the border went about east¬ 
ward unto Taanath-shiloh, and passed 
by it on the east to Janohah;

There was also a lot for the tribe 
of Manasseh; for he was the firstborn 
of Joseph; to wit, for Machir the first¬ 
born of Manasseh, the father of Gi¬ 
lead ; because he was a man of war, 
therefore he had Gilead and Bashan. 

2 There was also a lot for the rest 
of the children of Manasseh by their 
families; for the children of Abiezer, 
and for the children of Helck, and for 
the children of Asriel, and for the child¬ 
ren of Shechem, and for the children 
of Hepher, and for the children of 
Shemida : these were the mal«i child¬ 
ren of Manasseh the son of Joseph by 
their families. 

3 *f[ But Zelophehad, the son of He¬ 
pher, the son of Gilead, the son of Ma¬ 
chir, the eon of Manasseh, had no sons, 
but daughters: and these are the names 
of his daughters, Mahlah, and Noah, 
HogJah, Milcah, and Tirzah. 

4 And they came near before Elea- 
zar the priest, and before Joshua the 
son of Nun, and before the princes, 
saying, The Lord commanded Mo¬ 
ses to give us an inheritance among 
our brethren.* Therefore.according 
to the commandment of the Lord he 
gave them an inheritance among the 
brethren of their father. * 

. 5 And there fell ten portions to Ma¬ 
nasseh, beside the land of Gilead and 
Bashan, which were on the other side 
Jordan; 

6 Because the daughters of Manas¬ 
seh had an inheritance among his sons: 
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and thd rest of Manasseh’s sons had 
the land of Gilead. 

7 IT And the coast of Manasseh Was. 

from Asher to Michmethah, that lieth 
before Shechem; and the border went 
along' on the right hand unto the inha¬ 
bitants of En-tappuah. • 

8 Now Manasseh had the land of 
Tappuah: but Tappuah on the bor¬ 
der of Manasseh belonged to the child¬ 
ren of Ephraim; 

D And the coast descended unto the 
river Kanah, southward of the river 
these cities of Ephraim are among the 
cities of Manasseh : the coast of Ma¬ 
nasseh also tens on the north sidenof 
the river, and the outgoings of it were 
at the sea i 

10 Southward it was Ephraim’s, and 
northward it was Manasseh’3, and the 
sea is his border; and they met toge¬ 
ther in Asher on the north, and in 1s- 
sachar on the east. 

11 And Manasseh had in Issachar 
and in Asher Beth-shean .«nd her 
towns, and Ibleam ami her towfcis, and. 
the inhabitants of Dor and her towns, 
and the inhabitants of En-dor and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of Taanach 
and her towns, and the inhabitants of 
Megiddo and her towns, even three 
countries. 

12 Yet the children of Manasseh 
could not drive out the inhabitants of 
those cities; but the Canaanites would 
dwell in that land. 

«IS Yet it came to pass, when the 
children of Israel were waxen strong, 
that they put the Canaanites to tribute; 
but did not utterly drive them out. 

14 And the children of Joseph spake" 
unto Joshua, saying, Why hast thou 
given me but one lot and one portion 
to inherit, seeing I am a great peo¬ 
ple, forasmuch as the Lord .hath 
blessed me hitherto ? 

15 And Joshua answered them, If 
thou be a great people, then •get thee 
up to the wood country, and cut down 
for thyself there in the land of the 
Perizzites and of the giants, if mount 
Ephraim be too narrow for thee.

Thou art a great 
people,’ and hast great power: thou 
shalt not have one lot only: 

18 But the mountain shall be thine; 
for it is a wood, and thou shalt cut it 
down: and. the outgoings of it shall be 
thine: for thou shaft drive out the. 
Canaanites, though they have iron 
chariots, and though they be strong.

$ Aha Joshua said unto the child¬ 
ren of Israel, How long are ye slack 
to go to possess the land, which the 
Lord God of your fathers hath given 
you ? 

4 Give out from among you three 
men for each tribe: and I will send 
them, and they shall rise, and go 
through the land, and describe it ac-' 
.cording to the inheritance of them; 
and they shall come again to me. 

5 And they shall divide it into seven 
parts: Judah shall abide in their coast 
on the South, and the house of Joseph 
shall abide iu their coasts on the honh. 

6 Ye shall therefore describe the 
land into seven parts, and bring the 
description' hither to me, that 1 may 
cast lot* for you here before the Lord 
our God. 

7 But the Levites have no part 
among you; for the priesthood of the 
Lord is their inheritance : and Gad, 
and Reuben, and hanP the tribe of 


anee beyond Jordan on thecas t, which 
Moses the servant of the Lord gave 
them. 

8 And the men arose, and went 
away : and Joshua charged them that 
went to describe the land, saying, Go 
and walk through the land, and de¬ 
scribe it, and come again to me, that 

I may here cast lots for you before 
the Lord in Shiloh. 

9 And the men went and passed 
thiough the land, and described it by 
cities into seven parts in a book, and 
came again to JoshUa to the host at 
Shiloh. 

lOf And Joshua cast lots for them iu 
Shiloh before the Lord: and there Jo¬ 
shua divided the land unto the children 
of Israel according to their divisions. 

II iJ And the lot of the tribe of the 
children of Benjamin came up accord¬ 
ing to their families : and the coast Of 
their lot came forth between the child¬ 
ren of J udah and the children of J oseph. 

1-2 And their border on the north 
side was from Jordan; and the border 
W'ent up to the side of Jericho bn the 
north side, and went up through the 
mountains westward; and the goings 
Out thereof were at the wilderness of 
Beth-aVen. 

IS And the border went over from 
thencp toward Luz, to the side oFLuz, 
which is Beth-el, southward; and the 
border descended to Ataroth-adar, 
near the hiU that lieth on the south 
side of the nether Beth-horon. 

14 And the border was drawn thence t 
and compassed the comer of the sea 
southward, from the hill that lieth be¬ 
fore Beth-horon southward; and' the 
goings out thereof were at Kiijath- 
baal, which is Kirjath-jearim, a city 
of the children of Judah : this was the 
west quarter. 

15 And the south quarter was from* 
the end of t Kirjath-jearim, and the 
border went out on the west, and went 
out to the w ell of waters of N ephtoah:

8 And ail the villages that were 
round about these cities to Baalath- 
beer, Ramath of the south. This is the 
inheritance of the tribe of the children 
of Simeon according to their families. 

9 Out of the portion <5f the children 
of Judah was the inheritance of 5 the 
children of Simeon : for the part of 
the children bf Judah was too much 
for them: therefore the children of 
Simeon had their inheritance within 
the inheritance of them. 

10 % And the third lot catofeCjup for 
the children of Zehulun according to 
their families: and the border of their 
inheritance was unto Sarid: 

11 And their border went up toward 
the sea, and Maralah, and reached to 
Dabbasheth, and reached to the river 
that is before Jokneam; 

12 And turned from Sarid eastward 
toward the sunrising unto the border 
of Chisloth-tabor, and then goeth out 
to JDaberath, and goeth up to Japhia, 

13 And from thence passeth on along 
OB the east to Gittah-hepher, to Ittah- 
kazin, and goeth out to Remmon- 
methoar to Neah; 

14 And the border compasseth it 
on the north side to Hannathon: and 
the outgoings thereof are in the valley 
of Jiphthah-el: 

15 And Kattath, and Nahallal, and 
Shimron, and Idalah, and Beth-lehem:

22 And the coast, reacheth to Ta¬ 
bor, and Shahazimah, and Beth-she- 
mesh; and the outgoings of their bor¬ 
der were at Jordan: sixteen cities 
*ith their villages. 

23 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of lssachar ac¬ 
cording to their families, the cities 
and their villages. 

24. IT And the fifth lot came out for 
thur-taribe of the children of Asher ac¬ 
cording to their families. 

25 And their border was Helkath, 
and Hali, and Beteu, and Achshaph, 

26 And Alammeiech,and Amad, and 
Misheal; and reacheth to Carmel west¬ 
ward, and to Shihor-libnath; 

27 And turneth toward the sunrising 
to Beth-dagon, and reacheth to Zebu- 
lun, and to the valley of Jiphthah-el 
toward the north side of Beth-emek, 
and Neiel, and goeth out to Cabul on 
the left hand, 

28 And Hebron, and Rehob, and 
Hammou, and Kanah, even unto great 
Zidon; 

29 And then the coast turneth to 
Ramah, and to the strong city Tyre; 
and the coast turneth to Hosah; and 
the outgoings thereof are at the sea 
from the coast to Achzib: 

30 Uramah also, and Aphek, and 
Rehob: twenty and two cities with 
their villages. 

31 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Asher accord¬ 
ing to their families, these cities with 
their villages. 

. 32 The sixth lot came out to the 
children of Naphtali, even for the 
children of Naphtali according to 
their families. 

33 And their coast was,from He- 
leph, from Allon to Zaanannim, and 
Adami, Nekeb, and Jabneel, unto 
Lakum; and the outgoings thereof 
were at Jordan: 
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34 And then the coast turneth west¬ 
ward to Aznoth-tabor, ,and goeth out 
from thence to Hukkok, and reacheth 
to Zebulun on the south side,, and 
reacheth to Asher on the west side, 
and to Judah upon Jordan toward the 
sunrising. 

35 And the fenced cities are Zid- 
dim, Zer, and Hammath, Rakkath, 
and Chinnereth, 

36 And Adamah, and Ramah, and 
Hazor, 

37 And Kedesh, and Edrei, and 
En-hazor, 

38 And Iron, and Migdal-el,Horem, 
and Beth-anath, and Bcth-shemesh;

39 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe of the children of Naphtali ac¬ 
cording to their families, the cities and 
their villages. 

40 And the seventh lot came out 
for the tribe of the children of Dan 
according to their families. 

41 And the coast of their inherit¬ 

ance was Zorah, and Eshtaol, and 
I r-shemesh, , 

42 And Shaalabbin,and Ajalon, and 
Jethlah, 

43 And Elon, and Thimnathah, and 
Ekron, 

44 And Eltekeh, and Gibbethon, 
and Baalath, 

45 And Jehud, and Bene-berak, and 

Gath-rimmon, • 

46 And Me-jarkon, and l^akkon, 
with the border before Japho. 

47 And the coast of the children of 
Dan went out too tittle for them, 
therefore the children of Dan went 
up to fight against Leshem, and took 
it, and smote it with the edge of the 
sword, &nd possessed it, and dwelt 
therein, and called Leshem, Dan, 
after the name of Dan their father. 

48 This is the inheritance of the 
tribe Of the children of Dan accord¬ 
ing to their families, these cities with 
their villages. 

49 U When they had made an end 
of dividing the land for inheritance by 
their coasts, the children of Israel 
gave an inheritance to Joshua the son 
of Nun among them :

50 According to the word of the 
Lord they gave him the city which be 
asked, even Timnath-serah in mount 
Ephraim: and he built the city, and 
dwelt therein. 

51 These are the inheritances, which 
Eleazar the priest, and Joshua the son 
of N qn, and the heads of the fathers 
of the tribes of the children of Israel, 
divided for an inheritance by lot in 
Shiloh before the Lord, at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion. So they made an end of divi¬ 
ding the country. 

CHAP. XX. 

1 God commandeth, 7 and the children of Israel 
appoint the six cities of refuge. 

The Lord also spake unto Joshua, 
saying, 

2 Speak to the children of Israel, 
saying, Appoint out for you cities of 
refuge, whereof 1 spake unto you by 
the hand of Moses: 

3 That the slayer that killeth am/ 
person unawares and unwittingly may 
flee thither: and they shall be your 
refuge from the avenger of blood. 

4 And when he that doth flee unto 
one of those cities shall stand at the 
entering of the gate of the city, and 
shall declare his cause in the ears of 
the elders of that city, they shall take 
him into the city unto them, and give 
him a place, that he may dwell among 
them. 

5 And if the avenger of blood pur¬ 
sue after him, then they shall pot deli¬ 
ver the slayer up into his hand; be¬ 
cause lie smote his neighbour unwit¬ 
tingly, and hated him not beforetime. 

6 And he shall dwell in that city, 

until he stand before the congregation 
for judgment, and until the death of 
the high priest that shall be in those 
days : then Shall the slayer return, and 
come unto his own city, and unto 
his own house, unto the city from 
whence he fled. • 

7 H And they appointed Kedesh in 
Galilee in mount Naphtali, and She- 
chem in mouut Ephraim, and Kiijath- 
arba, which & Hebron, in the moun¬ 
tain of Judah. 

■ 8 And on the other side Jordan by j 
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Jericho eastward, they assigned Be- 
zer in the wilderness upon the plain 
out of the tribe of Reuben, and Ra- 
moth in Gilead out of the tribe of 
Gad) and Golan in Bashan out of the 
tribe of Manasseh. 

9 These were the cities appointed 
for all the children of Israel, and for 
the stranger that sojourneth among 
them, that whosoever killeth any per¬ 
son at unawares might flee thither 
and not die by the hand of the aven¬ 
ger of blood, until he stood before 
the congregation. 

CHAP. xxr. 

1 Eight and forty cities given by lot, out of the 
other tribes, unto the Levites. 43 God gave 
the land, and rest unto the Israelites, acemding 
to his promise. 

Then came near the heads of the 
fathers of the Levites unto Eleazar 
the priest, and unto Joshua the son of 
Nun, and unto the heads of the fathers 
of the tribes of the children of Israel; 

2 And they spake unto them at Shi¬ 
loh in the land of Canaan, saying, The 
Lord commanded by the hand of 
Moses to give us cities to d well in, with 
the suburbs thereof for our cattle. 

3 And the children of Israel gave 
unto the Levites out of their inherit¬ 
ance, at the commandment of the 
Lord, these cities and their suburbs. 

4 And the lot came out for the fa¬ 
milies of the Kohathites: and the chil¬ 
dren of Aaron the priest, which were 
of the Levites, had by lot out of the 
tribe of Judah, and out of the tribe of 
Simeon, and out of the tribe of Ben¬ 
jamin, thirteen cities. 

5 And the rest of the children of 
Kohath had by lot out of the families 
of the tribe of Ephraim, and out of 
the tribe of Dan, and out of the half 
tribe of Manasseh, ten cities. 

6 And the children of Gershon had 
by lot out of the families of the tribe 
of Issachar, and out of the tribe of 
Asher, and out of the tribe of Naph¬ 
tali, and out of the half tribe of Ma¬ 
nasseh in Bashan, thirteen cities. 

, 7 The children of Mcrari by their 
families had out of the tribe of Reu¬ 
ben, and out of the tribe of Gad, and

8 And the children of Israel gave by 
lot unto the Levites these cities with 
their suburbs, as the Lord command¬ 
ed by the hand of Moses. 

9 And they gave out of the tribe 
of the children of Judah, and out of 
the tribe of the children of Simeon, 
these cities which are here mentioned 
by name, 

1© Which the children of Aaron, 
hdng of the families of the Kohathites, 
who were of the children -of Levi, had: 
for their’s was the first lot. 

11 And they gave them the city of 
Arba the father of Auak, which city 
is Hebron, in the hill country of Ju¬ 
dah, with the suburbs thereof round 
about it. 

12 But the fields of the city, and 
the villages thereof, gave they to 
Caleb the son of Jephunneh for his 
possession. 

.13 Thus they gave to the children 
of Aaron the priest Hebron with her 
suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the 
slayer; and Libnah with her suburbs, 
14 And Jattir with her suburbs, and 
Eshtemoa with her suburbs, 

1$ And Holon with her suburbs, 
and Debir with her suburbs, 

16 And Ain with her suburbs} and 
Juttah with her suburbs, and Beth- 
shemesh with her suburbs; nine cities 
out of those two tribes. , 

17 And out of the tribe of Benja¬ 
min, Gibeon with her suburbs, Geba 
with her suburbs, 

18 Anathoth with her suburbs, and 
Almon with her suburbs; four cities. 

19 All the cities of the children of 
Aaron, the priests, were thirteen cities 
with their suburbs. - , 

20 And the families of the chil¬ 
dren of Kohath, the Levites which re¬ 
mained of, die children of Kohath, 
even th* v Had the cities of their lot 
out of the tribe of Ephraim. 

21 For they gave them Shechem 
with her suburbs in mount Ephraim, 
to be a city of refuge for the slayer i 
and Gezer with her suburbs, > ;Vfi 

22 And Kibzaim with her suburbs, 

270 


four cities. 

23 And out of the tribe of Dan, El- 
tekeh with her suburbs, Gibbethon 
with her suburbs, 

24 Aijaton with her suburbs, Gath- 
rimmon with her suburbs; four cities. 

25 And out of the half tribe of Ma- 
nasseh, Tanach with her suburbs, and 
Gath-rimmon wjth her suburbs; two 
cities. 

26 All the cities were ten with their 
suburbs for the families of the chil¬ 
dren of Kohath that remained. 

27 And unto the children of Ger- 
shon, of the families of the Levites, 
out of the other half tribe of Manasseh 
they gave Golan in Bashan with her 
suburbs, to be a city of refuge for the 
slayer; and Beeshterah with her su¬ 
burbs ; two cities. 

28 And out of the tribe of Issacliar, 
Kislion with her suburbs, Dabareh 
with her suburbs, 

29 Jarmuth with her suburbs, En- 
gannim with her suburbs; four cities. 

SO And out of the tribe of Aslier, 
Mishal with her suburbs, Abdon with 
her suburbs, 

31 Helkath with her suburbs, and 
Rehob with her suburbs; four cities. 

32 And out of the tribe-of Naphta¬ 
li, Kedesh in Galilee with her su¬ 
burbs, to be a city of refuge for die 
slayer; and Hammofh-dor with her 
suburb*, and Kartan with her su¬ 
burbs; three cities. 

- 33 All the cities of the Gershonites 
according to their families were thir¬ 
teen cities with their suburbs. 

34 And tinto the families of the 
children of Merari, the rest of the 
Levites, out of the tribe of Zebulun, 
Jokneam with her suburbs, and Kar- 
tah with her suburbs, 

35 Dimnah with her suburbs, Naba- 
lal with her suburbs; four cities. 

36 And outbf the tribe of Reuben, 
Beser with her suburbs* and Jahazah 
with her suburbs, 

37 Kedemoth , with her suburbs, 

and Mephaath with her suburbs; four

38 And out of the tribe of Gad, Ra»

41 All the cities of the Levites with¬ 
in the possession of the children of 
Israel were forty and eight cities with 
their suburbs. 

4£ These cities were every one with 
their suburbs round about them: thus 
were all these cities. 

43 And the Lord gave unto Is- 
raelall the land which hesware to give 
unto their fathers; and they possessed 
it, and dw'elt therein. 

44 And the Loun gave them rest 
round about, according to all that he 
sware unto their fathers: and there 
stood not a man of all their enemies 
before them; the Lord delivered all 
their enemies into their hand. 

45 There failed not ought of any 

good thing which the Lord had spo¬ 
ken unto the house of Israel; all 
came to pass. , 

CHAP. XXII. 

1 The two tripes and half with a blstring art sent 

home. 10 They build the altar of testimony in 

their journey. 11 The Israelites are offended 

thereof. SI They give them good satisfaction. 

Then Joshua called the Reubetiites, 
and the Gadites, and the half trihe of 
Manasseh, 

2 And said onto them, Ye have 
kept all that Moses the servant of 
the Lord commanded you, and have 
obeyed my voice in all that 1 com¬ 
manded you* 

3 Ye have not left your brethren 
these many days unto this day, but 
have kept the charge of the commahd- 
ment of the Lord your God. 

4 And now the Lord your God 
hath given rest unto your brethren, as 
he promised them: therefore now re¬ 
turn ye, and get you unto your tents, 
and unto the laud of your possession, 
which Moses the Bemnt of die Lord 
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XXII. tent kerne with a blotting. 

gave you on the other side Jordan^ 

5 But take diligent heed to do the 
commandment and the law, which 
Moses *he servant of the Lord char¬ 
ged you, to love die Lord your God, 
and to walk in all his ways, and to 
keep his commandments, and to cleave 
unto him,- and to serve him with all 
•your heart and with all your soul. 

6 So Joshua blessed them, and sent 
them away : and they went unto their 
tents. 

7 IT Now to. the one half of the tribe 
of Manasseh Moses had given pot- 
session in Bashan: but unto the other 
half thereof gave Joshua among their 
brethren on this side Jordan westward. 
And when Joshua sent them away also 
unto their tents, then he blessed them, 

8 And he spake unto them, saying. 
Return with much riches unto your 
tents, and widi very much cattle, with 
silver, and with gold, and with brass, 
and with iron, aud with very much 
raiment: divide the spoil of your ene¬ 
mies with your brethren. 

9 H And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad and the half tribe 
of Manasseh returned, and departed 
from the children of Israel out of Shi¬ 
loh, which is in the land of Canaan; to 
go unto the country of Gilead, to the 
land of their possession, w hereof they 
were possessed, according to the word 
of the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

10 f And when they came unto the 
borders of Jordan, that are in the land 
of Canaan, the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad aud the half tribe 
of Manasseh built there an altar by 
Jordan, a great altar to see to. 

11 iF And the children of Israel 
heard say, Behold, the children of 
Reuben and the children of Gad and 
the half tribe of Manasseh have built 
an altar over against the land of Ca¬ 
naan, in the borders of Jordan, at the 
passage of the children of Israel. 

12 And when the children of Israel 
eard of it, the whole congregation of 

the children of Israel gathered them- 
sehres together at ShUoh, to go up 
to war against them. ' , • ■ 

13 And the children of Israel sent 
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unto the children of Reuben, and to 
the children of Gad, and to the half 
tribe of Manasseb, into, the land of 
Gilead, Phinehas die* son- of Eleaznr 
the priest, 

, 14 And with him ten princes, of 

each chief house a prince through-; 
out all the tribes of Israel; and each 
one was an head of the house of 
their fathers among the thousands of 
Israel. 

15 *ff And they came unto the child¬ 
ren of Reuben, and to the children of 
Gad, and to the half tribe of Manas- 
aeh, unto the land of Gilead, and they 
spake with them, saying, 

16 Thus saith the whole congrega¬ 
tion of the Loud, What trespass is 
this that ye have committed against the 
God of Israel, to turn away this day 
from following the Lord, in that ye 
have budded you an altar, that ye might 
rebel this day against the Lord ? 

17 I* the iniquity of Peor too little 
for us, from which we are not cleansed 
until this day, although there was a 

ue in the congregation of the 

ORD, 

18 But that ye must turn away this 
day from following the Lord? and it 
yvill be, seeing ye rebel to day against 
the Lord, that to morrow he will be 
wroth with the whole congregation of 
Israel. 

19 Notwithstanding, if the land of 
your possession he unclean, then pass 
ye over unto the land of the posses¬ 
sion of the Lord, wherein the Lord’s 
tabernacle dwellcth, and take posses¬ 
sion among us : but rebel not against 
the Lord, nor rebel against us, in 
building you an altar beside the altar 
of the Lord our God. 

20 Did not Achan the son of Zerah 
commit a trespass in the accursed 
tiling, and wrath fell on all the con¬ 
gregation of Israel? and that man 
perished not alone in his iniquity. 

21' ft Then the children of Reuben 
and the children of Gad and the half 
tribe of Manasseb answered, and said 
unto the heads of the thousands of 
Israel, 

£2 The Lord God of gods, the 
27£ 


Lord God!of gods, he knoweth, and 
Israel he.shall know; if it be m rebel¬ 
lion, or ifin transgression against the 
Lord, (save us not this day,). 

£3 That we have built us an altar to 
turn from following the Lord, or if 
to offer thereon burnt offering or meat 
offering, or if to offer peace offerings 
thereon, let the Lord himself re¬ 
quire it; 

24 And if we have not rather done 
it for fear of this thing, saying. In 
time to come your children might 
speak unto our children, saying, What 
have ye to do with the Lord Cjfod 
of Israel ? 

2 5 For the LogD hath made Jordan 
a border between us and you, ye 
children of Reuben and children of 
Gad ; ye have no part in the Lord : 
so shall your children make our child¬ 
ren cease from fearing the Lord. 

26 Therefore we said. Let us now 
prepare to build us an altar ; not for- 
burnt offering, npr for sacrilice : 

27 But that it may he a witness be¬ 
tween us and you, and our gencra'tions 
after us, that we might do the service 
of the Lord before him with our 
burnt offerings, and with our sacri¬ 
fices, and with oar peace offerings ; 
that your children may not say to our 
children in time to come. Ye have no 
part in the Lord. 

28 Therefore said we, that it shall 
be, when they should so say tb us or 
to our generations in time to come,' 
that we may say again , Behold the pat¬ 
tern of the altar of the Lord, which 
our fathers made, not for burnt offer¬ 
ings, nor for sacrifices; but it is a 
witness between 11 s and you. 

29 God forbid that we should rebel 
against the Lord, and turn this day 
from following the Lord, to build an 
altar for burnt offerings, for meat of¬ 
ferings, or for sacrifices, beside the 
altar of the Lord our God that is 
before his tabernacle. . 

30 t[f And when Phinehas the priest, 
and the princes of the congregation 
and heads of the thousands of Israel, 
which a’ere with hipi, heard, the words 
that the children of Reuben and the 
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children of Gad and the children of 
Maaasseh spake, it pleased them. 

31 AndPnmehas the son of Eleazar 
the priest said unto the children of 
Reuben, and to the children of Gad, 
and to the children of Manasseh, This 
day we perceive that the Loud is 
among us, because ye have not com¬ 
mitted this trespass against the Lord : 
now ye have delivered the children of 
Israel out of the hand of the Lord. 

32 And Phinehas the son of Elea¬ 
zar the priest, and the princes, re¬ 
turned from the children of Reuben, 
and from the children of Gad, out of 
the land of Gilead, unto the land of 
Canaan, to the children of Israel, and 
brought them word again. 

33 And the thing pleased the child¬ 
ren of Israel; and the children of Is¬ 
rael blessed God, and did not intend 
to go up against them in battle, to 
destroy the land wherein the children 
of Reuben and Gad dwelt. 

34 And the children of Reuben and 
the children of Gad called the altar 
Hd : for it shall be a witness between 
us that the Lord is God. 

CHAP. XXIII. 

Joshua’s exhortation before kit death, 3 by 

former benefitt, 5 by promises, li and by threat- 

enings. 

And it came to pass a long time af¬ 
ter that the Lord had given rest unto 
Israel from all their enemies round 
about, that Joshua waxed old and 
stricken in age. 

2 And Joshua called for all Israel, 
and for their elders, and for their 
heads, and for their judges, and for 
their officers, and said unto them, I 
am old and stricken in age: 

3 And ye have seen all that the 
Lord your God hath done unto all 
these nations because of you ; for the 
Loud your God is he that hath fought 
for you. 

4 Behold, I have divided unto you 
by lot these nations that remain, to be 
an inheritance for your tribes, from 
Jordan, with all the nations that I 
have cut off, even unto, the great sea 
westward. 

5 And the Lord your God, he shall 
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expel them from before you, and drivu .* 
them from out of your sight; and ye 
shall possess their laud, as the Lord 
your God hath promised unto you. ; 

G Be ye therefore very courageous 
to keep and to do all that is written 
in the book of the law of Moses, that 
ye turn not aside therefrom to the 
right hand or to the left; 

7 That ye come not among these 
nations, these that remain among you ; 
neither make mention of the name of 
their gods, nor cause to swear by 
them, neither serve them, nor bow 
yourselves unto them: 

8 But cleave unto the Lord your 
God, as ye have done tinto this day. 

9 For the Lord hath driven out 
from before you great nations and 
strong : but as for you, no man hath 
been able to stand before you unto 
this day. 

10 One man of you shall chase a 
thousand: for the Lord your God, 
he it is that fighteth for you, as he 
hath promised you. 

11 Take good heed therefore unto 
yourselves, that ye love the Lord 
your God. 

12 Else if ye do in any wise go 
back, and cleave unto the remnant of 
these nations, even these that remain 
among you, and shall make marriages 
with them, and go in unto them, and 
they to you: 

13 Know for a certainty that the 
Lord your God will no more drive 
out any of these nations from before 
you; but they shall be snares and 
traps unto you, and scourges in your 
sides, and thorns in youir eyes, until ye 
perish from off this good land which 
the Lord your God hath given you. 

14 And, behold, this day I am going 
ffie way of all the earth : and ye know 
in all your hearts and in all your souls, 
that not one thing hath failed of all 
the good things which the Lord your 
God spake concerning you; all are 
come to pass unto you, and not one 
thing hath failed thereof. 

15 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
that as all good things are come upon 
you, which the Lord your God pro- 

.M m 
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mised you•; so ^lriklL- the Loro bring 
upon you all eviltb mgs, until he have 
destroyed you from off this good 
land which the Lotto your God hath 
given you. 

16 When ye have transgressed the 
covenantofthe Loud your God,which 
he commanded you, and have gone 
and served other gods,' and bowed 
yourselves to them; then shall tli&'an- 
ger of the Lotto be kindled against 
you, and ye shall perish quickly from 
off the good land which he hath given 
unto you 

CHAP. XXIV. 

1 Joshua nssemhlrth the tribes at Shechem. f A 

brief history of God's benefits from Tenth. 14 

Ue reneu-eth the covenant between them and 

God. 26 A stone the witness of the covenant. 

29 Joshua's age, death, and burial. 32 Joseph’s 

bones are buried. 33 Eleazar dieth. 

And Joshua gafliered all the tribes 
of Israel to Shechem, and called for 
the elders of Israel, and for their 
heads, and for their judges, and for 
their officers ; and they . presented 
themselves before God. 

2 And Joshua said unto all the peo¬ 
ple, Thus saith the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael, Your fathers dwelt on the other 
side of the flood' in old time, eVen 
Terah, the father of Abraham, and the 

'father of Nachor: and they served 
other gods. 

3 And I took your father Abraham 
from the other side of the flood, and 
led him throughout all the land of 
Canaan, and multiplied his seed, and 
gave him Isaac. 

4 And I gave unto Isaac Jacob and 
Esau: and 1 gave unto Esau mount 
Seir, to possess it; but Jacob and his 
children went down into Egypt. 

5 I sent Moses also and Aaron, and 
I plagued Egypt, according to that 
which I did' amopg them : and after¬ 
ward I brought you out. 

• 6 Andf I brought your fathers out of 
Egypt: and ye came unto the sea; and 
the Egyptians pursued after your fa¬ 
thers with chariots and horsemen unto 
the Red sea. 

7 And When they cried unto the 
Lord, he put darkness between you 
and the Egyptians, and brought the 
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sea upon them, and covered them; 
and your eyes have seen what I have 
done in Egypt: and ye dwelt in the 
wilderness a long season.' 

$ And I brought you into the laud 
of the Amorites, which dwelt on the 
other side Jordan; and they fought 
with you : and I gave them into your 
hand, that ye might possess their land; 
and I destroyed them from before you. 

9 Then Balak the son of Zippor, 
king of Moab, arose and warred 
against Israel, and sent and called Ba¬ 
laam the son Of Beor to curse you : 

10 But I would not hearken unto Ba¬ 
laam ; therefore he blessed you still: so 
I delivered you out of bis hand. 

11 And ye went over Jordan, and 
came unto Jericho : and the men of 
Jericho fought against you, the Amor- 
ites,and the Perizzites, and the Canaan- 
ites, and the Hittites, and the Girgash- 
ites, the Hivites, and the Jebusites; 
and I delivered them into your hand. 

12 And I sent, the hornet before 
you, wh|ph drave them out from be¬ 
fore you, even the two kings of the 
Amorites; but not with thy sword, 
nor with thy bow. „ 

13 And I have given you a land 
for which ye did not labour, and cities 
which ye built not, 'and, ye dwell in 
them; of the vineyards and oliveyards 
which ye planted not do ye eat. 

14-11 Now therefore fear the Lord, 
and serve him in sincerity 1 ' and in 
truth: and put away the gods which 
your fathers served on the other side 
of the flood, and in Egypt; and serve 
ye the Lord. 

15 And if it seem evil unto you to 
serve the Lord, choose you this day 
whom ye will serve; whether the gods 
which your fathers served that were 
on the other side of the flood, or the 
gods of the Amorites, in whose land 
ye dwell: J»ut as for me and my 
house, we will serve the Lord. 

16 And the people answered and 
said, God forbid .that' we, should for¬ 
sake the Lord, to serve other gods; 

17 For the Lord our!God, he,*/ it 
that brought.us up and our fathers out 
of the land of Egypt, from the house 
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of bondage, and which did those great 
signs in out sight, and preserved us in 
all the way wherein wd. went, and 
aMohg all tne people through whom 
we passed: 

18 And the Lord drave out from 
before us all the people, even the 
A'morites which dwelt in the land: 
therefore will we also serve the Lord ; 
for he is our God. 

19 And Joshua said unto the peo¬ 
ple, Ye cannot serve the Lord : for 
he is an holy God; he is a jealous 
God; he will not forgive jour trans¬ 
gressions nor your sins. 

20 If ye forsake the Lord, and serve 
strange gods, then he will turn and do 
you hint, and consume you, after that 
he hath done you good. 

21 And the people said unto Joshua, 
Nay; “but we will serve the Lord. 

22 And Joshua said unto the peo¬ 
ple, Ye are witnesses against your¬ 
selves that ye have chosen you the 
Lord, to serve him. And they said, 
We are witnesses. 

23* Now therefore put allbay, mid 
he, the strange gods which are among: 
you, and incline your heart unto the 
Lord God of Israel. 

24 And the people said unto Jo¬ 
shua, The Lord our God will we 
serve, and his voice will, we obey. 

25* So Joshua made a covenant with 
the people that day, and set them a 
statute and an ordinance in Shechem. 

20 ^f And Joshua wrote these words 


in the book of the law of God, and 
took a great stone, and set it up there 
under an oak, that teas by the sanctuary 
of the Lord. 

27 And Joshua said unto all the 
people. Behold, this stone shall be a 
witness unto us; for it hath heard all 
the words of the Lord which he spake 
unto ua: it shall be therefore a witness 
unto you, lest ye deny your God. 

28 So Joshua let the people depart, 
every man unto his inheritance 1 . 

29 If And it came to pass after these 
things, that Joshua the son of Nun, 
the servant of the Lord, died, being 
an hundred and ten years old. 

30 And they buried him in the bor¬ 
der of his inheritance in Timnath- 
serah, which is in mount Ephraim, on 
the north side of the hill of Gaash. 

31 And Israel served the Lord all 
the days of Joshua, and all the days of 
the elders that overlived Joshua, and 
which had known all the works of the 
Lord, that he had done for Israel. 

32 If And the bones of Joseph, which 
the children of Israel brought up out 
of Egypt, buried they in Shechem, in 
a parcel ofground which Jacob bought 
of the sons of Hamor the father of 
Shechem for an hundred pieces of 
silver : and it became the inheritance 
of the children of Joseph. 

33 And Eleazar the son of Aaron 
died; and they buried him in a hill that 
pertained to Phinehas his son, which 
was given him in mount Ephraim. 
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CHAP. I. 

l The act* of Judah and Simeon. 6 Adoni-bezek 
justly requited. 8 Jerusalem taken. 10 He¬ 
bron taken. 13 Otkniel hath Achsah to wife 
for taking of Debir. 16 The Kenites dwell in 
Judah. 17 Uormak, Gaza, Askelon and Ek 
ron taken. 21 The acts of Benjamin. Of 

the house of Joseph , who take Ifeth-el. SO Of 
Zebulun. 31 Of Asker. & Of Naphtali. 
34 Of Dm. 

Now after the death of Joshua it 
came to pass, that the’children of Is¬ 
rael asked die Lord, saving,' Who 
shall go up for us against the Canaan- 
ites first, to fight against them ? 
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2 And the Lord said, Judah shall 

f ;o up: behold, I have delivered the 
and into his hand. 

3 And Judah said unto Simeon his 
brother. Come up 'with me into my 
lot, that we may hght against the Ca- 
naanites; and I likewise will go with 
thee into thy lot. So Simeon went 
with him. 

4 And J udah went up; and the Lord 
delivered the Canaamtes and the Pe- 
rizzites into their hand: and they slew 
of them iu’Bezek ten thousand men. 
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.3 And they found Adoni-bezek in 
Bezek : and they fought against him, 
and they slew the Can'aanites and the 
Perizzites. 

6 But Adoni-bezek fled; and they 
pursued after him, and caught him, 
and cut off his thumbs and his great 
toes. 

7 And Adoni-bezek said. Threescore 
and ten kings, having their thumbs and 
their great toes cut off, gathered their 
meat under my table : as I have done, 
so God hath requited me. And they 

‘ brought *him to Jerusalem, and there 
he died. 

8 Now the children of Judah had 
fought against Jerusalem, and had 
taken it, and smitten it with the edge 
of the sword, and set the city on fire. 

And afterward the children of 
Judah went down to fight against the 
Canaanites,that dwelt in the mountain, 
and in the south, and in the valley. 

10 And Judah went against the Ca- 
naanites that dwelt in Hebron: (now 
the name of Hebron before was Kir- 
jath-arba:) and they slew Sheshai, 
and Ahiman, and Talmai. 

11 And from thence he went against 
the inhabitants of Debir: and the name 
of Debir before was Kirjath-sepher: 

IS And Caleb said. He that smiteth 
Kirjath-sepher, and taketh it, to him 
will I give Achsah my daughter to 
wife. 

13 And Othniel the son of Kenaz, 
Caleb’s younger brother, took it: and 
he gave hitn Achsah his daughter to 
wife. 

14 And it came to pass, when she 
came to him, that she moved him to 
ask of her father a field: and she light¬ 
ed from off her ass; and Caleb said 
unto.her, What wilt thou ? 

15 And she said Unto him, Give me 
a blessing: for thou hast given me a 
.south Iqnd; give me also springs of 
watci. And Caleb gave her the up¬ 
per springs and the nether springs. 

I6^f And the children of the Kenite, 
Moses’ father in law, went up out of 
the city of palm trees with the child¬ 
ren of Judah into the wiiderUess of 
Judah, which lieih in the south of 
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Arad; and they went and dwelt among 
the people. 

17 And Judah went with Simeon 
his brother, and they slew the Canaan¬ 
ites that inhabited Zephath, and ut¬ 
terly destroyed it. And the name of 
the city was called Hormah. 

18 Also Judah took Gaza with the 
coast thereof, and Askelon with the 
coast thereof, and Ekron with the 
coast thereof. 

19 And the Loro was with Judah; 
and he drave out the inhabitants of the 
mountain; but could not drive out the 
inhabitants of the valley, because they 
had chariots of iron. 

20 And they gave Hebron unto Ca¬ 
leb, as Moses said : and he expelled 
thence the three sons of Anak. 

21 *And the children of Benjamin 
did not drive out the Jebusites that 
inhabited Jerusalem; but the Jebu¬ 
sites dwell with the children of Ben¬ 
jamin in Jerusalem unto this day. 

22 And the house of Joseph, they 

also Went up against Beth-el: and the 
Lord with them. • 

23 And the house of Joseph sent to 
descry Beth-el. (Now the name of 
the city before teas Luz.) 

24 And the spies saw a man come 
forth out of the city, aiidt they said 
unto him, Shew, us, we pray thee, the 
entrance into the city, and we will 
shew thee mercy. 

25 And when he shewed them the 
entrance into the city, they smote the 
city with the edge of the sword; 
but they let go the man and all his 
family. 

26 And the man went into the land 
of the Hittites, and built a city, and 
called the name thereof Luz : which 
is the name thereof unto this day. 

27 If Neither did Manasseh drive 
out the inhabitants of Betb-shean and 
her towns, nor Taanach and her towns, 
nor the' inhabitants of Dor and her 
towns, nor the inhabitants of Ibleam 
and her towns, nor the inhabitants of 
Megiddo and her towns: but the Ca¬ 
naanites would dwell in that land. 

28 And it came to pass, when Israel 
was strongs that they put the Canaan- 
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ites to tribute, and did not utterly drive 
them out. 

29lf Neither did Ephraim drive out 
the Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer ; 
but the Canaanites dwelt in Gezer 
.among them. * 

30 If Neither did Zebulun drive out 
the inhabitants of Kitrpn, nor the in¬ 
habitants of Nahalol; but the Canaaif 
ites dwelt among them, and became 
tributaries. 

31 f Neither did Asher drive out 
the inhabitants of Accho, nor the in¬ 
habitants of Zidon, nor of Ahlab, 
nor of Achzib, nor of Helbah, nor of 
Aphik, nor of Reliob : 

. 32 But the Asherites dwelt among 
the Canaanites, the inhabitants of the 
land : for they did not drive them out. 

33^1 Neither did Naphtali drive out 
the inhabitants of Beth-shemesh, nor 
the inhabitants of Beth-anath; but he 
dwelt among the Canaanites, the in¬ 
habitants of the land : nevertheless the 
inhabitants of' Beth-shemesh and of 
Beth-anath became tributaries unto 
them. 

34 And the Amorites forced the 
children of Dan into the mountain : 
for they would not suffer them to 
come down to the valley : 

35 But the Amorites would dwell 
in mount Ileres in Aijalon, and in 
Shaatbim: yet the hand of the house 
of Joseph prevailed, so that they be¬ 
came ^tributaries. 

36 And the coast of the Amorites 
was from the going up to Akrabbim, 
from the rock, and upward. 

CHAP. II. 

1 An angel rebnketh the people at Bochim. 6 

The wickedness of the new generation c/ter Jo¬ 
shua. 14 God's agger and pity towards them. 

20 The Canaanites are left to prove Israel. 

An d an angel'of the Lord came up 
from Gil gal to Bochim, and said, I 
made you to go up out of Egypt, and 
have brought you unto<he land which 
I sware unto your fathers; and I said, 
1 will never break my covenant with 
you 

2 And ye shall make no league with 
the inhabitants of this laud j ye shall 
throw down their altars: but ye have 
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not obeyed my voice: why have ye 
done this? 

3 Wherefore I also said, I vy^ll not 
drive them out from before yife; but 
they shall be as thorns in your sides, 
and their gods shall be a snare unto you. 

4 And it came to pass, when the an¬ 
gel of the Lord spake these words 
unto all the children of Israel, that the 
people lifted up their voice, and wept. 

5 And they called the name of that 
place Bochim : and they sacrificed 
there unto the Lord. 

6 IT And when Joshua had let die 
people go, the children of Israel went 
every mail unto his inheritance to pos¬ 
sess the laud. 

7 And the people served the Lord 
all the days of Joshua, and all the days 
of the elders that outlived Joshua, 
who had seen all the great works of 
the Lord, that he did for Israel. 

8 And Joshua the son of Nun, the 
servant of the Lord, died, being an 
hundred and ten years old. 

9 And they buried him in the bor¬ 
der of his inheritance in Timnath- 
heres, in the mount of Ephraim, on 
the north side of the hill Gaash. 

10 And also all that generation were 
gathered unto their fathers : and there 
arose another generation after them, 
which knew not th*e Lord, nor yet the 
works which he had done for Israel. 

11 y And the children of Israel.did 
evil in the. sight of the Lord, and 
served Baalim: 

12 And they forsook the Lord God 
of their fathers, which brought them 
out of the land of Egypt, and followed 
other gods, of the gods of the people 
that were round about them, and bow¬ 
ed themselves unto them, and provok¬ 
ed the Lord to anger. 

13 And they forsook the Lord, and 
served Baal and Ashtaroth. 

14^j And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel, and he delivered 
them into the lutuds of spoilers that 
spoiled them, and he sold them into 
the hands of their enemies round 
about, so that they could not any ■ 
longer stand before their enemies. 

15 Whithersoever they went out, the 
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hand of the Loud was against them 
for evil, as the Lord had said, and as 
the Lord had sworn unto them: and 
they ifc e greatly distressed. 

16 ^Nevertheless the LoRD' raised 
up judges, which delivered them out of 
the hand oY those that spoiled them. 

17 And yet they would not hearken 
unto their judges, but they went a 
whoring after other gods, and bowed 
themselves unto them: they turned 
quickly out of the way which their 
fathers walked in, obeying the com- 
inhndments of the Lord ; but- they 
did not so. 

18 And when the Lord raised them 
up judges, then the Lord was with 
the judge, and delivered them out of 
the hand of their enemies all the days 
of the judge: for it repented the Lord 
because of their groanings by reason 
of them that oppressed them and vex¬ 
ed them. 

19 And it came to. pass, when the 
judge was dead, that they returned, 
and corrupted themselves more than 
their fathers, in following other gods 
to serve them, and to bow down unto 
them; they ceased not from their own 
doings, nor from their stubborn way. 

' 20*11 And the anger of the Lord 
was hot against Israel; and- he said, 
Because that this people hath trans¬ 
gressed my covenant which *1 com¬ 
manded their fathers, and have not 
hearkened unto my voice; 

21 I also will not henceforth drive 
out any from before them of the na¬ 
tions which Joshua left when he died; 

22 That through them I may prove 
Israel, whether they will keep the way 
of the Lord to walk therein, as their 
fathers did keep it, or not. 

23 Therefore the Lord left those 
nations, without driving them out 
hastily; neither delivered he' them 
into the hand of Joshua. 

CHAP. III. 

I The Nation* which were left to prove Israel. 6 

By communion with them they commit idolatry. 

8 Othniel delivereth them from Chushan-risha- 

tkaim, XiEhudfrom Eglon, SI Shamgar from 

the Philistines. 

Now these are the nations which the 
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Lord left, to prove Israel by them, 
even as many of Israel as had dot known 
all the wars of Canaan; 

2 Only that the generations of the 
children of Israel might know, to teach 
them war, at the least such as before 
knew nothing thereof; 

3 Namely, five lords of the Philis¬ 
tines, and all the Canaanites, and the 
Sidofaians, 'and'the Hivites that dwelt 
in mount Lebanon, from mount Baal- 
hermon unto the entering in of Ha¬ 
math. 

4 And they were to prove Israel by 
them, to know whether they would 
hearken unto the commandments oY 
the Lord, which he commanded their 
fathers by the hand of Moses. 

5 II And the children of Israel dwelt 
among the Canaanites, Hittites, and 
Amorites, and Perizzites, and Hivites, 
and Jebusites: 

6 And they took their daughters to 
be their wives, and gave'their daugh¬ 
ters to their sons,and served their gods. 

7 And the children of Israel did evil 
in the sight of the Lord, and fdrgat 
the Lord their God, and served Baal¬ 
im and the groves. 

8 Therefore the anger of the 
Lord was hot against Israel, and he 
sold them into the hand of Cushan- 
mhathaim king of Mesopotamia: and 
the children of Israel served/Cushan- 
rishathaim eight years. 

9 And when the children oP Israel 
cried unto the Lord, the Lord raised 
up a deliverer to the children of Is¬ 
rael, who delivered them, even Othniel 
die son of Kenaz, Caleb’s younger 
brother. 

10 And the Spirit of the Lord came 
upon him, and he judged Israel, and 
went out to war: and the Lord de¬ 
livered Chushan-rishathaim king of 
Mesopotamia into his hand; and his 
hand prevailed^ against Chushan-risha- 

i thaim. 

11 And the land had rest forty-years. 
And Othniel the son of Kenaz died. 

12^1 And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the Lord : 
and the Lord strengthened ‘Eglon 
the king of Moab against Israel, be- 
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cause they had done, evil in the Bight 
of the Loud. - 

19 And he gathefcd unto him the 
children of Atnmon and Amalek, and 
went and smote Israel, and possessed 
the city of palm trees, 

14 So the children of Israel served 
Eglon the king of Moab eighteen years. 

15 But when the children of Israel 
cried unto the Lord, the Lord raised 
them up a deliverer, Ehud the son of 
Gera, a Benjamite, a man lefthanded: 
and by hint the children of Israel sent 
apresent unto Eglon the king of Moab. 

16 But Ehud made him a dagger 
which had two edges, of a cubit length; 
and he did gird it under his 1 raiment 
upon his right thigh. 

17 And he brought the present unto 
Eglon king of Moab: and Eglon wa$; 
a very*fat man. . 

18 And when he had made an end, 

to offer the present, he sent away the 
people that bare the present. -. ’ 

19 But he himself turned again front 
the quarries that were by Gilgal, and 
said, 1 have a secret errand urtto thee, 
O king: who said, Keep silenqp. And 
all that stood by him went out from him. 

20 And Ehud came unto him; and 
he was sitting in a sUftnmer parlour, 
which he had for himself alone. And 
Ehud said, 1 have a message from God 
unto them And he arose out of his seat. 

21 And Ehud,put forth his left hand, 
and took the dagger from his right 
thigh, and thrust it into his belly: 

22 And the haft also went in after 
the blade; and the fat closed upon 
the blade, so that he could not draw 
the dagger out of his belly; and the 
dirt came out. 

23 Then Ehud went forth through 
the porch, %nd shut the doors of the 
parlour upon him, and locked them.' 

•24 When he was gone out, his ser¬ 
vants came; and whertjthey saw that, 
behold, the doors of the parlour were 
locked, they said, Surely he covereth 
his feet in his summer chamber.

7 The inhabitants of the villages 
ceased, they ceased in Israel, until 
that 1 Deborah arose, that I arose a 
mother in Israel. 

8 They chose new gods; then was 
war in the gates: was there a shield 
or spear seen among forty thousand 
in Israel? 

9 My heart is toward the governors 
of Israel, that offered themselves wil-,

10 Speak, ye that ride on white 
asses, ye that sit in judgment, and 
walk by the way. 

11 They that are delivered from the 
noise of archers in the places of draw¬ 
ing water, there shall they rehearse the 
righteous acts of the Lord, even the 
righteoiis acts toward the inhabitants 
of his villages in Israel: then shall 
die people t>f the Lord go down to 
the gates. 

12 Awake, awake, Deborah: awake, 
awfcke, utter a song: arise, Barak, and 
lead thy captivity captive, thou son of 
Abinoam. •» 

13 Then he made him that remain- 
eth have dominion over the nobles 
among the people: the Lord made 
me have dominion over the mighty. 

14 Out of Ephraim was there a root 
of them against Amalek; after thee, 
Benjamin, among thy people; out of 
Machir came down governors, and 
out of Zebulun they that handle the 
pen of the writer. 

15 And the princes of Isaachar were 
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with Deborah; even Issachar, and 
also Batak: he was sent on foot into 
the valley. For the divisions of Reu¬ 
ben there were great thoughts of heart. 

16 Why abodest thou among the 
sheepfolds,to h’ear the bleatmes of the 
flocks ? For the divisions of Reuben 
there were greet searchings of heart. 

17 Gilead abode beyond Jordan: 
and why did Dan remain in ships ? 
Asher continued on the sea shore, and 
abode in his breaches. 

18* Zebulun and Naphtaii were a 
people that jeoparded their lives unto 
the death in the high, places of the 
field. 

19 The kings came and fought, then 
fought the kings of Canaan inTaanach 
by the waters of Megiddo; they took 
no gain of money. 

20 They fought from heaven; the 
stars in their courses fought against 
Sisera. 

21 The river pf Kishon swept them 
away, that ancient river, the river Ki¬ 
shon. O my soul, thou hast trodden 
down strength. 

22 .Then were the horsehoofs bro¬ 
ken by the means of the pransings, the 
pransings of their mighty ones. 

23 Curse ye Meroz, said the angel 
of the Lord, curse ye bitterly the in¬ 
habitants thereof; because they came 
not to the help of the Lord, to the 
help of the Lord against the mighty. 

24 Blessed above women shall Jael 
the wifp of Heber the Kenite be, 
blessed shall she be above women in 
the tent. 

25 He asked water, and she gave 
him milk; she brought forth butter in 
a lordly dish. 

26 She put her. hand to the nail, and 
her right nand to the workman’s ham¬ 
mer; and with the hammer she smote 
Sisera, she smote off his head, when 
she had pierced and stricken through 
his temples. 

27 At her feet he bowed, he fell, he 
lay down: at her feet he bowed, he 
fell: where he bowed, there he fell 
down dead. 

28 The mother of Sisera looked out 
at a window, and cried through the

SO Have they not sped? have they 
not divided the prey ;• to every man a 
damsel or two; to Sisera a prey of 
divers colours, a prey of divers colours 
of needlework, of divers colours of 
needlework Oh both sides, meet for the 
necks of thim that take the spoil ? 

31 So let all thine enenties perish, 
O Lord : but let them that love him 
be as the sun when be goeth forth in 
his might. And the land had rest 
forty years! 

CHAPi VI.

And the children of Israel did evil 
in the sight of the Lord : and the 
Lobd delivered them into the hand of 
Midian seven years. 

2 And the hand of Midian prevailed 
against Israel: and because of the 

idianites the children of Israel made 
them the dens which are in the moun¬ 
tains, and caves, and strong holds. 

3 And so it was, when Israel had 
sown, that the Midianites came up, 
and die Amalekites, and the children 
of the east, even they came up against 
them; 

4 And they encamped against them, 
and destroyed the increase of the earth, 
till thou come unto Gaza, and left no 
sustenance for Israel, neither sheep, 
nor ox, nor ass. 

5 For they came np with their cat¬ 
tle and their tents, and they came as 
grasbo'infers for multitude; for both 
they aiia their camels were without 
number: and they entered into the 
land to destroy it; 

. 6 And Israel was greatly impover¬ 
ished because of the Midianites; and 
the children of Israel cried unto the 
Lord. , 


7 H And it came to pass, when the 
children feipsrael cried unto the Lord 
because or the Midianites, 

8 That the Lord sent a prophet 
unto the children of Israel, which said 
unto them. Thus saith the Lord God 
of Israel, I brought you up from 
Egypt, and brought you forth out of 
the house of bondage; 

0, And I delivered you out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of the 
hand of all that oppressed you, and 
drave them out from before you, and 
gave you their land; 

10 And I said unto you, I am the 
Lord your God; fear not the gods of 
the Amorites, in whose land ye dwell; ■ 
but ye have not obeyed my voice.. 

1 1 And there came an angel of the 
Lord, and sat under an oak which 
was in Ophrah, that pertained unto 
Joash the Abi-ezrite: and his son Gi¬ 
deon threshed wheat by the winepress, 
to hide it. from the Midianites. 

12 And the angel of the Lord ap¬ 
peared unto him, and said unto, him, 
The Lord is with thee, thou mighty 
man of valour. 

13 And Gideon said unto him. Oh 
my Lord, if the Lord be with us, 
why then is all this befallen us? and 
where be all his miracles which our 
fathers told us of, saying, Did not 
the Lord bring us up from Egypt ? 
but now the Lord hath forsaken us, 
and delivered us into the hands of the 
Midianites. 

14 And the Lord looked upon him, 
and said, Go in this thy might, and 
thou shalt save Israel from the hand of 
the Midianites: have not I sent thee ? 

15 And he said unto them, Oh my 
Lord, wherevrith shall I save Israel? 
behold, my family is poor in Manas- 
seh, and I am the least in my father’s 
house. 

16 And the Lord said unto him. 
Surely I will be with thee, and thou 
shalt smite the Midianites as one man. 

17 And he said unto him, If now I 
have found grace in thy sight, then 
shew me a sign that thou, talkest 
with me. 

18 Depart not hence, I pray thee, 
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until I come unto thee, and bring forth 
my present, and set it before thee. 
And he said, t will tarry, until thou 
come again. 

19 if And Gideon went in, and made 
ready a kid, 'and unleavened cakes of 
an ephah of flour .- the flesh he put in 
a basket, and he put the broth in a 
pot, and brought it out unto him un¬ 
der the oak, and presented it. , 

SO And the angel of God said unto 
him, Take the flesh and the unleavened 
cakes, and lay Mem upon this rock, and 
pour out the broth. And he did so. 

21 f Then the angel of the Lord 
put forth the end of the staff that was 
m his hand, and touched the flesh and 
the unleavened cakes; and there rose 
up fire out of the rock, and consumed 
the flesh and the unleavened cakes. 
Then the angel of the LoRd depart¬ 
ed out of his sight. 

22 And when Gideon perceived that 
he Was an angel of the Lord, Gideon 
said, Alas, O Lord Gon! for because 
1 have seen ah angel of the Lord 
face'to face. 

23 And the Lord said Unto him, 
Peace be unto thee; fear not: thou 
shalt not die. 

24 Then Gideon built an altar there 
Unto the Lord, and called it Jehovah- 
shalom: unto this day it is yet in Oph- 
rah of the Abi-ezrites. 

25 ^f And it came to pass the same 
night, that the Lord said unto him. 
Take thy father’s young bullock, even 
the second bullock of seven years old, 
and throw down the altar of Baal that 
thy father hath, and cut down the 
grove that is by it: 

26 And build an altar unto the 
Lord thy God upon the top of this 
rock, in the ordered place, and take 
the second ftullock, and offer a burnt 
sacrifice with the wood of the grove 
which thou shalt cut down. 

27 Then Gideon took ten men of 
his servants, and did as the Lord had 
Said unto hiiq; and so it was, because 
he feared his father's houshold, and the 
men of the city, that he could not do 
it by day, that he did it by night. 

28 And wheu the men of the city 
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arose early in the morning, .behold, 
the altar of Baal was cast dnwii, and 
the grove was cut down that teas by it, 
and the second bullock was offered 
upon the altar that was built. 

, 29 Add,, they said one to another, 
Who hath done this thing! And When 
they enquired and asked, they said, 
Gideon the son of Joash hath done 
this thing. 

30 Then the lhen of the city said 
unto Joasb, Bring out thy son, mat he 
may die; because he hath east down 
the altar of Baal, and because he hath 
cut down the grove that was by it. 

31 AndJoasnsaid unto all that stood 
against him, Will ye plead for Baal ? 
Will ye save him ? he that will plead 
for him, let him be put to-death whilst 
it is yet morning: if he be a god, let 
him plead for himself, because one 
hath cast down his altar. 

32 Therefore on that day he called 
him Jerubbaal, saying, Let Baal plead 
against him, because he hath thrown 
down his altar. 

3$ If Then all the Midianites and 
the Amalekites and the children of the 
east were gathered together, and went 
over, and pitched in the valley of 
Jezreel. 

34 But the Spirit of the Lord came 
upon Gideon, and he blew a trumpet; 
and Abi-ezer was gathered after him. 

35 And ho sent messengers through 
out all Manasseh; who also was ga¬ 
thered after him: and he sent messen¬ 
gers unto Asher, and unto Zebulun, 
and unto Naphtali; and they came up 
to meet them. 

36 ^f And Gideon said unto God, 
If thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, 
as thoU hast said, 

37 Behold, I will put a fleece of 
wool in the floor; and if the dew be 
on the fleece only, and it be dry upon 
all the earth beside, then shall I know 
that thou wilt save Israel by mine 
hand, as thou hast said. - 

38 And it was so: for he rose up 
early on the morrow, and thrust the 
fleece together, and wringed the dew 
out of the fleece, a bowl full of water. 

39 And Gideon said unto God, Let

not thine anger be hot against me, and 
I will speak but this once: let me 
prove, I pray thee, but this once with 
the fleece; let it now be dry only 
upon the fleece, and; upon all the 
ground let there be dew. ‘ 

40 And God did so that night: for 
it was dry .upon the fleece only, and 
there was dew on all the ground. 

CHAP. VII. 

1 Gideon’s army of two and thirty thousand is 
brought to three hundred. 13 He is encouraged 
by the dream and interpretation of the barley 
cake. 16 His stratagem of trumpets and 
lamps in pitchers. tS The Ephraimites take 
Oreb and Zeeb. 

Then Jerubbaal, who is Gideon, 
and all the people that were with him, 
rose up early, and pitched beside the 
well of Ha rod: so that the host of the 
Midianites were on the north side of 
them, by the hill of Moreh, in the 
valley. 

2. And the Lord said unto Gideon, 
The people that are with thee are too 
many for me to give the Midianites 
into their hands, lest • Israel vaunt 
themselves against me, saying, Mine 
own hand hath saved me. 

3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in 
the ears of the people. Baying, Who¬ 
soever tt fearful and afraid, let him re¬ 
turn and depart early from mount 
Gilead. And there returned of the 
people twenty and two thousand; and 
there remained ten thousand. 

4 And the Lord said unto’ Gideon, 
The people are yet too many; brine 
them down unto the water, and I will 
try them for thee there: and it shall 
be, that of whom I say unto thee. This 
shall go with thee, the same shall go 
with thee; and of whomsoever I say 
unto thee, This shall not go with thee, 
the same shall not go. 

5 So he brought down the people 
unto the water: and the Lord said 
unto Gideon, Every one that lappeth 
of tlu. water with hjs tgngue, as a dog 
lappeth, him shalt thou set by him¬ 
self ; likewise every one that boweth 
down upon his knees to drink. 

6 And the number of them that lap¬ 
ped, putting their hand to their mouth, 
were three hundred men: but all the 
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rest of the .people bowed down upon 
their knees to drink water. 

7 And the Lord said unto Gideon, 
By the three hundred men that lapped 
will I save you, and deliver the Mi¬ 
dianites into thine hand: and let all 
the other people go every man unto 
hisr place. 

8 So the people took victuals in their 
hand, and their trumpets: and he sent 
all the rest of Israel every man unto his 
tent, and retaiued those three hundred 
men: and the host of Midian was be¬ 
neath him in the valley. 

9 If And it came to pass the same 
uight, that the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, get. thee down unto the host; 
for I have delivered it into thine hand. 

10 But if thou fear to go down, go 
thou with Phurah thy servant down 
to the host: 

11 And thou shalt hear what they 
say; and afterward shall thine hands 
be strengthened to go dow'n unto the 
host. Then went he down w ith Phu¬ 
rah his servant unto the outside of the 
armed iuen that were in the host. • 

12 And the Midianites and the Ama- 
lekites and all the children of the east 
lay along in the valley like grashop- 
pers for multitude ; and their camels 
were without number, as the sand by 
the sea side for multitude. 

13 And when Gideon was come, be¬ 
hold, there was a man that told a dream 
unto his fellow, and said, Behold,- 1 
dreamed a dream, and, lo, a cake of 
barley bread tumbled into the host of 
Midian, and came unto a tent, and 
smote it that it fell, and overturned it, 
that the tent lay along. 

14 And his fellow answered and said. 
This is nothing else pave the sword of 
Gideon the son of Joash, a man of 
Israel : for into his hand God hath 
delivered Midian, and all the host 

15 If And it was so, when Gideon 
heard the telling of die dream, and 
the interpretation thereof, that he wor¬ 
shipped, and returned into the host of 
Israel, and said, Arise; for the Lord 
hath delivered into your hand the host 
of Midian. 

16 And he divided the three bun-

dred men into three companies, and 
he put a trumpet in every man’s hand, 
with empty pitchers, and lamps with¬ 
in the pitchers. 

17 And he said unto them. Look on 
me, and do likewise: and, behold, 
when I come to the outside of the 
camp, it shall be that , as I do, so 
shall ye do. 

18 When I blow with a trumpet, I 
and all that are with me, then blow ye 
the trumpets also on every side of all 
the camp, and say, The sword of the 
Lord, aud of Gideon. 

19 II So Gideon, and the hundred 
men that were with him, came unto 
the outside of the camp in the begin¬ 
ning of the middle watch ; and they 
had but newly set the watch: and 
they blew the trumpets, and brake the 
pitchers that were in their hands. 

20 Aud the three companies blew 
the trumpets, and brake the pitchers, 
and held the lamps in their left hands, 
and the trumpets in their right hands 
to blow withal: and they cried. The 
sword of the Lord, and of Gideon. 

21 And they stood every man in his 
place round about the camp: and all 
the host ran, and cried, and fled. 

22 And the three hundred blew the 
trumpets, and the Lord set every 
man’s sword against his.fellow, even 
throughout all the host: and the host 
fled to Beth-shittah in Zererath, and 
to the border of A bel-meholah, unto 
Tabbath. 

23 And the men of Israel gathered 
themselves together out of Naphtali, 
and out of Asher, and out of all Ma- 
nasseh, and pursued after the Mi- 
dianites. 

24 51 And Gideon sent messengers 
throughout all mount Ephraim, say¬ 
ing, Come dt»wn against the Midian- 
ites, and take before them the waters 
unto Beth-barah and Jordan. Then 
all the men of Ephraim gathered them¬ 
selves together, aud took the waters 
unto Bcth-barah and Jordan. 

25 And they took two princes of the 
Midianites, Oreb and Zeeb; and they 
slew Oreb upon the rock Oreb, and 
Zeeb they slew at the winepress of 
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The Ephraimitcs pacified. 

Zeeb,and pursued Midian,and brought 
the heads of Oreb and Zeeb to Gide¬ 
on on the other side Jordan. 

CHAP. VIII. . 

1 Gideon pacifieth the Ephraimites. 4 Succoth 
and Penuef refuse to relieve Gideon’s army. 
10 Zebdh and Zalmunna are taken. IS Sue- 
cotk and Penuel are destroyed. 18 Gideon 
revengeth his brethren's death on Zebah and 
Zalmunnu.

And the men of Ephraim said unto 
him, Why hast thou served us thus, 
that thou calledst us not, when thou 
wentest to fight with the Midianites? 
Aiid they did chide with him sharply. 

2 And he said unto them. What have 
I done now in comparison of you? 
Is not the gleaning of the grapes of 
Ephraim better than the vintage of 
Abi-ezer? 

3 God hath delivered into your 
hands the princes of Midian, Oreb 
and Zeeb: and what was I able to 
do in comparison of you ? Then their 
angpr was abated toward him, when 
he had said that. 

4 51 And Gideon came to Jordan, 
and passed over, he, and the three 
hundred men that were with him, faint, 
yet pursuing fhem. 

5 And he said unto the men of Suc- 
cotli, Give, I pray you, loaves of 
bread unto the people that follow me; 
for they be faint, and I am pursuing 
after Zebah and Zalmunna, kings of 
Midian. 

6 51 And the princes of Succoth 
said, Are the hands of Zebah and Zal¬ 
munna now in thine hand, that we 
should give bread unto thine army? 

7 And Gideon said, Therefore vyhen 
the Lord hath delivered Zebah and 
Zalmunna into mine hand, then I will 
tear your flesh with the thorns of the 
wilderness and with briers. 

8 51 And he went up thence to Pe¬ 
nuel, and spake unto them likewise: 
and the men of Penuel answered 
him as the men of Succoth had an¬ 
swered Aim. 

9 And he spake also ttuto the men of 
Penuel, saying, When I come again 
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in peace, I will break down this tower. 

10 If Now Zebah and Zalmunna 
were in Karkor, and their hosts with 
them, about fifteen thousand men, all 
that were left of all the . hosts of the 
children of the east: for, there fell 
an hundred and twenty thousand men 
that drew sword* 

11 If And Gideon went up by the 
way of them that dwelt in tents on the 
east of Nobah and Jogbehah; and 
smote the host: for the host was se¬ 
cure. 

12 And when Zebah and Zalmunna 
fled, he pursued after them, and took 
the two kings of Midian, Zebah and 
Zahpunna,and discomfited all tbehbst. 

IS 5T And Gideon the son of Joash 
returned from battle before the sun 
wat up, , 

14 And caught a young man of the 
men of Succoth, and enquired of him: 
and he described unto him the prin¬ 
ces of Succoth, and the elders thereof, 
even threescore and seventeen men. 

15 And he came unto the men of 
Succoth, and said. Behold Zebah and 
Zalmunna, with whom ye did upbraid 
me, saying, Jre the hands of Zebah 
and Zalmunna now in thine hand, that 
we should give bread unto thy men 
that are weary ? 

16 And he took fire elders of the 
city, and thorns of the wilderness and 
briers, and with them he. taught the 
men of Succoth. 

17 And he beat down fire tower of 
Penuel, and slew the men of the city. 

18 IF,Then said he unto Zebah and 
Zalmunna, What mannerof men wer e 
they whom ye slew at Tabor? And 
they answered. As thou cart, so were 
they; each one resembled the chil¬ 
dren of a king. 

19 And he said, They were my bre¬ 
thren, cvfyi the sons of my mother; at 
the 1 liveth, if ye had saved them 
alive, 1 would not slay you. 

20 And he said uuto Jether his first¬ 
born, Up, and slay them. But the 
youth drew not his sword: for he 
feared, because he was yet a youth. 

21 Then Zebah and Zalmunna said, 
Rise thou, and fall upon us: for as 
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the man it ,, to is his strength. And 
Gideon arose, and slew Zebah and 
Zalmunna, and took away the orna¬ 
ments that were on their camels’necks. 

22 ^F Then the men of .Israel said 
unto Gideon, Rule thou over us, both 
thou, and thy son, and thy son’s son 
also: for thou hast delivered us from 
the hand of Midian. 

23 And Gideon said unto them, I 
will not rule over you, neither shall 
my son rule over you: the Loito 
shall rule over you. 

24 f And Gideon said unto them, 
I would desire ,S request of you, that 
ye would give me every man the ear¬ 
rings of his prey. (For they had 
golden earrings, because they were 
Ishmaelites.) 

25 And they answered, We will 
willingly give them. And they spread 
a garment, and did cast therein every 
man the earrings of his prey. 

26 And the weight of the golden 
earrings that he requested was a thou¬ 
sand and seven-hundred shekels of gold; 
beside ornaments, and collars, and pur- 

S le raiment that was on the kings of 
lidian, and beside the chains that 
were about their camels’ necks. 

27 And Gideon made an ephod 
thereof, and put it in his city, even in 
Ophrah: and all Israel went thither a 
whoring after it: which thing became 
a snare unto Gideon, and to bis house. 

28 T^h us was Midian subdued be¬ 
fore the children of Israel, so that they 
lifted up their heads no more. And 
the country was » quietness forty 
years in the days'of Gideon. 

29 And Jerubbaal the son of Jo¬ 
ash w’ent and dwelt in his own bouse. 

SO And Gideon had threescore and 
ten sons of his body begptten: for he 
had many wives. , ] 

Si And his concubine that was in 
Shechem, sfce also base him a son, 
whose name he 'called Abimeiech. • 
32 IF And Gideon the sod of Joash 
died in a good old age, and was buried 
in the sepulchre of Joash his father, 
in Ophrah of the Abi-ezrites. 

S3 And it came to pass, as soon as 
Gideon was dead, that the children of 
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Israel turned again, and went a whor¬ 
ing after Baalim, and made Baal- 
berith their god. 

34 And the children of Israel re¬ 
membered not the Lord tlieir God, 
who had delivered them out of the 
hands of all their enemies on every side: 

35 Neither shewed they kindness to 
the house of Jerubbaal, namely, Gi¬ 
deon, according to all the goodness 
which he had shewed unto Israel. 

CHAP. IX. 

1 Abimeleck by conspiracy with the Sheehemites, 
anil murder of his brethren, is made king. ? 
Jotham by a parable rebuketh them , and fore- 
tclleth their ruin. 22 Goal ctmspirethwith the 
Sheehemites against him. 30 Zebul reveateth 
it. 34 Abimelech overcometh them,- and sow- 
eth the city with salt. 46 He burneth the 
hold of tlte nod Berith. 50 At Thebes he is 
slain by a piece of a milstone. 5 6 Jotham’s 
curse is fulfilled. 

And Abimelech the son of Jerub¬ 
baal went to Shechem unto his mo¬ 
ther’s brethren, and communed with 
them, and with all the family of the 
house of his mother’s father, saying, 

2 Speak, I pray you, in the ears of 
ail the men of Shechem, Whether is 
better for you, either that all the sons 
of Jerubbaal, which are threescore and 
ten persons, reign over you, or that 
one reign over you ? remember also 
that 1 am your bone and your flesh. 

3 And his mother’s 1 brethreu spake 
of him in the ears of all the men of 
Shechen) all these words: and their 
hearts inclined to follow Abimelech; 
for they said. He is our brother. 

4 And they gave him threescore and’ 

ten pieces of silver out of the house of 
Baal-berith, wherewith' Abimelech 
hired vain and light person?, which 
followed him. -u- \ 

5 And he went unto* Ins father’ll 
house at Opl^rah> and slew Iris bre¬ 
thren the sons of Jerubbaal, being 
threescore and ten persons, upon one 
stone: notwithstanding ,yet Jotham 
the youngest son of Jerubbaal was 
left; for he hid himsel& 

6 And aU-themen of’Shechem ga¬ 
thered together, and all the house* of 
Millo, and went, and-made Abimelech 
king, by the plain of the pillar that 
wos'iat Shechem. 
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7 if And when they told it to Jo¬ 
tham, he went and stood in the top of 
mount Gerizim, and lifted up his 
voice, and cried, and said unto them, 
Hearken unto me, ye men of Shechem, 
that God may hearken unto you. 

8, The tyees went forth on a time to 
anoint a king over them; and they said 
unto the olive tree. Reign thou over us. 

9 But the olive tree said unto them, 
Should I leave’my fatness, wherewith 
by ipe they honour God and man, and 
go to be promoted over the bees ? 

10 And the trees said to the fig tree,. 
Come thou, and reign over us. 

11 But the fig tree said unto them. 
Should I forsake my sweetness, and 
my good fruit, and go to be promoted 
over the trees? 

12 Then said the trees unto the vine. 
Come thou, and reign over us. 

13 And the vine said unto them, 
Should I leave my wine, which cheer- 
eth God and man, and go to be pro¬ 
moted over the trees? 

14 Then said all the trees unto 
the bramble, Come thou, and reign 
over us. 

15 And the bramble said unto the 
trees. If in' truth ye-anoint me king 
over you, then come and put your 
trust in my shadow; and if not, let 
fire come out of the bramble, and de¬ 
vour the cedars of Lebanon. 

16 Now therefore, if ye have done 
truly and sincerely, in that ye have 
made Abimelech king, and if ye have 
dealt well with Jerubbaal and his house, 
and have* done onto him according to 
the deserving of his hands; 

17 (For my father fought for you, 
arid adventured’ his life far, and deli¬ 
vered you out of the hand of Midian: 

1*8 And ye- are risen up against my 
father’s house this day, and have slain 
his sons, threescore and ten persons, 
upon one stone, and have made Abi¬ 
melech) the son of his maidservant, 
king over the men of Shechem, be¬ 
cause he fc your brother p* 

19 If ye then have dealt* truly and 
sincerely with Jerubbaal and with his 
house this day, then rejoice ye in Abi- 
melecb, and let him alsoYejoice in you: 
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20 But if not, let fire come out from 
Abimelech, and devour the men of 
Shechem, and the house of Millo; and 
let fife come out from the men of 
Shechem, and from the house * of 
Millo, and devour Abimelech. 

21 And Jotham ran away, and fled, 
and went to Beer, and dwelt there, 
for feJir bf Ahimelech his brotheft 

22 5f When Abimelech had reigned 
three years over Israel, 

23 Then God sent an evil spirit be¬ 
tween Abimelech and the men of She- 

,chem; and the men of Shechem dealt 
treacherously with Abimelech: 

24 That the cruelty done to the 
threescore and ten sons of Jerubbaal 
might come, and their blood be laid , 
upon Abimelech their brother, which 
slew them;. and upon the men of She¬ 
chem, which aided him in the killing- 
of his brethren.' 

25 And the men of Shechem set 
liers in' wait for him in the top of the 
mountains, and they robbed all that 
came along that way by them: and it 
was told Abimelech. 

26 And Gaal the son of JBbed came 
with his brethren, and went over to 
Shechem: and the men of.Shechem 
put their confidei^e in him. 

27 And they went out into the fields, 
And gathered their vineyards, and trode 
the grapes, and made merry, and went 

. into the house of their god, and did eat 
and drink;-^nd curbed Abimelech. 

28 And Gaal the son of Ebed said, 
Who is Abimehbcb,; and who is She¬ 
chem, that we should serve him ? is not 
he the son of Jerubbaal i and Zebul 
his officer ? serve the men of Hamor 
the father of Shechem: for why 
should we serve him h 

29 And would to God this people 
were under my hand! then would 1 
remove Abimelech. And he said to 
Abimelech, Increase thine army, and 
come out. 

30 f And when Zebul .the ruler of 
the city heard the words of Gaal the 
son of Ebed, his anger was kindled. 

31 And he set# messengers'unto 
Abimelech privily;, saying, Behold, 
Gaal the son of Ebed and his bre~ 
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thren be come to Shechem; and, be¬ 
hold, they fortify the city against thee. 

32 Now therefore up by night, thou 
and the people that is with thee ; and 
lie in wait in the field: 

33 And it shall be, that in the morn¬ 
ing, as soon as the sun is up, thou 
shalt rise early, and set upon the city: 
and, behold, when he and the people 
that is with him come out against 
thee, then mayest thou do to them as 
thou shalt find occasion. 

34 51 And Abimelech rose up, and 
all the people that were with him, by 
night, and they laid wait against She¬ 
chem in four companies. 

35 And Gaplthe son of Ebed went 
out, and stood in the entering of the 
gate of the city: and Abimelech rose 
up,* and the people that were with 
lum, from lying in wait. 

36 And when Gaal saw the people, 
he said to Zebul, Behold, there come 
people down from the top of the 
mountains. And Zebul said unto him, 
Thou seest the shadow of the moun¬ 
tains as if they were men. 

37 And Gaal spake again and said, 
See there come people down by the 
middle of the land, and another com¬ 
pany come along by the,plain of Me- 
onenim. 

38 Then said Zebul unto him, 
Where is now thy mouth, wherewith 
thou saidst. Who is Abimelech, that 
we should serve him?3£ not " this the 
people that thou hast despised ? go out, 
I pray now, and fight with them. 

39 And Gaal went out before the 
men of Shechem, and 4 fought with 
Abimelech. 

40 And Abimelech chased him, and 
he fled before him, and many were 
overthrown and woundup, even unto 
die entering of the gate*: 

41 And Abimelech dwelt at Aru- 
mah: and £ebul thrust out Gaal and 
his brethren, that they should not 
dwell in Shechem. 

. 42 And It came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that the people went out into the 
field; and they told Abimelech. 

43 And he took the -people, and 
divided them into three companies.

and laid Wait in the field, and looked, 
and, behold, the people were come 
forth odt of the city; and he rose up 
against them, and smote them. 

44‘And Abimelech, and the com¬ 
pany that was with him, rushed for¬ 
ward, and stood in the entering of die 
gate of the city: and die two other 
companies ran upon all the people that 
were in the fields, and slew them. 

45 And Abimelech fought against 
the city all that day; and he tpok the 
city, and slew the people that was 
therein, and beat down the city, and 
sowed it with salt. 

46 If And when all the men of the 
tower of Shechem heard that, they 
entered into 4h hold of the house of 
the god Beritb. 

47 And it was told Abimelech, that 
all the men of the tower of Shechem 
were gathered together. 

48 And Abimelech gat him up to 
mount Zalmon, he and all the people 
that were with him; and Abimelech 
took an ax in his hand, and cut down 
a bough from the trees, and took it, 
and laid it on his shoulder, and said 
unto the people that were with him. 
What ye have seen me do, tnake haste, 
and do as I have done. 

49 And airthe people likewise cut 

down every man his bough, and fol¬ 
lowed 'Abimelech, and.put tMtn to the 
hold, and set the hold on fire upon 
them; so that all the menof the tower 
of*Shechem died also, about a thou* 
sand men and women. 1 < 

30 f Then went Abimelech to 
Thebez, and encamped against The- 
bez, and took it. 

51 Bub there was a strong tower 
Within the fcity, and thither fled all the 
men and women, and all they of the 
city, and shut it to them, and gat them 
up to the top of the tower. 

32 And Abimelech carpe unto the 
tower, and fought against it, and went 
hard unto the door of the tower to 
burn it with fire. 

.58 And a certain woman cast a piece 
of a milstone upon Abimelech’s head; 
.and all to brake his skull. 

Jb 4 Then he called hastily unto the 
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young man his armourbearer, and said 
unto him. Draw thy sword, and slay 
me, that men say not of me, A woman 
slew him. And his young man thrust 
him through, and he died. 

55 And when the men of Israel saw 
that Abimelech was dead, they de¬ 
parted every man unto„his place. 

56'5F Thns God rendered the wick¬ 
edness of Abimelech, which he did 
unto his father in slaying his seventy 
brethren: 

57 And all the evil of the men of 
Shechem did God render upon their 
heads: and upon them came the curse 
of Jotham the son of Jerubbaal. 

CHAP. X. 

1 Tolajudgelh Israel in Shamir. 3 Jair r whose 
thirty sent had thirty cities. 6 The Philis¬ 
tines and Ammonites oppress Israel, to In 
their misery God sendeh them to their false 
gods. 15 Upon their repentance hepitielh them. 

And after Abimelech there arose to 
defend Israel Tola the son of Puah, 
the son of Dodo, a man of Issachar ; 
and he dwelt in Shamir in mount 

Bpitraim. 

1 And he judged Israel twenty and 
three years, and died, and was buried 
in Shamir. 

3 If And after him arose Jair, a Gi¬ 
leadite, aM judged Israel twenty and 
two years. 

4 And he had. thirty sons that rode 
on thirty ass colts,and they had thirty 
cities, which are called Havoth-jr 
unto this day, which are in the land of 
Gilead. 

5 And Jair died; alfd was buried in 
Cam on. 

6 f And the children of Israel did 
evil again in the sight of the Lord, 
and served Baalim, and Asbtaroth, and 
the gods of Syria, and the gods of Zi- 
don, and the gods of Moab, and the 
gods of the children of Ammon, and 
die gods of the Philistines, and for¬ 
sook the Lord, and served not him. 

7 And the anger of the Lord was 
hot against Israel, and he sold them into 
the hands bf the Philistines, and into 
the hands of the children of Ammon. 

8 And that year they vexed* and op¬ 
pressed the children of Isfael eighteen 
years, all the children of Israel that

9 Moreover the children of Ammon 
passed oyer Jordan to fightalso against 
Judah, and against Benjamin, and 
against the house of Ephraim; so that 
Israel was sore distressed.. 

10 If And the children of Israel 
cried unto the Loro, saying, We have 
sinned against thee, both because we 
have forsaken our God, and also 
served Baalim. 

11 And the Lord said unto the 
children of Israel, Did not I deliver 
you from the Egyptians, and from the 
Amorites, from the 1 children of Am¬ 
mon, and from the Philistines ? 

12 The Zidonians also, and the 
Amalekites, and the Maonites, did op¬ 
press you; and ye cried to me, and I 
delivered you out of tlieir hand. 

13 Yet ye have forsaken me, and 
served other gods: wherefore 1 will 
deliver you no more. 

14 Go and cry unto the gods which 
ye have chosen; let them deliver you 
m the time of your tribulation. 

15 f And the children of Israel 
said unto the Lord, We have sinned: 
do thou unto us whatsoever seemeth 
good unto thee; deliver us only, we 
pray thee, this day. 

16 And they put away the strange 
gods from among them, and served 
the Lord : and his soul was grieved 
for the misery of Israel. 

17 Then the children of Ammon 
were gathered together, and encamped 
in Gilead. And the children of Israel 
assembled themselves together, and 
encamped in Mizpeh. 

18 And the people and princes of 
Gilead said one to another. What man 
is he that will begin to fight against the 
children of Ammon l he shall be head 
over al| the inhabitants yf Gilead. 

CHAP. XI. 

I The covenant between Jephthah and the Gilead¬ 
ites, that he should be their .head. 13 The 
treaty of peace between him and the Ammo¬ 
nites U in vain. 29 Jepkthak's vow. S2 Hie 
conquest qf the Ammonites. 34 He perform- 
eth his vow on his daughter. 

NOW Jephthah Idle Gileadite was 
a mighty man of valour, and he arts 
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Jephthah. 

2 And Gilead's wife bare him sons; 
and his wife’s sons grew up, and they 
thrust out Jephthah, and said unto 
him. Thou shalt not inherit in our 
father’s house; for thou art the son 
of a strange woman. 

3 Then Jephthah fled from his bre¬ 
thren, and dwelt in the land of Tob: 
and there were gathered vain men to 
Jephthah, and went out with him. 

4 And it came to pass in process 
of time, that the children of Ammon 
made war against Israel. 

5 And it was so, that when the chil¬ 
dren of Amnion made war against 
Israel, the elders of Gilead went to 
fetch J ephthah out of the land of Tob: 

6 And they said unto Jephthah, 
Come, and be our captain, that we 
may fight with the children of Ammon. 

7 And Jephthah said unto the chil¬ 
dren of Gilead, Did not ye hate me, 
and expel me out of my father’s housed 
and why are ye come unto m§ now 
when ye are in distress f 

8 And the elders of Gilead said unto 
Jephthah, Therefore we turn again to 
thee now, that thou 'mayest go with 
us, and fight against the children of 
Ammon, and be our head over all the 
inhabitants of Gileadt 

9 And Jephthah said unto the elders 
of Gilead, If ye bring me borne again 
to fight against die children of Ammon, 
and the Lord deliver them before 
me, shall I be your head ? , . 

10 And die elders of Gilead said 
unto Jephthah, The Lord be witness 
between us, if we do not so according 
to thy words. 

11 Then Jephthah went with the 
elders of Gilead, and the. people made 
him head and captain over them: and 
Jephthah uttered all his words before 
the Lord in Mizpeh. 

12 If And Jephthah sent messen¬ 
gers unto the king of the children of 
Ammon, saying, What hast thou to do 
with me, that thou art come against 
me to fight in my land ?' 

,13 And the king dfthe children of 
Ammon answered unto, the messen-

gen of Jephthah, Because Israel look 
away my land, when they came up out 
of Egypt, from Arnon even" unto Jab- 
bok, and unto Jordan: now therefore 
restore those land* again peaceably. 

14 And Jephthah. sent messengers 
again unto the king of the children of 
Ammon: 

15 And said unto him. Thus saith 
Jephthah, Israel took not away the 
land of Moab, nor the land of the 
children of Ammon : 

16 But when Israel came up from 
Egypt, and walked, through the wil¬ 
derness unto the Red sea, and came 
to Kadesh; 

17 Then Israel sent messengers un¬ 
to the king ofEdoni, saying. Let me, 
I pray thee, pass through thy land: but 
the king of Edom would not hearken 
thereto. *And in like manner they sent 
unto the king of Moab: but he would 
not consent: and Israel abode in Ka¬ 
desh. 

18 Then they went along through 
the wilderness, and compassed the 
land of Edom, and the land of Moab, 
and came by the east side of the land 
of Moab, and pitched on the other 
side of Arnon, but came not within 
the border of Moab: for Arnon. teas 
the border of Moab. 

19 And.Israel sent messengers unto 
SihoQ king of the Amorites, the king 
of Heshhon; and Israel said unto him. 
Let us pass, we pray thee, through 
thy.land into my place. 

20 But Sihon trusted not Israel to 
pass through his coast: but Sihon ga¬ 
thered all his people together, and 
pitched in Jahaz, and fought against 
Israel. 

21 And the«LoRD God of Israel 
delivered Sihon and all his people into 
the hand of Israel, and they smote 
them: so Israel possessed all the land 
of the Amorites, the inhabitants of 
that country. 

22 And theypossessed all the coasts 

of the Amorites, from Arnon even un¬ 
to Jabbok, and from the wilderness 
even unto Jordan. 1 ' 

23 So now the Lord God of Ittriel 
hath dispossessed the' Amorites from 
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Jephthah’t rash vt>to. 

before his people Israel, and should- 
est thou possess it ? ' 

24 Wilt not thou possess that which 
Chemosh thy god giveth thee to pos- 
Ullm ? So whomsoever the Lord bur 
God shall drive out from before us, 
them will we possess. * 

25 And now art thou any thing 
better than Balak the son of Zippor 
king of Moab? did he ever strive 
against Israel, or did he ever fight 
against them, 

26 While Israel dwelt in Heshbon 
and her towns, and in Aroer and her 
towns, and in all the cities that be along 
by the coasts of Arnon, three hundred 
years ? why therefore did ye not re¬ 
cover them within that time ? 

27 Wherefore I*have not sinned 
against thee, but thou doest me wrong 
to war against me: the Lord the 
Judge be judge this day between the 
children of Israel and the children of 
Ammon. 

28 Howbeit the king of the children 
of Ammon hearkened not unto the 
words of Jephthah which he sent him. 

29 Then the Spirit of the Lord 
came upon Jephthah, and he passed 
over Gilead, and Manasseh, and pass¬ 
ed over Mizpeh of Gilead, and from 
Mizpeh of Gilead he passed over 
unto the children of Ammon. 

SO And Jephthah vowed avow unto 
the Lord, and said. If thou shalt with¬ 
out fail deliver the children of Am¬ 
mon into mine hands, 

31 Then it, shall be, that whatsoever 
cometh forth of the doors of my house 
to meet me, when I return in peace 
from the children of Ammon, shall 
surely be the Lord’s, and I will 
offer it up for a burnt offering. 

32 So Jephthah passed over unto 
thechildrenof Ammon to fight against 
them; and the Lord delivered them 
into his hands. 

S3 And he smote them from Aroer, 
even till thou come to Minnith, even 
twenty cities, and unto the plain of the 
vineyards, with a very great slaughter. 
Thus the children of Ammon were 
subdued before the children of Israel.

37 And she said unto her father, Let 
this thing be done for me: Let me alone 
two months, that I may go up and 
down upon the mountains, and. bewail 
my virginity, I and my fellows. 

38 And he said. Go. And he sent her 
away for two months: and she went 
with her companions, and bewailed 
her virginity upon the mountains. 

39 And it came to pass at the end 
of two months, that she returned unto 
her father, who did with her according 
to his vow which he had vowed: and 
she kn<ew no man. And it was a 
custom in Israel, 

40 Thai the daughters of Israel 
went yearly to lament the daughter of 
Jephthah the Gileadite four days in 
a year. 

CHAP. XII. 

1 The Ephraimites, quarrelling with Jephthah, 
and discerned by Shibboleth, are slain by the 
Gileadites. 7 Jephthah dieth. 8 Ibxan, who 
had thirty sons and thirty daughters, 11 and 
Eton, IS and Abdon, who had forty sons and 
thirty nephews, Judged Israeli 

A.ND the men of Ephraim gathered 
tlu aselves together, and went north¬ 
ward, and said unto Jephthah, Where¬ 
fore passedst thou over to fight against 
the children ; of Ammon, and didst not 
call us to go with thee ? we will bttm 
thine house upon thee with fire. 

2 And Jephthah said unto them, I 
and my people were at* great strife 
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Ephraimites which were escaped said. 
Let me go over; that the men of G i- 
lead said unto him, Art thou an Eph- 
ruimite ? If he said, Nay; 

6. Then said they unto him, Say now 
Shibbolethand he said Sibboieth : 
for he could not frame to pronounce 
it right. Then they took him, and 
slew him at the passages of Jordan : 
and there fell at that time of the Eph¬ 
raimites forty and two thousand. 

7 And Jephthah judged Israel six 

years. Then died Jephthah the Gi¬ 
leadite, and was buried in one of the 
cities of Gilead. v 

8 *f[.And after him Ibzan bf .Beth¬ 
lehem judged Israel. 

9 And he had thirty sons, and thirty 
daughters, whom he sent abroad, and 
took in thirty daughters from abroad 
for his sons. And he judged Israel 
seven ye«rs. 

10 Then died Ibzan, and was buried 
at Beth-lehem. , 

11 If And after him Elon, a Zebu- 
Ionite,, judged Israeli and he judged 
Israel ten years. 

12 And Elon the Zebulonite died, 
and was buried in Aijalou in the 
country of Zebulun. 

13 5T And after him Abdoti the son 
of HiUel,a Pirathouite, judged Israel. 

14 Aud he had forty sons and thirty 
nppbews,.that rode on threescore and

ten ass colts: and he judged Israel 
eight years. 

15 And Abdon the son of Hillel the 
Pirathonite died, and was buried in 
Pirathon in the land of Ephraim, in 
the mount of the Amalekites. 

CHAP. xur. 

1 Israel is hi the hand of the Philistines. 3 An 
angel appeareth to Manoah’s wife. 8 The an¬ 
gel appeareth to Manoah. 15 Manoah’s sa¬ 
crifice, whereby the angel is discovered. 24 
Samson is born. 

.And the children of Israel did evil 
again in the sight of the Lord; and 
the Lord delivered them into the 
hand of the Philistines forty years. 

2 And there was a certain man of 
Zorah, of the family of the Danites, 
whose name was Manoah; and his wife 
was barren, and bare uot. 

3 And the angel of the Loud ap- 
eared unto the woman, aud said unto 
er. Behold now, thou art barren, and 

bearest not: but thou shalt conceive, 
and bear a son. 

4 Now therefore beware, I pray 
thee, and drink not wine nor strong 
dririk, and eat not any ynclean thing : 

5 For, lo, thou shalt conceive, and 
hear a son ; and no rasor shall come 
on his head : for the child shall be a 
Nazarite unto God from the womb : 
and he shall begin to deliver Israel out 
of the hand of the Philistines. 

6 If 'Then the woman came and told 
her husband, saying, A man of God 
came*unto me, and his countenance 
was like the countenance of an angel 
of God, very terrible: but I asked him 
not whence he was, neither told he me 
his name: 

7 But he said unto me, Behold, thou 
shalt conceive, and bear a son; and 
now drink no wine nor strong drink, 
neither eat any uuclean thing: for the 
child shall be a Nazarite to God from 
the womb to the day of his death. 

8 f Then Manoah intreated the 
Lord, and said, O my Lord, let the 
man of God which thou didst send 
come again unto us, and teach us what 
we shall do unto the child that shall 
be born. 

9 And God hearkened to. the voice 
of Manoah; and the angel of God 
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XIII. and his wife. 

came again unto the woman as she 
sat in the field: but Manoah her hus¬ 
band was not with her. 

10 And the woman made haste, and 
)ran, and shewed her husband, and said 
unto him, Behold, the man hath ap¬ 
peared unto me, that came unto me 
the other day. 

11 And Manoah arose, and went 
after his wife, and came to the man, 
and said unto him, Art thou the man 
that spakest unto the woman ? And 
he said, I am. 

12 And Mfcmoah said, Now let thy 

words come to pass. How shall we 
order the child, and how shall we do 
unto him ? • 

13 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Manoah, Of all that I said unto 
the woman let her beware. 

14 She may not eat of any thing 
that comcth of the vine, neither let 
her drink wine or strong drink, nor 
eat any unclthm thing: all that I com¬ 
manded her let her observe. 

15 ^f And Manoah said unto the an¬ 
gel of the Lord, 1 pray tfiee, let us 
detaiu thee, until wc shall have made 
readj^a kid for thee. 

16 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto Manoah, Though thou detain 
me, I will not eat of thy bread: and 
if thou wilt offe'r a burnt offering, 
thou must offer it unto the Lord. 
For Manoah knew not that he was an 
angel of the Lord. 

17 And Mgnoah said unto the angel 
of the Lord, What is thy name, that 
when thy sayings come to pass we 
may do thee honour ? 

18 And the angel of the Lord said 
unto him, Why askest thou thus after 
my name, seeing it is secret ? 

19 So Manoah took a kid with a 
meat offering, and offered it upon a 
rock unto the Lord : and the angel 
did wondei ously; and Manoah and 
his wife looked on. 

20 For it came to pass, when the 
flame went up toward heaven from off 
the altar, that the angel of the Loud 
ascended in the flame of the altar. And 
Manoah and his wife looked on it, and 
fell on their faces to the ground.

21 But the angel of the Lord did 
no more appear to Manoah and to his 
wife. Then Manoah knew that he 
teas mi angel of the Lord.

2$ Blit his wife said unto him, If 
the Lob"p were pleased to kill us, he 
would not have received a burnt offer¬ 
ing and a meat offering at our hands, 
neither would he have shewed us all 
these things, nor would as at this time 
have told us such things a! these. 

24 If And the woman bare a sou, and 
called his name Samson’: and the child 
grew, and the Lo*rd blessed him. 

25 And the Spirit of the Lord be¬ 
gan to move him at times in the camp 
of Dan between Zorah and Eshtaol. 

CHAP. XIV. 

1 Samson desireth a wife of the Philistines. 5 
In his journey he killetli a lion. 8 In a second 
journey he findeth honey «« the carcase. 10 
Samson’s marriage feast. \i His riddle by his 
wife is made known. 19 He spoileth thirty 
Philistines ; 20 His wife is married to another. 

And Samson went down to Timnath, 
and saw a woman in Timnath of the 
daughters of the Philistines. • 

2 And he came up, and told his fa¬ 
ther and his mother, and said, I have 
seen a woman in Timnath of the daugh¬ 
ters of the Philistine!'': now therefore 
.get her for me to wife. 

3 Then his father and his mother 
said unto him, Is there never a woman 
among the daughters of Jby brethren, 
or among all my people, that thou 
goest to take a wife of the uncircum¬ 
cised Philistines f And Samson said 
unto his father, Get her for me ; for 
she pleaseth me well. 

, 4 But his father and his mother knew 
not that it teas of ’ the Lord, that he 
sought an occasion against the Philis¬ 
tines : for at that time the Philistines 
had dominion over Israel. 

5if Then went Samson down,,and 
his father and his mother, to Timnath 
and came to the vineyards of Tim¬ 
nath : and, behold, a young lion roared 
against him. 

6 And the Spirit of the Lord, came 
mightily upon him, and he rent him as 
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he would have rent' a kid, and he had 
lothing in his hand: but he told.not his 
father or his mother what he had done 

7 And he went down, and talked with 
the woman and she pleased Samson 
well. ^ 

8 if And after a time he-returned to 
take her, and he turned aside to see the 
carcase of the lion : and, behold-, there 
was a swarm of bees and honey in the 
carcase of the lion. 

9 And he took thereof in his hands, 
and went on eating, and came to his 
father and mother, and he gave them, 
and they did eat: but he told not them 
that he had taken the honey out of the 
carcase of the lion 

10 f So his father went down unto 
the woman: and Samson made there a 
feast; for so used the young men to do. 

11 And it came to pass, when they 
saw him, that they brought thirty com¬ 
panions to be with him. 

12^1 And Samson said unto them, 
I will now put forth a riddle unto you: 
if ye can certainly declare it me within 
the seven day; of the feast, add find 
it out, then I will give you thirty sheets 
and thirty change of garments : 

13 But if ye caunot declare it me, 

then shall ye give me thirty sheets and 
thirty change of garments. And they 
said unto him, Put forth thy riddle, 
that we may hear it. * 

14 And he said unto them, Out of 
the eater came forth meat, and out of 
the strong came forth sweetness. And 
they could not in three days expound 
tire riddle. 

15 And it came to pass on the 
seventh day, that they said unto Sam¬ 
son’s wife, Entice thy husband, that 
he may declare unto us the riddle, lest 
we burn thee and thy father’s house 
with fire: have ye called*us-to take 
that we have i is it not so‘i 

16 And Samson’s wife wept before 
him, and said, Thou dost but hate me, 
and lovest me not: thou hast put 
forth a riddle unto the children of my 
people, and hast not told it me. And 
he said unto her, Behold, I have not 
told it my father nor my ipether, and 
shall I tell it tbes? ' 



Samson it denied hit wife. '• CHAP, 

17 And she wept before him the 
seven days, while their feast lasted: 
and it came to pass on the seventh day, 
that he told her, because she lay sore 
upon him; and she told, the riddle to 
the children of her people. 

1 8 And the men of the city said unto 
him on the seventh day before the sun 
went down, What is sweeter than ho¬ 
ney i and what is stronger than a lion ? 
And he said unto them, If ye had not 
plowed with my heifer, ye had not 
found out my riddle. 

19 And the Spirit of the Loro 
came upon him; and he went down to 
Ashkelon, and slew thirty men of them, 
and took their spoil, and gave change 
of garments unto them which ex¬ 
pounded the riddle. And his anger 
was kindled, and he went-up to his 
father’s house. 

20 But Samson's wife was given to 
his companion, whom He had used'as 
his friend. 

CHAP. XV. 

1 Sanuon is denied his wife. S He bumeth the 
Philistines' corn with foxes and firebrands. 6 
His wife and her father are burnt by the Philis¬ 
tines. 7 Samson smiteth them hip and thigh. 

9 He is bound by the men of Judah, and de¬ 
livered to the Philistines. 14 He ktlleth them 
with a jawbone. 18 God maketh the fountain 
En-hakkore for him in JLehi. 

But it came to pass within a while 
iifter, in the time of wheat harvest, that 
Samson visited his wife with a kid; 
and he'said, 1 will go in to my wife 
into the chamber. But her father 
would not suffer him to go in. 

2 And her father said, I verily 
thought that thou hadst utterly hated 
her; therefore 1 gave her to thy com¬ 
panion : is not her younger sister fairer 
than she ? take her, I pray thee; instead 
of her. 

3 *lf And Samson ‘said concerning 
them, Now shall 1 be more blameless 
than the Philistines, though 1 do them 
a displeasure. 

4 And Samson went and caught three 
hundred foxes, and took firebrands, 
and turned tail to tail, and put a fire¬ 
brand in the midst between two tails. 

5 And when he had set the brands 
on fire, he let them so into the stand- 
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. XV. He smiteth the Philistines. 

ing corn of the Philistines, and burnt 
up both the shocks, and also the stand¬ 
ing corn, with the vineyards andolivea, 

6 51 Then the Philistiucs^aid, Who 
hath done this ? And they answered, 
Samson, the sot) in law of theTimnite. 
because he had taken his wife, and 
given her to his companion. And the 
Philistines came up and burnt her and 
her father with fire. 

7 IF And Samson said unto them, 
Though ye have done this, yet will 
I be avenged of you, and after that I 
W'ill cease. 

8 And he smote them hip and thigh 
with a great slaughter; and he went 
down and dwelt in the top of the rock 
Etam. 

9 If Then the Philistines went up, 
and pitched in Judah, and spread 
themselves in Lehi. 

10 And the men of Judah said, Why 
are ye come up against us ? And they 
answered, To bind Samson are we 
come up, to do to him as he hath done 

i to us. 

11 Then three thousand men of Ju¬ 
dah went to the top of the rock Etam, 
and said to Samson, Knowest thou not 
that the Philistines are rulers over us ? 
what is this that thou hast done unto 
us ? And he said unto them, As they 
did unto me, so have I done unto them. 

12 And they said unto him, We are 
come down to bind thee, that we may 
deliver thee into the hand of the Phi¬ 
listines. And Samson said unto them. 
Swear unto me, that ye will not fall 
upon me yourselves. 

13 And they spake unto him, saying. 
No; but we will bind theejfast, and 
deliver thee into their hand: but surely 
we will not kill thee. And they bound 
him with two new cords, and brought 
him up from the rock. 

14 V And when became unto Lehi, 
the Philistines shouted against him : 
and the Spirit of the Lord came 
inightily upon him, and the cords that 
were upon his arms became as flax that 
was burnt with fire, tind his bands 
loosed from off his bands. 

15 AndhefoundaneWjhwboneof an 
ass; and put forth his band, and took 
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it, and slew a thousand nmn therewith. 

16 And Samson said. With the jaw¬ 
bone of an ass, heaps upon heaps, 
with the jaw r pf an ass have 1 slain a 
thousand men. 

17 Aud it came to , pass, when he 
had made an end of speaking, that he 
cast away the jawbone out of his hand, 
and called that place |tamath-Iehi. 

18 If And he was fcore athirst; and 
called on the Loan, and said, Thou 
hast given this gr.eat deliverance into 
the hand of thy servant: and now 
shall I die. for thirst, and fail into the 
hand of the uncircumcised ? 

19 But God clave an hollow place 
that teas in the jaw, and there came 
water thereodt; and when he had 
drunk, his spirit cable again, and he 
revived: wherefore, he called the name ; 
thereof Eu-hakkore, which is in Lehi 
unto this day. 

20 And he judged Israel in the days 
of the Philistines twenty yprs. 

CHAP. XVI. 

1 Samson at Gaza eseapeth, and carrieth away 
the gates of the city. 4 Delilah, corrupted by 
the Philistines, enticeth Samson. -6 Thrice 
she is dec fired. 15 At last she overcometh 
him. it The Philistine I take him, and put out' 
his eyes. 22'His strength renewing, he pulleth 
down the house upon the Philistines, am dieth. 

Then went SanTsoutoGaza, and saw' 
there an harlot, and went in unto her. 

2 And it wfts told the Gazites, say¬ 
ing, Samson is come hither. And they j 
compassed him in, and laid wait for 

' him all night in the gate of the city, 
and were quiet all the night, saying, 
In the.,morning; when it is day, we 
shall kill him. 

3 And Samson lay till midnight, 
and arose at midnight, and took the 
doors of the gate of the-city, and the 
two posts, and went away with them, 
bar and all, and put them upon. his» 
shoulders, and carried them up to the 
top of sen hill that is before Hebron. 

4.1f And it came to pass afterward, 
that he loved a woman in the valley of 
Sorek, whose name was Delilah. 

■ 5 And the lords of the Philistines 
came up unto her, and said unto her. 
Entice him, and see wherein his great 
strength tieth, and by what*f»«ms we 
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may prevail against him, that we may 
bind hint, to aSflict him: and we will 
give theq every one of us eleven hun¬ 
dred pieces of silver. 

61f And Delilah said, to Samson, 
Tell me, 1 pray thee, wherein thy 
great strength lieth, and wherewith 
. thou mightest be bound to afflict thee. 

7 And Samson said unto her. If they 
bind me w.jth seven green withs that 
were never dried, then shall I be weak, 
and be as another man. 

' 8 Then the lords of the Philistines 
brought up to her seven green withs 
which had not been dried, and 4 sht$ 
bound him with them. 

9 Now there were men lying in wait, 
abiding with her in the chamber. 
And she said unto him, The Philistines 
i>e upon thee, Samson. And he brake 
the withs, as a thread of tow is broken 
when it toucheth the fire. So his 
strength was not known. 

10 And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Behold, thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies: now tell me, I pray thee, 
wherewith thou ({lightest be bound. 

11 And he said unto her. If they bind 
me fast with new ropes that never 
were occupied, then shall I be weak, 
and be as another man. 

12 Delilah therefore took new ropes, 
and bound him therewith, and said 
Unto him. The Philistines he upon 
thee, Samson. And there were liers 
in wait abiding in the chambef. And 
be brake them from off bis arms like 
a thread. 

IS And Delilah said unto Samson, 
Hitherto thou hast mocked me, and 
told me lies •: tell me wherewith thou 
mightest he bound. And belaid unto 
her. If thou weavest the seven locks 
of'iny head with the web- 

14 And she fastened if .with the pin, 
and said unto him, The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson. And he awaked 
out of his sleep, and went away with die 
pin of the beam, and with the web. 

15 If And she said unto him, J How 
eanst thou gay, I love thee, when thine 
heart is not with me ? thou hist mock¬ 
ed me these three tames, and hast not 
told me wherein thy great strength lieth. 



Samson’s imprisonment CHAP. 

16 And it came to pass, when she 
pressed him daily with her words, and 
urged him, so that his soul was vexed 
unto death; 

17 That he told her all his heart, and 
said unto her, There hath not come a 
rasor upon mine head; for I have been 
a-Nazarite unto God from my mother’s 
womb: if I be shaven, then my strength 
will go from me, and I shall become 
weak, and be like any other man. 

18 And when Delilah saw that he 
had told her all his heart, she sent and 
called for the lords of the Philistines, 
saying. Come up this once, for he hath 
shewed me all his heart. Then the 
lords of the Philistines came up unto 
her, and brought money in their hand. 

19 And she made him sleep upon 
her knees; and she called for a man, 
and she caused him to shave off the 
seven locks of his head; and she be¬ 
gan to afflict him, and his strength went 
from him. 

20 And she said, The Philistines be 
upon thee, Samson. And he awoke 
out of his sleep, and»said, I will go 
out as at other times before, and shake 
myself. And he wist not that the 
Lord was departed from him. 

21 But the Philistines took him,- 
and put out his eyes, and brought him 
down to Gaza, and bound him with 
fetters of brass; and he did grind in 
the prison house. 

22 HoSvbeit the hair of his head be¬ 
gan to grow again after he was shaven. 

23 Then the lords of the Pliilistines 
gathered, them together for to offer a 
great sacrifice unto Dagon their god, 
and to rejoice: for they said. Our god 
hath delivered'Samson our enemy into 
our hand. 

24 And when the people saw him, 
they praised tneir god : for they said, 
Our god hath delivered into our hands 
our enemy, and the destrpyer of our 
’ country, which slew many of us. 

25 And it came to pass, when their 
hearts were merry, that they said. Call 
for Samson, that he may make us sport. 
And they called for Samson out of the 
prison house; and he made them sport: 
and they set him between the pillars. 
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XVII. and death. 

26 And Samson said unto the lad 
that held him by the hand, Suffer ine 
that I may feel the pillars whereupon 
the house standeth, that I may lean 
upon them. * 

27 Now the house was full of men 
and women; and all the lords of the 
Philistines Were there; and there-were 
upon the roof about three thousand 
men and women, that beheld while 
Samson made sport. 

28 And Samson called unto the 
Lord, and said, O Lord God, re¬ 
member me, I pray thee,and strengthen 
me, I pray thee, only this once, O God, 
that 1 may be at once avenged of the 
Philistines for my two eyes. 

29 And Samson took hold of the 
two middle pillars upon which the 
house stood, and on which it was 
borne up, of the one with his right 
hand, and of the other with his left. * 

SO And Samson said, Let me die 
with the Philistines. And he bowed 
himself with all his might; and the 
house fell upon the lords, and upon all 
the people that were therein. So the 
dead wdiich he slew at his death were 
more than they which he slew in his life. 

31 Then his brethren and all the 
house of his father came down, and 
took him, and brought him up, and 
buried him between Zorah andLshtaol 
in the buryingplace of Manoah his fa¬ 
ther. And he judged Israel twenty years. 

CHAP. XVII. 

1 Of the money that Micah first stole , then re¬ 
stored, his mother maketh images, 5 and he or¬ 
naments for them. 7 He hireth a Levite to be 

his priest. 

And there was a man of mount Eph¬ 
raim, whose name was Micah. 

2 And he said unto his mother, The 
eleven hundred shekels of silver that 
were taken from thee, about which 
thou cursedst, and spakest of also in 
mine ears, behold, the silver is with 
me ; I took it. And his mother said. 
Blessed be thou of the Loud, my son. 

3 And when he had restored the 
eleven hundred shekels of silver to his 
mother, his mother said, I had wholly 
dedicated the silver unto the Lord 

rom my hand for my son, to make agra- 

Pp 
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veil iiliage and a molten image: now 
therefore I will restore ix unto thee. 

4 Yet he restored the money unto 
his mother; and his mother took two 
hundred shekels of silver/andgave them 
to the founder, who made thereof a 
graven image and a molten image: and 
they were in the house of Micah. - 
6 Add the man Mteah had an house 
of gods, and made an ephod, and te- 
raphim, and consecrated one of his 
sons, who became his priest. 

6 In those days there was no kina 
in Israel, but every man did that which , 
was right in his own eyes. 

7 if And there was a young man out, 
of Beth-lehem-judah of the family of 
Judah, who was a .Levite, and he so¬ 
journed there. 

8 And the man departed out of the 
city from Beth-lehem-judah to sojourn 
■where he could find a place: and he 

came to mount Ephraim to the house 
of Micuh, as he journeyed. 

Q And Micah said unto him, Whence 
comest thou ? And he said unto him, 
1 am u Levite of Beth-lehem-judah, 
and I go. to sojourn where 1 may find 
a place. 

10 And Micah said unto him, Dwell 

with me, and be unto me a father and 
a priest, and I will give thee ten shekels 
of silver by the year, and a suit of 
apparel, and thy victuals. So the 
Levite went in. ^ 

1 1 And the Levite was content to 
dwell with the man; and the young 
man was unto him as one of his sons. 

12 And Micah consecrated the Le¬ 
vitt; and the young man became his 
priest, and was in the house of Micah. 

IS Then said Micah, Now know I 
that the Loud will do me good, see¬ 
ing I have a Levite to my priest. 
CHAP. XVlll. 

1 TV ‘Danites tend Are men to seek mt an in 
ki'ritance. 3 At the house of Micah they eon. 
suit with Jonathan, and are encouraged in their 
way. t They search Laish, and bring back 
news of good hope. 11 Six hundred men are 
sent to gurprize it. 14 In the way they rub 
Micah of hie priest and his consecrated things. 
27 They win Laish, and call it Dan. 30 They 
set up idolatry, wherein Jonathan inherited 
, the priesthood. 

Xn those days there was no king in 
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Israel:, rad in those days the tribe of 
the Danites sought them an inherit¬ 
ance to dwell in; for unto that day all 
their inheritance had not fallen unto 
them among the tribes of Israel. 

' 2 And the children of Dan sent of 
their family five men from their coasts, 
men of valour, from Zorah, and from 
Eshtaol, to spy out the land, and to 
search it; and they said unto them, Go, 
searich the land: who when they came 
to mount Ephraim, to the house of 
Micah, they lodged there. 

3 When they were by the house of 

Micah, they knew the voice of*the 
young man the Levite: and they turn¬ 
ed in thither, and said unto him. Who 
brought thee hither? and whatmakest 
thou in this place ? and what hast thou 
here ? * 

4 And he said unto them, Thus and 
thus dealeth Micah with me, and hath 
hired me, and l am his priest. 

5 And they said unto him, Ask coun¬ 
sel, we pray thee, of God, that we 
may know whether our way which wO 
go shall be prosperous. 

6 And the priest said unto them, Go 
in peace: before the Lord is your 
way wherein ye go. 

7 if Then the five men departed, 
and came to Laish, and saw the people 
that were therein, how they dwelt 
careless, after the manner of the Zi- 
douians, quiet and secure; $uid there 
was no magistrate in the. land, that 
might put them to shame in any thing; 
ana they were far Trom the Zidonians, 
and had no business with any man. 

8 And they came unto their bre¬ 
thren to Zorah and Eshtaol: and their 
brethren said unto them, What say ye? 

9 And they said, Arise, that we may 
go up against them: for we have seen 
the land, and, behold, it is very good: 
and are ye still ? be not slothful to go, 
and Jo enter to possess the land. 

10 When ye go, ye shall come unto 
a people secure, and to a large land: 
for God hath given it into your hands; 
a place where there is no want of any 
thing that is in the earth. 

11 ^ And there went from thence 
of the family of'the Danites, out of 
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Zorah and out of Eshtaol, six hundred 
men appointed with weapons of war. 

12 And they went up, and pitched in 
Kirjath-iearim, in Judah; wherefore 
they called that place MahaneH-dan 
unto this day: behold, if is .behind 
Kirjath-jearim. 

13 And they passed thence unto 
mount Ephraim, and came unto title 
house of Micah. 

14 Then. answered the five men 
that went to spy out the country of, 
Laish, and said unto .their brethren. 
Do ye know that there is in these 
houses an ephod, and teraphiin, and a 
graven image, and a molten image ? now 
therefore consider what ye have to do. 

15 And they turned thitherward, and 
came to the house of the young man 
the' Levile, even unto the house of 
Micah, and saluted him. 

16 And the six hundred men ap¬ 
pointed with their weapons of war, 
which were of the children of Dan, 
stood by the entering of the gate. 

■ 17 ^.nd the five men that went to 
spy out the land went up, and came in 
thither, and took the graven image, 
and the ephod, and the tcraphim, and 
the’molten image: and the priest stood 
in the entering of the gate with the 
six hundred men that were appointed 
with weapons of war. 

18 And these went into Micah’s 
house, and fetched the carved image, 
the ephod, and the teraphim, and the 
molten image. Then said the priest 
unto them, What do ye ? 

19 And they said unto him, Hold 
thy peace, lay thine hand upon thy 
mouth, and go with us, and be to us 
a father and a priest: is it better for 
thee to be a priest unto the house of 
one man, or that thou be a priest unto 
a tribe and a family in Israel l 

20 And die priest’s heart was glad, 
and he took the ephod, and the tera¬ 
phim, and the graven image, and went 
m the midst of the people. 

21 So they turned and departed, 
and put the little ones and the cattle 
and the carriage before them. 

22 f And when they were a' good 
way from the house of Micah, the men ; 
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that were in the houses near to Mi- 
cah*s house were gathered together, 
and overtook the children of Dan. 

28 And they cried unto the children 
of Dan. And they turned their faces, 
and said unto Micah,What aileththee, 
that thou comest with such a com¬ 
pany? 

24 And he said, Ye have taken away 
my gods which I made, and the priest, 
and ye are gone away; and what have 
I more ? and what is this that ye say 
.unto me, What aileth thee ? 

: 25 And the children of Dan said 
linto him, Let not thy voice be heard 
among us, lest angry fellows run upon 
thee, and thou lose thy life, with the 
lives of thy houshold. 

2f> And the’children of Dan went 
their way*; and when Micah saw that 
they were too strong for him, he turn¬ 
ed and went back untq his house. 

27 And they took the things which 
Micah had made, and the priest which 
he had, and came unto Laish, unto a 
people that were at quiet and secure: 
and they smote them with the edge of 
the sword, and burnt the city with tire. 

28 And there was no deliverer, be¬ 
cause it was far from Zidon, and they 
had no business with any man; and it 
was in the valley that lietk by Beth- 
rehob. And they built a city, and 
dwelt therein. 

29 And they called the name of the 
city Dan, after the name of Dan their 
father, who was born unto Israel: 
howbeit the name of the city was 
Laish at the first. 

30 And the children of Dan set 
up the graven image : and Jonathan, 
the son of Gershom, the son of Ma- 
nasseh, he and his sons were priests 
to the tribe of Dan until the day of 
the captivity of the land. 

31 And they set them up Micah’s 
graven image, which he made, all the 
time that the house of God was in 
Shiloh.

2 And the chief of all the people, 
even of all the tribes of Israel, present¬ 
ed themselves in the assembly of the 
peopleof God, four hundred thousand 
footmen that drew sword. 

3 (Now the children of Benjamin 
heard that the children of Israel were 
g ne up to Mizpeh.) Then said the 
children of Israel, Tell us, how was 
this wickedness ? 

4 And the Levite,the husband of the 
woman that was slain, answered and 
said, I came into Gibeah that belong- 
eth to Benjamin, I and my concu¬ 
bine, to lodge. 

5 And the men of Gibeah rose 
against me, and beset the house round 
about upon me by night, and thought 
to have slain me: and my concubine 
have they forced, that she is dead. 

6 And I took my concubine, and cut 
her in pieces, and sent her throughout 
all the country of the inheritance of 
Israel: for they have committed lewd¬ 
ness and folly in Israel. 

7 Behold, ye ore all children of Isra¬ 
el ; give here your advice and counsel. 

8 If And all the people arose as one 
man, saying, We will not any of us go 
to his tent, neither will we any of us 
turn into his house. 

9 Blit now this shall be the thing 
which we will do to Gibeah; we will 
go up by lot against it; 

10 And we will take ten men of an' 
hundred throughout all the tribes of 
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Israel, and an hundrtdof a thousand, 
and a thousand out of tea thousand, 
to fetch lacteal for^he people, that 
they may do, when they co»ne to Gibe- 
ah of Benjamin, according to all the 
folly that they have wrought in Israel. 

11 So all the men of Israel were ga¬ 
thered against the city, knit together 
as oo&tnan. : ' ■ 

15 % And the tribes of Israel sent 
men through all the tribe of Benjamin, 
saying, What wickedness is this that 
is done among you? 

13 Now/therefore deliver us the 
men, the children of Belial, which 
are in Gibeah, that we may put ] 
them to death, and put away evil! 
from Israel. But the children of 
Benjamin would not hearken* to the 
voice of their brethren the children 
of Israel: 

14 But the children of Benjamin ga¬ 
thered themselves together out of the 
cities unto Gibeah, to go out to battle 
against the children of Israel. 

13 And the children of Benjamin 
were numbered at that time out of the 
cities twenty and six thousand men 
that drew sword, beside the inhabit¬ 
ants of Gibeah, which were number¬ 
ed seven hundred chosen men. 

16 Among all this people there were 
seven hundred chosen men lefthand¬ 
ed ; every one could sling stones at an 
hair breadth, and not miss. 

17 And die men of Israel, beside 
Benjamin, were numbered four hun¬ 
dred thousand men that drew sword: 
all these were men of war. 

18 And the children of Israel 
arose, and went up to the house of 
God, and asked counsel of God, and 
said, Which of us shall go up first to 
the battle against the children of 
Benjamin ? And the Loan said, Ju¬ 
dah shall up up first. 

19 <ia the children of IsnraL-rose 
up in the morning, and endunped 
against Gibeah. 

SO And the men of Israel went out 
to battle against Benjamin ;: and the 
men of Israel put themselves ip array 
to fight against them at Gibeah. 

21 And die children of Benjamin 
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came forth oik of Gibeah,«nddestroy¬ 
ed down to the ground of the Israelites 
that day twenty and two thousand men. 

22 And die people the men of Is¬ 
rael encouraged themselves, and set 
their battle again in array in the place 
where they put themselves in array 
the first day, 

23 (And die children of Israel went 

up and wept before the Lord until 
even, said asked counsel of the Lord, 
Spying, Shall I go up again to battle 
against the children of Benjamin thy 
brother? And the Lord said. Go np 
against him.) * 

24 And the children of Israel came 
near against the children of Benjamin 
the second day. 

23 And Benjamin went forth against 
them out of Gibeah the second day, 
and destroyed down to the ground of 
the children of Israel again eighteen 
thousand men; all these drew the 
sword. 

26 Then all -the children of Is¬ 
rael, and all the people, went up,-and 
came unto the house of God, and 
wept, and sat there before the Lord, 
and fasted that day until even, and 
offered burnt offerings and peace 
offerings before the Lord. 

27 And the children of Israel en¬ 
quired of the Lord, (for the ark of 
the covenant of God was there in 
those days, 

28 And Phinehas, the son of *Ele- 
azar, the son of Aaron, stood before 
it in those days,) saying, Shall I yet 
again go out to battle against the chil¬ 
dren of Benjamin my brother, or 
shall I cease? And tpe Lord said, 
Go up; for to morrow I will deliver 
them into thine hand. 

29 And Israel set liersiir wait round 
about Gibeah. 

50 i^nd the children of Israel went 
up agatnst the children of Benjamin 
on the third day, and put themselves in 
array against Gibeah, as at other times. 

51 And the children of Benjamin 
went out against the people, ana were 
drawn away from the city; and they 
beganf|p smite of the people, and kill, 
as at other times, in the highways, of 



all the Benjamites, CHAP 

which one goeth up tothe house of 
God, and the other to\3 ibeah in the 
field, about thirty roen of Israel.. 

32 And the children of Benjamin 
said, They are smitten down before 
ns, as at the first. But the children of 
Israel said, Let us flee, and draw them 
from the city unto the highways. 

33 And all the men of Israel rose 
up out of their place, and put them¬ 
selves in array at Baal-tamar: and the 
liers in wait of Israel came fdrth out 
of their places, even out of the mea¬ 
dows of Gibeah.

Ann it came to pass, when Samuel 
was old, that he made his sons judges 
over Israel. 

2 Now the name of his firstborn 
was Joel; and the name of his second, 
Abiah: they were judges in Beer-sheba. 

3 And nis sous walked not in his 
ways, but turned aside after lucre, and 
took bribes, and perverted judgment. 

4 Then all the elders of Israel ga¬ 
thered themselves together, and came 
to Samuel unto Ramah, 

5 And said unto him, Behold; thou 
art old, and thy sons walk not in thy 
ways: now make us a king to judge 
us like all the nations. 

. 6 If But the thing displeased Sa¬ 
muel, when they said, Give us a king 
to judge us. And Samuel prayed un¬ 
to the Lord. 

7 And the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Hearken unto the voice oF thte people 
in all that they say unto thee: for 
they have not rejected thee, bat they 
have rejected me, that 1 should not 
reign over them. 

8 According to all the works which 

they have done since the day that I 
brought them up out of Egypt even 
unto this day, wherewith they have 
forsaken me, and served other gods, 
so do they also unto thee. „ 

9 Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice: hoWbeit yet protest solemnly 
unto them, and shew them the manner 
of the king that shall reign over them. 

10 ^f And Samuel told all the words 
of the Lord unto the people that 
as^ed of him a king. 

1 i And he said. This will be the 
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Manner of the king that shall reign 
over you: He will take your sons, 
and appoint them for himself, for his 
Chariots, and to be his horsemen; and 
some shall run before hi* chariots. 

12 And he will appoint him captains 
over thousands, ana captains over fif¬ 
ties; and wilt set them to ear his 
ground, and to reap his harvest, and 
to make his instruments of .war, and 
instruments of his chariots. 

IS And he will take your daughters 
to be confectionaries, and to be cooks, 
and to be bakers. 

14 And he will take your fields, and 
your vineyards, and your oliveyards, 
even the best of them, and give them 
to his servants. 

15 And he will take the tenth of 
your seed, and of your vineyards, and 
give to his officers, and to his servants. 

16 And he will take your menser- 
vants, and your maidservants, and your 
goodliest young men, and your asses,

81 And Samuel heard all the words 
of the people, and he rehearsed them

CHAP. IX* 

1 Saul despairing to find hie fatker’t aues, 6 try 
the counsel of his servant, 11 and direction of 
young maidens, 15 according to God’s revela¬ 
tion, 18 cometh to Samuel. 19 Samuel en- 
tertaineth Saul at the feast. 85 Samuel, after 
secret communication, bringelh Saul on hie way. 

Now there was a man of Benjamin, I 
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whose name was Kish, the son of Abi- 
d, the son of Zeror, the son of Be- 
cborath, the son of Aphiah, a Benja- 
mite, a mighty man of power. 

2 And he had a son, whose name 
was Sstul, a choice young man, and a 
goodly: and there was not among the 
children of Israel a goodlier person 
than he: from his shoulders and up¬ 
ward he teas higher than any of the 
people. 

3 And the asses of Kish Saul’s fa¬ 
ther were lost. And Kish said to Saul 
his son, Take now one of the servants, 
with thee, and arise, go seek the asses. 

4 And he passed through mount 
Ephraim, and passed through the land 
of Shalisha, but they found them not: 
then they passed through the land of 
Shalim, and there they were not: and 
he passed through the land of the Ben- 
jamites, but they found them not. 

5 And when they were come to the 
land of Zuph, Saul said to his servant 
that was with him, Come, and let us 
return; lest my father leave caring for 
the asses, and take thought for us. 

6 And he said unto hitn. Behold 
now, there is in this city a man of God, 
andAets.an honourable man; all that 
he saith cometh surely to pass: now 
let us go thither; peradventure he can 
shew us our way that we should go. 

7 Then said Saul to his servant. 
But, behold, if we go, what shall we 
bring the man? for the bread is spent 
iu our vessels, and there is not k pre¬ 
sent to bring to die man of God: 
what have we ? 

8 And the servant answered Saul 
again, and said, Behold, 1 have here 
at hand the fourth part of a shekel of 
silver: that will I give to the man of 
God, to tell us our way. 

9 (Beforetime in Israel, when a man 
went to enquire of God, thus he spake. 
Come, and let us go to the seer: for 
he that is now called a Prophet was 
beforetime called a Seer.) * 

10 Then said Saul to his servant, 
Well said; come, let*us go. So they 
went unto the city where the man of 
God was. 

11 f And as they went up the hill 
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them. Is the seer here l 
' 12 And they answered them , and 
said. He is; behold, he is before you: 
make haste now, for he dame to day to 
the city; for there is a sacrifice of the 
people to day in the.high place: 

IS As soon as ye he come into the 
city, ye shall straightway find him, be¬ 
fore he go up to the high place to eat: 
for the people will not eat until he 
come, because he doth bless the sa¬ 
crifice ; and afterwards they eat that be 
bidden. Now therefore get you up; 
for about this time ye shall find him. 

14 And they went up into the city: 
and when they were come into the 
city, behold, Samuel camebut against 
them, for to go up to the high place. 

15 *J[ Now the Lord had told Sa¬ 
muel in his ear a day before Saul 
came, saying, 

16. To morrow about this time I 
. will send thee a man out of the land 
of Benjamin, and.thou shalt anoint 
him to be captain over my people Is¬ 
rael, that he may save my people out 
of the hand of die Philistines: for I 
have looked upon my people, because 
their cry is come unto me. 

17 And when Samuel saw Saul, the 
Loro said unto him. Behold the man 
whom I spake to thee of 1 this same 
shall reign over my people. 

18 Then Saul drew near to Samuel 
in the gate, and said, Tell me, I pray 
thee, where the seer’s house is. 

19 And 'Samuel answered Saul, and 
said, I am the seer : go up before me 
unto the high place ; for ye shall eat 
with me to day, and to morrow I will 
let thee go, and will tell thee all that 
is in thine heart. 

20 And as for thine asses that were 
lost three days ago, set not thy mind 
on tl.«’tn; for they are found. And 
on whom is all the desire of Israel ? 
Is it not on thee, and on all thy fa' 
ther’s house? 

21 And Saul answered and said, 
Am not I a Benjamite, of the small¬ 
est of the tribes of Israel? and my 
family the least of all the families of 
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22 Ai* 4 Samuel took Saul and his 
servant and brought them into the par¬ 
lour, and made them sit in the chiefest 
place among them that were bidden, 
which store about thirty persons. 

23 And Samuel s«id unto die cook, 
Bifing the jpoftion which I gave thee, 
of which 1 said unto thee, Set it by 
thee. ..... 

24 And the cook took up the shoul ¬ 
der, and that which was upon it, and 
set it before Saul.

26 And they arose early: and it 
came to pass about the spring of the 
day, that Samuel called Saul to the 
top of the house, saying, Up, that I 
may send thee away. And Saul 
arose, and they went out both of them, 
he and Samuel, abroad. 

27 And as they were going down to 
the end of the city, Samuel said to 
Saul, Bid the servant pass on before 
us, (and he passed on,) but stand thou 
still a while, that I may shew thee the 
word of God. 

CHAP. X. 

t Samuel anointeth Saul, t He conjlrmetk him 
by prediction of three signs. 9 Saul’s heart it 
changed, and he prophesieth. 14 He cpnceal- 
eth the matter of the kingdom from his uncle. 
17 Saul is chosen at Mizpek by lot. 86 The 
different affections of his subjects. 

Then Samuel took a vial of oil, and 
poured it upon his head,* and kissed 
him, and said. Is it not because the 
Lord hathanointed thee to be cap¬ 
tain over his inheritance ? 

2 When thou art departed from me 
to day, then thou shalt find two men 
by Rachel’s sepulchre in the border 
of Benjamin at Zelzah; and they will 
say unto thee, The asses which thou 
wentest to seek are found: and, lo, 
thy father hath left the care of the 
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asses, and sorroweth for you, saying, 
What shall I do for my son? 

3 Then shalt thou go on forward 
from thence, and thou malt cdmeto the 
plain of Tabor, and there shall meet 
thee three, men going up to God to 
Beth-el, one carrying three kids, and 
another carryingtnree loaves of bread, 
and another carrying a bottle of wine: 

4 And they will salute thee, and give 
thee two loava of bread; which thou 
shalt receive of their hands. > 

5 After that thou Bhalt come to the 
hill of God, where is the garrison of 
the Philistines: and it shall come to 
pass, wheif thou art come thither to 
the city, that thou shalt meetf a com¬ 
pany of prophets coming down from 
the high place with a psaltery, and a 
tabret, and a pipe, and a harp, before 
them; and they shall prophesy: 

6 And die Spirit of the Lord will 
come upon thee, and thou shalt pro¬ 
phesy with them, and shalt be turned 
into another man. 

7 Aud let it be, when these signs are 
come unto thee, that thou do as occa¬ 
sion serve thee; for God m with thee. 

8 And thou shalt go down before 
me to Gilgal; and, behold, I will 
come down unto thee, to offer burnt 
offerings, and to sacrifice sacrifices of 
peace offerings : seven days shaltthou 
tarry, till I come to thee, and shew 
thee what diou shalt do. 

9 If And it was so, that when he had 
turned his back to go from Samuel, 
God gave him another heart: and all 
those signs came to pass that day. 

10 And when they came thither to 

the hill, behold, a company of pro¬ 
phets met him; and the Spirit of 
God came upon him, and he pro* 
phesied among them. v 

11 And it came to pass, when all 
that knew him beforetime saw that, 
behold, he prophesied am,ong the pro¬ 
phets, then the people said one to 
another, What is this that is come unto 
the sou of Kish ? Is Saul also among 
the prophets ? 

12 And one of the same place* an¬ 
swered and said, But who at their 
father ? Therefore it became a pro- 
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verb. Is Saul also among the prophets? 

■ 13 And when he had made an end 
of prophesying, he came to the high 
place. 

’14 ^ And Saul’s uncle said unto 
him and to his servant, Whither went 
ye? Add he said, To seek the asses: 
and when we saw that tkeu were no 
where,’we came to Samuel. 

’ 15 And Saul’s uncle said, Tell me, I 
pray thee, what Samuel said unto you. 

16 And Saul said unto his uncle, 
He told us plainly that die asses were 
found. But of the matter «f the king¬ 
dom, whereof Samuel spake, he told 
him not. 

17 IT And Samuel called the people 
together unto the Lord to Mizpen; 

18 Aud said unto the children of Is¬ 
rael, Thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, I brought up Israel out of 
Egypt, and delivered you out of the 
hand of the Egyptians, and out of the 
hand of all kingdoms, and of them 
that oppressed you: 

19 And ye have this day rejected 
your God, who himself saved you out 
of all your adversities and* your tribu¬ 
lations ; and ye' have said ttnto fihn. 
Say, but set a king over us. Now 
therefore present yourselves before 
the Lord by your tribes, and by your 
thousands. 

• 20 And when Samuel had caused all 
the tribes of Israel to come near, the 
tribe of Benjamin was taken. " 

21 When he had caused the tribe of 
Benjamin to come near by their fa¬ 
milies, the family of Matri was taken, 
and Saul the son of Kish was taken: 
and when they sought him, he could 
not be found. 

22 Therefore they enquired of the 
Lord further, if the man should yet 
come thither. And the Lord an¬ 
swered, Behold, he hath hid himself 
among the stuff. 

23 And they ran and fetched him 
thence: and when ho stood among the 
people, he was higher than any of the 
people from his shoulders and upward. 

24 And Samuel said 46 all the peo¬ 
ple, See ye him whom the Lord hath 
chosen, that there ts none like him 
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among all the people? And all the 
people shouted, and said, God save 
the king. 

25 Then Samuel told the people 
the manner of the kingdom, and wrote 
it in a book, and laid it up before the 
Lord. And Samuel sent all the peo¬ 
ple away, every man, to his house. 

26 If And Saul also went home to 
Gibeah; and there went with him a 
band of men, whose hearts God had 
touched. 

27 But the children of Belial said. 
How shall this man save us? And 
they despised him, and brought him 
no presents.’ JBut he held his peace. 

CHAP. XI. 

1 Nahash offereth them of Jabesh-gilead a re¬ 
proachful condition. 4 They tend messengers, 
and are delivered by Saul, is Saul thereby ie 
confirmed, and his kingdom renewed. 

Then Nahasb the Ammonite came 
up, and encamped against Jabesh- 
gilead: and all the men of Jabesh 
said unto Nahasb, Make a covenant 
with us, and we will serve the®. 

2 And N &hash the Ammonite an¬ 
swered them, On this condition will 
I make a covenant with you, that I 
may thrust out all your right eyes, and 
lay it for a reproach upon all Israel. 

3 And theelders of Jabesh said unto 
him. Give us seven days’ respite, that 
we may send messengers unto all the 
coasts of Israel: and then, if there be 


after Sautuel, so shall it be done unto 
his oxen. And the fear of the Lob© 
fell on the people, and they came out 
with one consent. 

8 And when he numbered them in 
Bezek, the children of Israel were 
three hundred thousand, and the men 
of Judah thirty thousand. 

9 And they said unto the messengers 
that came, Thus shall ye say unto the 
men of Jabesh-gilead, To morrow, by 
that time the sun be hot, ye shall have 
heipl And the messengers came and 
shewed it to the men of Jabesh; and 
they were glad. 

10 Therefore the men of Jabesh 
said. To morrow we will come out 
unto you, and ye shall do with us all 
that seemeth good unto you. 

11 And it was so on the morrow, 
that Saul put the people in three com¬ 
panies ; and they came into the midst 
of the host in the morning watch, 
and slew the Ammonites until the heat 
of the day: and it came to pass, that 
they which remained were scattered, so 
that two of them were not left together. 

12 ^f And the people said unto Sam¬ 
uel, Who is he that said, Shall Saul 
reign over us ? bring the men, that we 
may put them to death. 

13 And Saul said. There shall not 
a man be put to death this day: for 
to day the Lord hath wrought sal¬ 
vation in Israel. 


no man to save us, we will come out 
to thee. 

. 4 Then came the messengers to 
Gibeah of Saul, and told the tidings in 
theearsof the people: and all the peo¬ 
ple lifted up their voices, and wept. 

5 And, behold, Saul came after the 
herd out of the held; and Saul said. 
What aileth the people that they 
weep ? And they told him the tidings 
of the men of Jabesh. 

6 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Saul when he heard those tidings, and 
his anger was kindled greatly. 

7 And he took a. yoke of oxen, and 
hewed them in pieces, and sent them 
throughout all the coasts of Israel by 
the hands of messengers, saying, Who¬ 
soever cometh not forth after Saul and 
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14 Then said Samuel to the peo¬ 
ple, Come, and let us go to Gilgal, 
and renew the kingdom there. 

15 And all the people went to Gii- 
gal; and there they made Saul king 
before the Lord in Gilgal; and there 
they sacrificed sacrifices of peace 
offerings before the Lord ; and there 
Saul and all the men qf Israel re¬ 
joiced greatly. 

chap: xil 

1 Samuel teetifieth his integrity. 6 He repro- 
vtth the people of ingratitude. 16 He terrifi- 
eth them with thunder in harvest time. 30 
He contforteth them in God’s mercy. 

And Samuel said unto all Israel, 
Behold, I have hearkened unto your 
voice in ali that ye said unto me, and 
have made a king over you. 



Samuel reproveth the people. CHAP. 

% And now, heboid, tbe king walk- 
eth before you: and I am old and 
gray headed; 1 and, behold, my sons are 
with you: and I have walked before 
you from my childhood unto this day. 

8 Behold, here I am : witness against 
me before the Lons, and before his 
anointed : whose ox have I taken ? or 
whose ass have I taken l or whom have 
I defrauded? whom have I oppressed? 
or of whose hand have I received any 
bribe to blind mine eyes therewith ? 
and I will restore it you. 

4 And they said. Thou hast not de¬ 
frauded us, nor oppressed us, neither 
hast thou taken ought of any man’s 
hand. 

5 And he said unto them, The Lord 
is witness against you, and his anointed 
is witness this day, that ye have not 
found ought in my hand. And they 
answered, He is witness. 

6 If And Samuel said unto the peo¬ 
ple, It is die Lord that advanced Mo¬ 
ses and Aaron, and that brought your 
fathers up out of the land of Egypt. 

7 ’Now therefore stand still, that 
may reason with you before the Lord 
of all the righteous acts of the Lord, 
which he did to you and to your fathers. 

8 When J acob was come into Egypt, 
and your fathers cried uuto the Lord, 
then the Lord sent Moses and Aaron, 
which brought forth your fathers out 
of Egypt, and made them dwell in this 
place. * 

9 And when they forgat the Lord 
their God, he sold them into the hand 
of Sisera, captain of the host of Ha- 
zor, and into the hand of the Philis¬ 
tines, and into the hand of the king of 
Moab, and they fought against them. 

10 And they cried unto the Lord, 
and said, We have sinned, because we 
have forsaken the Lord, and have 
served Baalim and Ashtaroth: but 
now deliver us out of the hand of our 
enemies, and we will serve thee. 

11 And the Lord sent Jerubbaal, 
and Bedan,and Jephthah, and Samuel, 
and delivered you out .of the hand of 
your enemies on every side, and ye 
dwelled safe. 

12 And when yc saw that Nabash tbe 
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. XHi He terrifieth them with thunder. 

king of the children of Ammon came 
against you, yc said unto me, Nay; 
blit a king shall reign over us: when 
the Lord your God was your king. 

13 Now therefore behold the king 
whom ye have chosen, and whom ye 
have desired! and, behold, the Lord. 
hath set a king over you. 

14 If ye will fear the Lord, and 
serve him, and obey his voice, and not 
.rebel against the commandment of 
the Lord, then shall bothyc and also 
the king that reigneth over you con¬ 
tinue following the Lord your God: 

13 But if ye will not obey the voice 
of the Lord, but rebel against the 
commandment of the Lord, then shall 
the hand of the Lord be against you, 
as it was against your fathers. 

1(5 5f Now therefore stand and see 
this great thing, which the Lord will 
do before your eyes. 

17 Is it not wheat harvest to day ? 
I will call unto the Lord, and he shall 
send thunderand rain; that ye may per¬ 
ceive and see that your wickedness is 
great, which ye have done in the sight 
of the Lord, in asking you a king. 

18 So Samuel called unto the Lord; 
and the Lord sent thunder and rain 
that day : and all the people greatly 
feared the Lord and Samuel. 

19 And all the people said unto 
Samuel, Pray for thy servants unto 
the Lord thy God, that we die not: 
for we have added unto ail our sins 
this evil, to ask us a king. 

20 And Samuel said unto the peo¬ 
ple, Fear not: ye have done all this 
wickedness : yet turn not aside from 
following the Lord, but serve the 
Lord with all your heart; 

21 And turn ye not aside: for then 
should ye go after vain things, which 
cannot profit nor deliver; for they 
are vain. 

22 For the Lord will not forsake 
his people for his great name’s sake : 
because it hath pleased the Lord to 
make you his people. 

23 Moreover as for me, God forbid 
that I should sin’against the Lord in 
ceasing to pray for you: but I will 
teach you the good and the right way: 

S 8 
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24 Only fear the Loud, and serve I 
him in truth with all your heart: for | 
consider how great thingshe hath dofce 
for you. 

25 But if ye shall still do wickedly, 
ye shall be consumed, both ye and 
your king. 

CHAP.' XIII. 

t Saul’s selected band. 3 He calleth the Hebrews 
to Gilgal against the Philistines, whose garri¬ 
son Jonathan had smitten. 5 The Philistines’ 
great host. 6 The distress of the Israelites. 

8 Saul, weary of staying for Samuel, sacrificcth. 

11 Samuel reproveth him. IT The three spoil¬ 
ing bands of the Philistines. 19 The policy of 
the Philistines, to suffer no smith in Israel. 

Saul reigned one year ; and when he 
had reigned two years over Israel, 

2 Saul chose him three thousand 
men of Israel; whereof two thousand 
were with Saul in Michmash and in 
mount Beth-eJ, and a thousand were 
with Jonathan in Gibeah of Benjamin: 
and the rest of the people he sent 
every man to his tent. 

3 And Jonathan smote the garrison 
of the Philistines that was in Geba, 
and the Philistines heard of it. And 
Saul blew the trumpet throughout all 
the land, saying, Let the Hebrewshear. 

4 And all Israel heard say that Saul 
had smitten a garrison of the Philis¬ 
tines, and that Israel also was had in 
abomination with the Philistines. And 
the people were called together after 
Saul to Gilgal. 

5 And the Philistines gathered 
themselves together to fight with Is¬ 
rael, thirty thousand chariots, and six 
thousand horsemen, and people as the 
sand which is on the seashore in multi¬ 
tude: and they came up, and pitched in 
Michmash, eastward from Beth-aven. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that 
they were in a strait, (for the peo¬ 
ple were distressed,) then the people 
did hide themselves in caves, and in 
thickets, and in rocks, mud in high 
places, and in pits. 

7 And some of the Hebrews went 
over Jordan to the land of Gad and 
Gilead.. As for Saul, he was yet in 
Gilgal, and all the people followed 
him trembling. 

8 And he tarried seven davs, ac- 
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cording to the set tipie that Samuel 
had appointed: but Samuel came not 
to .Gilgal; and the people were scat¬ 
tered from him. 

9 . And Saul said. Bring hither a 
burnt offering to me, and peace offer¬ 
ings. And be offered the burnt offering. 

10 And it came to pass, that as soon 
as he had made an end of offering the 
burnt offering, behold, Samuel came; 
and Saul went out to meet him, that 
he might salute him. 

11 If And Samuel said. What hast 
thou done ? And Saul said, Because 
I saw that the people were scattered 
from me, and that thou earnest not 
within the days appointed, and that 
the Philistines gathered themselves 
together at Michmash; 

12 Therefore said 1, The Philistines 
will come down upon me to Gilgal, 
and I have not made supplication unto 
the Lord : I forced myself therefore, 
and offered a burnt offering. 

13 And Samuel said to Saul, Thou 
hast done foolishly: thou hast not kept 
the commandment of the Lord thy 
God, which he commanded thee : for 
now would the Lord have established 
thy kingdom upon Israel for ever. 

14 But now thy kingdom shall not 
continue : the Loud hath sought him 
a man after his own heart, and the 
Lord hath commanded him to be 
captain over his people, because thou 
hast not kept that which the Lord 
commanded thee. 

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him 
up from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Ben¬ 
jamin. And Saul numbered the peo¬ 
ple that were present with him, about 
six hundred men. 

16 And Saul, arid Jonathan his son, 
and the people that were, present with 
them, abode in Gibeah of Benjamin: 
but the Philistines encamped in 
Michmash. c 

17 If And the spoilers came out of 
the camp of the Philistines in three 
companies: one company turned unto 
the way that leadeth to Ophrah, unto 
the land of Shual: 

18 And another company turned the 
way to Beth-horon : and another com-

pany turned to the way of the border 
that looketh to the valley of Zeboitn 
toward the wilderness. 

19 IF Now there was no smith found 
.throughout all the land of Israel: for 
the Philistines said, Lest the Hebrews 
make them swords or spears*. 

20 But all the Israelites went down 
to the Philistines, to sharpen every 
man his share, and his coulter, and 
his ax, and his mattock. 

21 Yet they had a tile for the mat¬ 
tocks, and for the coulters, and for the 
forks, and for the axes, and to sharpen 
the goads. 

• 22 So it came to pass in the day of 
battle, that there was neither' sword 
nor spear found in the hand of any of 
the people that were with Saul and Jo¬ 
nathan : but with Saul and with Jo¬ 
nathan his son was there found. 

23 And the garrison of the Philistines 
weut out to the passage of Michmash. 

CHAP. XIV. 

1 Jonathan, unwitting to his father, the priest, 
or the people, goeth and' miraculously smiteth 
tffe Philistines' garrison. 15 A divine terror 
malccth them beat themselves, 1 ? Saul, not 
staying the priest's answer, setteth on them, it 1 
The captivated Hebrews, and the hidden Israel¬ 
ites, join against them. 24 Saul’s unadvised 
adjuration hindtrtth the victory. 32 He re- 
straineth the people from eating blood. 35 He 
buildeth an altar. 36 Jonathan, taken by lot, 
is saved by the people. 47" Saul’s strength and 
family. 

Now.it came to pass upon a day, 
that J’onatlmn the son of Saul said 
unto the young man that bare his ar¬ 
mour, Come, and let us go over to 
the Philistines’ garrison, that is on the 
other side. But he told not his father. 

2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost 
part of Gibeah under a pomegranate 
tree which is in Migron : and the pco- 

le that wqre with him were about six 
undred men; 

3 And Ahiah,-the son of Ahitub, 
I-chabod’s brother, the^son of Phine- 
lias, the son of Eli, the Lord’s priest 
in Shiloh, wearing an ephod. And the 
people knew not that Jonathan was 
gone. 

4^[ And between the passages, by 
which Jouathan sought to go over un¬ 
to the Philistines’ garrison, there was 
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XIV. Jonathan smiteth the Philistines. 

a sharp rock on the one side, and a 
sharp rock on the other side: and the 
name of the one was Bozez, and the 
name of the other Seneh. 

5 The forefront of the one was si¬ 
tuate northward over against Mich¬ 
mash, and the other southward over 
against Gibeah 

6 And Jonathan said to the young 
man that bare his armour, Come, and 
let us go over unto the garrison of 
these uncircumcised; it may be that 
the Lord will work for us : for there 
is no restraint to the Lord to save by 
many or by few. 

7 And his armourbearer said unto 
him. Do all that is in thine heart: 
turn thee; behold, I am with thee ac¬ 
cording to thy heart. 

8 Then said Jonathan, Behold, we 
will pass over unto these men,and we 
will discover ourselves unto them. 

9 If they say thus unto us, Tarry 
until we come to you; then we will 
stand still in our place, and will not 
go up unto them. 

10 But if they say thus, Come up 
unto us ; then we will go up : for the 
Lord hath delivered them into our 
hand: and this shall be a sign unto us. 

11 And both of them discovered 
themselves unto the garrison of the 
Philistines: and the Philistines said. 
Behold, the Hebrews come forth out 
of the holes where they had hid them¬ 
selves. 

12 And the men of the garrisou an¬ 
swered Jonathan and his armourbear¬ 
er, and said, Come up to us, and we 
will shew you a thing. And Jonathan 
said unto his armourbearer, Come up 
after me : for the Lord hath deliver¬ 
ed them into the hand of Israel. 

13 And Jonathan climbed up upon 
his hands and upon his feet, and his 
armourbearer after him : and they fell 
before Jonathan ; and his armour- 
bearer slew after him. 

14 And that first slaughter, which 
Jonathan aud his armourbearer made, 
was about twenty men, within as it 
were an half acre of land,»/«cA a yoke 
of oxen might plow. 

13 And there was trembling in the 
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host, in the field, and among all the 
people: the garrison, and the spoilers, 
they also trembled, and the earth quak¬ 
ed : so it was a very great trembling. 

1 6 And the watchmen of Saul in 
Gibcah of Benjamin looked; and, be¬ 
hold, the multitude melted away, and 
they went on beating down one another. 

17 Then said Saul unto the people 
that were with him, Number now, and 
see who is gone from us. And when 
they had numbered, behold, Jonathan 
and his armourbearer were not there. 

18 And Saul said unto Ahiah, Bring 
hither the ark of God. For the ark 
of God was at that time with the 
children of Israel. 

19 And it came to pass, while 
Saul talked unto the priest, that the 
noise that was in the host of the Phi¬ 
listines went on and increased: and 
Saul said unto the priest, Withdraw 
thine hand. 

20 And Saul and all the people that 
.were with him assembled themselves, 
and they came to the battle: and, be¬ 
hold, every man’s sword was against 
his fellow, and there was a very great 
discomfiture. 

21 Moreover the Hebrew's that were 
with the Philistines before that time, 
which went up with them into the 
camp from, the country round about, 
even they also turned to be with the 
Israelites that were with Saul and 
Jonathan. 

22 Likewise all the men of Israel 
which had hid themselves in mount 
Ephraim, when they heard that the 
Philistines tied, even they also fol¬ 
lowed hard after them in the buttle. 

23 So the Lord saved Israel that 
day : and the battle passed over unto 
Beth-aven. 

24 H And the men of Israel were 
distressed that day : for Saul had ad¬ 
jured th people, saying. Cursed he 
the man that eateth any food until 
evening, that I may be avenged on 
mine enemies. So none of the peo¬ 
ple tasted any food. 

2£ And all they of the land came to 
a wood; and there was honey, upon 
the ground. 


26 And when the people were come 
into the wood, behold, the honey drop¬ 
ped ; but no man put his hand to his 
mouth: for the people feared the oath. 

27 But Jonathan jheard not when his 
father charged the people with the 
oath: wherefore he put forth the end 
of the rod that was m his hand, and 
dipped it in an honeycomb, and put 
his hand to his mouth; and his eyes 
were enlightened. 

28 Then answered one of the peo¬ 
ple, and said, Thy father straitly charg¬ 
ed the people with an oath, sayingJ 
Cursed oe the man that eateth arty foo/ 
this day. And the people were faijpt 

29 Then said Jonathan, My fawat 

hath troubled the land : see, I>«ves 
you, how' mine eyes have ha 
lightened, because I tasted malistines 
this honey. p Gilsr»l 

30 How much more, if haply the 
people had eaten freely to day of the 
spoil of their enemies which they 
found ? for had there not been now a 
much greater slaughter among the 
Philistines ? 

31 And they smote the Philistines 
that day from Michmash to Aijalon: 
and the people were very faint. 

32 And the people flew upon the 
spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, and 
calves, and slew them on the ground : 
and the people did eat them with the 
blood. 

33 Then they told Saul, saying, 
Behold, the people sin against the 
Lord, in that they eat with the blood. 
And he said, Ye have transgressed; 
roll a great stone unto me this day. 

34 And Saul said. Disperse your¬ 
selves among the people, and say un¬ 
to them,. Brmg me hither every man 
his ox, and every man his sheep, and 
slay them here, and eat; and sin not 
against the Lord in eating with the 
blood. And,all the people brought 
every man his ox with nim that night, 
and slew them there. 

35 And Saul built an altar unto the 
Lord : the same was the first altar 
that he built unto the Lord. 

36 And Saul said, Let us go down 
titer the Philistines by night, and spoil 
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them until the morning light, and let ua 
not leave a man of them. And they 
said, Do whatsoever seemeth good 
unto thee. Then said the priest. Let 
us draw near hither unto God. 

37 And Saul asked counsel of God, 
Shall I go down -after the Philistines ? 
wilt thou deliver them into the hand 
of Israel ? But he answered him not 
that day. 

38 And Saul said, Draw ye near hi¬ 
ther, all the chief of the people : and 
know and see wherein this* sin hath 
been this day. 

39*For, as the Lord liveth, which 
saveth Israel, though it be in Jona¬ 
than my son, he shall surely die. But 
there teas not a man among all the 
people that answered him. 

40 Then said he unto all Israel, Be 
ye on one side, and I and Jonathan 
my son will be on the other side. And 
the people said unto Saul, Do what 
seemeth good unto thee. 

41 Therefore Saul said unto the 
Lorjj God of Israel, Give a perfect 
lot. And Saul and Jonathan were 
taken : but the people escaped. 

42 And Saul said, Cast lots between 
me and Jonathan my son. And Jo¬ 
nathan was taken. 

43 Then Saul said to Jonathan, Tell 
me what thou hast done. And Jona¬ 
than told him, and said, I did but taste 
a little looney with the end of the rod 
that was in mine hand, and, lo, I must 
die. 

44 And Saul answered, God do so 
and more also: for thou shalt surely 
die, Jonathan. 

45 And the people said unto Saul, 
Shall Jonathan die, who hath wrought 
this great salvation in Israel? God for¬ 
bid : as the Lord liveth, there shall 
not one hair of his head fall to the 
ground; for he hath wrought with 
God this day. So the people rescued 
Jonathan, that he died not. 

46 Then Saul went up from follow¬ 
ing the Philistines: and the Philis¬ 
tines went to their own place. 

47 f So Saul took the kingdom oyer 
Israel, and fought against ail his ene¬ 
mies on every side, against Moab, and 
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against the children of Ammon, and 
against'Edom, and against the kings 
of Zobah, and against the Philistines: 
and whithersoever he turned himself, 
he vexed them. 

48 And he gathered an host, and 
smote the Amalekites, and delivered 
Israel out of the hands of them that 
spoiled them. 

49 Now the sons of Saul were Jo¬ 
nathan, and ishui, and Melchi-shua: 
and the names of his two daughters 
were these; the name of the firstborn 
Merab, and the name of the younger 
Michal : 

50 And the name of Saul’s wife was 
Ahinoam, the daughter of Ahimaaz : 
and the name of the captain of his host 
was Abner, the son of N er,Saul’s uncle. 

51 And Kish was the father of Saul; 
and N er the father of Abner was the 
son of Abiel. 

52. Ai)d there was sore war against 
the Philistines all the days of Saul: and 
when Saul saw any strong man, or any 
valiant man, he took him unto him. 

CHAP. XV. 

1 Samuel sendeth Saul to destroy Amalek. 6 
Saul favoureth the Kenites. 8 He spareth 
A gag and the best of the spoil. 10 Samuel de~ 
nounceth unto Saul, commending and excusing 
himself, God’s rejection of him for his disobe¬ 
dience. 24 Saul’s humiliation. 33 Samuel 
killeth Agag. 34 Samuel and Suul part. 

Samhkl also said unto Saul, The 
Lord sent me to anoint thee to be 
king over his people, over Israel: now 
therefore hearken thou unto the voice 
of the words of the Lord. 

2 Thus saith the Lord of hosts, I 
remember that which Amalek did to 
Israel, how he laid wait for him in the 
way, when he came up from Egypt. 

3 Now go and smite Amalek, and 
utterly destroy all that they have, and 
spare them not; but slay both man 
and woman, infant and suckling, ox 
and sheep, camel and ass. 

4 And Saul gathered the people to¬ 
gether, and numbered them in Telaim, 
two hundred thousand footmen, and 
ten thousand men of Judah. 

5 And Saul came to a city of Ama¬ 
lek, and laid wait in the valley. 

6 And Saul said unto the Kenites 
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Go, depart, getyoudoun from among 
the Amalekites, lest I destroy you 
with them: for ye shewed kindness to 
all the children of Israel, when they 
came up out of Egypt. So the Kenites 
departed from among the Amalekites. 

7 Atad Saul smote the Amalekites 
from Havilah until thou comest to 
Shur, that is over against Egypt. 

8 And he took Agag the king of the 
Amalekites alive, and utterly destroy¬ 
ed all the people with the edge of the 
sword. 

9 But Saul and the people spared 
A gag, and the best of the sheep, and 
of the oxen, and of the fadings, and 
the lambs, and all that was good, and 
would not utterly destroy them: but 
every thing that was vile and refuse, 
that they destroyed utterly. 

10 ^1 Then came the word of the 
Loro unto Samuel, saying, 

11 It repenteth me that I have set 
up Saul to be king: for he is turned 
back from following me, and hath not 
performed my commandments. And 
it grieved Samuel; and he cried unto 
the Lord ail night. 

12 And when Samuel rose early to 
meet Saul in the morning, it was told 
Samuel, saying, Saul caine to Carmel, 
and, behold, he set him up a.place, 
and is gone about, and passed on, and 
gone down to Gilgal. 

13 And Samuel came to Saul: and 
Saul said unto him, Blessed be thou of 
the Lord: I have performed the 
commandment of the Lord. 

14 And Samuel said, Wlial mean- 
eth then this bleating of the sheep in 
mine ears, aud the lowing of the oxen 
which I hear? 

1 5 And Saul said. They have brought 
them from the Amalekites: for the 
people spared the best of the sheep 
and of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord my God; and the rest we have 
utterly destroyed. 

lt> Then Samuel said unto Saul, 
Stay, and I will tell thee what the 
Lord hath said to me this night. 
And he said unto him, Say on. 

17 And Samuel said, When thou 
wast little in thine own sight, watt 
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thou not made the head of the tribes 
of Israel, and the Loro anointed 
thee king over Israel? 

18 And the Lord sent thee on a 
journey, and said. Go aud utterly de¬ 
stroy the sinners the Amalekites, and 
fight against them until -they be con¬ 
sumed. 

19 Wherefore then didst thou not 
obey the voice of the Lord, but didst 
fly upon the spoil, and didst evil in the 
sight of the Lord? 

20 And Saul said unto Samuel, Yea, 
I have obeyed the voice of the Lord, 
and have gone the May which the 
Lord sent me, and have brought 
Agag the king of Amalek,' and have 
utterly destroyed the Amalekites. 

21 But the people took of the spoil, 
sheep and oxen, the chief of the things 
which should have been utterly de¬ 
stroyed, to sacrifice unto the Lord 
thy God in Gilgal. 

22 And Samuel said, Hath the 
Lord as great delight in burnt offer¬ 
ings and sacrifices, as in obeying tin- 
voice of the Lord? Behold, to obev 
is better than s tcrifiee, and to hear¬ 
ken than the fat of rams. 

23 For rebellion is as the sin of 

witchcraft, and stubbornness is as ini¬ 
quity and idolatry. Because thou 
hast rejected the word of the Lord, 
he hath also rejected thee from being 
king. j 

24 And Saul said unto Samuel, I 
have sinned: for £ have transgressed 
the commandment of the Lord, and 
thy words: because I feared the peo¬ 
ple, and obeyed their voice. 

25 Now therefore, I pray fliee, par¬ 
don my sin, and turn again with me, 
that I may worship the Lord. 

2f> And Samuel said linto Saul, I 
will not return with thee: for thou 
hast rejected the’word of the Lord, 
and the LoRd hath rejected thee from 
being king over Israel. 

27 And as Samuel turned about to 
go away, he laid hold upon the skirt of 
his mantle, and it rent. 

28 And Samuel said unto him. The 
Lord hath rent the kingdom of Is¬ 
rael from thee this day, and hath given 
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it to a'neighbour of thine, that is bet- 1 
ter than thou. 

89 And also the Strength of Israel 
will not lie nor repent: for he is not 
a man, that he should repent. 

80 Then he said, I have sinned: yet 
honour me now, l pray thee, before 
the elders of my people, and before 
Israel, and turn again with me, that I 
may worship the Loud thy God. 

31 So Samuel turned again af¬ 
ter Saul; and Saul worshipped the 
Lord. 

32 If Then said Samuel, Bring ye 
hither to me Agag the king of the 
Amalekites. And Agag came unto 
him delicately. And Agag said. Sure¬ 
ly the bitterness of death is past. 

33 And Samuel said, As thy sword 
hath made women childless, so shall 
thy mother be childless among wo¬ 
men. And Samuel hewed Agag in 
pieces before the Loud in Gilgal. 

34 H Then Samuel went to Ramah; 
and Saul went up to his house to Gi- 
beah of Saul. 

35 And Samuel came no more to 
see Saul until the day of his death : 
nevertheless Samuel mourned for 
Saul: and the Loud repented that he 
had made Saul king over Israel. 

CHAP. XVI. 

1 Samuel sent by God, under pretence of a sacri¬ 
fice, cometli to Heth-lehem. 6 His human 
judgment is reproved. 1tie anointeth Da¬ 
vid. 19 Saul sendethfor David to quiet his 
evil spirit. 

Anii the Lord said unto Samuel, 
How long wilt thou mourn for Saul, 
seeing 1 have rejected him from reign¬ 
ing over Israel ? fill thine horn with 
oil, and go, I will send thee to Jesse 
the Beth-lehemite: for I have provid¬ 
ed me a king among his sons. 

2 And Samuel said, How can I go? 
if Saul hear it, he will kill me. And 
the Lord said, Ta-ke an heifer w'ith 
thee, and say, 1 am come* to sacrifice 
to the Lord. 

3 And call Jesse to tire sacrifice, and 
I will shew thee what thou shalt do: 
and thou shalt anoint unto me him 
whom I name unto thee. 

4 And Samuel did that which the 
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Lord spake, and came to Beth¬ 
lehem. And the elders of the town 
trembled at his coming, and said, 
Comest thou peaceably? 

5 And he said, Peaceably: I am 
come to sacrifice unto the Lord : 
sanctify yourselves, and come with me 
to the sacrifice. And he sanctified 
Jesse and his sons, and called them 
to the sacrifice. 

6 *[1 And it came to pass, when they 
were coma, that he looked on Eliab, 
and said, Surely the Lord’s anointed 
is before him. 

7 But the Lord said unto Samuel, 
Look not on his countenance, or on 
the height of his stature; because I 
have refused him: for the LORD 
seeth not as man seeth; for man look- 
eth on the outward appearance, but 
the Lord looketh on the heart. 

8 Then Jesse called Abinadab, and 
made him pass before Samuel. And 
lie said, Neither hath the Lord cho¬ 
sen this. 

9 Then Jesse made Shammah to 
pass by. And he said, Neither hath 
the Lord chosen this. 

10 Again, Jesse made seven of his 
sons to pass before Samuel. And 
Samuel said unto Jesse, The Lord 
hath not chosen these. 

11 And Samuel said unto Jesse, 
Are here all thy children ? And he 
said. There remaineth yet the young¬ 
est, and, behold, he keepeth the sheep. 
And Samuel said unto Jesse, Send 
and fetch him : for wc will not sit 
down till he come hither. 

12 And he sent, and brought him in. 
Now he rcas ruddy, and withal of a 
beautiful countenance, and goodly to 
look to. And the Lord said. Arise, 
anoint him: for this is he. 

13 Then Samuel took the horn of 
oil, and anointed him in the midst of 
his brethren: and the Spirit of the 
Lord came upon David from that day 
forward. So Samuel rose up, and 
went to Ramah. 

14 *[J But the Spirit of the Lord de¬ 
parted from Saul, and an evil spirit 
from the Lord troubled him. 

15 And Saul’s servants said unto 
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him, Behold now, an evil spirit from 
God troubieth thee. 

\0 Let our lord now command 
thy servants, which are before thee, to 
seek out a man, who is a cunning play¬ 
er on an harp: and it shall come to 
pass, when the evil spirit from God 
is upon thee, that he shall play with 
his hand, and thon shalt be well. 

. 17 And Saul said unto his servants, 
Provide me now a man that can play 
well, and bring him to me.. 

. 18 Then answered one of the ser¬ 
vants, and said, Belgpld, I have seen 
a son of Jesse the Bcth-lehemite, that 
is cunning in playing, and a mighty 
valiant man, and a man of war, and 
prudent in matters, and a comely per¬ 
son, and the Lord is with him. 

19 Wherefore Saul sent messen¬ 
gers unto Jesse, and said, Send me 
David thy son, which is with the sheep. 

20 And Jesse took an ass laden with 
bread, and"« bottle of wine, and a 
kid, and sent them by David his son 
unto Saul. 

2} And David came to Saul, and 
stood before him: and he loved him 
greatly; and he became his armour- 
bearer. 

22 And Saul sent to Jesse, saying, 
Let David, I pray thee, stand before 
me; for he hath found favour in my 
sight. 

23 And it came to pass, when the 
evil spirit from God was upon Saul, 
that David took an harp, and played 
with bis hand: so Saul was refreshed, 
and was well, and the evil spirit de¬ 
parted from him. 

CHAP. XVII. 

1 The armies of the Israelites and Philistines 
being ready to battle, 4 Goltulh eometli proud¬ 
ly forth to challenge a combat. 12 David, 
sent by hit father to visit his brethren, taketh 
the challenge • . SB Eliab chideth him. 30 He 
is brought to Saul. 32 He shewcth the reason 
of his confidence. 38 Without armour, armed 
by fait h/ke slaycth the giant. 55 Saul taketh 
notu-i of David. 

Now die Philistines gathered toge¬ 
ther their armies to battle, and were 
gathered together at Shochoh, which 
belongeth to Judah, and bitched be¬ 
tween Shochoh and Azekan, in Ephea- 
dammim. » 


2 And Saul and the men or Israel 
were gathered together, and pitched 
by the valley of Elah, and set the bat¬ 
tle in array against the Philistines. 

3 And the Philistines stood on a 
mountain bn the one side, and Israel 
stood on a mountain on the other side; 
and there was a valley between them. 

4 And there went out a cham¬ 
pion out of the camp of the Philis¬ 
tines, named Goliath, of Gath, whose 
height was six cubits and a span. 

5 And he had an helmet of brass 
upon his head, and he was armed with 
a coat of mail , and the weight of the 
coat was five thousand shekels of brass. 

6 And he had greaves of brass upon 
his legs, and a target of brass between 
his shoulders. 

7 And the staff of his spear was like 
a weaver’s beam; and his spear’s head 
tveighed six hundred shekels of iron: 
and one bearing a shield went before 
him. 

8 And he stood and cried unto the 
armies of Israel, and said unto them, 
Why are ye come out to setyw/rbattle 
in array ? am not I a Philistine, and ye 
servants to Saul ? choose you a man for 
you, and let him come down to me. 

9 If he be able to fight with me, and 
to kill me, then will we be your ser¬ 
vants: but if I prevail against him, 
and kill him, then shall ye be our ser¬ 
vants, and serve us. 

10 And the Philistines sai'd, I defy 
the armies of Israel this day; give me 
a man, that we may fight together. 

11 When Saul and all Israel heard 
those words of the Philistine, they 
were dismayed, and greatly afraid. 

12 *H Now David was the son of 
that Ephrathite of Beth-lehem-judah, 
whose name was Jesse; and he had 
eight sons: and the mab went among 
men for an old man in the days of Saul. 

13 And the three eldest sons of 
Jesse went "and followed Saul to the 
battle: and the names of his three sons 
that went to the battle were Eliab the 
firstborn, and next unto him Abina- 
dab, and the third Shammah. 

14 And David was the youngest: and 
the three eldest followed Saul. 
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David aceepteth it. CHAP. 

15 But David went and returned 
from Saul to feed his father’s sheep a* 
Beth-lehem. 

16 And the Philistine drew near 
mprning and evening, and presented 
himself forty days. 

17 And Jesse said unto David his 
son, Take now for thy brethren an 
ephah of this parched com, and these 
ten loaves, and run to the camp to 
thy brethren; 

18 And carry these ten cheeses unto 
the captain of their thousand, and 
look how thy brethren fare, and take 
their pledge. 

19 Now Saul, and they, and all the 
men of Israel, were in the valley of 
Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 

20 And David rose up early in 
the morning, and left the sheep with 
a keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse 
had commanded him; and he came 
to the trench, as the host was going 
forth to the fight, and shouted for 
the battle. 

21 for Israel and the Philistines 
had put the battle in array, army 
against army, 

22 And David left his carriage in 
the hand of the keeper of the car¬ 
riage, and ran into the army, and came 
and saluted his brethren. 

23 And as he talked with them, be¬ 
hold, there came up the champion, 
the Philistine of Gath, .Goliath by 
name, out of the armies of the Philis¬ 
tines, and spake according to the same 
words: and David heard them • 

24 And all the men of Israel, when 
they saw the man, fled from him, and 
were sore afraid. 

,23 And the men of Israel said, Have 
ye seen this man that is come up ? 
surely to defy* Israel is he come up: 
and it shall be, that the man who 
killeth him, the king- will enrich him 
with great riches, and wiH give him 
his daughter, and make his father’s 
house free in Israel. 

26 And David spake to the mien 
that stood by him, saying, What shall 
be done to the man that killetlr this 
Philistine, and taketh away the’re¬ 
proach from Israel ? forwho is this un- 
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XVII. Eliab chidsth him. 

circumcised Philistine, that-he should 
defy the armies of the living God ? 

27 And the people answered him af¬ 
ter this manner, saying, So shall it be 
done to the man that killeth him. 

28 *|f And Eliab his eldest brother 
heard when he spake unto die men; 
and Eliab’s anger was kindled against 
David, and he said, Why earnest thou 
down hither ? and with whom hast 
thou left those few sheep in the wil¬ 
derness i I know thy pnde, and the 
naughtiness of thine heart; for thou 
art come down that thou mightest 
see the battle. 

29 And David said, What have 1 
now done? Is there not a cause? 

30 if And be turned from him to¬ 
ward another, and spake after the 
same manner: and the people answer¬ 
ed him .again after the former manner . 

31 And when the words were heard 
which David spake, they rehearsed 
them before Saul: and he sent for him. 

32 And David said to Saul, Let 
no man’s heart fail because of him ; 
thy servant will go and fight with this 
Philistine. 

33 And Saul said to David, Thou 
art not able to go against this Philis¬ 
tine to fight with him: for thou art 
but a youth, and he a man of war 
from his youth. 

34 And David said unto Saul, Thy 
servant kept his father’s sheep, and 
there came a lion, and a bear, and 
took a lamb out of the flock: 

35 And I went out after him, and 
smote him, and delivered it out of his 
mouth: and when he arose against 
me, I caught him by his beard, and 
smote him, and slew him. 

36 Thy servant slew both the lion 
and the bear: and this uncircumcised 
Philistine shall be as one of them, 
seeing he hath defied the armies of the 
living God. 

37 David said moreover,The Lord 
that delivered me out of the paw of 
the lion, and out of the paw of the 
bear, he will deliver me out of the 
hand of this Philistine. And Saul 
said unto David, Go, and the Lord 
be with thee. 
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David slayeth the giant. 

38 51 And Saul armed David with 
hi$ armour, and he put an helmet of 
brass upon his head; also he armed 
him with a coat of mail. 

39 And David girded his sword upon 
his armour, and he assayed to go; for 
he had not proved it. And David 
said uuto Saul, I cannot go with 
these; for I have not proved them, i 
And David put them off him. 

40 And he took his staff in his hand, 
and chose him five smooth stones out 
of the brook, and put them in a shep¬ 
herd’s bag which he had, even in a 
scrip; and his sling was in his hand: 
and he drew' near to the Philistine. 

41 And tlie Philistine came on and 
drew near unto David; and the man 
that bare the shield went before him. 

42 And when the Philistine looked 
about, and saw David, he disdained 
him: for he was but. a youth, and 
ruddy, and of a fair countenance. 

43 And the Philistine said unto Da¬ 
vid, Am 1 a dog, that thou contest to 
me with staves? And the‘Philistine 
cursed David by his gods. 

44 And the Philistine said to David, 
Come to me, and I will give thy flesh 
unto the fowls of the air, and to the 
beasts of the field. 

45 Then said David to the Philis¬ 
tine, Thou comest to me with a sword, 
and with a spear, and w'ith a shield : 
but I come to thee in the name of the 
Lord of hosts, the God of the armies 
of Israel, whom thou hast defied. 

46 This day will the Loki> deliver 
thee into mine hand; and I will smite 
thee, and take thine head from thee; 
and I will give the carcases of the host 
of the Philistines this day unto the 
fowls of the air, and to the wild beasts 
of the earth; that all the earth may 
know that there is a God in Israel. 

47 And all this assembly shall know 
that the Lord saveth not with sword 
and spear: for the battle is the Lord’s, 
and he will give you into our hands. 

48 And it came to pass, when the 
Philistine arose, and came and drew 
nigh to meet David, that David hast¬ 
ed, and ran toward the army to me$t 
the Philistine. 
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Saul noticeth David . 

49 And David put his hand in his 
-bag, and took thence a stone, and slang 
it, and smote the Philistine in his 
forehead, that the stone sunk into his 
forehead; and he fell npou his face 
to the earth. 

50 So David prevailed over the 
Philistine with a sling and with a 
stone, and smote the Philistine, and 

I slew him; but there was no sword in 
the hand of David. 

51 Therefore David ran, and stood 
upon the Philistine, and took his 
sword, and drew it out of the sheath 
thereof, and slew him, and cut off his 
head therewith. And when the Phi¬ 
listines saw their champion was dead, 
they fled. 

52 And the men of Israel aud of 
Judah arose, and shouted, and pursued 
the Philistines, until thou come to the 
valley, and to the gates of Ekron. And 
the wounded of the Philistines fell 
down by the way to Shaaraim, even 
unto Gath, and unto Ekron. 

53 And the children of Israel re¬ 
turned from chasing after the Philis¬ 
tines, and they spoiled their tents. 

54 And David took the head of the 
Philistine, and brought it to Jerusalem; 
but he put his armour in his tent. 

55 U And when Saul saw David go 
forth against the Philistine, he said 
unto Abner, the captain of the host, 
Abner, whose son is this youth? And 
Abner said. As thy soul liveth, O king, 

I cannot tell. 

56 And the king said, Enquire thou 
whose son the stripling is. 

57 And as David returned from tine 
slaughter of the Philistine, Abner 
took him, and brought him before 
Saul with the head of the Philistine 
in his hand. 

58 And Saul said to him. Whose 
son art thou, thoU young man? And 
David answered, 1 am the son of thy 
servant Jesse the Beth-lehemite. . 

CHAP. XVIII. 

1 Jonathan loveth David. 5 Saul envieth his 
praise, 10 seeketh to kill him in his fury, 1 i 
feareth Mm for his good success, 17 offereth 
him his daughters for a snare. M David per¬ 
suaded to be the king's son in law, giveth twit 
hundred foreskins of the Philistines for Mi- 
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Jonathan loveth David. CflAI*. 

chaVt dowry. SB SauVt hatred, and Daeutt 

glory incrtatetk. 

And it came to pass, when he had 
ihade an end of speaking unto Saul, 
that the soul of Jonathan was knit 
with the soul of David, and Jonathan 
loved him as his own soul, 

2 And Saul took him that day, and j 
would let him go no more home to 
his father’s house. 

3 Then Jonathan and David made 
a covenant, because lie loved him as 
his own sou). 

4 And Jonathan stripped himself of 
the robe that tras upon him, and gave 
it to David, and his garments, even 
to his sword, and to his bow, and to 
his girdle. 

5 And David went out whither¬ 
soever Saul sent him, and behaved 
himself wisely: and Saul set him over 
the men of war, and he was accepted 
in the sight of all the people, and 
also in the sight of Saul’s servants. 

6 And it came to pass as they came, 
when'David was returned front the 
slaughter of the Philistine, that the 
women came out of all the cities of 
Israel, singing and dancing, to meet 
king Saul, with labrets, with joy, and 
with instruments of niusick. 

7 And the women answered otic 
another as they played, and said, Saul 
hath slain his thousands, and David 
his ten thousands. 

8 And Saul was very wroth, and the 
saying displeased hint; and he said, 
They have ascribed unto David ten 
thousands, and to me they have as¬ 
cribed but thousands: and what can 
he have more but the kingdom? 

9 And Saul eyed David from that 
day and forward. 

10 Audit came to pass on the 
morrow', that the evil spirit from God 
came upon Saul, and he jprophesied 
in the midst of the house: and Da¬ 
vid played with his hand, as at other 
times: and there was a javeliu in 
Saul’s hand. 

11 And Saul cast the javelinj for 
he said, I will smite David even to the 
wall with it. And David avoided out 
of his presence twice. 
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XV11I. Simlfeareth David. 

12 And Saul was afraid of David, 
because the Loud was with him, and 
was departed from Saul. 

13 Therefore Saul removed him 
from him, and made him his captain 
over a thousand; and lie went out and 

i came in before the people. 

14 And David behaved himself 
wisely in all his ways; and the Lord 
was with him. 

15 Wherefore when Saul saw that 
he behaved himself very wisely, he 
was afraid of him. 

16 But all Israel and Judah loved 
David, because he went out and came 
in before them. 

17 IF And Saul said to David, Be¬ 
hold my elder daughter Merab, her 
will 1 give thee to wife: only be thou 
valiant for me, and fight the Lord’s 
battles. For Saul said, Let not mine 
hand be upon him, but let the hand of 
the Philistines be upon him. 

18 And David said unto Saul, Who 
am I t and what is my life, or my fa¬ 
ther’s family in Israel, that 1 should 
be son in law to the king? 

19 But it came to pass at the time 
when Merab Saul's daughter should 
have been given to David, that she 
was given unto Adriel the Meholath- 
ite to wife.

22 Go, I pray you, prepare yet, and 
know and see his place where his 
haunt is, and who hath seen him there: 
for it is told me that he dealeth very 
subtilly. 

23 See therefore, and take know¬ 
ledge of all the lurking places where 
he hideth himself, and cotne ye again 
to me with the certainty, and I will 
go with you: and it shall come to 
pass, if he be in the land, that I will 
search him out throughout all the 
thousands of Judah. 

24 And they arose, and went to Ziph 
before Saul: but David and his men 
Were in the wilderness of Maon, in the 
plain on the south of Jeshimon. 

25 Saul also and his men went to 
seek him. And they told David: 
wherefore he came down into a rock, 
and abode in the wilderness of Maon. 
And when Saul heard that, he pursued 
after David in the wilderness of Maon. 

26 And Saul went on this side of the 
mountain, and David'*nd bis men on 
that side of the mountain: and David 
made haste to get away for fear of 
Saul; for Saul and has men com¬ 
passed David and his men round about 
to take them. 

, 27 But there came a messenger 
unto Saul, saying, Haste thee, and 
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vaded the land. 

28 Wherefore Saul returned front 
pursuing after David, and went against 
the Philistines : therefore they called 
that place Sela-hammahiekotli. 

And David went up from thence, 
and dwelt in strong holds at En-gedi. 

CHAP. XXIV. 

1 David in a cave at En-gedi, having ct off Saul's 
skirt, spareth his life. 8 He sheweth thereby 
his innocency. 16 Saul, acknowledging hi* 
fault, takcth an oath of David,and dept" till. 

And it came to pass, when Saul was 
returned from following the Philis¬ 
tines, that it was told him, saying, 
Behold, David is in the wilderness of 
En-gedi. 

2 Then Saul took three thousand 
chosen men out of all Israel, and went 
to seek David and his men upon the 
rocks of the wild goats. 

3 And he came to the sheepcotes' 
by the way, where was a cave ; and 
Saul went in to cover his feet: and 
David and his men remained in the 
sides of the cave. 

4 And the men of David said unto 
him, Behold the day of which the 
Lord said unto thee, Behold, I will 
deliver thine enemy into thine hand 
that thou mayest do to him as it shall 
seem good unto thee. Then David 
arose, and cut off the skirt of Sau. 
robe privily. 

5 And it came to pass afterward, 
that David’s hear* smote him, be¬ 
cause he had cut off Saul’s skirt. 

6 And he said unto his men. The 
L'ord forbid that I should do this thing 
unto my master, the Lord’s anointed, 
to stretch forth mine hand against him, 
seeing he is the anointed of the Lord. 

7 So David stayed his servants with 
these words, and suffere'd them not to 
rise against Saul. But Saul rose up 
out of the cave, and went on his way. 

8 David 1 ' also arose afterward, and 
went out of the cave, and cried after 
Saul, saying, My lord the king. And 
when Saul looked behind him, David 
stooped with his face to the earth, 

. and bowed himself. .. 

9H And David saiid to Saul, Where-

fdre hear eat thou men's words, saying, 1 
Behold, David seeketh thy hurt ? 

10 Behold, this day thine eyes have 
seen how that the Lord had deliver¬ 
ed thee * to*day into mine hand in the 
cave: and some bade me kill thee : but 
mine eye spared thee; and X said,. I 
will not put forth mine hand against 
my lord; for he is the Lord’s anointed. 

11 ]N* oreover, my father, see, yea, 
see the skirt of thy robe-in my hand : 
for 'n that I cut off the skirt of thy 
robe, and killed thee not, know thou 
and see that there is neither evil nor 
transgression in mine hand, and 1 have 
n »t sinned against thee; yet thou hunt- 
est my soui to take it. 

12 The Lord judge between me and 
thee, and the Lord avenge me of thee: 
but mine hand shall not be upon thee. 

13 As saith the proverb of the an¬ 
cients, Wickedness proceedeth from 
the wicked : but mine hand shall not 
be upon thee. 

14 After whom is the king of Israel 
come out ? after whom dost thou pur¬ 
sue l after a dead dog, after a flea. 

15 The Lord therefore be judge, 
and judge between me and thee, and 
see, and plead my cause, and deliver 
me out of thine hand. 

I61f And it came to pass, when Da¬ 
vid had made an end of speaking these 
words unto Saul, that Saul said. Is 
this thy .voice, my sou David i And 
Saul lifted up his voice, and wept. 

i; And he said to David, Thou 
an more righteous than I: for thou 
hast rewarded me good, whereas lliave 
: swarded thee evil. 

18 And thou hast shewed this day 
how that thou hast dealt well with me: 
forasmuch as w hen the IjORD had de¬ 
livered me into thine hand, thou kill- 
edst me not. 

19 For if a man. find his enemy, 
will he let him go well away ? where¬ 
fore the Lord reward thee good for 
that thou hast done unto me this day. 

20 And now, behold, 1 know well 
that thou shalt surely be king, and that 
die kingdom of Israel shall be esta¬ 
blished in thine hand. 

21' Swear now therefore unto me by 
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XXV, Samuel, diet A. 

the Xj0RP, that thou wilt not cut off my 
seed after me, and that thou wilt not de¬ 
stroy my name out of my father’shouse. 

' 22 And David sware unto Saul. And 
Saul went home ; but David and his 
men gat them up unto the hold. 

CHAP. XXV. 

% Samuel dieth. V David in Paran sendeth to 
Nttl/ah 10 Provoked by Nabal's churlishness, 
he tnindeth to destroy him. 14 Abigail under¬ 
standing thereof, 18 taketh a present, 25 and 
by her wisdom 32 pacifieth David. 3C Nabal 
hearing thereof dieth. 39 David taketh Abi¬ 
gail amt Ahinoam to be his wives. 44 Michal 
is given to Phalti. 

And Samuel died; and all the Is¬ 
raelites were gathered together, and 
lamented him, and buried him in bis 
house at Hamah. And David arose, and 
went down to the wilderness of Paran. 

2 And there was a man in Maon, 
whose possessions rcere iu Carmel; and 
the man was very great, and he had 
three thousand Bheep, and a thousand 
goats: and he was shearing his sheep 
in Carmel. 

3 Now the name of the man was 
Nabal; and the name of bis wife A- 
bigail: and she was a woman of good 
understanding,- and of a beautiful 
countenance : but the man was chur¬ 
lish aud evil in his doings; and be was 
of the house of Caleb. 

4 5F And David heard in the wilder** 
ness that Nabal did shear his sheep.’ 

5 And David sent out ten young 
men, and David said unto the young 
men, Get you up to Carmel, and go 
to Nabal, and greet him in my name: 

6 And thus shall ye say to him that 
liveth in prosperity , Peace be both to 
thee, and peace be to thine house, and 
peace be unto ail that thou hast. 

7 And now I have heard that thou 
hast shearers: now thy shepherds which 
were with us, we hurt them not, neither 
was there ought missing unto them, all 
the while they were in Carmel. 

8 Ask thy young men, and they will 
shew thee. WJierefore let the young 
men find favour in thine eyes: for we 
come iu a good day: give, I pray thee, 
whatsoever cometli to thine hand unto 
thy servants, and to thy son David. 

9 And when David’s young mep 
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tame, they spake to Nakal according 
to all those words in the name of Da¬ 
vid, and ceased. 

10f And Nabal answered David’s 
servants, and said, Who is David ? 
and who is the son of Jesse i there be 
many servants now a days that break 
away every man from his master. 

11 Shall 1 then take my bread, and 
my water, and my flesh that I have kill¬ 
ed for my shearers,and give it unto men, 
whom I know not whence they be ? 

12 So David’s young men turned 
their way, and went again, and came 
and told him all those sayings. 

IS And David said unto his men, 
Gird yc on every man his sword. And 
they girded on every man his sword; 
and David also girded on his sword : 
and there went up after David about 
four hundred men; and two hundred 
abode by the stuff. 

14^1 But one of the young men told 
Abigail, Nabal’s wife, saying, Behold, 
David sent messengers out of the wil¬ 
derness to salute our master; and he 
railed on them. 

15 But the men were very good unto 
us, and we were not hurt, neither mis¬ 
sed we any thing, as long as we were 
conversant with them, when we were 
in the fields: 

* 16 They were a wall unto us both 
by night and day, all the while we were 
with them keeping the sheep. 

17 Now therefore know and con¬ 
sider what thou wilt do; for evil i9 
determined against our master, and 
against all his houshold: for he is such 
a son of Belial, that a man cannot 
speak to him. 

18^1 Then Abigail made haste, and 
took two hundred loaves, and two bot¬ 
tles of wine, and five sheep ready 
dressed, and five measures of parched 
corn, and an hundred clusters of rai¬ 
sins, :>nd two hundred cakes of figs, 
and laid them on asses. 

19 And she said unto her servants, Go 
on before me; behold, I come after you. 
But she told not her husband Nabal. 

20 And it was so, as she rode on the 
ass, that she came down by the covert 
of the hill, and behold, David and his 
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men came down against her; and she 
met them. 

21 Now David had said, Surely in 
vain have I kept all that this fellow hath 
in the wilderness, so that ifothing was 
missed of all that pertained unto him : 
and he hath requited me evil for good. 

22 So and more also do God unto 
the enemies of David, if 1 leave of all 
that pertain to him by the morning 
light any that pisseth against the wall. 

23 And when Abigail saw David, 
she hasted, and lighted off the ass, and 
fell before David on her face, and 
bowed herself to the ground, 

24 And fell at his feet, and said, 
Upon me, my lord, upon me let this ini¬ 
quity be: and let thine handmaid, I 

E thee, speak in thine audience, and 
the words of thine handmaid. 

25 Let not my lord, l*pray thee, re¬ 
gard this man of Belial, even Nabal: 
for as his name is, so is he; Nabal is 
his name, and folly i* with him : but I 
thine handmaid saw not the young men 
of mv lord, whom thou didst send. 

26 Now therefore, my lord, Vis the 
Lord liveth, and as thy soul liveth, 
seeing the Lord hath withholden thee 
from coming to shed blood, aud from 
avenging thyself with thine own hand, 
now let thine enemies, and they that 
seek evil to my lord, be as Nabal. 

27 And now this blessing which 
thine handmaid hath brought unto my 
lord, let it even be given unto the 
young men that follow my lord. 

28 I pray thee, forgive the trespass 
of thine handmaid : for the Lord will 
certainly make my lord a sure house; 
because my lord fighteth the battles of 
the Lord, and evil hath not been found 
in thee all thy days. 

29 Yet a man is risen to pursue thee, 
and to seek thy soul: but the soul of 
my lord shall be bound in the bundle of 
life with the Lord thy God; and the 
souls of thine enemies, them shall he 
sling out, as out of the middle of a sling. 

30 And it shall come to pass, when 
the Lord shall have done to my lord 
according to all the good that he hath 
spoken concerning thee, and shall have 
appointed thee ruler over Ifflftel; 



Nabal dieth. CHAP. XXVI. David marrieth Abigail. 

31 That this shall be no grief unto unto thee, to take thee to him to wife, 
thee, nor offence of heart unto iny lord, -j 41 And she arose, and bowed her- 
either that thou hast shed blood cause- self on her face to the earth, and said. 


less, or that my lord hath avenged him¬ 
self : but when the Lord shall have 
dealt Veil with my lord, then remem¬ 
ber thine handmaid. 

32 And David said to Abigail, 
Blessed be the Lotto God of Israel, 
which sent thee this day to meet me: 

. 33 And blessed be thy advice, and 
blessed be thou, w hich hast kept me 
this day from coming to shed blood, 
and from avenging myself with mine 
own hand. 

34 For in very deed, as the Loro 
God of Israel liveth, which hath kept 
me back from hurting thee, except 
thou hadst hasted and come to meet 
me, surely there had not been left unto 
Nabal by the morning light any that 
pisseth against the wall. 

35 So David received of her hand 
that which she had brought him, and 
said unto her. Go up in peace to thine 
house; see, I have hearkened to thy 
voice, and have accepted thy person. 

56 And Abigail came to Nabal; 
and, behold, he held a feast in his 
house, like the feast of a king; and 
Nabal’s heart was merry within him, 
for he teas very drunken: wherefore 
she told him nothing, less or more, 
until the morning light. 

37 But it came to pass in the morn¬ 
ing, wh'en the wine w'as gone out of 
Nabal, and his wife had told him these 
things, that his heart died within him, 
and he became as a stone. 

38 And it came to pass about ten 
days after , that the Lord smote Na¬ 
bal, that he died. 

39 *11 And when David heard that 
Nabal was /lead, he said, Blessed be 
the Lord, that hath pleaded the cause 
of my reproach from the hand of Na¬ 
bal, and hath kept his servant from evil: 
for the Lord hath returned the wick¬ 
edness of Nabal upon his ow j n head. 
And David sunt and communed with 
Abigail, to take her to him to wife. 

40 And when the servants of David 
were come to Abigail to Carmel, they 
spake unto her, saying, David sent us 
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Behold, let thine handmaid be a ser¬ 
vant to wash the feet of the servants 
of my lord. 

42 And Abigail hasted/and arose, 
and rode upon an ass, with five dam¬ 
sels of her’s that went after her; and 
she went after the messengers of Da¬ 
vid, and became his wife. 

43 And David also took Ahinoam 
of Jezreel; and they w'ere also both 
of them his wives. 

44 But Saul had given Michai his 
daughter, David's wife, to Phalti the 
sou of Laish, which was of Gallim. 

CIIAP. XXVI. 

1 Saul, by the discovery of the Ziphites, cotneih to 
Hachilah against David. 5 David coming in¬ 
to the trench stayeth Abishai from killing Saul, 
but taketh his spear and cruse. 13 David re- 
jtroveth Abner, 18 and exhorteth Saul. 21 
Saul acknowlcdgeth his sin. 

And the Ziphites came unto Saul to 
Gibeah, saying, Doth not David hide 
himself in the hill of Hachilah, which 
is before Jeshimon ? 

2 Then Saul arose, and w'ent dow n 
to the wilderness of Zipli, having three 
thousand chosen men of Israel with 
him, to seek David in the wilderness 
of Ziph. 

3 And Saul pitched in the hill of 
Hachilah, which is before Jeshimon, 
by the way. But David abode in the 
wilderness, and he saw that Saul came 
after him into the wilderness. 

4 David therefore sent out spies, 
and understood that Saul was come in 
very deed. 

5 If And David arose, and came to 
the place where Saul had pitched : 
and David beheld the place where 
Saul lay, and Abner the son of Ner, 
the captain of his host: and Saul lay 
in the trench, and the people pitched 
round about him. 

6 Then answered David and said to 
Ahimelecb the Hittite, and to Abishai 
the son of Zeruiah, brother to Joab, 
saying, Who will go down with me to 
Saul to the camp ? And Abishai said, 
I will go down with thee. 

7 So David and Abishai came to the 
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people by night: and, behold, Saul lay 
sleeping within the trench; and his 
spear stuck in the ground at his bol¬ 
ster : but Abner and the people lay 
round about him. 

8 Then said Abishsi to David, God 
hath delivered thine enemy into thine 
hand this day : now therefore let me 
smite him, I pray thee, with the spear 
even to the earth at once, and I will 
not smite him the second time. 

. 9 And David said, to Abishai, Des¬ 
troy him not: for who can stretch 
Forth his hand against the Lord’s 
anointed, and be guiltless ? 

10 David said furthermore, As the 
Lord liveth, the Lord shall smite 
him; or his day shall come to die; or 
he shall descend into battle, and perish. 

11 The Lord forbid that I should 
stretch forth mine hand against the 
Lord’s anointed : but, I pray thee, 
take thou now the spear that is at his 
bolster, and the cruse of water, and 
let us go. 

IS So David took the spear and the 
cruseof water from Saul’s bolster; and 
they gat them away, and no man saw 
it, nor knew it, neither awaked: for 
they were all asleep ; because a deep 
sleep from the Lord was fallen upon 
them. 

13 IT Then David went over to the 
other side, and stood ou the top of an 
lull afar off; a great space being be¬ 
tween them: 

14 And David cried to the people,- 
and to Abner the sou of Ner, saying, 
Answerest thou not, Abner? Then 
Abner answered and said. Who art 
thou that criest to the king ? 

15 And David said to Abner, Art 
not thou a valiant man ? and who is 
like to thee in Israel ? wherefore then 
hast thou not kept thy lord the king ? 
for H ere came one of the people in 
to destroy the king thy lord. . 

16 This thing is not good that thou 
hast done. As the Lord liveth, ye 
are worthy to die, because ye have not 
kept your master, the Lord’s anoint¬ 
ed. And now see where the. king’s 
spear is, and the cruse of water that 
was at his bolster. 
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17 And Saul knew David s voice, 
and said. Is this thy voice, my son 
David ? And David said, It is my 
voice, my lord, O king. 

18 And he said. Wherefore doth my 
lord thus pursue after his servadt? for 
what have I done ? or what evil is in 
mine hand ? 

19 Now, therefore, I pray thep, let 
my lord the king hear the words of 
his servant. If the Lord have stirred 
thee up against me, let him accept an 
offering: but if they be the children of 
men, cursed be they before the Lord ; 
for they have driven me out this day 
from abiding in the inheritance of the 
Lord, saying, Go, serve other gods. 

20 Now therefore, let not my blood 
fall to the earth before the face of the 
Lord ; for the king of Israel is come 
out to seek a flea, as when one doth 
hunt a partridge in the mountains. 

21 Then said Saul, I have sinned. 
return, my son David : for I will no 
more do thee harm, because my soul 
was precious in thine eyes this day: 
behold, I have played the fool, and 
have erred exceedingly. 

22 And David answered and said, Be¬ 
hold the king’s spear! and let one of 
the young men come over and fetch it. 

23 The Lord rendor to every man 
his righteousness and his faithfulness: 
for the Lord delivered thee into my 
hand to day, but I would not stretch 
forth mine hand against the Lord’s 
anointed. 

24 And, behold, as thy life was 
much set by this day in mine eyes, so 
let my life be much set by in the eyes 
of the Lord, and let him deliver me 
out of all tribulation. 

25 Then Saul said to David, Blessed 
be thou, my sou D&vid i thou shalt 
both do great things, and also shalt 
still prevail. So David went on his 
way, and Sgul returned to his place. 

CHAP. XXVII. 

i Saul hearing David to he in Gath seeketh Me 

more for him. 5 David heggeth Ziklag cf 

Achith . 8 He, invading ether countries, per- 

euadeth Achish he fought agaimt Judah* 

And David said in his heart, I shall 
now perish one day by the band of 
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Saul s there is nothing better for me 
than that 1 should speedily escape in¬ 
to the land of the Philistines; and Saul 
shall despair of me, to seek me any 
more in the coast of Israel; so shall 
l escape out of his hand. 

2 And David arose, and he passed 
over with the six hundred men that 
were with him unto Achish, the son of 
Maoch, king of Gath. 

3 And David dwelt with Achish at 
Gath, he and his men, every man with 
his houshold, even David with his two 
wives, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and 
Abigail the Carmelitess, Nabal’s wife. 

4 And it was told Saul that David 
was fled to Gath : and he sought no 
more again for him. 

5 And David said unto Achish, If 
I have now found grace in thine eyes, 
let them give me a place in some town 
in the country, that I may dwell there: 
for why should thy servant dwell in 
the royal city with thee? 

6 Then Achish gave him Ziklagthat 
day: wherefore Ziklag pertaineth un¬ 
to the kings of Judah unto this day. 

7 And the time that David dwelt in 
the country of the Philistines w'as a 
full year and four months. 

8 U And David and his men went 
up, and invaded the Geshurites, and 
the Gezerites, and the Amalekites: 
for those nations were of old the inha¬ 
bitants of the laud, as thou goest to 
Shur, even unto the land of Egypt. 

9 And David smote the land, and 
left neither man nor woman alive, and 
took away the sheep, and the oxen, 
and the asses, and the camels, and 
the apparel, and returned, and came 
to Achish. 

10 And Achish said, Whither have 
ye made a road to day? And David 
said, Against the south of Judah, and 
against the south of the Jerahmeelites, 
and against the south of the Kenites. 

11 And David .saved neither man 
nor woman alivle, to bring tidings to 

% Gath, saying, Lest they should tell on 
us, saying, So did David, and so will 
he his manner all the while he dwell- 
eth in the country of the Philistines. 

12 And Achish believed David, say- 
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lng; He hath made his people Israel 
utterly to abhor him; therefore he 
shall be my servant for ever.- 

CHAP. XXVIII. * 

1 Achish putteth confidence in David. 3 Saul 
having destroyed the witches, 4 and now in 
his fear forsaken of God, 7 seeketh to a witch. 

9 The witch, encouraged by Saul, raiseth up 
Samuel. 15 Saul, hearing his ruin, fainteth, 
St The woman with his servants refresh him 
with meat. 

And it came to pass in those days, 
that the Philistines gathered their ar¬ 
mies together for warfare, to fight 
with Israel. And Achish said unto 
David, Know thou assuredly, that 
thou shalt go out with me to battle, 
thou and thy men. 

2 And David said unto Achish, 
Surely thou shalt know what thy ser¬ 
vant can do. And Achish said to 
David, Therefore will I make thee 
keeper of mine head for ever. 

3 Now Samuel was dead, and all Is¬ 
rael had lamented him, and buried him 
in Ramah, even in his own city. And 
Saul had put away those that had fa¬ 
miliar spirits, and the wizards, but 
of jthe land. 

4 And the Philistines gathered them¬ 
selves together, and came and pitched 
in Shunem; and Saul gathered all 
Israel together, and they pitched in 
Gilboa. 

5 And when Saul saw the host of 
the Philistines, he was afraid, and his 
heart greatly trembled. 

6 And when Saul enquired of the 
Lord, the Lord answered him not, 
neither by dreams, nor by Urim, nor 
by prophets. 

7 IT Then said Saul unto his ser¬ 
vants, Seek me a woman that hath a’ 
familiar spirit, that I may go to her, 
and enquire of her. And his servants 
said to him. Behold, there is a woman 
that hath a familiar spirit at En-dor. 

8 And Saul disguised himself, and 
put ou other raiment, and he went, 
and two men with him, and they, 
came to the woman by night: and he 
said, I pray thee, divine unto me by the 
familiar spirit, and bring me him up, 
whom I shall name unto thee. 

9 And the woman said unto him,' 
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Behold, thou knowest what Saul hath 
done, how he hath cut off those that 
havO familiar spirits, and, the wizards, 
out of the land : wherefore then lat¬ 
est thou a snare for my life, to cause 
me to die ? 

10 And Saul sware to her by the 

Lord, saying, As the Lord liveth, 
there shall no punishment happen to 
thee for this thing. • 

11 Then said the woman. Whom 
shall I bring up unto thee? And he 
said. Bring me up Samuel. 

12 And when the woman saw Samu¬ 
el, she cried with a loud voice: and 
the woman spake to Saul, saying, 
Why hast thou deceived me? for thou 
art Saul. 

13 And the king said unto her, Be 
nQt afraid: for what sawest thou? 
And the woman said unto Saul, I saw 
gods ascending out of the earth. 

14 And he said unto her. What form 
is he .of? And she said, An old man 
cometh up ; and he is covered with a 
mantle.. And .Saul perceived that it 
was Samuel, and he stooped with his 
face to the gr ound, andjbowed himself, 

15 IT And Samuel said to Saul, Why 
hast thou disquietedjpm, to bring me 
upi And Saul answered, I am sore 
distressed; for the Philistines make 
war against me, and God is departed 
from me, and ana were th me no more, 
neither by prophets, nor by dreams: 
therefore I have called thee, that thou 
mayest make known unto me what I 
shall do. 

1(5 Then said Samuel, Wherefore 
then dost thou ask of me, seeing the 
Lord is departed from thee, and is 
become thine enemy? 

17 And the Lord hath done to 
him, as he spake by me: for the 
Lord hath rent the kingdom out of 
thin- hand, and given it to thy neigh¬ 
bour, even to David: 

18 Because thou obeyedst not the 
voice of the Lord, nor executedst his 
fierce wrath upon Amalek, therefore 
hath the Lord done this thing unto 
thee this day. 

19 Moreover the Lord will also 
deliver Israel with thee into the hand 
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of the Philistines: -and to morrow* 
shalt thdn and thy sons be with me: 
the Lord also shall deliver the host of 
Israel into the hand of the Philistines. 

20 Thep Saul fell straightway all 
along on the earth, and was sore 
ufraid, because of the words of Samu¬ 
el : and there was no strength in him; 
for he had eaten no bread all the day, 
nor all the night. 

21 And the woman came unto 
Saul, and saw that he was sore trou¬ 
bled, and sgid unto him, Behold, thine 
handmaid hath obeyed thy voice, and 
I have put my life in my hand, and 
have hearkened unto thy words which 
thou spakest unto me. 

22 Now therefore, I pray thee, 
hearken thou also unto the voice of 
thine handmaid, and let me set a mor¬ 
sel of bread before thee; and eat, 
that thou mayest have strength, when 
thou goest on thy way. 

23 But he refused, and said, I will 
not eat. But his servants, together 
with the woman, compelled him; and 
he hearkened unto their voice.' So 
be arose from the earth, and sat upon 
the bed. 

24 And the woman had a fat calf in 
the house; and she hasted, and killed 
it, and took flour, and kneaded it, and 
did bake unleavened bread thereof : 

25 And she brought it before Saul, 
and before his servants; and they did 
eat. Then they rose up, ahd went 
away that night. 

CHAP. XXIX. 

1 David marching with the Philistines, 3 is 

disallowed by their princee. 6 Achish dismiss* 

eth him , with commendations of hit. fidelity. 

Now the Philistines gathered toge- 
gether all their armies to Aphek: and 
the Israelites pitched by a fountain 
which js in Jezreel. 

2 And the lords of the Philistines 
passed on by hundreds, and by thou¬ 
sands : but David and hi# men passed 
on in the rereward with Achish. 

3 Then said the princes of the Phi¬ 
listines, What do these Hebrews here? 
And Achish said unto the princes of 
die Philistines, Is not this David, the 
servant of Saul the king of Israel, 
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which hath been with me these days, 
or these years, and I have found no 
fault in him since he fell unto me unto 
this day? 

4 And the princes of the Philistines 
were wroth with him; and the prin¬ 
ces of the Philistines said unto him, 
Make this fellow return, that he may 
go again to his place which thou hast 
appointed him, and let him not go 
down with us to battle, lest in the 
battle he be an adversary to us: for 
wherewith should he reconcile him¬ 
self unto "his master ? should it not be 
with the heads of these men ? 

5 Is not this David, of whom they 
sang one to another in dances, saying, 
Saul slew his thousands, and David 
his ten thousands ? 

G *(1 Then Achish called David, and 
said unto him, Surely, as the Lord 
liveth, thou hast been upright, and thy 
going out and thy coming in with me 
in the host is good in my sight: for I 
have not found evil in thee since the day 
of thy coining unto me unto this day : 
nevertheless the lords favour thee not. 

7 Wherefore now return, and go in 

f ieace, that thou displease not the 
ords of the Philistines. 

8 And David said unto Achish, 
But what have 1 done? and what hast 
thou found in thy servant so long as I 
have been with thee unto this day, 
that 1 may not go light against the 
enemies of my lord the king? 

9 And Achish answered and said to 
David, I know that thou art good in 
my sight, as an angel of God: not¬ 
withstanding the princes of the Philis¬ 
tines have said. He shall not go up 
with us to the battle. 

10 Wherefore now rise up early in 
the morning with thy master’s ser¬ 
vants that are.come with thee: and as 
soon as ye be up early in the morn¬ 
ing, and have light, depart. 

11 So David and his men rose up 
early to depart in the morning, to re¬ 
turn into the land of the Philistines. 
And the Philistines went up to Jezreel. 

CHAP. XXX. 

1 The Amakkites spoil Ziklag. 7 David ask¬ 
ing counsel is encouraged by God to pursue 
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XXX. The Anutlekites spoil Ziklag. 

them. 11 By the means of a revived Egyp¬ 
tian, he is brought to the enemies, and recover - 
eth all the spoil. $2 David’s law to divide 
the spoil equally between them that fight ahd 
them that keep the stuff. 26 He sendeth prt- , 
sente to his friends. 

And it came to pass, when David 
and his men were come to Ziklag on 
the third day, that the Amalekites had 
invaded the south, and Ziklag, and 
smitten Ziklag,and burned it with fire; 

2 And had taken the women cap¬ 
tives, that were therein : they slew not 
any, either great or small, but carried 
them away, and went on their way. 

3 if So David and his men came to 
the city, and behold, it was burned with 
fire; and their wives, and their sons, and 
their daughters, were taken captives. 

4 Then David and the people that 
were with him lifted up their voice and 
wept, until they had no more power 
to weep. 

5 And David’s two wives were 
taken captives, Ahinoain the Jezreel- 
itess, and Abigail the wife of Nabal 
the Carmelite. 

6 And David was greatly distress¬ 
ed ; for the people spake of stoning 
him, because the soul, of all the people 
was grieved, every man for his sons 
and for his daughters: but David 
encouraged himself in the Lord his 
God. 

7 And David said to Abiathar the 
priest, Ahimelech’s son, I pray thee, 
bring me hither the ephod. And 
Abiathar brought thither the ephod 
to David. 

8 And David enquired at the Lord, 
saying, Shall 1 pursue after this troop ? 
shall I overtake them? And he an¬ 
swered him, Pursue: for thou shalt 
surely overtake them , and without fail 
recover alt. 

9 So David went, he and the six 
hundred men that were with him, and 
came to the brook Besor, where those 
that were left behind stayed. 

10 But David pursued, he and four 
hundred men: for two hundred abode 
behind, which were so faint that they 
could not go over the brook Besor. 

11^1 And they found an Egyptian in 
the field, and brought him to David, 
X x 
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and gave hifn bread, and he did eat; 
and they made him drink water; 

IS And they gave him a piece of a 
cake of figs, and two clusters of rai¬ 
sins : and when he had eaten, his spi¬ 
rit came again to him: for he had 
eaten no bread, nor drunk any water, 
three days and three nights. 

IS And David said unto him, To 
whom belongest thou ? and whence 
art thou? And he said, I am a young 
man of Egypt, servant to an Amalek- 
ite; and my master left me, because 
three days agone I fell sick. 

14 We made an invasion upon the 
south of the Cherethites, and upon the 
coast which belongeth to Judah, and 
upon the south of Caleb; and we 
burned Ziklag with fire. 

1$ And David said to him, Canst 
thou bring me down to this company? 
And he said. Swear unto me by God, 
that thou wilt neither kill me, nor de¬ 
liver me into the hands of my master, 
and 1 will bring thee down to this 
company. 

16.51 And when he had.brpught him 
down, behold, they were spread abroad 
upon all the earth, earing and drink¬ 
ing, and dancing, because of all the 
great spoil that they had taken out of 
the land of the Philistines, and out of 
the laud of Judah. 

17 And David smote them from the 
twilight even unto the evening of the 
next day: and there escaped not a man 
of them, save four hundred young 
men, which rodeupon camels, and flea. 

. 18 And David recovered all that the 
Amalekites had carried away : and 
David rescued his two wives. 

19 And there was nothing lacking to 
them, neither small nor great, neither 
sons nor daughters, neither spoil, nor 
any thing that they had taken to them: 
Da . id recovered all. 

£0 And David took all the flocks 
and the herds, which they drave be¬ 
fore those other cattle, ana said. This 
u David’s spoil. 

21 And David came to the two 
hundred men, which were so faint that 
they could not follow David, whom 
they had made also to abide at the 
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brook Besor: and they went forth to 
meet David, and to meet the people 
that were with him: and when Da¬ 
vid came near to the people, he Sa¬ 
luted them. 

22 • Then answered all the wicked 
men and men of Belial, of those 
that went with David, and said, Be¬ 
cause they went not with us, we will 
not give them ought of the spoil that 
we have recovered, save to every man 
his wife and his children, that they 
may lead them away, and depart. 

23 Then said David, Ye shall not 
do so, my brethren, with that which 
the Lord hath given us, who hath 
preserved us, and delivered the compa¬ 
ny that came against us into our hand. 

24 For who will hearken unto you 
in this matter ? but as his part is that 
goeth down to the battle, so shall his 
part be that tarrieth by the stuff: they 
shall part alike. 

25 And it was so from that day for¬ 
ward, that he made it a statute and an 
ordinance for Israel unto this day. 

26 And when David came'to Zik¬ 
lag, he. sent of the spoil unto the el¬ 
ders of Judah, even to his friends, say¬ 
ing, Behold a present for you of the 
spoil of the enemies of the Lord; 

27 To them which were in Beth-el, 
and to them which were in south Ra- 
moth,and to them which were in Jattir, 

28 And to them which were in 
Aroer, and tp them which were in 
Siphmoth, and to them which were in 
Estemoa, 

29 And to them which were io Ra- 
chal, and to them which were in the 
cities of the Jerahmeelites, and .to 
them which were in the cities of the 
Kenites, 

30 And to them which were in Hor- 
mah, and to them which were in Chor- 
ashan, and to them which were in 
Athach, „ 

31 And to them which were in He¬ 
bron, and to all the places where Da¬ 
vid himself and his men were wont to 
haunt.

The Philistines possess fie. forsaken towns ef 
the Israelites. 8 They triumph over the dim 
carcases; II They ofJaltesh-gilead, recover¬ 
ing the bodies by night, burn them at Jabish, 
and mournfully burytheir bones. 

Now the Philistines fought, against 
Israel: and the men of, Israel fled 
from before the Philistines, and; fell 
down slab in mount Gilboa. 

2 And the Philistines followed hard 
upon Saul and upon his sons; and the 
Philistines slew Jonathan, and Abina- 
dab, and Melchi-shua,' Saul's sons, > 

3 And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the archers hit himand he 
was sore wounded of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul unto his armour* , 

bearer, Draw thy sword,-.and thrust me 
through therewith; lest these uncir¬ 
cumcised come and thrust me through, 
and abuse me. But his armourbear- 
er would not; for he was sore afraid. 
Therefore Saul took a sword, and fell 
upon it. . .. j . . .. " — .» 

5 And when his armourbearer saw 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
upon his sword, and died withbina. < 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons, 

and liia armourbearer, and all his men, 
that same day together. . . 

7 il And when die men of Israel 


that were on the other, side of the val¬ 
ley, and they that wereou the other side 
Jordan, saw that the men of Israel 
fled, and that Saul and his .sons work 
dead, they forsook the cities, and fled; 
and the Philistines came and dwelt 
in. them. 

■ 8 And it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, when the Philistines came to strip 
the slab, that they found Saul and his 
three sons fallen b mount Gilboa. 

9 And they cut off his head, and 
stripped off his armour, and sent into 
the land of the Philistines round about, 
to publish it in the house of their idols, 
aud among the people- • > ■■■' 

10 And they put.his armour in- the 
house of Ashtaroth: and they fasten* 
ed his body to the wall of Beth^shan. 

U. H And when the inhabitants'of 
Jabeshngilead heard of that which the 
Philistines bad done to Saul; > 

.. 12 All the valiant men-arose, and 
went all night, and took-the body of 
Saul and the bodies of his sons from 
the wall-of Beth-shan, ’ and came to 
Jabesh, and burnt them there; 

< .13 And they took their bones, and 
buried themsmiwJh tree at Jabesh, 
and fasted seven days. ...

CHAP. I. 

1 The Amalekite, who brought tidings of the 1 
overthrow, and accused himself of Saul’s death, 
is slain. 17 David lamenteth Saul and Jona¬ 
than with a song. 

Now it came to pass after the death 
of Saul, when David was returned 
from the slaughter of the Amalekites, 
and David had abode tw'o days in 
Ziklag; 

2 It came even to pass on the third 
day, that, behold, a man came out of 
the camp from Saul with his clothes 
rent, and earth upon his heftd ; and so 
it was, when he came to David,, that 
he fell to the earth, and did obeisance. 

3 And David said unto him, From 
whence comest thou? And he said 
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unto him, Ob of the camp of Israel 
am I escaped. 

4 And David said unto him, How 
went the matter? I pray thee, tell 
me. And he answered, That the 
people are fled from the battle, and 
many of the people also are fallen 
and dead; and Saul and Jonathan his 
son are dead also. 

5 And David said Unto the young 
man that told him, How knowest thou 
that Saul and Jonathan his son be dead? 

6 And the young man that bid. him 
said, As I happened by chance, upon 
mount Gilboa, behold, Saul leaned 
upon his spear; and, lo, the chariots 
and horsemen followed hard after h.bv 

7 And when he looked behind him, 
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-he saw me, and called unto. me. And 
I answered. Here dm I. 

. 8 And he said unto me. Who art 
thou ? And I answered him, I am an 
Amalekite. 

. 9 He said unto me again, Stand, 1 
pray thee, upon me, and slay .me: for 
anguish is come upon me, because my 
life ts yet whole in me. 
i, 10 So.I stood, upon him, and slew 
him, because I was sure he could not 
Jiye after that he was fallen: and 'I 
took the crown that, tvfts upon his 
head, and the bracelet that was on his 
arm, and have brought them hither 
unto my lord.. 

. 11 Then David took hold on his 
clothes, and rent them; and likewise 
all the men that were with him : 

12 And they mourned, and wept, 
and. fasted Until even, for Saul, and 
for Jonathan his son, and for the 
people of the Lord, and for the house 
of Israel; because they were fallen 
by the sword. 

i IS , % And David said unto the 
young man that told him, Whence art 
thou ? And he answered, I am the son 
,of a stranger, an Amalekite. 

14 And David said unto him, How 
wast thou not afraid to stretch forth 
thine hand to destroy the Lord’s 
anointed l 

15 And David called one of the 

young men, and said. Go near, and 
fall upon him. 4 And he smote him 
that he died. ’ ' * ’ 1 ’' 

16 And David said nnto him, Thy 
blood be upon thy head; for thy mouth 
hath testified against thee, saying, I 
have slain the Lord’s anointed. 

17 If And David lamented with this 
■lamentation over Saul and over Jona¬ 
than his son: 

18 (Also he bade them teach the 
children of Judah the use of the bow: 
behold, it is written in the book of 
Jasher.) 

19 The beauty of Israel is slain up¬ 
on thy high places: how are the 
mighty fallen! 

1 20 Tell it not in Gath, publish it 
•not in the streets of Askelon; lest 
•the daughters of the Philistines re- 
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joice, lest the daughters of the un¬ 
circumcised triumph. 

21 Ye mountains of Gil boa, let there 
he no dew, neither let there be rain, up¬ 
on you,, nor fields of offerings: for 
there the shield of the mighty is vilely 
cast away, the shield of Saul, us though 
he had not been anointed with oil. 

22 From the blood of the slain, from 
the fat of the mighty, the bow of Jo¬ 
nathan turned not {back, and the sw'ord 
of Saul returned not empty. 

23 Saul and Jonathan were lovely 
and pleasant in their lives, and in 
their death they were not divided : 
they were swifter than eagles, they 
were stronger than lions. 

24 Ye daughters of Israel, weep 
over Saul, who clothed you in scarlet, 
with other delights, who put on orna¬ 
ments. of gold upon your apparel. 

25 How are the mighty fallen in 
the midst of the battle! O Jonathan, 
thou wast slain in thine high places. 

26 I am distressed for thee, my bro¬ 
ther Jonathan: very pleasant hast thou 
been unto me: thy love to rile was 
wonderful, passing the love of women. 

27 How are the mighty fallen, and 
the weapons of war perished! 

CHAP. II. 

1 D'atid, by God’s direction, with hie company go- 
eth up toHebron,where he in made king of Judah. 

5 He commcndeth them ofJabe*h-gi lead for their 
kindness to Saul. 8 Abner maketh Jsh-bosheth 
king of Israel. IS A mortal skirjnish between 
twelve of Abner’s and twelve of Juab’s men. 
18 Asahel is slain. 35 At Abner's motion 
Joab soundeth a retreat. 33 A Sahel's burial. 

And it came to pass after this, that 
David enquired of the Lord, saying. 
Shall I go up into any of the cities of 
Judah ? And the Lord said unto hint, 
Go up. And David said, Whither shall« 
I go up ? And he said, ,Unto Hebron. 

2 So David went up thither, and his 
two wives also, Ahinoam the Jezreel- 
itess, and Abigail Nabal’s wife the 
Carmelite. 

3 And his men that were with him 
did David bring up, every man with 
his houshold : and they dwelt in the 
cities of Hebron. 

4 And the men of Judah came, and 
there they anointed David king over 
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the house of Judah. And they told 
-David, saying, That the men of Ja- 
.besh-gilead were they that buried Saul. 

- . AU And David sent messengers un¬ 
to the men of Jabesh-gilead, and said 
unto them, Blessed he ye of die Loan, 
that ye have shewed this kindness unto 
your lord, even unto Saul, and have 
buried him. 

6 And now the Lord shew kindness 
and truth unto you: and I also will 
. requite you this kindness, because ye 
have done this thing. 

7 Therefore now let your hands be 
strengthened, and be ye valiant: for 

our master Saul is dead, and also the 
ouse of Judah have anointed me king 
over them. 

8 If But Abner the son of Ner, cap¬ 
tain of Saul’s host, took Ish-bosheth 
the son of Saul, and brought him over 
to Mahanaim; 

. 9 And made him king over Gilead, 
and over the Ashurites, and oyer Jez- 
reel, and over Ephraim, and over Ben¬ 
jamin, and over all Israel. 

19 Ish-bosheth Saul’s son was forty 
years old when he began to reign over 
Israel, and reigned two years. But 
the house of Judah followed David. 

11 And the time that David was king 
• in Hebron over the hquse of Judah 
was seven years and-six months. 

12^T And Abner the son of Ner, and 
the servants of Ish-bosheth the son of 
Saul, '.went out from Mahanaim to 
Gibcon. 

13 And Joab the sonof Zeruiah^ 
and the servants of David, Vent .out, 
and met together by the pool of Gi- 
beon : and they sat down, the ohe.on 
the one side of the pool, and the other 
on the other side of the pool. 

14 And Abner said to Joab, Let the 
young meft now arise, and play before 
us. And Joab said, Let them arise. 

15 Then there arose and went over 
by number twelve of Benjamin, which 
pertained to Ish-bosheth the son of 
Saul, and twelve of the servants of 
David. 

16 And they caught every one his 
fellow by the head, aud thrust, his 
sword in his fellow’s sidej so they fell 
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down together ; wherefore that place 
was called Helkath-hazzurim, which 
is in Gibeon. 

1 7 And there was a very sore battle 
that day ; and Abner was beaten, and 
the men of Israel, before the servants 
of David. 

18 And there weje three sons of 
Zeruiah there, Joab, and Abishai, and 
Asahel: and Asahel was as light of foot 
as a wild* roe. 

19 And Asahel pursued after Abner; 
and in going he turned not to the right 
hand nor to the left from following 
Abner. 

20 Then Abner looked behind him, 
and said, Art thou Asahel ? And he 
answered, I am. _ 

21 And Abner said to him, Turn 
thee aside to thy right hand or to thy 
left, and lay thee hold on one of the 
young men, and take thee his armour 
But Asahel would not turn aside from 
following pf him. 

22 And Abner said again to Asahel, 
Turn thee aside from following me : 
wherefore should 1 smite thee to the 
ground ? how then should I hold up 
my face to Joab thy brother i 

23 Howbeithe refused to turn aside: 
wherefore Abner with the hinder end 
of the spear smote him under the fifth 
rib, that the spear came out behind 
him ; and he fell down there, and died 
in the same place: and it came to pass, 
that as many as came to the place 
where Asahel fell down and died stood 
still. 

24, Joab also and Abishai pursued 
afteF Abner: and the sun went down 
when they were come to the hill of 
Ammah, that lieth before Giah by 
the way of the wilderness of Gibeon. 

25 % And the children of Benjamin 
gathered themselves together after 
Abner, and became one troop, and 
stood on the top of an hill. 

26 Then Abner called to Joab, aud 
said, Shall the sword devour for ever f 
knowest thou not that it will be bit¬ 
terness in the latter end ? how long 
shall it be then, ere thou bid the people 
return from following their brethren ? 

27 And Joab said. As God livetli. 
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unless thou hadst spoken, surely then 
in the morning thepeopielhadgone up 1 
every one from following his brother. 

28 So Joab blew a trumpet, and all 
the people stood still, and pursued 
after IsraeJ no more, ifeither fought 
they any more; 

20 And Aline^hd his men walked all 
that night through' the plain, and pass¬ 
ed over Jordan, and went through all 
Bithron, and they came to Mahanaim., 

30 And Joab returned from follow¬ 

ing Abner : and when he had gathered 
all the people together, there lacked 
of David's servants nineteen men and i 
Asahel. j 

31 But the servants of David had j 
smitten of Benjamin, and of Abner’s 1 
men, so that three hundred and three- < 
score men died. 

32 ^f And they took up Asahel, and 
buried him in the sepulchre of his fa¬ 
ther, which was in Beth-lehem. And 
Joab and his men went all night, and 
they came to Hebron at break of day. 

* CHAP. III. 

1 During the tiw David stilt waxeth stronger. 
3 Six sons were horn to him in Hebron. 6 
Abner, displeased with Ish-bosheth, it revolt- 
eth to David. 13 David reqwreth a condition 
to bring him his wife Michui. 17 Abner, hav¬ 
ing communed with She Israelites, is feasted by 
David, and dismissed, tt Joab, returning from 
battle, is displeased with the king, and killeth 
Abner. SSJk David eurseth Joab, 31 and mourn- 
eth for Abner. 

Now there was long war between 
the house of Saul and the house of 
David: but David waxed stronger and 
stronger, and the house of Saul waxed 
weaker and weaker. v . 

2 Aud unto David were sons born 
in Hebron : and bis firstborn was Am* 
Hon, of Ahinoam the Jezreelitess; 

3 And his second, Chileab, of Abi¬ 
gail the wife of Nabal the Carmelite; 
and the third, Absalom the son of 
Maacah the daughter of Talmai king 
of Geshur } 

4 And the fourth, Adonijah the son 
of Haggith ; and the fifth, Shephatiah 
the son of Abital; 

5 And the sixth, Ithream, by Egiah 
David’s wife. These were born to 
David in Hebron. 

6 if And it came to pass, while there 
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was warbetween the house of Sadi and 
the house of David, that Abner made 
himself strong‘for the house , of Ssutl. 

7 Aud Saul had a concubiqp, Whose 
name was Kizpah, the daughter Of 
Aiah t and Ish-bosheth said to Abner,' 
Wherefore hast thou gone in unto my 
father's concubine ? 

8 Then was Abner very wroth for 
the words of ish-bosheth, and said, 
J 4m la dog’s head, which against Ju¬ 
dah do shew kindness this day unto 
the house of Saul thy father, t6 his 
brethren, and td his friends, and have 
not delivered thee into the hand of 
David, that thou chargest me to day 
with a fault concerning this woman ? 

9 So do God to Abner, and more 
also, except, as the Lord hath sworn 
to David, even so I do to him; 

10 To translate the kingdom from 
the house of Saul, and to set up the 
throne of David over Israel and over 
Judah, from Dan even to Beer-sheba. 

11 And he could hot answer Abner 
a word again, because he feared him. 

12 If And Abner sent messengers to 
David on his behalf, saying, Whose is 
the land ? saying also , Make thy league 
with me, and, behold, my hand mall 
be with thee, to bring about all Israel 
unto thee. 

13 If Apd he said, Well; I will make 
a league with thee: but one thing I 
require of thee, that is, Thou shalt 
.not see my. face, except thou first 
bring Michal Saul's daughter, when 
" ou contest to see my face. 

14 And David sent messengers to 
Ish-bosheth Saul's son, saying, Deliver 
me my wife Michal, which 1 espoused 
to me for an hundred foreskins of the 
Philistines. 

15 And Ish-bosheth sent, and took 
her from her husband, even from Phal- 
tiel the son of Laish. 

16 And her husband went with her 

along weeping behind her to Bahurim. 
Then said Abner unto him. Go, return. 
And he returned. , 

17 If And A bner had communication 
with the eiders of Israel, saying, Ye 
sought for David in times past to be 
king over you: 
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18 Now then do it: for the Loft©’ 
hath spoken of David, saying, ,By the 
hand of my servant David I will safe 
my people Israel out of the hand of 
the Philistines, and out of the hand of 
all their enemies. 

. 19 And Abner also spake in the ears 
of Benjamin: and Abner Went also 
to speak in the ears of David in He¬ 
bron all that seemed good to Israel, 
and that seemed good to the whole 
house of Benjamin. 

So Abner came to David to He¬ 
bron, and twenty men with him. And 
David made Abner and the men that 
were with him a feast. 

21 And Abner said unto David, I 
will arise and go, and will gather all 
Israel unto my lord the king, that they 
may make a league with thee, aud that 
thou mayest reign over all that thine 
heart desireth. And David sent Ab¬ 
ner away ; and he went in peace. 

22^1 And, behold, the servants of 
David and Joab came from pursuing 
a troop, and brought in a great spoil 
with * them : but Abner was not with 
David in Hebron; for he had sent 
him away, and he was gone in peace. 

23 When Joab and all the host that 
was with him were come, they told 
Joab, saying, Abner the son of Ner 
came to the king, and he hath sent 
him away, and he-is gone m peace. 

24 Then Joab came to the king, and 
said, What hast thou done ? behold, 
Abner came unto thee ; why is it that 
thou hast sent him away, and he its 
quite gone f 

25 Thou knowest Abner the son of 
Ner, that he came to deceive thee, and 
to know thy going out and thy coming 
in, and to know all that thou doest. 

26 And yvheu Joab was come out 
from David, he sent messengers after 
Abner, which brought him again from 
the well of Sirah: but David knewif not. 

27 And when Abner was returned to 
Hebron, Joab took him aside in the 
gate to speak with him quietly, and 
smote him .there under the fifth’ fib, 
that he died, for the blood of Asahel 
his brother. 

28*11 And afterward when David 
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heard it, he said, I and my kingdom 
are guiltless before the Lord for ever 
from the blood of Abner the son of Ner: 

' 819 Let it rest on the head of Joab, 
find oh all his father's house; and let 
theTe hot fail from the house of Joab 
one that hath an issue, or that is a le«* 

S er, or that leaneth on a staff, or that 
illeth on the sword, or that lacketh 
bread. 

30 So Joab aitd Abisbai ids brother 
slew Abner, because he had slain their 
brother Asahel at Gibeon in the battle. 

31 5T And David said to Joab, and 
to all the people that were with him, 
Rend your clothes, and gird you with 
sackcloth, and mourn before Abner. 
And king David himself followed the 
bier. 

32 And they buried Abner in He¬ 
bron : and the king lifted up his voice, 
and wept at the grave of Abner; and 
all the people wept. 

33 And the king lamented over Ab¬ 
ner, and said, Died Abner as a fool 
dieth ? * 

34 Thy hands were not bound, nor 
thy feet put into fetters: as a man fall- 
eth before wicked men, so fellest thou. 
And ail the people wept again over 
him. 

35 And when all the people came to 
cause David to eat meat while it was yet 
day, David sware, saying, So do God 
to me, and more also, if I taste bread, 
or ought else, till the sun be down. 

36 And all the people took notice 
of it, and it pleased them: as whatso¬ 
ever the king did pleased all the people. 

37 For afl the people and all Israel 
understood that nay that it was not of 
the king to slay Abner the son of Ner. 

38 And the king said unto his ser¬ 
vants, Know ye not that there is a 
prince and a great man fallen this day 
m Israel? - 

39 And l am this day weak, though 
anointed king; and these men the sons 
of Zeruiah be too hard for me: the 
Lord shall reward the doer of evil 
according to his wickedness.' 

CHAP. IV. 

1 The Israelites being troubled ut the death of 
Abner , 8 Baanah and Rechab slay Ish-boshetli, 
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and. bring his head to Hebron. 9 David caw 

eth them to be slain, and Ish-hosheth’s head to 

be buried. 

An d when Saul’s son heard that Ab¬ 
ner was dead in Hebron, his hands 
were feeble, and all the Israelites were 
troubled. 

2 Ana Saul’s son had two men that 
were captains of bands: the name of 
the one was Baanah, and the name of 
the other Rechab, the sons of Rjm- 
mon a Beerothite, of the children of 
Benjamin: (for Beeroth also w r as 
reckoned to Benjamin: 

3 And the Beerothites fled to Git- 
taim, and were sojourners there until 
this day.) 

4 And Jonathan, Saul’s son, had a 
son that was lame of his feet.. He was , 
five years old when the tidings came 
of Saul and Jonathan, out of Jezreel, 
and his nurse took him up, and fled: 
and it came to pass, as she made haste 
to flee, that he fell, and b.ecamc lame. 
And his name was Mephibosheth. 

5 And the sons of Rimmon the 
Beerothite, Rechab and Baanah, went, 
and came about the heat of the day to 
the house of Ish-boshelb, who lay on a 
bed at noon. 

6 And they came thither into the midst 
of the house, as though they would 
have fetched wheat; and they smote 
him under the fifth rib: and Rechab 
and Baanah his brother escaped. 

7 For when they came into the 
house, he lay on his bed in his bed¬ 
chamber, and they smote him, and 
slew him, and beheaded him, and took 
his head, and gat them away through 
the plain all night. 

8 And they brought the head of Ish- 
bosheth unto David to Hebron, and 
said to the king. Behold the head of 
Ish-bosheth the son of Saul thine ene¬ 
my, which sought thy life; and the 
Loft'* hath avenged my lord the king 
this day of Saul, and of his seed. 

9 And David answered Rechab 
and Baanah his brother, the sons of 
Rimmon the Beerothite, and said unto 
them, As the Lord liveth, who hath 
redeemed my soul out of all adversity, 

10 When one told me, saying, Be- 
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hold, Saul is dead, thinking to have 
brought good tidings, I took hold of 
him, and slew him in Ziklag, who 
thought that I would have given him 
a reward for his tidings: 

11 How much more, when wicked 
men have slain a righteous person in 
his own house upon his bed ? shall I 
not therefore now require his blood 
of your hand, and take you away from 
the earth ? 

12 And David commanded his young 
men, and they slew them, and cut off 
their hands and their feet, and hanged 
them up over the pool in Hebron. 
But they took the head of Ish-bosheth, 
and buried it in the sepulchre of Ab¬ 
ner in Hebron. 

CHAP. V. 

1 The tribes come to Hebron to anoint David over 
Israel. 4 David’s age. 6 He taking Zion from 
the Jebusites dwelleth in it. 1 1 Hiram sendetli 
to David. 13 Eleven sons are born to him in 
Jerusalem. 17 David, directed by God, smiteth 
the Philistines at Baal-perasim, 22 and again 
at the mulberry trees. 

Then came all the tribes of Israel to 
David unto Hebron, and spake,‘say¬ 
ing, Behold, we are thy bone and thy 
flesh. 

2 Also in time past when Saul 

was king over us, thou wast he that 
leddest out and broughlcst in Israel: 
and the Lord said to thee,Thou shalt 
feed my people Israel, and thou shalt 
be a captain over Israel. . 

3 So all the elders of Israel came to 
the king to Hebron ; and king David 
made a league with them in Hebron 
before the Lord : and they anointed 
David king over Israel. 

4 if David was thirty years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned 
forty years. 

5 In Hebron he reigned r over Judah 
seven years and six months; and in 
Jerusalem he reigned thirty and three 
years overall Israel and Judah. 

6 And the king and his men went 
to Jerusalem unto the Jebusites, the 
inhabitants of the land: which spake 
unto David, saying, Except thou take 
away the blind and the lame, thou 
shalt not come in hither: thinking 
David cannot come in hither. 
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7 Nevertheless David took the 
strong hold of Zion: the same is the 
city of David. 

8 And David said on that day. Who¬ 
soever getteth up to the gutter, and 
smiteth the Jebusites, and the lame 
and the blind, that are hated of Da¬ 
vid’s soul, he shall be chief and captain. 
Wherefore they said. The blind and 
the lame shall not come into the house. 

9 So David dwelt in the fort, and 
called it the city of David. And Da¬ 
vid built round about from Millo and 
inward. 

10 And David went on, and grew 
great, and the Lord God of hosts teas 
with him. 

11 *|f And Hiram king of Tyre sent 
messengers to David, and cedar trees, 
and carpenters, and masons: and they 
built David an house. 

12 And David perceived that the 
Lord had established him king over 
Israel, and that he had exalted his 
kingdom for his people Israel’s sake. 

IS if And David took him more con¬ 
cubines and wives out of Jerusalem, 
after he was come from Hebron: and 
there were yet sons and daughters 
born to David. 

14 And these be the names of those 
that were born unto him in Jerusalem; 
Shammuah, and Shobab, and Nathan, 
and Solomon, 

15 I bhar also, and Elisliua, and Nep- 
heg, and ‘Japhia, 

16 And Elishama, and Eliada, and 
Eliphalet. 

17 if But when the Philistines heard 
that they had anointed David king 
over Israel, all the Philistines came 
up to seek David ; and David heard 
of it, and went down to the hold. 

18 The Philistines also came and 
spread themselves in the valley of 
Kephaim. 

19 And David enquired of the Lord, 
saying, Shall I go up to the Philis¬ 
tines ? wilt thou deliver them into 
mine hand ? And the Lord said unto 
David, Go up : for 1 will doubtless 
deliver the Philistines into thine hand. 

20 And David came to Baal-pera- 
zitn, and David smote them there, and 
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said. The Lord* hath broken forth 
upon mine enemies before me, as the 
breach of waters. Therefore he called 
the pame of that place Baal-perazim. 

21 And there they left their images, 
and David and his men burned them. 

22 ^f And the Philistines came up 
yet again, and spread themselves in the 
valley of Rephaim. 

£3 And when David enquired of the 
Lord, he said, Thou shalt not go up; 
but fetch a compass behind them, and 
come upon them over against the mul¬ 
berry trees. 

24 And let it be, when thou hearest 
the sound of a going in the tops of 
the mulberry trees, that then thou shalt 
bestir thyself: for then shall the Lord 
go out before thee, to smite the host 
of the Philistines. 

25 And David did so, as the Lord 
had commanded him ; and smote the 
Philistines from Geba until thou come 
to Gazer. 

CHAP. VI. 

1 David fetchetk the ark from Kimjath-jeatitn on 
a new cart. 6 Uzzuk is smitten at Perez-uzxah. 

■ 11 God bleuetk Obed-edom for the ark. It 
David bringeth the. ark into Zion with sacri¬ 
fices, dance th before it, for which Michal des- 
piseth him. 17 He placeth it in a tabernacle 
with great joy and feasting. 20 Michal re¬ 
proving David for his religious joy is childless 
to her death. 

Again, David gathered together all 
the chosen men of Israel, thirty thoqp _ 
sand. 

2 And David arose, and went with 
all the people that were with him from 
Baale of Judah, to bring up from 
thence the ark of God, whose name is 
called by the name of theLo rd of hosts 
that dwelleth between the cherubims. 

3 And they set the ark of God upon 
a new cart, and brought it out of the 
house of Abinadab that was in Gibe- 
ah : and Uzzah and Ahio, the sons of 
Abinadab, drave the new cart. 

4 And they brought it out of the 
house of Abinadab which was at Gi- 
beah, accompanying the ark of God : 
and Ahio went before the ark. 

5 And David and all the house of Is¬ 
rael played before the Lord on all 
manner of instruments made : of fit- 
wood, even on harps, and on psalte- 

Yy 
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ries, and on timbrels, and on cornets, 
and on cymbfj|, 

6 IF And *when' jbey came to Na- 
chon’s threshingfloor, Uzzah put forth 
hit hand to the ark of God, and took 
hold of it ; for the oxen shook it. 

7 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Uzzah; and God smote 
him there for his error; and there he 
died by the ark of God. 

8 And David was displeased, because 
the Lord had made a breach upon 
Uzzah: and he called the name of the 
place Perez-uzzah to this day. 

9 And David was afraid of the Lord 
that day, and said, How shall the ark 
of the Lord come to me ? 

10 So David would not remove the 
ark of the Lord unto him into the 
city of David : but David carried it 
aside into the house of Obed-edom 
the Gittite. 

11 And the ark of the Lord continu- 
ed in the house of Obed-edom the Git¬ 
tite three months: and the Lord bless¬ 
ed Obed-edom, and all his houshold. 

12 if And it was told king David, 
saying, The Lord hath blessed the 
house of Obed-edom, and all thatper- 
taineth unto him, because of the ark 
of God. So David went and brought 
up the ark of God from the house of 
Obed-edom into the city of David 
vyith gladness. 

15 And it was so, that when they 
that bare the ark of the Lord had 
gone six paces, he sacrificed oxen and 
fatlings. 

14 And David danced before the 
Lord with all his might; and David 
was girded with a linen ephod. 

' 15 So David and all the house of 
Israel brought up theark of the Lord 
with shouting, and with the sound of 
the trumpet. 

16 /tad as the ark of the Lord came 
into the city of David, Michal Saul's 
daughter looked through a Window, 
and saw king David leaping and dan¬ 
cing before the Lonj); and she des¬ 
pised him in her heart. 

17 II And they brought in the ark 
of the Lord, and set it in his place, 
in the midst of the tabernacle that 
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David had pitched for it: and David 
offered burnt offerings and peace of¬ 
ferings before the Lord. . 

18 And as Soon as David had made 
an end of offering burnt offerings and 
peaoe offerings, he blessed the people 
in the name of the Lord of hosts. 

19 And he dealt among all the peo¬ 
ple, even among the whole multitude 
of Israel, as well to the women as men, 
to every one a cake of bread, and a 
good piece of flesh, and a flagon of 
wine. So all the people departed 
every one to his house. 

20 if Then David returned to bless 
his houshold. And Michal the daugh¬ 
ter of Saul came out to meet David, 
and said, How glorious was the king 
of Israel to day, who uncovered him¬ 
self to day in the eyes of the handmaids 
of his servants, as one of the vain fel¬ 
lows shamelessly uncovereth himself! 

21 And David said unto Michal, It 
was before the Lord* which chose me 
before thy father, and before all his 
house, to appoint me ruler over the 
people of the Lor d, over Israel: there¬ 
fore will I play before the Lord. 

22 And 1 will yet be more vile than 
thus, and will be base in mine own 
sight: and of the maidservants which 
thou hast spoken of, of them shall I 
be had in honour. 

23 Therefore Michal the daughter 
of Saul had no child unto the day or 
her death. 

CHAP. VII. 

1 Nathan first approving the purpose of David 
to build God an house , 4 after by the word of 
'God forbiddeth him. it He promiseth him be¬ 
nefits and blessings in his sited. 18 Dmid's 
prayer and thanksgiving. 

And it came to pass, when the king 
sat in his house, and the Lord had 
given him rest round about from all 
his enemies; 

2 That the king said unto Nathan 
the prophet, See now, I dwell in an 
house of cedar, but the ark of God 
dwelleth within curtains. 

3 And Nathan said to the king; Go, 
do all that is in thine heart; for the 
Lord is with thee. 

4 51 And it came to pass that night. 
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th#t the word of the Loro came unto 
Nathan, saying, 

5 Go find tell my servant David, 
Thussaith the Lord, Shalt thou build 
me an house for me to dwell in ? 

6 Whereas I have not dwelt in any 
house since the time that I brought up 
the children of Israel out of Egypt, 
even to this day, but have walked in 
a tent and in a tabernacle. 

7 In all the places wherein I have 
walked with all the children of Israel 
spake I a word with any of the tribes 
of Israel, whom I commanded to feed 
my people Israel, saying, Why build 
ye not me an house of cedar ? 

8 Now therefore so shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, I took thee from the 
sheepcote, from following the sheep, 
to be ruler over my people, over Israel: 

9 And I was with thee whitherso¬ 
ever thou wen test, and have cut off all 
thine enemies out of thy sight, and 
have made thee a great name, like un¬ 
to the name of the great men that are 
in the earth. 

10 Moreover I will appoint a place 
for my people Israel, and will plant 
them, that they may dwell in a place 
of their own, and move no more ; nei¬ 
ther shall the children of wickedness 
afflict them any more, as beforetime, 

11 And as since the time that I com¬ 
manded judges to be over my people 
Israel, and have caused thee to rest 
from all thine enemies. Also the 
Lord telleth thee that he will make 
thee an house. 

12 *[f And when thy days be fulfilled, 
and thou shalt sleep with thy fathers, 
I will set up thy seed after thee, which 
shall proceed out of thy bowels, and 
I will establish his kingdom. 

13 He shall build an house for my 
name, and 1 will •stablish the throne 
of his kingdom for ever. , 

141 will be his father, and he shall be 
my son. If he commit iniquity, I will 
chasten him with the rod of men, and 
with the stripds of the children of men: 

15 But my mercy shall not depart 
away from him, as I took it from 
SauJ, whom I put away before thee. 
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16 And thine house and thy king¬ 
dom shall be established for ever, be¬ 
fore thee : thy jMpnihih?? 1 be.'esta¬ 
blished for ever. ■ 

• 17 According to all these words, and 
according to all this vision, so did Na¬ 
than speak unto David. 

18 if Then went king David in, and 
sat before the Lord, and he said. 
Who am I, O Lord God ? and what 
is my house, that thou hast brought 
me hitherto f 

19 And this was yet a small thing in 
thy sight, O Lord God; but thou 
hast spoken also of thy servant’s house 
for a great while to come. And is this 
the manner of man, O Lord Godf 

20 And what can David say more 
unto thee ? for thou, Lord God, 
knowest thy servant. 

21 For thy word’s sake, and accord¬ 
ing to thine own heart, hast thou done 
all these great things, to make thy 
servant know them'. 

22 Wherefore thou art great, O 
Lord God: for there is none like 
thee, neither is there anf God beside 
thee, according to all that we have 
heard with our ears. 

23 And what one nation in the earth 
is like thy people, even like Israel, 
whom God went to redeem for a peo¬ 
ple to himself, and to make him a 
name, and to do for you great things 
and terrible, for thy land, before’ thy 
people, which thou redeemedst to 
thee from Egypt, from the nations 
and their gods ? 

24 Fot thou hast confirmed to thy¬ 
self thy people Israel to be a people 
unto thee for ever: and thou, Lord, 
art become their God. 

25 And now, O Lord God, the 
word that thou hast spoken concern¬ 
ing thy servant, and concerning his 
house, establish it for ever, and do as 
thou hast said. 

26 And let thy name be magnified 
for ever, saying, The Lord of hosts 
is the God over Israel: and let the 
house of thy servant David be esta¬ 
blished before thee. 

27 For thou, OLohd of hosts, God 
of Israel, hast revealed to thy servant, 
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saying, I will build, thee an. house : 
therefore hath thy servant found in his 
heart to pray this prayer unto thee. 

28 And now, O Lous God, thou 
art that God, and thy words be true, 
and thou hast promised this goodness 
unto thy servant: 

29 Therefore now let it please thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, that 
it may continue for ever before thee : 
for thou, O Lord God, hast spoken 
it: and with thy blessing let the house 
of thy servant be blessed for ever. 

CHAP. VIII. 

i David subdueth the Philistines and the Moab¬ 
ites. 3 He smiteih Hadadezer, and the Syrians. 
9 J'oi tendethJoram with presents to bless him. 
11 The presents and the spoil David dedicateth 
to God. 14 He putteth garrisons in Edom. 16 
David's officers. 

And after this it came to pass, 
that David smote the Philistines, and 
subdued them: and David took Me- 
theg-ammah out of the hand of the 
Philistines. 

2 And he smote Moab, and mea¬ 
sured them with a line, casting them 
down to the ground ; even wjth two 
lines measured he to put to death, and 
with one full line to keep alive. And 
so the Moabites became David’s ser¬ 
vants, and brought gifts. 

3 If David smote also Hadadezcr, 
the son of Rehob, king of Zobah, as 
he w'ent to recover his border at the 
liver Euphrates. 

4 And David took from him a thou¬ 
sand chariots , and seven hundred horse¬ 
men, and twenty thousand footmen : 
and David houghed all the chariot 
horses, but reserved of them for an 
hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Damas¬ 
cus came to succour Hadadezer king 
of Zobah, David slew’ of the Syrians 
two and twenty thousand men. 

6/Hien David put garrisons in Sy¬ 
ria of Damascus: and the Sy rians be¬ 
came servants to David, ana brought 
gifts. And the Lord preserved Da¬ 
vid whithersoever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Hadade¬ 
zer, and brought them to Jerusalem. 

8 And from Betah, and from Bero- 
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thai, cities of. Hadadezer, king DaVid 
took exceeding much brass. 

9 If WhenToi king of Hamath heard 
that David had smitten all the host of 
Hadadezer, 

10 Then Toi sent Joram his son 
unto king David, to salute him, and to 
bless him, because he had fought 
against Hadadezer, and smitten him : 
for Hadadezer had wars with Toi. 
And Joram brought with him vessels 
of silver, and vessels of gold, and ves¬ 
sels of brass: 

11 Which also king David did dedi¬ 
cate unto the Lord, with the silver 
and gold that lie had dedicated of all 
nations which he subdued; 

12 Of Syria, and of Moab, and of 
the children of Ammon, and of the 
Philistines, and of Amalek, and of the 
spoil of Hadadezer, son of Rehob, 
king of Zobah. 

13 And David gat him a name when, 
he returned from smiting of the Sy¬ 
rians in the valley of salt, being eigh¬ 
teen thousand men. 

14 5T And he put garrisons in Edom; 
throughout all Edom put he garrisons, 
and all they of Edom became David’s 
servants. And the Lord preserved 
David whithersoever he went. 

15 And David reigned over all Is¬ 
rael ; and David executed judgment 
and justice unto all his people. 

16 And Joab the son of Zeruiah was 
over the host; and Jehoshaphat the 
son of Ahilud was recorder; 

17 And Zadock the son of Ahitub, 
and Ahimelech the son of Abiathar, 
were the- priests; and Seraiah was the 
scribe; 

18 And Bcnaiah the son of Jehoi- 
ada was over both the Cherethites and 
the Pelcthites *, and David’s sons were 
chief rulers. 

CHAP. IX. 

1 David by Ziba sendeth for Mephiboshtth. 7 

For Jonathan’s sake he entertainetk him at his 

table, and restareth him all that was Saul’s. 

9 He makelh Ziba his farmer. 

An d David said, Is there yet any 
that is left of the house of Saul, that I 
may shew him kindness for Jona¬ 
than’s sake.?. 
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2 And there was of the house of! 
Saul a servant whose name was Ziba. 
And when they had called him unto 
David, the king said unto him, Art thou 
Ziba ? And he said, Thy servant is he. 

3 And the king said. Is there not yet 
any of the house of Saul, that I may 
shew the kindness of God unto him? 
And Ziba said unto the king, Jona¬ 
than hath yet a son, which is lame on 
his feet. 

4 And the king said uttyohim, Where 
is he? And Ziba said unto the king, 
Behold, he /sin the house of Machir,' 
the son of Ammiel, in Lo-debar. 

5 If Then king David sent, and fetch¬ 
ed him out of the house of Machir, 
the son of Ammiel, from Lo-debar. 

6 Now when Mephibosheth, the son 
of Jonathan, the son of Saul, was 
come unto David, he fell on his face, 
and did reverence. And David said, 
Mephibosheth. And he answered, 
Behold thy servant! 

7 If And David said unto him. Fear 
not: ,for I will surely shew' thee kind¬ 
ness for Jonathan thy father’s sake, 
and will restore thee all the land of 
Saul thy father; and thou shalt eat 
bread at my table continually. 

8 And he bow'ed himself, and said, 
What/s thy servant, that thou shouldest 
look upon such a dead dog as I am V 

9 If Then the king called to Ziba, 
Saul’s se/vant, and said untohim, I have 
given unto thy master’s son all that 
pertained to Saul and to all his house. 

10 Thou therefore, and thy sons, 
and thy servants, shall till the land for 
him, and thou shalt bring in the fruits, 
that thy master’s sou may have food 
to eat:.but Mephibosheth thy master’s 
son shall teat bread alway at my table. 
Now Ziba had fifteen sons and twen¬ 
ty servants. 

11 Then said Ziba unto the king, 
According to all that my l»rd the king 
hath commanded his servant, so shall 
thy servantdo. As for Mephibosheth, 
said the king, be shpll eat at my table, 
as one of the king’s sons. 

12 And Mephibosheth had a young 
son, whose name was Micha. And 
all that dwelt in the house of Ziba 
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were servants unto Mephibosheth. 

13 So Mephibosheth dwelt in Jeru¬ 
salem : for he did eat continually at 
the king’s table; and was lame on 
both his feet. 

CHAP. X. 

1 David’s messengers, sent to comfort Hanun the 
son of Nahash, are villainously entreated. 6 
The Ammonites , strengthened by the Syrians, 
are overcome by Joab and Abithai. 15 Sho - 
bach, making a new supply of the Syrians at 
Helam, is slain by David. 

And it came to pass after this, that 
the king of the children of Ammon 
died, and Hanun his son reigned in 
his stead. 

£ Then said David, I will shew 
kindness unto Hanun the son of Na¬ 
hash, as his father shewed kind¬ 
ness unto me. And David sent to 
comfort him by the hand of his ser¬ 
vants for his father. And David’s 
servants came into the land of the 
children of Ammon. 

3 And the princes of the children of 
Ammon said unto Hanun their lord, 
Thinkest thou that David doth ho¬ 
nour thy father, that he hath sent 
comforters unto thee? hath not’ Da¬ 
vid rather sent his servants unto thee, 
to search the city, and to spy it out, 
and to overthrow it? 

4 Wherefore Hanun took David’s 
servants, and shaved 0 $ the one half 
of their beards, and cut off their gar¬ 
ments in the middle, even to their 
buttocks, and sent them aw'ay. 

5 When they told it unto David, he 
sent to meet them, because the men 
were greatly ashamed: and the king 
said, Tarry at Jericho until your beards 
be grown, and then return. 

6 if And when the children of Am¬ 
mon saw that they stank before Da¬ 
vid, the children of Ammon sent and 
hired the Syrians of Bejh-rehob, and 
the Syrians of Zoba, twenty thousand 
footmen, and of king Maacah a thou¬ 
sand men, and of lsh-tob twelve thou¬ 
sand men. 

7 And when David heard of it, he 
sent Joab, and all the host of the 
might j men. 

8 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array at the 
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entering in of the gate: and the Sy- peace with Israel, and served them, 
riaus of Zoba, and of Rehob, and So the Syrians feared to help the 
Ish-tob, and Maacah, were by them- children of Ammon any more, 
selves in the field: I CHAP XI.

10 And the rest of the people be 
delivered into the hand of .Abishai his 
brother, that he might put them in 
array against the children of Annnon. 

11 And he said. If the Syrians be 
too strong for me, then thou shalt 
help me : but if the children of Am¬ 
mon be too strong for thee, then 1 
will come and help thee. 

12 Be of good courage, and let us 
play the men for our people, and for 
the cities of our God: and the Lord 
do that which seemeth him good. 

13 And Joab drew nigh, and the 
people that were with him, unto the 
battle against the Syrians: and they 
fied before him. 

14 And when the children of Am¬ 
mon saw that the Syrians were fled, 
then fled they also before Abishai, 
and entered into the city. So Joab 
returned from the children of Ammon, 
and came to Jerusalem. 


CHAP. XL 

1 While Joab besieged Kabbah, David commit- 
teth adultery with Bath-theba. 6 Uriah, sent 
for by David to cover the adultery, would not 
go home neither sober nor drunken. 14 He 
earrieth to Joab the letter of his death. IB 
Joab sendeth the news thereof to David . 26 
David taketh Bath-sheha to wife. 

And it came to pass, after the year 
was expired, at the time when kings 
go forth to battlg, that David sent Jo¬ 
ab, and. his servants with him, and all 
Israel; and they destroyed the chil¬ 
dren of Ammon, and besieged Rabbah. 
But David tarried still at Jerusalem. 

2 51 And it came to pass in an eveu- 
ingtide, that David arose from off his 
bed, and walked upon the roof of the 
king’s house: and from the roof he saw 
a woman washing herself; and the 
woman was very beautiful to look upon. 

3 And David sent and enquired after 
the woman. And one said, Is not this 
Bath-sheba, the daughter of Eliatn, the 
w'ife of Uriah the Hittite? 

4 And David sent messengers, and 
took luy; and she came in unto him, 
and he lay with her ; for she was pu¬ 
rified from her uncleanness: and she 
returned unto her house. 


15 51 And when the.Syrians saw 
that they were smitten before Israel, 
they gathered themselves together. 

16 And Hadarezer sent, and brought 
out the Syrians that were beyond the 
river: and they came to Ilelam; and 
Shobach the captain of the host of 
Hadarezer went before them. 

17 And when it was told David, he 
gathered all Israel together, and pass¬ 
ed over Jordan, and came to Helam. 
And the Syrians set themselves in array 
against tlavid, and fought with him. 

18 And the Syrians fled before Is¬ 
rael ; and David slew the men g f seven 
hundred chariots of the Syrians, and 
forty thousand horsemen, and smote 
Shobach the captain of their host, 
who died there. 

19 And when all the kings that were 
Servants to Hadarezer saw that they 
were smitten before Israel, they made 
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5 And the woman conceived, and 
sent and told David, and said, I am 
with child. 

fi 51 And David sent to Joab, saying, 
Send me Uriah the Hittite. And 
Joab sent Uriah to David. 

7 And when Uriah was come unto 
him, David demanded of him how Jo¬ 
ab did, and how the people did, and 
how the war prospered. 

8 And David said tq Uriah, Go 
down to thy house, and wash thy feet. 
And Uriah departed out of the king’s 
house, and there’ followed him a mess 
of meat from the king. 

9 But Uriah slept at the door of the 
king’s house with all the servants of 
his lord, and weftt not down to his 
house. 

10 And when they had told David, 
saying, Uriah went not down unto his 
house, David said unto Uriah, Camest 
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thou not from thy journey ? why then 
didst thou not g 9 down unto thine 
house ? 

11 And Uriah said unto David, The 
ark, and Israel, and Judah, abide in 
tents ; and my lord Joab, and the ser¬ 
vants of my lord, are encamped in 
the open fields; shall I then go into 
mine house, to eat and to drink, and 
to lie with my wife ? as thou livest, 
and as thy soul liveth, I will not do 
this thing. 

12 And David said to Uriah, Tarry 
here to day also, and to morrow I 
will let thee depart. So Uriah abode 
in Jerusalem thatday,and the morrow. 

13 And when David had called him, 
he did cat and drink before him; and 
he made him drunk: and at even he 
went to lie on his bed with the ser¬ 
vants of his lord, but went not down 
to his house. 

14 ^f A nd it oame to pass in the morn¬ 
ing, that David wrote a letter to Joab, 
and sent it by the hand of Uriah. 

15 And he wrote in the letter, say¬ 
ing, Set ye Uriah in the forefront of 
the hottest battle, and retire ye from 
him, that he may be smitten, and die. 

16 And it came to pass, when Joab 
observed the city, that he assigned 
Uriah unto a place where he knew 
that valiant men were. 

17 And the men of the city went 
out, and fought with Joab : and there 
fell some of the people of the servants 
of David; and Uriah the Hittite 
died also. 

18 Then Joab sent and toldf Da¬ 
vid all the things concerning the war ; 

If) And charged the messenger, 
saying^ When thou hast made an end 
of teuittg. the matters of the war unto 
the kiltg," . 

20 And if so be that the king’s wrath 
arise, and he say unto thee. Wherefore 
approached ye so riigh upto the city 
when ye did fight? knew’ ye not that 
they would shoot from the wall? 

21 Who smote Abimelech the son 
of Jerubbesheth? did not a woman 
cast a piece of a milstone upon him 
from the wall; that he died in Thebez ? 
W’hy went ye nigh the wall ? then say 
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thou, Thy servant Uriah the Hittite 
is dead also. 

22 If So the messenger went, and 
came and shewed David all that Joab 
had sent him for. 

23 And the messenger said unto Da¬ 
vid, Surely the men prevailed against 
us, and came out unto us into the 
field, and we were upon them even 
unto the entering of the gate. 

24 And the shooters shot from off 
the wall upon thy servants; and some 
of the king’s servants be dead, and thy 
servant Uriah the Hittite is dead also. 

25 Then David said unto the mes¬ 
senger, Thus shalt thou say unto Jo¬ 
ab, Let not this thing displease thee, 
for the sword devoureth one as well 
as another: make thy battle more 
strong against the city, and overthrow 
it: and encourage thou him. 

26 If And when the wife of Uriah 
heard that Uriah her husband was 
dead, she mourned for her husband. 

27 And when the mourning was 
past, David sent and fetched her to his 
house, and she became his wife, and 
bare him a son. But the thing that 
David had done displeased the Lord. 

CHAP. XII. 

I Nathan’s parable of the ewe lamb eautelh Da¬ 
vid to be his own judge. 7 David, reproved 
by Nathan, confesseth his sin, and is pardoned. 
15 David moumeth and pray el h for the child, 
while it lived. 24 Solomon is bom, and named 
Jedidiah. 26 David taketh Rabbah, and tor- 
tureth the people thereof. 

And the Lord sent Nathan unto Da¬ 
vid. And he came unto him, and said 
unto him. There were two men in one 
city; the one rich, and the other poor. 

% The' rich man had exceeding many 
flocks and herds: 

3 But the poor man had nothing, 
save one little ewe lamb, which he 
had bought and nourished up : and it 
grew up together with him, and with 
his childreik; it did eat of his own 
meat, and drank of bis own cup, and 
lay in his bosom, and was unto him 
as a daughter. 

4 And there came a traveller unto 
the rich man, and he spared to take 
of his own flock and of nis own herd, 
to dress for the wayfaring man that 



David con/esseth his sin. 

was come unto him; but took the poor 
man’s lamb, and dressed it for the man 
that was come to him. 

"5 And David's anger was greatly kin¬ 
dled against the man; and he said to Na¬ 
than, As the Lo rd liveth, the man that 
bath done this thing shall surely die: 

6 And he shall restore the lamb 
fourfold, because, he did this thing, 
and because he had no pity. 

7 U And Nathan said to David, 
Thou art the man. Thus saith the 
Loud God of Israel, I anointed thee 
king over Israel, and I delivered thee 
out of the hand of Saul; 

8 And I gave thee thy master’s 
house, and thy master’s wives into thy 
bosom, and gave thee the house of Is¬ 
rael and of J udah; and if that had been 
too little, I would moreover have given 
unto thee such and such things. 

9 Wherefore hast thou despised the 
commandment of the Loud, to do 
evil in his sight ? that hast killed 
Uriah the Hittite with the sword, and 
hast taken his wife to be thy wife, and 
hast slain him with the sword of the 
children of Ammon. 

10 Now therefore the*sword shall 
never depart from thine house; be¬ 
cause thou hast despised me, and hast 
taken the wife of Uriah the Hittite to 
be thy wife. 

11 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, 
I will raise up evil against thee out of 

• thine own house, and I will take thy 
wives before thine eyes, and give them 
unto thy neighbour, and he shall lie 
with thy wives in the sight of this sun. 

12 For thou didst it secretly: but I 
will do this thing before all Israel, 
and before the sun. 

13 And David said unto Nathan, I 
have sinned against the Lord. And 
Nathan said unto David, The Loro 
also bath put away thy sin; thou 
shalt riot die. 

14 Howbeit, because by this deed 
thou hast given great occasion to the 
enemies of the Lord to blaspheme, 
the child also that it born unto thee 
shall surely die. 

15 And Nathan departed unto 
his house. And the Lord struck the 
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Solomon is bom . 

child that Uriah’s wife bare unto Da¬ 
vid, and it was very sick. 

16 David therefore besought God 
for the child; and David fasted, and 
went in, and lay all night upon the earth. 

17 And the elders of his house arose, 
and went to him, to raise him up from 
the earth: but he would not, neither 
did he eat bread with them. 

18 And it came to pass on the 
seventh day, that the child died. And 
the servants of David feared to tell 
him that the child was dead : for they 
said, Behold, while the child was yet 
alive, we spake unto him, and he would 
not hearken unto our voice: how will 
he then vex himself, if we tell him that 
the child is dead? 

19 But when David saw that his 
servants whispered, David perceived 
that the child was dead: therefore 
David said unto his servants, Is the 
child dead ? And they said, He is dead. 

20 Then David arose from the earth, 
and washed, and anointed himself, and 
changed his apparel, and came into 
the house of the Lord, and worship¬ 
ped : then he came to his own house; 
and when he required, they set bread 
before him, and he did eat. 

21 Then said his servants unto him, 
What thing is this that thou hast done ? 
thou didst fast and weep for the child, 
while it was alive; but when the child 
was dead, thou didst rise and eat bread. 

22 And he said. While the child was 
yet alive, I fasted and wept: for I said. 
Who can tell whether God will be gra¬ 
cious 1 to me, that the child may live ? 

23 But now he is dead, wherefore 
shopld I fast? can I bring him back 
again ? 1 shall go to him, but he shall 
not return to me. 

24 f And David comforted Bath- 
sheba his wife, and went in unto her, 
and lay with her: and she bare a son, 
and he called his name Solomon : and 
the Lord 16ved him. 

25 And he sent by the hand of Na¬ 
than the prophet f and he called his 
name Jedidiah, because of the Lord. 

26 f And Joab fought against Kab¬ 
bah of the children of Ammon, and 
took the royal city. 
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27 And Joab sent messengers to 
David, and said,'I have fought against 
Kabbah, and have taken the city of 
waters. 

28 Now therefore gather the rest of 
the people together, and encamp 
against the city, and take itt lest I 
take the city, and it be called after my 
name. 

29 And David gathered all the peo¬ 
ple together, and went to Kabbah, and 
fought against it, and took it. 

30 'And he took their king’s crown 
from off his head, the weight whereof 
was a talent of gold with the precious 
stones: and it was set on David’s head. 
And he brought forth the spoil of the 
city in great abundance. 

31 And he brought forth the people 
that were therein, and put them under 
saws, and under harrows of iron, and 
under axes of iron, and made them 
pass through the brickkiln : and thus 
did he unto all the cities of the child¬ 
ren of Ammon, So' D^vid and all 
the people returned unto Jerusalem. 

CHAP. XIII. 

1 Amnon loving Tamar, by Jonadab's counsel 
feigning himself sick,- ravisheth her. 15 He 
hateth her, and shamefully turneth her away. 
19 Absalom entertaineth her , and concealeth 
his purpose. S3 At a sheepshearing, among 
all the king’s sons, he kilteth Amnon. 30 Da¬ 
vid grieving at the news is comforted by Jana- 
dab. 37 Absalomflieth to Talmai at Gesliur. 

And it came to pass after this, that 
Absalom the sou of David had a fair 
sister, whose name was Tainar; and 
Amnon the son of David loved her. 

2 And Amnon was so vexed, that he 
fell sick for his sister Tamar; for she 
was a virgin ; and Amnon thought it 
hard for him to do any thing to her. 

3 But Amnon had a friend, whose 
name was Jpnadab, the son of Shime- 
ah David's brother: and Jonadab 
was a very subtil man. 

4 And he said unto him. Why art 
thou, being the king’s son, lean from 
day to day ? wilt thou not tell me ? 
And Amnon said unto him, I love Ta¬ 
mar, my brother Absalom’s sister. 

5 And Jonadab said unto him. Lay 
thee down on thy bed, and make thy¬ 
self sick : and when thy father cometh 

361 


to see thee, say unto him, I pray thee, 
let my sister Tamar come, and give me 
meat, and dress the meat in my sight, 
that I may see it, and eat it at her hand. 

6 So Amnon lay down, and uiatjir 
himself sick: and when the king was 
come to see him, Amnon said unto the 
king, I pray thee, let Tamar my sister 
come, and make me a couple of cakes 
iu my sight, that I may eat at her hand. 

. 7 Then David sent home to Tamar, 
saying, Go now to thy brother Am- 
non’s house, and dress him meat. 

8 So Tamar went to her brother 
Amnon’s house; and he was laid down. 
And she took flour, and kneaded it, 
and made cakes iu his sight, and did 
bake the cakes. 

9 And she took a pan, and poured 
them out before him ; but he refused 
to eat. And Amnon said, Have out 
all men from me. And they went out 
every man from him. 

10 And Atfinon said unto Tamar, 
Bring the meat into the chamber, that 
I may eat of thine hand. And Tainar 
took the cakes which she had made, 
and brought them into the chamber to 
Amnon her brother. 

11 And when she had brought them 
unto him to eat, he took hold of her, 
and said unto her. Come lie with me, 
my sister. 

12 And she answered him. Nay, my 
brother, do not force me; for no such 
thing ought to be done in Israel: do 
not thou this folly. 

13 And I, whither shall I cause my 
shame to go ? and as for thee, thou 
shalt be as one of the fools in Israel. 
Now therefore, I pray thee, speak unto 
the king; for he will not withhold me 
from thee. 

14 Howbeit he would not hearken 
unto her voice: but, being stronger 
than she, forced her, and lay with her. 

15 If Then Amnon hated her ex¬ 
ceedingly ; so’ that the hatred where¬ 
with he hated her was greater than the 
love wherewith he had loved her. And 
Amnon said unto her, Arise, be gone. 

16 And she said unto him, There is 
no cause: this evil in sending me away 
is greater than the' other that thou didst 
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unto me. But he would not hearken 
unto her. 

17 Then he called his servant that 
ministered unto him, and said, Put now 
this xpoman out from me, and bolt the 
door after her. 

18 And she had a garment of divers 
colours upon her: for with such robes 
were the king’s daughters that were 
virgins apparelled. Then his servant 
brought her out, and bolted the door 
after her. 

19 If And Tamar put ashes on her 
head, and .rent her garment of divers 
colours that was on her, and laid her 
hand on her head, and went on crying. 

£0 And Absalom her brother said 
unto her, Hath Amnon thy brother 
been with thee ? but hold now thy 
peace, my sister: he is thy brother; ■ 
regard not this thing. So Tamar re¬ 
mained desolate in her brother Absa¬ 
lom’s house. 

£1 But when king ftavid heard of 
&11 these things, he was very wroth. 

££ And Absalom spake unto his bro¬ 
ther Amnon neither good nor bad: 
for Absalom hated Amnon, because 
he had forced his sister Tamar. 

23 f And it came to pass after two 
full years, that Absalom had sheep- 
shearers in Baal-hazor, which is. be¬ 
side Ephraim: and Absalom invited 
all the king’s sons. 

£4 And Absalom came to the king, 
and said, Behold now, thy servant hath 
sheepshearers; let the kmg, I beseech 
thee, and his servants go with thy 
servant. 

25 And the king said to Absalom, 
Nay, my son, let us not all now go, 
lest we be chargeable unto thee. And 
he pressed him: howbeit he. would 
not go, but blessed him. 

26 Then said Absalom, If not, 1 
pray thee, let my brother Amnon go 
with us. And tbe king said unto him, 
Why should he go with thee ? 

£7 But Absalom pressed him, that 
he let Amnon and all the king’s sons 
go with him. 

£8^| Now Absalom had command¬ 
ed. his servants, saying, Mark ye now 
when Amnon’s heart is merry with 
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wine, and when I say unto you. Smite 
Ainnoh; then kill him, fear not: have 
not I commanded you ? be courage¬ 
ous, and be valiant. 

29 And the servants of Absalom 
did unto Amnon as Absalom had 
commanded. Then all the king’s sons 
arose, and every man gat him up upon 
his mule, and fled. 

30 ^f And it came to pass, while 
they were iit the way, that tidings came 
to David,. saying, Absalom hath slain 
all the king’s sons, and there is not one 
of them left. 

31 Then the king arose, and tare his 
garments, and lay on the earth; and 
all his servants stood by with then- 
clothes rent. 

32 And Jonadab,the son ofShimeaji 
David’s brother, answered and said. 
Let not my lord suppose that they 
have slain all the youug men the king’s 
sons; for Amnon only is dead : for 
by the appointment of Absalom this 
hath been determined from the day 
that lie forced his sister Tamar. 

33 Now therefore let not my lord 
the king take the thing to his heart, to 
think that all the king’s sons are dead : 
for Amnon only is dead. 

34 But Absalom fled. And the 
young man that kept the watch lifted 
up his eyes, and looked, and, behold, 
there came much people by the way 
of the hill side behind, him. 

35 And Jonadab said unto the king, 
Behold, the king’s sons come: as thy 
Servant said, so it is. 

36 And it came to pass, as soon as 

he had made an end of speaking,.that, 
behold, the king’s sons came, and 
lifted up their voice and wept: and 
the king also and ail his servants wept 
very sore. « 

37 f But Absalom fled, and went to 

Talmai, the son of Ammihud, king of 
Geshur. David mourned for his 

son every day. 

38 So Absalom fled> and went to 
Geshur, and was there three years. 

39 And the soul of king David long¬ 
ed to go forth unto Absalom : for he 
was comforted concerning Amnon, 
seeing he was dead. 
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CHAP. XIV. 

t Joab, suborning a widow o/Tekoah, by a parable 
to incline the king's heart to fetch home Absalom, 
bringeth him to Jerusalem. 25 Absalom’s beauty, 
hair, and children. 38 After two years, Absalom 
by Joab is brought into the king’s presence. 

Now Joab the son of Zeruiah per¬ 
ceived that the king’s heart was to¬ 
ward Absalom. 

2 And Joab sent to Tekoali, and 
fetched thence a wise woman, and said 
unto her, I pray thee, feign thyself to 
be a mourner, and put on now mourn¬ 
ing apparel, and anoint not thyself 
with oil, but be as a woman that had 
a long time mourned for the dead: 

3 And come to the king, and speak 
on this manner unto him. So Joab 
put the words in her mouth. 

4^[ And when the woman of Tckoah 
spake to the king, she fell on her face 
to the ground, and did obeisance, and 
said, Help/O king. 

5 And the king said unto her, What 
aileth thee ? And she answered, I am 
indeed a widow woman, and mine hus¬ 
band is dead. 

6 And thy handmaid had two sons, and 
they two strove together in the field, 
and there was none to part them, but the 
one smote the other, and slew him. 

7 And, behold, the w'hole family is 
risen against thine handmaid, and they 
said, Deliver him that smote his bro¬ 
ther, that we may kill him, for the life 
of his brother whom he slew ; and we 
will destroy the heir also: and so they 
shall quench my coal which is left, and 
shall not leave to my husband neither 
name nor remainder upon the earth. 

8 And the king said unto the wo¬ 
man, Go to thine house, and I will 
give charge concerning thee. 

9 And the womau of Tekoah said 

unto the king, ’My lord, O king, the 
iniquity he on me, and on my father’s 
house : aud the king and his throne be 
guiltless. , 

10 And the king said, Whosoever 
saith ought unto thee, bring him to me, 
and he shall not touch thee any more. 

11 Then said she, 1 pray thee, let 
the king remember the Lord thy God, 
that thou wouldest not suffer the re¬ 
vengers of blood to destroy any more, 
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lest they-destroy my son. And he said 
As the Lord liveth, there shall not 
one hair of thy son fall to the earth. 

12 Then the woman said. Let thine 
handmaid, I pray thee, speak one word 
unto my lord the king. And he said. 
Say on. 

13 And the woman said, Wherefore 
then hast thou ■ thought such a thing 
against the people of God ? for the 
kingdoth speak this thing as one which 
is faulty, in that the king doth not 
fetch home again his banished. 

14 For we must needs die, and are 
as water spilt on the ground, which 
cannot be gathered up again; neither 
doth God respect any person : yet 
doth he devise means, that his banish* 
ed be not expelled from him. 

15 Now therefore that 1 am come 
to speak of this thing unto my lord 
the king, it is because the people have 
made me afraid: and thy handmaid 
said, I will nbw speak unto the king; 
it may be that the king will perform 
the request of his handmaid, 

16 For the king will hear, to deliver 
his handmaid out of the baud of the 
man that would destroy me and my son 
together out of the inheritance of God. 

17 Then thine handmaid said. The 
word of my lord the king shall now be 
comfortable : for as an angel of God, 
so is my lord the king to discern good 
and bad : therefore the Lord thy 
God will be with thee. 

18 Then the king answered and said 
unto the woman, Hide not from tne, 

1 pray thee, the thing that I shall ask 
thee. And the woman said. Let my 
lord the king now speak. 

19 Aud the king said, Is not the hand 
of Joab with thee in all this? And the 
womau answered and said, As thy soul 
liveth, my lord the king, none can turn 
to the right hand or to the left from 
ought that my lord the king hath spo¬ 
ken : for thy servant Joab, he bade 
me, and he put all these words in the 
mouth of thine handmaid: 

20 To fetch about this form of 
speech hath thy servant Joab.done this 
thing: aud my lord is wise, according 
to the wisdom of an angel of God, to 
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know all things that are in the earth. 

aif And the king said unto Joab, I 
Behold now, I have done this thing: 
go therefore, bring the young man 
Absalom again. 

22 And Joab fell to the ground on 
his face, and bowed himself, and 
thanked the king : tfnd Joab said, To 
day thy servant knoweth that I have 
found grace in thy sight, my lord, O 
king, in that the king hath fulfilled the 
request of his servant. 

23 So Joab arose and went to Geshur, 
and brought Absalom to Jerusalem. 

24 And the king said, Let him turn 
to his own house, and let him not see 
tny face. So Absalom returned to his 
own house, and saw not the king’s face. 

25 But in all Israel there was none 
to be so.much praised as Absalom for 
his beauty : from the sole of his foot 
even to (lie crown of his. head there 
was no blemish in him. 

26 And when he polled his head, 
(for it was at every year’s end that he 
polled it: because the hair was heavy 
on him, therefore he polled it:) he 
weighed the hair of his head at two 
hundred shekels after the king’s weight. 

27 And unto Absalom there were 
bom three sons, and one daughter, 
whose name was Tamar: she was a 
woman of a fair countenance. 

28 f So Absalom dwelt two full 
years in Jerusalem, and saw not the 
king’s face. 

29 Therefore Absalom sent for Joab, 
to have sent him to the king; but he 
would not come to him : and when he 
sent again the second time, he would 
not come. 

30 Therefore he said unto his ser¬ 
vants, See, Joab’s field is near mine, 
and he hath' barley there; go and set 
it o*. fire. And Absalom’s servants 
set the field on fire. 

01 Then Joab arose, and came to 
Absalom unto his house, and said unto 
him, Wherefore have thy servants set 
my field on fire? 

32 And Absalom answered Joab, 
Behold, 1 sent unto thee, saying, Gome 
hither, that 1 may send thee to the 
king, to say, Wherefore am I come 
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from Geshur ? it had been good for me 
to have been there-still: now therefore 
let me see the king’s face; and if there 
be any iniquity in me, let him kill me. 

S3 So Joab came to the king, and 
told him: and when he had called for 
Absalom, he came to the king, and 
bowed himself on his face to the 
ground before the king: and the king 
kissed Absalom. 

CHAP. XV. 

1 Absalom, by/air speeches and courtesies, stealeth 
the hearts of Israel. 7 Under pretence of a vow 
he obtaineth leave to go to Hebron. 10 He 
maketh there a great conspiracy. 15 David 
upon the news fleeth from Jerusalem. 19 Iitai 
would not leave him. 24 Zadok and Ahiathar 
are sent back with the ark. 30 David and his 
company go up mount Olivet weeping. 31 He 
curseth Ahithophel’s counsel. 3i Hushai is sent 
back with instructions. 

And it came to pass after this, that 
Absalom prepared him chariots and 
horses, and fifty men to run before him. 

2 And Absalom rose up early, and 
stood beside the way of the gate: and 
it was so, that when any man that had 
a controversy came to the king for 
judgment, then Absalom called unto 
him, and said. Of what city art thou ? 
And he said. Thy servant is of one of 
the tribes of Israel. 

3 And Absalom said unto him, See, 
thy matters are good and right; but 
there is no man deputed of the king to 
hear thee. 

4 Absalom said moreover, Oh that I 
were made judge in the land, that every 
man which hath any suit or cause 
might come unto me, and I would do 
him justice! 

5 And it wtos so, that when any man 
came nigh to him to do him obeisance, 
he put forth his hand, and took him, 
and kissed him. 

6 And on this manner did Absalom 
to all Israel that came to the king for 
judgment: so Absalom stole the hearts 
of the men of Israel. 

7 If And it came to pass after forty 
ears, that Absalom said unto the king, 
pray thee, let me go and pay my vow, 

which I have vowed unto the Lord, 
in Hebron. 

8 For thy servant vowed* vow while 
I abode at Geshur in Syria, saying, If 
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the LoRp shall bring me again indeed 
to Jerusalem, then I will serve the j 
Lord. 

9 And the king said unto him, Co‘ 
in peace. So he arose, and went to 
Hebron. 

10H But Absalom sent spies through¬ 
out all the tribes of Israel, saying. As 
soon as ye hear the sound of the trum- 
pet, then ye shall say, Absalom reign- 
eth in Hebron. 

11 And with Absalom went two hun¬ 
dred men out of Jerusalem, that were 
called ; and they went in their simpli¬ 
city, and they knew not any thing. 

12 And Absalom sent for Ahilhophel 
the Gilonite, David’s counseller, from 
his city, even from Gilob, while he of¬ 
fered sacrifices. And the conspiracy 
was strong ; for the people increased 
continually with Absalom. 

13 If And there came a messenger 
to David, saying, The hearts of the 
men of Israel are after Absalom. 

14 And David said unto all his ser¬ 
vants that were with him at Jerusalem, 
Arise,'and let us flee; for we shall not 
else escape from Absalom: make speed 
to depart, lest he overtake us suddenly, 
and bring evil upon us, and smite the 
city with the edge of the sword. 

15 And the king’s servants said unto 
the king, Behold, thy servants arc ready 
to do whatsoever my lord the king shall 
appoint. • 

16 And’ the king went forth, and all 
his houshold after him. And the king 
left ten women, which were concu¬ 
bines, to keep the house. 

17 And the king went forth, and all 
the people after him, and tarried in a 
place that was far off. 

18 And all his servants passed on 
beside him; «nd all the Cheretliites, 
and ail the Peletliites, and all die Git- 
tites, six hundred men which came 
after him from Gath, passeckon before 
the king. 

19If Then said die king to Ittai the 
Gittite, Wherefore goest thou also 
with us ? return to thy place, and a- 
bide with the king: for thou art a 
stranger, and also an exile. 

20 Whereas thou earnest but yester- 
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day, should I this day make thee go 
up and down with us ? seeing I go 
whither I may, return thou> and take 
back thy brethren: mercy and truth 
be with thee.. 

21 And Ittai answered the king, and 
said. As the Lord liveth, and as my 
lord the king liveth, surely in what 
place my lord the king shall be, whe¬ 
ther in death or life, even there also 
will thy servant be. 

22 And David said to Ittai, Go and 
pass over. And Ittai the Gittite pass¬ 
ed over, and all his men, and all the 
little ones that were with him. 

23 And all the country wept with a 
loud voice, and all the people passed 
over: the king also himself passed 
over the brook Kidron, and all the 
people passed over, toward the way 
of the wilderness. 

24 If And lo Zadok also, and all the 
Levites were with him, bearing the ark 
of the covenant of God : and they set 
down the ark of • God; and Abiathar 
/went up, until ail the people had done 
passing out of the city. 

25 And the king said unto Zadok, 
Carry back the ark of God into the city: 
if I shall find favour in the eyes of 
the Lord, he will bring me again, and 
shew me both it, and his habitation : 

26 Butif he thus say,I have no delight 
in thee; behold, here am I, let him do 
.to me as seemeth good unto him. 

27 The king said also unto Zadok 
the priest, Art not thou a seer ? return 
into the city in peace, and your two 
sons with you, Ahimaaz thy son, and 
Jonathan the son of Abiathar. 

28 See, I will tarry in the plain of 
the wilderness, until there come word 
from you to certify me. 

29 Zadok therefore and Abiathar 
carried the ark of God again to Jeru¬ 
salem : and they tarried there. 

30 If And David went up by the as¬ 
cent of mount Olivet, and wept as he 
went up, and had his hfead covered, 
and he went barefoot: and all the peo¬ 
ple that was with him covered every 
man his head, and they went up, 
weeping as they went. 

31 11 And one told David, saying, 
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Ahithophel is among the conspirators 
with Absalom. And David said, O 
Lord, 1 pray thee, turn the counsel 
of Ahithophel into foolishness. 

32 TI And it came to pass, that when 
David was come to the top of the 
mount, where he worshipped XJod, be¬ 
hold, Hushai the Archite came to 
meet him with his coat rent, and earth 
upon his head : 

33 Unto whom David said, If thou 
passest on with me, then thou shalt 
be a burden unto me: 

34 But if thou return to the city, and 
say unto Absalom, I will be thy ser¬ 
vant, O king; as 1 have been thy father’s 
servant hitherto, so a ill I now also be 
thy servant: then mayest thou for me 
defeat the counsel of Ahithophel. 

35 And hast thou not there with 
thee Zadok and.Abiathar the priests? 
therefore it shall be, that what thing 
soever thou shalt hear out of the king’s 
house, thou shalt tell it to Zadok and 
Abiathar the priests. 

36 Behold, they have there with them 
their two sons, Ahimaaz Zadok’s son, 
and Jonathan Abiathars son ; and by 
them ye shall send unto me every 
thing that ye can hear. 

37 So Hushai David’s friend came 
into * the city, and Absalom came into 
Jerusalem. 

CHAP. XVI. 

1 Ziba, by presents and false suggestions, obtain - 
eth his master’s inheritance. S At Bahurim Shi- 
mei curseth David. 9 David with patience ab- 
staineth, and restraineth others, from revenge. 
15 Hushai insinnateth himself into Absalom’s 
counsel. SO Ahilliophel’s counsel. 

And when David was a little past 
the top of the hill, behold, Ziba the 
servant of Mephibosheth met him, 
with a couple of asses saddled, and 
upon them two hundred loaves of 
bread, and an hundred bunches of 
ravins, and an hundred of summer 
fruits, and a bottle of wine. 

2 And the king said unto Ziba, What 
meanest thou by these ? And Ziba 
said, The asses be for the king’s lious- 
hold to ride on; and the bread and 
summer fruit for the young men to 
eat; and the wine, that such as be 
faint in the wilderness may drink. 
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3 And the king said, And* where is 
thy master’s son ? And Ziba said un¬ 
to the king, Bejiiold, he abideth at 
Jerusalem : for he said, To day shall 
the house of Israel restore me the 
kingdom of my father. 

4 Then said the king to Ziba, Be¬ 
hold, thine are all that pertained uu:> 
Mephibosheth. And Ziba sai , 1 
humbly beseech thee that 1 may find 
grace in thy sight, my lord, O king. 

5 And when king David came to 
Bahurim, behold, thence came out a 
man of the family of the house of Saul, 
whose name was Shinn.i, the son of 
Gera: he came forth, and cursed still 
as he came. 

6 And he cast stones at David, and 
at all the servants of king David : and 
all the people and all the mighty men 
were on his right hand and on his left. 

7 And thus said Shimei when he 
cursed, Come out, come out, thou 
bloody man, and thou man of Belial: 

8 The Lo RD hath returned upon thee 
all the blood of the house of Saul, in 
whose stead thou hast reigned; and the 
Lord hath delivered the kingdom in¬ 
to the hand of Absalom thy son : and, 
behold, thou art taken in thy mischief, 
because thou art a bloody man. 

{> Then said Abishai the son of 
Zeruiah unto the king. Why should 
this dead dog curse my lord the king r 
let me go over, I pray thee, nod take 
off his head. 

10 And the king said, What have I 
to do with you, ye sous of Zeruiah ? 
so let him curse, because the Lord 
hath‘said unto him, Curse David. 
Who shall then say. Wherefore hast 
thou done so? 

11 And David said to Abishai, and 
to all his servants. Behold, my sou, 
which came forth of my bowels, seek- 
eth my life : how much more now 
may this .Benjamite do it 9 let him 
alone, and let him curse; for the 
Lord hath bidden him. 

12 It may be that the Lord will 
look on mine affliction, and that the 
Lord will requite me good for his 
cursing this day. 

13 And as David and his men went 
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by the way, Shimei went along on the 
hill’s side over against him, and cursed 
as he went, and threw stones at him, 
and cast dust. 

14 And the king, and all the people 
that were with him, came weary, and 
refreshed themselves there. 

15 *|f And Absalom, and all the peo¬ 
ple the men of Israel, came to Jeru¬ 
salem, mid Ahithophel with him. 

16 And it came to pass, when Hu- 
shar the Archite, David’s friend, was 
come unto AL aJom, that Hushai said 
unto Absalom, God save the king, 
God save th ting. 

17 Aud iV osafopi said to Hushai, Is 
this ii.y kindness to thy friend ? why 
wen test thou not wiih thy friend? 

18 And Hushai said unto Absalom, 
N ay; but whom theLo ri>, and this peo¬ 
ple,and all the men of Israel, choose, his 
will I be, and with him will 1 abide. 

19 And again, whom should I serve ? 
should I not serve in the presence of his 
son ? as I have served in thy father’s 
presence, so will I be in thy presence. 

20 51 Then said Absalom to Ahitho¬ 
phel, Give counsel among you what 
we shall do. 

21 And Ahithophel said unto Absa¬ 
lom, Go in unto thy father’s concu¬ 
bines, which he hath left to keep the 
houft- ; and all Israel shall hear that 
thou art abhorred of thy father: then 
shall die hands of all that are with 
thee be strong.* 

22 So they spread Absalom a tent 
upon the top of the house ; and Ab¬ 
salom went in unto his father’s concu¬ 
bines in the .sight of all Israel. 

23 Ai 1 the counsel of Ahithophel, 
which he counselled in those days, was 
as if a man had enquired at the oracle 
of God*:. so 1 * was all the counsel of 
Ahithophel, both with David and with 
Absalom. 

CIIAP. XVII. „ 

1 Ahithophel '« counsel is overthrown by Hushai's, 
according to God’s appointment. 1 i>Secret intel¬ 
ligence is sent unto liar id. S3 Ahithophel hang- 
eth himself. 25 Amasa is made captain. 27 
David at Mahanaim is furnished with provision. 

JMoueover Ahithophel said unto 
Absalom, Let me now choose out 
twelve thousand men, and I will 
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arise and pursue after David this 
night: 

2 And I will come upon him while 
he is weary and w r eak handed, and will 
make him afraid : and all the people 
that are with him shall flee ; and I 
will smite the king only : 

3 And l will bring back all the peo¬ 
ple unto thee : the man whom thou 
seekest is as if all returned : so all the 
people shall he in peace. 

4 And the saying pleased Absalom 
well, and all the elders of Israel. 

5 Then said Absalom, Call now 
Hushai the Archite also, and let us 
hear likewise what he saith. 

6 And when Hushai was come to 
Absalom, Absalom spake unto him, 
saying, Ahithophel hath spoken after 
this manner : shall we do after his 
saying ? if not; speak thou. 

7 And Hushai said unto Absalom, 
The counsel that Ahithophel hath 
given is not good at this time. 

8 For, said Hushai, thou knowest 
thy father and his men, that they he 
mighty men, and they be chafed in their 
minds, as a bear robbed of her whelps 
in the field: and thy father is a man of 
war, and will not lodge with the people. 

9 Behold, he is hid now in some 
pit, or in some other place: and it will 
come to pass, when some of them be 
overthrown at the first, that whosoever 
lieareth it will say,There is a slaughter 
among the people thatfollowAbsalom. 

10 And he also that is valiant, whose 
heart is as the heart of a lion, shall 
utterly melt: for all Israel knoweth 
that thy father is a mighty man, and 
they which be with him are valiant men. 

11 Therefore I counsel that all Is¬ 
rael be generally gathered unto dice, 
from Dan even to Bccr-sheba, as the 
saud that is by the sea for multitude ; 
and that thou go to battle in thine 
own person. 

12 So shall W'e come upon him in 
some place where he shail.be found, 
and we will light upon him as the dew 
falleth on the ground : and of him 
and of all the men that are with him 
there shall not be left so much as one. 

13 Moreover, if he be gotten iuto 
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a city, then shall all Israel bring ropes 
to that city, and we will draw it into 
the river, until there be not one small 
stone found there. 

14 And Absalom and all the men of 
Israel said, The counsel of Hushai 
the Archite is better than the counsel 
of Ahithophel. For the Lord had 
appointed to defeat the good counsel 
of Ahithophel, to the intent that the 
Lord might bring evil upon Absalom. 

1 5 f Then said H ushai unto Za- 
dok and to Abiathar the priests, 
Tims and thus did Ahithophel coun¬ 
sel Absalom and the elders of Israel; 
and thus and thus have I counselled. 

16 Now therefore send quickly, and 
tell David, saying, Lodge not this 
night in the plains of the wilderness, 
but speedily pass over; lest the king 
be swallowed up, and all the people 
that are with him. 

17 Now Jonathan and Ahimaaz 
stayed by En-rogel; for they might 
not be seen to come into the city; 
and a wench went and told them; and 
they went and told king David. 

18 Nevertheless a lad saw them, and 
told Absalom : but they went both of 
them away quickly,and came to a man’s 
house in Bahurim, which had a well 
in his court; whither they went down. 

19 And the woman took and spread 
a covering over the well’s mouth, and 
spread ground com thereon; and the 
thing was not known. 

20 And when Absalom’s servants 
came to the woman to the house, they 
said, Where is Ahimaaz and Jonathan ?

21 And it came to pass, after they 
we*-e departed,that they came up out of 
the well, and went and told king David, 
and said unto David, Arise; and pass 
quickly over the water: for thus hath 
Ahithophel counselled against you. 

29 Then David arose, and all the 
people that were with him, and they 

f tassed over Jordan : by the morning 
ight there lacked not one of them 
that was not gone over Jordan. 
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23 If And when Ahithophel saw that 
his counsel was not followed, he sad¬ 
dled his ass, 'and arose, and gat him 
home to his house, to his city, and 
put his houshold in order, and hang¬ 
ed himself, and died, and was buried 
in the sepulchre of his father. 

24 Then David came to Mahanaim. 
And Absalom passed over Jordan, he 
and all the men of Israel with him. 

2 5 % And Absalom made Amasa 
captain of the host instead of Joab: 
which Amasa was a man’s son, whose 
name was Ithra an Israelite, that went 
in to Abigail the daughter of Nahash, 
sister to Zeruiah Joab’s mother.

' cite them of Judah. 18 Shitnei is pardoned. 10 And Absalom, whoiiNy* UUOIUt- 
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ed over us, is dead in battle. Now 
therefore why speak ye not a word of 
bringing the king back ? 

It f And king David sentto Za- 
dpk and to Abiathar the priests, say¬ 
ing, Speak unto the elders of Judah, 
saying, Why are ye the last to bring 
the king back to his house? seeing 
the speech of all Israel is come to the 
king, even to his house. 

12 Ye are my brethren, ye are my 
bones and my flesh: wherefore then 
are ye the last to bringback the king? 

IS And say ye to Amasa, Art thou 
not of my bone, and of my flesh? 
God do so to me, and more also, if 
thou be not captain of the host before 
me continually in the room of Joab. 

14 And he bowed the heart of all 
the men of Judah, even as the heart 
of one man; so that they sent this 
word unto the king, Return thou, and 
all thy servants. 

15 So the king returned, and came 
to Jordan. And Judah came to Gil- 
gal, to go to meet the king, to conduct 
the king over Jordan. 

16 ^ And Shimei the son of Gera, 
a Benjamite, which was of Bahurim, 
hasted and came down with the men 
of Judah to meet king David. 

17 And there were a thousand men 
of Beujamin with him, and Ziba the 
servant of the house of Saul, and his 
fifteen sons and his twenty servants 
with hirti; and they went over Jordan 
before the king. 

18 And there went over a ferry boat 
to carry over the king’s houshold, and 
to do what he thought good. And 
Shimei the son of Gera fell down be¬ 
fore the king, as he was come over 
Jordan; 

19 And said unto the king. Let not 
my lord impute iniquity unto me, nei¬ 
ther do thou remember that which thy 
servant did perversely the day that my 
lord the king went out of Jerusalem, 
that the king should take it to his heart. 

20 For thy servant doth know that 
I have sinned: therefore, behold, I 
am come the first this day of all the 
house of Joseph to go down to meet 
my lord the king. 
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21 But Abishai the son of Zeruiah 
answered aud said, Shall not Shimei 
be put to death for this, because he 
cursed the Loud’s anointed? 

22 And David said, What have I to 
do with you, ye sons of Zeruiah, that 
ye should this day be adversaries unto 
me ? shall there any man be put to 
death this day in Israel ? for do not I 
know that I am this day king over Israel ? 

23 Therefore the king said unto 
Shimei, Thou shalt not die. Aud 
the king sware unto him. 

24 If And Mepbibosheth the son of 
Saul came down to meet the king, and 
had neither dressed his feet, nor trim¬ 
med his beard, nor washed his clothes, 
from the day the king departed until 
the day he came again in peace. 

25 And it came to pass, when he 
was come to Jerusalem to meet the 
king, that the king said unto him, 
Wherefore wentest thou not with me, 
Mephibosheth ? 

26 And he answered, My lord, O 
king, my servant deceived me: for thy 
servant said, I will saddle me an ass, 
that I may ride thereon, and go to the 
king; because thy servant is lame. 

27 And he hath slandered thy servant 
unto my lord the king; but my lord 
the king is as an angel of God : do 
therefore what, is good in thine eyes. 

28 For all of my father’s house were 
but dead men before my lord the king: 
yet didst thou set thy servant among 
them that did eat at thine own table. 
What right therefore have I yet to cry 
any more unto the king ? 

29 And the king said unto him, Why 
speakest thou any more of thy mat¬ 
ters ? I have said, Thou and Ziba di¬ 
vide the land. 

30 And Mephibosheth said unto 
the king, Yea, let him take all, for¬ 
asmuch as my lord the king is come 
again in peace unto his own house. 

31 ^f And Barzillai the Gileadite 
came down from Rogelim, and went 
over Jordan with the king, to conduct 
him over Jordan. 

32 Now Barzillai was a very aged 
man, even fourscore years old: and 
he had provided the king of suste- 
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tance while he lay at Mahanaim ; for 
he zeas a very great man. 

S3 And the king said unto BarziUai 
Come thou over with me, and I wil 
feed thee with me in Jerusalem. 

34 And BarziUai said unto the king. 
How long have I to live, that 1 should 
go up with the king unto Jerusalem ? 

35 I am this day fourscore years 
old : and can I discern between good 
and evil ? can thy servant taste what 
I eat or what I drink? can I hear any 
more the voice of singing men and 
singing women ? wherefore then should 
thy servant be yet a burden unto my 
lord the king? 

36 Thy servant will go a little Way 
over Jordan with the king: and why 
should the king recompense it me with 
such a rew ard ? 

37 Let thy servant, I pray thee, turn 
back again, that I may die in mineow n 
city, and be hjiried by the grave of my 
father and of my mother. But behold 
thy servant Chimham; let him go over 
with my lord the king; and do to him 
what shall seem good upto thee. 

38 And the king answered, Chim¬ 
ham shall go over with me, and 1 
will do to him that which shall seem 
good unto thee: and whatsoever thou 
shalt require of me, that will I do for 
thee. 

39 And all the people went over 
Jordan. And when the king was 
come over, the king kissed BarziUai, 
and blessed him; and he returned un¬ 
to his own place. 

40 Then the king went on to Gil- 
gal, and Chimham went on with him: 
and all the people of Judah conduct¬ 
ed the king, and also half the people 
of Israel. 

41 And, behold, all the men of 
Isra-1 came to the king, and said un¬ 
to the king, Why have, our brethren 
the men of Judah stolen thee away, 
and have brought the king, and his 
houshold, and all David’s men w’ith 
him, over Jordan? 

42 And all the men of Judah an¬ 
swered the men of Israel, Because 
the king is near of kin to us: where¬ 
fore then be ye angry for this matter? 
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I have we eaten at all of the king’s cost ? 
{ or hath he given us any gift ? 

43 And the men of Israel answered 
the men of Judah, and said, We have 
ten parts in the king, and we have al¬ 
so more right in David than ye: why 
then did ye despise us, that our advice 
should not be first had in bringing 
back our king? And the words of the 
men of Judah were fiercer than the 
words of the men of Israel. 

CHAP. XX. 

1 By occasion yf the quarrel, Shel'a maketh a 
parly in Israel. :> David’s ten concubines are 
shut up in perpetual prison. 4 Amasa, made 
captain over Judah, is slain by Joab. 14 Jo¬ 
nh pursueIh Sheba unto Abel. 16 A wise wo¬ 
man sarctlt the city by Sheba's head. S3 Da¬ 
vid’s officers. 

A N n there happened to be there a 
man of Belial, whose name «y/s Sheba, 
the son of Bichri, a Benjamite : and 
he blew a trumpet, and said, We have 
no part in David, neither have we in¬ 
heritance in the son of Jesse : every 
man lo his tents, O Israel. 

2 So every man of Israel went up 
from after David, and followed Sheba 
the son of Bichri: but the men of 
Judah clave unto theii king, from Jor¬ 
dan even to Jerusalem. 

3 51 And David came to his house 
at Jerusalem ; and the king took the 
ten women his concubines, whom he 
!iad left to keep the house, and put 
them in w ard, and fed them, but went 
not in unto them. So they were shut 
ip unto the day of their death, living 
,n widowhood. 

4 Then said the king to Amasa, 
Assemble me the men of Judah within 
three days, and be thou here present. 

5 So Amasa went to assemble the 
men of Judah : but he tarried longer 

hail the set time which* he had ap¬ 
pointed him. 

6 And David said to Abishai, Now 
shall Sheba the sou of Bichti do us 
more harm than did Absalom: take 
hou thy lord’s servants, and pursue 

after him, lest he get him fenced 
cities, apd escape us. 

7 And there went out after, him Jo- 
ib’s merf, and the Cherethites, and the 
Pelethites, and all the mighty men : 
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and they went out of Jerusalem, to 
pursue after Sheba the son of Bichri. 

8 When they were at the great stone 
which is in Gibeon, Amasa went be¬ 
fore them. And Joab’s garment that 
he had put on was girded unto him, 
and upon it a girdle with a sword fas¬ 
tened upon his loins in the sheath there¬ 
of ; and as he went forth it fell out. 

9 And Joab said to Amasa, Art thou 
in health, my brother ? And Joab 
took Amasa by the beard with the 
right hand to kiss him. 

10 But Amasa took no heed to the 
sword that was in Joab’s hand: so he 
smote him therewith in the fifth rib, 
and shed out his bowels to the ground, 
and struck him not again; and he died. 
So Joab and Abishai his brother pur¬ 
sued after Sheba the son of Bichri. 

I \ And one of Joab’s men stood by 
him, and said, He that favoureth Jo¬ 
ab, and he that is for David, let him 
go after Joab. 

12 And Amasa wallowed in blood 
in the mid^J of the highway. And 
when the man saw that all the people 
stood still, he removed Amasa out of 
the highw ay into the field, and cast a 
cloth upon him, when he saw that eve¬ 
ry one that came by him stood still. 

13 When he was removed out of the 
highway, all the people went on after 
Joab, to pursue after Sheba the son 
of Bichri. 

14 Abd he went through all the 
tribes of Israel unto Abel, and to 
Beth-maachah, and all the Berites: 
and they were gathered together, and 
went.also after him. 

15 And they came and besieged him 
in Abel of Beth-maachah, and they 
cast up a bank against the city, and 
it stood in the trench: and all the 
people that wire with Joab battered 
the wall, to throw it down. 

If) 51 Then cried a wise woman out 
of the city, Hear, hear; say, I pray 
you, unto Joab, Come near hither, 
that 1 may speak with thee. 

17 And when he was come near un¬ 
to her, the woman said, Art thou Jo¬ 
ab ? And he answ-ered, I am he. Then 
she said unto him. Hear the words of 
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thine handmaid. And he answered, 

I do hear. 

18 Then she spake, saying, They 
were wont to speak in old time, say¬ 
ing, They shall surely ask counsel at 
Abel: and so they ended the matter. 

19 I am one of them that are peace¬ 
able and faithful in Israel: thou seek- 
cst to destroy a city and a mother in 
Israel: why wilt thou swallow up the 
inheritance of the Loud? 

20 And Joab answered and said,Far 
be it, far be it from me, that I should 
swallow up or destroy. 

21 The matter is not so: but a man 
of mount Ephraim, Sheba the son of 
Bichri by name, hath lifted up his 
hand against the king, even against 
David: deliver him only, and 1 will de¬ 
part from the city. And the woman 
said unto Joab, Behold, his head shall 
be thrown to thee over the wall. 

22 Then the woman went unto all 
the people in her wisdom. And they 
cut off the head of Sheba the son of 
Bichri, and cast it out to Joab. And 
he blew a trumpet, and they re¬ 
tired from the city, every man to his 
tent. And Joab returned to Jerusa¬ 
lem unto the king. 

23 Now Joab was over all the 
host of Israel: and Bcnaiah the son 
of Jehoiada was over the Cherethites 
and over the Peiethites: 

24 And Adoram was qyer the tri¬ 
bute : and Jehoshuphat the son of Ahi- 
lud was recorder: 

25 And Sheva was scribe: and Za- 
dok and Abiathar were the priests: 

26 And Ira also the Jairite was a 
chief ruler about David. 

CHAP. XXI. 

t The three years' famine fur the Oibeoniles 
ceaseth, by hanging seven of Saul’s sons. 10 
Rizpah’s kindness unto the dead. 12 David 
burieth the bones of Saul and Jonathan in his 
father’s sepulchre. 15 Four battles against 
the Philistines, wherein four mighty men of 
David slay four giants. 

Then there was a famine in the days 
of David three years, year after 
year; and David enquired of the 
Lord. And the Lord answered. It 
is fqr Saul, and for his bloody house, 
because he slew the Gibconites. 
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2 And the king called the Gibeon- 
ites, and said unto them; (now the 
Gibeouites were not of the children of 
Israel, but of the remnant of the 
Amorites; and the children of Israel 
had sworn unto them: and Saul sought 
to slay them in his zeal to the children 
of Israel and Judah.) 

S Wherefore David said unto the 
Gibeouites, What shall I do for you? 
and wherewith shall 1 make the atone¬ 
ment, that ye may bless the inherit¬ 
ance of the Lord ? 

4 And the Gibeonites said unto 
him, .We will have no silver nor gold 
of Saul, nor of his house; neither for 
us shalt thou kill any man in Israel. 
And he said, What ye shall say, that 
will I do for you. 

5 And they answered the king, The 
man that consumed us, and that de¬ 
vised against us that we should be 
destroyed from remaining in any of the 
coasts of Israel, 

6 Let seven men of his sons be deli¬ 
vered unto us, and we will hang them 
up unto the'LoRD in Gibeah of Saul, 
whom the Lord did choose. And 
tire king said, I will give them. 

7 But the king spared Mephibo- 
sheth, the son of Jonathan the son of 
Saul, because of the Lord’s oath that 
was between them, between David 
and Jonathan the son of Saul. 

8 But the king took the two sons of 
Rizpah the daughter of Aiah, whom 
she bare unto Saul, Armoni and Me- 
phibosheth ; and the five sons of Mi- 
chal the daughter of Saul, whom she 
brought up for Adriel the son of Bar- 
zillai the Meholathite: 

9 And he delivered them into the 
hands of the Gibeonites, and they hang¬ 
ed them in the hill before the Lord : 
and they fell all seven together, and 
were put to death in the days of har¬ 
vest, in the first days, in the begin¬ 
ning of barley harvest. 

10 And Rizpah the daughter of 
Aiah took sackcloth, and spread it for 
her upon tire rock, from the begin¬ 
ning of harvest until water dropped 
upon them out of heaven, and suffer¬ 
ed neither the birds of the air to* rest 
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on them by day, nor the beasts of the 
field by night. 

11 And it was told David what Riz- 

ah the daughter of Aiah, the concu- 

ine of Saul, had done. 

.12 Apd David went and took the 
bones of Saul and the bones of Jo¬ 
nathan his son from the men of Ja- 
besh-gilead, which had stolen them 
from the street of Bcth-shan, where 
the Philistines had hanged them, 
when the Philistines had slain Saul 
in Gilboa: 

13 And he brought up from thence 
the bones of Saul and the bones of Jo¬ 
nathan his son; and they gathered the 
bones of them that were hanged. 

14 And the bones of Saul and Jona¬ 
than his son buried they in the coun¬ 
try of Benjamin in Zelah, in the se¬ 
pulchre of Kish his father: and they 
performed all that the king command¬ 
ed. And after that God was intreat- 
ed for the land. 

15 U Moreover the Philistines had 
yet war again with Israel; and Da¬ 
vid went down, and his dtrvants with 
him, and fought against the' Philis¬ 
tines : and David waxed faint. 

16 And Ishbi-benob, which was of 
the sons of the giant, the weight of 
whose spear weighed three hundred 
shekels of brass in weight, he being 
girded with a new sword , thought to 
have slain David. 

17 But Abishai the son .of Zeruiah 
succoured him, and smote'the Philis¬ 
tine, and killed him. Then the men 
of David sware unto him, saying. Thou 
shalt go no more ouf with us to bat¬ 
tle, that thou quench not the light 
of Israel. 

18 And it came to pass after this, 
that there was again a battle with the 
Philistines at Gob: then Sibbechai 
the Hushathite slew Saph, which was 
of the sons of the giant. 

19 And there was again a battle in 
Gob wifti the Philistines, where El- 
hanan the son of Jaare-oregim, a 
Beth-dehemite, slew the brother of 
Goliath the Gittite,the staff of whose 
spear was like a weaver’s beam. 

20 And there was yet a battle in 



David’s psalm of thanksgiving CHAP, 

Gath, where was a man of great sta¬ 
ture, that had on every hand six fin¬ 
gers, and on every foot six toes, four 
and twenty in number; and he also 
was born to the giant. 

21 And when he defied Israel, Jo¬ 
nathan the son of Shimeah the bro¬ 
ther of David slew him. 

22 These four were born to the gi¬ 
ant in Gath, and fell by the hand of 
David, and by the hand ofhis servants. 

CHAP. XXII. 

A psalm of thanksgiving for God’s powaful deli¬ 
verance, and manifold blessings. 

And David spake unto the Lord 
the words of this song in the day that 
the Lord had delivered him out of 
the hand of all his enemies, and out 
of the hand of Saul: 

2 And he said,The Lord is my rock, 
and my fortress, and iny deliverer; 

3 The God of my rock; in him will 
I trust: he is my shield, and the horn 
of my salvation, my high tower, and 
my refuge, my saviour; thou savest 
me from violence. 

4 l *will call on the Lord, who is 
worthy to be praised: so shall I be 
saved from mine enemies. 

5 When the waves of death com¬ 
passed me, the floods of ungodly men 
made me afraid; 

6 The sorrows of hell compassed 
me about; the snares of death pre¬ 
vented nip; 

7 In my distress I called upon the 
Lo R D, and cried to my God: and he 
did hear my voice out of his temple, 
and my cry did enter into his ears. 

8 Then the earth shook and trem¬ 
bled; the foundations of heaven moved 
and shook, because he was wroth. 

9 There went up a smoke out of his 
nostrils, and $re out of his mouth de¬ 
voured : coals were kindled by it. 

10 He bowed the heavens also, and 
came down; and darkness was under 
his feet. 

11 And he rode upon a cherub, and 
did fly: and he was seen upon the 
wings of the wind. 

12 And he made darkness pavilions 
round about him, dark waters, and 
thick clouds of the skies. 
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13 Through the brightness before 
him were coals of fire kindled. 

14 The Lord thundered from hea¬ 
ven, and the most High uttered his 
voice. 

15 And he sent out arrows, and 
scattered them; lightning, 'and dis¬ 
comfited them. 

16 And the channels of the sea ap¬ 
peared, the foundations of the world 
were discovered, at the rebuking of 
the Lord, at the blast of the breath 
of his nostrils. 

] 7 He sent from above, he took me; 
he drew me out of many waters; 

18 He delivered me from my strong 
enemy, and from them that hated me: 
for they were too strong for me. 

19 They prevented me in the day 
of my calamity : but the Lord was 
my stay. 

20 He brought me forth also into a 
large place: he delivered me, because 
he delighted in me. 

21 The Lord rewarded me ac¬ 
cording to my righteousness : accord¬ 
ing to the cleanness of my hands hath 
he recompensed me. 

22 For I have kept the ways of the 
Lord, and have not wickedly depart¬ 
ed from my God. 

23 For all his judgments were be¬ 
fore me: and as for bis statutes, I did 
not depart from them. 

24 1 was also upright before him, 
and have kept myself from mine ini¬ 
quity. 

25 Therefore the Lord hath re¬ 
compensed me according to my righ¬ 
teousness ; according to my cleanness 
in his eye sight. 

26 With the merciful thou wilt shew 
thyself merciful, and with the upright 
man thou wilt shew thyself upright. 

27 With the pure thou wilt shew 
thyself pure; and with the froward 
thou wilt shew thyself unsavoury. 

28 And the afflicted people thou 
wilt save; but thine eyes' are upon 
the haughty, that thou mayest bring 
them flow n. 

29 For thou art my lamp, O Lord.: 
and the Lord will lighten my darkness 

SO For by thee I have run through 
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a troop: by my God have I leaped 
over a wall. 

51 As for God, his way is perfect; 
the word of the Lord is tried: he is a 
buckler to all them that trust in him. 

52 For who is God, save the Lord? 
asd who is a rock, save our God? 

53 God is my strength and power : 
and he maketh my way perfect. 

34 He maketh my feet like hind’s 
feet : and setteth me upon my high 
places. 

35 He teacheth my hands to war; 
so that a bow of steel is broken by ! 
mine arms. 

36' Thou hast also given me the 
shield of thy salvation : and thy gen¬ 
tleness hath made me great. 

37 Thou hast enlarged my steps un¬ 
der me; so that my feet did not slip. 

38 I have pursued mine enemies, 
and destroyed them; and turned not 
again until 1 had consumed them. 

39 And I have consumed them, and 
wounded them, that they could not 
arise: yea, they are fallen under my feet. 

40 For thou hast girded me with 
strength to battle: them that rose up 
against me hast thou subdued un¬ 
der me. 

41 Thou hast also given me the 
necks of mine enemies, that I might 
destroy them that hate me. 

42 They looked, but there teas none 
to save; even unto the Lord, but he 
answered them not. 

43 Then did I beat them as small 
as the dust of the earth, I did stamp 
them as the mire of the street, and did 
spread them abroad. 

44 Thou also hast delivered me from 
the strivings of my people, thou hast 
kept me to be: head of the heathen : n 
people which I knew not shall serve me. 

45 Strangers shall submit themselves 
uut> - me : as soon as they hear, they 
shall be obedient unto me. 

46 Strangers shall fade away, and 
they shall be afraid out of their close 
places. 

47 The Lord liveth; and blessed 
be my rock ; and exalted be the God 
of the rock of my salvation. 

48 it is God that avjmgeth me, and 
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that bringeth down the people under 
me, 

. 49 And that bringeth me forth from 
mine enemies: thou also hast lifted 
me up on high above them that rose 
up against me: thou hast delivered 
me from the violent man. 

50 Therefore I will give thanks unto 
thee, O Loud, among the heathen, 
and I will sing praises unto thy name. 

51 lie is the tower of salvation for 
his king: and slieweth mercy to his 
anointed, unto David, and to his seed 
for evermore. 

CHAP. XXIII. 

1 David, in his last words, professeth hisfaith in 

God's promises to be beyond sense or experience. 

6 The different state of the wicked. & A ca¬ 
talogue of David's mighty men. 

Now these be the last words of Da¬ 
vid. David the son of Jesse said, and 
the man who was raised up on high, 
the anointed of the God of Jacob, and 
the sweet psalmist of Israel, said, 

2 The Spirit of the Loud spake by 
me, and his word was in my tongne. 

3 The God of Israel said, the Kock 
of Israel spake to me, He that rulcth 
over men must be just, ruling in the 
fear of God. 

4 And he shall be as the light of the 
morning, when the sun risetli, even a 
morning without clouds; as the tender 
grass springing out of the earth by clear 
shining after rail). 

5 Although my house be not so with 
God; yet he hath made with me an 
everlasting covenant, ordered in all 
things, and sure : for this is all my sal¬ 
vation, and all my desire, although he 
make it not to grow. 

6 % But the sons of Belial shall be all 
of them as thorns thrust away, because 
they cannot be taken wijji hands: 

7 But th*e man that shall touch them 
must be fenced with iron and the staff 
of a spear; and they shall be utterly 
burned with fire in the same place. 

8These be the names of the mighty 
men whom David had : The Tach- 
monite that sal in the seat, chief among 
the captains; the same was Adino the 
Eznite: he lift up his wear against eight 
hundred, whom he slew at one time. 
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9 And after him was Eleazar the son 
of Dodo the Ahohite, one of the three 
mighty men with David, when they 
defied the Philistines that were there 
gathered together to battle, and the 
men of Israel were gone away: 

10 He arose, and smote the Philis¬ 
tines until his hand was weary, and his 
hand clave unto the sword : and the 
Lord wrought a great victory that 
day; and the people returned after 
him only to spoil. 

11 And after him was Shamniah the 
son of Agee the Hararite. And the 
Philistines were gathered together into 
a troop, where was a piece of ground 
full of lentiles: and the people fled 
from the Philistines. 

] 2 But he stood in the midst of the 
ground, and defended it, and slew the 
Philistines: and the Lord wrought a 
great victory. 

18 And three of the thirty chief went 
down, and came to David in the har¬ 
vest time unto the cave of Adullam : 
and the troop of the Philistines pitch¬ 
ed in *the valley of Rephaim. 

14 And David Teas then in an hold, 
and the garrison of the Philistines was 
then in Beth-lehem. 

15 And David longed, and said, Oh 
that one would give me drink of the 
water of the well of Beth-lehem, which 
is by the gate ! 

If) And the three mighty men brake 
through 'the host of tlip Philistines, 
and drew water out of the well of 
Beth-lehem, that was by the gate, and 
took it, and brought it to David : ne¬ 
vertheless he would not drink thereof, 
but poured it out unto the Lord. 

17 And he said, Be it far from me, 
O Lord, that I should do this: is not 
this the blood of the men that went in 
jeopardy of their lives ? therefore he 
would not drink it., These things did 
these three mighty men. 

18 And Abishai, the brother ofJoab, 
the son of Zeruiah, was chief among 
three. And he lifted up his spear 
against three hundred, and, slew them, 
and had the name among three. 

19 Was he not most honourable of 
three ? therefore he was their captain:

XXIII. David’s mighty men. 

howbeit he attained not unto the first 
three. 

20 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada, 
the son of a valiant man, of Kabzeel, 
who had done many acts, he slew two 
lion-like men of Moab: he went down 
also and slew a lion in the midst of a 
pit in time of snow : 

21 And he slew an Egyptian, a 
goodly man : and the Egyptian had a 
spear in his hand ; but he went down 
to him with a staff, and plucked the 
spear out of the Egyptian’s hand, and 
slew him with his own spear. 

22 These things did Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, and had the name among 
three mighty men. 

28 He was more honourable than 
the thirty, but he attained not to the 
first three. And David set him over 
his guard. 

24 Asahel the brother of Joab was 
one of the thirty; Elhanan the son of 
Dodo of Beth-lehem, 

25 Shammah the Harodite, Elika the 
Harodite, 

26 Helez the Paltite, Ira the son of 
Ikkesh the Tekoite, 

27 Abiezer the Anethothite, Mebun- 
nai the Hushathitc, 

28 Zalmon the Ahohite, Maharai 
the Netophathite, 

29 Heleb the son of Baanah, a Ne¬ 
tophathite, Ittai the son of Ribai out 
of Gibeah of the children of Benjamin, 

30 Benaiah the Pirathonite, Hiddai 
of the brooks of Gaash, 

31 Abi-albou the Arbathite, Azma- 
veth the Barhumitc, 

32 Eliahba the Shaalbonite, of the 
sons of Jashen, Jonathan, 

83 Shammah the Hararite, Ahiam 
the son of Shfcrar the Hararite, 

34 Eliphelet the son of Ahasbai, the 
son of the Maachathite, Eiiam the son 
of Ahithophel the Gilonite, 

35 llezrai the Carmelite, Paarai the 
Arbite, 

36 Igal the son of Nathan of Zo- 
bah, Baui the Gadite, 

37 Zelefc the Ammonite, Nahari the 
Beerothite, armourbearer to Joab the 
son of Zeruiah, 

38 Ira an Ithrite, Gareb an Ithrite, 

3 B 
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39 Uriah the Hittite : thirty and | 
seven in all. 

CHAP. XXIV. 

1 David, tempted by Satan, farceth Joab to num¬ 
ber the people . 5 The captains, in nine months 
and twenty days, bring the muster of thirteen 
hundred thousand fighting men. 10 David, 
having three plagues propounded by Gad, repent- 
etk, and chooseth the three days' pestilence. 15 
After the death of threescore and ten thousand, 
David by repentance preventeth the destruc¬ 
tion of Jerusalem. 18 Datnd, by Gail's direc¬ 
tion, purchaseth Araunah's threshingfloor: 
where having sacrificed, the plague stayeth. 

And again the anger of the Lord 
was kindled against Israel, and he 
moved David against them to say, Go, 
number Israel aud Judah. 

Q For t)ie king said to Joab the cap¬ 
tain of the host, which was with him, 
Go bow through all the tribes of Israel, 
from Dan even to Beer-slieba, and 
number ye the people, that 1 may 
know' the number of the people. 

3 And Joab said unto the king, Now 
the Lord thy God add unto the peo¬ 
ple, how many soever they he, an hun¬ 
dredfold, and that the eyes of my lord 
the king may see it: but w>hy doth my 
lord the king delight in this thing i 

4 Notwithstanding the king’s word 
prevailed against Joab, and against the 
captains of the host. And Joab and 
the captains of the host went out from 
the presence of the king, to number 
the people of Israel. 

5^1 And they passed over Jordan, 
and pitched in Aroer, on the right side 
of the city that iieth in the midst of 
the river of Gad, and toward Jazcr: 

6 Then they came to Gilead, and to 
the land of Tahtim-hodshi; and they 
came to Dan-jaan, and about to Zidon, 

7 And came to the strong hold of 
Tyre, and to all the cities of the Hi- 
vites, and of the Canaanites; and they 
went out to the south of Judah, even 
to Beer-shcba. 

‘ t So when they had cone through all 
the land, they came to Jerusalem at the 
* end of nine months and twenty days. 
9 And Joab gave up the sum of the 
number of the people unto the king: 
and there were in Israel eight hun¬ 
dred thousand valiant men that drew 
the sword; and the men of Judah 
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were five hundred thousand men 

10 ^ And David’s heart smote him 
after that he .had numbered the peo- 

le. And David said uhto the Lord, 

have sinned greatly in that I have 
done: and now, l beseech thee, O 
Lord, take away the iniquity of thy 
servant; for I have done very foolishly. 

11 For when David was up in the 
morning, the word of the Lord came 
unto the prophet Gad, David’s seer, 
saying, 

12 Go and say unto David, Thus 
saith the Lord, 1 offer thee three 
things ; choose thee one of them, that 
I may do it unto thee. 

13 So Gad came to David, and told 
him, and said unto him. Shall seven 
years of famine come unto thee in thy 
land ? or wilt thou flee three months 
before thine enemies, while they pur¬ 
sue thee ? or that there he three days’ 
pestilence in thy land ? now advise, 
and see what answer I shall return to 
him that sent me. 

14 And David said unto Gad, I am 
in a great strait: let us fall now into 
the hand of the Lord; for his mer¬ 
cies are great: and let me not fall into 
the hand of man. 

15^] So the Lord sent a pestilence 
upon Israel from the morning even to 
the time appointed : and there died of 
the people from Dan even to Beer- 
sheba seventy thousand men. 

16 And when the angel .Stretched 
out his hand upon Jerusalem to de¬ 
stroy it, the Lord repented him of 
the evil, and said to the angel that de¬ 
stroyed the people, It is enough: stay 
now thine hand. And the angel of 
the Lord was by the threshingplace 
of Araunah the Jebusite. 

17 And David spake unto the Lord 
when he saw the angel that smote the 
people, and said, Lo, 1 have sinned, 
and I have done wickedly : but these 
sheep, what have they done ? let thine 
hand, I pray thee, he against me, and 
against my father’s house. 

18^[ And Gad came that day to 
David, and said unto him, Go up, rear 
an altar unto the Lord in the thresh¬ 
ingfloor of Araunah the Jebusite. 
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19 And David, according tp the 
saying of Gad, went up as the Lord 
commanded. 

20 And Arauttah looked, and saw 
the king and his servants coming on 
toward him: and Araunah went out, 
and bowed himself before the king on 
his face upon the ground. 

21 And Araunah said, Wherefore is 
my lord the king come to his servant ? 
And David said,. To buy the thresh- 
ingffoor of thee, to build an altar unto 
the Loud, that the plague may be 
stayed from the people. 

22 And Araunah said unto David, 
Let my lord the king take and offer 
up what seemeth good unto him : be¬ 
hold, here be oxen for burnt sacrifice, 


and threshing instruments and other 
instruments of the oxen for wood. 

23 All these things did Araunah, as 
a king, give unto the king. And Arau¬ 
nah said unto the king, The Lord 
thy God accept thee. • 

24 And the king said unto Araunah, 
Nay; but 1 will surely buy it of thee 
at a price: neither will I offer burnt 
offerings unto the Lord my God of 
that w hich doth cost me nothing. So 
David bought the threshingfloor and 
the oxen for fifty shekels of silver. 

25 And David built there an altar 
unto the Lord, and offered burnt of¬ 
ferings and peace offerings. So the 
Lord was intreated for the land, and 
the plague was stayed from Israel. 
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CHAl*. I. 

1 A bishag cherisheth Dariil ift his extreme age. 
A Adonijah, David’s darting-, usurpelli the 
kingdom. 11 Ity the counsel of Nuthan, 15 
lltlth-sheba mnveth the king, 22 and Nathan 
secondeth her. 28 David reneweth his oath to 
lialh-slieba. 32 Solomon, by David's appoint¬ 
ment, being anointed king by Zadok anil Na¬ 
than, the people triumph. -11 Jonathan I/ring¬ 
ing these news, Adonijuh’s guests fly. 50 Ado¬ 
nijah, flying to the horns of the altar, upon his 
good behaviour is dismissed by Solomon. 

Now king David was old and stricken 
in years; and they covered him with 
clothe*, but he gat no heat. 

2 Wherefore his servants said unto 
him, Let there be sought for my lord 
the king a young virgin: and let her 
stand before the king, and let her che¬ 
rish him, and let her lie in thy bosom, 
that my lord the king may get heat. 

3 So they sought for a fair damsel 
throughout all the coasts of Israel, and 
found Abi«hag a Sluinammite, and 
brought her to the king. 

4 And the damsel was very fair, and 
cherished the king,' and ipinistered to 
him : but the king knew her not. 

5 5f Then Adoniiah the son of Hag- 
gith exalted himself, saying, I will be 
king: and he prepared him chariots 
and horsemen, and fifty men to run 
before him. 


6 And his father had not displeased 
him at any lime in saying, Why hast 
thou done so ? and lie also was a very 
goodly man; and his mother bare him 
after Absalom. 

7 And he conferred with Joab the 
son of Zeruiah, and with Abiathar the 
priest: and they following Adonijah 
helped him. 

8 Hut Zadok the priest, and Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Shimei, and Rci,and the 
mighty men which belonged to David, 
were not with Adonijah. 

9 And Adonijah slew sheep and oxen 
and fat cattle by the stone of Zplie- 
Ictli, w hich is by En-rogel, and called 
all his brethren the king’s sons, and alt 
the men of Judah the king’s servants: 

10 But Nathan the prophet, and 
Benaiah, and the mighty men, and So¬ 
lomon his brother, he called not. 

11 Wherefore Nathan spake unto 
Balh-sheba the mother of Solomon, 
saying, Hast thou not heard that Ado¬ 
nijah the son of Haggitli doth reign, 
and David our lord knoweth it not ? 

]§ Now therefore come, let tne, I 
pray thee, give thee counsfel, that thoO 
mayest save thiue own life, and the 
life of thy son Solomon. 
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IS Go and get tliee in unto king 
David, and say unto him. Didst not 
thou, my lord, O king, swear unto 
thine handmaid, saying. Assuredly So¬ 
lomon thy son shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne ? why 
then doth Adonijah reign ? 

14 Behold, while thou yet tdkest 
there with the king, I also will come 
in after thee, and confirm thy words. 

15 If And Bath-sheba went in unto 
the king into the chamber: and the 
king was very old ; and Abishag the 
Shunammite ministered unto the king. 

16 And Balh-shcba bowed, and did 
obeisance unto the king. And the 
king said, What wouldest thou ? 

17 And she said unto him, My lord, 
thou swarest by the Loro thy God 
unto thine handmaid, saying, Assured¬ 
ly Solomon thy son shall reign after 
me, and he shall sit upon my throne. 

18 And now, behold, Adonijah 
reigneth; and now, my lord the king, 
thou knowest it not: 

19 And he hath slain oxen and fat 
Cattle and sheep in abundance, and 
hath called all the sons of the king, 
and Abiathar the priest, and Joab the 
captain of the host: but Solomon thy 
servant hath he not called. 

20 And thou, my lord, O king, the 
eyes of all Israel are upon thee, that 
thou shouldest tell them who shall sit 
on the throne of my lord the king after 
him. 

21 Otherwise it shall come to pass, 
when my lord the king shall sleep with 
his fathers, that 1 and my son Solomon 
shall be counted offenders. 

2211 And, lo, while she yet talked 
with die king, Nathan the prophet also 
came iu. 

23 And they told the king, saying. 
Behold Nathan the prophet. And 
wh> a he was come in before the king, 
he bowed himself before the king with 
his face to the ground. 

24 And Nathan said. My lord, O 
king, hast thou said, Adonijah tlhall 
reign after me, and he shall sit upon 
my throne ? 

25 For he is gone down this day, 
and bath slain oxen and fat cattle and 

380 


sheep in abundance, and hath called 
all the icing’s sons, and the captains 
of the host, and Abiathar the priest; 
and, behold, they eat aud drink before 
him, and say, God save king Adonijah. 

26 But me, even me thy servant, and 
Zadok the priest, and Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, and thy servant Solomon, 
hath he not called. 

27 Is this thing done by my lord the 
king; and thou hast not shewed it unto 
thy servant, who should sit on the 
throne of my lord the king after him ? 

28 H Then king David answered and 
said. Call me Bath-sheba. And she 
came into the king’s presence, and 
stood before the king. 

29 And the king s\vare,'and said, As 
the Lord liveth, that hath redeemed 
my soul out of all distress, 

30 Even as I sware unto thee by 
the Lord God of Israel, saying, As¬ 
suredly Solomon thy son shall reign 
after me, aud he shall sit upon my 
throne in my stead; even so will 1 
certainly do this day. 

31 Then Bath-sheba bowed with her 
face to the earth, and did reverence to 
the king, and said, Let my lord king 
David live for ever. 

32If And king David said, Call me 
Zadok the priest, and Nathan the pro¬ 
phet, and Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
And they came before the king. 

33 The king also said unto them, 
Take w'ith you the servants of your 
lord, and cause Solomon my son to 
ride upon mine own mule, and bring 
him down to Gihon : 

34 And let Zadok the priest and 

Nathan the prophet anoint him there 
king over Israel: and blow ye with 
the trumpet, and say, God save king 
Solomon. • 

35 Then ye shall come up after him, 
that he may come- and sit upon my 
throne; for he shall be king in my 
stead: and 1 have appointed him to 
be ruler over Israel and over Judah. 

36 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
answered the king, and said, Amen: 
the Lobt> God of my lord the king 
say so too . 

37 As the Lord hath been with my 
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lord the king, even so be he with So* ' 
lomon, and make his throne greater 
than the throne of my lord king David. 

38 SoZadok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Benaiah the son of 1 
Jehoiada, and the Cherethites, and 
the Peiethites, went down, and caused 
Solomon to ride upon king David’s 
mule, and brought him to Gihon. 

39 And Zadok the priest took an 
horn of oil out of the tabernacle, and 
anointed Solomon. And they blew 
the trumpet; and all the people said, 
God save king Solomon. 

40 And all the people came up after 
him, and the people piped with pipes, 
and rejoiced with great joy, so that the 
earth rent with the sound of them. 

4111 And Adonijah and all the guests 
that were with him heard it as they 
had made an end of eating. And 
when Joab heard the sound of the 
trumpet, he said, Wherefore is this 
noise of the city being in an uproar ? 

42 And while he yet spake, behold, 
Jonathan the son of Abiatharthe priest 
came : «and Adonijah said unto him, 
Come in; for thou art a valiant man, 
and bringest good tidings. 

43 And Jonathan answered and said 
to Adonijah, Verily our lord king Da¬ 
vid hath made Solomon king. 

44 And the king hath sent with him 
Zadok the priest, and Nathan the pro¬ 
phet, and Benaiah the son of Jehoia¬ 
da, and the Cherethites, and the Pe¬ 
iethites, and they have caused him to 
ride upon the king’s mule: 

45 And Zadok the priest and Na¬ 
than the prophet have anointed him 
king in Gihon ; and they are come up 
from thence rejoicing, so that the city 
rang again. This is the noise that ye 
have heard. f 

46 And also Solomon sitteth on the 
throne of the kingdom. 

47 And moreover the king’s servants 
came to bless our lord kir% David, 
saying, God make the name of Solo¬ 
mon better than thy name, and make his 
throne greater than thy throne. And 
the king bowed himself upon the bed. 

48 And also thus said the king. Bles¬ 
sed be the Loud God of Israel, which 
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hath given one to sit on my throne 
this day, mine eyes even seeing it. 

49 And all the guests that were with 
Adonijah were afraid, and rose up, 
and went every man his way. 

50 If And Adonijah feared because 
of Solomon, and arose, aud went, and 
caught hold on the horns of the altar. 

51 And it was told Solomon, saying, 
Behold, Adonijah feareth king Solo¬ 
mon : for, lo, he hath caught hold on 
the horns of the altar, saying, Let 
king Solomon swear unto me to day 
that he will not slay his servant with 
the sword. 

52 And Solomon said. If he will 
shew himself a worthy man, there 
shall not an hair of him fall to the 
earth : but if wickedness shall be found 
in him, he shall die. 

53 So king Solomon sent, and they 
brought him down from the altar. 
And he came and bowed himself to 
king Solomon : and Solomon said un¬ 
to him. Go to thine house. 

CHAP. II. 

1 David, having given a charge to Solomon, 3 of 
religiousness, b of Joab, 7 of Barzillai, 8 of 
Shimei, 10 dieth. 12 Solomon succeedeth. J3 
1 Adonijah, moving Bath-sheba to sue unto Solo * 
monfor Abishag, is put to death. 26 Abiathar, 
haring his life given him, is deprived of the 
priesthood. 28 Joab fleeing to the horns of the 
altar is there slain. 35 Benaiah is put in 
Joab's room, and Zadok in Abiathar’s. 36 
Shimei, confined lo Jerusalem, by occasion of 
going thence lo Gath, is pul to death. 

Now the days of David drew nigh 
that he should die; aud he charged 
Solomon his son, saying, 

2 I go the way of all the earth: be 
thou strong therefore, and shew thy¬ 
self a man; 

3 And keep the charge of the Loro 
thy God, to walk in his ways, to keep 
his statutes, and his commandments, 
and his judgments, and his testimo¬ 
nies, as it is written in the law of Mo¬ 
ses, that thou mayest prosper in all 
that thou doest, and whithersoever 
thou turnest thyself: 

4 That the Lord may continue his 
word which he spake concerning me, 
saying, If thy children take heed to 
their way, to walk before me in truth 
with all their heart and with all their 
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soul, there shall not fail thee (said he) 
a man on the throne of Israel. 

5 Moreover thou knowest also what 
Jfoab the son of Zeruiah did to me, 
and what he did to the two captains 
qf the hosts of Israel, unto Abner the 
son of Ner, and unto Amasa the son 
of J ether, whom lie slew, and shed the 
blood of war in peace, and put the 
blood of war upon his girdle that was 
about his loins, and in his shoes that 
were on his feet. 

6 Do therefore according to thy 
wisdom, and let not his hoar head go 
down to the grave in peace. 

7 But shew kindness unto the sons 
of Barzillai the Gileadite, and let them 
be of those that eat at thy table : for 
so they came to me when I fled be¬ 
cause of Absalom thy brother. 

8 And, behold, thou hast with thee 
Shimei the son of Gera, a Benjamitc 
of Bahurim, which cursed me with a 
grievous curse in the day when 1 went 
to Mahanaim : but he came down to 
meet me at Jordan, and I aware to him 
by the Lord, saying, 1 will not put 
thee to death with the sword. 

, 9 Now therefore hold him not guilt¬ 
less : for thou art a wise man, and 
knowest what thou oughtest to do 
unto him ; but his hoar head bring 
thou down to the grave with blood. 

10 So David slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David. 

11 And the days that David reigned 
over Israel were forty years : seven 
years reigned he in Hebron, and thirty 
and three years reigned he inj erusalem. 

12*|I Then sat Solomon upon the 
throne of David his father; and his 
kingdom was established greatly. 

13 Adonijah the son of Hag- 
gith came to Bath-sheba the mother of 
Solomon. And she said, Comest thou 
pt^ceably? And he said, Peaceably. 

14 He said moreover, I have some¬ 
what to say unto thee. And she said. 
Say on. 

15 And he said, Thou knowest that 
the kingdom was mine, and that all 
Israel set their faces on me, that 1 
should reign: howbeit the kingdom is 
turned about, and is become my bro- 
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ther’s : for it was hisfrom the Lord. 

16 And now' I ask one petition* of 
thee, deny me not. And she said un¬ 
to him, Say on. 

17 And he said, Speak, I pray thee, 
unto Solomon the king, (for he will 
not say thee nay,) that he give me 
Abishag the Shunammite to wife. 

18 And Bath-sheba said, Well; 1 
will speak for thee unto the king.- 

19 If Bath-sheba therefore went 
unto king Solomon, to speak unto him 
for Adonijah. And the king rose up to 
meet her, and bowed himself unto her, 
and sat down on his throne, and caused 
a seat to be set for the king’s mother; 
and she sat on his right hand. 

20 Then she said, I desire one small 
petition of thee ; 1 pray thee, say me 
not nay. And the king said unto her, 
Ask on, my mother: for I will not say 
thee nay. 

21 And she said, Let Abishag the 
Shunammite be given to Adonijah thy 
brother to wife. 

22 And king Solomon answered and 
said unto his mother, And why dost 
thou ask Abishag the Shunammite for 
Adonijah ? ask for him the kingdom 
also; for he is mine elder brother; 
even for him, and for Abiathar the 
priest, and for Joab the son of Zeruiah. 

23 Then king Solomon sw are by the 
Lord, saying, God do so to me, and 
more also, if Adonijah have not spo¬ 
ken this w'ord against his own life. 

24 Now therefore, as the Lord 
liveth, which hath established me, and 
set me on the throne of David my fa¬ 
ther, and who hath made me an house, 
as he promised, Adonijah shall be put 
to death this day. 

25 And king Solomon sent by the 
hand of Benaiah the son of Jchoiada, 
and he fell upon him that he died. 

26 If And unto Abiathar the priest 
§aid tiie Ijing, Get thee to Anathoth, 
unto thine own fields; for ihouwf 
worthy of death: but 1 will not at 
this time put thee to death, because 
thou barest the ark of the Lord God 
before David my father,, and because 
thou hast been afflicted in all wherein 
my father was afflicted. 
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27 So Solomon thrust out Abiathar 
from being priest unto the Lotto ; 
that he might fulfil the word of the 
Loud, which he spake concerning the 
house of Eli in Shiloh. 

28Then tidings came to Joab: 
for Joab had turned after Adonijah, 
though he turned not after Absalom. 
And Joab fled unto the tabernacle of 
the Lord, and caught hold on the 
horns of the altar. 

29 And it was told king Solomon 
that Joab was fled unto the tabernacle 
of the Lord; and, behold, he is by 
the altar. Then Solomon sent Be¬ 
naiah the son of Jehoiada, saying, (Jo, 
fall upon him. 

30 And Benaiah came to the taber¬ 
nacle of the Lord, and said unto 
him. Thus sailh the king, Come forth. 
And he said, Nay; but I will die here. 
And Benaiah brought the king word 
again, saying, Thus said Joab, and 
thus he answered me. 

SI And the king said unto him, Do 
as he hath said, and fall upon him, 
and bury him; that thou mayest take 
away the innocent blood, which Joab 
shed, from me, and from the house of 
my father. 

32 And the Lord shall return his 
blood upon his own head, who fell 
upon two men more righteous and 
better than he, and slew them with the 
sword, my father David not knowing 
thereof, to, wit, Abner the sou ofNer, 
captain of the host of Israel, and 
Amasa the son of Jether, captain of 
the host of Judah. 

33 Their blood shall therefore re¬ 
turn upon the head of Joab, and upon 
the head of hi# seed for ever: but 
upon David, aud upon his seed, and 
upon his house, and upon his throne, 
shall there be? peace for ever from the 
Lord. 

34 So Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
went up, and fell upon him* and slew 
him: and he was buried in his own 
house in the wilderness. 

• 35 And the king put Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada in his room over the 
host: and Zadok the priest did the 
king put in the room of Abiathar. 
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36 f And the king sent and called 
for Shimei, and said unto him, Build 
thee an house in Jerusalem, and dwell 
there, and go not forth thence any 
whither. . 

37 For it shall be, that on the day 
thou goest out, and passcst over the 
brook Kidron, thou shalt know for 
certain that thou shalt surely die : thy 
blood shall be upon thine own head. 

38 And Shimei said unto the king, 
The saying is good: as my lord the 
king hath said, so will thy servant do. 
And Shimei dwelt in Jerusalem many 
days. 

39 And it came to pass at the end 
of three years, that two of the servants 
of Shimei ran away unto Acliish son 
of Maachah king of Gath. And they 
told Shimei, saying, Behold, thy ser¬ 
vants be in Gath. 

40 And Shimei arose, and saddled 
his ass, and went to Gath to Achish 
to seek his servants: and Shimei went, 
and brought his servants from Gath. 

41 And it was told Solomon that 
Shimei had gone from Jerusalem to 
Gath, and was come again. 

42 And the kiug sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him. Did I not 
make thee to swear by the Lord, and 
protested unto thee, saying, Know for 
a certain, on the day thou goest out, 
and walkest abroad any whither, that 
thou shalt surely die ? and thou saidst 
unto me, The word that I have heard 
is good. 

43 Why then hast thou not kept the 
oath of the Lord, and the command¬ 
ment that I have charged thee with ? 

,44 The king said moreover to Shi¬ 
mei, Thou knowest all the wickedness 
which thine heart is privy to, that thou 
didst to David my father: therefore 
the Lord shall return thy wickedness 
upon thine own head; 

45 And king Solomon shall be bless¬ 
ed, and the throne of David shall be 
established before the Loud for ever. 

46 So the king commanded Benaiah 
the son of Jehoiada; which went out, 
and fell upon him, that he died. And 
the kingdom was established in the 
hand of Solomon. 
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CHAP. 111. 

t Solomon marrieth Pharaoh’s daughter. 9 High 

e ci being in tfte, Solomon sacrificeth at Gi- 
i. 5 Solomon at Gibeon, in the choice which 
God gave him, preferring wisdom, obtaineth 
wisdom, riches, and honour. 16 Solomon’s, 
judgment between the two harlots maketh him 
renowned. 

And Solomon made affinity with 
Pharaoh king of Egypt, and took 
Pharaoh’s daughter, and brought her 
into the city of David, until he had 
made an end of building his own house, 
and the house of the Loro, and the 
wall of Jerusalem round about. 

2 Only the people sacrificed in high 
places, because there was no house 
built unto the name of the Lord, 
until those days. 

3 And Solomon loved the Lord, 
walking in the statutes of David his 
father: only he sacrificed and burnt 
incense in high places. 

4 And the king went to Gibeon to 
sacrifice there ; for that was the great 
high place: a thousand burnt offer¬ 
ings did Solomon offer upon that altar. 

5 In Gibeon the Lord appeared 
to Solomon in a dream by night: and 
God said. Ask what I shall give thee. 

6 And Solomon said. Thou hast 
shewed unto thy servant David my fa¬ 
ther great mercy, according as he walk¬ 
ed before thee in truth, and in righte¬ 
ousness, and in uprightness of heart 
with thee; and thou hast kept for him 
this great kindness, that thou hast 
given him a son to sit on his throne, 
as it is this day. 

7 And now, O Lord my God, thou 
hast made thy servant king instead of 
David my father: and I am but a lit¬ 
tle child: I know not how to go out 
or come in. 

8 And thy servant is in the midst of 
thy people which thou hast chosen, a 
great people, that cannot be number¬ 
ed n<>r counted for multitude. 

9 Give therefore thy servant an un¬ 
derstanding heart to judge thy people, 
that I may discern between good and 
bad: for who is able to judge this thy' 
•o great a people ? 

10 And the speech pleased theLoRD, 
that Solomon had asked this thing. 
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11 And God said unto him, Because 
thou hast asked this thing, and hast not 
asked for thyself long life: neither hast 
asked riches for thyself, nor hast ask¬ 
ed the life of thine enemies ; but hast 
asked for thyself understanding to dis¬ 
cern judgment; 

12 Behold, I have done according 
to thy words : lo, I have given thee a 
wise and an understanding heart; so ‘ 
that there was none like thee before 
thee, neither after thee shall any arise 
like unto thee.' 

13 And I have also given thee that 
which thou hast not asked, both riches, 
and honour: so that there shall not 
be any among the kings like unto thee 
all thy days. 

14 And if thou wilt walk in my 
ways, to keep my statutes and my com¬ 
mandments, as thy father David did 
walk, then I will lengthen thy days. 

15 And Solomon awoke ; and, be¬ 
hold, it was a dream. And he came 
to Jerusalem, and stood before the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord, and 
offered up burnt offerings, and'offered 
peace offerings, and made a feast to 
all his servants. 

16 *[] Then came there two women, 
that were harlots, unto the king, and 
stood before him. 

17 And the one woman said, O my 
lord, 1 and this woman dwell in one 
house; and I was delivered -of a child 
with her in the house. 

18 And it came to pass the third day 
after that I was delivered, that this wo¬ 
man was delivered also : and we were 
together; there was no stranger with us 
in the house, save weJfewo in the house. 

19 And this woman’s child died in 
the night; because she overlaid it. 

20 And she arose at midnight, and 
took my son from beside me, while 
thine handmaid slept, and laid it in 
her bosom, and laid her dead child in 
my bosom. 

21 And when I rose in the morning 
to give my child suck, behold, it was 
dead : but when I had considered it 
in the morning, behold, it was not my 
son, which I did bear. 

22 And the other woman said, Nay j 
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but the living is my son, and the dead 
is thy son. And this said, No; but 
the dead is thy son, and the living is my 
son. Thus they spake before the kiug. 

23 Then said the king, The one 
saith, This is my son that liveth, and 
thy son is the dead : and the other 
saith. Nay; but thy son is the dead, 
and my son is the liviug. 

24 And the king said, Biing me a 
sword. And they brought a sword 
before the king. 

25 And the king said, Divide the 
living child in two, and give half to 
the one, and half to the other.' 

26 Then spake the woman whose 
the living child was unto the king, for 
her bowels yearned upon her son, and 
she said, O my lord, give her the living 
child, and in no wise slay it. But the 
other said, Let it be neither mine nor 
thine, but divide it. 

27 Then the king answered and said, 
Give her the living child, and in no 
wise slay it: she is the mother thereof. 

28 And all Israel heard of the judg¬ 
ment which the king had judged; and 
they feared the kiug: for they saw 
that the wisdom of God was in him, 
to do judgment. 

CHAP. IV. 

1 Solomon's princes. 7 I Its twelve officers/or pro¬ 
vision. SO, 24 The peace and largeness of his 

kingdom. S3 #.I is daily provision. 26 His sta¬ 
bles. 29 His wisdom. 

So king Salomon was king over all 
Israel. 

2 And these were the princes which 
he had ; Azariah the son of Zadok 
the priest, 

3 Elihoreph and Ahiali, the sons of 
Shisha, scribes; Jehoshaphat the son 
of Ahilud, the recorder. 

4 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada 
am over the host: and Zadok and 
Abiathar were the priests: 

5 And Azariah the son of Nathan 
was over the officers : and Zifbud the 
son of Nathan was principal officer, 
iand the king’s friend: 

6 And Ahishar was over the hous- 
hold : and Adoniram the son of Abda 
was over the tribute. 

7 IT And Solomon had twelve officers 
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over all Israel, which provided victu¬ 
als for the king and his houshold : 
each man his mouth in a year made 
provision. 

8 And these are their names: The 
son of Hur, in mount Ephraim: 

9 The son of Dekar, in Makaz, and 
in Shaalbitn, and Beth-shemcsh, and 
Elon-beth-hanan: 

10 The son of Hcsed, in Aruboth; 
to him pertained Sochoh, and all the 
land of Heplier: 

11 The son of Abinadab, in all the 
region of Dor; which had Taphath 
the daughter of Solomon to wife : 

12 Baaua the son of Ahilud ; to him 
pertained Taanach and Megiddo, ami 
all Beth-slicau, which is by Zartanah 
beneath Jezreel, from Betli-shean to 
Abel-meholah, even unto the place that 
is bey ond Jokncam : 

13 The son of Geber, in Ramoth- 
gilead ; to him pertained the towns of 
Jair the son of Manasseh, which are 
in Gilead; to him also pertained the 
region of Argob, which is in Bashan, 
threescore great cities with wails and 
brasen bars: 

14 Abinadab the son of Iddo had 
Mahauaim : 

15 Ahimaaz was in Naphtali; he 
also took Basmath the daughter of 
Solomon to wife : 

16 Baanah the soil of Hushai was 
in Asher and in Aloth : 

17 Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, 
in lssachar : 

18 Shimei the son of Elah, in Ben¬ 
jamin : 

IQ Geber the son of Uri was in the 
country of Gilead, in the country of 
Sihon king of the Amorites, and of 
Og king of Bashan; and he was the 
only officer which was in the land. 

20 51 Judah and Israel were many, 
as the sand which is by the sea in mul¬ 
titude, eating and drinking, and making 
merry. 

21 And Solomon reigned over all 
kingdoms from the river unto the land 
of the Philistines, and unto the border ■ 
of Egypt: they brought presents, and 
served Solomon all the days of his fife. 

22 And Solofnon’s provision for 
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one day was thirty measures of fine 
flour,and threescore measures of meal, 

53 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen 
out of the pastures, and an hundred 
sheep, beside harts, and roebucks, and 
fallow deer, and fatted fowl. 

54 For he had dominion over all the 
region on this side the river, from Tiph- 
*ah even to Azzah, over all the kings 
on this side the river: and he had peace 
on all sides round about him. 

25 And Judah and Israel dwelt safe¬ 
ly, every man under his vine and un¬ 
der his fig tree, from Dan even to 
JBccr-sheba, all the days of Solomon. 

26 And Solomon had forty thou¬ 
sand stalls of horses for his chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen. 

27 And those officers provided vic¬ 
tual for king Solomon, and for all that 
came unto king Solomon’s table, every 
man in his month: they lacked nothing. 

28 Barley also and straw for the 
horses and dromedaries brought they 
unto the place where the officers were, 
every man according to his charge. 

29 And God gave Solomon wis¬ 
dom and understanding exceeding 
much, and largeness of heart, even as 
the sand that is on the sea shore. 

30 And Solomon’s wisdom excelled 
the wisdom of all the children of the 
east country, aud all the wisdom of 
Egypt. 

31 For he was wiser than all men; 
than Ethan the Ezraliite, and Hcmau, 
and Chalcol, and Darda, the sons of 
Mahol: and his fame was in all na¬ 
tions round about. 

32 And he spake three thousand 
proverbs: and his songs were a thou¬ 
sand and five. 

33 And he spake of trees, from the 
cedar tree that w in Lebanon even unto 
the hyssop that springeth out of the 
wall : he spake also of beasts, and of 
fowl, and of creeping things, and of 

' fishes. 

34 And there came of all people to 
hear the wisdom of Solomon, from 

* all kings of the earth, which had heard 
of his wisdom. 

CHAP..V. 

Hiram, sending to congratulate Solomon, is 
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certified of his purpose to build the temple , and 
, desired to furnish him with timber thereto. 7 
Hiram, blessing God for Solomon, and request¬ 
ing food for his family, fumisheth him with 
trees . 15 The number of Solomon’s workmen 

and labourers. 

And Hiram king of Tyre sent his 
servants unto Solomon; for he had 
heard that they had anointed him king 
in the room of his father : for Hiram 
was ever a lover of David. 

2 AndSolomon sentto Hiram,saying, 

3 Thou knowest how that David my 
father could not build an house unto 
the name of the Lord his God for 
the wars which were about him on 
every side, until the Lord put them 
under the soles of his feet. 

4 But now the Lord my God hath 
given me rest ou every side, so that 
there is neither adversary nor evil oc- 
current. 

5 And, behold, I purpose to build 
an house unto the name of the Lord 
my God, as the Lord spake-unto Da¬ 
vid my father, saying, Thy son, whom 
I w ill set upon thy throne in thy room, 
lie shall build an house unto my name. 

6 Now therefore command thou that 
they hew me cedar trees out of Leba¬ 
non ; and my servants shall be with 
thy servants : and unto thee will 1 
give hire for thy servants according to 
all that thou shalt appoint : for thou 
knowest that there is not among us 
any that can skill to hew timber like 
unto the Sidonians. 

7 If And it came to pass, when Hi¬ 
ram heard the words of Solomon, that 
he rejoiced greatly, and said, Blessed 
he the Loud this day, which hath 
given unto David a wise son over this 
great people. 

8 And Hiram sent to Solomon, say¬ 
ing, I have considered t^e things which 
thou sentest to me for: aud 1 will do 
all thy desire concerning timber of ce¬ 
dar, and concerning timber of fir. 

9 My lervants shall bring them down 
from Lebanon up to the sea: and, I 
will convey them by sea in floats unto 
the place that thou shalt appoint 
me, and will cause them to be dis¬ 
charged there, and thou shalt receive 
them: and thou shalt accomplish my 
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desire, in giving food for my houshold. 

10 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar 
trees and fir trees according to all bis 
desire. 

11 And Solomon gave Hiram twen¬ 
ty thousand measures of wheat for 
food to his houshold, and twenty 
measures of pure oil: thus gave Solo-* 
mon to Hiram year by year. 

12 And the Loud gave Solomon 
wisdom, as he promised him: and 
there Was peace between Hiram and 
Solomon; and they two made a league 
together. 

13 And king Solomon raised a 
levy out of all Israel; and the levy 
was thirty thousand men. 

14 And he sent them to Lebanon, 
ten thousand a mouth by courses : a 
month they were in Lebanon, and 
two months at home : and Adoniram 
was over the levy. 

13 And Solomon had threescore 
and ten thousand that bare burdens, 
and fourscore thousand hewers in the 
mountains; 

16 Beside the chief of Solomon’s 
officers which were over the work, 
three thousand nftd three hundred, 
which ruled over the people that 
w’rought in the work. 

17 And the king commanded,” and 
they brought great stones, costly 
stones, raid hewed stones, to lay the 
foundation of the house. 

18 And Solomon’s builders and 
Hiram’s builders did hew' them, and 
the stonesquarers : so they prepar¬ 
ed timber and stones to build the 
house. 

CHAP. VI. 

1 The building of Solomon’s temple. 5 The 

chambers thereof. 11 God’s promise unto it. 

15 The cielingHtnd adorning of it. 23 The eho- 

rubirns. 31 ’The doors. 36 The court. 3 7 The 

time of building it. 

And it came to pasS in thq four hun¬ 
dred and eightieth year after the chil¬ 
dren of Israel w-ere come out of the 
land of Egypt, in the fourth year of 
Solomon’s reign over Israel, in the 
month Zif, which is the second month, 
that he began to build the house of 
the Lord. 
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2 And the house which king Solo¬ 
mon built for the Lord, the length 
thereof was threescore cubits, and the 
breadth thereof twenty cubits , and the 
height thereof thirty cubits. 

3 And the porch before the temple 
of the house, twenty cubits was the 
length thereof,according to the breadth 
of the house; and ten cubits was the 
breadth thereof before the house. 

4 And for the house he made win¬ 
dows of narrow lights. 

5 5F And against the wall of theliouse 
he built chambers round about, against 
the walls of the house round about, 
both of the temple and of the oracle: 
and he made chambers round about: 

6 The nethermost chamber was five 
cubits broad, and the middle 'was six 
cubits broad, and the third was seven 
cubits broad : for without in the waif 
of the house he made narrowed rests 
round about, that the beams should not 
be fastened in the walls of the house. 

7 And the house, when it was in 
building, was built of stone made rea¬ 
dy before it was brought thither : so 
that there was neither hammer nor ax 
nor any tool of iron heard in the 
house, while it was in building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber 
was in the right side of the house : 
and they w'ent up with winding stairs 
into the middle chamber, and out of 
the middle into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and finish¬ 
ed it; and covered the house with 
beams and boards of cedar. 

10 And then he built chambers 
against all the house, five cubits high; 
and they rested on the house with tim¬ 
ber of cedar. 

11 And the word of the Lord 
came to Solomon, saying, 

12 Concerning this house w hich thou 
art in building, - if thou wilt w'alk in 
my statutes, and execute my judg¬ 
ments, and keep all my command¬ 
ments to w'alk in them; then will I 
perform my word with thee, which is 
spake unto David thy father: 

13 And I will dwell among the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and will not forsake my 
people Israel. 
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14 So Solomon built the house, and 
finished it. 

15 And he built the walls of the 
house within with boards of cedar, both 
the floor of the house, and the walls 
of the cieling: and he covered them on 
the inside with wood, and covered the 
floor of the house with planks of fir. 

16 And he built twenty cubits on the 
sides of the house, both the floor and 
the walls with boards of cedar: he 
even built them for it within, even for 
the oracle, even for the most holy p/are. 

17 And the house, that is, the temple 
before it, was forty cubits long. 

18 And the cedar of the house with¬ 
in was carved with knops and open 
flowers : all was cedar; there was no 
stone sfeen. 

19 And the oracle he prepared in 
the house within, to set there the ark 
of the covenant of the JLoun. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart 
was twenty cubits in length, and twen¬ 
ty cubits m breadth, and twenty cu¬ 
bits in the height thereof: and he 
overlaid it with pure gold; .and so co¬ 
vered the altar which was of cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house 
within w ith pure gold: and he made a 
partition by tfie chains of gold before 
the oracle; and he overlaid it with gold. 

22 And the whole house he overlaid 
with gold, until he had finished all the 
house : also the whole altar that was 
by the oracle he overlaid with gold. 

23 H And within the oracle he made 
two chcrubims of' olive tree, each ten 
cubits high. 

24 And five cubits was the one wing 
of the cherub, and five cubits the other 
wing of the cherub: from the utter¬ 
most part of the one wing unto the 
uttermost part of the other were ten 
cubits. 

25 nd.the other cherub was ten cu¬ 
bits : both the cherubims^ were of one 
measure and one size. 

26 The height of the one cherub 
teas ten cubits, and so was it of the 
other cherub. 

27 And he set the cherubims with¬ 
in fire inner house: and they stretch¬ 
ed forth the wings of the cherubims, 
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so that the wing of the one touched 
the one wall, and the wing of the 
other cherub touched the other wall; 
and their wings touched one another 
in the midst of the house. 

28 And he overlaid the cherubims 
with gold. 

29 And he carved all the walls of the 
house round about with carved figures 
of cherubims and palm trees and open 
flowers, within and without. 

30 And the floor of the house he 
overlaid with gold, within and without. 

31 If And for the entering of theora- 
cle he made doors of olive tree: the 
lintel and side posts were a fifth part 
of the wall. 

32 The two doors also were of olive 
tree; und he carved upon them car¬ 
vings of cherubims and palm trees 
and open flowers, and overlaid them 
with gold, and spread gold upon 
the cherubims, and upon the palm 
trees. 

33 So also made he for the door of 
the temple posts of olive tree, a fourth 
part of the wall. 

34 And the two doors were of fir 
tree : the two leaves of the one door 
were folding, and the two leaves of the 
other docy were folding. 

35 And he carved thereon cheru¬ 
bims and palm trees and open flow¬ 
ers : and covered them with’ gold fitted 
upon the carved work. 

36 If And he built the inner court 
with three rows of hewed stone, and 
a row of cedar beams. 

37 11 In the fourth year was the 
foundation of the house of the Loro 
laid, in the month Zif: 

8 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bui, which is the eighth month, 
was the house finished throughout all 
the parts thereof, and according to all 
the fashion of it* So was he seven 
years ill tviilding it. 

CHAP. VII. 

1 The building of Solomon's house. 2 Of the house 
of Lebanon. 6 Of the porch of pillars. 7 Of the 
porch of judgment. (i Of the house for Pharaoh’s 
daughter. 13 Hiram's work of the two pillars. 
23 Of the molten seu. 27 Of the ten bases. 38 Of 
the ten lavers, 40 and all the vessels. 

B u r Solomon was building his own 
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house thirteen years, and he finished 
all his house. 

2 tie built also the house of the 
forest of Lebanon; the length there¬ 
of was an hundred cubits, and the 
breadth thereof fifty cubits, and the 
height thereof thirty cubits, upon four 
rowsof-cedar pillars, with cedar beams 
upon the pilous. 

S And it was covered with cedar 
above upon the beams, that lay on 
forty five pillars, fifteen in a row. 

4 And there were windows in three 
rows, and light was against light in 
three ranks. 

5 And all the doors and posts were 
square, with the window's: and light 
was against light in three ranks. 

6 And he made a porch of pil¬ 
lars; the length thereof was fifty cu¬ 
bits, and the breadth thereof thirty cu¬ 
bits : and the porch was before them : 
and the other pillars and the thick 
beam were before them. 

7 Then he made a porch for the 
throne where he might judge, even the 
porcli of judgment: and it was cover¬ 
ed with cedar from one side of the floor 
to the other. 

8 5F And his house where he dwelt 
had another court w ithin the porch, 
which was of the like work. Solo¬ 
mon made also an house for Pharaoh’s 
daughter, .whom he had taken to wife, 
like unto this porch. 

9 All these were of' costly stones, 
according to the measures of hew'- 
ed stones, sawed with saws, within 
and without, even from the foundation 
unto the coping, and so on the outside 
tow-ard the great court. 

10 And the foundation was o/’costly 
stones, even great stones, stones of ten 
cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 

11 And above were costly stones, 
after the measures of hewed stones, 
and cedars. 

12 And the great court round about 
eras w ith three rows of hewed stones, 
and a row of cedar beams, both for 
the inner court of the house of the 
Lord, and for the porch of the house. 

13 And king Solomon sent and 
fetched Hiram out of Tyre. 
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14 He was a widow’s son of the 
tribe of Naphtali, and his father was 
a man of Tyre, a worker in brass: and’ 
he was filled with wisdom, and under¬ 
standing,and cunningto work all works 
in brass. And he came to king Solo¬ 
mon, and wrought all his work. 

15 For he cast two pillars of brass, 
of eighteen cubits high apiece : and 
a line of twelve cubits did compass 
either of them about. 

1G And lie made two chapiters of 
molten brass, to set upon the tops of 
the pillars : the height of the one cha¬ 
piter teas five cubits, and the height of 
the other chapitQr teas five cubits: 

17 And nets of checker* work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the chapi¬ 
ters which were upon the top of the 
pillars; seven for the one chapiter, 
and seven for the other chapiter. 

18 Anri he made the pillars, and two 
rows round about upon the one net¬ 
work, to cover the chapiters that were 
upon the lop, with pomegranates: and 
so did he for the other chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were upon 
the top of the pillars were of lily work 
in the porch, four cubits. 

20 And the chapiters upon the two 
pillars had pomegranates also above, 
over against the belly which was by 
the network : and the pomegranates 
were two hundred in rows round about 
upon the other chapiter. 

21 And he set up the pillars in the 
porch of the temple: and he set up 
the right pillar, and called the name 
thereof Jachin: and he setup the left 
pillar, and he called the name thereof 
Boaz. 

22 And upon the top of the pillars 
was lily work: so was the work of the 
pillars finished. 

23 And he made a molten sea, ten 
cubits from the one brim to the other: 
it was round all about, and his height 
was five cubits: and a line of thirty 
cubits did compass it round about. 

24 And under the brim of it round 
about there were knops compassing it, 
ten in a cubit, compassing the sea 
round about: the knops were cast in 
two rows, when it was cast. 
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25 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east: and the sea 
was set above upon them, and all their 
hinder parts were inward. 

26 And it was an hand breadth thick, 
and the brihi thereof was wrought like 
the brim of a cup, with-flowers of 
lilies: it contained two thousand baths. 

27 *f[ And he made ten bases of 
brass; four cubits was the length of 
one base, and four cubits the breadth 
thereof, and three cubitfe the height of it. 

28 And the work, of the bases was 
on this matiner ? they had borders, and 
the borders were between the ledges : 

29 And on the borders that were 
between the ledges were lions, oxen, 
and cherubims: and upon the ledges 
there was a base above : and beneath 
the lions and oxen were certain addi¬ 
tions made of thin work. 

30 And every base had four brasen 
wheels, and plates of brass : and the 
four corners thereof had undersetters: 
under the laver were undersetters mol¬ 
ten, at the side of every addition. 

31 Aud the mouth of it within the 
chapiter and above was a cubit: but 
the mouth - thereof was round after the 
work of the base, a cubit and an half: 
and also upon the mouth of it were 
gravings with their borders,foursquare, 
not round. 

32 And under the borders were four 
wheels;- and the axletrees of the 
wheels were joined to the base: and 
the height of a wheel was a cubit aud 
half a cubit. 

33 And the work of the wheels was 
like the work of a chariot wheel; their 
axletrees, and their naves,and their fel¬ 
loes, and their spokes, wefe all molten. 

34 And there were four undersetters 
to the four corners of one base: and the 
undersetters were of the very base itself. 

35 And in the top of the base was 
there a round compass of half a cubit 
high: and on the top of the base the 
ledges thereof and the borders thereof 
were of the same. 

36 For on the plates of the ledges 
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thereof, and on the borders thereof, lie 
graved cherubims, lions, and palm 
trees, according to the proportion of 
every one, and additions round about. 

37 After this manner he made the 
ten bases: all of them had one cast¬ 
ing, one measure, and one size. 

38 if Then made he ten lavers of 
brass: one laver contained forty baths: 
mid every laver was four cubits : and 
upon every one of the ten bases one 
laver. 

39 And he putfive bases on the right 
side of the house, and five on the left 
side of the house: and he set the sea 
on the right side of the house east¬ 
ward over against the south. 

40 i] And Hiram made the lavers, 
and the shovels, and the basons. So 
Hiram made an end of doing all the 
work that he made king Solomon for 
the house of the Lord : 

41 The two pillars, and the two 
bowls of the chapiters that were on the 
top of the two pillars; and the two 
networks, to cover the two bowls of 
the chapiters which were upon the top 
of the pillars; 

42 And four hundred pomegranates 
for the two networks, even two rows 
of pomegranates for one network, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
that were upon the pillars; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten la¬ 
vers on tiie bases; 

44 And one sea, and twelve oxen 
under the sea; 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, 
and the basons; and all these vessels, 
which Hiram made to king Solomon 
for the house of the Lord, were of 
bright brass. 

46 In the plain of Jordan did tire 
king cast them; in the clay ground 
between Succoth and Zrfrthan. 

.47 And Solomoii left all the vessels 
unweighed , because they were exceed¬ 
ing many i neither was the weight .of 
the brass found out. 

48 And Solomon made all the ves¬ 
sels that pertained uuto the house of 
the Lord : the altar of gold, and the 
table of gold, whereupon the shew- 
bread was, 
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49 And the candlesticks of pure 
gold, five ou the right side, and five 
on the left, before the oracle, with the 
flowers, and the lumps, and the tongs 
of gold, 

50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, 
and the basons, and the spoons, and 
the censers of pure gold; and the 
hinges of gold, both for the doors of 
the inner house, the most holy place, 
and for the doors of the house, to wit, 
of the temple. 

51 So was ended all. the work that 
king Solomon made for the house of 
the Lord. And Solomon brought 
in the things which David his father 
had dedicated; even the silver, and 
the gold, and the vessels, did he put 
among the treasures of the house of 
the Loro. 

CHAP. VIH. 

1 The feast of the dedication of the temple. 1 2, 

54 Solomon’s blessing. 22 Solomon'* prayer. 

62 His sacrifice of peace offerings. 

Then Solomon assembled the elders 
of Israel, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Israel, unto king Solomon 
in Jerusalem, that they might bring up 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord 
out of the city of David, which is Zion. 

2 And all the men of Israel assem¬ 
bled themselves unto king Solomon at 
the feast id the month Ethanim, which 
is the seventh month. 

3 And 'all the elders of Israel came, 
and the priests took up the ark. 

4 And they brought up the ark of 
the Lord, and the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and all the holy vessels 
that were in the tabernacle, even those 
did the priests and the Levites bring up. 

5 And king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israel, that were as¬ 
sembled unto him, were with him be¬ 
fore the ark, sacrificing sheep awd 
oxen, that could not be told nor num¬ 
bered for multitude. 

6 And tire priest brought in the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord unto his 
place, into the oracle of the house, to 
the most holy place, even under the 
wings of the cherubims. 

7 For the cherubims spread forth 
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their two wings over the place of the 
ark, and the cherubims covered.the ark 
and the staves thereof above. 

8 And.they drew out the staves, that 
the ends of the staves were seen out 
in the holy place before the oracle, 
and they were not seen without: and 
there they are unto this day. 

9 There was nothing in the ark save 
the two tables of stone, which Moses 
put there at Horeb, wheu the Loud 
made a covenant with the children of 
Israel, when they came out of the land 
of Egypt. 

10 And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place, that the cloud filled the house 
of the Lord, 

11 So that the priests could not 
stand to minister because of the cloud: 
for the glory of the Lord had filled 
the house of the Lord. 

12 *[1 'Then spake Solomon, The 
Loud said that he would dwell in the 
thick darkness. 

13 I have surely built thee an house 
to dwell in, a settled place for thee to 
abide in for ever. 

14 And the king turned his face 
about, and blessed all the congrega¬ 
tion of Israel ~ (and all the congrega¬ 
tion of Israel stood;) 

15 And he said, Blessed be the 
Loud God of Israel, which spake with 
his mouth unto David my father, and 
hath with his hand fulfilled it, saying, 

16 Since the day that I brought 
forth my people Israel out of Egypt, 

I chose no city out of all the tribes of 
Israel to build an house, that my name 
might be therein; but I chose David 
to be over my people Israel. 

17 And it was in the heart of David 
my father to build' an house for the 
name of the Lord God of Israel. 

18 And the Lord said unto David 
my father, Whereas it was in thine 
heart to build an house unto iny name, 
thou didst well that it was in thine 
heart. 

19 Nevertheless thou shalt not built 
the house; but thy son that shall come 
forth out of thy loins, he shall build 
the house unto my name. 
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20 And the Lord hath performed 
his word that he spake, and I am risen 
up in the room of David my father, 
and sit on the throne of Israel, as the 
Lord promised, and have built an 
house for the name of the Lord God 
of Israel. 

21 And I have set there a place for 
the ark, wherein is the covenant of the 
Lord, which he made with our fa¬ 
thers, when he brought them out of 
the land of Egypt. ' 

22 5T And Solomon stood before the 
altar of the Lord in the presence of 
all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth his hands toward heaven: 

23 And he said, Lord God of Is¬ 
rael, there is no God like thee,in hea¬ 
ven above, or on earth beneath, who 
keepest covenant and mercy with thy 
servants that walk before thee with 
all their heart: 

24 Who hast kept with thy servant 
David my father that thou promisedst 
him: thou spakestalso with thy mouth, 
and hast fulfilled it with thine hand, 
as it is this day. 

25 Therefore now, Lo*bd God of 
Israel, keep with thy servant David 
my father that thou promisedst him, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a man 
in my sight to sit on the throne of Is¬ 
rael ; so that thy children take heed 
to their way, that they walk before 
me as thou hast walked before me 

26 And now, O God of Israel, let 
thy word, I pray thee, be verified, 
which thou spakest unto thy servant 
David my father. 

27 But Will God indeed dwell on 
the earth ? behold, 'the heaven and 
heaven of heavens cannot contain 
thee; how much less this house that 
I have builded? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his sup¬ 
plication, O Loud my God, to hearken 
unto the cry and to tne prayer, which 
thy servant prayeth before thee to day: 

29 That thine eyes may be open to¬ 
ward this house night and day, even 
toward the place of which thou hast 
said. My name shall be there: that 
thou mayest hearken unto the prayer 
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which thy servant shall make toward 
this place. 

30 And hearken thou to the suppli¬ 
cation of thy servant, and of thy peo¬ 
ple Israel, when they shall pray to¬ 
ward this place: and hear thou in 
heaven thy dwelling place: and when 
thou hearest, forgive. 

31 if If any man trespass against his 
neighbour, and an oath be laid upon 
him to cause him to sweat, and the 
oath come before thine altar in this 
house: 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
do, and judge thy servants, condemn¬ 
ing the wicked, to bring his way upon 
his head; and justifying the righte¬ 
ous, to give him according to his 
righteousness. 

33 5f When thy people Israel be 
smitten down before the enemy, be¬ 
cause they have sinned against thee, 
and shall turn again to thee, and con¬ 
fess thy name, and pray, and make 
supplication unto thee in this house: 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy people Israel, 
and bring them again unto the land 
which thou gavest unto their fathers. 

35 51 When -heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; if they pray to¬ 
ward this place, and confess thy name, 
and turn from their sin, when thou 
aflliclest them: 

36 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy servants, and of 
thy people Israel, that thou teach 
them the good way wherein they 
should walk, and give rain upon thy - 
land, which thou hast given to thy 
people for an inheritance. 

37 51 If there be in the land famine, 
if there be pestilence, blasting, mil¬ 
dew, locust, or if there be caterpiller 
iftheir enemy besiege them in the land 
of their cities; whatsoever plague, 
whatsoever sickness there be; 

38 What prayer and supplication 
soever be made by any man, or by all 
thy people Israel, which shall know 
every man the plague of his own heart, 
and spread forth his hands toward this 
house: 
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39 Then hear, thou in heaven thy j 
dwelling place, and forgive, and do, 
and give to every man according to 
his ways, whose heart thou knowest; 
(for thou, even thou only, knowest the 
hearts of all the children of ipen;) 

40 That they may fear thee all the 
days that they live in the land which 
thou gavest unto our fathers. 

41 Moreover concerning a stranger, 
that is not of thy people Israel, but 
cometh out of a far country for thy 
name’s sake; 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
name, and of thy strong hand, and of 
thy stretched out arm;) when he shall 
come and pray toward this house; 

43 Hear thou in heaven thy dwell¬ 
ing place, and do according to all that 
the stranger calleth to thee for: that 
all the people of the earth may know 
thy name, -to fear thee, as do thy peo¬ 
ple Israel; and that they may know 
that this house, which 1 have builded, 
is called by thy name. 

44 5[.If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever 
thou shalt send them, and shall pray 
unto the Lord toward the city which 
thou hast chosen, and toward the house 
that J have built for thy name: 

• 45 Then hear thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 

46 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man that sinneth not,) and 
thou be angry with them, and deliver 
them to the enemy, so that they carry 
them away captives unto the land of 
the enemy, far or near; 

47 Yet if they shall bethink them¬ 
selves in the land whither they were 
carried captives, and repent, and make 
supplication unto thee in the land of 
them that carried them captives, say* 
ing, We have sinned', • and have done 
perversely, we have committed wick¬ 
edness; 

48 And so return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, in 
the land of their enemies, which led 
them away captive, and pray unto thee 
toward their land, which thou gavest 
unto their fathers, the city which thou 
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hast chosen, and the house which I 
have built for thy name: 

. 49 Then hear thou their prayex**and 
their supplication in heaven thy dwell¬ 
ing place, and maintain their cause, 

50 And forgive thy people that have 
sinned against thee, and all their trans¬ 
gressions where .in they have trans¬ 
gressed against thee, and give them 
compassion before them who carried 
them captive, that they may have 
compassion on them : 

51 For they bq thy people, and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest 
forth out of Egypt, from the midst of 
the furnace of iron: 

52 That thine eyes may be open un¬ 
to the supplication of thy servant, and 
unto the supplication of thy people 
Israel, to hearken unto them in all that 
they call for unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them 
from among all the people of the 
earth, to be thine inheritance, as thou 
spakest by the hand of Moses thy ser¬ 
vant, when thou broughtest our fathers 
out of Egypt, O Lord God. 

54 And it was so, that when Solo¬ 
mon had made an end of praying all 
this prayer and supplication unto the 
Lord , he arose from before the altar 
of the Lord, from kneeling on his 
knees with his hands spread up to 
heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel with a loud 
voice, saying, 

56-Blessed be the Lord, .that hath 
given rest unto his people Israel, ac¬ 
cording to all that he promised: there 
hath not failed one word of all his 
good promise, which he promised by 
the hand of Moses his servant. 

57 The Lord our God be with us, 
as he was with our fathers: let him 
not leave us, nor forsake us: 

58 That he may incline our hearts 
unto him, to walk in all his ways, and 
to keep his commandments, and his 
statutes, and his judgments,^tvhich he 
commanded our fathers. 

59 And let these my words, where¬ 
with 1 have made supplication before 
the Lord, be nigh unto the Lord 
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our God day and night, that he main¬ 
tain the cause of his servant, and the 
cause*of his people Israel at all times, 
as the matter shall require : 

60 That aH the people of the earth 
may know that the Lord is God, and 
that there is none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be per¬ 
fect with the Lord our God, to walk 
in his statutes, and to keep his com¬ 
mandments, as at this day. 

62 f And the king, and all Israel 
with him, offered sacrifice before the 
Lord. 

63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of peace offerings, which he offered 
unto the Lord, two and twenty thou¬ 
sand oxen, and an hundred and twen¬ 
ty thousand sheep. So the king and 
all the children of Israel dedicated the 
house of the Lord. 

64 The same day did the- king hal¬ 
low the middle of the couTt that was 
before the house of the Lord : for 
there he offered burnt offerings, and 
meat Offerings, and the fat of the peace 
offerings: because the brasen altar 
that was before the Lord was too 
little to receive the burnt offeriilgs, 

, and meat offerings, and the fat of the 
peace offerings. 

65 And at that time Solomon held 
a feast, and all Israel with him, a 
great congregation, from the enter¬ 
ing in of Hamath unto the river of 
Egypt, before the Lord our God, 
seven days and seven days, even four¬ 
teen days. 

66 . On the eighth day he sent the 
people away: and they blessed the 
king, and went unto their tents joyful 
and glad of heart for all the goodness 
that the Lord had done for David his 
servant, and for Israel his people. 

CHAP. IX. 

1 Gvtft covenant in a vision with Solomon. 10 

The mutual presents of Solomon and Hiram. 

15 In Solomon’s works the Gentiles were his 

bondmen, the Israelites honourable servants. 

24 Pharaoh’s daughter removeth to her house.

And it came to pass, when Solomon 
had finished the building of the house 
of the Lord, and the king's house, 
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and all Solomon’s dejire which he was 
pleased to do, 

2 That the Loud appeared to Solo¬ 
mon the second time, as he had ap¬ 
peared unto him at Gibcon. 

3 And the Lord saitl unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer and thy suppli¬ 
cation, that thou hast made before me; 
I have hallowed this house, which thou 
hast built, to put my name there for 
ever; and mine eyes and mine heart 
shall be there perpetually. 

4 And if thou wilt walk before me, 
as David thy father walkcd,in integrity 
of heart, and in uprightness, to do ac¬ 
cording to all that I have commanded 
thee, and wilt keep my statutes and 
my judgments: 

5 Then I will establish the throne 
of thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, 
as I promised to David thy father, 
saying. There shall not fail thee a man 
upon the throne of Israel. * 

6 But if ye shall at all turn from 
following me, ye or your children, 
and will not keep my commandments 
and my statutes which 1 have set be¬ 
fore you, but go and serve other gods, 
and worship them: 

7 Then will I cutofflsrael out of the 
land which I have given them; and 
this house, which I have hallowed for 
my name, will I oast out of my sight; 
and Israel shall be a proverb and a 
byword among all people:.' 

8 And at this house, which is hig*h, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss; and they 
shall say, Why hath the Lord done 
thus unto this land, and to this house ? 

9 And they shall answer, Because 
they forsook the Lord their God, 
who brought forth their fathers out of 
the land of Egypt, and have taken 
hold upon other gods, and have wor¬ 
shipped them, and served them: there¬ 
fore hath the Lord brought upon 
them all this evil. 

10 if And it came to pass at the end 
of twenty years, when Solomon had 
built the two houses, the house of the 
Lord, and the king’s house, 

11 (Now Hiram the king of Tyre 
had furnished Solomon with ceaar 
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trees and fir trees, and with gold, ac¬ 
cording to all his desire,) that then 
king Solomon gave Hiram twenty ci¬ 
ties in the land of Galilee. 

12 And Hiram came out from Tyre 
to see the cities which Solomon had 
given him; and they pleased him not. 

13 And he said, What cities arc 
these which thou hast given me, my 
brother? And he called them the land 
of Cabul unto this day. 

14 And Hiram sent to the king six- 
score talents of gold. 

15 IF And this is the reason of the 
levy which king Solomon raised; for 
to build the house of the Lord, and 
his own house, and Millo, and the 
wall of Jerusalem, and Hazor, and 
Megiddo, and Gezer. 

16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had 
gone up, and taken Gezer, and burnt 
it with fire, and slain the Canaanites 
that dwelt in the city, and given it 
for a present unto his daughter, X&lo- 
mon : s wife. 

17 And Solomon built Gezer, and 
Beth-horon the nether, 

18 And Baalath, and Tadmor in the 
wilderness, in the land, 

19 And»ail the cities of store that 
Solomon had, and cities for his cha¬ 
riots, and cities for his horsemen, and 
that which Solomon, desired to build 
in Jerusalem, and in Lebanon, and in 
all the land of his dominion. 

20 And all the people that were left 
of the Amorites, Hittites, Perizzites, 
Hivites, and Jebusites, which were not 
of the children of Israel, 

21 Their children that Were left af¬ 
ter them in the land, whom the child¬ 
ren of Israel also were not able ut¬ 
terly to destroy, upon those did Solo¬ 
mon levy a* tribute v of bondservice 
unto this day. 

22 But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no bondmen: but they 
were men of war, and his servants, 
and his princes, and his captains, 
and rulers of his chariots, and his 
horsemen. 

23 These were the chief of the offi¬ 
cers that were over Solomon’s work, 
five hundred and fifty, which bare rule

over the people that wrought in the 
work. 5 

24 IF But Pharaoh’s daughter came 
up out of the city of David unto her 
house which Solomon had built for 
her: then did he build Millo.

9 God threat - 
eneth him■ \A Solomon's adversaries were Ha- 
dad, who was entertained in Egypt, 2:i Hezon, 
who reigned in Damascus, 29 and Jeroboam, 
to whom Ahijahprophesied. 41 Solomon’s arts, 
reign, and death : Rehoboam succeedeth him. 

But king Solomon loved many 
strange women, together with the 
daughter of Pharaoh, women of the 
Moabites, Ammonites, Edomites, Zi- 
donians, and Hittites; 

2 Of the nations concerning which 
the Lord said unto the children of 
Israel, Ye shall not go in to them, 
neither shall they come in unto you: 
for surely they will turn away your 
heart after their gods : Solomon clave 
unto these in love. 

3 And he had seven hundred wives, 
princesses, and three hundred concu¬ 
bines : and his wives turned away his 
heart. * 

4 For it came to pass, when Solo¬ 
mon was old, that his wives turned 
aw^y his heart after other gods: and 
his heart was not perfect with the 
Lord his God, as was the heart of 
David his father. 

5 For Solomon went after Ashtoreth 
the goddess of the Zidonians, and after 
Milcom the abomination of the Am¬ 
monites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and went not fully after 
the Lord, as did David his father. 

7 Then did Solomon build an high 
place for Chemosh, the abomination 
of Moab, in the hill that is before Je¬ 
rusalem, and for Molech^ the abomi¬ 
nation of the children of Ammon. 

8 And likewise did he for all his 
strange wives, which burnj incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods. 

9 ^1 And the Lord was angry with 
Solomon, because his heart was turned 
from the Lord God of Israel, which 
had appeared unto him twice, 

10 And. had commanded him con¬ 
cerning this thing, that he should not, 
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go after other gods: but he kept not 
that which the Lord commanded. 

^ 11 Wherefore the Lord said unto 
Solomon, Forasmuch as this is done 
of thee, and thou hast>npt kept my co¬ 
venant and my statutes, which 1 have 
commanded thee, I will surely rend 
the kingdom from thee, and will give 
it to thy servant. 

l5 Notwithstanding in thy days I 
will not do it for David thy father’s 
sake: but I will rend it out of the 
hand of thy son. 

13 Howbeit I will not rend away all 
the kingdom; but will give one tribe 
to thy son for David my servant’s 
sake, "and for Jerusalem’s sake which 
I have chosen. * 

14 -And the Lord stirred up an 
adversary unto Solomon, Hadad the 
Edomite: he was of the king's seed in 
Edom. 

15 For it came to pass, when David 
was in Edom, and Joab the captain of 
the host was gone up to bury the slain, 
after 1 he had smitten every male in 
Edom; 

IG (For six months did Joab remain 
there with all Israel, until he had cut 
off every male in Edom :) 

17 That Hadad fied, he and certain 
Edomites of his father’s servants with 
him, to go into Egypt; Hadad being 
yet a little chjld. 

18 And they arose out m£ Midian, 
and came to Paran: and they took 
men with them out of Paran, and they 
came to Egypt, unto Pharaoh king of 
Egypt; which gave him an house, 
and appointed him victuals, and gave 
him land. 

19 And Hadad found great favour in 
the sight of Pharaoh, so that he gave 
him to wife the sister of his own wife, 
the sister of Tahpenes the queen. 

20 And the sister bf Tahpenes bare 
him Genubath his son, whom Tahpe¬ 
nes weaned in Pharoali’s house: and 
Genubath was in Pharaoh’s houshold 
among the sons of Pharaoh. 

21 And when Hadad heard in Egypt 
that David slept with his fathers, and 
that Joab the captain of the host was 
dead, Hadad said to Pharaoh, Let me 
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depart, that I may go to mine own 
country. 

22 Then Pharaoh said unto him. 
But what hast thou lacked with me, 
that, behold, «ithou seekest to go to 
thine own eouatrji? And he answered. 
Nothing: howbeit letmegoin anywise. 

23 And God stirred him up ano¬ 
ther adversary, Rezon the son of Elia- 
dah, which fled from his lord Hadade- 
zer king of Zobah : 

24 And he gathered men unto him, 
and became captain over a band, when 
David slew them of Zobah: . and they 
went to Damascus, and dwelt therein, 
and reigned in Damascus. 

25 And he was ah adversary to Israel 
all the days of Solomon, beside the 
mischief that Hadad did: and hie ab¬ 
horred Israel, and reigned over Syria. 

26 f And Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, an Ephrathite of Zereda, Solo¬ 
mon's servant, whose mother’s name 
was Zeruah, % widow woman, even he 
lifted up ids hand against the king. 

27 And this was the cause that he 
lifted up his hand against the king : 
Solomon built Millo, and repaired the 
breaches of the city of David ins father. 

28 And the man Jeroboam was a 
mighty man of valour: and Solomon 
seeing the young man that he was in¬ 
dustrious, he made him ruler, over all 
the charge of the hous^ of Joseph. 

29 And it came to pass at that time 
when Jeroboam went out of Jerusa¬ 
lem, that the prophet Abijah the Shi- 
lonite found him in the ,wayj and he 
had clad himself with a new garment; 
and they two were alone in the field: 

30 And Ahijah caught the new gar¬ 
ment that was on him and rent it in 
twelve pieces: 

31 And he said to Jeroboam, Take 
thee ten pieces: for thus saith the 
Loan/ the God of “Israel, Behold, I 
will rend the kingdom out of the hand 
of Solomon, and will give ten tribes 
to thee: 

32 (But he shall have one tribe for 
•my servant David’s sake, and for Jeru¬ 
salem’s sake, the city which I have 
chosen out of all the tribes of Israel:) 

, 33 Because that they have forsaken 
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me, and have worshipped Ashtoreth 
the goddess of the Zidonians, Che- 
mosh the god of the Moabites, and 
Milcom the god of the children of 
Ammon, and have not walked in my 
ways, to do that which is right in mine 
eyes, and to keep my statutes and my 
judgments, as did David his father. 

34 Howbeit I will not take the whole 
kingdom out of liis Hand: but I will 
make him prince all the days of his 
life for David my servant’s sake, whom 
I chose, because he kept my com¬ 
mandments and my statutes: 

35 But I will take the kingdom out 
of bif son’s hand, and will give it unto 
thee, even ten tribes. 

36 And unto his son will I give one 
tribe, that David my servant may have 
i light alway before me in Jerusalem, 
he city which I have chosen me to 
put my name there. 

37 And 1 will take thee, and thou 
halt reign according to all that thy soul 
desireth, and shalt be king over Israel. 

38 And it shall be, if thou wilt hear¬ 
ken unto all that I command thee, and 
wilt walk in my ways, and do that is 
right in my sight, to keep my statutes 
and my commandments, as David my 
:ervant did; that I will be with thee, 
and build thee a ^ure house, as I built 
? or David, and will give Israel unto thee. 

39 And I will for this afflict the seed 
of David, but not for ever. . 

40 Solomon sought therefore to kill 
Jeroboam. And Jeroboam arose, 
and fled into Egypt, unto Shishak king 
of Egypt, and was in Egypt until the 
death of Solomon. 

41 5F And the test of the acts of So- 
omon, and all that he did, and his wis¬ 
dom, are they not written in the book 
of the acts of Solomon f 

42 And" the time that Solomon 
reigned in Jerusalem over all Israel 
was forty,.years. 

43 And Solomon slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried in the city of 
David his father: and Rehoboam his 
son reigned in his stead. 

CHAP. XII. 

1 The ItraeHtet, astembled at Shechem to' crown 
Rehoboam, by Jeroboam make a suit of relaxa- 
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tim unto him. 6 Rehoboam, refusing the old 
men's counsel, by the advice of young men, an¬ 
swer el h them roughly. 16 Ten tribes revolt¬ 
ing, hilt Adornm , and make Rehoboam to flee. 
21 Rehoboam, raising an army, isforbidden by 
Shemaiah, 25 Jeroboam strengtheneth himself 
by cities, 26 and by iheidolatry of the two calves. 

And Rehoboam went to Sliechem : 
for all Israel were come to Shecfiem 
to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jero¬ 
boam the son of Ncbat, who was yet 
in Egypt, heard of it, (for he was fled 
from the presence of king Solomon, 
and Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt;) 

3 That they sent and called him. 
And Jeroboam and all the congrega¬ 
tion of Israel came, and spake unto 
Rehoboam, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke griev¬ 
ous : now therefore make thou the 
grievous service of thy father, and his 
heavy yoke which he put upon us, 
lighter, and we will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them. Depart 
yet for three days, then come again 
to me. And the people departed. 

6 % And king Rehoboam consulted 
with the old men, that stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, 
and said. How do ye advise that I may 
answer this people? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
If thou wilt be a servant unto this peo¬ 
ple this day, and wilt serve them, and 
answer them, and speak good words 
to them, then they will be thy servants 
for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel of the 
old men, which they had given him, 
and consulted with the young men that 
were grown up with him, and which 
stood before him: 

0 And he said unto them. What 
counsel give ye that we may answer 
this people, who have spoken to me, 
saying, Make the yoke which thy fa¬ 
ther did put upon us lighlef ? 

10 And the young men that were 
grown up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou speak unto 
this people that spake unto thee, say¬ 
ing, Thy father made our yoke heavy, 
but make thou it lighter unto us; thus 
shalt thou say unto them, My little 
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finger shall be thicker than my fa* 
tiler’s loins. 

11 And now whereas my father did 
lade you with a heavy yoke, I will add 
to your yoke: my father hath chastised 
you with whips, but 1 will chastise 
you with scorpions. 

12 ^ So Jeroboam and all the peo¬ 
ple came to Rehoboam the third day, 
as the king had appointed, saying, 
Come to me again the thirjjl day. 

13 And the king answered the peo¬ 
ple roughly, and forsook the old men’s 
counsel that they gave him; 

14 And spake to them after the 
counsel of the young men, saying, 
My father made your yoke heavy, and 
1 will add to your yoke: my father 
also chastised you with whips, but I 
will chastise you with Scorpions. 

15 Wherefore the king hearkened 
not unto the people; for the cause 
was from the Loud, that he might 
perform his saying, which, the Lord 
spake by Ahijah the Shilonite unto 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

16‘ H So when all Israel saw that the 
king hearkened not unto them, the 
people answered the king, saying. 
What portion have we in David ? nei¬ 
ther haqp we inheritance in the son of 
Jesse: to your tents, O Israel: now 
see to thine own house, David. So 
Israel departed unto their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Israel 
which dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them.* 

18 Then king Rehoboam sent Ado- 
ram, who was over the tribute; and all 
Israel stoned him with stones, that he 
died. Therefore king Rehoboam made 
speed to get him up to his chariot, to 
flee to Jerusalem. 

19 So Israel rebelled against the 
house of David *un(p this day. 

20 And it came to pass, when all 
Israel heard that Jeroboam was come 
again, that they sent and called him 
unto the congregation, and made him 
king over all Israel: there was none 
that followed the house of David, but 
the tribe of Judah only* 

21 % And when Rehoboam was 
come to Jerusalem, he assembled all 
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the house of Judah, with the tribe of 
Benjamin, an hundred and fourscore 
thousand chosen men, which were 
warriors, to fight against the house of 
Israel, to bring the kingdom again to 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon. 

22 But the word of God came unto 
Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 

28 Speak unto Kehoboam, the son of 
Solomon, king of Judah, and unto all. 
the house pf Judah and Benjamin, and 
to the remnant of the people, saying. 
Thus saith the Lord, Ye shall 
not go up, nor fight against your bre¬ 
thren the children of Israel: return 
every man to his house; for this thing 
is from me. They hearkened there¬ 
fore to the word of the Loro, and re¬ 
turned to depart, according to the 
word of the Lord. 

25 5T Then Jeroboam built Shechem 
in mount Ephraim, and dwelt therein; 
and went out from thence, and built 
Penuel. 

■ 26 And Jeroboam said in his heart, 
Now shall the kingdom return to the 
house of David: 

27 If this people go up to do sacri¬ 
fice in the house of the Lord at Je¬ 
rusalem, then shall the heart of this 
people turn again unto their Iqrd, even 
unto Rehoboam king of Judah, and 
they shall kill me, and go again to Re¬ 
hoboam king of Judah. 

28 Whereupon the king took coun¬ 
sel, and made two calves of gold, and 
said unto-them. It is too much for you 
to go up to Jerusalem: behold thy 
gods,- O Israel, which brought thee up 
out of the land of Egypt. 

29 And he set the one in |Seth-el, 
and the other put he in Dan. 

50 And this thing became a sin: for 
the people went to worship before the 
one, even unto Dan. 

51 Ynd he maae an house of lfigh 
places, and made priests of the lowest 
of the people, which were not of the 
sons of Levi. 

82 And Jeroboam ordained a feast 
in the eighth month, on the fifteenth 
day of the month, like unto the feast 
that is in Judah, and he offered upon 
the altar. So did he in Beth-el, sacrific- 
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ing unto the calves that he had made: 
and he placed in Beth-el the priests 
of the high places which he had made. 

S3 So he offered upon the altar 
which he had made in Beth-el the fif¬ 
teenth day of the eighth month, even 
in the month which he had devised of 
his "own heart; and ordained a feast 
unto the children of Israel: anti he of¬ 
fered upon the altar, and burnt incense. 

CHAP. XIII. 

1 Jeroboam's hand, that offered violence to him 
that prophesied against his altar at Beth-el , 
withereth, 6 and at the proper of the prophet 
is restored. 7 The prophet, refusing the king's 
entertaintnent, departeth from Beth-el. 11 An 
old prophet, seducing him, bruigeth him bark. 
20 He is reproved by God , 24 slain by a lion, 
20 buried by the old prophet, 31 who coii/irmeth 
his prophecy. 33 Jeroboam's obstinacy 

And, behold, there came a man of 
God out of Judah by the word of the 
Lord unto Beth-el: and Jeroboam 
stood by the altar to burn incense. 

2 And he cried against the altar in 
the word of the Lord, and said, O 
altar, altwr, thus saith the Lord ; Be¬ 
hold, a child shall be born unto the 
house of David, Josiah by name; and 
upon thee shall he offer the priests of 
the high places that burn incense upon 
thee, and men’s bones shall be burnt 
upon thee. 

8 And he gave a sign the same day, 
saying, This is the sign .which the 
Lord hath spoken ; Behold, the altar 
shall be rent, and the ashes that are 
upon it shall be poured out. 

4 And it came to pass, when king 
Jeroboam heard the saying of the 
man of God, which had cried against 
the altar in Beth-el, that he put forth 
his hand from the altar, saying, Lay 
hold on him. And his haed, which he 

ut forth against him, dried up, so that 
e could not pull it in again to him. 

5 The altar also was rent, and the 
ashes poured out from the altar, ac¬ 
cording U> the sign which the man of 
God had given by the word of the 
Lord. 

6 And the king answered and said 
unto the man of God, Intreat now the 
face of the Lord thy God, and pray 
for me, that my hand may be restored 
me again. And the man of God be* 
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sought the Lord, and the king’s hand 
was restored him again, and became as 
it Was before. 

7 And the king said unto the man of 
God, Come home with me, and refresh 
thyself, and I will give thee a reward. 

8 And the man of God said unto the 
king, If thou wilt give me half thine 
house, 1 will not go in with thee, nei¬ 
ther will I eat bread nor drink water 
in this place: 

9 For so was it charged me by the 
wor-i of the Lotto, saying, Eat no 
bread, ncdrink water, nor turn again 
by the same way that thou earnest. 

10 So he went another way, and re¬ 
turned not by the way that he came to 
JBeth-el. 

11 If Now there dwelt an old pro¬ 
phet in Beth-el; and his sons came 
and told him all the works that the 
man of God had done that day in 
Beth-ei : the words which he had 
spoken unto the king, them they told 
also to their father. 

12 Apd their father said unto them, 
What way went he f For his sons had 
seen what way the man of God went, 
which came from Judah. 

13 And he said unto his sons, Saddle 
me .iie iss. So they saddled him the 
ass : and he rode thereon, 

1** And went after the man of God, 
and found hin> sitting under an oak : 
ard he f-’id unto him, Art thou the 
nan of God that earnest from Judah ? 
And he said, 1 am. 

15 Inen he said unto him, Come 
home with me, ind eat bread. 

16 And he said, I may not return 
with thee, nor go in with thee: neither 
will I eat •’ -ad nor drink water with 

# thee in this place: 

17 For it was said to me by the word 
of the Lord, Thou shalt eat no bread 
nor drink w?»ter there, nor turn again 
to go by the way that thou lamest. 

18 He said unto him, 1 am a pro¬ 
phet also as thou art; and an angel 
spake unto me by the word of the j 
Loro, saying, Bring hint back with 
thee into thine house, that he may eat 
bread and drink water. But he lied 
unto him. 


19 So he weut back with him, arid 
did eat bread in his house, and drank 
water. 

20 And it came to pass, as they sat 
at the table, that the word of the Lord 
came unto the prophet that brought 
him back: 

21 And he cried unto the man of 
God that came^from Judah, saying, 
Thus saith the' Loro, Forasmuch as 
thou hast disobeyed the mouth of the 
Lord, and hast not kept the com¬ 
mandment which the Lord thy .God 
commanded thee, 

22 But earnest back, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk water in the place, 
of the which the LORD did say to 
thee, Eat no bread, and drink no wa¬ 
ter ; thy carcase shall not come unto 
the sepulchre of thy fathers. 

23 ^f And it came to pass, after he 
had eaten bread, and after he had 
drunk, that he saddled for him an ass, 
to wit, for the prophet whom he had 
brought back. 

24 And when he was gone, a lion 
met him by the way, and slew him: 
and his carcase was cast in the way, 
and the ass stood by it, the lion also 
stood by the carcase. 

25 And, behold, men passed by, and 
saw the carcase cast in the way, and * 
the lion standing by the carcase : and 
they came and told it in the city where 
the old prophet dwelt. 

26 And when the prophet that 
brought him back from the way heard 
thereof, he said, It is the man of God, 
who was disobedient unto the word of 
tue Lord '..therefore the Lord hath 
delivered him unto the lion, which 
hath torn him, and slain him, accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Lord, which 
he spake unto him. 

27 And he spake to his sons, saying. 
Saddle me the ass. And they saddled 
him. 

28 And he went and found his car¬ 

case cast in the way, and the ass and 
the lion standing by the carcase : the 
lion had not eaten the carcase, nor 
torn the ass. ■ 

29 And the prophet took up the 
carcase of the man of God, and laid 

3 E 
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it upon the ass, and brought it back 
and the old prophet came to the city, 
to mourn and to bury him. 

SO And he laid his carcase in his 
own grave; and they mourned over 
him, saying, Alas, my brother 1 

31 And it came to pass, after he had 
buried him, that he spake to his sous, 
saving, When I atn dead, then bury 
me in the sepulchre wherein the man 
of God is buried; lay my bones be¬ 
side his bones : 

32 For the saying which he cried by 
the word of the Lord against the 
altar in Beth-el, and against all the 
houses of the high places which are 
in the cities of Samaria, shall surely 
eome to pass. 

33^1 After this thing Jeroboam re¬ 
turned not from his evil way, but made 
again of the lowest of the people priests 
of the high places : whosoever would, 
he consecrated him, and he became 
one of the priests of the high places. 

34 And this thing became sm unto 
the house of Jeroboam, even to cut it 
off, and to destroy it from off the face 
of the earth. 

CHAP. XIV. 

t A by ah being sick, Jeroboam sendelh his wife 
disguised with presents to the prophet Ahijah 
" at Shiloh. 5 Ahyah, forewarned by God , de- 
naunceth God's judgment. 1 f A by ah dieth , 
and is buried. 19 Nadab sueceedeth Jeroboam, 
ill Rehohoam’s wicked reign. 25 Shishak spoil - 
eth Jerusalem. 29 Abyam sueceedeth Rehoboam. 

Ax that time Abijah the son of Jero¬ 
boam fell sick. 

2 And Jeroboam said to his wife. 
Arise, I pray thee, and disguise thy¬ 
self, that thou be not known, to be the 
wife of Jeroboam; and get thee to 
Shiloh : behold, there is Ahijah the 
prophet, which told me that 1 should 
be king over this people. 

S And take with thee ten loaves, 
and •. racknels, and a cruse of honey, 
and go to him : he shall tell thee what 
shall become of the child. 

4 And Jeroboam’s wife did .so, and 
arose, and went to Shiloh, and came 
to the house of Ahijah. But Ahijah 
could not see; for his eyes were set 
by reason of his age. 

'5 If And the Loud said unto Ahijah, 
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Behold, the wife of Jeroboam cometh 
to ask a thing of thee for her son; for 
he is sick: thus and thus ahalt thou say 
unto her: for it shall be, when she 
cometh in, that she shall feign herself 
to be another woman. 

And it was so, when Ahijah heard 
the sound of her feet, as she came in 
at the door, that he said. Come in, 
thou wife of Jeroboam; why feignest 
thou thyself to be another ? for I am 
sent to thee with heavy tidings. 

7 Go, tell Jeroboam, Thus saith 
the Loud God of Israel, Forasmuch 
as I exalted thee from among the peo¬ 
ple, and made thee prince over my 
people Israel, 

8 And rent the kingdom away from 
the house of David, and gave jt thee: 
and yet thou hast not been as my ser¬ 
vant David, who kept my command¬ 
ments, and who followed me with all 
his heart, to do that only which was 
right in mine eyes; 

9 But hast done evil above all that 
were before thee ; for thou hast gone 
and made thee other gods, and molten 
images, to provoke me to anger, and 
hast cast roe behind thy back : 

10 Therefore, behold, I will bring 
evil upon the house of Jeroboam, and 
will cut off from Jeroboam him that 
pissetli against the wall, and him that 
is shut up and left in Israel, and will 
take away the remnant of th& house of 
Jeroboam,as a man taketh away dung, 
till it be all gone. 

11 H im that dieth of Jeroboam in the 
city shall the dogs eat; and him that 
dieth in the field shall the fowls of the 
air eat: for the Loud hath spoken it. 

12 Arise thou therefore, get thee to 
thine own house: and when thy feet 
enter into the city, the child shall die. 

13 And all Israel shall mourn for 
him, and bury him : for lie only of Je¬ 
roboam shall come to the grave, be¬ 
cause in hitn there is found some good 
thing toward the Lord God of Israel 
in the house of Jeroboam. 

14 Moreover the Lord shall raise 
him up a king over Israel, who shall 
cut off the house of Jeroboam that 
day : but what ? even now. 
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15 For the Lord shall smite Israel, 
as a reed is shaken in the water, and 
he shall root up Israel out of this good 
land, which he gave to their fathers, 
and shall scatter them beyond the river, 
because they have made their groves, 
provoking the Lord to anger. 

16 And he shall give Israel up be¬ 
cause of the sins of Jeroboam, who 
did sin, and who made Israel to sin. 

17 IF And Jeroboatn’s wife arose, and 
departed, and came to Tirzah : and 
when she came to the threshold of the 
door, the child died; 

18 And they buried him ; and all Is¬ 
rael mourned for him, according to 
the word of the Lord, which he spake 
by the hand of his servant Ahijah the 
prophet. 

19 And the rest of the acts of Jero¬ 
boam, how he warred, and how he 
reigned, behold, they are written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel. 

20 And the days which Jeroboam 
reigned were two and twenty years : 
and he slept with his fathers, and Na- 
dab his son reigned in his stead. 

21 5! And Rehoboam the son of So¬ 
lomon reigned in Judah. Ilehoboam 
©as forty and one years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned seven¬ 
teen years in Jerusalem, the city which 
the Lord -did choose out of all the 
tribes of Israel, to put his name there. 
And his mother's name was Naamah 
an Ammonitess. 

22 And Judah did evil in the sight 
of the Lord, and they provoked him 
to jealousy with their sins which they 
had committed, above all that their 
fathers had done. 

23 For they also built them high 
places, aud images, and groves, on eve¬ 
ry high hi 11, and under every green tree. 

24 And there were also sodomites 
in the land: and they did according 
to all. the abominations of the nations 
which the Lord cast out before the 
children of Israel. 

25 51 And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of king Rehoboam, that Shishak 
king of Egypt came up against Je¬ 
rusalem : 


26 And he took away the treasures 
of the house of the Lord, and the trea¬ 
sures of the king’s house; he even 
took away all: and he took away all 
the shields of gold which Solomon 
had made. 

27 And king Rehoboam made in 
their stead brasen shields, and com¬ 
mitted them unto the hands of the 
chief of the guard, which kept the 
door of the king’s house. 

28 And it was so, when the king 
went into the house of the Lord; 
that the guard bare them, and brought 
them back into the guard chamber. 

29 5[ Now the rest of the acts of 
Rehoboam, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

30 And there was war between Re¬ 
hoboam and Jeroboam all their days. 

31 And Rehoboam slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his fa¬ 
thers in the city of David. And his 
mother’s name was Naamah an Ani- 
mouitess. And Abijam his son reign¬ 
ed in bis stead. 

CHAP. XV. 

1 A bijam's tricked reign. 8 Asa succeedeth him. 
11 Asa's goad reign. 16 The war between Baa - 
sha and him causelh him to make a league with 
Ben-hadad. S3 Jehoshaphat succeedeth Asa. 
25 Nadab’s tricked reign. 27 Baasha, conspi¬ 
ring against Mm, erecuteth Ahitah’s prophecy. 
31 Nadab’s acts and death. 33 Baasha'» wick¬ 
ed reign. 

Now in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat reigned 
Abijam over Judah. 

2 Three years reigned he in Jerusa¬ 
lem. And his mother’s name was 
Maachah, the daughter of Abishalom. 

3. And he walked in all the sins’of 
his father, which he had done before 
him: and his heart was not perfect 
with the Lord his God, as the heart 
of David his father. 

4, Nevertheless for David’s sake did 
the Lord his God give him a lamp 
in Jerusalem, to set up his son after 
him, and to establish Jerusalem: 

5 Because David did that which was 
right in the eyes of the Lord, and 
turned not aside from any thing that 
he com anded him all the days of his 
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life, save only in the matter of Uriah 
the Hittite. 

6 And there was war between Re- 
hoboam and Jeroboam all the days of 
his life. 

7 Now the rest of the acts of Abi¬ 
jam, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? And there was 
war between Abijam and Jeroboam. 

8 And Abijam slept with his fa¬ 
thers ; and they buried him in the city 
of David : and Asa his son reigned in 
his stead. 

9 5f And in the twentieth year of 
Jeroboam king of Israel reigned Asa 
over Judah. 

10 And forty and one years reigned 
he in Jerusalem. And bis mother’s 
name was Maachah, the daughter of 
Abishalom. 

11 And Asa did that which was right 
in the eyes of the Loro, as did David 
his father. 

12 And he took away the sodomites 
out of the land, and removed all the 
idols that his fathers h^d made. 

13 And also Maacbab his mother, 
even her he removed from being queen, 
because she had made an idol in a 
grove; and Asa destroyed her idol, 
and burnt it by the brook Kidron. 

14 But the high places were not re¬ 
moved : nevertheless Asa's heart was 
perfect with the Loud all his days. 

15 And he brought in the things 
which his father had dedicated, and 
the things which himself had dedica¬ 
ted, into the house of the Lord, sil¬ 
ver, and gold, and vessels. 

. 16 And there was war between 
Asa and Baasha king of Israel all their 
days. 

17 And Baasha king of Israel went 
up against Judah, and built Ramah, 
that he might not suffer any to go out 
or come in to Asa king of Judah. 

18 Then Asa.took all the silver and 
the gold that were left in the treasures 
of the house of the Lord, and the 

' treasures of the king’s house, and deli¬ 
vered them into the hand of his ser¬ 
vants : and king Asa sent them to 
Ben-hadad, the son of Tabrimon, 
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the son of Hezion, king of Syria, that 
dwelt at Damascus, saying, 

19 There is a league between me 
and thee, and between my father and 
thy father: behold, I have sent unto 
thee a present of silver and gold, come 
and break thy league* with Baasha king 
of Israel, that he may depart from me. 

20 So Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of the 
hosts which he had against the cities 
of Israel, and smote Ijon, and Dan, 
and Abel-beth-maachah, and all Cin- 
neroth, with ail the land of Naphtali. 

21 And it came to pass, when Baa¬ 
sha heard thereof,that he left off build¬ 
ing of Ramah, and dwelt in Tirzah. 

22 Then king Asa made a procla¬ 
mation throughout all Judah j none 
was exempted: and they took away 
the stones of Ramah, and the timber 
thereof, wherewith Baasha had budd¬ 
ed ; and king Asa built with them 
Geba of Benjamin, and Mizpah. 

23 The rest of all the acts of Asa, 
and all his might, and all that he did, 
and the cities which he built, ar,e they 
not written in the book of the chro¬ 
nicles of the kings of Judah? Never¬ 
theless in the time of his old age he 
was diseased in his feet. 

24 And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David his father: and Jehosha- 
phat his son reigned in his stead. 

25 If And Nadab the son'of Jero¬ 
boam began to reign over Israel in the 
second year of Asa king of Judah, and 
reigned over Israel two years. 

2() And he did evil .in the sight of 
the Lord, and walked in the way of 
his father, and in his sin wherewith he 
made Israel to sin. 

27 If And Baasha the pon of Ahijah, 
of the house of Issachar, conspired 
against him; and Baasha smote him 
at Gibbethon, which belonged to the 
PhilistinA; for Nadab and all Israel, 
laid siege to Gibbethon. 

28 Even in the third year of Asa 
king of Judah did Baasha slay him, 
and reigned in his stead. 

29 And it came to pass, when he 
reigned, that he smote all the house of

Jeroboam; he left not to Jeroboam 
any that breathed, until he had des¬ 
troyed him, according unto the saying 
of the Lord, which he spake by his 
servant Ahijah the Shilomte : 

50 Because of the sins of Jeroboam 
which he sinned, and which he made 
Israel sin,, by his provocation where¬ 
with he provoked the Lord God of 
Israel to anger.' 

51 5f Now the re$ of the acts of 
Nadab, and ail that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chroni¬ 
cles of the kings of Israel ? 

32 And there was war between Asa 
and Baasha king of Israel ail their days. 

S3 In the third, year of Asa king of 
Judah began Baasha the son of Ahi¬ 
jah to reign over all Israel in Tirzah, 
twenty and four years. 

34 And he did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, and walked in the way of 
Jeroboam, and in his sin wherewith 
he made Israel to sin. 

CHAP. XVI. 

1,7 Jehu’* prophecy against Baasha. 6 Elah suc- 
ceedtfh lam. 8 Zimri conspiring against Elah 
succeedetli him. 11 Zimri exccuteth Jehu’s 
prophecy. 15 O mri, made king by the soldiers, 
forceth Zimri desperately to hum himself. 21 
The kingdom being divided, Omri prevaileth 
against Tilmi, ti3 Omri buildeth Samaria. 
25 His wicked reign. 27 Ahab succeedeth him. 
29 Allah's most wicked reign. 34 Joshua's 
curse upon Hiel the builder of Jericho. 

Then the word of the Lord came 
to Jehu the son of Hanani against 
Baasha,-saying, 

2 Forasmuch as I exalted thee out 
of the dust, and made thee prince over 
my people Israel; and thou hast walk¬ 
ed m the way of Jeroboam, and 
hast made my people Israel to sin, to 
provoke me to anger with their sins; 

3 Behold, I will take away the pos¬ 
terity of Baaplia and the posterity of his 
house; and will make thy house like the 
house of Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

4 Him that dieth of Baasha in the 
city shall the dogs eat; aifti him that 
dieth of his in the fields shall the fowls 
of the air eat. 

5 Now the rest of the acts of Baa¬ 
sha, and what he did, and, his might, 
are they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Israel ? 
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6 So Baasha slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Tirzah: and Elan 
his son reigned in his stead. 

7 And also by the hqnd of the pro¬ 
phet Jehu the son of Hanani came the 
word of the Lord against Baasha, and 
against his house, even for all the evil 
that he did in the sight of the Lord, 
in provoking him to anger with the 
work of his hands, in being like the 
house of Jeroboam; and because he 
killed him. 

8 In the twenty and sixth year of 
Asa king of Judah began Elah the son 
of Baasha to reign over Israel in Tir¬ 
zah, two years. 

9 And his servant Zimri, captain 
of half his chariots, conspired against 
him, as he was in Tirzah, driuking 
himself drunk in the house of Arza 
steward of his house in Tirzah. 

* 10 And Zimri went in and smote 
him, and killed him, in the twenty and 
seventh year of Asa king of Judah, and 
reigued in his stead. 

11 % And it came to pass, when he 
began to reign, as soon as he sat on 
his throne, that' he slew all the house 
of Baasha: he left him not one that 
pisseth against a wall, neither of his 
kinsfolks, nor of his friends. 

12 Thus did Zimri destroy all the 
house of Baasha, according to the word 
of the Lord, which he spake against 
Baasha by Jehu the prophet, 

13 For all the sins of Baasha, and 
the sins of Elah his son, by which they 
sinned, and by which they made Is¬ 
rael to sin, in provoking the Lord 
God of Israel to anger with their 
vanities. 

14 Now the rest of the acts of Elah, 
and all that he did, are they not writ¬ 
ten in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Israel i 

15 In the twenty and seventh year 
of Asa king of Judah did Ziihri reign 
seven days in Tirzah. And the peo¬ 
ple were encamped against Gibbethon, 
which belonged to the Philistines. 

16 And the people that were en¬ 
camped heard say, Zimri hath con¬ 
spired, and hath also slain the king: 
wherefore all Israel made Omri, the 
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captain of the host, king over Israel 
that day in the camp. , 

17 And Omri went up from Gib- 
bethon, and all Israel with him, and 
they besieged Tirzah. 

18 And it came to pass, when Zim- 
ri saw that the city was taken, that he 
went into the palace of the king’s 
house, and burnt the king’s house 
over him with fire, and died, 

19 For his sins which he sinned in 
doing evil in the sight of the Lord, 
in walking in the way of Jeroboam, 
and in his sin which he did, to make 
Israel to sin. 

20 Now the rest of the acts ofZim- 
ri, and his treason that he wrought, 
are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Israel ? 

21 AT Then were the people of Is¬ 
rael divided into two parts: half of 
the people followed Tibni the son of 
Ginath, to make him king; and half 
followed Omri. ' 

22 But the people that followed 
Omri prevailed against the people 
that followed Tibni the son of Ginath: 
ao Tibni died, and Omri reigned. 

2S IT la the thirty and first year of 
Asa king of Judah began -Omri to 
reign over Israel, twelve years: six 
years reigned he in Tirzah. 

24 And lie bought the hill Sa¬ 
maria of £hemer fot two talents of 
silver, and built on the hill, and call¬ 
ed the name of the city which he 
built, after the name of Shemerj own¬ 
er of the hill, Samaria. 

25 51 But Omri wrought evil in-the 
eyes of the Lord, und did worse than 
all that were before him. 

26 For he walked in all the way of 
Jeroboam,the son of Nebat, and in 
his sin wherewith he made Israel to 
sin,- to provoke the- Loro God of 
I sracl to anger with their vanities. 

27 Now die rest of the acts of Omri 
which m did, and hismightthat he 
shewed, are' they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 

28 So Omri slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Samaria: and Ahab 
his son reigned in his stead. 
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29 If And in the thirty and eighth 
year of Asa king of Judah began Ahab 
the son of Omri to reign over Israel: 
and Ahab the son of Omri reigned 
over Israel in Samaria twenty and two 
years. 

30 And Ahab the son of Omri did 
evil in the sight of the Lord above all 
that were before him. 

31 And it came to pass, as if it had 
been a light thing for him to walk in 
the sins of Jeroboam the son of Ne¬ 
bat, that he took to wife Jezebel the 
daughter of Ethbaai king of the Zi- 
douians, and went and served Baal, 
and worshipped him. 

32 And lie reared up an altar for 
Baal in the house of Baal, which he 
had built in Samaria. 

33 And Ahab made a grove; and 
Ahab did more to provoke the Lord 
God of Israel to anger than all the 
kings of Israel that were before him. 

34 51 I» his days did Hiel the Beth- 
elile build Jericho: he laid the foun¬ 
dation thereof in Abiram his firstborn, 
and set up the gates thereof in his 
youngest son Segub, according to the 
word of the Lord, which he spake by 
Joshua the son of Nun. 

CHAP. XVII. 

1 Ely ah, having prophesied against A hah, is sent 
to Cherith, where the ravens fced.him. « Hr 
is sent to the widow of Zarephath. 17 He 
ruiseth Uw widow's son. 24 The woman be- 
tieveth him. 

:A.n d Elijah the Tishbite, who was of 
the inhabitants of Gilead, said unto 
Ahab, As the Lord God of Israel 
liveth, before whom I stand, there 
shall not be dew nor rain these years, 
but according to my word. 

2 And the wor3 of the Lord came 

unto liiitn, saying, « 

3 Get thee hence, and turn thee east¬ 
ward, and hide' thyself by the brook 
Cherith, that is before Jordan. 

4 Arid it* shall 'be, that thou shalt 
drink of the brook; and 1 have com¬ 
manded the ravens to feed thee there. 

5 So he went and did according unto 
the word of the Lord : for he went 
and dwelt by the brook Cherith, that 
is before Jordan. 



Elijah fed by ravens. CHAP. 

6 And the ravens brought him bread 
and flesh in the morning, and bread 
and flesh in the evening; and he drank 
of the brook. 

7 And it came to pass After a while, 
that the brook dried up, because there 
had been no rain in the land. 

8 And the word of the Lord 
came unto him, saying, 

9 Arise, get thee to Zarephath, which 
belongeth to Zidon, and dwell there: 
behold, I have commanded a widow 
woman there to sustain thee. 

10 So he arose and went to Zare¬ 
phath. And when he came to the 
gate of the city, behold, the widow 
woman was there gathering of slicks: 
and he called to her, and said. Fetch 
me, I pray thee, a little water in a 
vessel, that I may drink. 

11 And as she was going to fetch 
it, he called to her, and said, Bring 
me, 1 pray thee, a morsel of bread in 
thine hand. 

12 Afld she said, As the Lord thy 
God liveth, 1 have not a cake, but an 
handful of meal in a barrel, and a little 
oil in a cruse: and, behold, I am 
gathering two sticks, that I may go in 
and dress it for me and my son, that 
we may eat it, and die. 

13 And Elijah said unto her, Fear 
not; go and do as thou hast said : but 
make me thereof a little cake first, 
and bring it unto me, and after make 
for thee ahd for thy son. 

14 For thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel, The barrel of meal shall not 
waste, neither shall the cruse of oil fail, 
until the day that the Lord sendeth 
rain upon the earth. 

15 And she went and did according 
to the saying of Elijah: and she, and 
he, and her house, did eat many days. 

16 And the barrel of meal wasted 
not, neither did the cruse of oil fail, 
according to the word of tfoe Lord, 
which he spake by Elijah. 

17 H And it came to pass after these 
things, that the son of the woman, the 
mistress of the house, fell sick; and 
his sickness was so sore, that there 
was no breath left in him. 

18 And she said unto Elijah, What 
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have I to do with thee, O thou man 
of God? art thou come unto me to 
call my sin to remembrance, and to 
slay my son? 

19 And he said unto her, Give me 
thy son. And he took him out of her 
bosom, and carried him up into a loft, 
where he abode, and laid him upon 
his own bed. 

20 And he cried unto the Lord, 
and said, OLord my God, hast thou 
also brought evil upon the widow with 
whom I sojourn, by slaying her son ? 

21 And he stretched himself upon 
the child three times, and cried unto 
the Lord, and said, O Lord my 
God, I pray thee, let this child’s soul 
come into him again. 

22 And the Lord heard the voice 
of Elijah; and the soul of the child 
came into him again, and he revived. 

23 And Elijah took the child, and 
brought him down out of the cham¬ 
ber into the house, and delivered him 
unto his mother: and Elijah said, See, 
thy son liveth. 

24 And the woman said to Elijah, 
Now by this I know that thoU art a 
man of God, and that the word of the 
Lord in thy moath is truth. 

CHAP. XVIII. 

1 lit the extremity of famine Elijah, sent to Ahab, 

mcetcth good Obadiah. 9 Obadiah bringeth 

Ahab to Elijah. 17 Elijah, reproving Ahab , 

by fire from heaven convinceth Baal's prophet*. 

41 Elijah, by prayer obtaining rain, folio wet h 

Ahab to Jexreel. 

An d it came to pass alter many days, 
that the word of the Lord came to 
Elijah in the third year, saying, Go, 
shew thyself unto Ahab; and I will 
send rain upon the earth. 

2 And Elijah went to shew himself 
unto Ahab. And there was a sore 
famine in Samaria. 

3 And Ahab called Obadiah, which 
was the governor of his house. ( Now 
Obadiah feared the Lord greatly: 

4 For it was so, when Jezebel cut off 
the prophets of the Lord, that Oba¬ 
diah took an hundred prophets, and 
hid them by fifty in a cave, and fed 
them with bread and water.) 

5 And Ahab said unto Obadiah, Go 
into the laud, unto all fountains of 
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water, and unto all brooks: peradven 
ture we may find grass to save the 
horses and mules alive, that we lost 
not all the beasts. 

6 So they divided the land between 
them to pass throughout it: Ahab 
went one way by himself, and Obadi¬ 
ah went another way by himself. 

7 If And as Obadiah was in the way, 
behold, Elijah met him: and he knew 
him, and fell on his face, and said, Art 

•thou that my lord Elijahl 
8 And he answered him, I am: go, 
tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here. 

Q And he said, What have I sinned, 
that thou wouldest deliver thy servant 
into the hand of Ahab, to slay me ? 

10 As the Loan thy God liveth, 
there is no nation nor kingdom, whi¬ 
ther my lord hath notsent to seek thee: 
and when they said, lie is not there; 
he took an oath of the kingdom and 
nation, that they found thee not. 

11 And now thou sayest, Go, tell 
thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here. 

12 And it shall come to pass, as 
soon as I am gone from thee, that the 
Spirit df the Lori> shall carry thee 
whither I know not; and so when I 
come and tell Ahab, and he cannot 
find thee, he shall slay me: but I thy 
servantfear the Lord from my youth. 

13 Was it not told my lord what I 
did when Jezebel slew the prophets of 
the Lord, how I hid an hundred men 
of the Lord’s prophets by fifty in a 
cave, and fed them with bread and 
water ? 

14 And now thou sayest, Go, tell 
the lord, Behold, Elijah is here: and 
he shall slay me. 

15 And Elijah said, As the Lord 
of hosts liveth, before whom 1 stand, 

I will surely shew myself unto him 
to day. 

J6 So Obadiah wetit to meetAhab, 
and told him: and Ahab went to meet 
Elijah! 

17 If And it came to pass, when 
Ahab saw Elijah, that Ahab said unto 
him, Art thou he that troubleth Israel ? 

18 And he answered, I have not 
troubled Israel; but thou,and thy fa¬ 
ther’s house, in that ye have forsaken 
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the commandments of the Lord, and 
thou hast followed Baalim. 

19 Now therefore send, and gather 
to me all Israel unto mount Carmel, 
and the prophets of Baal four hundred 
and fifty, and the prophets of the 
groves four hundred, which eat at Je¬ 
zebel’s table. 

20 So Ahab sent unto all the chil¬ 
dren of Israel, and gathered the pro¬ 
phets together unto mount Carmel. 

21 And Elij;ili came unto all the 
eople, and said, How long halt ye 

between two opinions i if the Lord 
<e God, follow him: but if Baal, 
hen follow him. And the people 
nswered him not a word. 

22 Then said Elijah unto the peo- 
>le, 1, even I only, remain a prophet 
>f the Lord; but Baal’s prophets are 
bur hundred and fifty men. 

23 Let them therefore give us two 
jullocks; and let them choose one 
bullock for themselves, and cut it in 
pieces, and lay it on wood, Und put 
10 fire under: and 1 will dress the 
ither bullock, and lay it on wood, and 

put no fire under: 

24 And call ye on the name of your 
'ods, and I will call on the name of 
he Lord: and the God that answer- 

eth by fire, let him be God. And all 
:he people answered and said, It is 
well spoken. 

23 And Elijah said unto the .prophets 
f Baal, Choose you one bullock for 
ourselves, and dress it first; for ye 
are many; and call on the name of 
your gods, but put no fire under. 

26 And they took thebullpck which 
was given them, and they dressed it, 

nd called on the name of Baal from 
morning even, until noon, saying, . O 
Baal, hear us. But then was no voice, - 
nor any that answered. And they leap¬ 
ed upon the altar- which was made. 

27 And it 1 came to pass at noon; 
that Elijah mocked them, and said, 
~ry aloud; for hetsa god; either he 
s talking; or he is pursuing, or he is 
n a journey, or peradventure he sleep- 
eth, and must be awaked. 

28 And they cried aloud, and cut 
themselves after their manner with 
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knives and lancets, till the blood 
gushed out upon them. 

29 And it came to pass, when mid¬ 
day was past, and they prophesied 
until the time of the offering of the 
evening sacrifice, that there was nei¬ 
ther voice, nor any to answer, nor any 
that regarded. 

30 And Elijah said unto all the peo¬ 
ple, Come near unto me. And all 
the people came near unto him. And 
he repaired the altar of the Lord 
that was broken down. 

31 And Elijah took twelve stones, 
according to the number of the tribes 
of the sons of Jacob, unto whom the 
word of the Lord came, saying, Is¬ 
rael shall be thy name : 

32 And with the stones he built an 
altar in the name of the Loud : and 
he made a trench about the altar, as 
great as would contain two measures 
of seed. 

33 And he put the wood in order, 
and cut the bullock in pieces, and laid 
him on the wood, and said, Fill four 
barrels with water, and pour it on the 
burnt sacrifice, and on the wood. 

34 And he said, Do it the second 
time. And they did it the second 
time. And he said. Do it the third 
time. And they did it the third time. 

35 And the water ran round about 
the altar; atid he filled the trench also 
with water. 

36 And* it came to pass at the time 
of the offering of the evening sacrifice, 
that Elijah the prophet came near, 
and said. Lord God of Abraham, 
Isaac, and of Israel, let it be ktiowu 
this day that thou art God in Israel, 
and that I am thy servant, and that I 
have done all these things at thy word. 

37 Hear me.,0 Lord hear me, that 
this people may know that thou art 
the Lord God, and that thou hast 
turned their heart back again. 

38 Then the fire of the Lord fell, 
and consumed the burnt sacrifice, and 
the wood, and the stones, and the 
dust,, and licked up the water that 
was in the trench. 

39 And when all the people saw it, 
they fell pu their faces: and they said, 
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The Lord, he is the God; the Lord, 
he is the God. 

40 And Elijah said unto them,Take 
the prophets of Baal; let not one of 
them escape. And they took them: 
and Elnah brought them down to the 
brook Kishon, and slew them there. 

41 51 A Q d Elijah said unto Aliab, 
Get thee up, eat and drink ; for there 
is a sound of abundance of rain. 

42 So Ahab went up to eat and to 
drink. And Elijah went up to the top 
of Carmel; and he cast himself down 
upon the earth, and put hifc face be¬ 
tween his knees, 

43 And said to his servant. Go 
up now, look toward the sea. And 
he went up, and looked, and said, 
There is nothing. And he said, Go 
again seven times. 

44 And it came to pass at the 
seventh time, that he said, Behold, 
there ariseth a little cloud out of the 
sea, like a man’s hand. A“d he said. 
Go up, say unto Ahab, Prepare* thy 
chariot, and get thee down, that the 
rain stop thee not. 

45 And it came to pass in the mean 
while, that the heaven was black with 
clouds and wind, and there was a 
great rain. And Ahab rode, .and 
went to Jezreel. 

46 And the hand of the Lord was 
on Elijah ; and he girded up his loins, 
and ran before Ahab to the entrance 
of Jezreel. - 

CHAP. XIX. 

1 Elijah, threatened by Jezebel, fleeth to Deer• 
sheba. 4 In the wilderness, being weary 0 /his 
life, he is comforted by an angel. 9 At Horeb 
God appeareth unto turn, sending him to anoint 
Hatael, Jehu, and Elisha. 19 Elisha, taking 
leave of his friends, followeth Elijah. 

AnD Ahab told Jezebel all that Eli¬ 
jah had done, and withal how he had 
slain all the prophets with the sword. 

2 Then JezebeTsenta messenger un¬ 
to Elijah, saying, So let the gods do 
to me, and more also, if I make not 
thy life as the life of one of them by 
to morrow about this time. 

3 And when he saw that , he arose, 
and went for his life, and came to 
Beer-sheba, which belongeth to Judah, 
and left his servant there. 

3 F 
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4 But he himself went a day’s 
journey into the wilderness, and came 
and sat down under a juniper tree: 
and he requested for himself that he 
might die; and said, It is enough; now, 
O Lord, take away my life; for I am 
not better than my fathers. 

5 And as he lay and slept under a 
juniper tree, behold, then an angel 
touched him, and said unto him. Arise 
and eat. 

6 And he looked, and, behold, there 
was a cake baken on the coals, and a 
cruse of water at his head. And he did 
eat and drink, and laid him down again. 

7 And the angel of the Lord came 
again the second time, and touched 
him, and said, Arise and eat; because 
the journey is too great for thee. 

8 And he arose, and did eat and 
drink, and went in the strength of that 
meat forty days and forty nights unto 
Horeb the mount of God. 


14 And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lord God of hosts: 
because the children of Israel have 
forsaken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and slain thy prophets 
with the sword; and I, even I only, 
am left; and they seek my life, to 
take it away. 

1.5 And the Lord said unto him, 
Go, return on thy w'ay to the wilderness 
of Damascus: and when thou comcst, 
anoint Hazael to be king over Syria : 

16 And Jehu the son of Nimshi 
shalt thou anoint to be king over Is¬ 
rael : and Elisha the son of Shaphat 
of Abel-meholah shalt thou anoint to 
be prophet in thy room. 

17 And it shall come to pass, that 
him that escapcth the sword of Ha¬ 
zael shall Jehu slay: and him that 
escapeth from the sword of Jehu shall 
Elisha slay. 

18 Yet 1 have left me seven thousand 


9 And he came thither unto a 
cave, and lodged there; and, behold, 
the word of the Lord came to him, 
and he said unto him, Whatdoest thou 
here, Elijah? 

10 And he said, I have been very 
jealous for the Lord God of hosts: 
for the children of Israel have for¬ 
saken thy covenant, thrown dow'n 
thine altars, and slain thy prophets 
with the sword; and I, eveti I only, 
am left; and they seek my life, to 
take it away. 

11 And he said, Go foirth, and stand 
upon the mount before the Lord. 
And, behold, the Lord passed by, 
and a great and strong wind rent the 
mountains, and brake in pieces the 
rocks before the Lord; 6uf the Lord 
was not in the wind: and aftef the 
wind an earthquake; but the Lord 
was not in the earthquake; 

12 And after the earthquake a fire; 
but t’:e Lord was not in the fire: and 
after the fire a still small voice. 

13 And it was so, when Elijah heard 
if, that he wrapped his face in his num- 
tle, and went out, and stood in the en¬ 
tering in of the cave. And, behold, 
there came a voice unto him, and said. 
What doest thou here, Elijah i 
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in Israel, all the knees which have not 
bowed unto Baal, and every mouth 
which hath not kissed him. 

19 f So he departed thence, and 
found Elisha the son of Shaphat, who 
was plowing with twelve yoke of oxen 
before him, and he with the twelfth: 
and Elijah passed by him, and cast 
his mantle upon him. 

20 And he left the oxen, and ran 
after Elijah, and said. Let" me, I pray 
thee, kiss my father and my mother, 
aud then I will follow thee: And he 
said unto him. Go back again: for 
what have I done to thee?. 

21 And he returned back from him, 
and took a yoke of oxen, and slew 
them,* and boiled their flesh with the 
instruments of the oxen, and gave 
unfo the people, and they did cat. 
Then he arose, and went after Elijah,* 
and ministered unto him. 

CHAP. XX. 

1 Ben-had*i, not content tcith Ahab’s homage, 
besiegeth Samaria. 13 By the direction of a 
prophet, the Syrians are slain. VI As the 
prophet forewarned Ahab, the Syrians, trust¬ 
ing in the valleys, come against him in Aphe/c. 
HO By the word of the prophet, and God’s 
judgment, the Syrians are smitten again. Si 
The Syrians submitting themselves, Ahab send- 
etlt Ben-hadad away with a covenant. 35 The 
prophet, under the parable of a prisoner, making 
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Ahab to judge himeetf, denounceth God!a judg¬ 
ment against him. 

A.ND Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
gathered all his host together: and 
there were thirty and two kings with 
him, and horses, and chariots : - and he 
went up and besieged Samaria, and 
warred against it. 

2 And he sent messengers to Ahab 
king of Israel into the city, and said 
unto him, Thus saith Ben-hadad, 

3 Thy silver and thy gold is mine; 
thy wives also and thy children, even 
the goodliest, are mine. 

4 And the king of Israel answered 
and said, My lord, O king, according 
to thy saying, I am thine, and all that 
I have. 

5 And thl messengers came again, 
and said, Thus spcaketh Ben-hadad, 
saying, Although I have sent unto 
thee, saying, Thou shalt deliver me 
thy silver, and thy gold, and thy 
wives, and thy children; 

6 Yet I will send my servants unto 
thee to morrow about this time, and 
they, shall search thine house, and the 
houses of thy servants; and it shall 
be, that whatsoever is pleasant in 
thine eyes, they shall pul it in their 
hand, and take it away. 

7 Then the king of Israel called all 
the elders of the laud, and said, Mark, 
1 pray you, and see how this man 
seeketh mischief: for he sent unto me 
for my wives, and for my children, and 
for my silver, and for my gold; and I 
denied him not. 

8 And all the elders and all the peo- 
le said unto him. Hearken not unto 
im, nor consent. 

9 Wherefore he said unto the mes¬ 

sengers of Ben-hadad, Tell my lord 
the king, AJ1 that thou didst send for 
to thy servant at the first I will do: 
but this thing I may not do. And the 
messengers departed, and brought him 
word again. * 

10 And Ben-hadad sent unto him*, 
and said, The gods do so unto me, and 
more also, if the dust of Samaria shall 
suffice for handfuls for nil the peo¬ 
ple that follow me. 

11 And the king of Israel answered 
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and said, Tell him, Let not him that 
girdeth on his harness boast himself as 
he that putteth it off. 

12 And it came to pass, when Ben- 
hadad, heard this message, as he was 
drinking, he and the kings in the pa¬ 
vilions, that he said unto his servants, 
Set yourselves in array. And they set 
themselves in array against the city. 

13 *11 And, behold, there came a 
prophet unto Ahab king of Israel, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord, Hast 
thou seen all this great multitude ? 
behold, I will deliver it into thine 
hand this day; and thou shalt know 
that I am the Lord. 

14 And Ahab said. By whom ? And 
he said, Tlius saith the Lord, Even 
by the young men of the princes of the 
provinces. Then he said, Who shall 
order the battle? And he answered, 
Thou. 

15 Then he numbered the young 
men of the princes of the provinces, 
and they were two hundred and thirty 
two: and after them he numbered all 
the people, even all the children of Is¬ 
rael, being seven thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. 
But Ben-hadad was drinking himself 
drunk in the pavilions, he and the 
kings, the thirty and two kings that 
helped him. 

17 And the young men of the prin¬ 
ces of the provinces went eut first; 
and Ben-hadad sent out, and they 
told him, saying, There are men come 
out of Samaria. 

18 And he said. Whether they be 

come out for peace, take them alive; 
or whether they be come out for war, 
take them alive.' *' 

19 So these young men of the prin¬ 
ces of the provinces came out of the 
city, and the army whiefcr followed 
them. 

20 And they slew every one his 
man: and the Syrians fled ; and Israel 
pursued them: and Ben-hadad the 
king of Syria escaped’ on an horse 
with the horsemen. 

21 And the king of Israel went out, 
and smote the horses and chariots, and 
slew the Syrians with agreat slaughter. 
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22 f And the prophet came to the 
king of Israel, and said unto him. Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and see 
'what thou doest: for at the returnof 
the year the king of Syria will come 
up against thee. 

23 And the servants of the king of 
Syria said unto him, Their gods are 
gods of the hills; therefore they were 
stronger than we; but let us fight 
against them in the plain, and surely 
we shall be stronger than they. 

24 And do this thing, Take the kings 
away, every man out of his place, and 
put captains in their rooms 

25 And number thee an army, like 
the army that thou hast lost, horse for 
horse, and chariot for chariot: and we 
will fight against them in the -plain, 
and surely we shall be stronger than 
they. And he hearkened unto their 
voice, and did so. 

26 And it came to pass at the re¬ 
turn of the year,.that Ben-hadad num¬ 
bered the Syrians, and went up to 
Aphek, to fight against Israel. 

27. And the children of Israel were 
numbered, and were all present, and 
went against them: and the children 
of Israel pitched before them like two 
little flocks of kids; but the Syrians 
filled the country. 

28 And there came a man of God, 
and spake unto the king of Israel, and 
said, Thus saith the Lord, Because 
the Syrians have said, The Lord is 
God of the hills, but he is not God of 
the valleys, therefore will I deliver all 
this great multitude into thine hand, and 
ye shall know that I am the Lord. 

29 And they pitched one over against 
the other seven days. And so it was, 
that in the seventh day the battle was 
joined: and the children of Israel slew 
of the Sypans an hundred thousand 
footmen in one day. 

50 But .the rest fled to Aphek, into 
the c*«ty; and there a wall fell upon 
twenty and seven thousand of the men 
that were left. And Ben-hadad fled, 
and came into the city, into an inner 
'chamber. 

51 And his servants said unto 
him, Behold now, we have heard that 
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die kings of the house of Israel are 
merciful kings: let us, I pray thee, 
put sackcloth on our loins, and ropes 
upon our heads, and go out to the king 
erf Israel: peradventure he will save 
thy life. 

32 So they girded sackcloth on their 
loins, and put ropes on their heads, 
aud came to the king of Israel, and 
said, Thy servant Ben-hadad saith, 1 
pray thee, let me live. And he said. 
Is he yet alive? he is my brother. 

33 Now the men did diligendy ob¬ 
serve whether any thing would come 
from him, and did hastily catch it: 
and they said. Thy brother Ben-hadad, 
Then he said, Go ye, bring him. 
Then Ben-hadad came forth to him; 
and he caused him to ftme up into 
the chariot. 

34 And Ben-hadad said unto him. 
The cities, which my father took from 
thy father, I will restore; and thou 
shalt make streets for thee in Damas¬ 
cus, as my father made in Samaria. 
Then said Ahab , l will send dice away 
w'ith this covenant. So he made a co¬ 
venant widi him, and sent him away. 

35 And a certain man of the sons 
of the prophets said unto his neigh¬ 
bour in the word of the Lord, Smite 
me, I pray thee. And the man re¬ 
fused to smite him. 

36 Then said be unto him; Because 
thou hast not obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, behold, as soon as thou art de¬ 
parted from me, a lion shall slay thee. 
And as soon as he was departed from 
him, a lion found him, and slew him. 

37 Then he found another man, and 
said. Smite me, I pray thee. And the 
man smote him, so that in smiting he 
wounded him. 

38 So the prophet departed, and 
waited for the king by the way, and 
disguised himself with ashes upon 
his face. 

3Q And as the king passed by, he 
cried Unto the king: and he said, 
Thy servant went but into the midst 
of the battle; and, behold, a man 
turned aside, and brought a man unto 
me and said, Keep this man: if by 
any means he be missing, then shall thy 
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life be for his life, or else thou shall 
pay a talent of silver. 

40 And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, he M as gone. And the king 
of Israel said unto him, So shall thy 
judgment be; thyself hast decided it. 

41 And he hasted, and took the 
ashes away from his face; and the 
king of Israel discerned him that he 
was of the prophets 

42 And he said unto him, Thus 
saith the Lord, Because thou hast 
let go out of thy hand a man whom 1 
appointed to utter destruction, there¬ 
fore thy life shall go for his life, and 
thy people for his people. 

43 And the king of Israel went to 
his house heavy and displeased, and 
came to Samaria 

CHAP. XXL 

t Ahab being; denied Naboth’s vineyard is grieved. 

5 Jezebel writing letters against Naboth, he is 
condemned of blasphemy. 15 Ahab taketh pos¬ 
session of the vineyard, 17 Elijah dcnnunccth 
judgments against Ahab and Jezebel. ‘lh Wicked 
Ahab repenting, God deferreth the judgment. 

And it came to pass after these 
things, that, Naboth the Jezreelite had 
a vineyard, which was in Jezreel, hard 
by the palace of Ahab king of Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, 
sajing, Give me thy vineyard, that 1 
may have it for a garden of herbs, be¬ 
cause it is near unto my house : and I 
will give th^e for it a better vineyard 
than it; or, if it seem good to thee, I 
will give thee the worth of it in money. 

3 And Naboth said to Ahab, The 
Lord forbid it me, that 1 should give 
the inheritance of my fathers unto thee. 

4 And Ahab came into his house 
heavy and displeased because of the 
word which Naboth the Jezreelite had 
spoken to him : for he had said, I will 
not give thee jhe inheritance of my 
fathers. And he laid him down upon 
his bed, and turned away his face, and 
would eat no bread. 

3 But Jezebel his wife came to 
him, and said unto him,. Why is thy 
spirit so sad, that thou eatest no bread? 

6 And he said unto her, Because I 
spake unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and 
said unto him. Give me thy vineyard 
for money; or else, if it please thee, 
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1 will give thee another vineyard for 
it: and he answered, I will not give 
thee my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel his wife said unto 
him, Dost thou now govern the king¬ 
dom of Israel i arise, and eat bread, 
and let thine heart be merry : I will 
give thee the vineyard of Naboth the 
Jezreelite. 

8 So she wrote letters in Ahab’s 
name, and sealed them with his seal, 
and sent the letters unto the elders and 
to the nobles that were in his city, 
dwelling with Naboth. 

9 And she wrote in the letters, say¬ 
ing, Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth 
on high among the people : 

10 And set two men, sons of Belial, 
before hilh, to bear witness against him, 
saying, Thou didst blaspheme God 
and the king. And then carry him 
out, and stone him, that he may die. 

11 And the men of his city, even the 
clder3 and the nobles who were the in¬ 
habitants in his city, did as Jezebel 
had sent unto them, and as it was writ¬ 
ten in the letters which she had sent 
unto them. 

12 They proclaimed a fast, and set 
Naboth on high among the people. 

13 And there came in two men, chil¬ 
dren of Belial, and sat before him : 
and the men of Belial witnessed against 
him, even against Naboth, in the pre¬ 
sence of the people, saying, Naboth 
did blaspheme God and the king. 
Then they carried him forth out of the 
city, and stoned him with stones, that 
he died. 

14 Then they sent to Jezebel, say¬ 
ing, Naboth is stoned, and is dead. 

15 f And it came to pass, when Je¬ 
zebel heard that Naboth w r as stoned, 
and was dead, that Jezebel said to 
Ahab, Arise, take possession of the 
vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
which he refused to give thee for mo¬ 
ney : for Naboth is not alive, but dead.' 

16 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard that Naboth was dead, that 
Ahab rose up to go down to the vine¬ 
yard of Naboth the Jezreelite, to take 
possession of it. 

17U And the word of the Lord 
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came to Elijah the TishJbite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab 
king of Israel, which is in Samaria : 
behold, he is in the vineyard of N aboth, 
whither he js gone down to possess it. 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying. Thus saith the Loan, Hast 
thou killed, and also taken possession ? 
And thou shall speak unto him, say¬ 
ing, Thus saith the Lord, Ift the place 
where dogs licked the blood of Naboth 
shall dogs lick thy blood, even thine. 

20 And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast 
thou found me, O mine enemy ? And 
he answered, I have found thee: be¬ 
cause thou hast sold thyself to work 
evil in the sight of the Lord. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon 
thee, and will take away thytposterity, 
and will cut off from Ahab him that 
pisseth against the wall, and him that 
is shut up and left in Israel, 

22 And will make thine house like 
the house of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, and like the house of Baasha the 
son of Ahijah, for the provocation 
wherewith thou hast provoked me to 
anger, and made Israel to sin. 

23 And of Jezebel also spake the 
Lord, saying. The dogs shall eat Je¬ 
zebel by the wall of Jezreel. 

24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the 

city the dogs shall eat; and him that 
dieth in the field shall the fowls of the 
air eat. ' 

25 if But there was none like unto 
Ahab, which did sell himself to work 
wickedness in the sight of the Lord, 
whom Jezebel his wife stirred tip. 

26 And he did very abominably in 
' following idols, according to all things 

as did the Amorites, whom the Lord 
cast out before the children of Israel. 

27 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard those words, that he rent his 
clothes, and.-put-sackcloth upon his 
flesh, and fasted, and lay in saekcloth, 
an.i went softly. 

28 And the word of the Lord came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

29 Seest thou how Ahab humbleth 
himself before me 1 because he hum¬ 
bleth himself before me, I will not 
bring the evil in his days: but in his 
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son’s days will I bring the evil upon 
his house. 

CHAP. XXII. 

1 Ahab, seduced by false prophets , according to 

the word of MicaiaJi, is slain at Ruinolhgilead. 

37 The dogs lick up his blood , and Ahasiah 

succeededh him. 41 Hehashnphul's good reign. 

45 His acts. 50 Jehoram succeedcth him. 

51 Ahuziah's erit reign. 

And they coutiuued three years with¬ 
out war between Syria and Israel. 

2 And it came to pass in the third 
year, that Jehoshaphat the king of Ju¬ 
dah came down to the king of Israel. 

3 And the kiug of Israel said unto 
his servants, Know' ye that Ramoth in 
Gilead is our’s, and we be still, and 
take it not out of the hand of the king 
of Syria ? 

4 And he said unto Jehoshaphat, 
Wilt thou go with me to battle to 
Ramoth-gilead ? And Jehoshaphat 
said to the king of Israel, I am as 
thou art , my people as thy people, 
my hQrseB as thy horses. 

5 And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel, Enquire, I pray thee, 
at the word of the Lord to day. 

6 Then the king of Israel gathered 
the prophets together, about four 
hundred men, and said unto them, 
Shall 1 go against Ramoth-gilead to 
battle, or shall I forbear ? And they 
said, Go up ; for the Loud shall de¬ 
liver it into the hand of the king. 

7 And.Jehoshaphat said, Is there 
not here a prophet of the Lord be¬ 
sides, that we might enquire of him ? 

8 Aud the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, 
Micaiah the son of Imlah, by whom 
we may enquire of the Lord : but 1 
hate him; for he doth not prophesy 
good concerning me, but evil. And Je* 
hoshaphat said, Let not the king say s ot 

9 Then the king of Israel called an 
officer, and said, Hasten hither Mica¬ 
iah the son of Imlah.’ 

10 And the king of Israel and Je¬ 
hoshaphat the king of Judah sat each 
on his throne, having put on their 
robes, in a void place in the entrance 
of the gate of Samaria; and all the 
prophets prophesied before them. 

. 11 And Zedekiah the son of Che- 
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naanah made him horns of iron: and 
he said, Thus saith the Lord, With 
these shalt thou push the Syrians, un¬ 
til thou have consumed them. 

12 And all the prophets prophesied 
so, saying, Go up to Ramoth-gilead, 
and prosper : for the Loud shall de¬ 
liver it into the king’s hand. 

13 And the messenger that was gone 
to call Micaiah spake unto him, say¬ 
ing, Behold now, the words of the 
prophets declare good unto the king 
with one mouth : let thy word, I pray 
thee, be like the word of one of them, 
and speak that which is good. 

14 And Micaiah said, /is the Lord 
liveth, what the Lord saith unto me, 
that will I speak. 

15 So he came to the king. And 
the king said unto him, Micaiah, shall 
we go against Ramoth-gilead to bat¬ 
tle, or shall we forbear ? And he an¬ 
swered him, Go, and prosper: for the 
Lord shall deliver it into the hand of 
the king. 

16 And the king said unto him, IIow 
many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou tell me nothing but that which is 
true in the name of the Lord ? 

17 And he said, 1 saw all Israel 
scattered upon the hills, as sheep that 
have not a shepherd: and the Lord 
said. These have no master: let them 
return ever/nian to his house in peace. 

18 And.the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaplmt, Did I not tell thee that 
he would prophesy no good concern¬ 
ing me, but evil ? 

19 And he said, Hear thou there¬ 
fore the word of the Lord : I saw 
the Lord sitting on his throne, and 
all tiie host of heaven standing by him 
on his right hand and on his left. 

20 And the„LoRD said, Who shall 
persuade Ahab, that he may go up and 
fail at Ramoth-gilead ? And one said 
on this manner, and another said on 
that manner. 

£1 And there came forth a spirit, 
and stood before the Lord, and said, 

I will persuade him. 

22 And the Lord said unto him, 
Wherewith? And he ! said, I will go 
forth, and 1 will be a lying spirit in 
415 


XXII. is slain at Ramoth-gilead- 

the mouth of all his prophets. And 
he said, Thou shalt persuade him, and 
prevail also: go forth, and do so. 

23 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth 
of all these thy prophets,and the Lord 
hath spoken evil concerning thee. 

24 But Zedekiah the son of 'Che- 
naanah went near, and smote Micaiah 
on the cheek, and said, Which way 
went the Spirit of the Lord from me 
to speak unto thee ? 

25 And Micaiah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see in that day, when thou shalt go 
into an inner chamber to hide thyself. 

26 And the king of Israel said, Take 
Micaiah, and carry him back unto 
Amon the governor of the city, and to 
Joash the king’s son; 

27 And say, Thus saith the king. Put 
this fellow in the prison, and feed him 
witli bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until I come in peace. 

28 And Micaiah said. If thou return 
at all in peace, the Lord hath not 
spoken by me. And he said, Hear¬ 
ken, O people, every one of you. 

29 So the king of Israel and Jebo- 
shaphat the king of Judah went up to 
Ramoth-gilead. 

30 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehosliaphat, I will disguise myself, 
and enter into the battle; but put thou 
on thy robes. And the king of Israel 
disguised himself, -and went into the 
battle. 

31 But the king of Syria command¬ 
ed his thirty and two captains that had 
rule over his chariots, saying, Fight 
neither with small nor great, save only 
with the king of Israel. 

32 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jehosha- 
phat, that they said, Surely it is the 
king of Israel. And they turned aside 
to tight against him : and Jehoshaphat 
cried out. 

33 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots perceived that 
it was not the king of Israel, that they 
turned back from pursuing him. 

34 And a certain, man drew a bow 
at a venture, and smote the king of Is¬ 
rael between the joints of the harness: 
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wherefore he said unto the driver of 
his chariot. Turn thine hand, and carry 
me out of the host; for I am wounded. 

35 And the battle increased that 
day: and the king was stayed up in 
his chariot against the Syrians, and died 
at even : and the blood ran out of the 
wound into the midst of the chariot. 

36 And there went a proclamation 
throughout the host about the going 
down of the sun, saying. Every man 
to his city, and every man to his own 
country. 

37 If So the king died, and was 
brought to Samaria; and they buried 
the king in Samaria. 

38 And one washed the chariot in 
the pool of Samaria; and the dogs 
licked up his blood; and they washed 
his armour; according uuto the word 
of the Lord which he spake. 

39 Now the rest of the acts of Ahab, 
and all that he did, and the ivory house 
which he made., and all the cities that 
he built, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel? 

40 So Ahab slept with his fathers; and 
Ahaziah his son reigned in his stead. 

41 If And Jehoshaphat the son of 
Asa began to reign over Judah in the 
fourth year of Ahab king of Israel. 

42 Jehoshaphat was thirty and live 
years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned twenty and five years in 
Jerusalem. And his mother’s name 
was Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 

43 And he walked in all the ways of 
A$a his father; he turned not aside 
from it, doing that which was right in 
the eyes of the Lord: nevertheless 


the high places were not taken away , 
for the people offered and burnt in¬ 
cense yet in the high places. 

44 Aud Jehoshaphat made peace 
with the king of Israel. 

43 Now the rest of the acts of Je¬ 
hoshaphat, and his might that he shew¬ 
ed, and how he warred, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? 

46 And the remnant of the sodom¬ 
ites, which remained in the days of his 
father Asa, he took out of the land. 

47 There was then no king in Edom; 
a deputy was king. 

48 Jehoshaphat made ships of Thar- 
shish to go to Ophir for gold : but they 
went not; for the ships were broken 
at Ezion-geber. 

49 Then said Ahaziah the son of 
Ahab unto Jehoshaphat, Let my ser¬ 
vants go with thy servants in the ships. 
But Jehoshaphat would.not. 

50^1 And Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried w ith his fathers 
in the city of David his father: and Je- 
horam his son reigned in his stead. 

51 Ahaziah the son of Ahab be¬ 
gan to reign over Israel in Samaria 
the seventeenth year of Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah, and reigned tw o years 
over Israel. 

32 And he did evil in the sight of 
the Lord, and walked in*the way of 
his father, and in the way of his mo¬ 
ther, and in the way of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, who made Israel to sin: 

53 For he served Baal, and wor¬ 
shipped him, and provoked to anger 
the Lord God of Israel, according to 
all that his father’ had done.

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Then Moab rebelled against Israel 
after the Heath of Ahab. 

2 And Ahaziah fell down through a 
lattice in his upper chamber that a’«sin 
Samaria,and was sick: andhe sent mes¬ 
sengers, and said unto them. Go, en¬ 
quire of Baal-zebub the god of Ekron 
whether I shall recover of this disease. 
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S But the angel of the LoRDsaid 
to Elijah the Tuhbite, Arise, go up to 
meet the messengers of the king of 
Samaria, and say unto them, Is it not 
because there is not a God in Israel, 
that ye go to enquire of Baal-zebub 
the god of Ekron ? 

4 Now therefore thus saith the Lord, 

Thou shalt not come down from that 
bed on which thou art but 

shalt surely die, AndEj^pm^wrted. 

5 % And when the messen^pfe turned 
back unto him, he said untotnem. Why 
are ye now turned back ? 

6 And they said unto him. There 
came a man up to meet us, and said 
unto us. Go, turn again unto the king 
that seqt you, and say unto him. Thus 
saith thf-LoRD, Is it not because there 
is not a God in Israel, that thou send- 
est to enquire of Baal-zebub the god 
of I^kron ? therefore thou shalt not 
come down from that bed on which 
thou art gon^up, but shalt surely die, 

7 And he said unto them. What man¬ 
ner of man was he which came up to 
meet you, and told you these words ? 

8 And they answered him, He was 
an hairy man, and girt with a girdle 
Of leather about his loins. And he 
said. It is Elijah the Tishbite. 

9 Then the king sent unto him a 
captain of fifty with his fifty. And he 
went up to *him: and, behold, he sat 
on the top of an hill. And he spake 
unto him. Thou man of God, the king 
hath said, Come down. 

10 And Elijah answered and said to 
the captain of fifty. If I be a man of 
God, then let fire come down from 
heaven, and consume thee and thy fifty. 
And there came down fire from hea¬ 
ven, and consumed him and his fifty. 

> 11 Again also he sent unto him 
another captain of fifty with his fifty.

Now Jelioram the son of Aliab began 
to reign over Israel in Samaria the 
eighteenth year of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah, arid reigned twelve years. 

2 And he wrought evil in the sight 
of the Lord ; but not like his father, 
and like his mother: for he put away 
the image of Baal that his father had 
made. 

3 Nevertheless he cleaved unto the 
sins of. Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
which made Israel to sip ; he depart¬ 
ed not therefrom. 

4 <f[ And Mesha king of Moab was 
a shcepmaster, and rendered unto the 
king of Israel an hundred thousand 
lambs, and an hundred thousand rams, 
with the wool. 

5 But it came to pass, when Ahab 
was dead,*that the king of Moab re¬ 
belled against the king of Israel. 

6 f And king Jehoram went out of 
Samaria the same time, and numbered 
all Israel. 

7 And he went and sent to Jehosha- 
liat the king df Judah, saying. The 
ing of Moab hath rebelled against 

me: wilt thou go with me against 
Moab to battle? And he said, I will 
go up: I am as thou arty my people 
as thy people, and my horses as thy 
horses. 

8 And he said, Which way shall we 
go up? And he answered, The way 
through the wilderness of Edom. 

9 So the king of Israel WeoJ, and 
the king of Judah, and the king of 
Edom: and they fetched & compass 
of seven days’journey: and there was’ j 
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no water for the host, and for the cat¬ 
tle that followed them. • 

10 And the king of Israel said, Alas! 
that the Lord hath called these three 
kings together, to deliver them into 
the hand of Moab! 

11 But Jehoshaphat said. Is there 
not here a prophet of the Lord, that 
we may enquire of. the Lord by him ? 
And one of the .king of Israel’s ser¬ 
vants answered and said. Here is Eli¬ 
sha the son of Shaphat, which poured 
water on the hands of Elijah. 

12 And Jehoshaphat said. The word 
of the Lord is with him. So the 
king of Israel and Jehoshaphat and 
the king of Edom went down to him, 

13 And Elisha said unto-the king of 
Israel, What have I to do with thee ? 
get thee to the prophets of thy father, 
and to the proplipts of thy mother. 
And the king of Israel said unto him. 
Nay : for the Lord hath called these 
three kings together, to deliver them 
into the hand of Moab. 

14 And Elisha said. As the Lord 
of hosts liveth, before whom I stand, 
surely, were it not that I regard the 
presence of Jehoshaphat the king of 
Judah, I would not look toward thee, 
nor see thee. 

15 But now bring me a minstrel. 
And it came to pass, when the min¬ 
strel played, that the hand of the 
Lord came upon him. 

16 And he said. Thus saith the Lord, 
Make this valley full of ditches. 

17 For thus saith the Lord,. Ye 
shall pot see wind, neither shall ye see 
rain; yet that valley shall be filled 
with water, that ye may drink, both ye, 
and your cattle, and your beasts. 

18 And this is but a light thing in 
the sight of the Lord : he will de¬ 
liver the Moabites also into your 
hand. 

19 And ye shall smite every fenced 
city, and every choice city, and shall 
fell every good tree, and stop all wells 
of water, and mar every good piece 
of land with stones. 

20 And it came to pass in the morn¬ 
ing, when the meat offering was offer¬ 
ed, that, behold, there came water by 
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the way of Edom, and the country 
was filled with water. 

21 51 And wh<n all the Moabites 
heard than the kings were come up to 
fight agaipst them, they gathered all 
that were able to*put on armour, and 
upward, and $toqd-in the border. 

2d And they rose up early-in the 
, morning, add the sun shone upon the 
water, and the Moabites saw the wa¬ 
ter on the other side as red as blood: 

23 And they said. This is blood: the 
kings are surely slain, and they have 
smitten one another: now therefore, 
Moab, to the spoil. 

24 And when they came to the camp 
pf Israel, the Israelites rose up and 
smote the Moabites, so that they fled 
before them : but they weiit forward 
smiting the Moabites, even in their 
country. 

25 And they beat down the cities, 
and on every good piece of land cast 
every man his stone, and filled it; and 
they stopped all the wells of water, 
and felled all the good trees: only in 
Kir-harascth left they the stone there¬ 
of ; liowbeit the slingers went about 
it, and smote it. . 

26 If And when the king of Moab 

saw that the battle was too sore for 
him, he took with him seven hundred 
men that drewswords,to break through 
even unto the king of Edom: but they 
could not. j 

27 Then he took his eldest son that 
should have reigned in his stead,' and : 

- offcyred him for a burnt offering upon 
the wall. And there was great indig¬ 
nation against Israel: and they de¬ 
parted from him, and returned to their 
own land. 

CHAP. IV. | 

1 Elishamultiplieththe widautsoil. 8 Hegiueth 
a son to,fhe good Shunammite. 18 He raiseth 
«r<, - n Mr dead, son. 38 At Gilgal he healeth the 
deadly pottage. 42 He satisjieth an hundred 
men with twenty loaves. 

Now there cried a certain woman of 
the wives of the sons of the prophets 
unto Elisha, saying. Thy servant my 
husband is dead; and thou knowest 
that thy servant did fear the Lord : 
and the creditor is come to take un- 
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to him my two sons to be bondmen. 

2 And Elisha said unto her, What 
shall I do for thee ? tell me, what hast 
thou in the house? And she said, 
Thine handmaid hath not any thing in 
the house, save a pot of oil. 

8 Then he said. Go; borrow thee ves¬ 
sels abroad of all thy neighbours, even 
empty vessels; borrow not a few. 

4 And’tfhen thou art come in, thou 
shalt shut the “door Upon thee and 
upon thy sons, and shalt pour out in¬ 
to all those vessels, and thou shalt set 
aside, that which is full. 

5 So she went from him, and shut 
the door upon her and upon her sons, 
who brought the vessels to her; and 
she poured out. 

G And it came to pass, when the 
vessels were full, that she said unto 
her son, Bring me yet a vessel. • And 
he said unto her, There is not a vessel 
more. And the oil stayed. 

7 Then she came and told the man . 
of God. And he said. Go, sell the 
oil, and pay thy debt, and live thou 
and thy children of the rest. 

8 % And it fell on a day, that Eli¬ 
sha passed to Shunem, where teas a 
great woman; and she constrained 
him to eat bread. And so it was, that 
as oft as he passed by, he turned^ in 
thither to eat bread. 

9 And she said unto her husband, 
Behold now, I perceive that this is an 
holy man of God, which passeth by 
us continually. 

10 Let tts make a little chamber, I 
pray thee, on the wall; and let us set 
for him there a bed, and a table, and 
a stool, and a candlestick: and it shall 
be, when he cometh to us, that he 
shall'turn in thither. . 

11 And it fell on a day, that he came 
thither, and he turned into the cham¬ 
ber, and lay there. 

12 And he said to Gehazi his servant. 
Call this Shunammite. And when he 
had called her, she stood before him. 

13 And he said unto him. Say now 
unto hciy Behold, thou hast been care¬

18 if And when the child was grown, 
.it fell on a day, that he went out to 
his father to the reapers. 

19 And he said unto his father, My 
head, my head. And he said to a lad, 
Carry him to his mother. 

. 20 And when he had taken him, and 
brought him to his mother, he sat pn 
her knees till noon, and then died. 

21 And she went up, and laid him 
on the bed of the man of God, and 
shut the door upon him, and went oufc 

22 And she called unto her husband, 
and said, Send me, 1 pray thee, one 
of the youag men, and one of the 
asses, that 1 may run to the man of 
God, and come again. 

23 And he said. Wherefore wilt thou 
go to him to day? it is neither new 
moon, nor sabbath. And she said, 
It shall bp well. 

24 Then she saddled an ass, and 
said to her servant. Drive, and go for¬ 
ward; slack not thy riding for me, 
except I bid /hee. 

25 So she went, and came unto the 
man of God to mount Carmel. And 
it came to pass, when-the man of God 
saw her afar off, that he said to Geha¬ 
zi his servant, Behold, yonder is that 
Shunammite: 

26 Hun now, I pray thee, to meet 
her, and say unto her. Is it well with 
thee ? is it well with thy husband ? is 
it well with the child? And she an¬ 
swered, It is well. - 
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27 And when she came to the man 
of God to the hill, she caught him by 
the feet: but Gehazi came near to 
thrust her away. And the man of God 
stfld, Let her alone; for bet soul is, 
vexed within her: and the Loan hath 
hid it from me, .and hath not told me. 

28 Then she said, Did . I desire a 

son. of my lord? did I not say, Do 
not deceive me ? . 

2.9 Then he said to Gehazi, Gird 
up thy loins, and take my staff in thine 
hand, and go thy, way: if thou meet 
any man, salute him not; and if any 
salute thee, answer him not again: and 
laymy staff upon the face of the child. 

30 And the mother,of the child said. 
As the Lord livetli, and as thy soul 
liveth, 1 will not leave thee. And he 
arose, and followed her. 

31 And Gehazi passed on before 
them, and laid the staff upon the face 
of the child;.but there was neither 
voice, nor hearing. Wherefore he 
went again to meet him, and told him, 
saying. The child is not awaked. 

32 And when Elisha was come into 
the house, behold, the child was dead, 
and laid upon his bed. 

33 He went in therefore, and shut 
the door upon them twain, and prayed 
unto the Lord. 

• 34 And he went up, and lay upon 
the child, and put his mouth upon his 
mouth, and his eyes upon his eyes, 
and his hands upon his hands: and he 
stretched himself upon the child; and 
the flesh o£ the child waxed warm. 

35 39ien he returned, and walked 
in the house to and fro; and went up, 
and stretched himself upon him: and 
the child sneezed seven times, and the 
child opened his eyes. 

36 And he called Gehazi, and said. 
Call this Shunammite. So he called 
her. And when she was come ip un¬ 
to him, he said, Take up thy son, 

37 Then she went in, and fell at his 
feet, and bowed herself to the ground,' 
and took up her son, and went out. 

38 % And Elisha came again to Gil- 
gal: and there was a dearth in the 
land; and the sons of the prophets 
were sitting before him : and he said 
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unto his servant, Set on the great pot, 
aqd seethe pottage for the sons of the 
prophets. 

39 And one went out into the field 
to gather herbs, tod found a wild vine, 
and gathered thereof wild gourds his 
lap full, and came and jshred them in¬ 
to the pot of pottage: for they knew 
them not. 

. 40 So they poured out for the men 
to eat. And it came to pass, as they 
were eating of the pottage, that they 
crie^ out, and said, O thou man of 
God, there is death in the pot. And 
they could not apt thereof. 

41 But he said. Then bring meal. 
And he cast it into the pot; and he 
said, Pour out for the people, that 
they may eat. And there was no harm 
in the pot. 

42 il And there came a man from 
Baal-shalisha, and brought the man 
of God bread of the firstfruits, twenty 
loaves of barley, and full ears of corn 
in the husk thereof. And he said, Give 
unto the people, that they may eat. 

43 And his servitor said, What, 
should I' set this before an hundred 
men ? He said again, Give the people, 
that they may eat: for thus saith the 
Lord, They shall eat, and shall leave 
thereof. 

44 So he set it before them, and 
they did eat, and left thereof accord¬ 
ing to the word of the Lord. 

CHAP. V. 

. I Naaman, by the report of a captive maid, it 
tent to Samaria to be cured of Ms leprosy. '8 
Elisha sending him to Jordan CUreth jtint. .15 
Me refusing Naaman's gift* granteth him tome 
of the earth. 20 Gehazi, abusing hit matter*t 
name unto Naaman, is smitten with leprdsy. 

Now Naaman, captain of the host of 
the king of Syria, was a great man 
with his master, 'and honourable, be¬ 
cause by him the Lord had given 
deliverance unto Syria: he was also 
a mighty man in valour, but he was 
a leper. 

2 And the Syrians had gone out by 
companies, and had brought away 
captive out of the land of Israel a 
little maid; and she waited on Naa¬ 
man's wife. 

3 And she said unto her mistress, 
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Would God my lord were With the 
prophet that is in Samaria! for he 
■would recover him of his leprosy. 

4 And one went in, and told his 
lord, saying, Thus and thus said the 
maid that is of the land of Israel. 

5 And the king of Syria said. Go to, 
go, and I will send a letter unto the 
king of Israel. < And he departed, and 
took with him ten talents of silver, 
and six thousand pieces of gold, and 
ten changes of raiment. 

6 And he brought the letter to the 
king of Israel, saying. Now when this 
letter is come unto thee, behold, I 
have therewith sent Naaman my ser¬ 
vant to thee, that thou mayest recover 
him of his leprosy. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
king of Israel had feaa the letter, that 
he rent his clothes, arid said. Am I 
God, to kill and to make alive, that 
this man doth send unto me to reco¬ 
ver a man of his leprosy ? wherefore 
consider, I pray you, and see how he 
seeketh a quarrel against me. „ 

8 f And it was so, when Elisha the 
man erf God had heard that the king 
of Israek had rent his clothes, that he 
sent to the king, saying, Wherefore 
hast thou rent thy clothes P let him 
come now to me, and he shall know 
that there is a prophet in*Israe). 

9 So Naaman came with his horses 
and with his chariot, and stood at the 
door of the house of Elisha. 

10 And Elisha sent a messenger un¬ 
to him, saying, Go and wash in Jordan 
seven times, and thy fiesh shall come 
again to thee, and thou shalt be clean. 

11 ButNaaman was wroth, and went 
Away, and said. Behold, I thought, 
He will surely come out to me, and 
stand, and call on the name of the 
Lord his God, and strike his hand 
over the place, and recover the leper. 

12 Are hot Abana and Pharpar, ri¬ 
vers of Damascus, better than all the 
waters of Israel ? may I not wash in 
them, and be clean? So he turned 
and went away in a rage. 

13 And his servants came near, and 
spake unto him, and said. My father, 
$ the prophet had bid thee do some 
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great thing, wouldest thou not have 
done it f how much rather then, When 
he saith to thee, Wash, and be clean? 

14 Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, accord¬ 
ing to the saying of the man of God; 
and his flesh came again like unto the 
flesh of a little child, and he was clean. 

15H And he returned to the man of 
God, 

came, and stood before him: and he 
said, Behold, now I know that there 
is no God in all the earth, but in Is¬ 
rael : now therefore, I pray thee, take 
a blessing of thy servant. 

16 But he said. As the Loan liveth, 
before whom I stand, I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take it; 
but he refused. 

17.And Naaman said, Shall there 
not then, I pray thee, be given to thy 
servant two mules’ burden of earth ? 
for thy servant will henceforth offer 
neither burnt offering nor Sacrifice 
unto other gods, but unto the Lord. 

18 In this thing the Lord pardon 
thy servant, that when my master 
goeth into tlif^ouse of Rimmon to 
worship there, and he leaneth on my 
hand, and I bow myself in the house 
of Rimmon : when I bow down my¬ 
self in the house of Rimmon, the Lord 
pardon thy. servant in this thing.

The Shunammile’s land restored. 
CHAP. VIII. 

1 The Shunammite, having left her country seven 
years to avoid the forewarned famine, for Eli¬ 
sha’s miracle's sake hath her land restored, by 
the king. 7 Hazael, being sent wit ha present 
by Ben-hadad to Elisha at Damascus,after he 
had heard the prophecy, killeth his master, and 
sueceedeth him . 1 (i Je/tnram’s wicked reign in 
Judah. 20 Edom and I.ibnah revolt. 23 
Ahaziah sueceedeth Jehoram. 25 Ahuziah’s 
wicked reign. 28 Me visiteth Jehoram wound¬ 
ed, at Jexreel. 

Xhbn spake Elisha unto the woman, 
whose son he had restored to life, say¬ 
ing, Arise, and go thou and thine 
houshold, and sojourn wheresoever 
thou canst sojourn: for the Lord hath 
called for a famine; and it shall also 
come upon the land seven years. 

2 And the woman arose, and did af¬ 
ter the saying of the man of God: 
and she went with her houshold, and 
sojourned in the land of the Philis¬ 
tines seven years. 

3 And it-came to pass at the seven 
years’ end, that the woman returned 
out of the land of the Philistines : 
and she went forth to cry unto the king 
for her house and for her land. 

4 And the king talked with Gehazi 
the servant of the man of God, saying. 
Tell me. I pray thee, all the great 
things that Elisha hath done. 

5 And it came to pass, as he was 
telling the king how he had restored 
a dead body to life, that, bfhold, the 
woman, who'-e son he had ^restored to 
life, cried to the king for her house 
and for her land. And Gehazi said. 
My lord, O king, this is the woman, 
and this is her son, whom Elisha re¬ 
stored to life. 

6 And when the king asked the wo¬ 
man, he told him. So the king ap¬ 
pointed unto her a certain officer, say¬ 
ing, Restore ail that, was bor’s, and all 
the fruits of thefield since the day that 
she left the land, even until now. 

7 IF And Elisha came to Damascus; 
and Ben-hadad the king of Syria was 
sick; and it was told him, saying, The 
man of God is come hither. 

1 8 And the king said unto Hazael,. 
Take a present in thine hand, and go, 

; meet the man of God, and enquire of 
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Hazael killeih his master. CHAP, 

the Lord by him, saying, Shall I re¬ 
cover of this disease ? 

9 So Hazael went to meet him, and 
ook a present with him, even of every 

good thing of Damascus, forty camels’ 
burden, and came and stood before 
him, and said. Thy son Ben-hadad 
king of Syria hath sent me to thee, 
saying, Shall I recover of this disease ?. 

10 And Elisha said unto him. Go, 
say unto him. Thou mayest certainly 
recover * howbeit the Lord hath 
shewed me that he shall surely die. 

11 And he settled his countenance 
stedfastly, until he was ashamed: and 
the man of God wept. 

12 And Hazael said. Why weepeth 
my lord ? And he answered, Because 
1 know the evil that thou wilt do unto 
the children of Israel: their strong 
holds wilt thou set on fire, and their 
young men wilt thou slay with the 
sword, and wilt dash their children, 
and rip up their women with child. 

13 And Hazael said, But what, is 
thy servant a dog, that he should do 
this great, thing? And Elisha answer¬ 
ed, The Lord hath shewed me that 
thou shalt fh- king over Syria. 

J 4 So he departed from Elisha, and 
came to his master; who said to him. 
What said Elisha to thee? And he 
answered,He toldme that thoushould- 
est surely recover. 

15 And'it came to pass on the mor¬ 
row, that he took a thick cloth, and 
dipped it in water, and spread it on 
his face, so that he died: and Hazael 
reigned in his stead. 

16 *(T And in the fifth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel, Jeho- 
shaphat being then king of Judah, Je- 
horam the soi^ of Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah began to reign. 

17 Thirty and t years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he 
reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

18 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, as did the house of 
Ahab : for the daughter of Ahab was 
his wife: and he did evil in the sight; 
of the Lord. 

19 Yet the Lord would not destroy 
Judah for David his servant’s sake, as 
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IX. Ahaziah’s wicked reign. 

lie promised him to give him alway a 
light, and to his children. 

20 In his days Edom revolted 
from under the hand of Judah, and 
made a king over themselves. 

21 So Joram went over to Zair, and 
all the chariots with him •. and he rose 
by night, and smote the Edomites 
which compassed him about, and the 
captains of the chariots: and the peo¬ 
ple fled into their tents. 

22 Yet Edom revolted from under 
the hand of Judah unto this day. Then 
Libnah revolted at the same time. 

23 And the rest of the acts of Jo¬ 
ram, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? 

24 And Joram slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David: and Ahaziah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

25 In the twelfth year of Joram 
the son of Ahab king of Israel did 
Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah begin to reign. 

26 Two and twenty years old was 
Ahaziah when he began to reign; and 
he reigned one year in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Athaliah, 
the daughter of Omri king of Israel. 

27 And he walked in the way of the 
house of Ahab, and did evil in the 
sight of the Lord, as did the house 
of Ahab: for he was the son in law of 
the house of Ahab. 

28 5F And he went with Joram the 
son, of Ahab to the war against Ha¬ 
zael king of Syria in Ramoth-gilead; 
and the Syrians wounded Joram. 

29 And king Joram went back to be 
healed in Jezrcel of the wounds which 
the Syrians had given him at Ramah, 
when he fought against Hazael king 
of Syria. And Ahaziah the son of 
Jehoram king of Judah wdnt down to 
see Joram the son of Ahab in Jezreel, 
because he was sick. 

CHAP. IX. 

1 Elisha srndeth a young prophet with instruc¬ 
tions to anoint Jehu at Ramoth-gilead. 4 The 
prophet having done his message fleet h.

37 And the carcase of Jezebel shall 
be as dung upon the face of the field 
in the portion of Jezreel; so that they 
shall not say, This is Jezebel. 

CHAP. X. 

1 Jehu, by his letters, eauseth seventy of Ahab's 
children to be beheaded. H He excuseth the 
fact by the prophecy of Hlijah. 12 It the 
sheariny house he shiyel/i two andforty of Aha- 
ziali's brethren. 15 He taketh Jehonadab in¬ 
to his company. 18 Iiy sub titty he destroy¬ 
ed all the worshippers of Baal. "29 Jehu fol¬ 
lowed Jeroboam's sins. 32 Hazael oppressed 
Israel. 35 Jehoahaz succeeded Jehu. 

And Ahab had seventy sons in Sa¬ 
maria. And Jehu wrote letters, and 
sent to Samaria, unto the rulers of Jez¬ 
reel, to the elders, and to them that 
brought up Ahab’s children , saying, 

2 Now as soon as this letter cometh 
to you, seeing your master’s sons are 
with you, and there are with you 
chariots and horses, a fenced city also, 
and armour; 

3 Look even out the best and meet- 
est of your master’s sons, and set him 
on his father’s throne, and fight for 
your master’s house. 

4 But they were exceedingly afraid, 
and said. Behold, two kings stood not 
before him: how then shall we stand ? 

5 And he that was over the house. 
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and he that was over the city, the el And they took them alive, and slew 
ders also, and the bringers up of the them at the pit of the shearing house, 
children, sent to Jehu, saying. We are even two and forty men; neither left 
thy servants, and will do all that thou he any of them, 
shalt bid us; we will not make any 15 IT And when he was departed 
king: do thou that which is good in thence, he lighted on Jehonadab the 
thine eyes. son of Rechab coming to meet him: 

6 Then he wrote a letter the second and he ’saluted him. and said to him. 


time to them, saying. If ye be mine, 
and if ye will hearken unto my voice, 
take ye the heads of the men your 
master’s sons, and come to me toJez- 
reel by to morrow this time. Now 
the king’s sons, being seventy persons, 
were with the great men of the city, j 
which brought them up. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
letter came to them, that they took the 
king’s sons, and slew seventy persons, 
and put their heads in baskets, and sent 
him them to Jezreel. 

8 And there came a messen¬ 
ger, and told him, saying. They have 
brought the heads of the king’s sons. 
And he said. Lay ye them in two 
heaps at the entering in of the gate 
until the morning. 

9 And it came to pass in the morn¬ 
ing, that he went out, and stood, and 
said to all the people. Ye be righte¬ 
ous : behold, I conspired against my 
master, and slew him: but who slew 
all these ? 

10 Know now that there shall fall 
unto the earth nothing of the word of 
the Lord, which the Lord spake 
concerning the house of Ahab: for 
the Lord hath done that which he 
spake by his servant Elijah. 

11 So Jehu slew all that remained 
of the house of Ahab in Jezreel, and 
all his great men, and his kinsfolks, 
and his priests, until he left him none 
remaining. 

12 H And he arose and departed, 
and came to Samaria. And as he was 
at the hearing house in the way, 

13 Jehu met with the brethren of 
Ahaziah king of Judah, and said, Who 
are ye? And they answered, We are 
the brethren of Ahaziah; and we go 
down to salute the children of the king 
and the children of the queen. 

14 And he said. Take them alive. 
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Is thine heart right, as my heart is 
with thy heart ? And Jehonadab an¬ 
swered, It is. If it be, give me thine 
rand. And he gave him his hand; and 
he took him up to him into the chariot. 

16 And he said, Come with me, and 
see my zeal for the Lord. So they 
made him ride in his chariot. 

17 And when he came to Samaria, 
he slew all that remained unto Ahab 
in Samaria, till he had destroyed him, 
according to the saying of the Lord, 
which he 4pake to Elijah. 

18 And Jehu gathered all the 
people together, and said unto them, 
Ahab served Baal a little; -but Jehu 
shall serve him much. 

19 Now therefore call unto me all 
the prophets of Baal, all his servants, 
and all his priests; let none be want¬ 
ing : for I have a great sacrifice to do 
to Baal; whosoever shall be wanting, 
he shall not live. But Jehu did it in 
subtilty, to the intent that he might 
destroy the worshippers of .Baal. 

20 And Jehu said, Proclaim a so¬ 
lemn assembly for Baal. And they 
proclaimed it. 

21 And Jehu sent through all Israel: 
and all the worshippers of Basil came, 
so that there was nut a man left that 
came not. And they came into the 
house of Baal; and the house of Baal 
was full from one end to another. 

22 And he said unto him that was 
over the vestry. Bring forth vestments 
for all the worshippers of Baal. And 
he brought them forth vestments. 

23 And 'Jehu went, and Jehonadab 
the son of Rechab, into the house of 
Baal, and said unto the worshippers 
of Baal, Search, and look that there 
be here with you none of the servants 
of tlie-LoRD, but the worshippers .of 
Baal only. 

| J24 And when they went in to offer 



all Ihd worshippers of Huai. CHAP. 

sacrifices and burnt offerings, Jehu 
appointed fourscore men without, and 
said. If any of the men whom I have 
brought into your hands escape, he 
that letteth him go, his life shall he for 
the life of him. i 

25 And it came to pass, as soon as 
he had made an end of offering tlie 
burnt offering, that Jehu said to the 
guard and to the captains, Go*in, and 
slay them ; let none come forth. And 
they smote them with the edge of the 
sword; and the guard and the cap¬ 
tains cast them out, and went to the 
city of the house of Baal. 

26 And they brought forth the ima¬ 
ges out of the house of Baal, and 
burned them. 

27 And they brake down the image 
of Baal, and brake down the house of 
Baal, and made it a draught house 
unto this day. 

28 Thus Jehu destroyed Baal out of 
Israel. 

29 51 Howbeit'/mm the sins of Je¬ 
roboam, the son of Nebat, who made 
Israel to sin, Jehu departed not from 
after them, totcii , the golden calves that 
were in Beth-el, and that were in Dan. 

30 And the Lord said unto Jehu, 
Because thou hast done well in exe¬ 
cuting that which is right in mine eyes, 
and hast done unto the house of Ahab 
according to all that was in mine 
heart, thy children of the fourth gene¬ 
ration shall sit on the throne of Israel. 

31 But Jehu took no heed to walk 
in the law of the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael with all his heart: for he depart¬ 
ed not from the sins of Jeroboam, 
which made Israel to sin. 

32 51 In those days the Lord began 
to eut Israel short: and Hazael smote 
them in all the coasts of Israel; 

33 From Jordan eastward, all the 
land of Gilead, the Gadites, and the 
Reubenites, and the Manassites, from 
Aroer, which is by the river Arnon, 
even Gilead and Bashan. 

34 f Now the rest of the acts of Je¬ 
hu, and all that he did, and all his 
might, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings of Israel ? 

35 And Jehu slept with his fathers.:, 
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XL Jthou ah preserved in the house of God. 

atid they buried him in Samaria. And 
Jehoahaz his son reigned in his stead. 

36 And the time that Jehu reigned 
oyer Israel in Samaria was twenty ahd 
eight years. 

CHAP. XI. 

1 Jehoash, Veins saved by Jehoshehu his mint, 
from At haliah’s massacre of the seed royal, is 
hid six years in the house of God. 4 Jekoiada, 
giving order tv the captains, in the seventhyear 
anointeth him king. 13 Athaliah is slain. 
17 Jehoiada restar etli the worship of God. 

And when Athaliah the mother of 
Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, 
she arose and destroyed all the seed 
royal. * 

2 But Jchosheba, the daughter of 
king Joram, sister of Ahaziah, took 
Joash the son of Ahaziah, and stole 
him from among the king’s sons which 
were slain; and they hid him, even 
him and his nurse, in the bedchamber 
from Athaliah, so that he was not slain.’ 

3 And he was with her hid in the 
house of the Lord six years. And 
Athaliah did reign over the land. 

4 And the seventh year Jehoiiida 
sent and fetched the rulers over hun¬ 
dreds, with the captains and the 
guard, and brought them to him into 
the house of the Lord, and made a 
covenant with them, and took an oath 
of them in the house of the Lord, 
and shewed them the king’s son. 

5 And he commanded them, saying, 
This is the thing that ye shall do; A 
third part of you that enter in on the 
sabbath shall even be keepers of the 
watch of the-king’s house; 

6 And a third part shall he at the 
gate of Sur; and a third part at the 
gate behind the guard: so shall ye 
kefep the watch of the house, that it 
be not broken down. 

7 And two parts of all you that go 
forth on the sabbath, even they shall 
keep the watch of the house of the 
Lord about the king. 

8 And ye shall compass the king 
round about, every man with his wea¬ 
pons in his hand: and he that cometh 
within the ranges, let him be slain: 
and be ye with the king as he goeth 
out and as he cometh iti. 

9 And the captains over the hun- 
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dreds did according to all things that 
Jehoiada the priest commanded: and 
they took every man Iris men that were 
to -come in on the sabbath, with them 
that should go out on the sabbath, and 
came to Jehoiada the priest. 

10 And to the captains over hundreds 
did the priest give king David’s spears 
and shields, that were in the temple of 
the Lord. 

11 And the guard stood, every man 
with his weapons in his hand round 
about the king, from the right corner 
of the temple to the left corner of the 
temple, along #by the altar and the 
temple. 

12 And he brought forth the king’s 
son, and put the crown upon him, and 
gave him the testimony: and they 
made him king, and anointed him; 
and they clapped their hands, and said, 
-pod save the king. 

13 And when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the guard and of the people, 
she came to the people into the tem¬ 
ple of the Lord. 

14 And when she looked, behold, 
the king stood by a pillar,-as the man¬ 
ner was, and the princes and the trum¬ 
peters by the king, and all the people 
of the land rejoiced, and blew with 
trumpets: and Athaliah rent her 
clothes, and cried, Treason, Treason. 

15 But Jehoiada the priest com¬ 
manded the captains of the hundreds, 
the officers of the host, and said unto 
them, Have her forth without the. 
ranges: and him that followeth her 
kill with the sword. For the .finest 
had said. Let her not be slain m the 
house of the Lord. 

16 And they laid hands on her; and 
she went by the way by the which the 
horses came into the king’s house: 
and there was she slain. 

17 V And Jehoiada made a covenant 
between the Lord and the king and 
the people, that they should be the 
Lord’s people; between the king 
also and the people. 

18 And all the people of the land 
went into the house orlRaal, and brake 
it down; his altars and his images 
brake they in pieces thoroughly, and 
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slew Mattan the priest of Baal before 
the altars. And the priest appointed 
officers over the house of the Lord. 

19 And he took the rulers over hun¬ 
dreds, and the captains, and the guard, 
and all the people of the land; and 
they brought down the king from the 
house of the Lord, and came by the 
way of the gate of the guard to the 
king’s -house. And he sat on the 
throne of the kings. 

20 And all the people of the land 
rejoiced, and the city was in quiet: 
and they slew Athaliah with, the sword 
beside the king’s house. 

21 Seven years old was Jehoash 
when he began to reign. 

CHAP. XII. 

1 Jehoash reigneth well all the days of Jehoiada. 

4 He ffiveth order for the repair of the temple. 

17 Hazael is divertedfrom Jerusalem by a pre¬ 
sent of the hallowed treasures. 19 Jehoash being 

slain by his servants, Amaziah succeedeth. him. 

In the seventh year of Jehu Jehoash 
began to reign; and forty years reigned 
he in Jerusalem. And his mother’s 
name was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. 

2 And Jehoash did that wKich was 
right in the sight of the Lord all his 
days wherein Jehoiada the priest in¬ 
structed him. 

3 But the high places were not ta¬ 
ken away: the people still sacrificed 
and burnt incense in the Ivigh places. 

4 51 And Jehoash said to the priests. 
All the money of the dedicated things 
that is brought into the house of the 
Lord, even the money of every one 
that passeth the account , the money 
that every man is set at, and all the 
money that cometh into any man’s 
heart to bring into the house of the 
Lord, 

5 Let the priests take it to them, 
every man of his acquaintance: and 
let them repair the breaches of the 
house, wheresoever any breach shall 
be found. 1, 

6 But it was so, that in the three 
and twentieth year of king Jehoash 
the priests had not repaired the 
breaches of the house. 

7 Then king Jehoash called for Je¬ 
hoiada the priest, and the other priests,, 
and said unto them. Why repair ye not 
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the breaches of the house ? now there¬ 
fore receive- no more money of your 
acquaintance, but deliver it for the 
breaches of the house. 

8 And the priests consented to re¬ 
ceive no more money of the people, 
neither to repair the breaches of the 
house. 

9 But Jehoiada the priest took a 
chest, and bored a hole in the lid of 
-it, and set it beside the altar, on the 
right side as one cometh into the house 
of the Loro : and the. priests that 
kept the door put therein all the mo¬ 
ney that was brought into the house 
of the Lord. 

10 And it was so, when they saw 
that there was much tnoneyin the chest, 
that the king’s scribe and the hi{*h 
priest c&me up, and they put up in 
bags, and told the money that was 
found in the house of the Lord. 

11 And they gave the money, being 
told, into the hands of them that did 
the work, that had the oversight of the 
house of the Lord : and they laid it 
out to the carpenters and builders, 
that wrought upon the house of the 
Lord, 

12 And to masons, and hewers of 
stone, and to buy timber and hewed 
stone to repair the’ breaches of the 
house of the Lord-, • and for all that 
was laid out for the house to repair it. 

13 Howbeit there were not made 
for the house of the Lord bowls of 
silver, snuffers, basons, trumpets, .any 
vessels of gold, or vessels of silver, of 
the money that was brought into the 
house of the Lord t 

14 But they gave that to the work¬ 
men, and repaired therewith the house 

.of the Lord. . 

15 Moreover they reckoned not with 
the men, into whose hand they deli¬ 
vered the money to be bestowed on 
workmen : for they dealt faithfully. 

16 The trespass money and sin mo¬ 
ney was not brought into the house of 
the Lord r it was the priests’. 

17 Then Hazael king of Syria went 

up, and fought against Gath, and took 
it; and Hazael set his face to go up 
to Jerusalem. • 
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18 And Jehoash king of Judah took 
all the hallowed things that Jeliosha- 
phat, and Jehoram, and Ahaziah, his 
fathers, kings of Judah, had dedicated, 
and his own hallowed things, and all 
the gold that was found in the trea¬ 
sures of the house of the Lord, and 
in the king’s house, and sent it to Ha¬ 
zael king'of Syria: and he went away 
from Jerusalem. 

19 And the r$st of the acts of Jo- 
ash, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? 

20 And ms servants atose, and made 
a conspiracy, and slew Joash in the 
house of Millo, which goeth down 
to Silla. 

21 For Jozachar the son of Shime- 
ath, and Jehozabad the son of Shomer, 
his servants, smote him, and he died; 
and they buried him with his fathers 
in the city of David: and Amaziah his 
son reigned in his stead. 

CHAP. XIII. 

1 Jehoahaz his wicked reign. 3 Jehodhaz, op¬ 
pressed by Hazael, is relieved by prayer. Ji 
Joash succeedeth him. 10 His wicked reign. 
12 Jeroboam succeedeth him. 14 Elisha dy¬ 
ing,prophesieth to Joash three victories ever 
the Syrians 20 The Moabites invading the 
land, Elisha's bones raise up a dead man. 22 
Hazael dying, Joash getfeth three victories 
over Ben-hadad. 

In the three and twentieth year of Jo¬ 
ash the son of Ahaziah king of Judah 
Jehoahaz the son of Jehu began to 
reign over. Israel in Samaria, and 
reigned seventeen years. 

2 And he did that which teas evil in 
the sight of the Lord, and followed 
the sins of Jeroboam the son of Nc- 
bat, which made Israel to sin; he de¬ 
parted not therefrom. 

3 %^And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Israel, and he delivered 
them into the hand of Hazael king of 
Syria, and into the hand of Ben-hadad 
the son of Hazael, all their days. 

4 And Jehoahaz besought the Lord, 
and the Lord hearkened unto him : 
for he saw the oppression of Israel, be¬ 
cause the king of !|yria oppressed them. 

5 (And the Lord gave Israel a sa¬ 
viour, so that they went out from un¬ 
der the hand of the Syrians: and the 
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who made IsrttfcValn, JbUt walked there¬ 
in t a»d tlierfc <fomatnqd the grove also 
in Samaria!}** 

7 Neither did <he leave of the peo¬ 
ple to Jehoahaz but fifty horsemen, 
and ten chariots, and ten thousand 
footmen; for the king of Syria had 
destroyed them, and had .made them 
like the dust by threshing. 

8 IF Now the rest of the acts of Je¬ 
hoahaz, and all-that he did, and his 
might, are they not written in the book 
of the chronicles of the kings-of Israel ? 

9 And Jehoahaz slept with his fa¬ 
thers; and they buried him in Samaria: 
and Joash his son reigned in his stead. 

10 f In the thirty and seventh year 
of Joash king of Judah began Jelioash 
the sdn of J ehoahaz to reign over Israel 
in Samaria, and reigned sixteen years. 

11 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord ; he departed 
not from all the sins of Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat, who made Israel sin : 
hut he walked therein. 

12 And the rest of the acts of Joash, 
and all that h„e did, and his might 
wherewith he fought against Amaziah 
king of Judah, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel ? 

13 And Joash slept with his fathers; 
and Jeroboam sat upon "his throne: 
and Joash was buried in Samaria with 
the kings of Israel. 

14 IF Now Elisha was- fallen sick, of 
his sickness 'whereof he died. And 
Joash the king of Israel came down 
unto him, and wept over his fa^e, and 
said, O my father, my father, tlie cha¬ 
riot of Israel, and the horsemen thereof. 

1 ’• And Elisha said unto him. Take 
bow and arrows. And he took unto 
him bow. and arrows. 

16 And he said to the king of Israel, 
Put thine hand upon the bow. And 
he put his hand upon it: and Elisha 
put his hands upon the king’s hands. 

17 And he said, Open. the window 
eastward. And he opened it. Then 
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18 Aad’he said. Take the arrows. 
And he took them. And he said unt6 
the king of Israel, Smite upon the 
ground. And he smote thnee, and 
stayed. 

19 And the man of God was wroth 
with .him, and said, Thou shouldest 
have smitten five or six times; then 
hadst thou smitten Syria till thou-hadst 
consumed it: whereas now thou shalt 
smite Syria but thrice.- 

20^ And Elisha died, and they bu¬ 
ried him. And the bands of the 
Moabites invaded the land at the com¬ 
ing in of the year. 

21 And it came to pass, as they 
were burying a man, that, behold, they 
spied a band of men; and they cast 
the man, into the sepulchre of Elisha t 
and when the man was let down, and 
touched the bones of Elisha, he re¬ 
vived, and stood up on his feet. 

22 5F But Hazael king of Syria op¬ 
pressed Israel all the days of Jehoahaz. 

23 And the Lord was gracious un¬ 
to them, and had compassion on them, 
ayd had respect unto them, because of 
his covenant with Abraham, Isaac, and 
Jacob, and would not destroy them, 
neither cast he them from his presence 
as yet. 

24 So Hazael king of Syria died; and 
Ben-hadad his son reigned in his stead. 

25 And Jehoash the son of Jehoahaz 
took again out of the hand of Ben- 
hadad the son of Hazael the cities, 
which he had taken out of the hand^ 
of Jehoahaz his father by war. Three 
times did Joash beat him, and reco¬ 
vered the cities of Israel. 

CHAP. XIV. 

1 Amaziah his good reign. 5 His justice on the 
murderers of his father. 7 His victory over 
Edom. 8 Amaziah, provoking■ Jehoash, is 
overcome and spoiled. 16 Jeroboam sueeeedeth 
Jehoash. \7 Amaziah-slain by a conspiracy. 
21 Azariah sueeeedeth him. 23 Jeroboam’s wick¬ 
ed reign. 29 Zachariah sueeeedeth him. 

In the second year of Joash son of 
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Jehoahaz king of Israel reigned Ama¬ 
ziah the son of Joash king of Judah. ' 

2 He was twenty and five years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
twenty-and nine years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother's name was Jehoaddan 
of Jerusalem. 

3 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Loan, yet not like 
David his father j he did according to 
all things as Joash his father did. 

4 Howbeit the high places were not 
taken away : as yet the people did sa¬ 
crifice and burnt incense on the high 
places. 

5 51 And it came to pass, as soon as 
thekingdom wasconfirmedinhis hand, 
that he slew his servants- which had 
slain the king his father. 

6 But the children of the murderers 
he slew not: according unto that which 
is written in the book of the law of 
Moses, wherein the Lord command¬ 
ed, saying, The fathers shall not be put 
to death for the children, nor the child¬ 
ren be.put to death for the fathers ; 
but every man shall be put to death 
for his own sin. 

7 He slew of Edom in the valley of 
salt ten thousand, and took Selah by 
war, and called the name of it Jok- 
theel unto this day. 

8 % Then* Amaziah sent messengers 
to Jehoasfi, the son of Jehoahaz son 
of Jehu, king of Israel, saying. Come, 
let us look one another in the face. 

9 And Jehoasli the king of Israel 
sent to Amaziah king of Judah, saying, 
The thistle that was in Lebanon sent 
to the cedar that was in Lebanon, say¬ 
ing, Give thy daughter to my son to 
wife: and there passed by a wild beast 
that was ir\ Lebanon, and trode down 
the thistle. 

10 Thou hast indeed smitten Edom, 
and thine heart hath lifted ^thee up: 
glory of this , and tarry at home: for 
why shouldest thou meddle to thy 
hurt, that thou shouldest fall, even 
thou, and Judah with thee P 

11 But Amaziah would not hear. 
Therefore Jehoash king of Israel went 
up; and he and Amaziah king of Judah 
looked&ne another in the face at Beth- 
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shemesb, which behngeth to Judah, 

12 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel; and they fled every man 
to their tents. 

13 And Jehoash king of Israel took 
Amaziah king of Judah, the son of Je¬ 
hoash the son of Ahaziah, at Beth- 
shemesh, and came to Jerusalem, and 
brake down the wall of Jerusalem from 
the gate of Ephraim unto the corner, 
gate, four hundred cubits. 

14 And he took all the gold and sil¬ 
ver, and all the vessels that were found 
in the house of the Lord, and in the 
treasures of the king’s house, and hos¬ 
tages, and returned to Samaria. 

15 Now the rest of the acts of Je¬ 
hoash which he did, and his might, 
and how he fought with Amaziah king 
of Judah, are they not written in*the 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel ? 

16 And Jehoash slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried in Samaria with 
the kings of Israel; and Jeroboam 
his son reigned in his stead. 

17 % And Amaziah the son of Jo¬ 
ash king of Judah lived after the death 
of Jehoash son of, Jehoahaz king of 
Israel fifteen years. 

18 And the rest of the acts of Ama¬ 
ziah, are they not written in the book of 
the chronicles of the kings of Judah ? 

19 Now they made a conspiracy 
against him in Jerusalem: and he fled 
to Lachish j but they sent after him 
to Lachish, and slew him there. 

29And they brought him on horses: 
and he was buried at ^Jerusalem with 
his fathers, in the city of David. 

21 % And all the people of Judah 
took Azariah, which was sixteen years 
old, and made him king instead of his 
father Amaziah. 

22 He built Elath, and restored it 
to Judah, after that the king slept 
with his fathers. 

23 *|f In the fifteenth year of Ama¬ 
ziah the son of Joash king of Judah 
Jeroboam the son of Joash king of 
Israel began to jeign in Samaria, and 
reigned forty and one years. 

24 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord : he departed 
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not from all the sins of Jeroboam the 
•son of NCbat, who made Israel to sin. 

25 He restored the coast of Israel 
from the entering of Hamath unto the 
sea of the plain, according to the word 
of the Lord 'God of Israel, which he 
spake by the hand of his servant Jo¬ 
nah, the son of Amittai, the prophet, 
which was"of Gath-hepher. 

26 For the Lord saw the affliction 
of Israel, that it was very bitter: for 
there was not any shut up, nor any left, 
nor any helper For Israel. 

27 And the Lord said not that he 
would blot out the name of Israel 
from under heaven: but he saved 
them by the hand of Jeroboam the son 
of Joash.

29 And Jeroboam slept with his fa- 
■ thers, even with the kings of Israel; and 
Zachariah his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAP. XV. 

1 Azariah his good reign. S He dying « leper, 
Jotham succeedeth. 8 Zachariah, the last of 
.Tehu’s generation, reigning ill, is slain fry Shal- 
lum. 1.1 Shallum, reigning a month, w slain 
by Menahem. 16 Menahem strengthened him¬ 
self by Pul. 21 Pehahiah succeedeth him. 23 
Pekahiah is slain by Pehah. 27 Pekah is op- 
pressedJryTiglath-pileser, and slain hyHashea. 
32 Jotham’sgood reign.36Ahazsucceedeth him. 

In the twenty and seventh year of Je¬ 
roboam king of Israel began Azariah 
son of AmaziahKing of Judah to reign. 

2 Sixteen years old was he when he 
began to reign, and he reigned two and 
fifty years in Jerusalem. And his mo¬ 
ther’s name teas J echoliah of J erusalem. 

3 And he did that which was right in 
the ight of the Lord, according to 
all that his father Amaziah had done; 

4 Save that tjje high places were not 
removed: the people sacrificed and 
burnt incense still on the high places. 

5 51 And the Lord smote the king, 
so that he was a leper unto the day of 
his death, and dwelt in a several house. 
And Jotham the king’ssonwos over the 
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house,'judging the people of the land. 

■ 6 And the rest of the acts of Aza¬ 
riah, and all that he did, are they hot 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? 

7 So Azariah slept with his fathers; 
and they buried him with his fathers 
in the city of David: and Jotham his 
son reigned in his stead. 

8 5[ In the thirty and eighth year of 
Azariah king of Judah did Zachariah 
the son of Jeroboam reign over Israel 
in Samaria six months. 

9 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord,' as his fathers 
had done: he departed not from the 
sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
who made Israel to sin. 

10 And Shallum the son of Jabesh 
conspired against him, and smote him 
before the people, and slew him, and 
reigned in ids stead. 

11 And the rest of the acts of Za¬ 
chariah, behold, they are written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Israel. • 

12 This was the word of the Lord 
which he spake unto Jehu, saying. 
Thy sons shall sit on the throne of 
Israel unto the fourth generation . And 
so it came to pass. 

13 5f Shallum the son of Jabesh be¬ 
gan to reign in the nine And thirtieth 
year of Uzziah king of Judfjh ; and he 
reigned a full month in Samaria. 

14 For Menahem the son of Gadi 
went up from Tirzah, and came to 
Samaria, and smote Shallum the son 
of Jabesh in Samaria, and slew him, 
and reigned in his stead. 

15 And the rest of the acts of Shal¬ 
lum, and his conspiracy which he 
made, behold, they are .written in the . 
book of the chronicles of the kings of 
Israel. 

1651 Then Menahem smote Tiphsah, 
and ail that were therein, and the coasts 
thereof from Tirzah: because they 
opened not ter him., therefore he smote 
it; and all the women therein that 
were with child he ripped up. 

17 In the nine and thirtieth year of 
Azariah king of Judah began Mena¬ 
hem the son of Gadi to reign over 
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Israel, and reigned ten years in Samaria. 

18 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord : he departed 
not all his days from the sins of Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebat, who made Is¬ 
rael to sin. 

19 And Pul the king of Assyria 
came against the land: and Menahem 
gave Pul a thousand talents of silver, 
that his hand might be with him to 
confirm the. kingdom in his hand. 

20 And Menahem exacted the mo¬ 
ney of Israel, even of all the mighty 
men of wealth, of each man fifty she¬ 
kels of silver, to give to the king of 
Assyria. So the king of Assyria turned 
back, and stafyed not there in the land. 

21 And the rest of the acts of Me¬ 
nahem, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chroni¬ 
cles of the kings of Israel ? 

22 And Menahem slept with his fa¬ 
thers ; and Pekahiah his son reigned 
in his stead. 

23 ^1 In the fiftieth year of Azariah 
king of Judah Pekahiah the son of 
Menahem began to reign over Israel 
in Samaria, and reigned two years. 

24 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord : he departed 
not from the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 

< 25 But Pekah the son of Remaliah, 

a captain of his, conspired against 
him, and smote him in Samaria, in 
the palace of the king’s house, with 
Argob and Arieh, and with him fifty 
men of the Gileadites: and he killed 
him, and reigned in his room. 

26* And the rest of the acts of Peka¬ 
hiah, and all that he did, behold, they 
are written in the book of the chroni¬ 
cles of the lyngs of Israel. 

27 IF In the two and fiftieth year of 
Azariah king of Judah Pekah the son 
of Remaliah began to reign over Israel 
in Samaria, and reigned twfenty years. 

28 And he did that which wax evil in 
the sight of the Lord: he departed 
not from the sins of Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 

2.9 In the days of Pekah king of Is¬ 
rael came Tiglath-piieser king of As¬ 
syria, and took Ijon, and Abel-beth- 
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. XVI. Hoshea, Jotham, and Ahaz. 

maachah, and Janoah, and Kedesh, 
and Hazor, and Gilead, and Galilee, 
all the land of Naphtali, and carried 
them captive to Assyria. , 

30 And Hoshea the son of Elah 
made a conspiracy against Pekah the 
son of Remaliah, and smote him, and 
slew him, and reigned in his stead, in 
the twentieth year of Jotham the son 
of Uzziah. 

31 And the rest of the acts of Pekah, 
and all that he did, behold, they are 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Israel. 

32 If In the second year of Pekah the 
son of Remaliah king of Israel began 
Jotham the son of Uzziah king of Ju¬ 
dah to reign. 

33 Five and twenty years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reigned.' 
sixteen years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Jerusha,the daugh¬ 
ter of Zadok. 

34 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord : he did ac¬ 
cording to all that his father Uzziah 
hud done. 

35 IF Howbeit. the high places were 
not removed: the people sacrificed 
and burned incense still in the high 
places. He buHt the higher gate of 
the house of the Lord. 

36 IF Now the rest of the acts of Jo¬ 
tham, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? 

37 In those days the Lord began to 
send against Judah Rezin the king of 
Syria, and Pekah the son of Remaliah. 

38 And Jotham slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David his father : and Ahaz 
his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAP. XVI. 

1 Ahaz his wicked reign. 5 Ahaz, assailed by 
RczinandPekah,hircthTiglath-pileseragainst 
them. 10 Ahaz, sending a pattern of an altar 
from Damascus to Vrijah, diverteth the brasen 
altar to his own devotion^ 17 He spaileth the 
temple. 19 Hezekiah svcceedeth him. 

In the seventeenth year of Pekah the 
son of Remaliah Ahaz the son of Jo¬ 
tham king of Judah began to reign. 

2 Twenty years old was Ahaz when 
he began to reign, and reigned sixteen 
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years in Jerusalem, and did not that 
whS6h was right in the sight of the 
Lord his Godlike David his father.* 

3 But he walked in the way of the 
Icings of Israel* yea, and made his son 
to pass through the. fire, according to 
the abomination of the heathen, whom 
the Lord cast out from before the 
children of Israel. 

4 And he sacrificed and burnt in¬ 
cense in the high places, and on the 
hills, and under every green tree.. 

5 IT Then Rezin king of Syria and 
Pekah son of Remaliali king of Israel 
came up to Jerusalem to war: and 
they besieged Ahaz, but could not 
overcome him. 

■ • 6 At that time Rezin king of Syria 
recovered Elath to Syria, and drave 
the Jews from Elath : and the Syri¬ 
ans came to Elath, and dwelt there 
unto this day. 

7 So Ahaz sent messengers to Tig- 
lath-pileser king of Assyria, saying, I 
am thy servant and thy son: come up, 
and save me out of the hand of the king 
of Syria, and out of the hand of the 
king of Israel, which rise up against me. 

8 And Ahaz took the silver and gold 
that was found in the house of the 
Loro, and in the treasures of the 
king’s house, and sent it for a present 
to the king of Assyria. 

9 And the king of Assyria hearkened 
unto him : for the king of Assyria 
went up against Damascus, and took 
it, and carried the people of it captive 
to Kir, and slew Rezin. 

10 if Andking Ahaz went to Damas¬ 
cus to meet Tiglath-pileser king of 
Assyria, and saw an altar that was at 
Damascus: and king Ahaz sent to Uri- 
jah the priest the fashion of the altar, 
and the pattern of it, according to all 
the workmanship thereof. 

11 And Urijah the priest built an 
altar according to all that king Ahaz 
had sent from Damascus : so Urijah 
the priest made it against king Ahaz 
came from Damascus. 

12 And when the king was come 
from Damascus, the king saw the 
altar: and the king approached to the 
altar, and offered thereon. 
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13 And he burnt his burnt offering 
and his meat offering, and poured his 
drink offering, and sprinkled the blood 
of his peace offerings, upon the altar. 

14 And he brought also the brasen 
altar, which was before the Loro, 
from the forefront of the house, from 
between the altar and the house of the 
Lord, and put it on the north side of 
the altar. 

15 And king Ahaz.commanded Uri¬ 
jah the priest, saying. Upon the great 
altar burn the morning burnt offering, 
and the evening meat offering, and the 
king’s buVnt sacrifice, and his meat 
offering, with the burnt offering of all 
the people of the land, and their meat 
offering, and their drink offerings; 
and sprinkle upon it all the blood of 
the burnt offering, and all the blood 
of the sacrifice : and the brasen altar 
shall be for me to enquire by. 

16 ThusdidUrijahthe priest, accord¬ 
ing to all that king Ahaz commanded. 

17 H And king Ahaz cut off the bor¬ 
ders of the bases, and removed the 
laver from off them; and took down 
the sea from off the brasen oxen that 
were under it, and put it upon a pave¬ 
ment of stones. 

18 And the covert for the sabbath 
that they had built in the house, and 
the king’s entry without, 'turned he 
from the house of the Loro for the 
king of Assyria. 

19 Now the rest of the acts of 
Ahaz which he did, are they not writ¬ 
ten in the book of the chronicles of 
the kings of Judah ? 

20 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David: and Hezekiah his sop 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAP. XVII. 

I Hnthea his wicked reign. 3 Being subdued by 
Shalmaneser, hcrofispireth against himwithSo 
king of Efrypt. 5 Samaria, for their sins, is 
captivated. 24 The strange nations, which 
were transplanted in Samaria, being plagued 
* with lions, make a mixture of religions. 

In the twelfth year of Ahaz king of Ju¬ 
dah began Hoshea the son of Elah to 
reign in Samaria over Israel nine years. 

2 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Loro, but not as the 



4 And the king of Assyria found 
coDspuacy in Bosnia: for lie had sent 
mewt^gers to‘So king of Egypt, and 
bjwugtit no present to the king of As- 
Syria/ as he had done year by year: 
therefore the king of Assyria shut him 
up, and bound him imprison. 

5 if Then the king of Assyria came up 
throughout all the land, and went up to 
Samaria, and besieged it three years. 

6 if In the ninth year of Hoshea the 
king of Assyria took Samaria, and car¬ 
ried Israel away into Assyria, and 
placed them in Halah and in Habor 
by the river of Gozan, and in the 
cities of the Medes. 

7 For so it was, that the children of 
Israel had sinned against the Lord 
their God, which had brought them 
up out of the land of Egypt, from un¬ 
der the hand of Pharaoh king of Egypt, 
and had feared other gods, 

8 Arid walked in the statutes of the 
heathen, whom the Lord cast out 
from before the children of Israel, and 
of the kings of Israel, which they had 
made. 

f) And the children of Israel did se¬ 
cretly those tilings that ivere not right 
against the Lorj> their God, and they 
built them high places in all their 
cities, from the tower of the watchmen 
to the fenced city. 

10 And they set them up images and 
groves in every high hill, and under 
every green tree: 

11 And there they burnt incense in 
all the high places, as did the heathen 
whom the Lord carried away before 
them : and wrought wicked things to 
provoke the Lord to anger : 

12 For they served idols, whereof 
the Lord had said unto them, Ye 
shall not do this thing. 

13 Yet the Lord testified against 
Israel, and against Judah, by all the 
prophets, and by all the seers, saying. 
Turn ye from your evil ways, and keep 
my commandments and my statutes, 
according to all the law which I corp- 
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hear, hut hardened thensfheuks, 
the steakOthers* that* 
believe In ih&r God. 

15 And tKey -rejected Ins statute^ 

and his covenant that he marie with 
their guid 

he testified against them j and they fol¬ 
lowed Vanity, and became vairi, and 
went after the heathen that zeere round 
about them, conceiving whom the 
Lord had charged them, that they 
should not do like them. 

16 And they left all the command¬ 
ments of the Lord their God, and 
made them molten .images, even two 
calves, and made a grove, and wor¬ 
shipped all the host of heaven, and * 
served Baal. 

17 And they caused their sons and 
their daughters to pass through the 
fire, and used divination and enchant¬ 
ments, and sold themselves to do evil 
in ihe sight of the Lord, to provoke 
him to anger, 

18 Therefore the Lord was very 
angry wkh Israel, and removed them 
out of his sight: there was none left 
but the tribe of Judah only. 

1!) Also Judah kept not the com¬ 
mandments of the Lord their God, 
but walked in the statutes of Israel 
which they made. 

20 And the Lord rejected all the 
seed of Israel, and afflicted them, and 
delivered them into the hand of spoilers, 
until he had cast them out of his sight. 

21 For he; rent Israel from the house 
of David; and they made Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat -king: and Jeroboam 
drave Israel from following the LonD, 
and made them sin a great sin. 

22 For the children of Israel walked 
in all the sins of Jeroboan\ wliich he 
did; they departed not from them; 

23 Until the Lord removed Israel 
out of his sight, as he had stud by all 
Iris servants the prophets. So was 
Israel carried away out of their own 
land to Assyria unto this day. 

24 *[[ And the king of Assyria brought 
men from Babylon, and from Cuthah, 
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and from Ava, and, from Hamath, and 
from Sepharvaim, and placed them in 
the cities of Samaria instead of the chil¬ 
dren of Israel: and they possessed Sa- 
maria, and'dwelt in thp cities thereof! 

. 25 And «> it was at the beginning of 
their dwelling there, that they feared 
not the Lord: therefore the Lord 
sent lions among them, which slew 
someof them. 

• 26\Vherefore they spake to the king 
of Assyria, saying. The nations which 
thou hast removed, and placed in the 
cities of Samaria, know not the man¬ 
ner of the God of the land: therefore 
he hath sent lions among them, and, 
behold, they slay them, because they 
know not the manner of the God of 
the land. 

27 Then the king of Assyria com¬ 
manded, saying, Carry thither one of 
the priests whom ye brought from 
thence; and let them go and dwell 
there, and let him teach them the 
manner of the God of the land. 

28 Then one of the priests whom 
they had carried away from Samaria 
came and dwelt in Beth-cl, and taught 
them how they should fear the Lord. 

29 Howbeit every nation made gods 
of their own, and put them in the 
houses of the high places which the 
Samaritans had made, every nation in 
their cities wherein they dwelt. 

30 And the men of Babylon made 
S uccoth-benoth, and the men of .Cuth 
made Nergal, and the men of Hamath 
made Ashima, 

31 Andthe Avites made Nibhazand 
Tartak, and the Sephiarvites burnt 
their children in fire to Adrammelech 
and Anammelech, the gods of Sephar¬ 
vaim. 

82 So they feared; the Lord, and 
made unto themselves of the lowest 
of them priests of the high places, 
which sacrificed for them in the houses 
of the high places. 

S3 They feared the Lord, and 
served their own gods, after the man¬ 
ner of the nations whom they carried 
away from thence. 

34 Unto this day they do after the 
former manners; they fear not the 
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Lord, neither do they after their sta¬ 
tutes, or after their ordinances, or af¬ 
ter the law and commandment which 
(he Lord commanded the children of 
Jacob, whom he named Israel; 

35 With whom the Lord had made 
a covenant, and charged them, spying. 
Ye shall not fear other gods, nor bow 
yourselves to them, nor serve them, 
nor sacrifice to them : 

36 But the Lord, who brought you 
up out ofcthe land of Egypt with great 
power and a stretched out arm, him 
shall ye fear, and him shall ye wor¬ 
ship, and to him shall ye do sacrifice. 

37 And the statutes, and the ordi¬ 
nances, and the law, a*id the com¬ 
mandment, which he wrote for you, 
ye shall observe to do for evermore; 
and ye shall not fepr other gods. 

38 And the covenant that 1 have 
made with you ye shall not forget; 
neither shall ye fear other gods. 

38 But the Lord your God ye shall 
fear; and he shall deliver you out of 
the hand of all your enemies. 

40 Howbeit they did not hearken, 
but they did after their former manner. 

41 So these nationsTeared the Lord, 
and served their graven images, both 
their children, and their children’s 
children : as did their fathers, so do 
they unto this day. 

CHAP. XVIII. 

1 Hezekiah his good reign. 4 He destroy eth 
idolatry, andprospereth. !) Samaria is carried 
captive for their tins. 13 Sennacherib invading 
Judah is pacified by a tribute. 17 Ilab-shakeh, 
sent by Sennacherib again, renileth Hezekiah, 
and by blasphemous persuasions soliviteth the 
people to revolt. 

Now it came to pass in the third 
year of Hoshea son of Elah king of Is¬ 
rael, that Hezekiah the son of Ahfe 
king of Judah began to reign. 

2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he reign¬ 
ed twenty* and nine years in Jerusa¬ 
lem. His mother’s name also was 
Abi, the daughter of Zechariah. 

3 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that David his father did. 

4 % He removed the high places, 
and brake the images, and cut down 
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the groves, and brake in pieces the 
brasen serpent that Moses had made: 
for untq those days the children of 
Israel did bum incense to it: and he 
called it Nehushtan.. 

5 He trusted in the Loro> God of 
Israel: so that after him was. none 
like him among all the kings of Judah, 
nor any that were before him. 

6 For he clave to the Lorj>, and 
departed not from following him, but 
kept his commandments, which the 
Loan commanded Moses. 

7 And the Lord was with him; and 
he prospered whithersoever* he went 
forth : and he rebelled against the 
king of Assyria, and served him not. 

8 He smote the Philistines, even 
unto Gaza, and the borders thereof, 
from the tower of the watchmen to 
the fenced city. 

9 And it came to pass in the 
fourth year of king Hezekiah, which 
was the seventh year of Hoshea son of 
Elah king of Israel, that Shalmaneser 
king of Assyria came up against Sa¬ 
maria, and besieged it. 

10 And at the end of three years they 
took it: even in the sixth year of He¬ 
zekiah, that is the ninth year of Hoshea 
king of Israel, Samaria was taken. 

11 And the king of Assyria did carry 
away Israel unto Assyria, and put them 
in Halah and in Habor, by 'the river 
of Gozan, and in the cities of the Medes: 

. 12 BecaUse they obeyed not the voice 
of the Lord their God, but transgress¬ 
ed his covenant, ami all that Moses 
the servant of the Lord commanded, 
and would not hear them., nor do them. 

13 if Now in the fourteenth year of 
king Hezekiah did Sennacherib king of 
Assyria come up against all the fenced 
cities of Judah, and took them. 

14 And Hezekiah king of Judah 
sent to the king of Assyria to Lachish, 
saying, I have offended ; retjirn from 
me : that which thou puttest on me 
will I bear. And the king of Assy¬ 
ria appointed unto Hezkciah king of 
Judah three hundred talents of silver 
and thirty talents of gold. 

15 And Hezekiah gave him all the 
silver that was found in th%house of 
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the L$kd, and in the treasures of the 
king's house. 

16..At that time did Hezekiah cut 
off the gold from the doors of the tem¬ 
ple of the Lor p, and from the plum's 
which Hezekiah king of Judah had 
overlaid, and gave it to the king of 
Assyria. 

17 If And the king of Assyria sent 
Tartan and Rabsaris and Rab-sh^keh 
from Lachish to king Hezekiah with 
a great host against Jerusalem. And 
they went up and came to Jerusalem. 
And when they were come up, they 
came and stood by the conduit of the 
upper pool, which is in the highway 
of the fuller’s field. 

18 And when they had called to the 
king, there came out to them Eliakim 
the son of Hilkiah, which was over the 
houshold, arid Shebna the scribe, and 
Joah the son of Asaph the recorder. 

19 And Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Speak, ye now to Hezekiah, Thus 
saith the great king, the king of As¬ 
syria, What confidence is this wherein 
thou trustest ? 

20 Thou sayest, (but they are but vain 
words,) I have counsel and strength for 
the war. Now on whom dost thou 
trust, that thou rebellest against me? 

2 1 Now, behold, thou trustest upon 
the staff of this bruised reed, even 
upon Egypt, on which if a man lean, 
it will go into his hand, and pierce it: 
so ,is Pharaoh king of Egypt unto all 
that trust on him. 

22 But if ye say unto me, We trust 
in the Lord our God; is not that he, 
whose high places and whose altars 
Hezekiah bath taken away, and hath 
said to Judah and Jerusalem, Ye shall 
worship before this altar in Jerusalem P* 

23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give 
pledges to my lord the king of Assy¬ 
ria, and I will deliver thee two thou¬ 
sand horses, if thou be able on thy 
part to set riders upon them. 

24 How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one captain of the least of 
my master’s servants, and put thy 
trust on Egypt for chariots and for 
horsemen ? 

25 Am I now come up.without the 
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Lord against this place to destroy it ? 
The Lord said to me. Go up against 
this land, and destroy it, 

26 Then sad Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, and .Shebna, and Joah, unto 
Rab-shakeh, Speak, I pray thee, to 
thy servants in the Synan language; 
for we understand it: and talk not 
with us in the Jews’ language in the 
ears of the people that are on the wall. 

27 But Rab-shakeli said unto them. 
Hath my master sent me to thy mas¬ 
ter, and to thee, to speak these words? 
hath he not sent me to the men which 
sit on the wall, that they may eat their 
own dung, and drink their own piss 
with you? 

28 Then Rab-shakeh stood and cried 
with a loud voice in the Jews’ language, 
and spake, saying, Hear the word of 
the great king, the king of Assyria: 

29 Thus saith the king. Let not He¬ 
zekiah deceive you: for he shall not 
be able to deliver you out of his hand 

30 Neither let Hezekiah make you 
trust in the Lord, saying, The Loan 
will surely deliver us, and this city 
shall not be delivered into the hand 
of the'king of Assyria. 

31 Hearken not to Hezekiah: for 
thus saith the king of Assyria, Make 
an agreement with me by a present, 
and come out to me, and then eat ye 
every man of his own vine, and every 
one of his fig tree, and drink ye 
every one of the waters of his cistern : 

32 Until 1 come and take you away 
to a land like your own land, a land 
of com and wine, a land of bread and 
vineyards, a land of oil olive and of, 
honey, that ye may live, and not die : 
and hearken not unto Hezekiah, when 
'he persuadeth you, saying, The Lord 
will deliver us. 

S3 Hath any of the gods of the na¬ 
tions delivered at all his land out of 
the ha. .1 of the king of Assyria? 

34 Where are the gods of Hamath, 
and of Arpad ? where are the gods of 
Sepharvaim, Hena, and Ivah ? have 
they delivered Samaria out of mine 
hand? 

35 Who are they among all the 
gods of the countries, that have deli- 
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vered their country out of mine hand, 
that the Lord should deliver Jerusa¬ 
lem out of mine hand ? 

36 But the people held their peace, 
and answered him not a word: for 
the king’s commandment was, saying, 
Answer him not. 

37 Then came Eliakim the son of 
Hilkiah, which teas over the houshold, 
and Shebna the scribe, and Joah the 
son of Asaph the recorder, to Heze¬ 
kiah with their clothes rent, and told 
him the words of Rab-shakeh. 

CHAP. XIX. 

1 Hezekiah mourning sendeth to Isaiah to pray 
for them. 6 Isaiah comforteth them. 8 Seu- 
nacherih, going to encounter TirJut hah. sendeth 
a blasphemous letter to Hezttfdah. 14 Heze. 
kiah his prayer, 20 Isaiah his prophecy of the 
pride and destruction of Sennacherib, and 
the good of Zion. 35 An angel sltn/elh the As¬ 
syrians. 36 SennacJterib ts slain at Nineveh 
by his own sons. 

And it came to pass, when king He¬ 
zekiah heard it, that he rent his clothes, 
and covered himself with .sackcloth, 
and went into the house of the Lord. 

2 And he sent Eliakim, which was 
over the houshold, and Shebna the 
scribe, and the elders of the priests, 
covered with sackcloth, to Isaiah the 
prophet the son of Amoz. 

3 And they said unto him, Thus 
saith Hezekiah, This day is a day of 
trouble, and of rebuke, and blasphe¬ 
my : for the children are come to the 
birth, and there is not strength to bring 
forth. 

4 It may be the Lord thy God will 

hear all the words of Rab-shakeh, 
whom the king of Assyria his master 
hath'sent to reproach the living God ; 
and will reprove the words which the 
Lord thy God hath heard: where¬ 
fore lift up thy prayer for the remnant 
that are left. 1 

5 So the servants of king Heze. 
kiah came to Isaiah. 

6 % And Isaiah said unto them, 
Thus shall ye say to your master, Thus 
saith the Lord, Be not afraid of the 
words which thou hast heard, with 
which the servants of the king of As¬ 
syria have blasphemed me. 

7 Behold, 1 will send a blast upon 
him, andtiie shall hear a rumour, and 
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shall return to his own land; and I 
will cause him to fall by the sword in 
nis own land. 

8 So Rab-shakeh returned, and 
found the king of Assyria warring 
against Libnah: for he had heard that 
he was departed from Lachish. 

9 And when he heard say of Tirhakah 
king of Ethiopia, Behold, he is come 
out to fight against thee; he sent mes¬ 
sengers again unto Hezekiah, saying, 

10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying, Let not thy God 
in whom thou trustest decejve thee, 
saying, Jerusalem shall not be delivered 
into the hand of the king of Assyria. 

11 Behold, t thou hast heard what 
the kings of Assyria have done to all 
lands, by destroying them utterly; 
and shalt thou be delivered? 

12 Have the gods of the nations 
delivered them which my fathers have 
destroyed; as Gozan, and Haran, and 
Rezeph, and the children of Eden 
which were in Thelasar ? 

13 Where is the king of Hamath, 
and the king of Arpad, and the king 
of the city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, 
and Ivah ? 

14 51 And Hezekiah receivedthe let¬ 
ter of the hand of the messengers, and 
read it: and Hezekiah went up into 
the house of the Loud, and spread it 
before the Lord. 

15 If And Hezekiah prayed before 
the Lord, and said, O Lord God of 
Israel, which dwellest between the che- 
rubims, thou art the God, even thou 
alone, of all the kingdoms of the w a r thj 
thou hast made heaven and earW' 

16 Lord, bow down thine ear, and 
hear: open, Lord, thine eyes, and 
see: and hear the words of Sen¬ 
nacherib, which hath sent him to re¬ 
proach the living God. 

17 Of a truth. Lord, the kings of 
Assyria have destroyed th^ nations 
and their lands, 

18 And have cast their gods into the 
fire: for they were no gods, but the 
work of men’s hands, wood and stone: 
therefore they have destroyed them. 

19 Now therefore, O Lord our 
God, I beseech thee, save thou us out 
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of his hand, that all the kingdoms of 
thfe earth may know that thou art the 
Lord God, even thou only. 

20 Then Isaiah the son of Amoz 
sent to Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith 
the Lord God of Israel, That which 
thou hast prayed to me against Senna¬ 
cherib king of Assyria I have heard. 

21 This is the word that the Lord 
hath spoken concerning him; The 
virgin the daughter of Zion hath des¬ 
pised thee, and laughed thee to scorn; 
the daughter of Jerusalem hath shaken 
her head at thee. 

22 Whom hast^hou reproached and 
blasphemed ? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high ? even against the 
Holy One of Israel. 

23 By thy messengers thou hast re¬ 
proached the Lord, and hast said. 
With the multitude of my chariots I am 
come up to the height of the moun¬ 
tains, to the sides of Lebanon, and will 
^cut down the tall cedar trees thereof, 
and the choice fir trees thereof: and I 
will enter into the lodgings of his 
borders, and into the forest of his 
Carmel. 

24 I have digged and drunk strange 
waters, and with the sole of my feet 
have I dried up all the rivers of be¬ 
sieged places. 

25 Hast thou not heard long ago 
how I have done it, and of ancient 
times that 1 have formed it? now have 
I brought it to pass, that thou should- 
est be to lay waste fenced cities into 
ruinous heaps. 

: 26 Tlierefore their inhabitantywere 
of small power, they were dismayed 
and confounded j they were as the 
grass of the field, and as the green 
herb, os the grass on the house tops, and 
as*corn blasted before it be grown up. 

27 But I know thy abode, and thy 
going out, and thy coming in, and thy 
rage against me. 

28 Because thy rage against me and 
thy tumult is come up into mine ears, 
therefore I will put my hook in thy 
nose, and my bridle in thy lips, and I 
will turn thee back by the way by 
which thou earnest. 
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29 And this shall he a sign unto thee, 
Ye shall eat this year such things as 
grow of themselves, and in the second 
year that which springetli of the same; 
and in the third year, sow ye, and reap, 
and plant vineyards, and eat the fruits 
thereof. . . 

30 And the remnant that is escaped 
of the house of Judah shall yet again 
take Toot downward, and hear fruit 
upward. 

31 For out of Jerusalem shall go 
forth a remnant, and they that escape 
out of mount Zion : the zeal of the 
Lord of hosts shall'do this. 

32 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
concerning the king of Assyria, He 
shall not come into this city, nor shoot 
an artow there, nor come before it 
with shield, nor cast a bank against it. 

33 By the way that he came, by 
the same shall he return, and shall not 
come into this city, saith the Lord. 

34 For I will defend this city, to 
save it, for mine own sake, and for mj* 
servant David’s sake. 

35 ^ And it came to pass that night, 
that the angel of the Lord went out, 
and smote in the camp of the Assy¬ 
rians an hundred fourscore and five 
thousand : and when they arose early 
in the morning, behold, they were all 
dead corpses. 

36 So Sennacherib king of Assyria 
departed, and went and returned, and 
dwelt at Nineveh. 

37 And it came to pass, as he was 
worshipping in the house of Nisroch 
his god, that Adrammelech and Sha- 
rezer his sons smote him with the 
sword: and they escaped into the land 
of Armenia. And Esarhaddon his son 
reigned in his stead. 

CHAP. XX. 

1 Hezekiah, having received a message of death, 
by prayer hath his life lengthened. 8 The sun 
goeth test degrees backward for a sign of that 
pro- -sc. 12 llerodach-baladan, sending to visit 
H< - ekitth, because of the icanderr, hath notice of 
his treasures. 14 Isaiah understanding thereof 
foretellelh the Babylonian captivity. 20 Ma- 
nasseh succeedeth Hezekiah. 

In those days was Hezekiah sick un¬ 
to death. And the prophet Isaiah 
the son of Araoz came to him, and 
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said unto him, Thus saith the Lord, 
Set thine house in order ; for thou 
shalt die, and not live. 

2 Then he turned his face to the wall, 
and prayed unto the Lord, saying, 

3 1 beseech thee, O Lord, remem¬ 
ber now how I have walked before thee 
in truth and with a perfect heart, and 
have done that which is good in thy 
sight. And Hezekiah wept sore. 

4 And it came to pass, afore Isaiah 
was gone out into the middle court, 
that the word of the Lord came to 
him, say;ng, 

5 Turn again, and tell Hezekiah the 
captain of my people. Thus saith the 
Lord, the God of David thy father, 
I have heard thy prayer, I have seen 
thy tears: behold, I will heal thee: on 
the third day thou shalt go up unto 
the house of the Lord. 

6 And 1 will add unto thy days fif¬ 

teen years; and I will deliver thee and 
this city out of the hand of the king 
of Assyria; and I will defend this city 
for mine own sake, and for my ser¬ 
vant David’s sake. , 

7 And Isaiah said,*Take a lump of 
figs. And they took and laid it on the 
boil, and he recovered. 

8 5[ And Hezekiah said unto Isaiah, 
What shall he the sign that the Lord 
will heal me, and that I shall go up into 
the house of the Lord the third day? 

9 And Isaiah said. This sign shait 
thou have of the Lord, that-the Lord 
will do the thing that he hath spoken: 
shall the shadow go forward ten de¬ 
grees, or go back ten degrees ? 

IfaAnd Ilezekiah answered, It is a 
light, thing for the shadow to go down 
ten degrees;.nay, but let the shadow 
return backward ten degrees. 

11 And Isaiah the prophet cried un¬ 
to the Lord : and he brought the sha¬ 
dow ten degrees backward, by which it 
had gone down in the dial of Ahaz. 

12 ^1 At that time Berodach-bala- 
dan, the son of Baladan, king of Ba¬ 
bylon, sent letters and a present unto 
Hezekiah: for he had heard that He¬ 
zekiah had been sick. 

13 And Hezekiah hearkened unto 
them, and shewed them all the house 
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of liis precious tilings, the silver, and 
the gold, and the spices, and the pre¬ 
cious ointment, and all the house of 
his armour, and all that was found in 
his treasures: there was nothing in 
his house, nor in ail his dominion, 
that Hezekiah shewed them not. 

14 % Then came Isaiah the prophet 
unto king Hezekiah, and said unto 
him. What said these men ? and from 
whence came they unto thee ? And 
Hezekiah said, They are come from 
a far country, even from Babylon. 

15 And he said, What have they 
seen in thine house? And Hezekiah 
answered, All the things that are in 
mine house hjive they seen : there is 
nothing among my treasures that I 
have not shewed them. 

1(> And Isaiah said unto Hezekiah, 
Hear the word of the Lord. 

17 Behold, the days come, that all 
that is in thine house, and that which 
thy fathers have laid up in store unto 
this day, shall be carried into Babylon: 
nothing shall be left, saith the Lord. 

18 And of thy sons that shall issue 
from thee, which thou shalt beget, 
shall they take away; and they shall 
be eunuchs in the palace of the king of 
Babylon. 

19 Then said Hezekiah unto Isaiah, 
Good is the word of the Ix>rd which 
thou hast spoken. And he said. Is it 
not good, if peace and truth be in 
my days ?* 

20 And the rest of the acts of 
Hezekiah, and all his might, and how 
he made a pool, and a conduit, and 
brought water into the city, arc 'they 
not written in the book of the chro¬ 
nicles of the kings of Judah? 

21 And Hezekiah slept with his fa¬ 
thers : and Manasseh his son reigned 
in his stead. 

CHAP. XXI. 

1 Manasseh his reipn. 3 His profit idolatry. 

10 His wickedness eauseth prophecies apainst 

Judah. 1 7 Amon sueceedeth him. 1 9 Anton's 

wicked >1 ipn. 23 Hr hrinp stain by his ser¬ 
vants, and those murderers slain by the people, 

Josiah is made hinp . 

Manasskh was twelve years old 
when be began to reign, and reigned 
.fifty and five years in Jerusalem. And 
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his mother’s name was Hephzi-bah. 
» 2 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, after the abo¬ 
minations of the heathen, whom the 
Lord cast out before the children of 
Israel. 

3 For he built up again the high 
places which Hezekiah his father had 
destroyed; and he reared up altars for 
Ba^l, and made a grove, as did Ahab 
king of Israel; and worshipped all the 
host of heaven, and served them. 

4 And he built altars in the house of 
the Lord, of which the Lord said, 
In Jerusalem will I put my name. 

5 And he built altars for all thfe host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the Lord. 

6 And he made his son pass through 
the lire, and observed times, and used 
enchantments, and dealt with familiar 
spirits and wizards: he wrought much 
wickedness in the sight of the Lord, 
to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a graven image of the 
grove that he had made in the house, 
of which the Lord said to David, and 
to Solomon his son. In this house, 
and in Jerusalem, which I have cho¬ 
sen out of all tribes of Israel, will I 
put my name for ever: 

8 Neither will I make the feet of 
Israel move any more out of the land 
which I gave their fathers; only if 
they, will observe to do according to 
all that I have commanded them, and 
according to all the law that my ser¬ 
vant Moses commanded them. 

9 But they hearkened not: and Ma¬ 
nasseh seduced them to do more 
evil than did the nations whom the 
Lord destroyed before the children 
of Israel. 

10 f And the Lord spake by his 
servants t|ie prophets, saying, 

11 Because Manasseh king of Ju¬ 
dah hath done these abominations, 
and hath done wickedly above all that 
the Amorites did, which were before 
him, ami hath made Judah also to sin 
with his idols; 

12 Therefore thus saith the Ix>rd 
God of Israel; Behold, I am bringing 
such evil upon Jerusalem and Judah, 
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that whosoever heareth of it, both his 
ears shall tingle. * • 

13 And I will streteh over Jerusa¬ 
lem the line of Samaria, and the plum¬ 
met of the house of Ahab: and I will 
wipe Jerusalem as a. man wipeth a 
dish, wiping it, and turning it upside 
down. 

14 And t will forsake the remnant 
of mine inheritance, and deliver them 
into the hand of their enemies; and 
they shall become a prey and a spoil 
to all their enemies; 

15 Because they have done that 
which was evil in my sight, and have 
provoked me to anger, since the day 
their fathers came forth out of Egypt, 
even unto thiftday. 

16 Moreover Manasseh shed inno¬ 
cent blood very much, till he had filled 
Jerusalem from one end to another; 
beside his sin wherewith he made Ju¬ 
dah to sin, in doing that which was 
evil in the sight of the Loan. * 

17 if Now the rest of the acts of 
Manasseh, and all that he did, and his 
sin that he sinned, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the 
kings of Judah ? 

18 And Manasseh slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried in the garden 
of his own house, in the garden of 
Uzza: and Amon his son reigned in 
his stead. 

19 % Amon was twehty and two 
ears old when he began to reign, and 
e reigned two years in Jerusalem. 

And his mother’s name was Meshulle- 
meth, thedaughterof Haruz ofJotbah. 

20 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, as his father 
Manasseh did. 

21 And he walked in all the way 
that his father Walked in, and served 
the idols that his father served, and 
worshipped them: 

22 Vnd he forsook the Lord God 
of his fathers, and walked not in the 
way of the Lord. 

23 And the servants of Amon con¬ 
spired against him, and slew the king 
in his own house. 

24 And the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
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king Amon; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his son king in his stead. 

25 Now the rest of the acts of Amon 
which he did, are they not written in 
the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Judah ? 

26 And he was buried in his sepul¬ 
chre in the garden of Uzza; and Jo¬ 
siah his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAP. XXII. 

1 Josiah his good reign. . 3 He tahelh rare for 
the repair of the temple. 8 Hilkiah having 
found the hook of the law, Josiah sendeth to 
Huldah to enquire of the Lord. 15 Huldah 
prophesieth the destruction of Jerusalem, but 
respite thereof in Josiah’s time. 

Josiah uvts eight years old when he 
began to reign, and he, reigned thirty 
aqd one years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Jedidah, the daugh¬ 
ter of Adaiah of Boseath. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Ijord, and walked in 
all the way of David his father, and 
turned not aside to the right hand or 
to the left. 

3 if And it came to pass in the eigh¬ 
teenth year of king Josiah, that the 
king sent Shaphan the son of Azaliah, 
the son of MeshuUam, the scribe, to 
the house of the Lord, saying, 

4 Go up to Hilkiah the high priest, 
that he may sum the silver which is 
brought into the house of the Lord, 
which the keepers of the door have 
gathered of the people: 

5 And let them deliver it into the 
hand of the doers of the work, friat 
have the oversight of the house of the 
Lord: and let them give it to the 
doers of the work which is in the 
house of the Lord, to repair the 
breaches of the house, 

6 Unto carpenters, and builders, and 
masons, and to buy timber and hewn 
stone to repair the house. 

7 Howbeit there was no reckoning 
made wifh them of the money that 
was delivered into their hand, because 
they dealt faithfully. 

8 % And Hilkiah the high priest said 
unto Shaphan the scribe, I have found 
the .book of the law in the house of 
the Lord. And Hilkiah gave the 
book to Shaphan, and he read it. 



Destructionof Jerusalemforetold. CHAP. 

9 And Shaphan the scribe came to 
the king, ana brought the king word 
again, and said. Thy servants hav9ga- 
thered the money that was found in 
the house, and have delivered it into 
the hand of them that do the work, 
that have the oversight of the house 
of the Lord. 

10 And Shaphan the scribe shewed 
the king, saying, Hilkiah the priest 
hath delivered me a book. And Sha¬ 
phan read it before the king. 

11 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the boob 
of the law, that he rent his clothes. 

12 And the king commanded Hil¬ 
kiah the priest, and Ahikam the son of 
Shaphan, and Achbor the son of MI- 
chaiah, and Shaphan the scribe, and 
Asahiah a servant of the king’s, saying, . 

13 Go ye, enquire of the Lord for 
me, and for the people, and for all 
Judah, concerning the words of this 
book that is found: for great is the 
wrath of the Lord that is kindled 
against us, because our fathers have 
not hearkened unto the words of this 
book, to do according untP all that 
which is written concerning us. 

14 So Hilkiah the priest, and Ahi¬ 
kam, and Achbor, and Shaphan, and 
Asahiah, went unto Huldah the pro r 
phetess, the wife of Shallum the son 
of Tikvah. the son of Harhas, keeper 
of the wardrobe; (now she dwelt in 
Jerusalem* in the college j) and they 
corhmuned with her. 

15 % And she said unto them. Thus 
saith the Lord God of Israel,. Tell 
the man that sent you to me, 

16 Thus saith the Lord, Behold, I 
will bring evil upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof, even all 
the words of the book which the king 
of Judah hath read: 

17 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense unto other 
gods, that they might provoke me to 
anger with till the works of their hands; 
therefore my wrath shall be kindled 
against this place, and shall not be 
quenched. 

18 But to the king of Judah which 
sent you to enquire of the Lord, thus 
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XXIII. A respite thereof in Josiah's time. 

shall ye say to him, Thus saith the 
Lord God of Israel, As touching the 
words which thou hast heard; 

19 Because thine heart was tender, 
and thou hast humbled thyself before 
the Lord, when thou Ileardest what 
I spake against this place, and against 
the inhabitants thereof,that Jhey should 
become a desolation and a curse, and 
hast rent thy clothes, and wept before 
me; I also have heard thee, saith the 
Lord. 

20 Behold therefore, I will gather 
thee unto thy fathers, and thou shalt 
be gathered into thy grave in peace; 
and thine eyes shall not see all the 
evil which I will bring upon this 
place. And they brought the king 
word again. 

CHAP. XXIII. 

1 Josiah cause l h the booh to be read in a solemn 
assembly. 3 He reneweth the covenant of the 
Jj<rrd. 4 He destroyeth idolatry. 15 He 
burnetii dead men's bones upon theaUarofBeth¬ 
el, as was forejimphe.sicd. 21 He keepeth a 
most solemn passover. 24 He puttetli away 
witches , and all abomination. 2fi Cod’s final 
wrath against Judah. 29 Josiah, provoking 
* Pharaoh-ueehoh, is shun at Megiddn. .'11 Je- 
koahaz, succeeding him, is imprisoned by Pha- 
rttoh-ncehoh, who made Jehoiakiui king. 36 
Jehoiakim's wwked reign. 

A.nd the king sent, and they gather¬ 
ed unto him all the elders of Judah 
and of Jerusalem. 

2 And the king went up into the 
house of the Lord, and all the men 
of Judah and all the inhabitants of Je¬ 
rusalem with him, and the priests, and 
the prophets, and all the people, both 
sm^ll and great: and l>c read in their 
ears all the words of the book of the 
covenant which was found in the 
house of the Lord. 

* 3 51 And the king stood by a pillar, 
and made a covenant before the Lord, 
to walk after the Lord, and to keep 
his commandments and his testimonies 
and his statutes with all their heart and 
all their soul, to perform the words 
of this covenant that were written in 
this book. And all the people stood 
to the covenant. 

4 And the king commanded Hilkiah 
the high priest, and the priests of the 
second older, and the keepers of the 
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door, to brihg forth tfUt of the temple 
of the Lord all the vessel* that were 
made for Baal, and for the grove, and 
for all the host of heaven: and he 
burned tBen u w ithout Jerusalem in 
the fields of *idron, and carried the 
ashes of them unto Beth-el. 

5 And he put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the Icings of Judah had 
ordained to bum incense in the high 
places in the cities of Judah, and in 
the places round about Jerusalem; 
them also that burned indense unto 
Baal, to the sun, and to the moon, 
and to the planets, and to all the host 
of heaven. 

6 And he brought out the grove from 
the house of the Lord, without Je¬ 
rusalem, unto the brook Kidron, and 
burned it at the brook Kidron, and 
stamped it small to powder, and cast 
the powder thereof upon the graves 
of the children of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses of 
the sodomites, that were "by the house 
of the Lord, where the women wove 
hangings for the grove. 

8 And he brought all the priests out 
of the cities of Judah, and defiled the 
high places where the priests had 
burned incense, from Geba to Beer- 
sheha, and brake down the high places 
of the gates that were in the entering 
in of the gate of Joshua the governor 
of the city, which were on a man's left 
hand at the gate of the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the 
high places came not up to'the altar 
of the Lord hi Jerusalem, but they 
did eat of the unleavened bread among 
their brethren. 

10 And he defiled Topheth, which 
is in the valley of the children of Hin- 
nom, that no man might make his son 
or his daughter to pass through the 
fire tr Molech. 

11 Arid he took away the horses 
that the kings of Judah had given to 
the sun, at the entering in of the 
house of the Lord, by the chamber 
of Nathan-melech the chamberlain, 
which was in the suburbs, and burn¬ 
ed the chariots of the sun with fire. 

12 And the altars that were on the 
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top of the upper chamber 6f Ahaz, 
which the kings of Judah had made, 
and+the altars which Manasseh had 
made in the two courts of the house 
6f the Lord, did the king beat down, 
and brake them down from thence, 
and cast the dust of them into the 
brook Kidron. 

13 And the high places that ivere 
before Jerusalem, which were on the 
right hand of the mount of corruption, 
which Solomon the king of Israel had 
builded for Ashtoreth the abomination 
df the Zidonians, and for Chcmosh 
the abomination of the Moabites, and 
for Milcom the abominatibn of the 
children of Ammon, did.theking defile. 

14 And he brake in pieces .the ima¬ 
ges, and cut down the groves, and fill¬ 
ed their places with the bones of men. 

I5 : ij Moreover the altar that was 
at Beth-el, and the high place which 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who ifiade 
Israel to sin, lmd made, both that altar 
and the high place he brake down, 
and burned the high place, and stamp¬ 
ed if Small to powder, and burned the 
grove. • 

16 And as Josiah turned himself, he 

spied the sepulchres that were there 
in the mount, and sent, and took the 
bones out of the sepulchres, and burn¬ 
ed them upon the altar, and polluted 
it, according to the word of the Lord 
which the man of God proclaimed, 
who proclaimed these words. . 

17 Then he said. What title is tnat 
that I see ? And the men of the city 
told him, ft is the sepulchre of the 
man of God, which came from Judah, 
and proclaimed these things that thou 
hast done against the altar of Beth-el. 

18 And he said. Let him alone; let 
no man move his bones'. So they let 
his bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Samaria.'* 

19 And all the houses also of the 
high places that were in the cities of 
Samaria, which the kings of Israel 
had made to provoke the LORD to 
anger, Josiah took away, and did to 
them according to all the acts that he 
had done in Beth-el. 

20 And he slew all the priests of the 
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high places that were there upon the 1 
altars, and burned men’s bones upon 
them, and returned to Jerusalem. r 
. 21 ^f* And the king commanded all 
the people, saying. Keep the paasover 
unto the Lord your God, as it is 
written in the boqk of this covenant. 

22 Surely there was not holden such 
a pas?over from the days of the judg¬ 
e's that judged Israel, nor in blithe 
days of the icings of Israel, nor of the 
kings of Judah ; 

23 Butin theeighteenth year of king 
Josiah, wherein this passover was 
holden to the Lord in Jerusalem. 

24 if Moreover the workers with fa¬ 
miliar spirits, and the wizards, and the 
images, and the idols, and all the abo¬ 
minations that were spied in the land 
of Judah and in Jerusalem, did Josiah 
put away, that he might perforin'the 
words of the law which were written 
in the book that Hilkiah the priest 
found in the house of the Lord. 

25 And like unto him was there no 
king before him, that turned to the 
Lord with all his heart, and with all 
his soul, and with all his might, ac¬ 
cording to all the law of Moses; 
neither after him arose there any 
like him. 

26 5F Notwithstanding the Lord 
turned not front the fierceness of his 
great wrath, wherewith his anger was 
kindled against Judah, because of all 
the provocations that Manasseh had 
provoked him withal. 

27 And the Lord said, I will re¬ 
move Judah also out of my sight, as 
I have removed Israel, and will cast 
off this city Jerusalem which I have 
chosen, and the house of which I said, 
My name shall be there. 

• 28 Now the test of the acts of Jo¬ 
siah, and all that .he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Judah ? • 

29 In his days Pharaoh-nechoh 
king of Egypt went up against the 
king of Assyria to the river Euphra¬ 
tes: and king Josiah went against 
him; and he slew him at Megiddo, 
when he had seen him. 

30 And his servants carried him in 
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XiKIV. Jehoiakim mode lling. 

a chariot dead from Megiddo, and 
brought him to Jerusalem, and buried 
hi» in his own sepulchre. And the 
pedple of the land took Jehoahaz the 
son' of Josiah, and anointed Him, and 
made him lung in his father’s stead. 

31 if Jehoahaz teas twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign; 
and he reigned three months in Jeru¬ 
salem. And his mother's name was 
Hamutal, the daughter of Jeremiah of 
Libnah. ' 

32 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that his fathers had done. 

33 And Phacaoh-nechoh put him in 
bands atRiblahin the land of Hamath, 
that he might not reign in Jerusalem; 
and put the land to a tribute of an 
hundred talents of silver, and a talent 
of gold. 

34 And Pharaoh-nechoh made Eli- 
akim the son of J osiah king in the room 
of Josiah his father, and turned his 
name to Jehoiakim, and took Jeho¬ 
ahaz away; and he came to Egypt* 
and died there. 

35 And Jehoiakim gave the silver 
and the gold to Pharaoh; but he tax¬ 
ed the land to give the money accord¬ 
ing to the commandment of Pharaoh: 
he exacted the silver and the gold of 
the people of the land, of every one 
according to his taxation, to give it 
unto Pharaoh-nechoh. 

36 If Jehoiakim teas twenty and five 
years did • when he began to reign ; 
and He reigned eleven years in Jeru¬ 
salem. Arid his mother’s name was 
Zebudah, the daughter of Pedaiah of 
Rumah. 

37 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that his fathers had done. 

CHAP. XXIV. 

I Jehoiakim, first subdued by" Nebuchadnezzar, 
then rebelling against him, procureth his own 
ruin. 6 Jehoiachm sueceedeth him. 7 The 
king of Egypt is vanquished bp the king of 
Babylon. 8 Jehoiachin's evil reign. 10 Je¬ 
rusalem is taken and carried captive into Ba¬ 
bylon. 1 7 Zedekiah is made king, and reigneth 
ill unto the utter destination of Judah.' 

In his days Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon came up, and Jehoiakim be- 
3 L 
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came his servant ttaee years: then he 
turned and rebelled against him. 

2 And the Lord 'sent against him 
bands of the Chaldees, and bands of the 
Syrians, and bands of the Moabites, 
and bands of the children of Ammon, 
and Sent them against Judah to destroy 
it, according to the word of the Lord, 
which he spake by his servants the 
prophets. 

3‘Surely at the commandment of the 
Lord came this upon Judah, to re¬ 
move them out of his sight, for the 
sins of Manasseh, according to all 
that he did; 

4 And also for the innocent blood 
that he shed : for he filled Jerusalem 
with innocent blood; which the Lord 
would not pardon. 

5 If Now the rest of the.Riets of Je- i 
hoiakim, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chroni¬ 
cles of the kings of Judah? 

6 So Jehoiakim slept with his fa¬ 
thers: and Jehoiachin his son reigned 
in his stead: 

7 And the king of Egypt came not 
again any more out of his land: for the 
king of Babylon had taken from the 
river of Egypt unto the river Euphrates 
all that pertained to the king of Egypt. 

8 ^f Jehoiachin was eighteen years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem three months. 
And his mother’s name was Nehushta, 
the daughter of Elnatlian of Jerusalem. 

9 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lqrd, according 1 to 
all that his father had done. 

10 If At that time the 'servants of 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babykm 
came up against Jerusalem, and the 
city was besieged. 

11 And Nebuchadnezzar king , of 
Babylon came against the city, and his 
servants did besiege it. 

1_ And Jehoiachin the king of Ju¬ 
dah went out to the king of Babylon, 
he, and his mother, and bis servants, 
and his princes, and his officers: and 
the king of Babylon took him in the 
eighth year of his reign. 

13 And he carried out thence all the 
treasures of the house of the Lord, 
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and the treasures of the king's house, 
and cut in pieces all the vessels of 
gold #bich Solomon king of Israel 
had made in the temple of the Lord, 
as the Lord had said. 

14 And he carried away all Jerusa¬ 
lem, and all the princes, and ail the 
mighty men of -valour, even ten thou¬ 
sand captives, and all the craftsmen 
and smiths: none remained, save the 
poorest sort of-the people of the land. 

15 And he carried away Jehoiachin 

to Babylon, and the king's mother, 
and the king's wives, and his officers, 
and the mighty of the land, those car¬ 
ried he into captivity from Jerusalem 
to Babylon. • 

16 And all the meii of might, even 
seven thousand, and craftsmen and 
smiths a thousand, all that were strong 
arid apt for war, even them the king of 
Babylon brought captive to Babylon. 

17 If And the king of Babylon made 
-Mattaniah his father’s brother king in 
his stead, and changed his name to 
Zedekiah. 

18 Zedekiah teas twenty 'and one 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother's name was Hamutal, 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah. 

18 And he did that whichwas evil in 
the sight of tiie LoRb,. according to 
all that Jehoiakim had done. 

20 For through the apger of the 
Lord k -came to pass in Jerusalem 
and Judah, until he had cast them out 
from his presence, that Zedekiah ’ re¬ 
belled against the king of Babylon. 

CHAP. XXV.

And it came to pass in the ninth year 
of his reign, in the tenth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, that Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar king of Babylon came, he, 
and all his host, against Jerusalem, 
and pitched against it; and they built 
forts against it round about. 



Zedekiah taken, and his sons slain. CHAP 

2 And the city was besieged unto 
the eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

S And on the ninth day of the fourth 
month the famine prevailed in the 
city, and there was no bread for the 
people of the land. 

4 ^f And the city was broken up, 
and all the men of rear fled by night 
by’the way of the gate between two 
walls, which 'is by the king’s garden: 
(now the Chaldees were against the 
city round about:) arid the king went 
the way toward. tne plain. 

5 And the army of the Chaldees 
ursued after the king, and overtook 
im in the plains of Jericho: and all 

his army were.scattered from him. 

6 So they took the king, and brought 
him up to the king of Babylon to 
Riblah ; and they gave judgment 
upon him. 

7 And they slew the sons of Zede¬ 
kiah before his eyes, and put out the 
eyes of Zedekiah, and hound him with 
fetters of brass, and carried him to 
Babylon. 

8 *i[ And in the fifth month, on the 
seventh day of the month, which is 
the nineteenth year of king Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar king of Babylon, came 
Nebuzar-adan, captain of the guard, 
a servant of the king of Babylon, un¬ 
to Jerusalem: 

9 And he burnt the house of the 
Lord, and the king’s house, and all 
the houses of Jerusalem, and every 
great man’s house burnt he with fire. 

10 And all the army of the Chaldees, 
that were with the captain of the 
guard, brake down the walls of Jeru¬ 
salem found about. 

11 Now the rest of the people that 
were left in the city, and tne fugitives 
that fell away to the king of Babylon, 
with the remnant of the multitude, did 
Nebuzar-adan the Captain of the 
guard carry away. 

12 But the captain of the guard left 
of the poor of the land to be vine¬ 
dressers and husbandmen. 

13 And the pillars of brass that ton e 
in the house of the Lord, and the ba¬ 
ses, and the brasen sea that was in the | 
house of the Lord, did the Chaldees j 
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brake in pieces, and carried the brass 
of them to Babylon. 

14 And the, pots, and the shovels, 
and the snuffers, and the spoons, and 
all the vessels of brass wherewith they 
ministered, took they away. 

15 And the firepans, and the bowls, 
and such things as were of gold, in 
gold, and of silver, in silver, the cap¬ 
tain of the guard took away. 

16 The two pillars, one sea, and the 
bases which Solomon had made for 
the house of the Lord ; the brass of 
all these vessels was without weight. 

17 The height of the one pillar was 
eighteen cubits, and the chapiter upon 
it was brass: and the height of the 
chapiter three cubits; and the wreath- 
en work, and pomegranates upon the 
chapiter round about, all of brass: 
and like unto these had the second 
pillar with wreathen work • 

18 51 And the captain of the guard 
took Seraiah the high priest, and Ze- 
phaniali the second priest, and the 
three keepers of the door : 

19 And out of the city he took an 
officer, that was set over the men of 
war, and five men of them that w^re 
in the king's presence, which Were 
found in the* city, and the principal 
scribe of the host, which mustered the 
people of the land, and threescore 
men of the people of the land that 
were found in the city: 

20 And Nebuzar-adan captain of 
the guard took these, and-brought 
them to the king of Babylon to Riblah: 

21 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and slew them at Riblah-in the 
land of Hamath. So Judah was car¬ 
ried away out of their land. 

22 And as for the people that re¬ 
mained in the land of Juaah, whom 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon had 
left, even over them - he made Geda- 
liah the son of Ahikam, the son of 
Shaphan, ruler. 

23 And when all the captains of 
the armies, they and their men, heard 
that the king of Babylon had made 
Gedaliah governor, there came to 
Gedaliah to Mizpah, even Ishmael the 
son of Ncthaniah* and Jobanan the

son of Careah, and Seraiah the son of 
Tanhurneth the Netophathite, and 
Jaazaniah the son of a Maachathite, 
they and their men. 

24 And Gedaliah aware to them, and 
to their men, and said unto them, Fear 
not .to be the servants of the Chal¬ 
dees': dwell In the land, and serve the 
king of Babylon ; and it shall be well 
inu you. 

v 25 But it came to pass in the seventh 
month, that Ishmael the son of Ne- 
thaniah, the son of Elishama, of the 
seed royal, came, and ten men with 
him, and smote Gedaliah, that he died, 
and the Jews and the Chaldees that 
were with him at Mizpah. 

26 And all the people, both small 
and great, and the captains of the ar¬ 
mies, arose, and came to Egypt: for 


they Were afraid of the Chaldees. 

27 IT And it came to pass in the 
seven and thirtieth year of the cap¬ 
tivity of Jehoiachin king of Judah, in 
the twelfth month, on the seven and 
twentieth day of the month, that Evil- 
merodaoh king of Babylon in the year 
Hurt he began to reign did lift np the 
head of Jehoiachin king of Judah out 
.of prison ; 

28 And he spake kindly to him, and 
set his throne above the throne of the 
kings that were with him in Babylon; 

29 And changed his prison gar¬ 
ments : and he did eat bread continu¬ 
ally before him all the days of his life. 

SO And his allowance was, a con¬ 
tinual allowance given him of the king, 
a daily rate for every day, all the days 
of his life.

44 Uzzia the Ashterathite, Shama 
and Jehiel the sons of Hothan the 
Aroerite, 

45 Jediael the son of Shimri, and 
Joha his brother, the Tizite, 

46 Etiel the Mahavite, and Jeribai, 
and Joshaviah, the sons of Elnaam, and 
Ithmah the Moabite, 

47 Eliel, and Obed, and Jasiel the 
Mesobaite. 

CHAP. XII. 

1 The cofnpanies that came to David at Ziklag. 

23 The armies that came to him at Hebron. 

Now these are they that came to Da¬ 
vid to Ziklag, while he yet kept him¬ 
self close because of Saul the son of 
Kish : and they were among the migh¬ 
ty men, helpers of the war. 

2 They were armed- with bows, and 
could use-both the right hand and the 
left in hurlingstones and $hooting ar¬ 
rows out of a bow even of Saul’s 
brethren of Benjamin, , 

3 The chief was Ahiezer,then Joaah, 
the sons of Shemaah the Gibeathite j 
and Jeziel, and Pelet, the sons, of Az- 
maveth; and Beraclrah, and Jehu the 
Antothitc, 

4 And Isnftuah the Gibeonite, a 

mighty man among the thirty* and 
over the thirty; and Jeremiah, and 
Jahaziel, and Johanan, and «Josabad 
the Gederathite, - 

5 Eluzai, and Jerimoth, andBeali-. 
ah, and Shemariah, and Shephatiah 
the Haruphite, 

6 Elkanah, and Jesiahj and Azar- 
eel, and Joezer, and Jashobeam, the 
Korhites, 


'7 And Joelah, and Zehadiah, the 
sons of Jerokam of Gedor. 1 » 

8 And of the Gadites there sepa- 
rate4 themselves unto David into the 
hold to the wilderness men of might, 
ondf men of war fit for the battle, 
that oould handle shield and buckler, 
whose* faces * were like - the > faces of 
lions, , and toere as shrift as the roes 
upon the mountains j 
’■ 9 Ezer the first, Obadiah Hie second, 
Eliab the third, 

; 10 Mishamandah the fourth,, Jere¬ 
miah the fifth, 

11 Attar the sixth, Eliel the seventh, 

12 Johanan the eighth, Elzabadthe 
ninth, 

13 Jeremiah the tenth, Machbanai 
the eleventh. 

14 These were of the sons of Gad, 
captains of the host: one of the least 
Was over an hundred, and the greatest 
over a thousand. 

15 These are they that went over 
Jordan in the first month, when it had 
overflown all his banks; and they put 
to flight all them of the valleys, both 
toward the east, and toward the west. 

16 And there came of the children 
of Benjamin and Judah to the Hold 
unto David. 

17 And David went out to meet 
them, and answered and .said unto 
them* If ye be <jpme peaceably unto 
me to help me, mine heart shall be 
knit unto you: but if ye be come to 
betray me to mine enemies, seeing 
there is no wrong in mine hands, the 
God of our fathers look thereon , and 
rebuke it. 

18 Then the spirit came upon Ama- 
sai, who was chief of the captains, and 
he said , Thine are we, David, and on 
thy side, thou son of Jesse: peace, 
peace be unto* thee, -and peace be to 
thine helpers; for thy God helpeth 
thee.. Then David received them, 
and made them captains of the band. 

19 And there fell some of Manasseh 
to David, when he came to the Philis¬ 
tines against Saul to battle: but they 
helped them not: for the lords of the 
Philistines upon advisement sent him 
away, saying, He will fall to his mas- 
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ter Saul to the jeopahrdy of our beads. 

420 As he went to Ziklag, there fell 
unto him of Manasseh, Adnah, and Jo- 
zabad, and Jedi el, and Michael, and 
Jozabad, andElihu, and Zilthai, cap¬ 
tains of the thousands that were of 
Manasseh. 

21 And they helped David against 
the hand of the rovers: for they were 
all mighty men of valour, and were 
captains in the host. 

22 for at that time day by day there 
came to David to help him, until 
it was a great.host, like the host of God. 

23 IT And these are the numbers of 
the bands that were ready armed to 
the war, and came to David to He¬ 
bron, to turn the kingdom of Saul to 
him, according to the word of the 
Lord. 

24 The children of Judah that bare 
shield and spear were six thousand 
and eight hundred, ready armed to 
the war. 

25 Of the children of Simeon, migh¬ 
ty men of valour for the war, seven 
thousand and one hundred. 

- 26 Of the children of Levi four 
thousand and six hundred. 

27 And Jehoiada was the leader of 
the Aaronites, and with him ivere three 
thousand and seven hundred ; 

28 And Zadok, a young man migh¬ 
ty of valour, and of his father’s house 
twenty and two captains. 

29 And of the children of Benja¬ 
min, the kindred of Saul, three thou¬ 
sand : for hitherto the greatest part 
of them had kept the ward of the 
house of Saul. 

SO And of the children of Ephraim 
twenty thousand and eight hundred, 
mighty men of valour, famous through¬ 
out the house of their fathers. 

31 And of the half tribe of Manas¬ 
seh ighteen thousand, which were 
expressed by name, to come and 
make David king. 

32 And of the children pf Issachar, 
which were men that had understand¬ 
ing of the times, to know what Israel 
ought to do; the heads of them were 
two hundred; and all their brethren 
were at their commandment. 
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| 33 Of Zebulun, such as went forth 
to battle, expert in war, with all in- 
sirumentsofwar, fifty thousand, which 
could * keep rank: they. were not of 
double heart, 

34 And of Naphtali a thousand cap¬ 
tains, and with them with shield and 
spear thirty and seven thousand. 

35 And of the Danites expert in 
war twenty and eight thousand and 
six hundred. 

36 And of Asher, such as went forth 
to battle, expert in war, fortythousand. 

37 And on the other side of Jordan, 
of the Reubenites, and the Gadites, 
and of the half tribe of Manasseh, 
with all manner of instruments of war 
f6r the battle, an hundred and twenty 
thousand. 

38 All these men of war, that could 
keep rank, came with a perfect heart 
to Hebron, to make David king over 
all Israel: and all the rest' also of 
Israel were of one heart to make Da¬ 
vid king. 

39 And there they were with David 
three days, eating and drinking: for 
their brethren had prepared for them. 

40 Moreover they that were nigh 
them, even unto Issachar and Zebulun 
and Naphtali, brought bread on asses, 
and on camels, and on mules, and on 
oxen, and meat, meal, cakes of figs, 
and bunches of raisins, and wine, and 
oil, and oxen, and sheep abundantly : 
or there was joy in Israel. * 

CHAP. XIII. 

t David felehelh the ark with gre&t solemnity 
from Kirjath-jearim. 9 Uzza being emit ten, 
the ark in heft at the home ef Obed-edam. 

And David consulted with the cap¬ 
tains of thousands and hundreds, and 
with every leader. 

2 And David said unto all the con¬ 
gregation of Israel, If it seem good 
unto you,' and that it be of the 
Lord our God, let us send abroad 
unto our brethren every where, that 
•are left in all the land of Israel, and 
with them also to the priests and Le- 
vites which are in their cities and su¬ 
burbs, that they may gather themselves 
unto us: 

3 And let us bring again the ark of 
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our God to us: for we enquired not 
at it in the days of Saul. 

. 4 And all the congregation said that 
they would do so: for the thing was 
right in the eyes of all the people. 

5 So David gathered all Israel to¬ 
gether, from Shihor of Egypt even un¬ 
to the entering of Hemath, to bring 
the ark of God from Kirjath-jearim. 

6 And David went up, ana all Is¬ 
rael, to Baalah, that is, to Kiijath-je- 
arim, which belonged to. Judah, to 
bring up thence the ark of God the 
Lord, that dwelleth between the che- 
rubims, whose name is called on it. 

7 And they carried the ark of God 
in a new cart qut of the house of Abi- • 
nadab : and Uzza and Ahio drave the 
cart. 

8 And David and all Israel played 
before God with all their might, and 
with singing, and with harps, and with 
psalteries, and with timbrels, and with 
cymbals, and with trumpets. 

9 And when they came unto the 
threshingfloor of Chidon, Uzza put 
forth his hand to hold the ark; for 
the oxen stumbled. 

10 And the anger of the Lord was 
kindled against Uzza, and he smote 
him, because he put his hand to the 
ark: and there he died before God. 

11 And David was displeased, be¬ 
cause the Lord had made a breach 
upon Uzza: wherefore that place is 
called Perez-uzza to this day. 

12 And David was afraid of God 
that day, saying. How shall I bring 
the ark of God home to me ? 

13 So David brought not the ark 
home to himself to the city of David, 
but carried it aside into the house of 
Obed-edom the Gittite. 

14 And thee ark of God remained 
with the family of Obed-edom in his 
house three months. ■ And the Lord 
blessed the house of Obed-e$om, and 
all that he had. 

CHAP. XIV. 

1 Hiram's kindness to David. 2 David’s /eli¬ 
cit!/ in people, wives, and children. 8 His two 

victories against the Philistines. 

Now Hiram king of Tyre sent mes¬ 
sengers to David, and timber of ce- j 
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dars, with masons and carpenters, to 
build him an house. 

2 And David perceived that the 
Lord had confirmed him king over 
Israel, for his kingdom was lifted up 
on high, because of his people Israel. 

3 And David took more wives at 
Jerusalem: and David begat more 
sons and daughters. 

4 Now these are the names of his 
children which he had in Jerusalem ; 
Shammua, and Shobab, Nathan, and 
Solomon, 

5 And Ihhar, and Elishua, and El- 
palet, 

6 And Nogah, and Nepheg, and 
Japhia, 

7 And Elishama, and Beeliada, and 
Eliphalct. 

8 And when the Philistines heard 
that David was anointed king over all 
Israel, all the Philistines went up to 
seek David. And David heard of it, 
and went out against them. 

9 And the Philistines came and 
spread themselves in the valley of 
Rephaim. 

10 And David enquired of God, 
saying. Shall I go up against the Phi¬ 
listines ? and wilt thou deliver them 
into mine hand ? And the Lord said 
unto him. Go up ; for I will deliver 
them into thine hand. 

H So they came to Baal-pera- 
zim; and David smote them there. 
Then David said, God hath broken 
in upon mine enemies by mine hand 
like the breaking forth of waters: 
therefore they called the name of that 
place Baal-perazim. 

12 And when they had left their gods 
there, David gave a commandment, 
and they were burned with fire. 

13 And the Philistines yet again 
spread themselves abroad in the valley. 

14 Therefore David enquired again 
of God; and God said unto him. Go 
not up after thein; turn away from 
them, and come upon them oyer 
against the mulberry trees. 

15 And it shall be,'when thou shalt 
hear a sound of going in the tops of 
the mulberry trees, that then thou shalt 
go out to battle: for God is gone 
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forth before thee to smite the host of 
the Philistines. ■ 

16 David therefore did as God com¬ 

manded him:t and they emote the host 
of the Philistine* from Gftbeon even 
to Gazer. (, 

17 And the fame of David went out 
into alb lands; and the Lord brought 
the fear of him upon all nations. 

CHAR. XV, ','. ’ 

1 David, having prepared a place for the ark. or- 
dereth the priests aud Levites to bring'it from 
Obed-edom. 25 He performeththe solehmity 
thereof with great jog. 29 Afichai despiseth 
him . 

And David made him houses in the 
city of David, and prepared a place 
for the ark of God, and pitched for it 
a tent. 

2 Then David said, None ought to 
carry the ark of God but the Levites: 
for them hath the Lord chosen to 
carry the ark of God, and to minister 
unto him for ever. 

3 And David gathered all Israel to¬ 
gether to Jerusalem,, td bring up the 
ark of the Lord unto his place, which 
hie had prepared for it. 

4 And David assembled the children 
of Aaron, and the Levites : 

5 Of the sons of Kohath; Uriel the 
chief, and his brethren an hundred 
and twenty : 

6 Of the sons of Merari; Asaiah 
the chief, and his brethren two hun¬ 
dred and twenty: 

. 7 Of the sons of Gershom; Joel 
the chief, and his brethren an hun¬ 
dred and thirty: 

8 Of the sons of Elizaphan; She- 
maiah the chief, and his brethren two 
hundred: 

9 Of the sons of Hebron; Eliel the 
chief* aud his brethren fourscore: - 

10 Of the sons, of Uzziel; Ammi- 
nadab the chief, and his brethren an 
hundred and twelve. ' • > . 

11 And David called for Zadok and 
Abiathar the priests, and for -the Le¬ 
vites, for Uriel, Asaiah, and Joel, She- 
maiah, and Eliel, and Amminadab, 

12 And said unto them. Ye are the 
chief of the fathers of the Lerites: 
sanctify yourselves, both ye and your 
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brethren, that ye may bring .up the 
ark of the Lord God of Israel unto 
the place that I have prepared for it. 

13 far because ye did it not at the 
first, the Lord our God made a 
breach upon us, for that we sought 
him not after the due order. 

14 So the priests and the Levites 
sanctified themselves to bring up the 
ark of the Lord God of Israel. 

15 And the children of the Levites 
bare the ark of God upon their shoul¬ 
ders witli the staves thereon, as Mo¬ 
ses commanded according to the word 
of the Lord. 

16 And David spake to the chief of 
the Levites to appoint.their brethren 
to be the singers with instruments of 
musick, psalteries and harps and cym¬ 
bals, sounding, by lifting up the voice 
with joy. 

17 So the Levites appointed Heinan 
the son of Joel; and of his brethren, 
Asaph the son of Berechiah ; and of 
the sons of Merari their brethren, 
Ethan the son of Kushuiah ; 

18 And with them their brethren of 
the second degree , Zechariah, Ben, 
and Jaaziel, and Shemiramoth, and 
Jehiel, and Unni- Eliab, and Benuinh, 
and Maaseiah, and Mattithiah, and 
Elipheleh, and Mikneiah, and Obed- 
edom, and Jeiel, the porters. 

19 So the singers, Hen„an, Asaph, 
and Ethan, were appointed to .ound 
with cymbals of brass; 

20 And Zechariah, and Aziel, and 
Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Unni, 
and Eliab, and Maaseiah^ and Benai- 
ah, with psalteries on Alamoth ; 

21 And Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, 
and Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, and 
Jeiel, and Azaziah, with harps on the 
Sheminith to excel. « 

22 And Chenaniah, chief of the Le- 
vites,’ttw for song: Le instructed about 
the song, because he was skilful. 

23 And Berechiah arid Elkanah 
were doorkeepers for the ark. 

24 And Shebaniah, and jehosha- 
pliat, and Nethaneel, and Amasai, and 
Zechariah, and Behaiah/and Eliezer, 
the priests, did bldw with the trum¬ 
pets before the ark of God: and 
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Qbed-edom and Jehiah were door¬ 
keepers for the ark. 

25 If So David, and the elders of 
Israel, wad,the captains, over thou*- 
gands, went to bring up the ark of the 
covenant of the Loan out of the house 
of Obed-edom with joy. . - .> 

26 And it came to pass, when God 
helped the Lcvites that bate the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord, that they 
offered seven bullocks and seven rams. 

27 And David was clothed with a 
robe of fine linen, and all the Levites 
that bare the ark, and the sintrers, and 
Chenaniah the u taster of the song with 
the singers: David also had upon 
tiini an ephod ol linen. 

28 Thus all* Israel brought up the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord with 
shouting, and with sound of the cor¬ 
net, and with trumpets, and with 
cymbals, making a noise with psal¬ 
teries and harps. 

29 ^ And it came to ,>ass, as the ark 
of the covenant of the Lord came to 
the city of David, that Michal the 
daughter of Saul looking out at a win¬ 
dow saw king David dancing and play¬ 
ing : and she despised him in her heart. 

CHAP XVI. 

1 David -> festii d sacrifice. 4 He ordereth a 
choir to sing thanksgiving'. 7 The psalm cf 
thanksgiving. 37 He appoit, , th ministers, 
porters, pri. % h> and musicians, to attend con- 
tniuaUy on the ark. . 

So they brought the ark of God, and 
set it in the midst of the tent that Da¬ 
vid had pitched for it: and they offer¬ 
ed burnt sacrifices and peace offerings 
before God. 

2 And when David had made an end 
of offering the burnt offerings and the 
peace offerings, he blessed : he people 
in the name of the Lord. 

:> And he de lt to every one of Is¬ 
rael, 1 >th man a- d woman to every 
one a loaf of L"-ead, and a g§od piece 
of flesh, and a flagon of wine. 

1 il And he appointed certain of the 
Levitts to minister before the ark of 
the Lord, and to record, and to thank 
and praise the Lord God of Israel: 

5 Asaph the chief, and next to him 
Zechariah, Jeiel, and Shemiramoth, 
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and Jehiel, and Msttithiah, and Eliab, 
and Benaiah, and' Obed-edom: and 
Jeiel With psalteries and with harps; 
but Asaph made a sound with cymbals; 

6 Benaiah also and Jahaziel the 
priests with trumpets continually be¬ 
fore the ark- of the covenant of God. 

7 If Then on that day David deli¬ 
vered first this psalm , to thank the 
Lord, into the hand of Asaph and 
his brethren. 

8 Give thanks nnto the LottD, call 
upon his name, make known his deeds 
among the people. 1 ' 

9 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto 
him, talk ye of all his wondrous works. 

10 Glojy ye in his holy name: let 
the heart of them rejoice thkt seek the 
Lord. 

i 1 Seek the Lord and his strength, 
seek his face continually. 

12 Remember his' marvellous works 
that he hath done, his wonders, and 
the judgments of his mouth; 

13 O ye seed of Israel his servant, 
ye children of Jacob, his chosen ones. 

14 He is the Lord our God; lps 
judgments are in all the earth. 

15 Be ye mindful always of his co¬ 
venant ; the word which he command¬ 
ed to a thousand generations ; 

16 Even of the covenant which he 
made with Abraham, and of his oath 
unto Isaac; 

17 And hath confirmed the same to 
Jacob for a law, and to Israel for an 
everlasting covenant, 

18 Saying, Unto thee will I give the 
land of Canaan, the lot of your in¬ 
heritance ; 

19 When ye were but few, even a 
few, and strangers in it. 

20 And when they went from nation 
to nation, and from one kingdom to 
another people; 

21 He suffered no man to do them 
wrong: yea, he reproved kings for 
their sakes, 

22 Saying , Touch .not mine anoint¬ 
ed, and do my prophets no harm. 

23 Sing unto the Lord, -all the 
earth ; shew forth from day to day his 
salvation. 

24 Declare his glory among the hea 
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efl above all gods. 

26 For all the gods .of the people 
are Idols: but the Lord made the 
heavens. 

27 Glory and honour ore in his pre¬ 
sence; strength and gladness are in 

'his place. 

28 Give onto the Lord, ye kin¬ 
dreds, of the people, give unto Hie 
Lord glory-and strength. 

&9 Give unto the Lord the glory 
due unto his name: taring an offering; 
and come before him: worship the 
Loan in the beauty of holiness. 

SO Few before him, all the moth:

INow it came to pass, as David sat in 
his house, that David said to iSfathan 
the prophet, Lo, I dwell in an house of 
Cedars,, but.the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord remainelh under curtains. 

2 Then Nathan said unto David, 
Do all that is in thine heart; for God 
is with* thee. 

. 3 If And it came to pass .the same 
night, that the word of God came 
to Nathan, saying, 

4 Go and tell David my servant, 
Thus saith the Lord, Thou shalt not 
build me an house to dwell in: 

5 For I have not dwelt in an house 
since the day that I brought up Israel 
unto this day; but have gone from 
tent to tent, and from qne tabernacle 
to another. 

6 Wheresoever I have walked with 
all Israel, spake I a word to any ©f the 
judges of Israel, whom I commanded 
to feed my people, saying, Why have 
ye not built me an house of cedars ? 

7 Now therefore thus shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith the 
Lord of hosts, I took the© from the 
sheepcote, even from following the 
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sheep, that thou shouldest be ruler 
over my people Israel; 

8 And I have been with thee whi¬ 
thersoever thou hast walked, bud have 
cut off all thine-enemies, from before 
thee, and have made thee a name like 
the name of the great men that are in 
the earth. * 

9 Also 1 will ordain a place for my 
people Israel, and will plant them, ana 
they shall dwell in their place, and 
shall be moved no more; neither 
shall the children of wickedness waste 
them any more, as at the beginning, 

10 And since the time that I com¬ 
manded judges to be over my people 
Israel. Moreover I will subdue all 
thine enemies’. Furthermore I tell 
thee that the Lord will build thee an 
house. 

11 •([ And it shall come to pass,when 
thy days he expired that thou must go 
to be with Ihy fathers, that I will raise 
up thy seed after thee, which shall be 
of thy sons; and I will establish his 
kingdom. 

12 Hfc shall build me an house, and 
I will stablish his throne for ever. 

13 I. will be his father, and he shall 
be my son: and I will not take my 
mercy away from him, as I took it 
from him that was before thee.

15 According to all these words, 
and according to all this vision, so did 
Nathan speak unto David. 

16 And David the king came and 
sat before the Lord, and said, Who

17 And yet this was a small thing in 
thine eyes, O God; for thou hast also 
spoken of thy servant’s hou|e for a 
great while to come, and hast regard¬ 
ed me according to the estate of a 
man of high degree, O Lord God. 

18 What can David speak more to 
thee for the honour of thy servant? 
for thou knowest thy servant.* 

19 0 Lord, for thy servant’s sake, 
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and according to thine,own heart, hast 
thou done all this greatness, in making 
known all these great things.- 

20 O Lord, there is none like thee, 
neither is there any God beside thee, 
according to all that we have heard 
with our ears. 

21 And what one nation in the earth 

is like thy people Israel, whom God 
went to redeem to be his own people, 
to make thee a name of greatness and 
terribleness, by driving out nations 
from before thy people, whom thou* 
hast redeemed out of Egypt ? * 

22 For thy people Israel didst thou 
make thine own people for ever; and 
thou, Lord, becamest their God. 

23 Therefore now. Lord, let the 
thing that thou hast spoken concern¬ 
ing thy servant and concerning his 
house be established for ever, and do 
as thou hast said. 

24 Let it even be established, that 
thy name may he magnified for ever, 
saying, The Lord of hosts is the God 
of Israel, even a God to Israel: and 
let the house of David thy servant 6c 
establfshed before thee. 

25 For thou, O my God, hast told 
thy servant that thou wilt build him an 
house: therefore thy servant hath 
found in his heart to pray before thee. 

26 And now. Lord, thou art God, 
and hast promised this goodness unto 
thy servant: 

27 Now therefore let it please thee 
to bless the house of thy servant, that 
it may be before thee for ever: for 
thou blessest, O Lord, and it shall 
be blessed for ever. 

CHAP. XVIII. 

1 David suhdueth the Philistines and the Moab¬ 
ites. 3 fie smih'th H&tarezcr and the Syrians. 
9 Tou sendeth Hadoram with presents to bless 
David. 11 The presents ana the spoil David 
dedicateth to God. 13 He putteth garrisons 
in Edom. 14 David's twicers. 

Now after this it came to pass, that 
David smote the Philistines, and sub¬ 
dued them, and took Gath and her 
towns out of the hand of the Phi¬ 
listines. 

2 And he smote Moab; and the 
Moabites became David’s servants, 
and brought gifts. 

3 O 
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3 if And David smote Hadarezer 
king of Zobah unto Hamath, as he 
went to stobli&h his dominion by the 
river Euphrates* 

4 And David took from him a thou¬ 
sand chariots, and seven thousand 
horsemen, and twenty thousand foot¬ 
men: David also houghed all the 
chariot hordes, but reserved of them an 
hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Damas¬ 
cus came to help Hadarezer king of 
'Zobah, David slew of the Syrians two 
and twenty thousand men. 

6 Then David put garrisons in Syria- 
damascus; and the Syrians became 
David’s servants, and brought gifts. 
Thus the Loan preserved David whi¬ 
thersoever he went. 

7 And David took the shields of gold 
that were on the servants of Hadare¬ 
zer, and brought them to Jerusalem. 

8 Likewise from Tibhath, and from 
Chun, cities of Hadarezer, brought 
David very much brass, wherewith 
Solomon made the brasen sea, and the 
pillars, and the vessels of brass, 

9 5f Now when Tou king of Hamath 
beard how David had smitten all the 
host of Hadarezer king of Zobah; 

10 He sent Hadoram his son to king 
David, |o enquire of his welfare, and 
to congratulate him, because he had 
fought against Hadarezer, and smitten 
him; (for Hadarezer had war with 
Tou;) and with him all manner of 
vessels of gold and silver and brass. 

11 Them also king David dedica¬ 
ted unto the Lord, with the silver and 
the gold that he brought from all 
these nations; from Edom, and from 
Moab, and from the children of Am¬ 
mon, and from tne Philistines, and 
from Amalek. 

12 Moreover Abishai the son of 
Zerriah slew of the Edomites in the 
valley of salt eighteen thousand. 

13 51 And he put garrisons in Edom; 
and all the Edomites became David’s 
servants. Thus the Lord preserved 
David whithersoever he went. 

14 «[f So David reigned over all Is¬ 
rael, and executed judgment and jus¬ 
tice among all his people. 
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15 And Joab the sob of Zeruiah 
was over the host ; and Jeboshaphat 
the son of Ahilud, recorder.! 

16 AndZa<k>ktlw*®ofAhitub,and 
Abimelech the son^fcfciathar, tutor* 
the priests ; and Sh|i^i|k'Wtur«(Sribe| . 

17 Add Benaiah fflgmjjibfj&hcfacw 

was over the CherenjBjs and the Per 
lethites; and the David wot* 

chief about the king*"?** 

. CHAP. XIX. 

1 David's messengers, sent-to eontfovl Hasmg 
the son of Nahash,are villainously entreated. 6 
The Ammonites, strengthened by the Syrtam, 
are overcome by Joab and Abishai. J6 Sho~ 
phach, making anew supjdy of the Syriantjb 
slain by David. 

Now it came to pass after this, that 
Nahash the king of the children of 
Ammon died, and his son reigned in 
his stead. 

2 And David said, I will shew kind¬ 
ness unto Hanun the son of Nahash, 
because his father shewed kindness to 
me. And David sent messengers to 
comfort him concerning his father. 
So the servants of David came into 
the land of the children of Ammon to 
Hanun, to comfort him. 

3 But the prinees of the children of 
Ammon said to Hanun, Thinkest thou 
that David doth honour thy father, 
that he hath sent comforters unto thee ? 
are not his servants come unto thee 
for to search, and to overthrow, and 
to spy out the land? 

4 Wherefore Hanun took David’s 
servants, and shaved them, and cut off 
their garments in the midst hard by 
their buttocks, and sent them away. 

5 Then there went certain, and told 
David how the men were served. And 
he seat to meet them: for the men 
were greatly ashamed. And the king 
said, Tarry at Jericho until your beards 
he grown, and then return. 

6 And when the children of Am¬ 
mon $ajv that they had made them¬ 
selves odious to David, Hanun and 
the children of Ammon sent a thou¬ 
sand talents of silver to hire them cha¬ 
riots and horsemen out of Mesopo¬ 
tamia, and out of Syria-maachah, and 
out of Zobah. 

7 So they hired thirty and two thou- 
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sand chariots, and the king of Maa- 
chah and his people; who came and 
pitched before Medeba. And the 
children of Ammon gathered them¬ 
selves together from their cities, and 
came to battle. 

8 And when David heard of it, he 
sent Joab, and all the host of the 
mighty men. 

9 And the«children of Ammon came 

out, and put the battle in array before 
the gate'bif the city; and the kings 
that wer«i come were by themselves in 
the field. . 

10 Now when Joab saw that the | 
battle was set against him before and 
behind, he chose out of all the choice 
of Israel, and put them in arrayagainst 
the Syrians. 

11 And the rest of the people he de¬ 
livered unto the hand of Abishai «his 
brother, and they set themselves in array 
against the children of Ammon. 

12 And he said. If the Syrians be 
too strong for me, then thou shalt help 
me: but if the children of Ammon 
be too‘strong for thee, then 1 will 
help thee. 

13 Be of good courage, and let us 
behave ourselves valiantly for our peo¬ 
ple, and for the cities of our God : 
and let the Loro do that which is good 
in his sight.. 

14 So Joab and the people that were 
with him drew nigh before the Syri¬ 
ans unto tbe battle; and they fled be¬ 
fore him. 

15 And when the children of Am¬ 
mon saw that the Syrians were fled, 
they likewise fled before Abishai his 
brother, and entered into the city. 
Then Joab came to Jerusalem. 

16 ^ And when the Syrians saw that 
they were put*to the worse before Is¬ 
rael, they sent messengers, and drew 
forth the Syrians that 'were beyond the 
river: and Shophach the captain of 
the host of Hadarezer went before 
them. 

17 And it was told David; and he 
gathered all Israel, and passed over 
Jordan, and came upon them, and set 
the battle in array against them. So 
when David had put the battle in ar- 
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• XX. Joab besiegeth Rabbah. 

ray against the Syrians, they fought 
with him. 

18 But the Syrians fled before Israel; 
and David slew of the Syrians seven 
thousand men which fought in chariots, * 
and forty thousand footmen, and killed 
Shophach the-captain of the host. 

19 And when the servants of Hadar¬ 
ezer saw that they were put to the 
worse before Israel, they made peace 
with David, and became his servants: 
neither would the Syrians help the 
children of Ammon any more. 

CHAP. XX. 

1 Rabbah is besieged by Joab, spoiled by David, 

and Ike people thereof tortured. 4 Three giants 

ore slain in three several overthrows of the Phi¬ 
listines. 

And it came to pass, that after the 
year was expired, at the time that 
kings go out to battle, Joab led forth 
the power of the army, and wasted 
the country of the children of Ammon, 
and came and besieged Rabbah. But 
David tarried at Jerusalem. And Joab 
smote Rabbah, and destroyed it. 

2 And David took the crown of 
their king from off his bead, and found 
it to weigh a talent of gold, and there 
were precious stones in it; and it 
was set upon David's head: and he 
brought also exceeding much spoil 
out of the city. 

3 And he brought out the people 
that were in it, and cut them with saws, 
and with harrows of iron, and with 
axes. Even so dealt David with all 
the cities of the children of Ammon. 
And David and all the people returned 
to Jerusalem. 

4 And it came to pass after this, 
that there arose war at Gezer with the 
Philistinesj at which time Sibbechai 
the Husliathite slew Sippai, that was 
of the children of the giant: and they 
were subdued. 

5 And there was war again with the 
Philistines; and Elhanan the son of 
Jair slew Lalimi the brother of Go¬ 
liath the Gittite, whose spear staff was 
like a weaver’s beam. 

6 And yet again there was war at 
Gath, where was a man of great sta¬ 
ture, whose fingers and toes were four 
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and twenty, six on each hand, and six 
on eacHfoot: and he also was the son 
of the giant. 

7 But when he defied Israel, Jona¬ 
than the son of Shimea David’s bro¬ 
ther slew him. 

8 These were born unto the giant 
in Gath; and they fell by the hand 
of David, and by the hand of his 
servants. 

CHAP. XXL 

1 David, tempted bp Satan, forcethJoab to num¬ 
ber the people. 5 The number of the peopte be- 
in# brought, David repenteth of it. 9 Da¬ 
vid bavin# three plague* propounded bp Gad 
cltooseth the jtestilence. 14 After the death of 
seventy thousand, David by repentance pre¬ 
vent eth the destruction of Jerusalem. 18 Da¬ 
vid, bp Gad’s direction, purchaseth Oman's 
threshing-floor: where having built an altar, 
Godgivethasignofhisfavour byfire, and stau- 
el h the plague. 28 David sacri/iceth thrre,being 
restrained from Gibeon bp fear of the angel. 

And Satan stood up against Israel, 
and provoked David to number Israel. 

2 And David said to Joab and to the 
rulers of the people, Go. number Is¬ 
rael from Beer-sheba even to Dan ; 
and bring the number of them to me, 
that 1 may know it. 

3 And Joab answered. The Lord 
make his people an hundred times so 
many more as they be: but, my lord 
the king, are they not all my lord’s ser¬ 
vants ? why then doth my lord require 
this thing? why will he be a cause of 
trespass to Israel ? 

4 Nevertheless the king’s word pre¬ 
vailed against Joab. Wherefore Joab 
departed, and went throughout all Is¬ 
rael, and came to Jerusalem. 

5 51 And Joab gave the sum of the 
number of the people unto David. 
And all they of Israel were a thou¬ 
sand thousand and an hundred thou¬ 
sand men that drew sword : and Ju¬ 
dah was four hundred threescore and 
ten thousand men that drew sword. 

6 I'at Levi and Benjamin counted 
he not among them: for the Icing's 
word was abominable to Joab. 

* 7 And God was displeased with this 
thing; therefore he smote Israel. 

8 And David said unto God, I have 
sinned greatly, because I have done 
this thing: but now, 1 beseech thee, 
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do away the iniquity of thy servant; 
for I have done very foolishly. 

9 if. And the Lord spake unto Gad, 
David’s seer, saying, 

10 Go and tell David, saying, Thus 
saith the Lord, I offer thee three 
things : choose thee one of them, thal 
I may do it unto thee. 

11 So Gad came to David, and said 
unto him, Thus saith* the Lord, 
Choose thee 

12 Either three years famine; oi 
three months to be destroyed before 
thy foes, while that the sword of thine 
enemies-overtaketh thee; or else three 
days the sword of the Loan, even the 
pestilence, in the^and.. and the angel 
of the Lord destroying throughout 
all the coasts of Israel. Now there¬ 
fore advise thyself what word I shall 
bring again to him that sent me. 

13 And David said unto Gad. I am 
in a great strait: let me fall no>V into 
the hand of the Lord; for very great 
are his mercies: but let me not fall 
into the hand of man. 

14 ^ff So the Lord sent pestilence 
upon Israel: and there fell of Israel 
seventy thousand men. 

15 And God sent an angel unto Je¬ 
rusalem to destroy it: and as he was 
destroying, the Lord beheld, and he 
repented him of the evil, and said to 
the angel that destroyed. It is enough, 
stay now thine hand. And the angel 
of the Lord stood by the (hreshing- 
floor of Oman the Jebusite. 

16 And David lifted up his eyes, 
and saw the angel of the Lord stand 
between the earth and the heaven, 
having a drawn sword in his hand 
stretched out over Jerusalem Then 
David and the elders of Israel, who 
were clothed in sackcloth, fell upon 
their faces. 

17 And David- said unto God, Is it 
not I th&t commanded the people to 
be numbered ? even I it is mat have 
sinned.and done evil indeed; but as 
for these sheep, what have they done ? 
let thine hand, I pray thee, O Lord 
my God, be on me, and on my father's 
house; but not on thy people, that 
they should be plagued. 
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18 % Then the angel of the Lord 
commanded Gad to say to* David, that 
David should go up, and set up an 
altar unto the Lord in the threshing- 
floor of Oman the Jebusite. 

19 And David went up at the saying 
of Gad, which he spake in the name 
of the Lord. 

20 And Oman turned back, and saw 
the angel; and his four sons with him 
hid themselves. Now Oman was 
threshing wheat. 

21 And as David came to Oman, 
Oman looked and saw David, and 
went out of the thresliingfloor, and 
bowed himself to David with his foee 
to the ground., 

22 Then David said to Oman, Grant 
me the place of this thresliingfloor, 
that I may build an altar therein unto 
the Ijohd : thou shalt grant it me for 
the full price: that the plague may 
be stayed from the people. 

23 And Oman said unto David, 
Take it to thee, and let my lord the 
king do that which is good in his eyes : 
lo, 1 give thee the oxen also for burnt 
offerings, and the threshing instru¬ 
ments for wood, and the wheat for the 
meat offering; 1 give it all. 

2 4 And king David said to Oman, 
Nay; but I will verily'buy it for the 
full price: for I will not take that 
which is thfne for the Lord, nor offer 
burnt offerings without cost. 

25 So David gave to Oman for the 
place six hundred shekles of gold by 
weight. 

2(» Arid David built there an altar 
unto the Lord, and offered burnt of¬ 
ferings, and peace offerings, and called 
upon the Lord ; and he answered 
him from heaven by fire upon the 
altar of burnt differing. 

27 And the Lord commanded the 
angel; and he put up his sword again 
into the slieath thereof. , 

28 if At that time when David saw 
that tlie Lord had answered Jhim in 
the thresliingfloor of Oman the Jebu- 
site, then he sacrificed there. 

29 For the tabernacle of the Lord, 
which Moses made in the wilderness, 
and the altar of the burnt offering, 
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were at that season in the high place 
at Gibeon. 

SO JBut David could not go before 
it to enquire of God: for he was 
afraid because of the sword of the 
angel of the Lord 

CIIAP. XXII. 

I David, foreknowing Hit- place of the temple, 
prepareth abundance for the building of it. 6 
He instrurteth Solomon in Godspromotes, and 
hit duty in building the temple. 17 He charg- 
eth the jiriitcat to assist his son. 

1 hen David said, This is the house 
of the Lord God, and this is the al¬ 
tar of the burnt offering for Israel. 

2 And David commanded to gather 
together the strangers that were in the 
land of Israel; and he set masons to 
hew wrought stones to build the house 
of God. 

3 And David prepared iron in abun¬ 
dance for the nails for the doors of the 
gates, and for the joinings; and brass 
in abundance without weight; 

4 Also cedar trees in abundance: 
for the Zidonians and they of Tyre 
brought much cedar wood to David. 

5 And David said, Solomon my son 
is young and tender, and the house 
(hat is to be buiided for the Lord 
must be exceeding magnifical, of fame 
and of glory throughout all countries: 
1 will therefore now make preparation 
for it. So David prepared abun¬ 
dantly before his death. 

C Then he called for Splomon his 
son, and charged him to build an 
house for the Lord God of Israel. 

7 And David said to Solomon, My 
son, as for me, it was in my mind to 
build an house unto the name of the 
Lord my God: 

. 8 But the word of the Lord came 
to me, saying. Thou hast shed blood 
abundantly, and hast made great wars: 
thou shalt not build an house unto my 
name, because thou hast shed much 
blood upon the earth in my sight. 

9 Behold, a son shall be born to 
thee, who shall be a man of rest; and 
I will give him rest from all his ene¬ 
mies round about: for his name shall 
be Solomon, and I will give peace and 
quietness unto Israel in his days. 

10 He shall build an house for my 
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name; and he shall be my son, and I 
will be his father; and I will establish 
the throne of his kingdom over Israel 
for ever. 

11 Now, my son, the Lord be with 
thee; and prosper thou, and build 
the house of the Lord thy God, as 
he hath said of thee. 

12 Only the Lord give thee wisdom 
andunderstanding,andgivetheecharge 
concerning Israel, that thou mayest 
keep the law of the Lord thy God. 

13 Then shaltthou prosper, if thou 
takest heed to fulfil the statutes and 
judgments which the Loud charged 
Moses with concerning Israel : be 
strong, and of good courage; dread 
not, nor be dismayed. 

14 Now, behold, in my trouble I 
have prepared for the house of the 
Lord an hundred thousand talents of 
gold, and a thousand thousand talents 
of silver; and of brass and iron with¬ 
out weight; for it is in abundance ; 
timber also and stone have I prepared; 
and thou mayest add thereto. 

15 Moreover there are workmen with 
thee in abundance, hewers and work¬ 
ers of stone and timber, and all man¬ 
ner of cunning men for every manner 
of work. 

lfi Of the gold, the silver, and the 
brass’, and the iron, there is no num¬ 
ber. Arise therefore , and be doing, 
and the Lord be with thee. 

17 H David also commanded all the 
princes of Israel to help Solomon his 
son, saying, 

18 Is not the Lord your God with 
you ? and hath he not given you rest 
on every side ? for he hath given the 
inhabitants of the land into my hand; 
and the land is subdued before the 
Lord, and before his people. 

10 Now set your heart and your soul 
to seek the Lord your God; arise 
therefor, and build ye the sanctuary 
of the Lord God, to bring the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord, and the holy 
vessels of God, into the house that is 
to be built to the name of the Lord. 

CHAP. XXIII.

So when David was ‘old and full of 
days, he made Solomon his son king 
over Israel. 

*2% And he gathered together all the 
princes of Israel, with the priests and 
the Levites. 

3 Now. the Levites were numbered 
from the age of thirty yews and up¬ 
ward : and their number bytpieir polls, 
man by man, was thirty and eight 
thousand. 

4 Of which, twenty and four thou¬ 
sand were to set forward the work of 
the house of the Lord ; and six thou¬ 
sand were officers and judges^: 

5 Moreover four thousand were por¬ 
ters ; and four thousand praised the 
Lord with the instruments which I 
made, said David, to praise therewith. 

6 And David divided them into 
courses among the sons of Levi, 
namely , Gershon, Kohath, and Merari. 

7 f Of the Gershonites were , Laa- 

dan, and Shimei. <• 

8 The sons of Laadan; the chief was 
Jehiel, and Zetham, and Joel, three. 

9 The sons of Shimei; Shelomith, 
and Haziel, and Haran, three. These 
were the chief of the fathers of Laadan. 

10 And the sons of Shimei were, Ja- 
hath, Zina, and.Jeush, and Beriah. 
These four were the sons of Shimei. 

11 And Jahath was the chief, and 
Zizah the second : but Jeush and Be¬ 
riah had not many sons; therefore they 
were in one reckoning, accofding to 
their father’s house. 

12 The sons of Kohath; Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. - 

13 The sons of Amram ; Aaron, and 
Moses : and Aaron was separated, that 
he should sanctify the most holy things, 
he and his sons for ever, to burn in¬ 
cense before the Lord, to minister 
unto him, and to bless in his name 
for ever. 

14 Now concerning Moses the man 
of God, his sons were named of the 
tribe of Levi. 

15 The sons of Moses were, Ger- 
shom, and Eliezer. 
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. 16 Of the, sons of Gershom, She- 
buel w<ts the chief. 

17 And the sons of Eliezer iuere, 
Rehahiah the chief. And Eliezer 
Mi none otber;g^p|i, bdt the son* of 
Rehabiah were.vety many.

24 These were the sons of Levi 
after the. house of their fathers; even 
the chief of the fathers, as they were 
counted by number of names by their 
polls, that did the work for the ser¬ 
vice of t^e house of the Iamn, from 
the age of twenty years and upward. 

25 For David said, The Lord God 
of Israel hath given rest unto his peo¬ 
ple, that they may dwell in Jerusalem 
for ever: 

26 And also unto the Levites; they 
shall no more' carry the tabernacle, nor 
any vessel of it for the service thereof. 

27 For by the last words of David 
tbeLevites were » umbered from twenty 
years old and above : 

2H Because their office was to wait 
on the sons of Aaron for the service 
of the house of the Lord, in the courts, 
and in the chambers and in the puri¬ 
fying of all holy things, and the work 
of the service of the house of God; 

29 Both for the shewbread, and for 
• the fine flour for meat offering, and 

for the unleavened cakes, and for that 
which is baked in the pan, and ‘for that 
which is fried, and for all manner of 
measure and size; 

30 And to stand every morning to 
thank and praise the Lord, and like¬ 
wise at even; 

31 And to offer all burnt sacrifices 
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XXIV. The division 0 / Aaron’s sons. 

unto the Lord in the sabbaths, in the 
new moons, and on the set feasts, by 
number, according to the order com¬ 
manded unto them, continually before 
theltORl^: 

32 And that they should keep the 
charge of tfye tabernacle of the con¬ 
gregation; and the charge of the holy 
place, and the- charge of the sons of 
Aaron their brethren, in the service of 
the Mouse of the loan.

2 But Nadab and Abihu died be¬ 
fore their father, and had no children: 
therefore Eleazar and Ithamar exe¬ 
cuted the priest’s office. 

3 And David distributed them, both 
Zadok of the sons of Eleazar, and A- 
himelech of the sons of Ithamar, ac¬ 
cording to their offices in their service. 

4 And there were more chief men 
found of the sons of Eleazar than of 
the sons of Ithamar; and thus were 
they divided. Among the sons of 
Eleazar there were sixteen chief men 
of the house of their fathers, and eight 
among the sons of Ithamar according 
to the house of their fathers. 

5 Thus were they divided by lot, 
one sort with another; for the gover¬ 
nors of the sanctuary, and governors 
of the hotise of God, were of the sons 
of Eleazar, and of the sons of Ithamar. 

6 And Shemaiali the son of Netha- 
neel the scribe, one of the Levites, 
wrote them before the king, and the 
princes, and Zadok the priest, and 
Ahimelech the son of Abiathar, and 
before the chief of the fathers of the 
priests and Levites: one principal 
houjshold being taken for Eleazar, and 
on# taken for Ithamar. 

7 Now the first lot came forth to

16 The nineteenth to Pethahiah, the 
twentieth to Jehezckol, 

1 7 The one and twentieth to Jachin, 
the two and twentieth to Gamut, 

18 The three and twentieth to Dela- 
ial), the four and twentieth to Maaziah. 

1 f) These icere the orderings of them 
in their service to come into the house 
of the Lord, according to their man¬ 
ner, under Aaron their father, as the 
Lord God of Israel had commanded 
him. 

20 *[f And the rest of the sons of 
Levi were these : Of the sons of Am- 
ram; Shubael: of the sons of Shu- 
bael; Jehdeiah. 

21 Concerning Rehabiah: of the 
sons of Rehabiah, the first was Isshiuh. 

22 Of the Izharitcs ; Shelomoth : of 
the sons of Shelomoth ; Jahath. 

23 And the sons of Hebron ; Jeriali 
the first, Amariah the second, Jahaziel 
the third, Jekamcam the fourth. 

24 Of the sons of Uzziel; Micliah : 
of the sons of Micliah ; Shamir. 

25 The brother of Micliah was lss- 
hiah: of the sons of lsshiah; Zechariah. 

26 The sons of Merari were Mahli 
and Mushithe sons of Jaaziah; Bcno. 

27 H The sons of Merari by Jaaziah; 
Bcno, and Shoham, and Zaccur, and 
Ibri. 

28 Of Mahli came Eleazar, who had 
no sons. 

29 Concerning Kish: the son of 
Kish was Jerahmeel. 

30 The sons also of Mushi; Mahli, 
and Eder, and Jeriinoth. These were 
the sons of the Levites after the house 
of their fathers. 

31 These likewise cast lots over 
against their brethren the sons of 
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Aaron in the presence of David the 
king, andZadok, and Ahimelech, and 
the chief of the fathers of the priests 
and Levites, even the principal fathers 
over against their younger brethren. 

CHAP, XXV. 

I The number and offices of the singers. 8 Their 

division by lot into four and twenty orders. 

.Moreover. David and the captains 
of the host separated to the service of 
the sons of Asaph, and jif Hcman, and 
of Jeduthun,whoshould prophesy with 
harps, with psalteries, and with cym¬ 
bals : and the number of the workmen 
according to their service was :

Bukkiah, Matlaniah, Uzziel, Shobuel, 
and Jerimoth,Hananiah.Hanani,Llia- 
thar, Giddalti, and Romamti-ezer, 
Joshbekashah, Mallothi, Hothir, and 
Mahazioth: 

5 All these were the sons of .Hcman 
the king’s seer iij the words of God, to 
lift up the horn. And God gave to He- 
man fourteen sons and three daughters. 

6 All these were under the hands of 
their father for song in. the house of 
the Lord, with cymbals, psalteries, 
and harps, for the service of the house 
of God, according to the king’s order 
to Asaph, Jeduthun, and Ileinan. 

7 So the number of them, with their 
brethren that were instructed in the 
songs of the I^ord, even all that were 
cunning, was two hundred fourseore 
and eight. 

8 % And they east lots, ward against 
ward, as well the small as the great, 
the teacher as the scholar. 

9 Now the first lot came forth for 
Asaph to Joseph : the second to Ge- 
daliah, who with his brethren and sons 
were twelve: 
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10 The third to Zaccur, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 

11 The fourth to Izri, he, his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 

12 The fifth to Nethaniah, he, his 
sods, and his brethren, were twelve: 

18 The sixth toBukkiah, /ie,his sons, 
and his brethren, were twelve: 

14 The seventh to Jcsharelah, he, his 
sons, and his brethren, were twelve f 

15 The eighth to Jeshaiah, he, his 
sons, and his brethren, were twelve:

Concerning the divisions of the 
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XXVI. The division of the porters , 

porters; Of the Korliites was Meshe- 
lemiah the son of Kore, of the sons of 
Asaph. 

2 And the sons of Meshelemiah 
were, Zechariah the firstborn, Jediael 
the second, Zebadiah the third, Jathniel 
the fourth, 

3 Elam the fifth, Jeliohanan the 
sixth, Elioenai the seventh. 

4 Moreover the dons of Obed-cdom 
were, Shemaiah the firstborn, Jchoza-* 
bad the second, Joali the third, and Sa- 
car the fourth,and Ncthaneel the fifth, 

5 Ammiel the sixth, Issachar the 
seventh, Peulthai the eighth: for God 
blessed him. 

6 Also unto Shemaiah his son were 
sons born, that ruled throughout the 
house of their father: for they were 
mighty men of valour. 

7 The sous of Shemaiah; Othni, and 
Rephael, and Obed, Elzabad, whose 
brethren were strong men, Elihu, and 
Semachiah. 

8 All these of the sons of Obed- 
edom : they and their sons and their 
brethren, able men for strength for the 
service, were threescore and two of 
Obed-edom. 

9 And Meshelemiah had sons and 
brethren, strong men, eighteen. 

10 Also Hosah, of the children of 
Mcrari, had sons; Simri the chief, 
(for though he was not the firstborn, 
yet his father made him the chief;) 

11 Hilkiah the second, Tebaliali the 
third, Zechariah the fourth: all the 
sons and brethren of Hosah were 
thirteen. 

] 2 Among these were the divisions 
of the pprters, even among* the chief 
men, having wards one against another, 
to minister in the house of the Lord. 

13 51 And they cast lots, as well the 
small as the great, according to the 
house of their fathers, for every gate. 

14 And the lot eastward foil to She- 
lemiah. Then for Zechariah his son, 
a wise counseller, they cast lots; and 
his lot came out northward. 

15 To Obed-edom southward; and 
to his sons the house of Asuppim. 

16 To Shuppim and Hosah t/te* lot 
came forth westward, with the gate 

3 P 
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Shallecheth, by the causeway of the 
going up, ward against ward. 

17 Eastward were six Levites, north¬ 
ward four a day, southward four a day, 
and toward Asuppim two and two. 

18 At Parbar westward, four at the 
causeway, and two at Parbar. 

19 These are the divisions of the 
porters among the sons of Kore, and 
among the sons of Merari. 

‘ 20 % And of the Levites, Ahijah 
was over the treasures of the house of 
God, and over the treasures of the de¬ 
dicated things. 

21 As concerning the sons of Laa- 
dan; the sons of the Gershonite Laa- 
dan, chief lathers, even of Laadan the 
Gershonite, were Jehieli. 

22 The sons of Jehieli; Zetham, 
and Joel his brother, which were over 
the treasures of the house of the Lord. 

23 Of the Ainratnites, and the Izhar- 
ites,the Hebronites, and theUzzielites: 

24 And Shebuel the son of Ger- 
shom, the son of Moses, was ruler of 
the treasures. 

25 And his brethren by Eliezcr; 
Rehabiah his son. and Jeshaiah his 
son, and Joram his son, and Zichri his 
son, and Shelomith his son. 

26 Which Shelomith and his bre¬ 
thren were over all the treasures of the 
dedicated things, which David the 
king, and the chief fathers, the cap¬ 
tains over thousands and hundreds, and 
the captains of the host, had dedicated. 

27 Out of the spoils won in battles 
did they dedicate to maintain the house 
of the Lord. 

28 And all that Samuel the seer, 
and Saul 'the son of Kish, and Abner 
the son of Ner, and Joab the son of 
Zeruiali, had dedicated; and whoso¬ 
ever had dedicated any thing, it was 
under the hand of Shelomith, and of 
his brethren. 

29 * Of the Izharites, Chenaniah and 
his sons were for the outward business 
over Israel, for officers and judges. 

30 And of the Hebronites, Hasha- 
biah and his brethren, men of valour, 
a thousand and seven hundred, were 
officers among them of Israel on this 
side Jordan westward in all the busi- 
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ness of the Lord, and in the service 
of the king. 

31 Among the Hebronites was Jeri- 
jah the chief, even among the Hebron¬ 
ites, according to the generations of 
his fathers. In the fortieth year of 
the reign of David they were sought 
for, and there were found among them 
mighty men of valour at Jazer of 
Gilead. 

32 And his brethren, men of valour, 
were two thousand and seven hundred 
chief fathers, whom king David made 
rulers over the Reubcnites, the Gad- 
ites, and the half tribe of Manasseh, 
for every matter pertaining to God, 
and affairs of the king. 

CHAP. XXVII. 

1 71ie twelve captains for every several month. 

16 'Die princes of the twelve tribes. 23 The 

numbering of the people is hindered. 25 Da¬ 
vid’s several officers. 

Now the children of Israel after their 
number, to wit, the chief fathers and 
captains of thousands and hundreds, 
and their officers that served the king 
in any matter of the courses, which 
came in and w'ent out mouth by month 
throughout all the months of the year, 
of every course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

2 Over the first course for the first 
month was Jashoboam the son of Zab- 
diel: and in his course were twenty 
and four thousand. 

3 Of the children of Perez was the 
chief of all the captains of the host 
for the first month. 

4 And over the course of the second 
month was Dodai an Ahohite, and of 
his course was Mikloth also the ruler: 
iu his course likewise were twenty and 
four thousand. 

5 The third captain "of the host for 
the third month was Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada, a chief priest: and in his 
course were twenty and four thousand. 

6 This is that Benaiah, who was 
mighty among the thirty, and above 
the thirty: and in his course was Am- 
mizahad his son. 

7 The fourth captain for the fourth 
month was A sahel the brother of Joab, 
and Zebadiah his son after him : and

in his course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

8 The fifth captain for the fifth 
month was Shamhuth thelzrahite: and 
in his course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

9 The sixth captain for the sixth 
month was Ira the son of Ikkesh the 
Tekoite: and in his pourse were twenty 
and four thousand. 

10 The seventh captain for the 
seventh nfojath was Helez the Pelonite, 
of the children of Ephraim: and in his 
course were twenty and four thousand: 

11 The eighth captain for the eighth 
month was Sibbecai the Husliathite, 
of the Zarhitcs: and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

12 The ninth captain for the ninth 
month was Abiezer the Anetothite, of 
the Bcnjamites: and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

13 The tenth captain for the tenth 
month was Maharai the Netophathite, 
of the Zarhites: and in his course 
were twenty and four thousand. 

14 The eleventh captain for the 
eleventh month was Benaiah the Pi- 
rathonite, of the children of Ephraim : 
and in his course were twenty and four 
thousand. 

15 The twelfth captain for the twelfth 
month was Heldai the Netophathite, 
of Othniel: and in liis course were 
twenty and four thousand. 

16 51 Furthermore over the tribes of 
Israel: the ruler of the Reubenites 
was Eliczer the son of Zichri: of the 
Simeonites, Shephatiah, the son of 
Maachah: 

17 Of- the Levites, Hashabiah the 
.son of Kemucl: of the Aaronites, 

Zadok : 

' 18 Of Judah,*Elihu, one of the bre¬ 

thren of David: of Issachar, Omri 
the son of Michael: 

19 Of Zebulun, Ishmaiah thd son of 
Obadiah: of Naphtali, Jerimoth the 
6on of Azriel: 

20 Of the children of Ephraim, Ho- 
shea the son of Azaziah: of the half 
tribe of Manasseh, Joel the son of 
Pedaiah: 

21 Of the half tribe of Manasseh in 
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XXVII. David's several officers. 

Gilead, Iddo the son of Zechariali: of 
Benjamin, Jaasiel the son of Abner: 

22 Of Dan, Azareel the son of Jero- 
ham. These were the princes of the 
tribes of Israel. 

23 But David took not the num¬ 
ber of them from twenty years pld 
and under: because the Lord had 
said he would increase Israel like to 
the stare oFthe heavens. 

24 Joab the son of Zeruiah began 
to number, but he finished not, be¬ 
cause there fell wrath for it against Is¬ 
rael j neither was the number put in 
the account of the chronicles of king 
David. 

25 «|f And over the king’s treasures 
was Azmaveth the son of Adiel: and 
over the storehouses in the fields, in 
the cities, and in the villages, and in 
the castles, teas Jehonathan the son of 
Uzziah: 

26 And over them that did the work 
of the field for tillage of the ground 
was Ezri the son of Chelub: 

27 And over the vineyards was Shi- 
mci the Ramathite : over the increase 
of the vineyards for the wine cellars 
was Zabdi the Shiphmite: 

28 And over the olive trees and the 
sycamore trees that were in the low 
plains was Baal-hanan the Gederitc: 
and over the cellars of oil was Joash: 

29 And over the herds that fed in 
Sharon was Shitrai the Sharonite: and 
over the herds that were in the valleys 
was Shaphat the son of Adlai: 

30 Over the camels also teas Obil 
the Ishmaelite: and over the asses was 
Jehdeiah the Meronothite: 

31 And over the flocks was Jaziz the 
Hagerite. All these were the rulers of 
the substance which was king David’s. 

32 Also Jonathan David’s uncle was 
a counseller, a wise man, and a scribe: 
and Jehiel the son of Hachmoni was 
with the king’s sons. 

33 And Ahithopliel was the king’s 
counseller: aud Hushai the Archite 
was the king’s companion : 

34 And after Ahithophel was Jehoia- 
da the son of Benaiah* and Abiathar: 
and the general of the king’s army 
was Joab. 
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CHAP. XXVIII. 

1 David, in a solemn assembly, having declared 

God's favour to him, and promise to his son 

Solomon, exhorteth them to fear God. !l, 20 

He encourugeth Solomon to build the temple. 

11 He giveth him patterns for the form, and 

gold arid silver for the materials. 

And David assembled all the princes 
of Israel, the princes of the tribes, 
and the captains of the companies that 
ministered to the king by course, and 
the captains over the thousands, and 
•captain's over the hundreds, and the 
stewards over all the substance and 
possession of the king, and of his sons, 
with the officers, and with the mighty 
men, and with all the valiant men, 
unto Jerusalem. 

2 Then David the king stood up 
upon his feet, and said, Hear me, my 
brethren, and my people : As for me, 
1 had in mine heart to build an house 
of rest for the ark of the covenant of 
the Loud, and for the footstool of 
our God, and had made ready for the 
building: 

3 But God said unto me. Thou shalt 
not build an house for my name, be¬ 
cause thou hast been a man of war, 
and hast shed blood. 

4 Howbeit the Lord God of Israel 
chose me before all the house of my 
father to be king over Israel for ever: 
for he hath chosen Judah to be the 
ruler; and of the house of Judah, the 
hou.se of my father; and among the 
.sons of my father he liked me to make 
me king over all Israel: 

5 And of all my sons, (for the Lord 
hath given me many sons,) he hath 
chosen Solomon my son to sit upon 
the throne of the kingdom of the Lord 
over Israel. 

. G And he said unto me, Solomon thy 
son, he shall build my house and my 
courts: for I have chosen him to be 
my • n, and I will be his father. 

7 Moreover I will establish his king¬ 
dom for ever, if he be constant to do 
my commandments and nay judg¬ 
ments. as at this day. 

8 Now therefore in the sight of all 
Israel the congregation of the Lori>, 
and in the audience of our God, keep 
and seek for all the commandments of 
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the Lord your God: that ye may 
possess this good land, and leave it 
for an inheritance for' your children 
after you for ever. 

*3 And thou, Solomon my son, 
know thou the God of thy father, and 
serve him with a perfect heart and 
with a willing mind: for the Ijord 
searchetli all hearts, and understand- 
eth all the imaginations of the thoughts: 
if thou seek him, he will be found of 
thee; but if thou forsake him, he will 
cast thee off for ever. 

10 Take heed now; for the Lord 
hath chosen thee to build an house for 
the sanctuary: be strong, and do it. 

11 ^1 Then David gave to Solomon 
his son the pattern of the porch, and 
of the houses thereof, and of the trea¬ 
suries thereof, and of the upper cham¬ 
bers thereof, and of the inner parlours 
thereof, and of the place of the mercy 
seat, 

1 2 And, the pattern of all that he had 
by the spirit, of the courts of I lie house 
of the IjORD, and of all the chambers 
round about, of the treasuries of the 
house of God, and of the treasuries of 
the dedicated things: 

13 Also for the courses of the priests 
and the Levites, and for all the work 
of the service of the house of the 
Lord, and for all the vessels of ser¬ 
vice in the house of the Lord. 

14 He gave ' of gold by .weight for 
things of gold, for all instruments of 
all manner of service; silver also for 
all instruments of silver by weight, for 
all instruments of every kind of service: 

15 Even the weight for the candle¬ 
sticks of gold, and for their lamps of 
gold, by weight for every candlestick, 
and for the lamps thereof: and for the 
candlesticks of silver by weight, both 
for the candlestick, and also for the 
lamps therfeof, according to the use 
of evefy candlestick. 

16 And by weight he gave gold for 
the tables of shewbread, for every 
tabje ; and likewise silver for the tables 
of silver: 

17 Also pure gold for the flcslihooks, 
and the bowls, and the cups: and for 
the golden. basons ke gave gold by 



.David, by his example, causeth CHAP. 

weight for every bason : and likewise 
silver by weight for every bason of 
silver: 

18 And for the altar of incense re¬ 
fined gold by weight; and gold for 
the pattern of the chariot of the che- 
rubims, that sjwread out their wings, 
and covered the ark of the covenant 
of the Loud. 

19 All this, said David, the Lord 
made me understand in writing by his 
band upon me, even all the works of 
this pattern. 

20 And David said to Solomon his 
son, lie strong and of good courage, 
and do it: fear not, nor be dismayed : 
for the Loud God, even my God, will 
he with thee ; he will not fail thee, nor 
forsake (Itee, until thou hast finished 
all the work for the service of the 
house of the Loan. 

21 And, behold, the courses of the 
priests and the Levites, even they shall 
he with thee for all the service of the 
house of God: and there shall he with 
thee for all manner of workmanship 
every willing skilful man, for any man¬ 
ner of service: also the princes and 
all the people will he wholly at thy 
commandment. 

CHAP. XXIX.

IAtrtiiJSrmoke David the king said 
unto all the congregation, Solomon 
my son, whom God alone hath cho¬ 
sen, is yet young and tender, and the 
work is great: for the palace is not 
for man, but for the Lord God. 

2 Now 1 have prepared with all my 
might for the house of my God the gold 
for things to*he made of gold, and the 
silver for things of silver, and the brass 
for things of brass, the iron for things 
of iron, and w'ood for things of wood; 
onyx stones, and stones to be set, glis¬ 
tering stones, and of divers colours, 
and all manner of precious stones, 
and marble stones in abundance. 

3 Moreover, because I have set my 
affection to the house of my God, I 
have of mine own proper good, of 
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XXIX. the princes, &)C. to offer willingly. 

gold and silver, which I have given to 
the house of my God, over and above 
all that 1 have prepared for the holy 
house, 

4 Even three thousand talents of 
gold, of the gold of Ophir, and seven 
thousand talents of refined silver, to 
overlay the walls of the houses withal: 

5 The gold for things of gold, and 
the silver for things of silver, and for 
all manner of work to be made by the 
hands of artificers. And who then is 
willing to consecrate his service this 
day unto the Lord ? 

6 51 Then the chief -of the fathers 
and princes of the tribes of Israel, and 
the captains of thousands and of hun¬ 
dreds, with the rulers of the king’s 
work, offered willingly, 

7 And gave for the service of the 
house of God of gold five thousand 
talents and ten thousand drams, and 
of silver ten thousand talents, and of 
brass eighteen thousand talents, and 
one hundred thousand talents of iron. 

8 And they with whom precious 
stones were found gave them to the 
treasure of the house of the Lord, 
by the hand of Jeliiel the Gerslumite. 

!> Then the people rejoiced, for 
that they offered willingly, because 
with perfect heart they offered will¬ 
ingly to the Lord : and David the 
king also rejoiced with great joy. 

10 51 Wherefore David blessed the 
Lord before all the congregation; 
and David said, Blessed he thou, 
Lord God of Israel our father, for 
ever and ever. 

11 Thine, O Lord, is the great¬ 
ness, and the power, and the glory, 
and the victory, and the majesty : for 
all that is in the heaven and in the 
earth is thine; thine is the kingdom, 
O Lord, and thou art exalted as head 
above all. 

12 Both riches and honour come of 
thee, and thou reignest over all; and 
r in thine hand is power and might; and 
in thine hand it is to make great, and 
to give strength unto all. 

13 Now therefore, our God, we 
thank thee, and praise thy glorious 
name. 
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14 But who am I, and what is my 
people, that we should be able to 
offer so willingly after this sort ? for 
all things come of thee, and of thine 
own have we given thee. 

15 For we are strangers before 
thee, and sojourners, as were all our 
fathers: our days on the earth are as 
a shadow, and there is none abiding. 

16 O Lord our God, all this store 
that we have prepared to build thee 
an house for thine holy name cometh 
of thine hand, and is all thine own. 

1 7 I know also, my God, that thou 
triest the heart, and hast pleasure in 
uprightness. As for me, in the up¬ 
rightness of mine heart I have willing- 

' ly offered all these things: and now 
have 1 seen with joy thy people, which 
are present here, to offer willingly 
unto thee. 

18 O Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and of Israel, our fathers, keep this 
for ever in the imagination of the 
thoughts of the heart of thy people, 
and prepare their heart unto thee: 

If) And give unto Solomon my son 
a perfect heart, to keep thy command¬ 
ments, thy testimonies, and thy sta¬ 
tutes, and to do all these things, and 
to build the palace, for the which I 
have made provision. 

20 If And David said to all the con¬ 
gregation, Now bless the Lord your 
God. And all the congregation bless¬ 
ed the Lord God of their fathers, and 
bowed down their heads, and worship¬ 
ped the Lord, and the king. 

21 And they sacrificed sacrifices un¬ 
to the Lord, and offered burnt offer¬ 
ings unto the Lord, on the morrow 
after that day, even a thousand bul¬ 


locks, a thousand rams, and a thou¬ 
sand lambs, with their drink offer¬ 
ings, and sacrifices in abundance for 
all Israel: 

22 And did eat and drink before the 
Lord on that day with great glad¬ 
ness. And they made Solomon the 
son of David king the second time, and 
anointed him unto the Lord to he the 
chief governor, and Zadok to be priest. 

23 Then Solomon sat on the throne 
of the Lord as king instead of David 
his father, and prospered; and all Is¬ 
rael obeyed him. 

24 And all the prihees, and the 
mighty men, and all the sons likewise 
of king David, submitted themselves 
unto Solomon the king. 

25 And the Lord magnified Solo¬ 
mon exceedingly in the sight of all 
Israel, and bestowed upon him such 
royal majesty as had not been on any 
king before him in Israel. 

26 Thus David the son of Jesse 
reigned over all Israel. 

27 And the time that he reigned 
over Israel was forty years;* seven 
years reigned he in Hebron, and 
thirty and three years reigned he in 
Jerusalem. 

28 And he died in a good old age, 
full of days, riches, and honour: and 
Solomon his son reigned in his stead. 

2f) Now the acts of David the king, 
first and last, behold, they are written 
in the book of Samuel the seer, and 
in the book of Nathan the prophet, 
and in the book of Gad the seer, 

30 With all his reign and his might, 
and the times that went over him, and 
over Israel, and over all the kingdoms 
of the countries. 
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CHAP. I. 

1 The solemn offering of Solomon at (tibeon. 7 
Solomon's choice of wisdom is blessed by God, 
13 Solomon's strength and wealth. ' 

And Solomon the son of David was 
strengthened in his kingdom, and the 
Lord his God was with him, and 
magnified him exceedwigly. 
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2 Then, Solomon spake unto all Is¬ 
rael, to the captains of thousands and 
of hundreds, and to the judges, and to 
every governor in all Israel, the chief 
of the fathers. 

3 So Solomon, and all the congre¬ 
gation with him, went to the high 
place that was at Gibeon j for there

was the tabernacle of the congrega¬ 
tion of God, which Moses the ser¬ 
vant of the Lord had made in the 
wilderness. 

4 But the ark of God had David 
brought up from Kirjath-jearim to the 
place which David had prepared for 
it: for he had pitched a tent for it at 
Jerusalem. 

5 Moreover the brasen altar, that 
Bezalcel the son of Uri, the son of 
Hur, had made, he put before the ta¬ 
bernacle of the Lord : and Solomon 
and the congregation sought unto it. 

G And Solomon went up thither to 
the brasen altar before the Lord, 
which was at the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and offered a thousand 
burnt offerings upon it. 

7 1! In that nigljt did God appear 
unto Solomon, and said unto him. Ask 
what I shall give thee. 

8 And Solomon said unto God, 
Thou hast shewed great mercy unto 
David my father, and hast made me 
to reign in his stead. 

9 Now, O Lord God, let thy pro¬ 
mise unto David my father be esta¬ 
blished: for thou hast made me king 
over a people like the dust of the 
earth in multitude. 

10 Give me now wisdom and know¬ 
ledge, that 1 may go out and come in 
before this people: for who can judge 
this thy people, that is so great ? 

11 And' God said to Solomon, Be¬ 
cause this was in thine heart, and thou 
hast not asked riches, wealth, or ho¬ 
nour, nor the life of thine enemies, 
neither yet hast asked long life; but 
hast asked wisdom and knowledge for 
thyself, that thou'mayest judge my peo¬ 
ple, over whom I have made thee king: 

1 2 Wisdom.and knowledge is grant¬ 
ed unto thee; and 1 will give thee 
riches, and wealth, and honour, such 
as none of the kings- have had that 
have been before thee, neither shall 
there any after thee have the like. 

1.1 If-Then Solomon came from his 
joumcj/ to jthc high place that was at 
Gibeon to Jerusalem, from before the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
reigned over Israel. 

487 


14 And Solomon gathered chariots 
and horsemen: and lie had a thousand 
and four hundred chariots, and twelve 
thousand horsemen, which he placed 
in the chariot cities, and with the king 
at Jerusalem. 

15 And the king made silver and 
gold at Jerusalem as plenteous as 
stones, and cedar trees made he as the 
sycamore trees that are in the vale for 
abundance. 

IG And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yarn: the 
king’s merchants received the linen 
yarn at a price. 

17 And they fetched up, and brought 
forth out of Egypt a chariot for six 
hundred shekels of silver, and an horse 
for an hundred and fifty: and so 
brought they out horses for all the 
kings of the Hittitcs, and for the kings 
of Syria, by their means. 

CHAP. 11. 

i, 17 Solomon's labourers for the building of the 

temple. 3 His embassage to Huram for ■work¬ 
men mul pror 'isitm of stuff. 11 Huram send- 

eth him a kind answer. 

And Solomon determined to build 
an house lor the name of the Lord, 
and an house for his kingdom. 

2 And Solomon told out threescore 
and ten thousand mep to bear burdens, 
and fourscore thousand to hew in the 
mountain, and three thousand and six 
hundred to oversee them. 

3 ^1 And Solomon sent to Huram 
the king of Tyre, saying, As thou 
didst deal with David my father, and 
didst send him cedars to build him an 
bouse to dwell therein, even so deal 
with me. 

4 Behold, I build an house to the 
name of the Lord my God, to dedi¬ 
cate it to him, and to burn before him 
sweet incense, and for the continual 
shewbread, and for the burnt offerings 
morning and evening, on the sabbaths, 
and on the new moons. and»on the 
solemn feasts of the Lord our God. 
This is an ordinance for ever to Israel. 

5 And the house which I build is 
great: for great is our God above all 
gods. 

G But who is able to build him an 
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house, seeing the heaven and heaven 
of heavens cannot contain him ? who 
am I then, that 1 should build him an 
house, save only to burn sacrifice be¬ 
fore him ? 

7 Send me now therefore a man 
cunning to work in'gold, and in sil¬ 
ver, and in brass, and in iron, and in 
purple, and crimson, and blue, and 
that can skill to grave with the cun¬ 
ning men that are with me in Judah 
and in Jerusalem, whom David my 
father did provide. 

8 Send me also cedar trees, fir trees, 
and algum trees, out of Lebanon : for 
I know that thy servants can skill to 
cut timber in Lebanon ; and, behold, 
my servants shall be with thy servants, 

9 Even to prepare me timber in 
abundance-: for the house which 1 am 
about to build shall be wonderful great. 

10 And, behold, I will give to thy 
servants, the hewers that cut timber, 
twenty thousand measures of beaten 
wheat, and twenty thousand measures 
of barley, gnd twenty thousand baths 
of wine, and twenty thousand baths 
of oil. 

11 Then Huram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent 
to Solomon, Because the Lord hath 
loved his people, he hath made thee 
king over them. 

12 Huram said moreover, Blessed 
be the Lord God of Israel, that made 
heaven and earth, who hath given to 
David the king a wise son, endued with 
prudence and understanding, that 
might build an house for the Lord, 
and an house for his kingdom. 

13 And now I have sent a cunning 
man, endued with understanding, of 
H urain my father’s, 

14 The son of a woman of the 
daughters of Dan, and his father was 
a man of Tyre, skilful to work in 
gold, a d in silver, in brass, in iron, in 
stone, and in timber, in purple, in 
blue, and in fine linen, and in crimson; 
also to grave any manner of graving, 
and to find out every device which 
shall be put to him, with, thy cunning 
men, and with the cunning men of my 
lord David thy father. 
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15 Now therefore the wheat, and 
the barley,the oil, and the wine, which 
my lord hath spoken.of, let him send 
unto his servants: 

16 And we will cut wood out of 
Lebanon, as much as thou shalt need: 
and we will bring it to thee in flotes 
by sea to Joppa; and thou shalt carry 
it up to Jerusalem. 

1 7 H And Solomon numbered all 
the strangers that were in the land of 
Israel, after the numbering wherewith 
David his father had numbered them; 
and they were found an hundred and 
fifty thousand and three thousand and.- 
six hundred. 

18 And he set threescore and ten 
thousand of them to be bearers of bur¬ 
dens, and fourscore thousand to be 
hewers in the mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred overseers 
to set the people a work. 

CHAP. III. 

1 The place, and time of hniMinp the tempi.. 

The measure and ornaments of the house. 10 
The chcruhims. 14 The'vail and pillars. 

Xhkn .Solomon began to bvild the 
house of the Lord at Jerusalem in 
mount Moriah, where the LORD ap¬ 
peared unto David his father, in the 
place that David had prepared in the 
threshingfloor of Oman the Jebusite. 

2 And he began to build in the se¬ 
cond day of the second month, in the 
fourth year of his reign. 

A Now these are the 1 lungs u here¬ 
in Solomon was instructed for the 
building of the house of (rod. The 
length by cubits after the first mea¬ 
sure was threescore cubits, and the 
breadth twenty cubits. 

4 And the porch that was in the 
front of the house , the length of it was 
according to the breadth of the house, 
twenty cubits, and the height was an 
hundred and twenty : and he overlaid 
it withirj with pure gold. 

5 And the greater house he cieled 
with fir tree, which he overlaid with 
fine gold, and set thereon palm trees 
and chains. 

6 And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty : and the 
gold was gold of Parvaim. 



The ornaments of the temple. 

7 He overlaid also the house, the 
beams, the posts, and the walls there¬ 
of, and the doors thereof, with gold ; 
and graved cherubims on the walls. 

8 And he made the most holy house, 
the length whereof was according to 
the breadth of the house, twenty cu¬ 
bits, and the bseadth thereof twenty 
cubits : and he overlaid it with fine 
gold, amounting to six hundred talents. 

9 And the weight of the nails was 
fifty shekels of gold. And he over¬ 
laid the upper chambers with gold. 

10 And in the most holy house he 
made two cherubims of image work, 
and overlaid them with gold. 

11 51 And the wings of the cheru¬ 
bims were twenty cubits long: one 
wing of the one cherub was five cubits, 
reaching to the wall of the house: 
and the other wing was likeivise five 
cubits, reaching to the wing of the 
other cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other che¬ 
rub was five cubits, reaching to the 
wall of the house: and the other wing 
toasfivp cubits also, joining to the w ing 
of the other cherub. 

13 The wings of these cherubims 
spread themselves forth twenty cubits: 
and they stood on their feet, and their 
faces were inward. 

14 51 And he made the vail o/ blue, 
and purple*, and cgimson, and fine 
linen, and wrought cherubims thereon. 

15 Also he made before the house 
two pillars of thirty and five cubits 
high, and the chapiter that was on the 
top of each of them was five cubits. 

145 And he made chains, as in the 
oracle, and put them on the heads of the 
pillars ; and made an hundred pome¬ 
granates, and put them on the chains. 

17 And he .reared up the pillars be¬ 
fore the temple, one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left; and called 
the name of that on the right hand 
Jachin, and the name of that on the 
left Boaz. 

CHAP. IV. 

1 The altar of brass. 2 The molten sea upon 

twelve o.ren. 0 The ten tuners, candlesticks, 

and tables. 9 The courts, and the instruments 

of brass. 19 The instruments of gold. 
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The altar of brass, molten sea, 6fc. 

Moreover he made an altar of 
brass, twenty cubits the length there¬ 
of, and twenty cubits the breadth there¬ 
of, and ten cubits the height thereof. 

2 5f Also he made a molten sea of 
ten cubits from brim to brim, round 
in compass, and five cubits the height 
thereof; and a line of thirty cubits did 
compass it round about. 

3 And under it was the similitude 
of oxen, which did compass it round 
about:. ten in a cubit, compassing the 
sea round about. Two rows of oxen 
were cast, when it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east: and the sea 
was set above upon them, and all their 
hinder parts were inward. * 

5 And the thickness of it was an 
handbreadth, and the brim of it like 
the work of the brim of a cup, with 
flowers of lilies: and it received and 
held three thousand baths. 

C 5i He made also ten lavers, and 
put five on the right hand, and five on 
the left, to wash in them: such things 
as they offered for the burnt offering 
they washed in them; but the sea was 
for the priests to wash in. 

7 And he made ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form, and set 
them in the temple, five on the right 
hand, and five on the left. 

8 He made also ten tables, and 
placed them in the temple, five on the 
right side, and five on the left. And 
he made an hundred basons of gold. 

9 51 Furthermore he made the court 
of the priests, and the great court, and 
doors for the court, and overlaid the 
doors of them with brass. 

10 And he set the sea on the right 
side of the east end, over against the 
south. 

11 And H uram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basons. And 
Huram finished the work that he was 
to make for king Solomon for the 
house of God; 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and the 
pommels, and the chapiters which 
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were on the top of the two pillars, and 
the two wreaths to cover the two 
pommels of the chapiters which were 
on the pillars; 

1 3 And four hundred pomegranates 
on the two wreaths; two rows of 
pomegranates on each wreath, to co¬ 
ver the two pommels of the chapiters 
which were upon the pillars. 

14 He made also bases, and la vers 
made lie upon the bases ; 

15 One sea, and twelve oxen un¬ 
der if. 

1 <> The pots also, and the shovels, 
and the flesh hooks, and all their instru¬ 
ments. did IIuiam his father make to 
king Solomon J'or the house of the 
Loan of bright brass. 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king east them, in the clay ground be¬ 
tween Suedoth and Zeredathah. 

18 Thus Solomon made all these 
vessels in great abundance: for the 
weight of tiie brass could not be found 
out. 

It) And Solomon made all the 
vessels that were for the house of God. 
the golden altar also, and the tables 
whereon the shewbread was set ; 

20 Moreover the candlesticks with 
their lamps, that they should burn 
after the manner before the oracle, of 
pure gold ; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps, 
and the tongs, mode he 0 / gold, and 
that perfect gold; 

22 And the snuffers, and the basons, 
and the spoons, and the censers, of 
pure gold : and the entry of the house, 
the inner doors thereof for the most 
holy place, and the doors of the house 
of the temple, were o/'gold. 

CHAP. V. 

1 The driftettfed treasures. 2 7'he solrmn induc¬ 
tion ij the ark into the oracle. 1 I (iod being 
/•raised ifivvth a visible sign of his favour. 

Tm\-> til the work" that Solomon 
made for the house of the Lord was 
finished : and Solomon brought in all 
the things that David his father had 
dedicated ; and the silver, and the 
gold, and all the instruments, put lie 
among the treasures of the house of 
God. 


2 *1; Then Solomon assembled the 
ciders of Israel, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the chief of the fathers of 
the children of Israel, unto Jerusalem, 
to bring up the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord out of the city of David, 
which is Zion. 

3 Wherefore all tlie men of Israel 
assembled themselves unto the king 
in the feast which ?e«A - in the seventh 
month. 

•1 And all the elders of Israel came ; 
and the JLevites took up the ark. 

5 And they brought up the ark, and 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and all the holy vessels that were in 
the tabernacle, these did the priests 
and the Levites bring up. 

(> Also king Solomon, and all the 
congregation of Israel that were as¬ 
sembled unto him before the ark, 
sacrificed sheep and oxen, which 
could not be told nor numbered for 
multitude. 

7 And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the Loud un¬ 
to his place, to the oracle of the,house, 
into the most holy place, even under 
the wings of the cherubims : 

8 For the cherubims spread forth 
their wings, over the place of the ark, 
and the cherubims covered the ark 
and the staves thereof above. 

It And they drew out the staves of 
the ark, that the ends of the staves 
were seen from the ark before the 
oracle ; but they were not. seen with¬ 
out. And there it is unto this day. 

10 There teas nothing in the ark save 
the two tables which Moses put there¬ 
in at Horeb, when the Lord made a 
covenant with the children of Israel, 
when they came out of Egypt. 

11 And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place: (for all the priests that were 
present \yere sanctified, and did not 
then wait by eourse : 

12 Also the Levites which were the 
singers, all of them of Asaph, of He- 
man, of Jeduthun, with their sons and 
their brethren, being arrayed in white 
linen,having cymbals and psalteriesand 
harps, stood at the east end of the altar. 
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and with them an hundred and twenty 
priests sounding with trumpets :) 

13 It came even to pass, as the trum¬ 
peters and singers tern* as one, to 
make one sound to be heard in prais¬ 
ing and thanking the Lord ; and 
when they lifted up their voice with 
the trumpets and cymbals and in¬ 
struments of musick, and praised the 
Lord, saying , For he is good; for 
his mercy endureth for ever: that then 
the house was filled with a cloud, even 
the house of the Loud ; 

14 So that the priests could not 
stand to minister by reason of the 
cloud : for the glory of the Lord had 
filled the hogpe of God. 

CHAP. VI. 

1 Salomon hmiufi blessed the profile, blessrth (r tiff. 

12 Solomon’s proper in the consecration of the 

temple, upon the brasen scaffold. 

’Thun said Solomon, The Ijord hath 
said that he would dwell in the thick 
darkness. 

2 But 1 have built an house of ha¬ 
bitation for thee, and a place for thy 
dwelling for ever. 

3 And the king turned his face, and 
blessed the whole congregation of 
Israel: and all the congregation of 
Israel stood. 

4 And he said. Blessed he the Lord 
God of Israel, who hath with his hands 
fulfilled that which, he spake with his 
mouth to my father David, saying, 

5 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people out of the land of Egypt 
1 chose no city among all the tribes of 
Israel to build an house in, that my 
name might be there ; neither chose 
I any man to be a ruler over my 
people Israel: 

6 But. 1 have chosen Jerusalem, 
that my name might be there; and 
have chosen David to be over my 
people Israel. 

7 Now it was in the heart,of David 
my father to build an house for the 
name of die Lord God of Israel. 

8 But the Lord said to David my 
father. Forasmuch as it w’as in thine 
heart to build an house for my name, 
thou didst well in that it was in thine 
heart: 
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9 Notwithstanding thou shalt not 
build the house ; but thy son which 
shall come forth out of thy loins, 
he shall build the house for my 
name. 

10 The Lord therefore hath per¬ 
formed his word that he hath spoken: 
for I am risen up in the room of Da¬ 
vid my father, and am set on the throne 
of Israel, as the Lord promised, and 
have built the house for the name of 
the Ix>RD God of Israel. 

11 And in it have 1 put the ark, 
wherein is the covenant of the Lord, 
that he made with the children of 
Israel. 

12 And he stood before the altar 
of the Lord in the presence of all thq 
congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands : 

13 For Solomon had made a brasen 
scaffold, of five cubits long, and five 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, 
and had set it in the midst of the 
court: and upon it he stood, and 
kneeled down upon his knees before 
all the congregation of Israel, and 
spread forth his hands toward heaven, 

14 And said, O Lord God of Is¬ 
rael, there is no God like thee in the 
heaven, nor in the earth ; which keep- 
est covenant, and slieicest mercy unto 
thy servants, that walk before thee 
with all their hearts: 

15 Thou which hast kept with thy 
servant David my father that which 
thou hast promised him ; and spakest 
with thy mouth, and hast fulfilled it 
with thine hand, as it is this day. 

16 Now therefore, O Lord God of 
Israel, keep with thy servant David 
my father that which thou hast pro¬ 
mised him, saying, There shall not fail 
thee a man in my sight to sit upon the 
throne of Israel; yet so that thy child¬ 
ren take heed to their way. to walk in 
my law, as thou hast walked before me. 

17 Now then, O Lord God of Is¬ 
rael, let thy word be verified, which 
tbou hast spoken unto thy servant 
David. 

18 But will God in very deed dwell 
with men on the earth? behold, 
heaven and the heaven of heavens can- 
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not contain thee; how much less this 
house which I have built! 

19 Hare respect therefore to the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his sup¬ 
plication, O Loro my God, to hear¬ 
ken unto the cry and the prayer 
which thy servant prayeth before thee: 

20 That thine eyes may be open 
upon this house day and night, upon 
the place whereof thou hast said that 
thou wouldest put thy name there; to 
hearken unto the prayer which thy ser¬ 
vant prayeth toward this place. 

2] Hearken therefore unto the sup¬ 
plications of thy servant, and of thy 
people Israel, which they shall make 
toward this place: hear thou from 
thy dwelling-place, even from heaven; 
and when thou hcarest, forgive. 

22 5f If a man sin against his neigh¬ 
bour, and an oath be laid upon him 
to make him swear, anil the oath come 
before thine altar in this house;. 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, and 
do, and judge thy servants, by re¬ 
quiting the wicked, by recompensing 
his way upon his own head; and by 
justifying the righteous, by giving him 
according to his righteousness. 

24 *fl And if thy people Israel be 
put to the worse before the enemy, 
because they have sinned against thee ; 
and shall return and confess thy name, 
and pray and make supplication be¬ 
fore thee in this house; 

25 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
and forgive the sin of thy people Is- ; 
rad, and bring them again unto the ; 
land which thou gavest to them and 
to their fathers. 

26 When the heaven is shut up, 
and there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; yet if they pray 
toward this place, and confess thy 
name, and turn from their sin, when 
thou dost {iffliet them ; 

27 '• »cn hear thou from heaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
of thy people Israel, when thou hast 
taught them the good way, wherein 
they should walk: and send rain upon 
thy land, which thou hast given unto 
thy people for an inheritance. 

28 If there be dearth in the land, 
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if there be pestilence, if there be blast¬ 
ing, or mildew, locusts, or caterpil- 
lers; if their enemies besiege them in 
the cities of their land; whatsoever 
sore or whatsoever sickness there be: 

29 Then what prayer or what sup¬ 
plication soever shall be made of any 
man, or of all thy people Israel, when 
every one shall know his own sore and 
his own grief, and shall spread forth 
his hands in this house: 

30 Then hear thou from heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and ren¬ 
der unto every man according unto all 
his ways, whose heart thou knowest; 
(for thou only knowest the hearts of 
the children of men:) 

31 That they may fear thee, to walk 
in thy ways, so long as they live in the 
land which thou gavest unto our 
fathers. 

32 % Moreover concerning the stran¬ 
ger, which is not of thy people Israel, 
hut is come from a far country for 
thy great name’s sake, and thy mighty 
hand, and thy stretched out arm; if 
they come and pray in this hoijsc ; 

33 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelling place, and do 
according to all that the stranger call- 

tli to thee for; that all people of the 
earth may know thy name, and fear 
thee, as doth tiiy people Israel, and 
may know that tjiis hous'e which I 
lave huilt is called by thy name 

34 If thy people go out' to war 
against their enemies by the way that 
tliou slialt send them, anil they pray 
unto thee toward this city which thou 
last chosen, and the house which I 
lave built for thy name; 

35 Then hear thou from the heavens 
their prayer and their supplication, 
and maintain their eausit. 

36 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man which sinneth not,) 
and tliou be angry with them, and de¬ 
liver them over before their enemies, 
and they earry them away captives 
unto a land far off or near ; 

37 Yet if they bethink themselves in 
the land whither they are curried cap¬ 
tive, and turn and pray unto thee in 
the land of their captivity, saying, We

have sinned, we have done amiss, and 
have dealt wickedly: 

38 If they return to thee with all 
their heart and with all their soul in 
the land of their captivity, whither they 
have carried them captives, and pray 
toward their land, which thou gavest 
unto their fathers, and toward the city 
which thou hast chosen, and toward the 
house which I have built for thy name: 

3.9 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
men from thy dwelling place, their 
prayer and their supplications, and 
maintain their cause, and forgive thy 
people which have sinned against thee. 

40 Now, my God, let,' 1 beseech 
thee, thine eyes, be open, and let thine 
ears be attent unto the prayer that is 
made in this place. 

41 Now therefore arise, O 1 »rt> 
God, into thy resting place, thou, and 
the ark of thy strength: let thy priests, 
O IjORD God, be clothed with sal¬ 
vation, and let thy saints rejoice in 
goodness. 

42 0 Lord God, turn not away the 
face of thine anointed : remember the 
mercies of David thy servant. 

C HAP. VII. 

1 God having fi »'rn testimonff to Solomon'spray¬ 
er hi/Jii t'/rout heaven, and g lort/ in the temple, 
the people worship him. ‘1 Solomon’s solemn 
saertjiee. rt Solomon haring kept the feast of 
tahernaeles , and the feast of the dedication, of 
the altar, dismisseth thi 1 people. 12 God ap¬ 
peal me to’ Solomon, glveth him promises upon 
condition ' 

Now when Solomon had made an 
end of praying, the fire came down 
from heaven, and consumed the burnt 
offering and the sacrifices; and the 
glory of the Lord filled the house. 

2 And the priests could not enter 
into the house of the Lord, because 
the glory of the Lord had filled the 
Lord’s house. 

3 And when all the children of Is¬ 
rael saw how the fire came dcpvn, and 
the glory of the Lord upon the house, 
they bowed themselves with their faces 
to the ground upon the pavement, and 
worshipped, and praised the Lord, 
saying , For he is good ; for his mercy 
eiuiureth for ever. 

4 <|f Then the king and all the peo- 
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pie offered sacrifices before the Lord. 

5 And king Solomon offered a sa¬ 
crifice of twenty and two thousand 
oxen, and an hundred and twenty 
thousand sheep : so the king and all 
the people dedicated the house of God. 

(> And the priests waited on their 
offices : the Lcvites also with instru¬ 
ments of musick of the Lord, which 
David the king had made to praise the 
Lord, because his mercy enduretli 
for ever, when David praised by their 
ministry; and the priests sounded 
trumpets before them, and all Israel 
stood. 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the 
middle of the court that was before the 
house of the Lord : for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and the fat of 
the peace offerings, because the brasen 
altar which Solomon had made was 
not able to receive the burnt offerings, 
and the meat offerings, and the fat. 

8 Also at the same time Solomon 
kept the feast seven days, and all Is¬ 
rael with him, a very great congrega¬ 
tion, from the entering in of Hamath 
unto the river of Egypt. 

9 And in the eighth day they made 
a solemn assembly : for they kept the 
dedication of the altar seven days, and 
the feast seven days. 

10 And on the three and twentieth 
day of the seventh month he sent the 
people away into their tents, glad and 
merry in heart for the goodness that 
the Lord had shewed unto David, 
and to Solomon, and to Israel his 
people. 

11 Thus Solomon finished the house 
of the Lord, and the king’s house : 
and all that came into Solomon’s 
heart to make in the house, of the 
Lord, and in his own house, he pros¬ 
perously effected. 

12 And the L>rd appeared to 
Solomon by night, and said unto him, 
I have heard thy prayer, and have 
chosen this place to mysell for an 
house of sacrifice. 

13 If i shut up heaven that there be 
no rain, or if 1 command the locusts 
to devour the land, or if I send pesti¬ 
lence among my people; 
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14 If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble themselves, 
and pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways; then will I 
hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be open, 
and mine ears attent unto the prayer 
that is made in this place. 

HI For now have I chosen and sanc¬ 
tified this house, that my name may 
be there for ever: and mine eyes and I 
mine heart shall be there perpetually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou wilt walk 
before me, as David thy father walk¬ 
ed, and do according to all that I have 
commanded thee, and shalt observe 
my statutes and my judgments; 

18 Then will I stablish the throne 
of thy kingdom, according as 1 have 
covenanted with David thy father, say¬ 
ing, There shall not fail thee a man 
to be ruler in Israel. 

19 But if ye turn away, and forsake 
my statutes and my commandments, 
which 1 have set before you, and shall 
go and serve other gods, and worship 
them; 

20 Then will I pluck them up by 
the roots out of my land which I have 
given them ; and this houSc, which I 
have sanctified for my name, will I 
cast out of my sight, and will make it 
to be a proverb and a byword among 
all nations. 

21 And this house, which is high, 
shall be an astonishment to every one 
that passeth by it; so that he shall 
say. Why hath the Loro done thus 
unto this land, and unto this house? 

22 And it shall be answ'ered. Because 
they forsook the Loud God of their 
fathers, which brought them forth out 
of the land of Egypt, and laid hold on 
other gods, and worshipped them, 
and served them : therefore hath he 
bro». it all this evil upon them. 

CUM’. VIII. 

1 .Solomon’s buildings. 7 The Gentiles which 
va c left Solomon mnketh tributariesbut the 
Israelites rulers. 11 Pharaoh’s daughter re- 
moreth to her house. 12 Solomon’s yearly so¬ 
lemn sacrifices. 14 JJe appointeth thejrrtests 
and Ijevitrs to their places. 17 The nary feteh- 
eth gold from Ophtr. 
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Solomon's buildings. 

And it same to pass at the end of 
twenty years, wherein Solomon liad 
built the house of the Lord, and his 
own house, 

2 That tlifc cities which Huram had 
restored to Solomon, Solomon built 
them, and caused the children of Is¬ 
rael to dwell there. 

3 And Solomon went to Harnath- 
zobah, and prevailed against it. 

4 And he built Tadmor in the wil¬ 
derness, and all the store cities, which 

! he built in Hamath. 

5 Also he built Bcth-horon the up¬ 
per, and Bcth-horon the nether, fenc¬ 
ed cities, with walls, gates,and bars; 

C Ami Baulath, and all the store 
cities that Solomon had, and all the 
chariot cities, and the cities of the 
horsemen, and all that Solomon de¬ 
sired to build in Jerusalem, and in 
Lebanon, and throughout all the land 
of his dominion. 

7 11 As for all the people that were 
left of the Hittites, and the Amorites, 
and the Perizzites, and the Hivites. 
and the Jcbusites, which were not of 
Israel, 

8 But of their children, who were 
left after them in the land, whom the 
children of Israel consumed not, them 
did Solomon make to pay tribute un¬ 
til this day. 

f) But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no servants for his 
work; but they were men of war, and 
chief of his captains, and captains of 
bis chariots and horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Solomon’s officers, even two hundred 
and fifty,that bare rule over the people. 

11 II And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city of 
David unto the house tjiathe had built 
for her: for he said. My wife shall not 
dwell in the bouse of David king 
of Israel, because the places are holy, 
whereuhto the ark of the Lord hath 
come. 

12 f Then Solomon offered burnt 
offerings unto the Lord on the altar 
of the Lord, which he had built be¬ 
fore the porch, 

13 Even after a certain rate every 
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day, offering according to the com¬ 
mandment of Moses, on the sabbaths, 
and on the new moons, and on the 
solemn feasts, three times in the year, 
even in the feast of unleavened bread, 
and in the feast of weeks, and in the 
feast of tabernacles. 

Id And he appointed, according 
to the order of David his father, the 
courses of the priests to their ser¬ 
vice, and the Levites to their charges, 
to praise and minister before the 
priests, as the duty of every day re¬ 
quired : the porters also by their 
courses at every gate: for so had Da¬ 
vid the man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Levites concerning any 
matter, or concerning the treasures. 

It; Now all the work of Solomon 
was prepared unto the day of the 
foundation of the house of the lxmi>, 
and until it was finished. So the 
house of the Loan was perfected. 

17 Then went Solomon to Ezion- 
geber, and to Eloth, at the sea side in 
the land of Edom. 

IS And Huram sent him by the 
hands of his servants ships, and ser¬ 
vants that had knowledge of the sea; 
and they went with the servants of 
Solomon to Ophir, and took thence 
four hundred and fifty talents of gold, 
and brought them to king Solomon.

Am> when the queen of Sheba heard 
of the fame of Solomon, she came to 
prove Solomon with hard questions 
at Jerusalem, with a very great com¬ 
pany, and camels that bare spices, 
and gold in abundance', and precious 
stories: and when she was come to 
Solomon, she communed with him of 
all that was in her heart. 

2 And Solomon told her all her 
questions: and there was nothing 
hid from Solomon which he told 
her not. 
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The queen of Sheba’s visit. 

S And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen the wisdom of Solomon, and the 
house that he had built, 

4 And the meat of his table, and 
the sitting of his servants, and the at- 
tendanee of his ministers, and their 
apparel ; his cupbearers also, and 
their apparel; and his ascent by which 
he went up into the house of the 
Lord ; there was po more spirit in her. 

5 And she said to the king. It was 
a true report which I heard in mine 
own land of thine acts, and of thy 
wisdom: 

G Howbeit I believed not their 
words, until I came, and mine eyes 
had seen it : and, behold, the one half 
of the greatness of thy wisdom was not 
told m czj'or thou exceedest the fame 
that 1 heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy are 
these thy servants, which stand conti¬ 
nually before thee.and hear thy wisdom. 

s Blessed be the Ijokd thy God, 
which delighted in thee to set thee on 
his throne, to hr king for the LoRi> 
thy God : because thy God loved Is¬ 
rael, to establish them for ever, there¬ 
fore made he thee king over them, to 
do judgment and justice. 

P And she gave the king an hun¬ 
dred and twenty talents of gold, and 
of spices great abundance, and preci¬ 
ous stones: neither was there any 
such spice as the queen of Sheba gave 
, king Solomon. 

10 And the servants also of Huram, 
and the servants of Solomon, which 
brought gold from Ophir, brought 
algum trees and precious stones. 

11 And the king made o/'the algum 
trees terraces to the house of the 
Lord, and to the king's palace, and 
harps and psalteries for singers : and 
there were none such seen befoFe in 
the land of Judah. 

1 2 And king Solomon gave to the 
queen of Sheba all her desire, what 
soever she asked, beside that which 
she had brought unto the king. So 
she turned, and went away to her own 
land, she and her servants. 

13 Now the weight of gold that 
came to Solomon in one vear was six 
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hundred and threescore and six talent: 
of gold; 

14 Beside that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And sill the kings 
of Arabia and governors of the country 
brought gold and silver to Solomon. 

15 *ff And king Solomon made two 
hundred targets, of beaten gold : six 
hundred shekels of beaten gold went 
to one target. 

1 6 And three hundred shields made 
he of beaten gold .-three hundred shekels 
of gold went to one shield. And the 
‘king put them in the house of the 
forest of Lebanon. 

17 51 Moreover the king made a 
great throne of ivory, and overlaid it 
with pure gold. 

18 And there were six steps to the 
throne, with a footstool of gold, which 
were fastened to the throne, and stays 
on each side of the sitting place, and 
two lions standing by the stays: 

It) And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon the 
six steps. There was not the like 
made in any kingdom. 

20 f And all the drinking vessels of 
king Solomon were of gold, and all the 
vessels of the house of the forest of 
Lebanon were o f pure gold: none 
were of silver ; it was not any thing ac¬ 
counted of in the days of Solomon. 

21 For the king’s ships went to Tar- 
shish with the servants of Huram : 
every three years once came the ships 
of Tarshish bringing gold, and silver, 
ivory, and apes, and peacocks. 

22 And king Solomon passed all the 
kings of the earth in riches and wisdom. 

23 And all the kings of the earth 
sought the presence of Solomon, to 
hear his wisdom, that God had put in 
his heart. 

24 And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of sil ver, and vessels of 
go’u and raiment, harness, and spices, 
horses, and mules, a rate year by year. 

25 if And Solomon had four thou¬ 
sand stalls for horses and chariots, 
and twelve thousand horsemen; whom 
he bestowed in the chariot cities, and 
with the king at Jerusalem. 

26 if And he reigned over all the 
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kings from the river even unto the 
land of the Philistines, and to the bor¬ 
der of Egypt. 

27 And the king made silver m Je¬ 
rusalem as stones, and cedar trees 
made he as the sycamore trees that 
are in the low plains in abundance. 

28 And they brought unto Solo¬ 
mon horses out of Egypt, and out of 
all lands. 

29 if Now the rest of the acts of So¬ 
lomon, first and last, are they not 
written in (he book of Nathan the 
prophet, and in the prophecy of Ahi- 
jah the Shilonite, and in the visions 
of Iddo the seer against Jeroboam the 
sonofNebat? 

30 And Solomon reigned in Jerusa¬ 
lem over all Israel forty years. 

31 And Solomon slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and he was buried in the city of 
David his father : and Rehoboam his 
son reigned in his stead. 

CHAP. X. 

1 The Israelites, assembled at Shechemto rrnivn 
Rehoboam, bit Jeroboam make a suit nfreMtxar 
tinji unto him. 6 Rehoboam, refusing the old 
men’s counsel, by the advice of yoahy men an- 
su'ereth them roughly. 16 Ten tribes rerolthty 
hill Hadoram, and make Rehoboam tojle.e. 

And Rehoboam went to Sbecbern : 
for to Shechcni were all Israel come 
to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jero¬ 
boam the son of Nebat/ who was in 
Egypt, whither he had fled from the 
presence of Solomon the king, heard it , 
that Jeroboam returned out of Egypt. 

3 And they sent and called him. 
So Jeroboam and all Israel came and 
spake to Rehoboam, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke griev¬ 
ous : now therefore ease thou some¬ 
what the grievous servitude of thy fa¬ 
ther, and his heavy yv>ke that he put 
upon us, and we will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Come 
again ynto me after three days. And 
the people departed. 

6 And king Rehoboam took coun¬ 
sel with the old men that had stood 
before Solomon his father while he 
yet lived, saying. What counsel give ye 
me to return answer to this people ? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
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If thou be kind to this people, and 
please them, and speak good words to 
them, they will be thy servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel which 
the old men gave him, and took counsel 
with th young men that were brought 
up with him, that stood before him. 

9 And he said unto them. What ad¬ 
vice give ye that we may return an¬ 
swer to this people, which havespoken 
to me, saying. Ease somewhat the 
yoke that thy father did put upon us ? 

10 And the young men that were 
brought up with him spake unto him, 
saying. Thus shalt thou answer the 
people that spake unto thee, saying, 
Thy father madp our yoke heavy, but 
make thou it somewhat lighter for 
us; thus shalt thou say unto them, 
My little . finger shall be thicker than 
my father’s loins. 

11 For whereas my father put a 
heavy yoke upon you, I will put more 
to your yoke: my father chastised you 
with whips, but I will chastise you 
with scorpions. 

1? So Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Rehoboam on the third day, 
as the king bade, saying, Come again 
to me on the third day. 

13 And the king answered them 
roughly; and king Rehoboam forsook 
the counsel of the old men, 

14 And answered tljem after the ad¬ 
vice of the young men, Saying, My 
father made your yoke heavy, but 1 
will add thereto: my father chastised 
you with whips, but I will chastise 
you with scorpions. 

15 So the king hearkened not unto 
the people: for the cause was of God, 
that the Loro might perform his 
word, which he spake by the hand of 
Ahijah the Shilonite to Jeroboam the 
son of Nebat. 

16 1[ And when all Israel saw that 
the king would not hearken untp them, 
the people answered the king, saying, 
What portion have we in David ? and 
we haiie none inheritance in the son of 
Jesse: every man to your tents, OIsra- 
el: and uow, David, see to thine own 
house. So all Israel went to their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Israel 
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that dwelt in the cities of J udah, Re¬ 
hoboam reigned over them. 

18 Then king Rehoboam sent Ha¬ 
doram that teas over the tribute; and 
the children of Israel stoned him with 
stones, that he died. But king Reho¬ 
boam made speed to get him up to his 
chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

19 And Israel rebelled against the 
house of David.unto this day. 

CHAP. XI. 

] Rehoboam raising an army to subdue Israel, is 
forbidden by Shemaiah. 5 He strengthened hix 
kingdom with forts and provision. 13 The 
priests and I.eeitcs, and such as feared God, 
forsaken, by Jeroboam, strengthen the kingdom 
of Judah. 18 The wives and children of Re¬ 
hoboam. 

And when Rehoboam was come to 
Jerusalem, he gathered of the house 
of Judah and Benjamin an hundred 
and fourscore thousand chosen men , 
which were warriors, to fight against 
Israel, that he might bring the king¬ 
dom again to Rehoboam. 

2 But the word of the Lord came 
to Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 

3 Speak unto Rehoboam the son of 
Solomon, king of Judah, and to all Is¬ 
rael in Judah and Benjamin, saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lord, Ye shall 
not go up, nor fight against your bre¬ 
thren : return every man to his house: 
for this thing is done of me. And 
they obeyed the words of the Lord, 
and returned from going against Je¬ 
roboam. 

5 11 And Rehoboam dwelt in Jeru¬ 
salem, and built cities for defence in 
Judah. 

6 He built even Beth-lehem, and 
Etam, and Tekoa, 

7 And Beth-zur, and Shoco, and 
Adullam, 

8 And Gath,and Mareshah, and Ziph, 

9 And Adoraim, and Lachish, and 
Azekah, 

10 And Zorah, and Aijalon, and 
Hebron, w-hich are in Judah and in 
Benjamin fenced cities. 

11 And he fortified the strong holds, 
and put captains in them, and store of 
victual, and of oil and wine. 

12 And in every several city he put 
shields and spears, and made them 
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exceeding strong, having Judah and 
Benjamin on his side. 

13 IF And the priests and the Le- 
vites that were in all Israel resorted to 
him out of ail their coasts. 

14 For the Levites left their suburbs 
and their possession, and came to Ju¬ 
dah and Jerusalem: for Jeroboam and 
his sons had cast them off from execu¬ 
ting the priest’s office unto the Loro : 

15 And he ordained him priests for 
the high places, and for the devils, and 
for the calves which he had made. 

16* And after them out of all the 
tribes of Israel such as set their hearts 
to seek the Lord God of Israel came 
to Jerusalem, to sacrifice unto the 
Lord God of their fathers. 

17 So they strengthened the king¬ 
dom of Judah, and made Rehoboarn 
the son of Solomon strong, three 
years: for three years they walked in 
the way of David and Solomon. 

18 5! And Rehoboarn took him Ma- 
halath the daughter of Jerimotli the 
son of David to wife, and Abihail the 
daughter of Eliab the son of Jesse; 

IP Which bare him children ; Je- 
ush, and Shamariah, and Zahatn. 

20 And after her he took Maachah 
the daughter of Absalom; which bare 
him Abijah, and Attai, and Ziza, and 
Shelomith. 

21 And Rehoboarn loved Maachah 
the daughter of Absalom above all his 
wives and his concubines: (for he took 
eighteen wives, and threescore concu¬ 
bines: aud begat twenty and eight 
sons, and threescore daughters.) 

22 And Rehoboarn made Abijah 
the son of Maachah the chief, to be 
ruler among his brethren : for he 
thought to make him king. 

23 And he dealt wisely, and dis¬ 
persed of all his children throughout 
all the countries of J udah and Benja¬ 
min unto every fenced city: and he 
gav- them victual in abundance. And 
he desired many wives. - 

CHAP. XU. 

1 Rehnboam, for.inki»g the f.ord, ispunished try 

Shishak. 5 He and the princes, repenting at 

the preaching of Shemaiah, are deliveredfrom. 

destruction, but not from spoil, 13 The reign 

and death of Rehoboarn. 
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And it came to pass, when Reho- 
boam had established the kingdom, 
and had strengthened himself, he for¬ 
sook the law of the Lord, and all Is¬ 
rael with him. 

2 And it came to pass, that in the 
fifth year of king Rehoboarn Shis¬ 
hak king of Egypt came up against 
Jerusalem, because they had trans¬ 
gressed against the Lord, 

3 With twelve hundred chariots, and 
threescore thousand horsemen: and 
the people were without number that 
came with him out of Egypt; the Lu- 
bims,the Sukkiims.and theEthiopians. 

I And he took the fenced cities 
which pertained to Judah, and came 
to Jerusalem. 

5 11 Then came Shemaiah the pro¬ 
phet to Rehoboarn, and to the princes 
of Judah, that were gathered together 
to Jerusalem because of Shishak, and 
said unto them. Thus saith the Ivord, 
Ye have forsaken me, and therefore 
have 1 also left you in the hand of 
Shishak. 

fi Whereupon the princes of Israel 
and the king humbled themselves; and 
they said, The Lord is rigliteous. 

7 And when the Lord saw that they 
humbled themselves, the word of the 
Lord came to Shemaiah, saying, 
They have humbled themselves; there¬ 
fore I will not destroy them, but I will 
grant them some deliverance; and my 
wrath shall not be poured out upon 
Jerusalem by the hand of Shishak. 

8 Nevertheless they.shall be his ser¬ 
vants ; that they may know my ser¬ 
vice, and the service of the kingdoms 
of the countries. 

9 So Shishak king of Egypt came 
up against Jerusalem, and took away 
the treasures of the house of the 
Lord, and the treasures of the king’s 
house; he took all: he carried away 
also the shields of gold which Solo¬ 
mon had made. 

10 Instead of which king Rehobo- 
ani made shields of brass, and com¬ 
mitted them to the hands of the chief 
of the guard, that kept the entrance 
of the king’s house. 

II And when the king entered into 
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the house of the Lord, the guard 
came and fetched them, and brought 
them again into the guard chamber. 

12 And when he humbled himself, 
the wrath of the Lord turned from 
him, that he would not destroy him 
altogether: and also in J udah things 
went well. 

13 5F So Jting Rehoboam strength¬ 
ened himself in Jerusalem, and reign¬ 
ed : for Kohohoam was one and forty 
years old when he begun to reign, and 
he reigned seventeen years in J erusa- 
lem, the city which the Lojrd had 
chosen out of all the tribes of Israel, 
to put his name there. And his mo¬ 
ther’s name was Naamah an Am- 
monitess. 

14 And he did evil, because he pre¬ 
pared not his heart to seek the Lord. 

J!> Now the acts of Rehoboam, first 
and last, are they not written in the 
book of Shemaiah the prophet, and 
of lddo the seer concerning genealo¬ 
gies ? And there were wars between Re¬ 
hoboam and Jeroboam continually. 

lfi And Rehoboam slept with his 
fathers,'and was buried in the city of 
David: and Abijah his son reigned 
in his stead. 

CIIAP. XIII. 

1 Abijah succeeding make.th war against Jerobo¬ 
am. 4 lie declare! h the right of Ji is cause. Ill 

Trusting in Uod he overcameth Jeroboam. 21 

J'he wives and children iff Abijah. 

Now' in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam began Abijah to reign over 
Jtidah. 

2 He reigned three year* in Jerusa¬ 
lem. His mother’s name also was 
Michaiah the daughter of Uriel of 
Gibeah. And there was war between 
Abijah and Jeroboam. 

3 And Abija\i set the battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, 
even four hundred thousand chosen 
men: Jeroboam also set the battle in 
array against him with eight Hundred 
thousand chosen men, being mighty 
men of valour. 

4 5! And Abijah stood up upon 
mount Zemaraim, which is in mount 
Ephraim, and said. Hear me, thou Je¬ 
roboam, and all Israel; 
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XIII. Abijah warreth against Jeroboam. 

5 Ought ye not to know that the 
Lord God of Israel gave the king¬ 
dom over Israel to David for ever, 
even to him and to his sons by a co¬ 
venant of salt ? 

6 Yet Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
the servant of Solomon the son of 
David, is risen up, and hath rebelled 
against his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him 
vain men, the children of Belial, and 
have strengthened themselves against 
Rehoboam the son of Solomon, when 
Rehoboam was young and tender¬ 
hearted, and could not withstand them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand 
the kingdom of the Lord in the hand 
of the sons of David; and ye he a 
great multitude, and there are with 
you golden calves, which Jeroboam 
made you for gods. 

9 Have ye not cast, out the priests 
of the Lord, the sons of Aaron, and 
the Levit.es, and have made you priests 
after the manner of the nations of other 
lands? so that whosoever cometh to 
consecrate himself with a young bul¬ 
lock and seven rams, the same may be 
a priest of them that are no gods. 

10 But as for us, the Lord is our 
God, and we have not forsaken him; 
and the priests, which minister unto the 
Lord, arc the sons of Aaron, and the 
Levites wait upon their business : 

11 And they burn unto the Lord 
every morningand every evening burnt 
sacrifices and sweet insense: the shew- 
bread also set they in order upon the 
pure table; and the candlestick of gold 
with the lamps thereof, to burn every 
evening: for we keep the charge of 
the Lord our God : but ye have for¬ 
saken him. 

12 And, behold,God himself is with 
us for ottr captain, and his priests with 
sounding trumpets to cry alarm.against 
you. O children of Israel, fight ye 
not against the Lord God of your 
fathers; for ye shall not prosper. 

13^! But Jeroboam caused an am- 
bushineni to come about behind them: 
so they were before Judah, and the 
ambushment was behind them. 

14 And when Judah looked back. 
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behold, the battle- urns before and be¬ 
hind : and they cried unto the Loan, 
and the priests sounded with the 
trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave a 
shout: and as the men of Judah 
shouted, it came to pass, that God 
smote Jeroboam and all Israel .before 
Abijah and Judah. 

16 And the children of Israel fled 
before Judah : and God delivered 
them into their hand. 

17 And Abijah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter: so there 
fell down slain of Israel five hundred 
thousand chosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Israel were 
brought under at that time, and the 
children of Judah prevailed, because 
they relied upon the Lord God of 
their fathers. 

19 And Abijah pursued after Jero¬ 
boam, and took cities from him, Beth¬ 
el with the towns thereof, and Je- 
shanah with the towns thereof, and 
Ephraim with the towns thereof. 

20 Neither did Jeroboam recover 
strength %gain in the days of Abijah : 
and the Lord struck him, and he died. 

21 il But Abijah waxed mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat 
twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of Abijah, 
and his ways, and his sayings, are writ¬ 
ten in the story of the prophet Iddo. 

CHAP. XIV. 

1 Asa succeeding destroycth idolatry, (i Jffiring 
peace, he stren theneth his hingdotn with forts 
and armies. 9 Calling on God he overthroweth 
Zerah, and spoileth the Ethiopians. 

So Abijah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in the city of David : 
and Asa his son reigned in his stead. 

In his days the land was quiet ten years. 

2 And- Asa did that which was good 
and r ght in the eyes of the Lord his 
God. 

3 For he took away the altars of the 
strange gods, and the high places, and 
brake down the images, and cut down 
the groves: 

4 And commanded Judah to seek 
the Lord God of their fathers, and 
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to do the law and the commandment. 

5 Also he took away out of all the 
cities of Judah the high places and the 
images: and the kingdom was quiet 
before him. 

6 And he. built fenced cities in 
Judah: for the land had rest, and he 
had no war' in those years; because 
the Lord had given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, Let 
us build these cities, and make about 
them, walls, and towers, gates, and bars, 
while the land is yet before ns; because 
we have sought the Lord our God, 
we have sought him. and he hath given 
us rest on every side. So they built 
and prospered. 

8 And Asa had an army of men that 
bare targets and spears, out of Judah 
three hundred thousand ; and out of 
Benjamin, that bare shields and drew 
bows, two hundred and fourscore 
thousand : all these were mighty men 
of valour. 

9 5f And there came out against them 
.Zerah the Ethiopian with an host of a 
thousand thousand, and three hundred 
chariots; and came unto Mareshah. 

10 Then Asa went out against him, 
and they set the battle in array in the 
valley of Zephathah at Mareshah. 

11 And Asa cried unto the Lord 
his God, and said, LoRO,i/ ut nothing 
with thee to help., whether with many, 
or with them that have no power: help 
us, O Lord our God; for we rest on 
thee, and in thy name we go against 
this multitude. O Lord, thou art our 
God; let not man prevail against thee. 

12 So the Lord smote the Ethiopi¬ 
ans before Asa, and before Judah; 
and the Ethiopians fled. 

13 And Asa and the people that 
were with him pursued them unto 
Gerar: and the Ethiopians were over¬ 
thrown, that they could not recover 
themselves; for they were destroyed 
before the Lord, and befoTe his host; 
and they carried away very much spoil. 

14 Arid they smote all the cities 
round about Gerar; for the fear of 
the Lord came upon them: and they 
spoiled all the cities; for there was 
exceeding much- spoil in them. 
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15 They smote also the tents of 
cattle, and carried away sheep and 
camels in abundance, and returned to 
Jerusalem. 

CHAP. XV. 

1 Am with Judah and many of Itrael, moved by 
the prophecy o/Azariah the ton ofOded, make 
a solemn covenant with God. 16 He putteth 
down Maachah hit mother for her idolatry. 18 
He bringeth dedicated things into the house of 
God, and enjoyeth a long peace. 

And the Spirit of God came upon 
Azariah the son of Oded: 

2 And he went out to meet Asa, and 
said unto him. Hear ye me, Asa, and 
alj Judah and Benjamin; The Lord 
is with you, while ye be with him; 
and if ye seek him, he will be found 
of you; but if’ye forsake him, lie will 
forsake you. 

3 Now for a long season Israel hath 
been without the true God, and with¬ 
out a teaching priest, and without law. 

4 But when they in their trouble 
did turn unto the Lord God of Israel, 
and sought him, he was found of them. 

5 And in those times there was no 
peace to him that went out, nor to 
him that came in, but great vexations 
were upon all the inhabitants of the 
countries. 

6 And nation was destroyed of na¬ 
tion, and city of city: for God did vex 
them with all adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefore, and let 
not your, hands be' weak: for your 
work shall be rewarded. 

8 And when Asa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of Oded the pro¬ 
phet, he took courage, and put away 
the abominable idols out of all the 
land of Judah and Benjamin, and out 
of the cities which he had taken from 
mount Ephraim, and renewed the al¬ 
tar of the Lojid, that was before the 
porch of the Lord. 

9 And he gathered all Judah and 
Benjamin, and the strangers with them 
out of Ephraim and Manasseli*, and out 
of Simeon: for they fell to him out 
of Israel in abundance, when they saw 
that the Lord his God was with him. 

10 So they gathered themselves to¬ 
gether at Jerusalem in the third month, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of Asa. 
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11 And they offered unto the Loud 
the same time, of the spoil which they 
had brought, seven hundred oxen and 
seven thousand sheep. 

12 And they entered into a cove¬ 
nant to seek the Lord God of their 
fathers with all their heart and with 
all their soul; 

13 That whosoever would not seek 
the Lord God of Israel should be 
put to death, whether small or great, 
whether man or woman. 

14 And they sware unto the Lord 
with a loud voice, and with shouting, 
and with trumpets, and with cornets. 

15 And all Judah rejoiced at the 
oath: for they had sworn with all their 
heart, and sought him with their whole 
desire; and he was found of them: and 
the 1»rd gave them rest round about. 

16 And also concerning Maachah 
the mother of Asa the king, he re¬ 
moved her from being queen, because 
she had made an idol in a grove: and 
Asa cut down her idol, and stamped it, 
and burnt it at the brook Kidron. 

17 " But the high places were not 
taken away out of Israel: nevertheless 
the heart of Asa was perfect all his 
days. 

18 ^IJ And he brought into the house 
of God the things that his father had 
dedicated, and that he himself had de¬ 
dicated, silver, and gold, and vessels. 

19 And there was no more war unto 
the five and thirtieth year of the reign 
of Asa. 

CHAP. XVI. 

1 Asa, hy the aid of the Syrians, diverteth Baa- 
shafrom buildiny of Hamah. 7 Being reproved 
thereof hy Hanani, he putteth him in prison. 
11 Among his other acts in his disease he seek- 
eth not to God, but to the physicians. 13 Hit 
death and burial. 

In the six and thirtieth year of the 
reign of Asa, Baasha king of Israel 
came up against Judah, and built Ra- 
mah, to the intent that he might let 
none go out or come in to Asa king 
of Judah. 

2 Then Asa brought out silver and 
gold out of the treasures of the house 
of the Lord and of the king’s house, 
and sent to Ben-hadad king of Syria, 
that dwelt at Damascus, saying, 
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3 There is a league between me and 
thee, as there was between my father 
and thy father; behold, I have sent 
thee silver and gold: go, break thy 
league with Baasha king of Israel, 
that he may depart from me. 

4 And Ben-hadad hearkened unto 
king Asa, and sent the captains of his 
armies against the cities of Israel; 
and they smote ljon, and Dan, and 
Abel-maim, and all the store cities of 
Naphtali. 

5 And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard it, that he left off building of 
Ramah, and let his work cease. 

6 Then Asa the king took all Judah; 
and they carried away the stones of 
Ramah, and the timber thereof, where¬ 
with Baasha was building; and he 
built therewith Geba and Mizpah. 

7 51 And at that time Hanani the 
seer came to Asa king of Judah, and 
said unto him. Because thou hast re¬ 
lied on the king of Syria, and not re¬ 
lied on the Loro thy God, therefore 
is the host of the king of SyTia escaped 
out of thine hand. 

8 Were not the Ethiopians and the 
Lubims a huge host, with very many 
chariots and horsemen ? yet, because 
thou didst rely on the Loro, he de¬ 
livered them into thine hand. 

f) For the eyes of the Lord run to 
and fro throughout the whole ^arth, 
to shew himself strong in the behalf 
of them whose heart is perfect toward 
him. ’ Herein thou hast done foolish- ■ 
ly: therefore from henceforth thou 
shalt have wars. 

10 Then Asa was wroth with the 
seer, and put him in a prison house; 
for he was in a rage with him because 
of this thing. And Asa oppressed 
some of the people the same time. 

11 And, behold, the acts of Asa, 
first and last, lo, they are written in 
the f • ok of the kings of Judah and 
Israel. 

12 And Asa in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his 
feet, until his disease teas exceeding 
great: yet in his disease he sought not 
to the Lord, but to the physicians. 

13 51 And Asa slept with hxs fathers, 
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and died in the one and fortieth year 
of his reign. 

14 And they buried him in his own 
sepulchres, which he had made for 
himself in the city of David, and laid 
him in the bed which was filled with 
sweet odours and divers kinds of spices 
prepared by the apothecaries’ art: and 
they made a very great burning for him. 

CHAP. XVII. 

1 Jehoshaphal, sun-ceding Asa, reigneth well, 
anil prospereth. 7 Hu sendeth J.cedes with 

the princes to teach Judah. 12 His enemies 
being terrified by God, some of them bring hint 
presents and tribute. 12 His greatness, cap¬ 
tains, and armies. 

And Jehoshaphat his son reigned in 
his stead, and strengthened himself 
against Israel. 

2 And he placed forces in all the 
fenced cities of Judah, and set garri¬ 
sons in the land of Judah, and iri the 
cities of Eptuaim, which Asa his fa¬ 
ther had taken. 

3 And the Lord was with Jeho¬ 

shaphat, because he walked in the 
first ways of his father David, and 
sought not unto Baalim; . 

1 But sought to the LORD God of 
his father, and walked in his command¬ 
ments, and not after the doings />f 
Israel. 

5 Therefore the Lord stablished the 
kingdom in his hand; and all Judah 
brought to Jehoshaphat presents; And 
he had riches and honour in abundance. 

6 And his heart was lifted bp in the 
ways of the Lord: moreover he took 
away the high places and groves out 
of Judah. 

- 7 51 Also in the third year of his reign 
he sent to his princes, even to Ben-hail, 
and to Obadiah, and to Zechariah, and 
to Nethaneel, and to Michaiah, to teach 
in the cities of Judah. «- 

8 And with them he sent Levites, even 
Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, and Zeba- 
diali, an$ Asahfcl, and Shemiramoth, 
and Jehonathan, and Adonijah, and 
Tobijah, and Tob-adonijah, Levites; 
and with them Elishama and JFehoram, 
priests. 

9 And they taught in Judah, and had 
the book of the law of the Lord with 
them, and went about throughout all 



His greatness and zeal. CHAP. 

the cities of Judah, and taught the 
people. 

10 If And the fear of the Lord fell 
upon all the kingdoms of the lands 
that were round about Judah, so that 
they made no war against Jehosliaphat. 

11 Also some of the Philistines 
brought Jehoshaphat presents, and 
tribute silver; „ and the Arabians 
brought him flocks, seven thousand 
and seven hundred rams, and seven 
thousand and seven hundred he goats. 

12 ^f And Jehoshaphat waxed great 
exceedingly; and he built i:i Judah 
eastles, and cities of store. 

18 And he had much business in the 
cities of Judah: and the men of war, 
mighty men of valour, were in Jeru¬ 
salem. 

14 And these are the numbers of 
them according to the house of their 
fathers: Of Judah, the captains of 
thousands; Adnah, the chief, and with 
him mighty men of valour three hun¬ 
dred thousand. 

15 And next to him was Jchohanan 
the captain; and with him two hun¬ 
dred and fourscore thousand. 

1(> And next him was Amasiah the 
son of Ziehri, who willingly offered 
himself unto the Loan; and with 
him two hundred thousand mighty 
men of valour. 

17 And 'of Benjamin; Eliada a 
mighty man ‘of valour, and with him 
armed men with bow and shield two 
hundred thousand. 

18 And next him was J ehozabad, and 
with him an hundred and fourscore 
thousand ready prepared for the war. 

19 These waited on the king, beside 
those whom the king put in the fenced 
cities throughout all Judah. 

C/IAP. XVIII. 

1 Jehoshaphat, joined in affinity with A hah, is 
persuaded to go with him against Jiamolh- 
gilead. 4 Ahah, seduced hy false prophets, ac¬ 
cording to the word of Micaiah, isriain there. 

Now Jehoshaphat had riches and 
honour in abundance, and joined affi¬ 
nity with Ahal). * 

2 And after certain years he went 
down to Ahab to Samaria. And Ahab 
killed sheep and oxen for him hr abun- 
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XVIII. Ahah seduced by false prophets. 

dance, and for the people that he had 
with him, and persuaded him to go up 
with him to Rainoth-gilead. 

3 And Ahab king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah, Wilt thou 
go with me to Hamofh-gilead ? And 
he answered him, I am as thou art , 
and my people as thy people; and we 
will be with thee in the war.’ 

4 And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel, Enquire, I pray thee, 
at the word of the Lord to day. 

5 Therefore the king of Israel ga¬ 
thered together of prophets four hun¬ 
dred men, and said unto them. Shall 
we go to Rarnoth-gilead to battle, or 
shall 1 forbear? And they said. Go 
up; for God will deliver it into the 
king’s hand. 

6 But Jeltoshaphat said. Is there not 
here a prophet of the Lord besides, 
that we might enquire of him ? 

7 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, There is yet one man, by 
whom we may enquire of the Lord : 
but 1 hate him ; for he never prophe¬ 
sied- good unto me, but always evil: 
the same is Micaiah the son of Imla. 
And Jehoshaphat said, Let not the 
king say so. 

8 And the king of Israel called for 
one of his- officers, and said. Fetch 
quickly Micaiah the son of Imla. 

9 And the king of Israel and Jeho¬ 
shaphat king of Judah sat either of 
them on his throne, clothed in their 
robes, and they sat in a void place at 
the entering in of the gate of Samaria; 
and all the prophets prophesied be¬ 
fore them. 

10 And Zedekiah the son of Che- 
naanah had made him horns of iron, 
mid said, Thus saith the Ixjrd, With 
these thou shalt push Syria until they 
be consumed. 

11 And all the prophets prophesied 
so, saying. Go up to Rtfmoth-gilead, 
and prosper: for the Lord shall de¬ 
liver it into the hand of the king. 

1 2 And the messenger that went to 
call Micaiah spake to him, saying, 
Behold, the words of the prophets 
declare good to the king with one as¬ 
sent; let thy word therefore, I pray 
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thee, be like one of their’s, and speak 
thou good. 

13 And Micaiah said. At the Lons 
fiveth, even what nay God saith, that 
will I speak. 

14 And when he was come to the 
king, the king said untohim, Micaiah, 
shall we go to Ramoth-gilead to bat¬ 
tle, or shall I forbear ? And he said. 
Go ye up, and prosper, and they shall 
be delivered into your hand. 

15 And the king said to him. How 
many times shall I adjure thee that 
thdu say nothing but the truth to me 
in the name of the Lord ? 

1G Then he said, I did see all Israel 
scattered upon the mountains, as sheep 
that have no shepherd; and the Loro 
said, These have no master; let them 
return therefore every man.to his house 
in peace. 

1 7 And the king of Israel said to Je¬ 
hoshaphat, Did I not tell thee that he 
would not prophecy good unto me, 
but evil. 

18 Again he said, Therefore hear 
the word of the Loro; I saw the Loro 
sitting upon his throne, and all the host 
of heaven standing on his right hand 
and on his left. 

19 And the Loro said. Who shall 
entice Ahab king of Israel, that he 
may go up and fall at Ramoth-gilead ? 
And one spake saying after this man¬ 
ner, and another saying after that 
manner. 

20 Then there came out a spirit, 
and' stood before the Loro, and said, 
I will entice him. And the Lord 
said unto him, Wherewith ? 

21 And he said, 1 will go out, and 
be a lying spirit in the mouth of all 
his prophets. And the LORD said. 
Thou snail entice him, add thou shalt 
also prevail: go out, and do even so. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the Loro 
hath , ut a lying spirit in the*mouth of 
these thy prophets, and the Loro hath 
spoken evil against thee. 

23 Then Zedekiah the son of Che- 
naanah came near, and smote Micaiah 

* upon the cheek, and said. Which way 
went the Spirit of the Lord from me 
to speak unto thee ? 
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24 And Micaiah said. Behold, thou 
shalt see on that day when thou shalt 
go into an inner Chamber to hide 
thyself. 

25 Then the king of Israel said, 
Take ye Micaiah, and carry him hack 
to Amon tile governor of the city, and 
to Joasjb the king’s son; 

26 And say. Thus saith the king, Put 
this fellow in the prisou, and feed him 
with bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until I return in peace. 

27 And Micaiah said. If thou cer¬ 
tainly return in peace, then hath not 
the Loro spoken by me. And he 
said. Hearken, all ye people. 

28 So the king of Israel and Jel\o- 
shaphat the king of Judah went up to 
Ramoth-gilead. 

29 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself, 
and will go to the battle; but put thou 
on thy robes. So the king of Israel 
disguised himself; and they went to 
the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria had com¬ 
manded the captains of the chariots 
that were with him, saying, Fight ye 
not with small or great, save only 
with the king of Israel. 

31 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jehosha- 

r ihat, that they said, It is the king of 
srael. Therefore they. compassed 
about him to fight: but Jehoshaphat 
cried out, and the Loro helped him; 
and God moved them to deport from 
him. . 

32 For it came to pass, that, when' 
the captains of the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Israel, they 
turned back again from pursuing him. 

33 And a certain man drew a bow 
at a venture, and smote the king of 
Israel between the joints of the har¬ 
ness ; therefore he said to his chariot 
man. Turn thine liand, that thou may- 
est carry roe out of the host; for I 
am wounded. 

34 And the battle increased that 
day: howbeit the king of Israel stayed 
himself up in his chariot against the 
Syrians until the even: and about the 
rime of the sun going down he died. 



Jehoshaphat reproved by Jehu. CHAP. 

CHAP. XIX. 

1 Jehoshaphat, reprdvtd by Jehu, vixiteth hit 

kingdom. 5 Hit instructi ns to the judges, 

8 to the pri ft* and Levites. 

And JehosSih|>hat the king of Judah 
returned to his house in peace to Je¬ 
rusalem. 

2 And Jehu the son of Hanani the 
* seer went out to meet him, and said to 

king Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou 
help the ungodly, and love thpm that 
hate the Lord? therefore is wrath 
upon thee from before the Lord. 

3 Nevertheless there are good things 
found in thee, in that thou hast taken 
away the groves out of the land, and 
hast prepared thjne^eart to seek God. 

4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jeru¬ 
salem : and he went out again through 
the people from Beer-sheba to mount 
Ephraim, and brought them back unto 
the Lord- God of their fathers. 

5 51 And he set judges in the land 
throughout all the fenced cities of Ju¬ 
dah, city by city, 

6 And said to the judges. Take-heed 
what ye do: for ye judge not for man, 
but for the Lord, who is with you in 
the judgment. 

7 Wherefore now let the fear of the 
Lord be upon you; take heed and 
do it : for there is no iniquity with the 
Lord our God, nor respect of per- 
spns, nor taking of gifts. 

8 5F Moreover in Jerusalem did Je¬ 
hoshaphat set of the Levites, and qf 
the priests, and oT the chief of the fa¬ 
thers of Israel, fpr the judgment of 
the Lord, and for controversies, when 
they returned to Jerusalem. 

9 And he charged them, saying, 

Thus shall ye do in the fear of the 
Lord, faithfully, and with a perfect 
heart.. * 

10 And what cause soever shall 
come to you of your- brethren that 
dwell in their cities, between!, blood 
and blood, between law and com¬ 
mandment, statutes Mid judgments, 
ye shall even warn them that they 
trespass not against the Lord, and so 
wrath come upon you, and upon your 
brethren: this do, and ye shall not 
trespass. 


XIX. XX. His fasiohd prayer. 

I ll And, behold, Am'ariah the chief 
priest is over you in all matters of the 
Lord; and Zebadiah the son of Ish- 
macl, the ruler of the house of Judah, 
for all the king’s matters: also the 
Levites shall be officers before you. 
Deal courageously, and the Lord 
shall be with the good. 

CHAP. XX. 

1 Jehoshaphat in his fear proclaimeth a fast. - 5 
Hispmger. 14 Theprophecy of Jahasiel. 20 
Jehoshaphat exkorteth the people, and eetteth 
singers to praise the Lord. 22 The great over¬ 
throw of the enemies. 26 The people having 
blessed God at JSerachah, return, in triumph. 
31 Jehoshaphat?*. reign. 35 Hi* convoy jf 
ships, which he made with Ahaziah, according 
to the prophecy ofEliezer, unhappily perished. 

It came .to pass after this also, that 
the children of Moab, and the child¬ 
ren of Ammon, and with them* other 
beside the Ammonites, came against 
Jehoshaphat to battle. 

2 Then there came some that told 
Jehoshaphat, saying, There cometli 
a great multitude against thee from 
beyond the sea on this side Syria;and, 
behold, they be in Hazazon-tamar, 
which is En-gedi. * 

3 And Jehoshaphat feared, and set 
himself to seek the Lord, and pro¬ 
claimed a fa'st throughout all Juaah. 

4 And Judah gathered themselves 
together, to” ask help of the Lord: 
even out of all the cities of Judah 
they came to seek the Lord. 

5 51 And Jehoshaphat stood in the 
congregation of Judah and Jerusalem, 
in the house of the Lord, before the 
new court, 

6 And said, O Lord God of our 
fathers, art not thou God in heaven? 
and rulest not thou over all the king¬ 
doms of the, heathen ? and in thine 
hand is there not power and might, so 
that none is able to withstand thee? 

7 Art not thou, our God, who didst 
drive out the inhabitants of this land 
before thy people Israel, and gavest 
it to the seed of Abraham thy friend 
for ever ? 

8 And they dwelt therein, and have 
built thee a sanctuary therein for thy 
name, saying, 

9 If, when evil cometh upon us, as 
the sword, judgment, or pestilence, 
S S 
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or famine, we stand before this house, 
and in thy presence, (for thy name is 
injthis house,) and cry unto thee in our 
affliction, then thou wilt hear and help., 

JO And now, behold, the children 
of Ammon and Moab and mount Seir, 
whom thou wouldest not let Israel in¬ 
vade, when they came out of the land 
of Egypt, but they turned from them, 
and destroyed them not; 

11 Behold, I my, how they 1 reward 
us, to come to cast us out of thy posses¬ 
sion, which thou hast given us toinherit. 

12 O our God, wilt thou not judge 
them ? for we have no might against 
this great company that cometh against 
us; neither know we, what to do: but 
our eyes are upon thee. 

13 And ail Judah stood before the 
Lord, with their little ones, their 
wives, and their children. 

14 if Then upon Jahaziel the son of 
Zechariah, the son of Bcnaiah, the son 
of Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, a Le- 
vite of the sons of Asaph, came the 
Spirit of the Lord in the midst of 
the congregation ^ 

15' And he said. Hearken ye, all Ju¬ 
dah, and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
and thou king Jehoshaphat,* Thus 
saith the Lord unto you, Be not 
afraid nor dismayed by reason of this 
great multitude; for the battle is not 
your’s, but,God’s. 

, 16 To morrow go ye down against 
them: behold, they come up by the 
cliff of Ziz; and ye shall find them at 
the end of the brook, before the wil¬ 
derness of Jeruel. 

17 Ye shall not need to fight in this 
battle: set yourselves, .stand ye still, 
and See the salvation of the Lord with 
you, O Judah and Jerusalem: fear 
not, nor be dismayed; to morrow go 
out against them: for the Lord will 
be with you. 

1" And Jehoshaphat bowed his head 
with his face to the ground: and all 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusa¬ 
lem fell befbre the Lord, worship¬ 
ping the Lord. 

19 And the Levites, of the children 
of the Kdhathites, and of the children 
of the Korhites, stood up to praise the 
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Lord God of Israel with a loud voice 
on high. 

20 If And they rose early in the 
morning, and went forth into the wil¬ 
derness of Tekoa : and as they went 
forth, Jehoshaphat stood and said. 
Hear me, O Judah, and ye inhabitants 
of Jerusalem; Believe in the Lord > 
your God, so shall ye be established; ’ 
believe his prophets, so shall ye 
prosper,. 

21 And when he had consulted with 
the people, hp appointed singers unto 
the Lord, and that should praise the 
beauty of holiness, as they went out 
before the army, and to say, Braise 
the Lord j for his .mercy endureth 
for ever. 

22 if And when they began to sing 
and to praise, the Lord set ambush- 
ments against the children of Amnion, 
Moab, and mount Seir, which were 
come against Judah; and they were 
smitten. 

23 For the children of Ammon and 
Moab stood up against the inhabitants 
of mount Seir, utterly to slay, and de¬ 
stroy them: and when they had made 
an end of the inhabitants of Seir^every 
one helped to destroy another. 

21 And when Judah came toward 
the watch tower in - the wilderness, 
they looked unto the multitude, and, 
behold, they weye dead hodies fallen 
to the earth, and, none escaped. 

25 And when Jehoshaphat and his 
people came to take away the spoil of 
them, they found among them in abun¬ 
dance both riches with the. dead bo¬ 
dies, and precious, jewels, which they 
stripped off for themselves, more than 
they could carry away: and they were 
three .days in gathering,of the spoil, 
it was so much. « 

26 if And on the fourth day they 
assembled themselves in the valley of 
Beraclyih; for there they blessed the 
Lord : therefore the name of the* 
same place was called. The valley of 
Beraehah, unto this day., . 

27 Then they returned, every man 
of Judah and Jerusalem, and Jehosha¬ 
phat in the forefront of, them, to go 
again to Jerusalem with joy; for the 
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Lord had made them to rejoice over 
their enemies. 

28 And they came to Jerusalem with 
psalteries and harps and trumpets unto 
the house of the Lord. 

29 And the fear Of God was on all 
the kingdoms of those countries,, when 
they had heard that the Lord fought 
against the enemies of Israel. 

30 So the realm of Jehoshaphat was 

quiet: for his God gave him rest round 
about. 1 ■ 

31 If And Jehoshaphat reigned over 
Judah: he was thirty and five years 
old when he began to reign,’‘and he 
reigned twenty and five years in Jeru¬ 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Azubali the daughter of Shilhi. 

32 And he walked in the wsty of Ash 

his father, and departed not from it, 
doing that which was right in the sight 
of the Lord. . 

33 Howbeit the high places were 

not taken away: for as yet the people 
had not prepared their hearts unto the 
God of their fathers. ' 1 

31 Now the rest of the acts of Je¬ 
hoshaphat, first and last, behold, they 
are written in the book of Jehu the 
son of Hanani, who is mentioned in 
the book of the kings of Israel. 

35 *ff'And after this did Jehoshaphat 
kingof Judah joinhimselfwithAhaziah 
king of Israel, who did very wickedly: 

36 And he joined himself with him 
to make ships to go to Tarshish: and 
they made the ships in Eziori-gaber. 

37 Then Eliezer the son of Dodavah 
of Mareshah prophesied against Jeho¬ 
shaphat, saying, Because thou hast 
joined thyself with Ahaziah, the Lord 
hath broken thy works. And the 
ships were broken, that they were not 
able to go to Tarshish. 

CHAP. XXI. 

1 Jehoram, succeeding Jehoshaphat, slaueth his 
brethren. 5 His wicked reign. HJEdom and 
Jjibnah revolt. 12 The prophecy of EUjak 
against him in writing. lfi The Philistines 
and Arabians oppress hint. 18 His incurable 
disease, infamous death, and burial. 

Now Jehoshaphat slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and was buried with his fathers 
in the city of David. * And Jehoram 
his son reigned in |iis stead. 
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XXI. . Jefwram's wicked reign, 

2 And he had'brethren the sons of 
Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and 
Zechariah, and Azariah, and Michael, 
and Shephatiah i all these were the 
sons of Jehoshaphat'king <of Israel. " 

3 And their father gave them great 
gifts of silver, and of gold, and of pre¬ 
cious things, with fenced cities in Ju¬ 
dah: but the kingdom gave he to Je¬ 
horam ; because he was the firstborn. 

4 Now when Jehoram was risen up 
to the -kingdom of his 1 father, he 
strengthened himself, and slew all his 
brethren with the. sword, and divers 
also of the princes of Israel. 

5 if Jehoram was thirty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

'6 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, like as did the house 
of Ahab : for he had the daughter of 
Ahab to wife: and he wrought that 
which was evil in the eyes of the Lord. 

7 Howbeit the Lord would not de¬ 
stroy the house of David, because of 
the covenant that he had made with 
David, and as he promised to give a 
light to him, and to his sons for ever. 

8 if In his,days the Edomites revolt¬ 
ed from under the dominion >of Judah, 
and made themselves a king. ’ 

9 Thfen Jehoram went forth with his 
princes, and all his chariots with him: 
and he rose up by night, and smote 
the Edomites which compassed him 
in, and the captains of the chariots. 

10 So the Edomites revolted from 
under the hand of Judah unto this day. 
‘The same time also did Libnah revolt 
from under his hand} because he had 
forsaken the Lord God of his fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places in 
the mountains of Judah, and caused 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem to com¬ 
mit fornication, and compelled Judah 
thereto. 

12 *|f And there came a writing to 
him from Elijah the prophet, saying. 
Thus saitli the Lord God of David 
thy father, Because thou hast not 
walked in the ways of Jehoshaphat 
thy father, nor in the ways of Asa 
king of Judah, 

13 But hast walked in the way t>f 
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the kings of Israel, and hast made Ju¬ 
dah ana the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
to go a whoring, like to the whoredoms 
of the house of Ahab, and also hast 
slain thy brethren of thy father’s house, 
which were better than thyself: 

14 Behold, with a great plague will 

the Lord smite thy people, and thy 
children, and thy wives, and all thy 
goods: *• • 

15 And thou shalt have great sick¬ 
ness by disease of thy bowels, until 
thy bowels fall put by reason of the 
sickness day by day. 

16 If Moreover the Lord stirred 
up against Jehoram the spirit of the 
Philistines, and of the Arabians, that 
were near the Ethiopians: 

17 And they came up into Judah, 

and brake into it, and carried away all 
the substance that was found in the 
king’s house, and his sons also, and 
his wives; so that there was never a 
son lefthiin,«aveJchoahaz, the young¬ 
est of his sons. ■* 

18 if And after all this the Lord 
smote him in his bowels with an in¬ 
curable disease. 

19 And it came to pass, that in pro¬ 
cess of time, after the end of two-years, 
his bowels fell out by reason of his 
sickness: so he died of sore diseases. 
And his people made no burning for 
'him, like the burning of his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reign¬ 
ed in Jerusalem eight years, and de¬ 
parted without being desired. How- 
beit they buried him in the city of 
David, but not in the sepulchres pf 
the kings. 

CHAP. XXII. 

1 Ahasiah succeeding reigneth wickedly, fi In 
his confederacy with Joram the ton of Ahab, he 
is stain by Jehu. 10 Athaliah, destroying all 
the ed royal, save Joash, whom Jehoshabeath 
his aunt hid, usurpeth the Kingdom. ■ 

And the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
made Ahaziah his youngest son king 
in his stead: for the band of men 
that came with the Arabians to the 
camp had slain all the eldest. So 
Ahaziah the son of Jehoram king’of 
Judah reigned. 

508 


2 Forty and two years old was Aha¬ 
ziah when he began to reign, and be 
reigned one year in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Athaliah the 
daughter of Orari. 

3 He also walked in the ways of 
the house of Ahab: for his mother 
was his counseller'to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight 
of the Lord like the house of Ahab : 
for they were his counsellers after the 
death of his father to his destruction. 

5* If He walked also after their coun¬ 
sel, and went with Jehoram the son 
of Ahab king of Israel to war against 
Hazael king of Syria at Ramoth-gi- 
lead: and the Syrians*smote Joram. 

6 And he returned to be healed in 
Jczreel because of the wounds which 
were given him at Ramah, when he 
fought with Hazael king of Syria. And 
Azariah the son of Jehoram king of 
Judah went down to see Jehoram the 
son of Ahab at Jezreel, because he 
was sick. 

7 And the destruction of Ahaziah 
was of God by coming to Jordm: for 
when he was come, he went out with 
Jehoram against Jehu the son of Nim- 
shi, whom the Lord had anointed to 
cut off the house of Ahab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jehu was executing judgment upon 
the house of Ahab, and found the 
princes of Judah, and the sons of the 
brethren of Ahaziah, that ministered 
to Ahaziah, he slew them. 

9 And he sought Ahaziah: and they 
caught him, (for he was hid in Sama¬ 
ria,) and brought him to Jehu: and 
when they had slain him, they buried 
him: Because, said they, he is the 
son of Jehoshaphat, who sought the 
Lord with *all his heart. So the 
house of Ahaziah had no power to 
keep still the kingdom. 

101T But when Athaliah the mother 
of Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, 
she arose and destroyed a]& the seed 
royal of the house of Judah'. 

11 But Jehoshabeath, the daughter 
of the king, took Joash the son of 
Ahaziah, and stole him from among 
the king’s sons tfcat were slain, ana 
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ut him and his nurse in a bed cham- 
er. So Jehoshabeath, the daughter 
of king Jehoram, the wife of Jehoiada 
the priest, (for she was the sister of 
Ahaziah,) hid him from Athaliah, so 
that she slew him not. 

12 And he was with them hid in 
the house of God six years: and Atha¬ 
liah reigned over the land. 

CHAP. XXIII. 

1 Jehoiada, haviilg set things in order, maketh 

Joash king. \2 Athaliah is stain. 16 Jehoia¬ 
da restoreth the worship of God. 

And in the seventh year Jehoiada 
strengthened himself, and took the 
captains of hundreds, Azariah the son 
of Jeroham, apd Ishmael the son of 
Jehohanan, and Azariah the son of 
Obed, and Maaseiah the son of Adai- 
ah, and Elishaphat the son of Zichri, 
into covenant with him. 

2 And they went about in- Judah, 
and gathered the Levites out of all 
the cities of Judah, and the chief of 
the fathers of Israel, and they came 
to Jerusalem. 

3 And all the congregation made a 
covenant* with the king in the house 
of God. And 'he said unto them, Be¬ 
hold, the king’s son shall reign, as the 
Lord hath said of the sons of David. 

4 This is the thing that ye shall do; 
A third part "of you entering on the 
sabbath, of the priests and of the Le¬ 
vites, shall he porters of the doors; 

5 And a third part shall be at the 
king’s house; and a third part at the 
gate of the foundation: and all the 
people shall be in the courts of the 
house of the Lord 

6 But let node come into the house 
of the Lord, save the priests, and 
they that minister of the Levites; they 
shall go in, fee they ore holy : but all 
‘the people shall keep the watch of 
the Lord. 

7 And the Levites shall conjpass the 
king round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand; and whosoever 
else cometh into the house, he shall 
be put to death: but he ye with the 
king when he cometh in, and when he 
goeth out. 

8 So the Levites and all Judah did 
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accqrding to all things that Jehoiada 
the priest had commanded, and took 
every man his men that were to come 
in on the sabbath, with-them that 
were to go out on the sabbath : for 
Jehoiada the. priest dismissed not the 
courses. 

9 Moreover Jehoiada the priest de¬ 
livered to the captains of hundreds 
spears, and bucklers, and shields, that 
had been king David’s, which were in 
the house of God. 

10 And he set all the people, every 
man having his weapon in his hand, 
from the right side of the .temple to 
the left side of the temple, along by 
the altar and the temple, by the king 
round about. 

11 Then they brought out the king’s 
son, and put upon him the crown, and 

ave him the testimony, and made him 
ing. And Jehoiada and his sons 
anointed him, and said, God save the 
king. 

Now vjhen Athaliah heard the 
noiflle of the people running and prais¬ 
ing the lung, she came to the pe&ple 
into the house of the Lord : 

* 13 And she looked, and, behold, the 
king stood at his pillar at the enter¬ 
ing in, and the princes and the trum¬ 
pets by the king: and all the people 
of the land rejoiced, and sounded with 
trumpets, also the singers with instru¬ 
ments of musick, and such as taught 
to sing praise. Then Athaliah rent her 
clothes, <and said. Treason, Treason. 

14 Then Jehoiada the priest brought 
out the captains of hundreds that were 
set over the host, and said unto them, 
Have her forth of the ranges: and 
whoso followeth her, let him be slain 
with the sword. For the priest said. 
Slay her not in the house of the Lord. 

15 So they laid hands on her; and 
when she was come to the entering of 
the horse gate by the king’s house, 
they slew her there. 

16% And Jehoiada made a covenant 
between him, and between all the 
people, and between the king, that 
they should be the Lord’s people. 

17 Then all the people went to the 
house of Baal, and brake it down, and 
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brake his altars and his images in 
pieces, and slew Mattan the priest of 
Baal before the altars. 

18 Also Jelioiada appointed the of¬ 
ficers of the house of the Loan by 
the hand of the priests the Levites, 
whom David had distributed in the 
house of the Lord, to offer the burnt 
offerings of the Lord, as it is written 
in the law of. Moses, with rejoicing 
and with singing, as it was ordained 
by David. 

19 And he set the porters at the 
gates of the house of the Loud, that, 
none which was unclean in any thing 
should enter in. 

20 And he took the captains of 
hundreds, and the nobles, and the go¬ 
vernors of the people, and all the peo¬ 
ple of the land, and brought down the 
king from the house of the Lord : 
and they came through the high gate 
into the king’s house, and set the king 
upon the throne of the kingdom, 

21 And all tire people of fhejnpd 
rejoiced: and the city was quieti TOer 
that they had slain Athaliah with the’ 
sword. 

CHAP. XXiV. 

1 Joash reigneth well all the days of Jehoiada. 

4 He giveth order for the repair of the temple. 

15 Jehoiada hit death and honourable burial. 

17 Joash, falling to idolatry, tlayeth Zechariah 

the son of Jehoiada. 23 Joash is spoiled by the 

Syrians, and slam by Zabad and Jehozabud. 

27 /Imaziah succeedeth him. 

Jo as n was seven years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned forty 
years in Jerusalem. His mother’s 
ntme also was Zibia of Beer-shcba. 

2 And Joash didthat which was right 
in the sight of the Lord -all the days 
of Jehoiada the priest. 

3 And^ Jehoiada took for him two 
wives; and he begat sonsanddaughtersj 

4 And it came to pass after this, 

that Joash was minded to repair the 
houst of the Lord. < >- 

5 Andhegatheredtogetherthepriests 
and the Levites, and said to them, Go 
out unto the cities of Judah, and ga¬ 
ther of all Israel money to repair the 
house of your God from year to year, 
and see that ye hasten the matter. H ow- 
beit the Levites hastened it not. 
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6 And the king called for Jehoiada 
the chief, arid said rnnto him. Why 
hast thou not required of the Invites 
to bring in out of Judah and out of 
Jerusalem the collection, according to 
the commandment of Moses the ser¬ 
vant of the Lord, and of the congre¬ 
gation of Israel, for the tabernacle 
of witness ? 

7 For the sons of Athaliah, that 
wicked woman, had broken up the 
house of God; and also all the dedi¬ 
cated things of the house of the Lord 
did they bestow upon Baalim. 

8 And at the king’s commandment 
they made a chest, and set it without 
at the gate of the house^of the Lord. 

9 And they made a proclamation 
through Judah and Jerusalem, to bring 
in to the Lord the collection that 
Moses the servant of God laid upon. 
Israel in the wilderness. 

10 And all the princes and all the 
people rejoiced, and brought in, and 
cast into the chest, until they had made 
an end. 

, 1] Now it came to pass, that at 
what.tirae the chest was brought unto 
the* king’s office by the hand of the 
Levites, and when they saw that there 
was much money, the king’s scribe and 
the high priest’s officer came and 
emptied the chest, and took it, and 
carried it to his place again. Thus 
they did day by * day , and . gathered 
money hr abundance. • 

12 And the king and Jehoiada gave 
it to such as did the work of the service 
of the house of the Lord, and hired 
masons and carpenters to repair the 
house of the Lord, and also such as 
wrought iron and brass to mend the 
house of the Lord. 

18 So the ,workmen f wrought,- and 
the work was perfected by them, and* 
they set the house of God in his State, 
and strengthened it. 

14 Anil when they had finished .it, 
they brought the rest of the money 
before the king and Jehoiada, where¬ 
of were made vessels for the house of 
the Lord, even vessels to minister* 
and to offer withal , and spoons, and 
vessels of gold and silver. And they 
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offered burnt offerings in the house 
of the Lord continually all the day* 
of Johoiada. 

15 But Jehoiada waxed old, and 
was full of days when he died; an 
hundred and thirty years old was he 
when he died. 

16 And they buried him in the city 
of David among the kings, because fie 
had done good in Israel, both toward 
God, and toward his house. 

17 Now’ after the death of Jehoiada 
came the princes of Judah, and made 
obeisance tp the king. Then the king 
hearkened unto them. 

18 And they left the house of'the 
Lord God of their fathers, and served 
groves and idols : and wrath came 
upon Judah and Jerusalem for this 
their trespass. 

19 Yet he sent prophets to them, to 
bring them again unto the Lord ; and 
they testified against them: but they 
would not give ear. 

. 20 And the Spirit of God came 
upon Zechariah ilie son of Jehoiada 
the priest, which stood above the 
people,’ aud said unto them. Thus 
saith God, Wiry transgress ye the com¬ 
mandments of theLoRD, that ye can¬ 
not prosper? because ye have forsaken 
the Lord, he hath also forsaken you. 

21 And they conspired against him, 
and stoned,him with stones at the 
commandment of the king ip the court 
of the house of the Lord. 

22 Thus Joash the king remembered 
not the kindness which Jehoiada his 
father had done to him, but slew his. 
son. And when he died, he said. The 
Lord look upon it, and require it .... 

23 ^ And it came to pass at the end 
of the year, that the host of Syria came 
up against him: and they came to 
Judah and Jerusalem, and destroyed 
all the princes. of the people from 
among the people, and sent all the spoil 
of them unto the king of Damascus. 

. 24 For the army of the Syrians came 
with a small .company of men, and the 
Lord delivered.a very great host into 
their hand, because they had forsaken 
the Lord God of their fathers*. So 
they executed judgment against Joash. 
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25 And when they were departed 
from him, (for they left him in great 
diseases.) his own servants conspired 
against him for the blood of the sons 
of Jehoiada the priest, and slew him 
on his bed, and he died: and they 
buried him in the city of David, buk 
they buried him not in the sepulchres 
of the kings. 

,26 And these are they that conspired 
against him; Zabad the son of Slii- 
meath an Ammonitess, and Jehozabad 
the son of Shimrith a Moabitess. 

. 27 f Now..co(aoemmg his sons, and 
the greatnesgta££he burdens laid upon 
him; and tiiftiMNlirrng of the house of 
God, behold, wicy are written in the 
story of the book of the kings. And 
Amaziah his son reigned in his stead. 

CHAP. XXV. 

1 Amaziah beg inn eth to reign well. .1 He exe- 
cutelhjiis'tiee on the traitors. 5 Having hired an 
army of Israelites against the Edomites, at the 
word of a prophet he josefh the hundred talents, 
and dismisseth them. 11 He overthroweth the 
Edomites. 10, 13 The. Israelites, discontent¬ 
ed yeith their dismission, spoil as they return 
home. 14 Amaziah, pryud of his victory, 
serveth the gods of Edom, and despiseth the 
admonitions of the prophet. 17 He provoketh 
Joash to his overthrou '. 25 His reign. 27 
He is slain by conspiracy. 

Amaziah. teas twenty and five years 
old- when he began to reign, and he 
reigned twenty and nine years in Je¬ 
rusalem. And his mother’s name was 
Jehoaddon of Jerusalem. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, but not with 
a perfect heart. 

.3 Now it came to pass;, when the 
kingdom was established to him, that 
he slew his servants that had killed 
the king liis father. 

4 But he slew not their children, 
but did as it is written in the law in 
the book of Moses, where. the Lord 
commanded, saying. The fathers shall 
not die for the children, neither shall 
the children die for the fathers, but 
every man shall die for his own sin. 

5 Moreover Amaziah gathered 
Judah together, and made them cap¬ 
tains over thousands, and captains over 
hundreds, according to the houses of 
their fathers, throughout all Judah 
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and Benjamin: and he numbered them 
from twenty years old and above, and 
found them three hundred thousand 
choice men, able to -go forth to war, 
that could handle spear and shield. 

6 He hired also an hundred thou¬ 
sand mighty men of valour out of Is¬ 
rael for an hundred talents of'silver. 

7 But there came a man of God to 
him, saying, O king, let not the army 
of Israel go with thee; for the Lord 
is not with Israel, to wit, with all the 
children of Ephraim. 

8 But if thou wilt jp, do it, be 
strong for the'battle t JmA shall make 
thee fall before the afPItyrs for. God 
hath power to help, and to east down. 

9 And Amaziah said to the man of 
God, But what shall we do for the 
hundred talents which I have given to 
the army of Israel ? And the man of 
God answered, The Lord is able to 
give thee much more than this. 

10 Then Amaziah separated them, 
to wit , the army that was come to him 
out of Ephraim, to go home again: 
wherefore their anger was greatly 
kindled against Judah, and they re¬ 
turned home in great anger. 

11 If And Amaziah • strengthened 
himself, and led forth his • people, 
and went to -the valley of salt, and 
smote of the children of Seir ten 
thousand. 

12 And other ten thousand left alive 
did the children of Judah carry away 
captive, and brought them unto the 
top of the rock, and cast them down 
from the top of the rock, that they all 
were broken in pieces. 

13 ^f But the soldiers of the army 
which Amaziah sent back, that they 
should not go with him to battle, fell 
upon the cities of Judah, from Sa¬ 
maria even unto Beth-horon, and 
smote three thousand of them, and 
took much spoil. . 

14 *[f Now it came to pass, after 
that Amaziah was come from the 
slaughter of the Edomites, that he 
brought the gods of the children of 
Seir, and set them up to he his gods, 
and bowed down himself before them, 
and burned incense unto them. 
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15 Wherefore the anger of the 
Lord was kindled against Amaziah, 
and he sent unto hinS a prophet, which 
said unto him. Why hast thou sought 
after the gods of the people, which 
could not deliver their own people 
out of thine hand ? 

16 And it came to pass, ns he talked 
with him, that the king said unto him. 
Art thou made of the king’s counsel ? 
forbear; why shouldest thou be smit¬ 
ten? Then the prophet forbare, and 
said, I know that God hath determined 
to destroy thee, because, thou hast 
done this, and hast not hearkened unto 
my counsel. 

-17 H Then Amaziah king of Judah 
took advice, and sent to Joash, the son 
tif Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu, king of 
Israel, saying. Come, let us see one 
another in the face. 

18 And Joash king of Israel sent to 
Amaziah king of Judah, saying. The 
thistle that was in Lebanon sent to the 
cedar that was in Lebanon, saying, 
Give thy daughter to my son to wife: 
and there passed by a wild beast that 
was in Lebanon, and trode down the 
thistle. . 

1.9 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smit¬ 
ten the Edomites; and thine heart 
liftefh thee Up to boast: abide now at 
home; why shouldest thou meddle to 
thine hurt, that thou shouldest fall, 
even thou, and Judah with thee ? 

20 But Amaziah would mot hear; 
for it came of Godi that he might de¬ 
liver them into the hand of their ene¬ 
mies, because they sought after the 
gods of Edom. 

21 So Joash the king of Israel went 
tip; and they saw one another in the 
face, both he and Amaziah king of 
Judah, at Beth-shemesh, which be- 
longeth to Judah. 

22 And Judah was put to the worse 
before Israel, arid they fled every man 
to his tent. 

23 And Joash the king of Israel 
took Amaziah king of Judah, the son 
of Joash, the. son of Jehoahaz, at 
Beth-shemesh, and brought him to 
Jerusalem, and brake down the wall 
of Jerusalem from the- gate of Eph- 
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raim to the corner gate, four hundred 
cubits. 

24 And he took all the gold and the 
silver, and all the vessels that were 
found in the house of God with Obed- 
edom, and the treasures of the king’s 
house, the hostages also* and returned 
to Samaria. 

25 And Amaziah the son of Joash 
king of Judah lived after the death of 
Joash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel 
fifteen years. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Ama¬ 
ziah, first and last, behold, are they 
not written in the book of the kings 
of Judah and Israel ? 

$7 If Now after the time that Ama¬ 
ziah did turn away from following the 
Lord they made a conspiracy against 
him in Jerusalem; and he fled to La- 
ehisli: but they sent to Lachish after 
him, and slew him there. 

28 And they brought him upon 
horses, and buried him with his fa¬ 
thers in the city of Judah. 

CHAP. XXVI. 

1 Uzziah succeeding-, and returning well in the 
days of • Zechariah, prospereth. 16 Waxing 
jrvoud, he mvadeth the priests office, and is 
smitten with leprosy. 22 He dieth, and Jo~ 
tham succeedeth him. 

Thkn all the people' of Judah took 
Uzziah, who was sixteen years old, 
and made liim king in the room of 
his father Amaziah. 

2 He built Eloth, and restored it to 
Judah, after that the king slept with 
his fathers. 

3 Sixteen ye.ars old was Uzziah when 
he began to reign, and he reigned fifty 
and two years in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Jecoliah of 
Jerusalem. 

4 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lord, according to 
all that his father Amaziah did. 

5 And he sought God in the days 
of Zechariah, who bad understanding 
in the visions of God: and as'long as 
he sought the Lord, God. made him 
to prosper. 

6 And he went, forth and warred 
against the Philistines, and brake down 
the wall of Gath, and the wall of 
Jabneh, and the wall of Ashdod, and 
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built cities about Ashdod, and among 
the Philistines. 

7 And God helped him against the 
Philistines, and against the Arabians 
that dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Me- 
hunims. 

8 And the Ammonites gave gifts to 4 
Uzziah: and his name spread abroad 
even to the entering in of Egypt; for 
he strengthened himself exceeaingly. 

9 Moreover Uzziah built towers in 
Jerusalem at the corner gate, and at 
the valley gate, and at the turning oj 
the wall, and fortified them. 

10. Also he b.uilt towers in the de¬ 
sert, and digged' many wells : for he 
had much cattle, both, in the low 
country, and in the plains : husband¬ 
men also, and vine dressers in themoun- 
tains, and in Carmel: for he loved 
husbandry. 

11 Moreover Uzziah had an hpst of 
fighting men, that went out to war by' 
bands, according to the number of 
their account by the hand of Jeiel the 
scribe and Maaseiah the ruler, under 
the hand of Hananiah one of the king’s 
captains. * 

12 The whole number of the chief 
of the fathers qf the mighty men of 
valour were two thousand and six 
hundred. 

13 And under their hand was an ar¬ 
my, three hundred thousand and seven 
thousand and five hundred, that made 
war with mighty power, to help the 
king against the enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepared for them 
throughout all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and habergeons, 
and bows, and slings to cast stones. 

15 And he made in Jerusalem en¬ 
gines, invented by cunning men, to 
be on the towers and upon the bul¬ 
warks, to shoot arrows and great stones 
withal. And his name spread far 
abroad; for he was marvellously 
helped, till he was strong. 

J 6 But when he was strong, his 
heart was lifted up to his destruction: 
for he transgressed against the Lord 
his God, and went into the temple of 
the Lord to bum incense upon the 
altar of incense. 

3 T 
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17 And Azariah the priest went in 
after him, and with him fourscore 
priests of the Lord, that tvere valiant 
jnen: ' 

IS And they withstood Uzziah the 
king, and said unto him, It appertain¬ 
ed not unto thee, Uzziah, to bum in¬ 
cense unto the Lord, but to the 
priests the sons of Aaron, that are 
consecrated to’burn incense: go out 
of, the sanctuary; for thou hast tres- 
assed; neither shall it be for thine 
onour from the Lord God. 

19 Then Uzziah was wroth, and 
had a 'censer in his hand to bum in¬ 
cense : and while he was wroth with 
the priests, the leprosy even rose up 
in his forehead'before the priests in 
the house of the Loud, from beside 
the incense altar. 

20 And Azariah the chief priest, and 
all the priests, looked upon him, and, 
behold, he was leprous in his forehead, 
and they thrust him out from thence; 
yea, himself hasted also to go out, be¬ 
cause the Lord had smitten him. ' 

21 And Uzziah the king was a leper 
unto the day of his death, and dwelt 
in a several house, being a leper; for 
he was cut off from the house of the 
Lord : and Jottyarahis son was over 
the king’s house, Judging the people 
of the land. 

22 5f Now the rest of the acts of 
Uzziah, first and last, did Isaiah the 
prophet, the son of Amoz, write. 

23 So Uzziah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him with his fathers 
in the field of the burial which be¬ 
longed to the kings £ for they said. He 
is a leper: and Jotham his son reign¬ 
ed in nis stead. - 

chap’ XXVII. 

1 J thnm reigning wellprospereth. 5 He sub- 

Aueth the Ammonites. 7 His reign. 9 Abas 

succcedeth him. 

Jotham was twenty and five years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. 
His mother’s name also teas Jerusha, 
the daughter of Zadok. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that his father Uzziah did: how- 
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beit he entered not into the temple 
of the Lord. And the people aid 
yet corruptly. 

3 He built the high gate of the 
house of the Lord, and on the* wall 
of Ophel he built much. ' 

4 Moreover he built cities in the 
mountains of Judah, and in the forests 
he built castled and towers. 

5 IF He fought also with the king 
of the Ammonites, and prevniled 
against them. And the children of 
Ammon gave him the same year an 
hundred talents of silver, and ten 
thousand measures of wheat, and ten 
thousand of barley. So much did the 
children of Ammon t pay unto him, 
both the second year, and the third. 

6 So Jotham became mighty, be¬ 
cause he prepared his ways before the 
Lord his God. 

7 IT Now the rest of the acts of 
Jotham, and all his wars, and his ways, 
lo, they are written in the book of the 
kings of Israel and Judah. 

8 He was five and twenty years old 
when lie began to reign, and.reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem. 

9 «[[ And Jotham slept with his fa¬ 
thers, and they buried him in the city 
of David: and Ahaz his son reigned 
in his stead. 

CHAP. XXVIJI. 

1 Ahaz reigning very wickedly is greatly, afflict¬ 
ed by the Syrians.. -fi Judah being captivated 
by , the Israelites is sent home by the counsel of 
Oded tireprophet. 16 Ahaz sending for aid to 
Assyria is not helped thereby. 22 In His dis¬ 
tress he groweth more idolatrous. 26 He 
dying, Hezekiah rucceedeth him. 

Amaz was twenty years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned sixteen 
years in Jerusalem: but he did not 
that which was right in the sight of the 
Lord, like Daviirhis father: 

2 For he walked in the ways of the 
kings of Israel, and made also molten 
images for Baalim. 

3 Moreover he burnt incense in the 
valley of the son of Hinnom, and 
burnt his children in the fire, after the 
abominatiohs of the heathen whom 
the Lord had cast out before the- 
children of Israel. 

4 He sacrificed also and burnt in- 
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cense in the high places, and on the 
hills, and under every green tree. 

5 Wherefore the Lord his God de¬ 
livered him into the hand of the king 
of Syria; and they smote him, and 
carried away a great multitude of them 
captives, and brought them to Da¬ 
mascus. And he was also delivered 
into the hand of the king of Israel, 
who smote him with a> great slaughter. 

6 «fT For Pekah the son of Remalmh 
slew in Judah an hundred and twenty 
thousand in one day, winch were all 
valiant men; because they had for¬ 
saken the Lord God .of their Jftfchers. 

7 And Ziqhri, a mighty man of 
Ephraim, slew.Maaseiah the king's 
son, and Azrikam the governor of the 
house, and Elkanah that was next to 
the king. 

8 And the children of Israel carried 
away captive of their brethren two 
hundred thousand, women, sons, and 
daughters, and took also away much 
spoil from them, and brought the 
spoil to Samaria. 

9 But .a prophet of the Lord was 

there, whose name was Oded: and he 
went out before the host that came to 
Samaria, and said unto them. Behold, 
because the Lord God of your fa¬ 
thers was wroth with Judah, he hath 
delivered them into your hand, r and ye 
have slain thdm in a jrage that reach-, 
eth up unto heaven. > *. 

10 And ’now ye purpose to • keep 

under the children of Judah and Je¬ 
rusalem for bondmen and bondwomen 
unto you: but are there not with you, 
even with you, sins against the Lord 
your God P - -* 

11 Now hear me therefore, and de¬ 
liver the captives .again, which ye 
have taken captive $£ your brethren: 
for the fierce WTath of the Lord is 
upon you. 

12 Then certain of the heads of the 
children of Ephraim, Azariah tne son 
of Johanan, Berechiah the son of 
Meshillemoth, and Jehizkiah the son 
of Shallum, and Amasa the son' of 
Hadlai, stood up against them that 
came from the war, 

13 And said unto them, Ye shall 
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not bring in the captives hither: for 
whereas we have offended against the 
Lord already , ye intend to add more 
Lo our sins and to our trespass: for 
bur trespass is great, and there is fierce 
wrath against Israel. 

14 So the armed men left the cap* 
tives and the spoil before the princes 
and all the congregation. 

15 And the men which were ex¬ 
pressed by name rose up, and took 
the captives, and witK the spoil clotty 
ed all that were naked among them, 
and arrayed them, and shod them, and 
gave them to eat and to drink, and 
anointed them, and carried all the 
feeble of them upon asses, and brought 
them to Jericho, the city of palm trees, 
to their brethren: then they returned 
to Samaria. 

16 At that time did king Ahaz 
send unto the kings of Assyria to 
help him. 

17 For again the Edomites had come 
and smitten Judah, and carried away 
captives. 

18 The Philistines also had invaded 
the cities of the low country, and of 
the south of Judah, and had taken 
Beth-shemesh, and Ajalon, and Ge* 
deroth, and Shocho with the villages 
thereof, and Timnah with the villages 
thereof, Gimzo also and the villages 
thereof: and they dwelt there. 

19 For the Lord brought Judah 
low because of Ahaz king of Israel; 
for he made Judah naked, and trans¬ 
gressed sore against the Lord. 

* 20 And Tilgath-pilneser king of 
Assyria came unto him, and distressed 
him, but strengthened him not. 

21 For Ahaz took away a portion 
out of the house of the Lord, and 
out of the house of the king, and of 
the princes, and gave it unto the king 
of Assyria : but ne helped him not. 

22 And in the time of his distress 
did he trespass yet more against the 
Lord : this is that king Ahaz, 

23 Fpr he sacrificed unto the gods 
of Damascus, which smote him: and 
he said. Because the gods of the kings 
of Syria help them, therefore will I 
sacrifice to them, that they may help 
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me. But they were the ruin of him, 
and of all Israel. 

24 And Ahaz gathered together the 
vessels of the house of God, and cut 
in pieces the vessels of the house of 
God, and shut up the doors of the 
hojjse of the Lord, and he made him 
altars in every corner of Jerusalem. 

25 And in every several city of Ju¬ 
dah he made high places to burn in¬ 
cense unto other gods, and provoked 

anger the Lofio God of his fathers. 
w 26 If Now the rest of his acts, and 
of all his ways, first and last, behold, 
they are written in the book of the 
kings of Judah and Israel. 

27 And Ahaz slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city, even 
in Jerusalem : but they brought him 
not into the sepulchres of the kings 
of Israel: and Hezekiah his son reign¬ 
ed in his stead. 

CHAP. XK1X. 

1 Hezekiah his good reign. 3 He restorcth re¬ 
ligion. 5 He exhortr.th the Levites. 12 They 
sanctify themselves, and cleanse the house Of 
God. 20 Hezekiah offereth solemn sacrifices, 
wherein the Levites were more forward than the 
priests. 

Hezkkiah began to reign when he 
was five and twenty years old, and he 
reigned nine and twenty yehrs in Je¬ 
rusalem. And his.mothers name was 
Abijah, the daughter of Zeehariah. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, according 
to all that David his hither had done. 

S He in the first year of his reign, 
in the first month, opened the doors 
of the house of the Lord, and repair¬ 
ed them. 

4 And he brought in the priests and 
the Levites, and gathered them toge¬ 
ther into the east street, 

5 And said unto them, Hear me, ye 
Levites, sanctify now yourselves, and 
sail- -ify the house of the Lord God 
of your fathers, and carry forth the 
filthiness out of the holy place. 

6 For our fathers have trespassed, 
and done that which wag evil Jn the 
eyes of the Lord our God, and have 
forsaken him, and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of the 
Lord, and turned their backs. 
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7 Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lamps, 
and have not burnt incense nor offer¬ 
ed burnt offerings in the holy place 
unto the God of Israel. 

• 8 Wherefore’the wrath of the Lord 
was upon Judah and Jerusalem, and 
he hath delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing, as ye 
see with your eyes. 

9 For, lo, our fathers have fallen by 
the sword, and our sons and our 
daughters and our wives are in cap¬ 
tivity for this. 

10 Now it is in mine heart to make 
a covenant with the Lord God of 
Israel, that his fierce .wrath may turn 
away from us. 

11 My sons, be not now negligent: 
for the Lord hath chosen you to 
stand before him, to serve him, and that 
ye should minister unto him, and burn 
incense. 

12 Then the Levites arose, Ma- 
hath the son of Amasai, and Joel the 
son of Azariah, of the sons of the Ko- 
hathites : and of the sons of. Merari, 
Kish the son of Abdi, and Azariah the 
son of Jehalelel: and of the Gershon- 
ites j Joah the son of Zimmah, and 
Eden the son of Joah: 

13 And of the sons of Elizaphan ; 
Shimri, and Jeiel: and of the sons of 
Asaph;' Zeehariah, and Mattaniah: 

14 And of the sons of Heman j Je- 
hiel, and Shimei: and of the sons of 
Jeduthun.; Shemaiah, and Uzziel. 

15 And they gathered their bre¬ 
thren, and sanctified themselves, and 
came, according to the commandment 
of the king, by the words of the Lord, 
to cleanse the h use of the Lord. 

16 And the priests went into the in¬ 
ner part Of the hdiise of the Lord, to 
cleanse it, and brought out all the 
uncleanness that they found in the 
temple # of the Lord into the court of 
the house of the Lord. And the 
Levites took if, to carry it out abroad 
into the brook Kidron. 

17 Now they began on the first day 
of the first month to sanctify, and on' 
the eighth day of the month came 
they to the porch of the Lord : so 
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they sanctified the house of the 
Loro in cigfitdays; and in the six¬ 
teenth day of the first month they 
made an end. 

18 Then they went in to Hezekiah 
the king, and said. We have cleansed 
all the house of the Loro, and .the 
altar of burnt offering, with all the 
vessels thereof, and the shewbread 
table, with all the vessels thereof. 

19 Moreover all the vessels, which 
king Ahaz in his reign did cast away 
in ltis transgression, have we prepared 
and sanctified, and, behold, they are 
before the altar of the Loro. 

20 51 Then Hezekiah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of, the 
city, and went up to the house of the 
Lord. 

21 And they brought seven bul¬ 
locks, and seven rams, and seven 
lambs, and seven he goats, for a sin 
offering for the kingdom, and for the 
sanctuary, and for Judah. And he 
commanded the priests the sons of 
Aaron to offer them on the altar of 
the Loro. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and 
the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkled it on the altar: likewise, 
when they had killed the rams, they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar : 
they killed also the lambs, and they 
sprinkled flic blood upon the altar. 

23 And they brought forth the he 
goats for the sin offering befose the 
king and the congregation j and they 
laid their hands upon them. 

24 And the priests killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make pn 
atonement for all Israel: for the king 
commanded that the burnt offering 
and the sin«offelfhg should be made 
for all Israel. 

25 And he set the Levites in the 
house of the Loro with cymbals, 
with psalteries, and with harps, ac¬ 
cording to the coimhandment of Da¬ 
vid, and of Gad the king’s seer, and 
Nathan the prophet: for so was the 
commandment of the Loro by his 
prophets. 

26 And the LeviteS stood with the 
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instruments of David, and the priests 
with the trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to 
offer the burnt offering upon the altar. 
And when the bhrnt offering began, 
the song of the Lord began also with 
the trumpets, and with the instrufiugits 
ordained by David king of IsrtusP 

28 And all the congregation wor¬ 
shipped, and tbfe singers sang, and the 
trumpeters sounded: ahd all this 
continued until the burnt offering was 
finished. 

29 And when they had made an end 
of offering, the king and all that were 
present with him bowed themselves, 
and'worshipped. 

30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and 
the princes, commanded the Levites 
to sing praise -unto the Loro with the 
words of David, and of Asaph the 
seer. And they sang praises with 
gladness, and they bowed their heads 
and worshipped. 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and 
said, Now ye have consecrated your¬ 
selves unto the Loro, come near and 
bring sacrifices and thank offerings 
into the house of the Lord. And 
the congregation brought in sacrifices 
and thank offerings; and as many as 
were of a free heart burnt offerings. 

32 And'the numbfer of the burnt 
offerings, which the congregation 
brought, was threescore and ten bul¬ 
locks, an hundred rams, and two hun¬ 
dred lambs : all these were for a burnt 
offering to the Loro. 

33 And the consecrated things were 
six hundred oxen and three thousand 
sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, so 
that they could not flay all the burnt 
offerings: wherefore their brethren 
the Levites did help them, till the 
work was ended, and until the other 
priests had sanctified themselves : for 
•the Levites were more upright in 
heart to sanctify themselves than the 
priests. * 

35 And also the burnt offerings 
were in abundance, with the fat of the 
peace offerings, and the drink offer¬ 
ings for every burnt offering. So the 
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service of the house of the Lord was 
.set in order. 

36 And Hezekiah rejoiced, and all 
the people, that God had prepared 
the people: for the ihing was done 
suddenly. 

CHAP. XXX. 

1 flWiiW proclaimed\ a solemnpassover on the 
MW month for Judah and Israel. 13 The 
asotvtbly, having destroyed the altars of idol¬ 
atry^ keep the feast fourtfen days. 27 The 
priests and heritor bless the people. 

And Hezekiah sent to all Israel and 
Judali, and* wrote* letters also to 
Ephraim and Manasseh, that , they 
should ctftne to the house of the 
Lord at Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over unto the Lord God of Israel. 

2 ForJthe.king had taken counsel, 
and his prinpes, and all the congrega¬ 
tion in Jerusalem, to keep the pass- 
over in the second month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not 
sanctified themselves, sufficiently, nei¬ 
ther had the people gathered them¬ 
selves together to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing pleased the king 
and all the*congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to 
make proclamation throughout all Is¬ 
rael, from Beer-sheba even to Dan, 
that they should come to keep the 
passever unto the Lord God of Is¬ 
rael at Jerusalem: for they had not 
done it of a long time in such sort as 
it was written. 

6 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his princes through¬ 
out all Israel and Judah, and accord¬ 
ing to the commandment of the king, 
saying. Ye children of Israel, turn 
agaih unto the Lord God of Abra? 
ham, Isaac, and Israel, and he will 
return to the remnant of you, that are 
escaped out of the hand of the kings 
of Assyria. 

7 Ami be ye not like your fifth ers, 
and like your brethren, which trespass¬ 
ed against the Lord God of their fa¬ 
thers, who therefore gave them up to 
desolation, as ye 6ee. 

8 Now be ye not stiff necked, as 
your fathers were, but yield yourselves 
unto the Lord, and enter into his 
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sanctuary, which he hath sanctified loir 
ever: and serve the Lord your God, 
that the fierceness'of his wrath may 
turn away from you. 

9 For JT-ye'turn again unto the 
Lord, your brethren and your child¬ 
ren shall find compassion before them 
that lead them captive, so that they 
shall come again into this land: for 
the Lord your God is gracious and 
merciful, and will not turn away his 
face from you, if ye return unto him. 

10 So the posts passed from city to 
city through tne country of Ephraim 
and Manasseh even unto Zebulun: 
but they laughed them to scorn, and 
mocked them. 

11 Nevertheless divers of Asher and 
Manasseh and of Zebulun humbled 
themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 

12 Also in Judah the .hand of God 
was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the 
princes, by the word of the Lord. 

13 And there assembled at Jeru¬ 
salem much people to keep the feast 
of unleavened bread in the second 
month, a very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away 
the altars that were in Jerusalem, and 
all the altars for incense took they 
away, and cast them into the brook 
Kidron. 

15 Then they killed the p’assover on 
the fourteenth .day of the second 
month : and the priests and the Le- 
vites were ashamed, and sanctified 
themselves, and bVought in the burnt 
offerings into the house of the Lord. 

IB And they stood in their place 
after their manner, according to the 
law of Moses the man of God: the 
priests sprinkled the blood, which they 
received of the hand of the Levites, , 

17 For there were many in the con¬ 
gregation that were not sanctified: 
therefore ^he Levites had the charge 
of the killing of the passovers for every 
one that was not clean, to sanctify 
them unto the Lord. 

18 For a multitude of the people, 
even many of Ephraim, and Manas¬ 
seh, Issachar, and Zebulun, had hot 
cleansed themselves, yet did they eat 
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tiie passover otherwise tljan it was 
written But Hezekiah prayed for 
them, saying, The good Lord par¬ 
don every, one * . 

- 19 Thxtt prepareth His heart to seek 
God, the Lord God of his fathers;, 
though • he be not chanted according 
to the purification of the sanctuary. ' 
20 And the Lord hearkened to 
Hezekiah, and healed the people. 

' 21 And the children of Israel that 
were present at Jerusalem kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven days 
with great gladness: and the Levites 
and the priests praised the Lord day 
by day, tinging with loud instruments 
unto the Lord. 

22 And Hezekiah spake comfort-* 
ably unto all the Levites that taught 
the good knowledge of the Lord j 
and they did cat throughout the feast 
seven days, ottering peace offerings, 
and making confession to the Lord 
God of their fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took 
counsel to keep other seven days: 
and they kept other seven days with 
gladn^s. 

24 For Hezekiah king of Judah did 
give to the congregation a thousand 
bullocks and seven thousand sheep; 
and the princes gave to the congrega¬ 
tion a thousand bullocks and ten thou¬ 
sand sheep: and a great number of 
priests sanctified themselves. 

25 And all the congregation of Ju¬ 
dah, with the priests and the Levites, 
and all the congregation that caine 
out of Israel, and the strangers that 
came out of the land of Israel, and that 
dwelt in Judah, rejoiced. 

26 So there was great joy in Jeru¬ 
salem : for since the time of Solomon 
the son of David king of Israel there 
was not the like in Jerusalem. 

27 11 Then the priests the Levites 
arose and blessed the people: and 
their voice was heard’, and tneir pray¬ 
er came up to his holy dwelling-place, 
even unto heaven. 

CHAP. XXXI. 

1 The people is forward ip destroying idolatry. 

2 Hezekiah ordercth the courses of the priests 
and Levites, and provide thfor their shirk and 
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XXXI. The peoples forwardness . 

■ maintenance. 6 7%e people's forwardness in 
offerings and tithes. 1 1 Hezekiah appointelh 
officer* to dispose of the tithes. 20 The since¬ 
rity of Hezekiah. 

Now when all this was finished, all 
Israel ihat were present went out to’ 
the cities of Judah, and brake the 
images m pieces, and cut down the 
groves, and. threw down the liigh 
places and the altars out of all Judah 
and Benjamin, in Ephraim also and 
Manasseh, until they had utterly des¬ 
troyed them all. Then all thc child¬ 
ren jpf Israel returned every man to hi» 
possession, into their own cities; 

2 If And Hezekiah appointed the 

courses of the priests and the Levites 
after their courses, every man accord¬ 
ing to his service, the priests and Le¬ 
vites for burnt offerings and for peace 
offerings, to minister, and to give 
thanks, and to praise in the gateLof 
the tents of the Lord. ■ 

3 He ajtpointed also the king* A por¬ 
tion of his substance for the burnt of¬ 
ferings, to wit,’ for the morning and 
evening burnt offerings, and the burnt 
offerings for the sabbaths, and for the 
new moons, and for the sat feasts, as 
it is written in the law of the Lord. 

4 Moreover he commanded the peo¬ 
ple that dwelt in Jerusalem to give 
the portion of the priests and the Le¬ 
vites, that they might be encouraged 
in the law of the Lord. 

> 5 If And*as soon as the command¬ 
ment' came abroad, the children of 
Israel brought in abundance the first- 
fruits of corn, wine, and oil, and ho¬ 
ney, and of all the increase of the field; 
and the tithe of all things • brought 
they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the children of 
Israel and Judah, that dwelt in the 
cities of Judah, they also brought in 
the tithe of oxen and sheep, and the 
tithe of holy things which were conse- 
cratefffmto the Lord their God, and 
laid them by heaps.’ 

7 In the third month they began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, and 
finished them in the seventh month. 

8 AndwhenHezekiahand the princes 
came and saw the heaps, they bless- 
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ed the Lord, and his people Israel. 

9 Then Hezekiah questioned with 
the priests and the Levites concerning 
the heaps. 

10 And Azariah the chief pnest of 
the house of Zadok answered hhn> and 
said. Since the people began to bring 
the offerings into 4he house of the 
Lord, we have had enough to eat, and 
have left plenty: for the Lord hath 
blessed his people; and that which 
is left is this great store. 

11 Then Hezekiah commanded 
to prepare chambers in the house of 
the Lord ; ana they prepared them, 

12 And brought in the offerings and 
the tithes and the dedicated things 
faithfully: over which Cononiah the 
Levite was ruler, and Shimei his bro¬ 
ther was the next. 

13 And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and 
Nahath, and. Asahel . and J erimoth, 
ajwJozabad, and Eliel, and Ismaclii- 
ah, and Mahath, and Benaiab, were 
overseers under the hand of Cononiah 
and Shimei his brother, at the com¬ 
mandment of Hezekiah the king, and 
Azariah the ruler of the house of God. 

14 And Kore the son of Imnah the 
Levite, the porter toward the east, 
was over the freewill offerings of 
God, to distribute the oblations of the 
Lord, and the most holy things. 

15 And next him were Eden, and 
Miniamin, and Jeshtia, and Shemaiah, 
Amariah, and Shecaniah, in the cities 
of the priests, in their sgt office, to give 
to their brethren by courses, as well* 
to the great as to the small; 

16 Beside their genealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, even 
unto every one that entereth into the J 
house of the Lord, his daily portion 
for their service in their charges ac¬ 
cording to their courses; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the 
priest? by the house of their fathers, 
and the Levites from twenty years 
old and upward, in their charges by 
their courses; 

. 18 And to the genealogy of all their 
little ones, their wives, and their sons, 
and their daughters, through all the 
copgregation: for in their set office 
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they sanctified themselves in holiness: 

19 Also of the sons of Aaron the 
priests, which were in the fields of the 
suburbs of their cities, in every seve¬ 
ral city, the men that were expressed 
by name, to give portions to all'the 
males among the priests, and to all 
that were reckoned by genealogies 
among the Levites. 

20^1 And thus didHezckiah through¬ 
out all Judah, and wrought that which 
was good and right and truth before 
the Lord his God. 

21 And in every work that he be¬ 
gan iit the service of the house or 
God, and in the law, and in tlie com¬ 
mandments, to seek his God, he did it 
with all his heart, and prospered. 

CHAP. XXXII. 

1 Sennacherib invading Judah, Hezekiah for- 
tifleth himself, and encourageth his people. 
9 Against the blasphemies of Sennacherib, by 
message and letters, Hezekiah and Isaiahpray. 
21 An angel destroycth the hast of the Assy¬ 
rians, to the glory of Hezekiah. 24 Hezekiah 
praying in his sickness, God giveth him a sign 
of recovery. 27 He waxing proud is humbled 
by God. 29 His wealth and works. 31 His 
■error in the embassage of Babylon. 32 He 
dying, Munasseh succeedeth him. 

After these things, and the esta¬ 
blishment thereof, Sennacherib king 
of Assyria came, and entered into Ju¬ 
dah, and encamped against the fenced 
cities, and thought to win them for 
himself. 

2 And when Hezekiah saw that Sen¬ 
nacherib was come, and that he was 
purposed to fight against Jerusalem, 

3 He took counsel with his princes 
and his mighty men to stop the waters 
of the fountains which were without 
the city: and they did help him. 

4 So there was gathered much 
people together, who stopped all the 
fountains, and the brook that ran 
through the midst of the»land, saying) 
Why should the kings of Assyria come, 
and find.much water? 

5 Also he strengthened himself, and 
built up all the wall that was broken, 
and raised it up to the towers, and 
another wall without, and repaired 
Millo in the city of David, and made 
darts and shields in abundance. 

6 And he set captains of war over 
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the people, and gathered them toge¬ 
ther to hirn-in the street of the gate of 
the city, and spake comfortably to 
them, saying, 

7 Be strong and courageous, be not 
afraid nor dismayed for the king of 
Assyria, nor for all the multitude that 
is with him: for theire be more with 
us than with him: 

8 With him is an arm of flesh 3 but 
with us is the Lons ourjjGrod to help 
us, and to fight our battles. And. the 
people rested themselves upon the 
words of Hezekiah king of Judah. . 

' 9 •jf After this did Sennacherib king 
of Assyria send his servants to Jeru¬ 
salem, (but he himseljiaidsiege against 
Lachish, and all his power with him,) 
unto Hezekiah king of Judah, and 
unto all Judah that were at Jerusalem, 

10 ^Thus saith Sennacherib king of 
Assyria, Whereon do ye trust, that ye 
abide in the siege in Jerusalem 1 

11 Doth not Hezekiah persuade jtau 
to give qver yourselves to die by fa¬ 
mine and by thirst, saying, The Loan 
our God shall deliver us out.of the 
hand of the king of Assyria ? 

12 Hath not the same Hezekiah 

taken away his high places and his 
altars, and commanded Judah and 
Jerusalem, saying. Ye shall worship 
before one *altar, and burn incense 
upon it? > 

13 Know ye npt what l and my fa¬ 
thers have done unto all the people of 
other lands ? were the gods of the na¬ 
tions of those lands any ways able to 
deliver their lands out of mine hand ? 

14 Who was there among all the 
gods of those nations that my fathers 
utterly destroyed, that could deliver 
his people out.of mine hand, that your 
God should be.able to deliver you out 
of mine hand? , 

15 Now therefore let not Hezekiah 
deceive you, nor persuade yofl on this 
manner, neither yet believe him; for 
no god of. any nation or kingdom was 
able to deliver hti» people out of mine 
hand, and out of the hand , of foy fa¬ 
thers : how much leas Shall your God 
deliver you out of mine hand ? 
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16 And hb servahts spake yet more 
against the Loup God, ana against 
ms servant Hezekiah. 

If He wrote also letters to rail on 
the Lump God of Israel, and to speak 
againiPhim, saying. As the gods of 
the nations of other lands have net de¬ 
livered their people out of mine hand, 
so shall not the God of Hezekiah de¬ 
liver his people out of mine hand. 

18 Then they cried with a load 
voice in the Jews’ speech unto the 

S le of Jerusalem that were on the 
to affright them, and to trouble 
them; that they might take the city. 

19 And they spake against the God 
of Jerusalem, as against the gods of 
the people of the earth, which were 
the wotk of the hands of man. 

20 Arid for this cause Hezekiah the 
king, and the prophet Isaiah the son 
of Amoz, prayed and cried to heavkn. 

21 if And the Lord sent an angel,' 
which cut off all the mighty men of 
valour, and the leaders and captains 
in the camp of the king of Assyria. 
So he returned with shame of face to 
hb own land. And whqgi he was 
come into the house of his god, they 
that came forth of his* own bowels 
slew him there with the sword. 

22 Thus the Lord saved Hezekiah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem from 
the hand of Sennacherib the king of 
Assyria, and from the hand of all other, 
and guided them on every side. 

4 23 And many brought gifts unto 
the Lord to Jerusalem, and presents 
to Hezekiah king of Judah: so that 
he was magnified in the sight of all 
pations from thenceforth. 

. 24 In those days Hezekiah was 
rick to the death, and prayed onto 
the *Lord : wad he spake unto him, 
and he gave him a sign. 

25 But Hezekiah rendered not again 
according to the benefit done unto 
him; for hb heart was lifted up: there¬ 
fore there was wrath upon him, and. 
upon Judah and Jerusalem. 

26 Notwithstanding Hezekiah hum-*. 

bled himself for the pride .of his heart, 
both he and the inhabitants of Jerusa- ; 
lem, so that the wrath of the Lord 
3 U 
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came not upon them in the days of 
Hezekiah. «- 

27 IF And Hezekiah had exceeding 
much riches and honour: and he made 
himself treasuries for silver, and for 
gold, and for precious stonesj and for 
spices, and for shields, and for all 
manner of pledsant-yeWels j 

28 Storehbuses also for the increase 
of corn, and wine, and oil ; and stalls 
for all manner of beasts, and 1 cotes 
for flocks. ' 

29 Moreover he provided him cities, 
and possessions of flocks and herds in 
abundance: for God had- given him 
substance very much. 

30 This same 1 Hfezekiah also stop¬ 
ped the upper watercourse of Gihon, 
and brought it straight down to the 
west side of the city of David. And 
Hezekiah prospered in all his works. 

31 Howbert in the business of the 
’ambassadors of the princes of Baby¬ 
lon, who sent unto him to enquire of 
the wonder that* was done in the land, 
God left him, to try him, that he might 
know all that was in his heart. 

82 % Now the rest of the acts of 
Hezekiah, and his goodness, behold, 
they are written in the visibn of Isaiah 
the prophet, the son of Amoz, and in 
the book of the kihg4 of Judah and 
Israel. 

' S3 And Hezekiah slept With his fa¬ 
thers, and they buried'Him in the 
cbiefest of the sepulchres of the sons 
Of David: and all Judah and the in¬ 
habitants of Jetusalein did him ho¬ 
nour at his death. And Manasseh his 
son reigned in his stead. 

CHAP. XXXIII. 

X^famaseeh his wicked reign. 3 He settethvp 
idolatry, and would not be admonished. pt He 
< is carried into Babylon. ' Vt 'Ujpon his prayer 
. to God he is released, and putietk down idola¬ 
try. IB Mis acts. 20 He dying, Anwn suc¬ 
ceed>th him. 21 Amon reigning wickedly is 

* stain by his servants. 25 The murderers being

Manasseh was twelve years old 
when he began to reign, and he reign¬ 
ed fifty and five years in Jerusalem : 

• 2 But did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Loan, like Unto'the abo¬ 
minations of the heathen j whote-the 
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Lord had cast out before the child- 
ren of Israel. 

3 5f Fot he built again the high 
places which Hezekiah nis father had 
broken down, and he reared tip'altars 
forBaatim, and made groves, and Wor¬ 
shipped all the host of heaven, and 
served them. 

4 Also he built altars in the house of 
the Lord, whereof the Lord had 
said. In Jerusalem shall my name be 
for ever. 

5 And he bnilt altars for all the host 
of heaven in the two courts of the 
house of the Lord. 

6 And he caused his children to pass 
through' the fire in the valley of the 
son of Hinnom : also he observed 
times, and used enchantments, and 
used witchcraft, and dealt with a fa¬ 
miliar spirit, and with wizards: he 
wrought much evil in the sight of the 
Lord, to provoke him to anger. 

7 And he set a carved image, the idol 
which he had made, in the house of 
God, of which God had said to David 
and to Solomon his son, In this house, 
and in Jerusalem, which I have chosen 
before all the tribes of Israel, will I 
put my name for ever: 

,8 Neither will I any more remove 
the foot of Israel from out of the land 
which I have appointed for your fa¬ 
thers ; so that they will take heed to 
do all that I have, commanded them, 
according to the whole law and the 
statutes aftd the ordinances by the 
hand of Mdses. 

*' 9 SoMdnasseh made Judah and the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, and 
to do worse than the heathen, whom ‘ 
the Lord had destroyed before the 
children of Israel. 

10 Add the I^orb spake to Manas¬ 
seh,’and'to ms people: but they 
would not hearken. 

11 Wherefore the Lord brought 
iipon them the captains of the host of 
tne king of Assyria, which took Ma- 
nasseh among the thorns, and boUnd 
him with fetters, and carried Him to 
Babylon. 

12 Arid when he . was in affliction, 
he besought the Lord his God, and 
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humbled himself greatly before the- nasseh his father had made, and served 
God of his fathers, . than; 


13 And prayed unto him : and he 

was intreated of him, and heard his 
supplication, and brought him again 
to Jerusalem into his kingdom- Then 
Manasseh kyew that the Lorjd he 
was God. ■ 

14 Now after this he built a wall 
without the eity of David, on the.west 
side of Gihon, in. the valley, even to 
the entering in at the fish .ga/e, and 
compassed about Qphel, and, raised it 
up a very great height, and put cap¬ 
tains of war in all the fenced cities of 
Judah. 

15 And he took away the .strange 
gods, and the idol out of the/house of 
t^e Lord, and all the altars that he 
had built in the mount of the house 
of the Lord, and in Jerusalem, and 
cast them out of the city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
Lord, and sacrificed thereon . peace 
offerings and thank offerings,and com¬ 
manded Judah to serve theJLqRP God 
of Israel. 

17 Nevertheless the people did sa¬ 
crifice still in (lie high places* yet unto 
the Lord their Goa only. , 

18 If Now the rest of the acts of 
Manasseh, and his prayer untp his 
God, and the word? of the seers that 
spake to him in the name-of the Lord 
God of Israel, behold, they are writ¬ 
ten in the book of the kings of Israel. 

1.9 His prayer also, and haw jpfo4 was 
intreated of him, and all hi%ftjjn$,,pnd 
his trespass, and the places.wherein 
he built high places, ana set up graves 
aud gravep,. images, before he. was 
humbled: behold, they are written 
^mong the sayings of the seers. .. • 

201 So Manasseh slept with his. fa¬ 
thers, and thlsy buried hun in,his own 
house: andAmon his son.reigned ip, 
his stead. , • 

21 Amon was two and twenty 
years old when he began to, reign, and 
reigned two years in Jerusalem, > . 

22 But he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lord, as did tylanas- 
sph his father : for Amon sacrificed 
ynto all the carved, images whipb Man 
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23 And^uimbled not himself before 
tbe Lord, as Manasseh his father 
had bumbled himself; ’but ’Amon 
trespassed mom and more. 

24 And his servants conspired against 
him, and slew'him in his own boose. * 

25 But the people of 4be landslew 
all them that had conspired against 
king Amon ; and the people of the land 
made Josiah his son king in his stead.

1 Josiah's good reign. 3 Hr destroyet'h idolatry. 

8 He thketh order for the repair of the temple. 
14 Hilkiahkaving found a book of the low, Jo¬ 
nah serufetfc (o Huldah to enquire of tfie,ford. 
23 Huiduh propheeidth the destruction of Jeru¬ 
salem, but rewrite thereof in Jonah's tune. '29 
Josiah, causing it to be read in a solemn as¬ 
sembly, reiteweth the covenant with God. 

Josiah was eight years old when hie 
began to reign, and he reigned in Je¬ 
rusalem one and thirty years. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lord, and walked 
in the ways of David his father, and 
declined neither to the right hand, nor 
to the left. 

3 IT For in the eighth year of his 
reign, while he was yet young, he be¬ 
gan to seek After, the God of David 
.his father ; and in the twelfth year he 
began to purge Judah and Jerusalem 
from the high places, and the groves, 
and the carved images, and the molten 
images. 

c 4 And they, brake down the altars 
of Baalim ip his .presence ; and the 
images, that were on,high above them, 
he cut down,; and the groves, and the 
carved images*and,the molten images, 
he brake in. pieces, and. made dust of 
them > and.strowed it upon the graves 
of them that had sacrificed unto them. 

, 5 And he burnt the bones of the 
priests upon their altars, and cleansed 
Judah and Jerusalem- ir 

6 And so did he in the cities of Ma¬ 
nasseh, and Ephraimfr and Simeon, 
even unto NaphtaU,. with their mat¬ 
tocks round, about. 

7 And, when he had broken down 
the altars and the groves, and had heat¬ 
ed the graven ,images into, powder, 
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and cut down all the idols throughout 
all the land of Israel, he Returned to 
Jerusalem. ■. 

8 iff Now in the eighteenth year of 
his reign, when he had purged the 
land, and the house, be sent Shaphan 
the son of Azalkh, and JVfaaseiah the 
governor of the city, and Joah the son 
ofJoaliaz the recorder, to repair the 
house of the Lord his God. : 

9. And when they came to Hilkiah 
the high priest, thpy delivered the mo¬ 
ney that was brought into the house 
of God, which the Levites that kept 
the doors had gathered of the hand of 
Manasseh and Ephraim, and of all 
the remnant of Israel, and of all J udah 
and Benjamin; ana they returned to 
Jerusalem. 

10 And they put it in the hand of 
the workmen that had the oversight of 
the house of the Lord, and they gave 
it to the workmen that wrought in 
the house of the Lord, to repair and 
amend the house: 

11 Even to the artificers and builders 
gave they it, to buy hewn stone, and 
timber for couplings, and to floor the 
houses which the kings of Judah had 
destroyed. 

] 2 And the men did the work faith¬ 
fully : and the overseers of them were 
Jahath §nd Obadiah, the Levites, of 
the sons of Merari; and Zechariah 
and Meshullam, of the sons of the 
Kohathites, to set it .forward; and 
other of the Levites, all that could skill.- 
of instruments of musick. 

13 Also they were over the bearers 
of burdens, and were overseers of all 
that wrought the work in any manner 
of service: and of the Levites there 
were scribes, and officers, and portersa 

14 % And when they brought out 
the money that was brought into the 
house of toe Lord, Hilkiah the priest 
found a book of the law of the Lord] 
given by Mose*. 

15 And HiURah answered jend stud 
to Shaphan the scribe, I have found 
the book of the law in the bouse of 
the Lord. And Hilkiah delivered 
the-boo^ to Shaphan. 

16 ■•■And Shaphan carried the ‘book 
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to the king,and brought the king Word 
back again, saying. All that was com¬ 
mittedto thy servants, they do it. 

17 And they have gathered together 
the money that was found in the house 
of the Lord, and have delivered it 
into the hand of the overseers, and to 
the hand of the workmen. 

18 Then Shaphan the scribe told the 
king, saying, Hilkiah the priest hath 
given me a^ook. And Shaphan read 
it before the king. 

19 And it came>to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the law, 
that he rent his clothes. 

20 And the king commanded Hil¬ 
kiah, and Ahikam the son of Shaphan,

5 And stand in the holy place ac¬ 
cording to the divisions of the families 
of the fathers of your brethren the 
people, and after the division of the 
families of the Levites. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanctify 
yourselves, and prepare your brethren, 
that they may do according to the word 
of the Lord by the hand of Moses. 

7 And Josiah gave to the people, of 
the fioek„lambs and kids, all for the 
passover offerings, for all that were 
present, to the number pf thirty thou¬ 
sand, and three thousand bullocks: 
these were of the king’s substance. 

8 And his princes gave willingly 
unto the people, to the priests, ana 
to the Levites: Hilkiah and Zecha- 
riah and Jehiel, rulers pf the house of 
God, gave unto the priests for the 
passover offerings two thousand and 
six hundred small cattle, and three 
hundred oxen. 

9 Conaniah also, and Shemaiah and 
Nethaneel, his brethren, and Hasha- 
biah and Jeiel and Jozabad, chief of 
the Levites, gave unto the Levites for 
passover offerings five thousand small 
cattle, and five hundred oxen. 

10 So*the service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in then- place, and 
the Levites in their courses, accord¬ 
ing to the king’s commandment. 

11 And they killed the passover, and 
the priest:? sprinkled the blood from 
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their hands, and the Levitetrflayed them. 

12 And they removed the burnt of¬ 
ferings, that they might give according 
to the divisions of the families of the 
people, to offer unto the Lord, as it 
is written in the book of Moses. And 
so did they, with the oxen. 

13 And they roasted the passover 

with fire according to the ordinance; 
but the other holy offerings sod they 
in pots, and in caldrons, and in pans, 
and divided them speedily among all 
the people. * 

14 And afterward they made-ready 
for themselves, and for the-priests: 
because the priests the sons of Aaron 
were busied «o offering of burnt offer¬ 
ings and-the fat until nightpth^refore 
the Leyitfes ( prepared for themselves, 
and for the'priests the sons of'Aaron. 

15 And the singers the sons of A- 
saph were in their place, according to 
the commandment of David, and 
Asaph, and Heman, and Jeduthun 
the king’s seer-; and the porters waited 
at every gate; they might, not depart 
from their servicej for,their,brethren 
the X<evites prepared for them. - ■ 

16 So all the service of the Lord 

•was prepared the same day y to keep 
the passover, and to offer burnt offer¬ 
ings upon the altar of the Lord, ac¬ 
cording to the commandment of ,king 
Josiah. '. 

. 17 And the children of (Israel that 
were present kept the passover at that 
time, and the feast of unleavened bread 
seven days. ..i. ■> 

18 And there was no passover'dike 
to 4hat kept in Israel fromthe days of 
Samuel the prophet; neither did all 
the kings of Israel keep such a pass- 
over aS Josiah kept, and the priests, 
and the Levites, and all Judah and Is¬ 
rael that were present, and the inha¬ 
bitant of Jerusalem. •* 

19 In the eighteenth year of the reign 
of Josiah was this passover kept. 

•'20 After all this, when Jftsiah had 
prepared the temple, Necho-king Of 
Egypt came 

chemisli by Euphrates: and Josiah 
went out against him. ' ’ • ; 

21 But he sent ambassadors to hfo p 
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saying, What have I to do wifch thee, 
thou king of Judah ? I come not against 
thee this dav, but against the house 
wherewith I. have war :• for God com¬ 
manded me to make haste: forbear 
thee from meddOmg with, God, wjio is 
with me, that he destroy thee,not. 

22 Nevertheless Josiah would not 
turn his face from him, but disguised 
himself, that he might fight with him. 
and hearkened not unto the words’of 
Necho from the mouth of God, and 
came to fight in the valley of Megiddo. 

23 And the archers shot at king Jo* 
siah; mid the king said to his servants. 
Have me away; for 1 am sore wounded. 

24 His servants.' therefore took him 
out of,that chariot, and putlutn in the 
second ebariet that-he had pend they 
brought him to Jerusalem, and he 
died. aOd was buried .in one qf the se¬ 
pulchres of his fathers. And all.Ju¬ 
dah and JerusalemYnournedfor Josiah. 

- 25 If And Jeremiah lamented for Jo¬ 
siah : and all the singing men and the 
singing women spake of Jonah in their 
lamentations to this day, and made 
them as ordinance in Israel: 'and, be¬ 
hold, they are written’ in, the lamen¬ 
tations. 

26’Now the rest of the acts of Jo¬ 
siah, and his goodness, according to 
that which was written in the' law of 
the Lord,' 

27 And his deeds, first and last, be¬ 
hold, they are written'-in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah. 

* ,/ CHAP. XXXVI.

Xhbiv the people of the land took 
Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, and made 
him kifigin his father’s stead in Jeru¬

. 2 Jehoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned three months in> Jerusalem. 

3 And the king of Egypt put him 
down Rt Jerusalew* and comaamd. 
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the land in an hundred talents of silver 
and a talent of gold. 

4 And the king of Egypt made Elia- 
kim his -brother king over Judah and 
Jerusalem, and turned lus name to Je- 
hdiakim. And Neeho took Jehoahaz 
his 'brdther, and carried him to Egypt. 

5 Jehoiakim ivas twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign, and 
lie reigned eleven years in Jerusalem 
and he did that which wats/ev il in the 
sight of the Loud his God. 

6 Against him came up Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar king of Babylon, and bound 
lijm in fetters, to carry him to Babylon.* 

7 Nebuchadnezzar also carried of 
the vessels of the house of tlie Lord 
to Babylon, and put them in his tem¬ 
ple at Babylon. 

. 8 Now the Test of the acts of Jehoi¬ 
akim, and his abominations which h$ 
did, and that whidh was found in him, 
behold, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel and Judah: and 
Jehoiachin his son reigned in his Stead. 

9 Jehoiachin was eight years old 
when he began to reign, and bereigned 
three months and ten days in Jerusa¬ 
lem : and he did that which went evil in 
the sight of the Lord 1 . - 

10 And when the year was expired, 
kingNebuchad nezZarsen t,and brought 
him to Babylon, with the goodly ves¬ 
sels of the‘house of the Lord, and 
made Zedekiah his brother king over 
Judah and Jerusalem. 

11 ^ Zedekiah was one and twenty 
years old when he began fo reign, and 
reigned eleven years In Jerusalem. 

12 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the Lord hid God* dnd 
humbled not himself before Jeremiah 
the prophet speaking from the mouth 
of tne Lord. 

13 Arid he also rebelled Against king 
Nebuchadnezzar, who had made him 
swear.by-God: but'he stiffened lus 
neck, and hardened his -heart from 
turning -unto the LoHD God of Israel. 

14 it Moreover all the chief of 
the priests, and the people, trans¬ 
gressed very much after aH the a- 
bominations 'of the heathen; and 
polluted the house of the Lord 
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which he had hallowed in Jerusalem. 

15 And the Lord God of their fa¬ 
thers sent to them by his messengers, 
rising up betimes, and sending; be¬ 
cause he had compassion on his peo¬ 
ple, and on his dwelling place » 

16 But they mocked the messengers 
of God, and despised his words, and 
misused his prophets, until the wrath 
of the Lord arose against his people, 
till there was no remedy, 

17 Therefore lie brought upon them 
the king of the Chaldees, who slew 
their young men with‘the sword in 
the house of their sanctuary, and had 
no compassion upon young man or 
maiden, old man, or him that stooped 
for age: he gave them all into his hand. 

18 And all the vessels of tjje house 
of God, great and small, and the trea¬ 
sures of the house of the Lord, and 
the treasures of the king, and of his 
princes;all these he brought toBaby Ion. • 

19 And they burnt the house of God, 
and brake down the wall of Jerusalem, 
and burnt all the palaces thereof with 
fire, and destroyed all the goodly ves¬ 
sels thereof. 

20 And them that had escaped from 
the sword carried he away to Baby¬ 
lon ; where they were servants to him 
and his sons Until the reign of the 
kingdom of Persia : 

21 To fulfil the word of the Lord 
by the mouth of 'Jeremiah, until the 
land had enjoyed her sabbaths: for as 
long as she lay desolate she kept sab¬ 
bath, to fulfil threescore and ten years. 

22 if Now in the first year of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that ‘ the word of the 
Lord spoken by the mouth of Jere¬ 
miah might be accomplished, .-the 
Lord stirred up the spirit of Cyrus 
king of Persia, that he made a procla¬ 
mation throughout all his kingdom, 
and put it also in writing, saying, 

23 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
All the kingdoms of the earth hath 
the Lord God of heaven given me; 
and he hath charged me to build him 
an house in Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah. Who is there among you of 
all his people ? The Lord his God 
be with him, and let him go up. 
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CHAP. I. * 

1 The proclamation of Cyrus far the building of 
the temple. 5 The people pKotfd#for their re¬ 
turn. .7 Cyrus restoreth the vessels of the tem- 
jple to Sheslibaxzar. 

Now in the. first year of Cyrus king 
of Persia* that the word of the Lord 
by the mo'uth of Jeremiah might be 
fulfilled, the Lord stirred up the spirit 
of Cyrus king of Persia, that he made 
a proclamation throughout all his king¬ 
dom, and put it also in writing, saying, 

2 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, 
The Lord God of heaven hath given 
me all the kingdoms of the earth; and 
he hath charged me to build him an 
house afjerusalem, which is in Judah. 

3 Who is there among you of all his 
people? his God be with him, and let 
him go up to Jerusalem, which is in 
Judah, and build the house of the 
Lord God of Israel, (he is the God,) 
which is in Jerusalem. 

4 And whosoever remained* in any 
place where he sojournetn, let the men 
of his place help him' with, silver, and 
with gold, and with goods, and with 
beasts, beside the freewill offering for 
the house of God that is in Jerusalem. 

5 If Then rose up the chief of the 
fathers of Judah and Benjamin, and 
the priests, and the Levites, with all 
them whose spirit God had raised, to 
go up to build the house of the Lord 
which is in Jerusalem. 

6 And all they that were about them, 
strengthened their hands with vessels 
of silver, with gold, with goods, and 
with beasts, and with precious things, 
beside all that was willingly offered. 

7 if Also Cyrus the king brought 
forth the vessels of the house of the 
Lord, which Nebuchadnezzar had 
broug ht forth out of Jerusalem, and 

. had put them in the house of his gods; 

8 liven those did Cyrus king ai Per-, 
sia bring forth by the hand of Mithre- 
dath the treasurer, and numbered them 
unto Sheshbazzar, the prince of J udah. 

9 And this is the number of them : 
thirty chargers of gold, a thousand 
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chargers of silver, nine and twenty 
knives, 

10 Thirty basons of gold, silver ba¬ 
sons of a second sort four hundred and 
ten, and other vessels a thousand. 

11 All the vessels of gold and of silver 
were five thousand and four hundred. 
All these did &heshbazzar bring up with 
them of tlitfcaptivity that were bfbught 
up from Babylon unto Jerusalem. 

CHAP. II. 

The number that return, of the people, 36 of 
the priests, 40 of the lievites, 43 of the JVe- 
thinims, 56 of Solomon's servants, 62 of the 
priests which could not shew their pedigree. 
64 ' The whole number of them, with their sub¬ 
stance. 68 Their oblations. 

Now these are the children of the 
province that went up out of the cap¬ 
tivity, of those which had been carried 
away, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king 
of Babylon had carried away unto Ba¬ 
bylon, and came again unto Jerusalem 
and Judah, every one unto his city;

58 All the Nethinims, and the child¬ 
ren of Solomon’s servants, were three 
hundred ninety and two. 

59 And these were they which went 
np from Tel-melah, Tel-harsa, Cherub, 
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Addan, and Immer: but they could hot 
shew their father’s house, and their 
seed, whether they were of Israel i 

60 The children of Delaiah, the 
children of Tobiah, the children of 
Nekoda, six hundred fifty and two. 

61 If And of the children of the 
priests: the children of Habaiah, the 
children of Koz, the children of Bar- 
zillai: which took a wife of the daugh¬ 
ters of Barzillai the Gileadite, and was 
called after their name ; 

.62 These sought their register among 
those that were reckoned by genea- 
logy, but they were not found: there¬ 
fore were they, as polluted, put from 
the priesthood. - 

63 And the Tirshatha said unto 
them, that they should not eat of the 
most holy things, till there stood up a 
priest with Urim and withThummim. 

64 f 'Hie whole congregation toge¬ 
ther was forty and two thousand three 
hundred and threescore, 

65 Beside their servants and their 
maids, of whom there were seven thou¬ 
sand three hundred thirty and seven : 
and there were among them two hun¬ 
dred singing men and singing women. 

66 Their horses were seven hundred 
thirty and six; their mules, two hun¬ 
dred forty and five - ; 

67 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five; their asses, six thousand se¬ 
ven hundred and twenty. 

68 And some of the chief of the 
fathers, when they came to the house 
of the Lord whiqli is at Jerusalem, 
offered freely for the house of God to 
set it up in his place: 

69 They gave after their ability unto 
the treasure of the work threescore 
and one thousand drams of gold, and 
five thousand pound of,silver, and one 
hundred priests’ garments. 

70 So the priests, and the Levites, 
and some of the people, and the sin¬ 
gers, and the porters, and the Nethl- 
nirns, dwelt in their cities, and all Is¬ 
rael in their cities. 

. CHAP. HI. 

1 The altar is set up. 4 Offerings frequented. 

■7 Workmen prepared. 8 T)te foundations of 

the temple are laid in g reat joy and mourning. 
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And when the seventh month was 
come, and the children of Israel were 
in the cities, the people gathered them¬ 
selves together as one man to Jeru¬ 
salem. 

2 Then stood up Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and his brethren the priests, 
and Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, 
and his brethren, and buiided the altar 
of the God of Israel, to offer burnt 
offerings thereon, as it is written in 
the law of Moses the man of God. 

3 And they set the altar upon his 
bases; for fear teas upon them because 
of the people of those countries: and 
they offered burnt offerings thereon 
unto the Lord, even burnt offerings 
morning and evening. 

4 They kept also the feast of taber¬ 
nacles, as it if written, and offered the 
daily burnt offerings by number, ac¬ 
cording to the custom, as the duty of 
every day required; 

5 And afterward offered the conti¬ 
nual burnt offering, both of the new 
moons, and of all the set feasts of the 
Lord that were consecrated, and of 
every one that willingly offered a free¬ 
will offering unto the Lord. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 

month began they to offer burnt offer¬ 
ings unto the Lord. But the foun¬ 
dation of the temple of the Lord was 
not yet laid. ^ ' 

7 They gave money also unto the 
masons, and to the carpenters; and 
meat, and drink, and oil, unto them of 
Zidon, and to them of Tyre, to bring 
cedar trees from Lebanon to the sea 
of Joppa, according to the grant that 
they had of Cyrus king of Persia. 

8 51 Now in the second year .of their 
coming unto the house of God at Je¬ 
rusalem, in the seeond, month, began 
Zerubbabel the son of Shealtiel, and 
Jeshua the son of Jozadak, and the 
.remnant of their brethren the priests 
and thd’Levites, and all they that were 
come out of the captivity unto Jeru¬ 
salem; and appointed the Levites, 
from twenty years old and upward, to 
set forward the work of the house of 
the Lord. 

9 Then stood Jeshua with his sons 
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and his brethren, Kadmiel and his 
sons, the sons of Judah, together, to set 
forward the workmen in the house of 
God: the sons of Henadad, with their 
sons and their brethren the Levites. 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lord, 
they sot the priests in their apparel 
with trumpets, and the Levites the 
sons of Asaph with cymbals, to praise 
the Lord, after the ordinance of Da¬ 
vid king of Israel. 

11 And they sang together by course 
in praising and giving thanks unto the 
Lord; because he is good, for his 
mercy endureth for ever toward Israel. 
And all the people shouted with a 
great shout, when they praised the 
Lord, because the foundation of the 
house of the Lord was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and Le¬ 
vites and chief of the fathers, who were 
ancient men, that had seen the first 
house, when the foundation of this 
house was laid before their eyes, wept 
with a loud voice; and many shouted 
aloud for joy: 

13 So that the people could not dis¬ 
cern the noise of the shout of joy from 
the noise of the weeping of the peo¬ 
ple : for the people shouted with a 
loud shout, and the noise was heard ■ 
afar off. 

CHAP.. IV. 

1 Th e adversaries, being not accepted in the build¬ 
ing of the’templc with the Jews, endeavour to 
hinder it. 7 Their letter to Artaxerxes. 17 
The decree of Artaxerxes. 23 The -building 
is hindered. 

Now when the adversaries of Judah 
and Benjamin heard that the children 
of the captivity builded the temple 
unto the Lord God of Israel; •- 

2 Then they came to Zerubbabel, 
and to the cliief of the fathers,' and 
said unto them, Let us build with you : 
for we seek your God as ye do;- and 
we do sacrifice unto ‘ him since the 
days of Esar-haddon king of Assur, 
which brought us up Hither. ■ ’ * 

3 But Zerubbabel, and Jeshua, and 
the rest of the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, said unto them, Yc have-no¬ 
thing to do with us to build an house 
unto our God; but we ourselves to- 
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I gether will build unto' the Lord God 
of Israel, as king Cyrus the king ot 
Persia hath commanded us.. 

4 Then the people of the land wea¬ 
kened the hands of the people of Ju¬ 
dah, and troubled them in building, 

5 And hired counsellers against them, 
to frustrate their purpose, all the days 
of Cyrus king of Persia, even until the 
reign of Darius king of Persia. 

6 And in the reign of Ahasuerus, in 
the beginning of his reign, wrote they 
unto him an accusation against the in¬ 
habitants of Judah and Jerusalem. 

7 % And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel. 
and the rest of their companions, unto 
Artaxerxes king of Persia; and the 
writing of the letter was written in the 
Syrian tongue, and interpreted in the 
Syrian tongue. 

8 Rehumthe chancellor and Shim- 
shai the scribe wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Artaxerxes the king in 
this sort: 

9 Then wrote Rehum the chancellor, 
and Shimsbai the scribe, and the rest 
of their companions; the Dihaites, 
the Apharsatheliites, the Tarpelites, 
the Apharsites, the Archevites, the 
Babylonians, the Susanehites, the De- 
havites, and the Elamites, 

10 And the rest of the nations whom 
the great and noble Asnapper brought 
over, and set in the cities of Samaria, 
and the rest that are on this side the 
river, and at such a time. 

11 This is the copy of the letter 
that they sent (into 'him, even unto 
Artaxerxes the king; Thy servants the 
men on this side the river, and at such 
a time. 

12 Be it known unto the king, that 
the Jews which came up from thee 
to us are come unto Jerusalem, build¬ 
ing the rebellious and the bad city, 
and have set up the walls thereof, and 
joined the foundations. 

13 Be it known now unto the king, 
that, if this city be builded, and the walls 
set upngrtin, (Am will they not pay toil, 
tribute, and custom, and so thou shaft 
endamage the revenue of the kings. 

14 Now because we have'main te- 
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nance from the king’s palace, and it 
was not meet for us to see the king's 
dishonour, therefore have we sent and 
certified the king; * 

15 That search may he made in the 
book of the records of thy fathers: so 
shait thou find in the booh: of the re¬ 
cords, and know that this city is a re¬ 
bellious city, and hurtful unto kings 
and provinces, and that they have 
moved sedition within the same of old 
time: for which cause was this city 
destroyed, 

16 We certify the king that, if this 
city be builded again , and the walls 
thereof* set up, by this means thou 
shalt have no portion on this side the 
riyer. 

17 Then sent the king an answer 
unto Kehum tfie chancellor, and to 
Shimshai the scribe; and fo the rest of 
their companions that dwell in Sama¬ 
ria, and unto the rest beyond the river, 
Peace, and at such a time. 

.. 18 The letter which ye sent unto us 
hath been plainly read before me. 

19 And 1 commanded, and search 
hath been made, and it is found that 
this city of old time hath made insur- 
rection against kings, and that rebellion 
and sedition have been made therein. 

20 There have been mighty kings 
also over Jerusalem, which have ruled 
over all countries beyond the river; 
and toll r tribute, and custom, was paid 
unto them. 

21 Give ye now commandment to 
cause these nien to cease, and that 
this city be not hutlded, until another 
commandment shallbe given from me, 

22 Take heed now that yefafl not, 

to do this: why should damage grow 
to the hurt of the kings ?*•. , ’ . 1 

23 % Now when the Copy of kii|g. 
Artaxers.es’ letter teas read before 
hum and Shimshai the scribe, etui 
their companions, they went up in 
haste to Jerusalem unto the Jews, and 
.made them to cease by force and 
power. 

24 Then ceased the work of the 
house of God which is at Jerusalem. 
So it ceased unto the second year of 
the reign of Darius king of Persia. 
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CHAP. V. 

1 Zervbbabel and Jeshua, incited hy Haggaiani 
Zeehariah set forward the building ef the tem¬ 
ple. 3 Tatncd and Skethar-boznai could not 
kinder the Jews. € Their tetter to Darius 
against the Jews. 

Then the pipphets, Haggai the pro¬ 
phet, and Zecnariah the son of Iddo, 
prophesied unto the Jews that were in 
Juaah and Jerusalem in the name of. 
the God of Israel, even unto them. . 

2 Then rose up Zerubhabel the son 
of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son of 
Jozadak, and began to build the house 
of God which is at Jerusalem: and 
with thou, were the prophets of God 
helping them. 

3 At the same time came to them 
Tatnai, governor on this side the riyer, 
and Shethar-boznai, and their compa¬ 
nions, and said thus unto them. Who 
hath commanded you to build this 
house, and to make up this wall ? 

4 Then said we unto, them after this 
manner. What are the names of the 
men tfafd.make this building? 

5 But the eye of their God was upon 
the elders of the Jews, that they could 
not cause them to cease, fill the mat¬ 
ter cam? to Darius: and then they 
returned answer by letter concerning 
this matter*, 

Q The copy of. the letter $hat Tat¬ 
nai, gpy$b)or on this side the river, 
and Stethkr-bozpai, and his compani¬ 
ons tlie Apharsachites, which were on 
thus side the river, , sent unto Darius 
the king ; , , ■■ 

7 They sent a.letter untohsen, wnere- 
ip was written thus j Unto Darius the 
king, all peace. 

’ 6 Be it known onto the king, that 
we went into the province of Judea, 
to the house of the great God, which is 
budded with great stones, and timber 
la bud in the walls, and this work goeth 
fast.on, and prospereth in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and 
said unto them thus, Who commanded 
you fo build fijKs house, and to make 
up these walls? - 

10 We asked their names also, to 
certify thee, that we might write the 
names of the men that were' the chief 
of them. 
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11 And thus they returned us an¬ 
swer, saving* We are the servants of 
the God of heaven and earth, and 
build the house that was builded. these 
many years ago, which a great king 
of Israel builded and set up. 

A 2 But after that our fathers had pro¬ 
vided the God of heaven unto wrath, 
he gave them into the hand of Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar the king of Babylo'n, the 
Chaldean, who destroyed this house, 
and bamed the people away into Ba¬ 
bylon. 

13 But in the first year of Cyrus 
the king of Babylon the same king 
Cyrus made a decree to build this 
house of God. 

14 And the Vessels also of gold and 
silver of the house of Clod, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took put of the tem¬ 
ple that was in Jerusalem, and brought 
them into the temple of Babylon, 
those did Cyrus the king take out of 
the temple of Babylon, and they were 
delivered unto one, whose name was 
Sheshb&zzar, * whom he had made 
governor j 

15 And said unto him. Take these 
vessels, go, carry them into the tem- 

le that is in Jerusalem, and let the 
ouse of God be builded in his place. 

16 Th«n came the same Sheshbazzar. 
and laid the foundation of the house 
of God which is in Jerusalem: and 
since that time even until now hath it 
been in building, and yet it is not 
finished. 

17 Now therefore, if it seem good to 
the king, let there be search made in 
the king’s treasure house, which is 
there at Babylon, whether it be so. 
that a decree was made of Cyrus the 
king to build this house of God a 
Jerusalem, and let the king send hi: 
pleasure to ufc concerning this matter. 

CHAP* VI. 

i Darius, finding ths decree of Cyrus, mdheth a 
new decree for the advancement ofthe building. 
13 By the help of the enemies, tend the direc¬ 
tions of the prophets, the temple is finished. IS 
The feast of the dedications kept, 19 and the 
passover. 

Then Darius the king made a de¬ 
cree, and search was made in the house 
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f the rolls, where the treasures weTe 
aid up in Babylon. 

2 Arid there was found at Achme- 
tba, in the palace that .is in the pro¬ 
vince of the Medes, a roll, and therein 
was a. record thus written ^ 

3 In the first year of Cylus the king 
the same Cyrus the king made a de¬ 
cree concerning the house of God at 
Jeruiplem, Let the house be builded, 
the place where they offered sacrifi¬ 
ces, and let the foundations thereof 
be strongly laid? .th%. height thereof 
threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof threescore cubits; „ 

4 With three rows of great stones, and 
a row of new timber: and let the 
expences be given out of the king’s 
house: 

5 And also let the golden and silver 
vessels of the house of God, which 
Nebuchadnezzar took forth out of the 
temple which is at Jerusalem, and 
brought unto Babylon, be restored, 
and brought again unto the temple 
which is at Jerusalem, every one to 
his place, and place them in the house 
of God. 

6 Now therefore Tetnai, governor 
beyond the river, Shethar-boznai, and 
your companions the Apharsachites, 
which are beyond the river, be ye far 
from thence: 

7 Let - the work of this house of 
God alone j let the governor of the 
Jews and the elders of the Jews build 
this house of God in his place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree what 
ye shall do to the elders of these Jews 
for the building of this house of God: 
that -of the king’s goods, even of the 
tribute beyond the river, forthwith 
expences be given unto these men, 
that they be not hindered. 

9 And that which they have need 
of, both young bullocks, and rams, 
and lambs, for the burnt offerings of 
the God of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, 
and oil, according to the appointment 
of the priests which are at Jerusalem, 
let it be given them day by day with¬ 
out fail: 

10 That they may offer sacrifices of 
sweet savours unto the God of hea- 
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ven, and pray for the life of the king, 
and of his sons. 

11 Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever shall alter this word, let 
timber be pulled down from his house, 
and being set up, let him be. hanged 
thereon ; and let his house be made a 
dunghil for this. 

12 And the God that hath caused 
his name to dwell there destroy all 
kings apd people, that shall put to 
their hand to alter and to destroy this 
house of God which is at Jerusalem. 
I Darius have madt* a decree; let it 
be done with speed. 

18 % Then Tatnai, governor on this 
side the river, Shetlvar-boznai, and 
their companions, according to that 
which Darius the king had sent, so 
they did speedily 

14 And the elders of the Jews build- 
ed,and they prospered through the pro¬ 
phesying of JHaggai the prophet and 
Zechariah the son of Iddo. And they 
builded, and finished it , according to 
the commandment of the God of Is¬ 
rael, and according to the command¬ 
ment of Cyrus, and Darius, and Ar- 
taxerxes king of Persia. 

15 And this house was finished on 
the third day of the month Adar, 
which was in the sixth year of the 
reign of Darius the king. 

i 6 And the children of Israel, the 
priests, and the Levites, and the rest 
of the children of the captivity, kept 
the dedication of this house of God 
with joy, 

17 And offered at the dedication of 
this house of God an hundred bul¬ 
locks, two hundred rams, four hun¬ 
dred lambs; and for a sin offering for 
all Israel, twelve he goats, according 
to the 'number of the tribes of Israel. 

18 And they set the priests in their 
divisions, and the Levites in their 
course*, for the service of God, which 
is at Jerusalem; as it is written in the 
book of Moses. 

19 And the children of the captivi¬ 
ty kept the passover upon the four¬ 
teenth day of the first month. 

20 For the priests and the Levites 
were purified together, all of them 
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were pure, and killed the passover for 
all the children of the captivity, and 
for their brethren the priests, and for 
themselves. 

21 And'the children of Israel, which 
were come again out of Captivity, and 
alt such as had separated themselves 
unto them from the filthiness of the 
heathen of the land, to seek the Lord 
God of Israel, did eat, 

22 And kept the feast of unleavfened 
bread seven days with joy : for the 
Lord had made them joyful, and 
turned the heart of the king of Assy¬ 
ria unto them, to strengthen their 
hands in the work of' the house - of 
God, the God of Israel. 

CHAP. V1L 

1 Ezra goeth up to Jerusalem. 11 The gracious 

commission oj Artaxcrxes to Ezra. 27 Ezra 

htesseth God for his favour. 

Now after these things, in the reign 
of Artaxerxes king of Persia, Ezra the 
son of Seraiah, the son of Azariah, the 
son of Hilkiah, 

2 The son of Shallum, the son of 
Zadok, the son of Ahitub, 

3 The son of Amariah, the *son of 
Azariah, the son of Meraioth, 

4 The son of Zerahiah, the son of 
Uzzi, the son of Bukki, 

5 The son of Abishua, thd son of 
Phinehas, the sdn of Eleazar, the son 
of Aaron the' chief priest:« 

6 This Ezra drent up /rom Baby¬ 
lon ; and he was a ready scribe in the 
law of Moses, which the Lord God 
of Israel had given: and the king 
granted him all his request, according 
to the hand of the Lord his God 
upon him. 

7 And there went up some of the 
children of Israel, and of the priests, 
and the Levites, and the singers, and 
the porters, and the Nethinims, unto 
Jerusalem, in the seventh year of Ar¬ 
taxerxes the king. 

8 And <»e came to Jerusalem in the 
fifth month, which was in the seventh 
year of thfe king. 

9 For upon the first day of the first 
month began he to go up from Baby¬ 
lon, and on the first day of the fifth 
month came he to Jerusalem, accord- 



Artaxerxes’ commission to him. CHAP. 

ing to the good hand of his God 1 
upon him. 

10 For Ezra had prepared his heart 
to seek the law of the Load, and to 
do it, and to teach in Israel statutes 
and judgments. 

11 % Now this is the copy of the 
letter that the king Artaxerxes gave 
unto Ezra the priest, the scribe, even 
a scribe of the words of the com¬ 
mandments of the Lord, and of his 
statutes to Israel. 

12 Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto 
Ezra the priest, a scribe of the law of 
the God of heaven, perfect peace, and 
at such a time. 

13 I make a decree, that, all they of 
the people of Israel, and of his priests 
.and Levites, in my realm, which are 
minded of their own freewill to go 
up to Jerusalem, go with thee. 

14 Forasmuch as thou art sent of 
the king, and of his seven counsellers, 
to enquire concerning Judah and Je¬ 
rusalem, according to the law of thy 
God which is in thine hand; 

15 And to carry the silver and gold, 
which‘the king and his counsellers 
have freely offered unto the God of 
Israel, whose habitation is in Je¬ 
rusalem, 

16 And all the silver and gold that 
thou canst find in all the province of 
Babylon, w>ith the freewill offering of 
the people, and of the priests, offering 
willingly* for the house of their God 
whieh is in Jerusalem: 

17 That thou mayest buy speedily 
with this money bullocks, rams, lambs, 
with their meat offerings and their 
drink offerings, and offer them upon 
the altar of the house of your God 
which is in Jerusalem. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem good 
to thee, and to thy brethren, to do with 
the rest of the silver and the gold, that 
do after the will of your God. 

19 The vessels also that are given 
thee for the service of the house of 
thy God, those deliver thou before the 
God of Jerusalem. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be 
needful for the house of thy God, 
which thou shalt have occasion to 
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V1U. Ezra blesseth God. 

bestow, bestow it out of the king’s 
treasure house. 

21 And 1, ecenl Artaxerxes the king 
do make a decree to all the treasurers 
which are beyond the river, that what¬ 
soever Ezra the priest, tile scribe of 
the law of the God of heaven, shall 
require of you, it be done speedily, 

22 Unto an hundred talents of sil¬ 
ver, and to an hundred measures of 
wheat, and to an hundred baths of 
wine, and to an hundred baths of oil, 
and salt without prescribing how much. 

23 Whatsoever is commanded by the 
God of heaven, let it be diligently done 
for the house of the God of heaven : 
for why should there be wrath against 
the realm of the king and his sons ? 

24 Also we certify you, that touch¬ 
ing any of the priests and Levites, 
singers, porters, Nethinims, or minis¬ 
ters of this house of God, it shall not 
be lawful to impose toll, tribute, or 
custom, upon them. 

25 And thou, Ezra, after the wis¬ 
dom of thy God, that is in thine hand, 
set magistrates and judges, which may 
judge all the people that are beyond 
the river, all such as know the laws of 
thy God; and teach ye them that 
know them not. 

26 And whosoever will not do the 
law of thy God, and the law of the 
ki ng,let judgment be executed speedi ly 
upon him, whether it be unto death, or 
to banishment, or to confiscation of 
goods, or to imprisonment. 

27 II Blessed be the Lord God of 
our fathers, which hath pUt such a 
thing as this in the king’s heart, to 
beautify the house of the Lord which 
is in Jerusalem : 

28 And hath extended mercy unto 
me before the king, and his counsel¬ 
lers, and before ail the king’s mighty 
princes. And I was strengthened as 
the hand of the • Lord my God was 
upon me, and I gathered together out 
of Israel chief men to go up with me. 

CHAP. VIII. 

1 The companions of Ezra, who returned from 
Babylon. 1ft He sendeth to Tddo far ministers 
for the temple. 21 He keepeth a fast. 24 He 
committeth the treasures to the custody of the 
priests. 31 From dthava they come to Jeru- 
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salem . 33 The treasure is weighed in thetem- 

ple. 36 The commission is delivered. 

These are now the chief of their fa¬ 
thers, and this is the genealogy of them 
that went up with me from Babylon, 
in the reign of Artaxerxes the king. 

2 Of the sons of Phinehas; Ger- 
shom: of the sons of lthamar; Da¬ 
niel : of the sons of David; Hattush. 

8 Of, the sons of Shechaniah, of the 
sons of Pharosh; Zechariah: and with 
him were reckoned by genealogy of 
the males an hundred and fifty. 

4 Of the sons of Pahath-moab j 
Elihoenai the json of Zerahiah, and 
with him two hundred males. 

5 Of the sons of Shechaniah; the 
son of Jahaziel, and with him three 
hundred males. 

6 Of the sons also of Adin; Ebed 
the son of Jonathan, and with him 
fifty males. 

7 And of the sons of Elam; Je- 
shaiah the son of Athaliah, and with 
him seventy males. 

8 And of the sons of Shephatiah; 
Zebadiah the son of Michael, and with 
him fourscore males. 

9 Of the sons of Joab; Obadiah the 
son of Jehiel, and with him two hun- 
dred and eighteen males. 

10 And of the sons of Shelomith j 
the son of Josiphiah, and with him an 
hundred and threescore males. 

i l And of the sons of Bebai; Ze¬ 
chariah the son of Bebai, and with 
him twenty and eight males. 

12 And of the sons of Azgad ; Jo- 
hanan the son of Hakkatan, and with 
him an hundred and ten males. 

13 And of the last sons of Adonikam, 
whose names are these, Eliphelet, Jei- 
el, and Shemaiah, and with them three¬ 
score males. 

14 Of the sons also of Bigvaij 
Uthai, md Zabbud, and with them 
seventy males. 

15 if And I gathered them together 
to the river that runneth to Ahava; 
and there abode we in tents three 
days: and 1 viewed the people, and 
the priests, and found there none of 
the sons of Levi. 

16 Then sent 1 for Eliezer, for Ariel, 
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for Shemaiah, and for Elnathan, and for 
Jarib, and for Elnathan, and for Na¬ 
than, and for Zechariah, and for Me- 
shullam, chief men; also for Joiarib, and ' 
for Elnathan, men of understanding. 

17 And I sent them with command¬ 
ment unto Iddo the chief at the place 
Casiphia, and I told them what they 
should say unto Iddo, and to his bre¬ 
thren the Nethinims, at the place Casi¬ 
phia, that they should bring unto us 
ministers for the house of our God. 

18 And by the good hand of our 
God upon us they brought us a man 
of understanding, of the sons of Mahli, 
the son of Levi, the son of Israel; and 
Sherebiah, with his soijtf and his bre¬ 
thren, eighteen; 

19 And Hashabiah, and with him 
Jeshaiah of the sons of Merari, his 
brethren and their sons, twenty; 

20 Also of the Nethinims, .whom 
David and the princes had appoint¬ 
ed for the service of the Levites, 
two hundred and twenty Nethinims: 
all of them were expressed by name. 

21 *jf Then I proclaimed p fast 
there, at the river of Ahava, that we 
might afflict ourselves before our 
God, to seek of him a right way for 
use and for our little ones, and for all 
our substance. 

22 For I was ashamed to require of 
the king a band of soldiers'and horse¬ 
men to help us agaiust the enemy in 
the way : because we had spdken un¬ 
to the king, saying, The hand of tmt' 
God is upon all them for gqod that 
seek him; but his power annuls wrath 
is against all them that forsake him. ' 

23 So we fasted and besought our 
God for this: and he was intreated of us. 

24 If Then I separated twelve of 
the chief of the priest*, Sherebiah, 
Hashabiah, and ten of their brethren 
with them, 

25 And weighed unto them the sil¬ 
ver, and the gold, and the vessels, even 
the offering of the house of our God 
which the king, and his counsellers, 
and his lords, and all Israel there 
present, had offered: 

26 I even weighed unto their hand 
six hundred and fifty talents of silver,

and silver vessels an hundred talents, 
and of gold an hundred talents; 

27 Also twenty basons of gold, of a 
thousand drams; and two vessels of 
fine copper, precious as gold. 

•28 And 1 said unto them, Ye are 
holy unto the'LoRD; the vessels are 
holy also; and the silver and the gold 
are a freewill offering unto the Lord 
God of your fathers. 

29 Watch ye, and keep them , until 
ye weigh them before the chief of the 
priests and the Levites, and chief of 
the fathers of Israel, at Jerusalem, in 
the chambers of the house of the 
Lord. 

30 So took the priests and the Le¬ 
vites the weight of the silver, and the 
gold, and the vessels, to bring them 
to Jerusalem unto the house of our 
God. 

31 Then we departed from the 
Tiver of Ahava on the twelfth day of 
the first month to go unto Jerusalem: 
and the hand of our God was upon 
us, and he delivered us from the hand 
of the enemy, and of such as lay in 
wait by •‘the way. 

32 And we came to Jerusalem, and 
abode there three days. 

33 IT Now on the fourth day was 
the silver and the gold and the vessels 
weighed in the house of our God by 
the hand of. Meremoth the son of 
Uriah the priest; and with him tvas 
Eleazar tbe son of Phinehas; and 
with them was Jozabad the son of 
Jeshua, and Noadiah the son of Bin- 
nui, Levites; 

34 By number and by weight of 
every one : and all the weight was 
written at that time. 

35 Also the children of those that 
had been carried away. Which were 
come out of the captivity, offered 
burnt’offerings unto the God of Is¬ 
rael, twelve bullocks for all Israel, 
ninety and six rftms, seventy and seven 
lambs, twelve he goats for a sin offer¬ 
ing : all this teas a burnt offering unto 
the Lord. 

36 % And they delivered the king’s 
commissions unto the king’s lieute¬ 
nants, and to the governors- on this 
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IX. Ezra mournetk the people’s sins. 

lide the river: and they furthered the 
people, and the house of God. 

CHAP* IX. 

1 Ezramourneth for the affinity of the people 

with stronger!. 5 He prayeth unto Cod with 

confession of sins. 

Now when these things were done, 
the princes came to me, saying, The 
people of Israel, and the priests, and 
the Levites, have not separated them¬ 
selves # from the people of the lands, 
doing affording to their abominati¬ 
ons, even of the -Canaanites, the Hit- 
tites, the Perizzites, the Jebusites, the 
Ammonites, the Moabites, the Egyp¬ 
tians, and the Amorites. 

2 For they have taken of their daugh¬ 
ters for themselves, and for their sons: 
so that the holy seed have mingled 
themselves with the people of those 
lands: yea, the hand of the princes 
and rulers hath been chief in this 
trespass. 

3 And when I heard this thing, I 
rent my garment and my mantle, and 
plucked off the hair of my head and of 
my beard, and sat down astonied. 

4 Then were assembled unto * me 
every one that trembled at the words 
of the God of Israel, because of the 
transgression of those that had been, 
carried away; and I sat astonied until 
the evening sacrifice*. 

5 IT And at the evening sacrifice I 
arose up from my heaviness; and 
having rent my garment and my man¬ 
tle, I fell upon my knees, and spread 
out my hands unto the Lord my God, 

6 And said, O my God, I am ashamed 
and blush to lift, ifrmy face to thee, 
my God: for our iniquities are in¬ 
creased over our head, and our tres¬ 
pass is grown up unto the heavens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers have 
we been in a great trespass unto this 
day; and for our iniquities have we, 
our kings, and our priests, been deli¬ 
vered into the hand of the kings of the 
lands, to the sword, to captivity, and 
to a spoil, and to* confusion of face, 
as it is this day. 

8 And now for a little space grace 
hath been shewed from the Lord our 
God, to leave us a remnant to escape, 
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and to give us,a nail in his holy place, IVow when Ezra had prayed, and 
that our God may. lighten our eyes, when he had confessed, weeping and 
and give us a little reviving in our casting himself down before the house 
bondage. , * of God, there assembled unto him out 


9 For we were bondmen 5 yet our 
God hath not forsaken us in our bond¬ 
age, but hath extended mercy unto us 
in the sight of the kings of Persia, to 
give us a reviving, to set up the house 
of our God, and to repair the desola¬ 
tions thereof, and to give us s%all in 
Judah and in Jerusalem. V 

10 And now, O our God, what shall 
we say after this ? for we have for¬ 
saken thy commandments, 

11 Which thou hast commanded by 
thy servants the prophets,-saying, The 
land, unto which ye go to possess it, 
is an unclean land with the filthiness 
of the people of the lands, with their 
abominations, which have filled it 
from one end to another-with their 
uncleanness. 

12 Now therefore give nrtt your 
daughters unto their sons, neither take 
their daughters untp your sons, nor 
seek their peace or their wealth for 
ever : that ye may be strong, and eat 
the good of the land, and leave it for 
aq inheritance to your children for ever. 

., 13 And after all that is come upon 
us for our evil deeds, and for our great 
trespass, seeing that thou our God 
hast punished us less than our ini- 
uities deserve, and hast given us such 
eiiverance as thisj 

14 Should we again break thy com¬ 
mandments, and join in affinity with 
the people of, these abominations ? 
wouldest not tbwbe angry with us 
till' thou hadst consumed us, so. that 
there should be no remnant nor es¬ 
caping?. 

15 O Loan God of Israel, thou art 
righteous: for we remain yet escaped, 
as ii ix $bis day: behold, we are be¬ 
fore thee in our trespasses: for we can¬ 
not stand before thee because of this. 

CHAP. X. 

1 SheehaniaH eneourageth Etra to reform the 
strange marriages, fi Ezra mourning astern- 
Oleth. the people.

15 The eore to perform it. 18 The names of 
them which had married strange wives.

people wept very sore. 

-2 And Shecaniah the son of Jehie!, 
one of the sons of Elam, answered and 
said unto Ezra, We have trespassed 
against our God, and have taken 
strange wives of the people of the 
land: yet now there is hope in Israel 
concerning this thing. 

3 Now therefore let Us make a co¬ 
venant with our God to put away all 
the wives, and such #s are bom of 
them, according to th'e counsel of my 
lord, and of those that tremble at the 
commandment of our God; and let it 
be done according to the law. 

4 Arise; for this matter bekmgeth 
unto thee: we also will be with thee : 
be of good courage, and do it. 

5 Then arose Ezra, and made the 
chief priests, the JLevites, and all Is¬ 
rael, to swear that they should do ac¬ 
cording to this word. And thdy sware. 

6 «f[ Then Ezra rose up from before 
the house of God, and went into the 
chamber of Johanan the son of Elia- 
shib: and when he came thither, he 
did eat no bread, nor drink water: for 
he mourned because of the transgres¬ 
sion of them that had been carried 
away. 

7 And they made proclamation 
throughout Judah and Jerusalem un¬ 
to all the children of the captivity, that 
they should gather themselves together 
unto Jerusalem; 

8 And that whosoever would not 
come within three days, according to 
the counsel of the princes and the 
elders, all his substance should be 
forfeited, and himself separated from 
the congregation of those that had 
been carried away. 

i 9*ff Then all the men of Judah and 
Benjamin gathered themselves toge¬ 
ther unto Jerusalem within three days. 
It was the ninth month, and the twen¬ 
tieth day of the month; and all the 
people sat in the street of the house 
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of God, trembling because of this mat¬ 
ter, and for the great rain. 

10 And Ezra the priest stood up, 
and said unto them, Ye have trans¬ 
gressed, and have taken strange wives, 
to increase the trespass of Israel. 

11 Now therefore make confes¬ 
sion unto the Loan God of your 
fathers, and do his pleasure: and 
separate yourselves from the peo¬ 
ple of the land, and from the strange 
wives. 

12 Then all the congregation an¬ 
swered and said with a loud voice. As 
thou hast said, so must we do. 

13 But the people are many, and it 
is a time of much rain, and we are not 
able to stand without, neither is this a 
work of one day or two: for we are 
many that have transgressed, in this 
thing. 

14 Let now our rulers of all the 
congregation stand, and let all them 
which have taken strange wives in our 
cities come at appointed times, and 
with them the elders of every city, 
and tht 1 ’judges thereof, until the fierce 
wrath of our God for this matter be 
turned from us. 

15 If Only Jonathan the son of 
Asahel and Jahaziah the son of Tik- 
vah were employed about this matter : 
and Meshullam and Shabbethai the 
Levite helped them.* 

16 And, the children of the captivi¬ 
ty did so. And Ezra the priest, with 
certain chief of the fathers, after the 
house of their fathers, and all of them 
by their ’names, were separated, and 
sat down in the first day of the tenth 
month to examine the matter. 

17 And they made an end with all 
the men that had taken strange wives 
by the first day of the first month. * 

18 5f And among frhe sons of the 
priests there were found that had 
taken strange wives: namely} of the 
sons of Jeshua the son of Jozadak, 
and his brethren; Maaseiah, and Eli- 
e*er, and Jarib, and Gedaliah. 

19. And they gave their hand» that 
they would put away their wives 5 and 
being guilty, they offered a ram of the 
flock for their trespass. 

539 


20 And -of the sons of Immer; Ha- 
nani, and Zebadiah. 

21 And of the sons of Harim; Ma¬ 
aseiah, and Elijah, and Shemaiah, and 
Jehiel, and Uzziah. 

22 And of the sons of Pashur; Eli-. 
oenai, Maaseiah, Ishmael, Nethaneel, 
Jozabad, and Elasah. 

23 Also of the Levites; Jozabad, 
and Shimei, and Kelaiah, (the same 
is Kelita,) Pethahiah, Judah, and Eli- 
ezer. 

24 Of the singers also; Eliashib: 
and of the porters; Shallum, and Te- 
lem, and Uri. 

25 Moreover of Israel: of the sons 
of Parosh 5 Ramiah, and Jeziah, and 
Malchiah, and Miamin, and Eleazar, 
and Malchijah, and Benaiah. 

26 And of the sons of Elam ; Mat¬ 
taniah, Zechariah,and Jehiel, and Ab- 
di, and Jeremotb, and Eliah. 

27 And of the sons of Zatttt; Eli- 
oenai, Eliashib, Mattahiah, and Jere- 
mnth, and Zabady and Aziza. 

28 Of the sons also of Behai; < Jeho- 
hanatn, Hananiah, Zabbai, and Athlai. 

29 And of the sons of Bani; Me¬ 
shullam, Malluch, and Adaiah, Ja- 
shub, and Sheal, and Ramoth. ■> 

30 And the sons of Pahath-moab j 
Adna, and Chelal, Benaiah, ami Ma¬ 
aseiah, Mattaniah, Bezaleel, and Bin- 
nui, and Manasseh. 

31 And of the sons of Harim; Eli- 
ezer, Ishijah, Malchiah, Shemaiah, 
Shimeon, 

32 Benjamin, Malluch, and She- 

mariah. * 

33 Of the sons of Hashum; Mat- 
tenai, Mattathah, Zabad, Eliphelet, 
Jeremai, Manasseh, and Shimei. 

34 Of the sons of Bani; Maadai, 
Amram, and Uel, 

35 Benaiah, Bedeiah, Chelluh, 

36 Vaniah, Meremoth, Eliashib, 

37 Mattaniah, Mattenai,and Jaasau, 

38 And Bani, and Binnui, Shimei, 

39 And Shelemiah, and Nathan, 
and Adaiah, 

40 Machnadebai, Shashai, Sharai, 

• 41 Azareel, and Shelemiah, She- 
luariah, 

42 Shallum, Amariah, and Joseph. 
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43 Of the sons, of Nebo; Jeiel, 44 AH these had taken strange wives: 
Mattithiah, Zabad, Zebina, Jadau, and some of them had wives by whom 
and Joel, Benaiah. j they had children. 
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CHAP. 1. 

1 Nehemiah, understanding by Hatiani the mise¬ 
ry of Jerusalem, mourneth, fasteth, andpray- 

eth. 5 His prayer. 

Thb words of Nehemiah the son of 
Jfachaliah. And it came to pass in 
the month Chisleu, in the twentieth 
year, as I was in Shushan the palace, 

2 That Hanani, one of my brethren, 
came, he and certain men of Judah; 
and I asked them concerning the 
Jews that had escaped, which were 
left of the captivity, and concerning 
Jerusalem. 

3 And they said unto'me. The rem¬ 
nant that are left of the captivity there 
in the province’ are in great affliction 
and reproach: the trail of Jerusalem 
also is broken down, and the gates 
thereof are burned with fire. 

4 And it came to pass, when I 
heard these words, that I sat down 
Mid wept, and mourned certain days, 
and fasted, and prayed before the God 
of heaven, 

5 And said, I beseech thee, O Lord 
God of heaven, the great and terrible 
God, that keepeth covenant and mer¬ 
cy for them that love him and observe 
his commandments: 

6 Let thine ear now be attentive, 
and thine eyes open, that thou mayest 
hear the prayer of thy servant, which 
I pray before thee now, day and night, 
for the children of Israel thy servants, 
and confess the sins of the children 
of Israel, which we have sinned 
again s' thee : both I and my father’s 
house have sinned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly 
against thee, and have not kept the 
commandments, nor the statutes, nor 
the judgments, which thou command- 
cdst thy servant Moses. 

8 Remember, I beseech thee, the. 
word that thou commandedst thy ser**. 
vant Moses, saying. If ye transgress, 
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I will scatter you abroad among the 
nations: 

i) But if ye turn unto me, and keep 
my commandments, and do them; 
though there were of you cast out 
unto the uttermost part of the heaven, 
yet will I gather them from thence, 
and will bring them unto the place 
that I have chosen to set my name 
there. » 

10 Now these are thy servants and 
thy people, whom thou hast redeemed 
by thy great power, and by thy strong 
hand. 

11 O Loan, 1 beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the prayer of 
thy servant, and to the prayer of thy 
servants, who desire to fear thy name: 
and prosper, I pray thee, thy servant 
this day, and grant him mercy in the 
sight of this man. For 1 was the 
king’s chpbearer. 

CHAP. II. 

1 jlrtaxerxes understanding the cause of Nehr- 
miah’s sadness sendeth him with tetters and 
commission tp Jerusalem. ‘J Nehemiah, to the 
grief of the enemies, eometh ti Jerustdnn. 12 
He vieweth secretly the ruins of the walls. 17 
He inciteth the Jews to build in despite of the 
enemies. 

And it came to pass in the month 
Nisan, in the twentieth year of Arta- 
xerxes the king, that wine t ecus before 
him: and I took up the wine, and 
gave it unto the king. Now I had not 
been beforetime sad in Ids presence. 

2 Wherefore the king said unto me. 
Why is thy countenance sad, seeing 
thou art not sick ? this is nothing else 
but sorrow of heart. Then 1 was 
very sose afraid, 

3 And said unto the king, Let the 
king live for ever: why should not my 
countenance.be sad, when the city, 
the place of my fathers’ sepulchres, 
lieth waste, and the gates thereof are 
consumed with fire ? 

4 Then the king said unto me. For 
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what dost thou make request ? So I. 
prayed to the God of heaven. 

5 And I said unto the king, If it 

{ >leasc the king, and if thy servant 
lave found favour in thy sight, that 
thou wouldest send me unto Judah, 
unto the city of my fathers’ sepul¬ 
chres, that 1 may build it. 

6 And the king said unto me, (the 
queen also sitting by him,) For how 
long shall thy journey be ? and when 
wilt thou return ? So it pleased the 
king to send me; and 1 set him a time. 

7 Moreover 1 said unto the king. If 
it please the king, let letters be given 
me to the governors beyond the river, 
that they may convey me over till I 
come into Judah ; 

8 And a letter unto Asaph the keep¬ 
er of the king’s forest, that he may 
give me timber to make beams for the 
gates of the palace which appertained 
to the house, and for the wall of the 
city, and for the house that I shall 
enter into. And the king granted me, 
according to the good hand of my God 
upon me. 

9 51''Then I came to the governors 
beybnd the river, and gave them the 
king’s letters. Now the king bad 
sent captains of the army and horse¬ 
men with me. 

10 When Sanballat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah the servant, .the Ammon¬ 
ite, heard of it, it grieved them ex¬ 
ceedingly that there was come a man 
to seek the welfare of the children of 
Israel. 

11 So I came to Jerusalem, and was 
there three days. 

12 5f And I arose in the night, I 
and some few men with me; neither 
told 1 any man what my God had put 
in my heart to do at J erusalem : nei¬ 
ther tea# there any beast with me, save 
the beast that I rodq-upon. 

13 And I went out by night by the 
gate of the valley, even before the 
dragon well, and to the dung port, 
and viewed the walls of Jerusalem, 
which were broken down, and the 
gates thereof were consumed with fire. 

14 Then I went on to the gate of the 
fountain, and to the king’s pool: but 
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there was no place for the beast that 
was under me to pass. • 

15 Then went l up in the night by 
the brook, and viewed the wall, and 
turned back, and entered by the gate 
of the valley, and so returned. 

16 And the rulers knew not whither 
I went, or what l did; neither had I 
as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the 
priests, nor to the nobles, nor to the 
rulers, nor to the rest that did the work. 

17 51 Then said I unto them, Ye 
see the distress that we are in, how 
Jerusalem lieth waste, and the gates 
thereof are burned with fire: come, 
and let us build up the wall of Jeru¬ 
salem, that we be no more a reproach. 

18 Then I told them of the hand of 
my God whieh was good upon me; 
as also the king’s words that he had 
spoken unto me. And they said. Let 
us rise up and build. So they strength¬ 
ened their hands for this good work. 

19 Hut when Sanballat the Horon¬ 
ite, and Tobiah the servant, the Am¬ 
monite, and Geshcm the Arabian, 
heard it, they laughed us to scorn, and 
despised us, and said. What is this 
thing that ye do? will ye rebel against 
the king? 

20 Then answered I them, and said 
unto them. The God of heaven, he 
will prosper us; therefore we his ser¬ 
vants will arise and build: but ye have 
no portion, nor right, nor memorial, in 
Jerusalem. 

CHAP. III. 

The names and order of them that builded the 
wall. 

Then .Eliasliib the bight priest rose 
up with his brethren the priests, and 
they builded the sheep gate; they 
sanctified it, and set up the doors of 
it; even unto the tower of Meah they 
sanctified it, unto the tower of Ha- 
naneel. 

2 And next unto him builded the 
men of Jericho. And next to them 
builded Zaccur the son of Ifnri. „ 

3 But the fish gate did the sons of 
Hassenaah build, who also laid the 
beams thereof, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the 
bars thereof. 
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4 And next unto them repaired Me- 
remqth the son of Urijah, the eon of 
Koz. And next unto them repaired 
Meshu]lam the son of Berecluan, the 
$pn of Meshezabeel. And next unto 
them repaired Zadok the son of Baana. 

5 And next unto them the Tekoites 
repaired; but their nobles put not 
their necks to the wprk of their Lord. 

6 Moreover the old gate repaired 
Jehoiada the son of Paseah, and Me- 
sfiulkm the son of Besodeiah; they 
laid the beams thereof, and set up the 
doors thereof, and the locks thereof, 
and the bars thereof. 

7 And next unto them repaired Me- 
latiali the Gibeonite, and Jadon the 
Meronothite, the men of Gibeon, and 
of Mizpah, unto the throne of the 
governor on this side the river. 

8 Next unto him repaired Uzziel 
the son of Harhaiah, of the gold¬ 
smiths. Next unto him also repaired 
Hananiali the son of one of the apo¬ 
thecaries, and they fortified Jerusalem 
unto the broad walL^. 

9 And next unto them repaired Re- 
phaiah the son of Hur, the ruler of 
the half part of Jerusalem. 

10 And next unto them repaired 
Jgdaiah the son of Harumaph, even 
over against his house. And next 
unto him repaired Hat tush theaon of 
Hashabniah. 

11 Malchijah the son of Harim, 
and Hashub the son of Pahath-moab, 
repaired the other piece, and the tow¬ 
er of the furnaces. 

12 And next unto him repaired 
Shallum the son of Halohesh, the 
ruler of the half part of Jerusalem, he 
and his daughters. 

IS The valley gate repaired Hanun, 
and the inhabitants of Zanoah ; they 
built it, and set up the doors thereof, 
the locks thereof, and the bars there¬ 
of, and a thousand cubits on the wall 
unto the dung gate. 

14 But the dung gate repaired Mal- 
chiah the son of Rechab, the ruler of 
part of Beth-haccerem; he built it, 
and set up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof. 

15 But the gate of the fountain re- 
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paired ShaUum the son of Col-hozehj 
the ruler , of part of Mizpah; he built 
it, and covered it, and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the bars 
thereof, and the wall of the pool of 
Siloab by the king’s garden, and unto 
the stairs that go down from the city 
of David. 

1 (> After him repaired Nehemiah 
the son of Azbuk, the ruler of the 
half part of Beth-zur, unto the plan- 
over against the sepulchres of David, 
and to the pool that was made, and 
unto the house of the mighty. 

17 And after him repaired the Le- 
vites, Rehum the son of Bani. Next 
unto him repaired Hashabiah, the 
ruler of the half part V>f Keilah, in 
his part. 

18 After him repaired their bre¬ 
thren, Bavai the son of Henadad, the 
ruler of the half part of Keilah. 

19 And next to him repaired Ezer 
the son of Jeshua, the ruler of Miz¬ 
pah, another piece over against the 
going up to the armoury at the turn¬ 
ing of the wall. 

20 After him Baruch the Son. of 
Zabbai earnestly repaired the other 
piece, from the turnihg rf the wall 
unto the door of the house of Eliashib 
the high priest. 

21 After him repaired Meremoth 
the son of Urijah the son of Koz 
another piece, from the door of the 
house of Eliashib even to the end of 
the house of Eliashib. 

22 And after him repaired the priests, 
the men of the plain. 

23 After him repaired Bcnjaminand 
Hashub over against their house. 
After him repaired Azariah the son 
of Maaseiah the son of Ananiali by 
his house. 

24 After him repaired Binnui the 
son of Henadad-^mother piece, from 
the house of Azariah unto the turning 
of the wail, even unto the corner. 

25 Palal the son of Uzai, over 
against the turning of the wall, and 
the tower which lieth out from the 
king’s high house, that was by the 
court of the prison. After him Pe- 
. daiah the son of Parosh. 



The. enemies scoffing. CHAP. IV. Nehemiah appointetli a watch. 


26 Moreover the Nethinims dwelt 
in Ophel, unto the place over against 
the water gate toward the cast, and 
the tower that lieth out. 

27 After thefn the Tekoites repair¬ 
ed another pieee, over against the great 
tower that lieth out, even unto the 
wall of Ophel. 

28 From above the horse gate re¬ 
paired the priests, every one over 
against his house. 

29 After them repaired Zadok the 
son of lmmer over against his house. 
After him repaired also Shemaiah the 
son of Shechaniah, the keeper of the 
cast gate. 

30 After hinj repaired Hananiah the 
son of Shelemiah, and Hanun the 
sixth son of Zalaph, another pieee. 
After him repaired Meshullam the 
son of Bercchiah over against his 
chamber. 

31 After him repaired Malchiah the 
goldsmith’s son unto the place of the 
Nethinims, and of the merchants, over 
against the gate Miphkad, and to the 
going up of the corner. 

32 iCnd between the going up of the 
corner unto the sheep gate repaired 
the goldsmiths and the merchants. 

CHAP. IV. 

1 ffOiile thee.armies scoff. Nehcmiuhprayeth tend 
continucth the work. 7 Understanding the 
wrath and secrets of the enemy, he setteth a 
watch. 1 .$•//<• urmcth the Icthourers, 10 and 
giveth military precc/tls. 

But it came to pass, that when San- 
baUat heard that we builded the wall, 
he was w$oth, and took great indig¬ 
nation,'And mocked the Jews. 

2 And he spake before his brethren 
add the army of Samaria, and said. 
What do these feeble Jews? will they 
fortify themselves ? will they sacri¬ 
fice ? will they make an end in a day ? 
will they revive the stones out of the 
heaps of the rubbish Vhich are burned ? 

3 Now Tobiah the Ammonite was 
by him, and he said, Even that which 
they build, if a fox go up, he shall 
even break down their stone wall. 

4 Hear, O our God;< for we are 
despised: and turn their reproach up¬ 
on their own head, and give them for 
a prey in the land of captivity: 
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5 And cover not their iniquity, and 
et not their sin be blotted out from 
before thee: for they have provoked 
thee to anger before the builders. 

6 So built wc the wall; and all the 
wall was joined together unto the half 
thereof: for the people had a mind 
to work. 

7 1j But it came to pass, that when 
Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the Ara¬ 
bians, and the Ammonites, and the 
A shdddites, heard that the walls of 
Jerusalem were made up, and that the 
breaches began to be stopped, then 
they were very wroth, 

8 And conspired all of them together 
to come and to fight against Jerusa¬ 
lem, and to hinder it. 

9 Nevertheless we made our pray¬ 
er unto our God, and set a watch 
against them day and night, because 
of them. 

10 And Judah said, The strength of 
the bearers of burdens is decayed, and 
there is much rubbish; so that we are 
not able to build the wall. 

11 And our adversaries said, They 
shall not know, neither see, till we 
come in the midst among them, and 
slay them, and cause the work to cease. 

12 And it came to pass, that when 

the Jews which dwelt by them came, 
they said unto us ten times. From all 
places whence ye shall return unto us 
they- will be upon you. 9 

13 If Therefore set I in the lower 
places behind the wall, and on the 
higher places, I even set the people 
after their families with their swords, 
their spears, and their bows. 

14 And I looked, and rose up, and 

said unto the nobles, and to the rulers, 
and to the rest of the people, Be not 
ye afraid of them : remember the 
Lor vt, which is great and terrible, and 
fight for your brethren, your sons, 
and your daughters, your wives, and 
your houses. iV 

15 And it came to pass, when out 
enemies heard that it was known unto 
us, and God had brought their coun¬ 
sel to nought, that we returned all of 
us to the wall, every one unto his work. 

16 And it came to pass from that 
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time forth, that the half of my servants 
wrought ia the work, and the other 
half of them held both the spears, the 
shields, and the bows, and the haber¬ 
geons ; and the rulers were behind all 
the house of Judah.' 

1 7 They which builded on the wall, 
and they that bare burdens, with those 
that laded, every one with one of his 
hands wrought in the work, and with 
the other hand held a weapon. 

18 For th£ builders, every owe had 
his sword girded by his side, and so 
builded. And he that sounded the 
trumpet was by me. 

19 And I said unto the nobles, 
and to the rulers, and to the rest of 
the people, The work is great and 
large, and we are separated upon the 
wall, one far from another. 

20 In what place therefore ye hear 
the sound of the trumpet, resort ye 
thither unto us : our God shall fight 
for us. 

*21 So we laboured in the work: and 
half of them held the spears from the 
rising of the morning till the stars ap¬ 
peared. 

22 Likewise at the same time said 1 
unto the people. Let every one with his 
servant lodge within Jerusalem, that 
in the night they may be a guard to 
us, and labour on the day. 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, 
not my servants, nor the men of the 
guard which followed me, none of us 
put off our clothes, saving that every 
one put them off for washing. 

CHAP. V. 

1 The Jews complain of their debt, mortgag c, and 
bondage. 6 Nehemiah rebuketh the usurers, 
and causeth them to make a covenant of resti¬ 
tution. 14 He forbeareth his own allowance, 
and keepeth hospitality. 

And there was a great cry of the 
people and of their wives against their 
brethren the Jews. 

2 For there were that said. We, our 
sons, and our daughters, are many: 
therefore we take up corn far them , 
that we may eat, and live. 

3 Some also there were that said, 
We have mortgaged our lands, vine¬ 
yards, and houses, that we might buy 
corn, because of the dearth. 
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4 There were also that said. We 
have borrowed money for the king’s 
tribute, and that upon our lands and 
vineyards. 

5 Yet now our fleslf is'as the flesh 
of bur brethren, our children as their 
children: and, lo, we bring into bond¬ 
age our sons and our daughters to be 
servants, and some of our daughters 
are brought unto bondage already: 
neither is it in our power to fedeem 
them ; for other men have our lands 
and vineyards. 

6 And I was very angry when 1 
heard their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, 
and 1 rebuked the newbies, and the 
rulers, and said unto them, Ye exact 
usury, every one of his brother. 
And I set a great assembly against 
them. 

8 And 1 said unto them. We after 
our ability have redeemed our brethren 
the J ews, which were sold u nto the hea¬ 
then ; and will ye even sell your bre¬ 
thren ? or shall they be sold unto us? 
Then held they their peace, aruH'ound 
nothing to answer. 

9 Also I said. It is not good that ye 
do : ought ye not to walk in the fear 
of our God because of the reproaeh 
of the heathen our enemies ? 

10 I likewise, and my brethren, and 

my servants, might exact of them mo¬ 
ney and corn : 1 pray you, let us leave 
off this usury. * 

11 Restore, I pray you, to them, 
even this day, their lands, their vine¬ 
yards, their oliveyards, and their hous¬ 
es, also the hundredth part of the 
money, and of the corn, the wine, and 
the oil, that ye exact of them. 

12 Then said they, We will restore 
them, and will require^ nothing of 
them; so will we do as thou sayest. 
Then I called the priests, and took an 
oath of theip, that they^ should do ac¬ 
cording to this promise. 

13 Also I shook my lap, and said. 
So God shake out every man from his 
house, and from his labour, that per- 
formeth not this promise, even thus be 
he shaken out, and emptied. And all 
the congregation said. Amen, and 
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praised the Lord. And the people 
did according to this promise. 

14 %, Moreover from the time that 
X wrs appointed to be their governor 
in the land of Judah, from the twen¬ 
tieth year even unto the two and thir¬ 
tieth year of Artaxerxes the king, that 
is, twelve years, I and my brethren have 
not eaten the bread of the governor. 

15 But the former governors that 
had been before me were chargeable 
unto the people, and had taken of 
them bread and wine, beside forty 
shekels.of silver; yea,.even their ser¬ 
vants bare rule over the people: but 
so did not I, because of the fear of God. 

16 Yea, alsol continued in the work 
of this wall, fieithor bought we any 
land: and all my servants were ga¬ 
thered thither unto the work. 

1 7 Moreover there were at my' table 
an hundred and fifty of the Jews and 
rulers, beside those that came unto 
us from among the heathen that are 
about us. 

18 Now that which was prepared 
for me daily was one ox and six choice 
sheep * also fowls were prepared for 
me, and once in. ten days store of all 
sorts of wine: yet for all this required 
not I the bread of the governor, be¬ 
cause the bondage was heavy upon this 
people. 

iy Think upon me, my God, for 
good, according to all that! have done 
for this people. 

CHAP. VI. 

1 Sanballat practiseth by craft, by rumours, by 
hired prophecies, to terrify AJehemiah. 15 
The work is finished to the terror of the ene¬ 
mies. 17 Secret intellig ence passe th between 
the enemies and the nobles of Judah. 

Now it came to pass, when Sanbal- 
lat, and Tobiah, and Geshem the Ara¬ 
bian, and the rest of our enemies, 
heard that 1 had buhded the wall, and 
that there was no breach left- therein; 
(though at that time 1 had r*>t set up 
the doors upon the gates;) 

2 That Sanballat and Geshem sent 
unto me, saying. Come, let us meet 
together in some one of the villages in 
the plain of Ono. But they thomrht 
to do me mischief. 
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3 And I sent messengers unto them,, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so 
that 1 cannot come down: why should' 
the work cease, whilst I leave it, and 
come down to you ? 

4 Yet they sent unto me four times 
after this sort; and I answered them 
after the same manner. 

5 Then sent Sanballat his servant 
unto me in like manner the fifth time 
with an open letter in his hand; 

6 Wherein was written. It is report¬ 
ed among the heathen, and Gaslimu 
saith it, that thou and the Jews think 
to rebel: for which cause thou build- 
est the wall, that thou mayest be their 
king, according to these words. 

7 And thou hast also appointed pro¬ 
phets to pleach of thee at Jerusalem 
saying. There is a king in Judah: and 
now shall it be reported to the king 
according to these words. Come 
now therefore, and let us take counsel 
together. 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying. 
There are no such things done as thou 
sayest, but thou feignest them out of 
thine own heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, say¬ 
ing, Their hands shall be weakened 
from the work, that it Be not done. 
Now therefore, O God, strengthen 
my hands. 

1 0 Afterward I came unto the house 
of Shemaiah the son of Delaiah the 
son of Mehetabeel, who was shut up; 
and he said, Let us meet together in 
the house of God, within the temple, 
and let us shut the doors of the tem¬ 
ple : for they will come to slay thee; 
yea, in the night will they come to slay 
thee. 

11 And I said. Should such a man 
as I flee P and who is there, that, being 
as I am, would go into the temple to 
save his life ? I will not go in. 

12 And, lo, 1 perceived that God 
had not sent him; but that he pro¬ 
nounced this prophecy against me : 
for Tobiah and Sanballat had hired 
him. 

13 Therefore was he hired, that I 
should be afraid, mid do so, and sin, 
and that they might have matter for 
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an evil report, that they might re¬ 
proach me. if*, , ■ . r 

14 My God,, think thou upon To¬ 
biah ana Sanb&llat according to these 
their works, and on the prophetess 
Noadiah, and the rest of the prophets, 
that would have put me in fear. 

15 ^ So the wall was finished in the 
twenty and fifth day of the month Elul, 
in fifty and two days. 

16 And it caine to pass, that when 
all our enemies heard thereof, and all 
the heathen that were about us saw 
these things, they were much cast 
down in their own eyes: for they‘per¬ 
ceived that this work was wrought of 
our God. 

17 IF Moreover in those days the 
nobles of Judah sent many letters 
unto Tobiah, and the letters of Tobiah 
came unto them. 

18 For there were many in Judah 
sworn unto him, because he was the 
son in law of Sliecaniah the son of 
Arab; and his son Johanan had taken 
the daughter of Meshullam the son of 
Berechiah. 

19. Also they reported his good 
deeds before me, and uttered my # 
words to him. And Tobiah sent let-* 
ters to put me in fear. 

CHAP. VII. 

1 Nehcmiah commitieth the charge of Jerusalem 
to Hanani and Hananiah. 5 A register of the 
genealogy of them which came at the first out 
of Babylon, 8 of the people, 89 of the priests, 
43 of the JLevites, 46 of the Nethinims, 57 of 
Solomon's servants, 63 and of the priests 
which could not find their pedigree. 66 The 
whnli number of them, with their substance. 
70 Their oblations. 

Now it came to pass, when the wall 
was built, and 1 had set up the doors, 
and the porters and the singers and the 
Levites were appointed, 

2 That I gave my brother Hanani, 
and Hananiah the ruler of the palace, 
charge over Jerusalem: for he was a 
faithful m uy and feared God above 
many.’ 

S And 1 said unto them. Let not 
the gates of Jerusalem be opened 
until the son be hot; and while they 
stand by, let them shut the doors, and 
bar them,.: and appoint watches of the 
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inhabitants of Jerusalem, every one In 
his watch, and revery one to be over 
against his house. 

4 Now the city was large and great ; 
but the people were few therein, and 
the houses were not builded. 

5-f And my God put into mine 
heart to gather together the nobles, and 
the rulers, and the people, that they 
might be reckoned by genealogy. 
And I found a register of the gene¬ 
alogy of. them which came up at the 
first, and found written therein, 

6 These are the children of the pro¬ 
vince, that went up out of the capti¬ 
vity, of those that had been carried 
away, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king 
of Babylon had carried away, and 
came again to Jerusalem and to Judah, 
every one unto his city ; 

7 Who came with Zerubbabel, Je- 
shua, Nehemiah, Azariah, Kaamiah, 
Nahamani, Mordecai, Bilshan, Mis- 
pereth, Bigvai, Nehum, Baanah. The 
number, I say , of the men of the 
people of Israel was this ; 

8 The children of Parosh, two thou¬ 
sand an hundred seventy and tfro. 

9 The children of Shephatiah, three 
hundred seventy and two. 

10 The children of Arab, six hun¬ 
dred fifty and two. 

11 The children of Pahath-moab, 
of the children of Jeshua and Joab, 
two thousand and'eight hundred and 
eighteen. 

12 The children of Elam, a thousand 
two hundred fifty and four. 

13 The children of Zattu, eight hun¬ 
dred forty and five. 

14 The children of Zaccai, seven 
hundred and threescore.- 

15 The children of Binnui, six hun¬ 
dred forty and eight. 

16 The children of Bebai, six hun¬ 
dred twenty and eight. 

1 7 The children of Azgad, two thou¬ 
sand three hundred twenty and two.

40 TThe Nethinims: the children

59 The children of Shephatiah, the 
children of Hattil, the children of 
Pochereth of Zebaim, the children 
of Amon. 

60 All the Nethinims, and the child¬ 
ren of Solomon’s servants, were three 
hundred ninety and two. 

61 And these were they which went 
up also from Tel-melah, Tel-haresha, 
Cherub, Addon, and Immer: but they 
could not shew their father’s house, 
nor their seed, whether they were of 
Israel. 
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62 The children of Delaiah, the. 
children of Tobiah, the chfldren' of 
Nekoda, six hundred forty and two. 

63 if And of the priests : the child¬ 
ren of Habaiah, the children of Koz, 
the children of BarziHtd, which took 
one of the daughters of Barzillai the 
Gileadite to wife, and was called 
after their name. 

64 These sought their register among 
those that were reckoned by gene¬ 
alogy, but it was not found: therefore 
were they, as polluted, put from the 
priesthood. 

65'And the Tirshatha idtd unto 
them, that they should not "eat of the 
most holy things, till there stood up a 
priest'with Urim and Thummim. 

66 if The whole congregation to¬ 
gether was forty and two thousand 
three hundred and threescore, 

67 Beside their manservants and 
their maidservants, of whom there 
were seven tnousand three hundred 
thirty and seven: and they had two 
hundred forty and five singing men 
and singing women. 

68 Their horses, seven hundred thir¬ 
ty and six: their mules, two hundred 
forty and five: 

69 Their camels,-fourhundred thirty 
and five: six thousand seven hundred 
and twenty asses. 

70 if And some of the .chief of the 
fathers gave unto the work. The Tir¬ 
shatha gave to the treasure a thousand 
drams of gold, fifty basons, five hun¬ 
dred and thirty priests* garments, 

71 And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave to the treasures of the 
work twenty thousand drams of gold, 
and two thousand and two hundred 
pound of silver. 

72 And that which the rest of the 
people gave teas twenty thousand 
drams of gold, and two thousand 
pounu df silver, and threescore and 
seven priests' garments. 

73 So the priests, and the Levites, 
and the posters, and the singers, and 
some of the people, and the Nethinims, 
and all Israel, dwelt in their cities ; 
and when the seventh month came, the 
Children of Israel were in their cities.

1 The religious manner of readingand hearing 

the law. 9 They comfort the people. • 13 The 

forwardness of than* to hear and be instructed. 

16 They keep the feast of tabernacles. 

And all the people gathered them¬ 
selves together as one' man into the 
street that was before the water gate; 
and they spake unto Ezra the scribe 
to bring the book of the law of Mo¬ 
ses, which the Lord had Commanded 
to Israel. 

2 And Ezra the priest brought the 
law before the congregation both of 
men and women, and all that could 
hear with understanding, upon the 
first day of the seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the 
street that was before the water gate 
from the nporning until midday, before 
the men and the women, and those 
that could understand; and the ears 
of all the people were attentive unto 
the book of the law. 

4 And Ezra the scribe stood upon a 
pulpit of wood, which they had made 
for the purpose; and beside him stood 
Mattithiah, and Shema, and Anaiah, 
and Urijah, and Hilkiah, and Maase- 
iah, on his right hand; and on his left 
hand, Pedaiah, and Mishael, and Mal- 
chiah, and Hash urn, and Hashhadana, 
Zechaxiah, and Meshullam. 

5 And Ezra opened the hook in the 
Sight of all the people ; .(for he was 
above all the people;) and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up: 

6 And Ezra blessed the Lord, the 
great God. And all the people an¬ 
swered Amen, Amen, with lifting up 
their hands: and they bowed their 
heads, and worshipped the Lord with 
their faces to the ground. 

7 Also Jeshua, and Bani, and Shere- 
biah, Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, Ho- 
dijah, M aaseiah, -K'elita, Azariah, Joza- 
bad, Hanan, Pelaiah, and the Levites 
caused the people to understand the 
law: and the people Stood in theirjplace. 

8 So they read in the book in the 
law of God distinctly, and gave the 
sense, and caused them to understand 
the reading. 

9 if And Nehemiah, which is the 
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Tirsfiatha, and Ezra Che priest the 
scribe, and the Levites that taught the 
people, said unto all the people. This 
day is holy unto the Loan your God; 
mourn not, nor weep. For all the 
people wept, when they heard the 
words of the law. 

10 Then he said unto them, Qo 
your way, eat the fat, and drink the 
sweet, and send portions unto them 
for, whom nothing is prepared: .for 
this day is holy unto our. Lord : nei¬ 
ther be ye sorry; for the joy of the 
Lord is your strepgth. 

11 So the Levites stilled all the peo¬ 
ple, saying, Hold your peace, for the 
day is holy; neither be ye grieved. 

12 And alb the people went their 
way to eat, and to drink, and to send 
portions, and to make great mirth, be¬ 
cause they had understood the words 
that were declared unto them. 

13 If And on the second day were 
gathered together the chief of the fa¬ 
thers of all the people, the priests, and 
the Levites, unto Ezra the scribe, even 
to understand the words of the law. 

14 «And they found written in the 
law which the Lord had commanded 
by Moses, that the children of Israel 
should dwell in booths in the feast of 
the seventh month: 

15 And that they should publish and 
proclaim in all their citie 4 s, and in Jeru¬ 
salem, saying, Goforth unto the mount, 
and fetch olive branches, and pine 
branches, and myrtle branches, and 
palm branches, and branches of thick 
trees, to make booths, as it is written. 

16 If So the people went forth, and 
brought' them , and made themselves 
booths, every one upon the roof of his 
house, and in their courts, and in the 
courts of the house of God, and in the 
street of the water gate, and in the 
street of the gate §f .Ephraim. 

17 And all the congregation of them 
that were come again out of the cap¬ 
tivity made booths, and sat "under the 
booths: for since the days of Jeshua 
the son of Nun unto that day had not 
the children of Israel done so. And 
there was very great gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first 
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fey unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of God. And they 
kept the feast seven days; and on the 
eighth day was a solemn assembly, 
according unto the manner. 

CHAP. IX. 

1 A solemn fait, and repentance of the people, 

4 The Levites make a religious confession of 

God's goodness, and their wickedness. 

Now in the twenty and fourth day of 
this month the children of Israel were 
assembled with fasting, and with sack- 
clothes, and earth upon them. 

2 And the seed of Israel separated 
themselves from all strangers, and 
stood and confessed their sins, and 
the iniquities of their fathers. 

. 3 And they stood up in their place, 
and read in the book of the law of the 
Lord their God one fourth part of 
the day; and another fourth part they 
confessed, and worshipped the Lord 
their God. 

4 If Then stood up upon the stairs, 
of the Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, Kad- 
miel, Shcbaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, 
Bani, and Chenani, and cried with a 
loud voice unto the Lord their God. 

5 Then the Levites, Jeshua, and 
Kadmiel, Bani, Hashabniah, Sherebi¬ 
ah, Hodijah, Shebaniah, and Pethahi- 
ah said, Stand up and bless the Lord 
your God for ever and ever: and bles¬ 
sed be thy glorious name, which is 
exalted above all blessing and praise. 

6 Thou, even thou, art Lord alone; 
thou hast made heaven, the heaven of 
heavens, with all their host, the earth, 
and all things that are therein, the seas, 
and all that is therein, and thou pre- 
servest them all; and the host of hea¬ 
ven worshippeth thee. 

7 Thou art the Lord the God, who 
didst choose Abram, and broughtest 
him forth out of Ur of the Chaldees, 
and gavest him the name of Abraham; 

8 And foundest his heart faithful be¬ 
fore thee, and madest a covenant with 
him to give the land of the Canaanites, 
the' Hittites, the Amorites, and the 
Perizzites, and the Jebusites, and the 
Girgashites, to give it, I say , to his 
seed, and hast, performed thy words; 
for thou art righteous: 
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9 And didst -see the affliction of our 
fathers in Egypt, and heardest their 
cry by the Red sea; 

10 And shewedst signs and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all the people of his land: for 
thou knewest that they dealt proudly 
against them. So didst thou get thee 
a name, as it is this day. 

11 And thou didst divide the sea 
before them, so that they went through 
the midst of the sea on the dry land; 
and their persecutors thou threwest 
into the deeps, as a stone into the 
mighty waters. 

12 Moreover thou leddest them in 
the day by a cloudy pillar; and in the 
night by a pillar of fire, to give them 
light in the way wherein they should go. 

13 Thou earnest down also upon 
mount Sinai, and spakest with them 
from heaven, and gavest them right 
judgments, and true laws, good sta¬ 
tutes and commandments: 

14 And madest known unto them 
the holy sabbath, and commandedst 
them precepts, statutes, and laws, by 
the hand of Moses thy servant: 

15 And gavest them bread from hea¬ 
ven for their hunger, and broughtest 
forth water for them out of .the rock for 
their thirst, and promisedst them that 
they should go in to possess the land 
which thou hadst sworn to give them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, and 
hearkened not to thy commandments, 

17 And refused to obey, neither 
were mindful of thy wonders that thou 
didst among them; but hardened their 
necks, and in their rebellion appointed 
a captain to return to their bondage: 
but thou art a God ready to pardon, 
gracious and merciful, slow to anger, 
and of great kindness, and forsookest 
them not. 

18 Yea, when they had made them a 
molten call, and said. This is thy God 
that brought thee up out of Egypt, 
and had wrought great provocations; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mercies 
forsookest them not in the wilderness: 
the pillar of the cloud departed not 
from them by day, to lead them in the 
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way; neither the pillar of fire by 
night, to shew them light, and the way 
wherein they should go. 

20 Thou gavest also thy good spirit 
to instruct them, and withheldest not 
thy manna from their mouth, and 
gavest them water for their thirst. 

.21 Yea, forty years didst thou sus¬ 
tain them in the wilderness, so that they 
lacked nothing; their clothes waxed 
not old, and their feet swelled not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them king¬ 
doms and nations, and didst divide 
them into comers a so they possessed 
the land of Sihon, and the land of the 
king of Heshbon, and the land of Og 
king of Bashan. 

23 Their children also multiplied^ 
thou as the stars of heaven, and 
broughtest them into the land, con¬ 
cerning which thou hadst promised to 
their fathers, that they should go in to 
possess it. 

24 So the children went in and pos¬ 
sessed the land, and thou subduedst 
before them the inhabitants of the 
land, the Canaanites, and gavest them 
into their hands, with their kings, and 
the people of the land, that they might 
do with them as they would. 

25 And they took strong cities, and 
a fat land, and possessed houses full 
of all goods, wells digged, vineyards, 
and oliveyards, and fruit trees in abun¬ 
dance: so they did eat, and were fil¬ 
led, and became fat, and delighted 
themselves in thy great goodness. 

26 Nevertheless they were disobe¬ 
dient, and rebelled against thee, and 
cast thy law behind their backs, and 
slew thy prophets which ’ testified 
against them to turn them to thee, and 
they wrought great provocations. 

27 Therefore thou deliveredst them 
into the hand of their etieraies, who 
vexed them : and in th£ time of their 
trouble,whdn they cried unto thee, thou 
heardest them from heaven; and ac¬ 
cording to thy manifold mercies thou 
gavest them saviours, who saved them 
out of the hand of their enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, they did 
evil again'before thee: therefore leftest 
thou them in the hand of their enemies. 
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so that they had the dominion over 
them: yet when they returned, and cried 
unto thee, thou heardest them from 
• heaven; and many times didst thou 
deliver them according to thy mercies; 

29 And testifiedst against them, that 
thou mightest bring them again unto 
thy law: yet they dealt proudly, and 
hearkened not unto thy command¬ 
ments, but sinned against thy judg¬ 
ments, (which if a man do, he shall 
live in them ;) and withdrew the 
shoulder, and hardened their neck, 
and would not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou for¬ 
bear them, and testifiedst against them 
by thy spirit in thy prophets: yet 
would they dot give ear: therefore 
gavest thou them into the hand of the 
people of the lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mer¬ 
cies' sake thou didst not utterly con¬ 
sume them, nor forsake them *, for thou 
art a gracious and merciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the 

great, the mighty, and the terrible God, 
who keepest covenant and mercy, let 
not all the trouble seem little before 
thee, that hath come upon us, on our 
kings, on our princes, and on our 
priests, and on our prophets, and on 
our fathers, and on all thy people, 
since the time of the kings of Assyria 
unto this day. » 

33 Howbeit thoa aft just in all that 
is brought upon us; for thou hast done 
right, but we have done wickedly -* 

84 Neither have our kings, our prin¬ 
ces, our priests, nor our fathers, kept 
thy law, nor hearkened unto thy com¬ 
mandments and thy testimonies, where¬ 
with thou didst testify against them. 

35 For they have not served thee in 

their kingdom, and in thy great good¬ 
ness that thoU gavest them, and in pie. 
large and fat land (which thou gavest 
before them, neither turned they from 
their wieked works. » 

36 Behold, wc are servants this day, 
and/or the land that thou glNsst unto 
our fathers to eat the fruit thereof and 
the good thereof, behold, we are ser¬ 
vants in it: 

37 And it yieldeth much increase 
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unto the kings whom thou hast set 
over us because of our sins: also they 
have dominion over our bodies, and 
over our cattle, at their pleasure, and 
we are in great distress. 

38 And because of all this we make 
a sure covenant, and write it ; and our 
princes, Levites, and priests, seal 
unto it.

16 Adonijah, Bigvai, Adin, 

17 Ater, Hizkijah, Azzur, 

18 Hodijah, Hashum, Bezai, 

19 Hariph, Anathoth, Nebai, 

20 Magpiash, Meshullam, Hezir, 

21 Meshezabeel, Zadok, Jaddua, 

22 Pelatiah, Hanan, Anaiah, 

23 Hoshea, Hananiah. Hashub, 

24 Hallohesh, Pileha, Shobek, 

25 Rehum, Hashabnah, Maaseiah, 

26 And Ahijah, Hanan, Anan, 

27 Malluch, Harim, Kaanah. 

28 % And the rest of the people, the 
priests, the Levites, the porters, the 
singers, the Nethinirils, and all they 
that had separated themselves from the 
people of the lands unto the law of 
God, their wives, their sons, and their 
daughters, every one having know¬ 
ledge, and having understanding; 
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29 They clave to their brethren, their 
nobles, and entered into a curse, and 
into an oath, to walk in God’s law, 
which was given by Moses the servant 
of God, and to observe and do all the 
commandments of the Lord our Lord, 
and his judgments and his statutes; 

SO And that we would not give our 
daughters unto the people of the land, 
nor take their daughters for our sons: 

31 And if the people of the land 
bring ware or any victuals on the sab¬ 
bath day to sell, that we would not 
buy it of them on the sabbath, or on 
the holy day: and that we would leave 
the seventh year, and the exaction of 
every debt. 

32 Also we made ordinances for us, 
to charge ourselves yearly with the 
third part of a shekel for the service of 
the house of our God j 

33 For the shewbread, and for the 
continual meat offering, and for the 
continual burnt offering, of the sab¬ 
baths, of the new moons, for the set 
feasts, and for the holy things , and for 
the sin offerings to make an atonement 
for Israel, and/or all the work of the 
house of our God. 

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Levites, and the people, 
for the wood offering, to bring it into 
the house of our God, after the houses 
of our fathers, at times appointed 
year by year, to burn upon the altar 
of the Lord our God, as if is written 
in the law: 

35 And to bring the firstfruits of our 
ground, and the firstfruits of all fruit 
of all trees, year by year, unto the 
house of the Lord:- 

36 Also the firstborn of our sons, and 
of our cattle, as if is written in the law, 
and the firstlings of our herds and of 
our flocks, to bring to the house of our 
God, unto the priests that minister in 
the house of our God: 

37 And that we should bring the 
firstfruits of our’dough, and our offer¬ 
ings, and the fruit of all manner of 
trees, of wine'and of oil, unto the 
priests, to the chambers of the house 
of our God; and the tithes of our 
ground unto the Levites, that the same 
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Levites might have the tithes in all the 
cities of our tillage. 

38 And the priest the son of Aaron 
shall be with the Levites, when the 
Levites take tithes: and the Levites 
shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto the house of our God, to the 
chambers, into the treasure house. 

39 For the children of Israel and the 
children of Levi shall bring the offer¬ 
ing of the corn, of the new wine, and 
the oil, unto the chambers, where are 
the vessels of the sanctuary, and the 
priests that minister, and the porters, 
and the singers: and we will not for¬ 
sake the house of our God. 

CHAP. Xk 

1 The rulers, voluntary men, and the tenth M&n 

chosen by lot, dwelt in Jerusalem. 3 A cata¬ 
logue of their names. 20 The residue dwell in 

other cities. 

And the rulers of the people dwelt at 
Jerusalem: the rest of the people also 
cast lots, to bring one of ten to dwell 
in Jerusalem the holy city, and nine 
parts to dwell in other cities. 

2 And the people blessed all the 
men, that willingly offered themSelves 
to dwell at Jerusalem. 

8 5F Now these are the chief of the 
province that dwelt in Jerusalem: but 
in the cities of Judah dwelt every one 
in his possession in their cities, to wit, 
Israel, the priests, and. the Levites, 
and th,e Netlunims; and the children 
of Solomon’s servants. 

4 And at Jerusalem dwelt certain of 
the children of Judah, and of the child¬ 
ren of Benjamin. Of the children of 
Judah; Athaiah the son of Uzziah, the 
son of Zechariab, the son of Amariah, 
the son of Shephatiah, the son of Ma- 
halaleel, of the children of Perez; 

5 And Maaseiah the son of Baruch, 
the son of Col-hozeh, the rfbn of Hazai- 
ah, the son of Adaialthe son of J oiarib, 
the son of Zechari^h, the son of Shiloni. 

6 All tke sons of Perez that dwelt 
at Jerusalem were four hundred three¬ 
score and^elght valiant men. 

7 And these are the sons, of Benja¬ 
min; Sallu the son of Meshullam, the 
son of Joed, the son of Pedaiah, the 
son of Koiaiah, the son of Maaseiah, 
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the son of Ithiel, the son of Jesalah. 

8 And after him Gabbai, SaUai, nine 
hundred twenty and eight. 

9 And Joel the son of Zichri was 
their overseer: and Judah the son of 
Senuah was second over the city. 

10 Of the priests: Jedaiah the son 
of Joiarib, Jachin. 

11 Serai ah the son of Hilklah, Hie 
son of Meshullara, Hie son of Zadok, 
the son of Meraioth, the son of Ahi- 
tub, was the ruler of the house of God. 

12 And their brethren that did the 
work of the house were eight hundred 
twenty and two: and Adaiah the son 
of Jeroham, the son of Pelaliah, the 
son of Amzi, the son of Zechariah, the 
son of Pashurj the son of Malchiah, 

ll8 And his brethren, chief of the 
fathers, two hundred forty and two : 
and Amashai the son of Azareel, the 
son of Ahasai, the son of Meshille- 
moth, the son of limner, 

14 And their brethren, migfity men 
of valour, an hundred twenty and 
eight: and their overseer was Zabdiel, 
the son of one of the great men. 

15 Also of theLevites: Shemaiah the 
son of Hashub, the son of Azrikam,' 
the son of Hashabiah.the son of Bunni; 

16 And Shabbethai and Jozabad, of 

the chief of the Levites, had the over¬ 
sight of the outward business of the 
house of God. . , 

17 And Mattaniabthe son of Miclia, 
the son of Zabdi, the son of Asaph, 
was the principal to begin the thanks¬ 
giving in prayer: and Bakbukiah the 
second among his brethren, and Abda 
the son of Shammua, the son of Galal, 
the son of Jcduthun. 

18 All the Levites 'in the holy city 
were two hundred fourscore and four. 

19 Moreover the porters, Akkub, 
Talmon, and»their brethren that kept 
the gates, were an; hundred seventy 
and two. 

20 U And the residue of Israel, of 
the priests, and the Levites, were in 
all the cities of Judah, every one in 
his inheritance. 

21 But the Nethinims dwelt in 
Ophel: Und Ziha and Gispa were 
over the Nethinims. 
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22 The overseer also o£ the Levites 
^Jerusalem was Uzzi the son of Baoi, 
the son dt Hashabiah, the son of Mat- 
taniah, the son of Micha. Of the 
sons of Asaph, the singers were over 
the business of the house of God. 

23 For it was the king’s command¬ 
ment concerning them, that a certain 
portion should be for the singers, due 
for every day. . 

24 And Pethahiah the son of Me- 
shezabeel, of the children of Zerah Hie 
son of Judah, was at the’king’s hand 
in all matters concerning the people, 

25 And for the villages, with their 
fields, some of the children of Judah 
dwelt at Kirjath-arba, and in the vil¬ 
lages thereof, add at Dibon, and in 
the villages thereof, and at Jekabzeel, 
and in the villages thereof, 

26 And at Jeshua, and at Moladah, 
and at Beth»phclet, 

27 And at Hazar-shual, and at Beer- 
sheba, and in the villages thereof, 

28 And at Ziklag, and at Mekonah, 
and in the villages thereof, 

29 And at En-rinunon, and at Za- 
rcah, and at Jarmuth, 

30 Zanoah, Adullam, and in their 
villages, at Lachish, and the fields 
thereof, at Azekah, and in the villages 
thereof. And they dwelt from Beer- 
slieba unto the valley of Hinnom. 

31 ’The children also of "Benjamin 
from Geba dwelt at Michmash, and 
Aija, and Betli-el, and in their villages, 

32 And at Anathoth, Nob, Ananiah, 

33 jjazor, Ramah, Gittaim, 

34 Hadid, Zeboim, Neballat, 

35 Lod, and Ono, the valley of 
craftsmen. 

36 And of the Levites were divisions 
in Judah, and in Benjamin. 

CHAP. XII. 

1 The priests, 8 and the Levites, which came up 
with Zeruhbahel. 10 The succession of high 
priests. 22 Certain chief Levites. 27 The 
solemnity of the dedication of the walls. 44 
The offices of the priests and Levites appointed 
ti 1 the temple. 

Now these are the priests and the 
Levites that went up with Zerubbabel 
the son of Shealtiel, and Jeshua: Se- 
raiah, Jeremiah, Ezra, 

2 Amariah, Malluch, Hattush, 

4 A 
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3 Shechaniah, Rehura, Meremoth, 

4 Iddo, Ginnetho, Abijah, 

5 Miamin, Maadiah, Bilgdfj, 

6 Shemaiah, and Joiarib, Jedaiah, 

7 Sallu, Amok) Hilkiah, Jedaiah. 
These were the chief of the priests and 
of their brethren in the days of Joshua. 

8 Moreover the Levites: Jeshua, 
Binnui, Kadmiel, Sherebiah, Judah, 
and Mattaniah, which was over the 
thanksgiving, he and his brethren. 

9 Also Bakbukiali and Unni, their 
brethren, were over against them in 
the watches. 

JO *ff And. Jeshua begat Joiakim, 
Joiakim also begat El iashib, and Elia- 
shib begat Joiada, 

11 And Joiada begat Jonathan, and 
Jonathan begat Jaddua;. 

12 And in the days of Joiakim were 
priests, the chief of the fathers: of Se- 
raiah, Mcraiah; of Jerejpiah, Hana- 
niah; 

13 Of Ezra, Meshullam; ,of Ama- 
riah, Jehohananj 

14 Of Meiicu, Jonathan} of She- 
baniah, Joseph; 

15 Of Hanm, Adca; of Meraioth, 
Hclkai; 

16 Of Iddo, Zechariah ; of Ginne- 

thon, Meshullam; , 

1 7 Of Abijah, Zichri; of Miniamin; 
of Moadiah, Piltai; 

18 Of Bilgah, Shammua; of She- 
nnaiah, Jehonathan ; 

19 And of Joiarib, Mattenai; of 
Jedaiah. Uzzi; 

20 Of Sallai, Kallai; of Amok, Eber; 

21 Of Hilkiah, Hashabiah; of Je¬ 
daiah, Ncthaneel. 

22 The Levites in the days of 
Bliashib, Joiada, and Johanan, and 
Jaddua, were recorded chief of the 
fathers : also the priests, to the reign 
of Darius the Persian. 

23 The sons of Levi, the chief of the 
fathers, were written in the book of 
the * uronicles, even until the days of 
Johanan the son of PJiashib. 

24 And the chief of the Levites; 
Hashabiah, Sherebiah, and Jeshua 
the. son of Kadmiel, with their ^bre¬ 
thren over against them, to praise and 
to give thanks, .according to the com- 
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maftdraent of David the man of God, 
ward over against ward. 

25 Mattaniah, afkd Bakbukiah, Oba- 
diah, Meshullam, Talmon, Akkub, 
were porters keeping the ward at the 
thiesnolds of the gates. 

26 These were in the days of Joiakim 
the son of Jeshua, the son of Jozadak, 
and in tliedays of Nehemiah the gover¬ 
nor, and of Ezra the priest, the scribe. 

27 if And at the dedication of the 
wall of Jerusalem they sought the Le¬ 
vites out of all their places, to bring 
them to Jerusalem, to keep the dedi¬ 
cation with gladness, both with thanks¬ 
givings, and with singing, with cym¬ 
bals, psalteries, and with harps. 

28 And the sons of the singers ga¬ 
thered themselves together, both out of 
the plain country round about Jerusa¬ 
lem, and from the villages of Neto- 
phathi; . 

29 Also from the house of Gilgal,and 
out of the fields of Geba and Azma- 
veth: for the singers had builded 
them villages round about Jerusalem. 

30 And the priests and the Levites 
purified themselves, and purified the 
people, and the gates, and the wall. 

31 Theft I brought up the princes of 
Judah upon the wall, and appointed 
two great companies qf' them that gave 
thanks, whereof one went on the right 
hand upon the wall toward the dung 
gate: 

32 And after them went Hoshaiah, 
and half of the princes of Judah, 

33 And Azariah, Ezra, and Meshul¬ 
lam, 

34 Judah, and Benjamin, aud She- 
maiah, and Jeremiah, 

35 And certain of the priests’ sons 
with trumpets} namely , Zechariah the 
son of Jonathan, the son of Shemaiah, 
tlie son of Mattaniah, the son of Micha- 
iah,the son of Za£cur,the son of Asaph: 

36 And his brethren, Shemaiah, and 
Azarael, Milalai, Gilalai, Maai, Ne- 
thaneel, and Judah, Hanani, with the 
musical instruments of pavid the man 
of God, and Ezra* the scribe before 
them. 

37 And at the fouptajn gate, which 
was over against they went up 
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by the stairs of the city of David, -at 
tiie going up of the wall, above the 
house of David, even unto the water, 
gate eastward. 

38 And the other company of them 
that gave thanks went over against 
them , and X after them, and the half 
of the people upon the wall, from be¬ 
yond the tower of the furnaces even 
unto the broad Whll; 

39 And from above the gate of 
Ephraim, and above the old gate, and 
above the fish gate, and the tower of 
Hananeel, and the tower of Meah, 
even unto the sheep gate: and they 
stood still in the prison gate. 

40 So stood the two companies of 
them that gate thanks in the house of 
God, and 1, and the half of the rulers 
with me: 

41 And the priests; Eliakim,Maasei- 
ah, Miniamin, Michaiah, Elioenai, Ze- 
chariah, and Hananiah,with trumpets; 

42 And Maaseiah, and Shehiaiah, 
and Eleazar, and Uzzi, and Jehoha- 
nan, and Malchijah, and Elam, and 
Ezer. And the singers sang aloud, 
with Jezrahiah their overseer. 

43 Also that day they offered great 

sacrifices, and rejoiced : for God had 
made them rejoice with great joy: the 
wives also and the children rejoiced : 
so that the joy of Jerusalem was heard 
even afar pff. >» 

44 if And at that time were some 
.appointed over the chambers for .the 
treasures, for the offerings, for the 
firstfruits, and for the tithes, to gather 
into them out of the fields of the cities -i 
the portions of the law for the priests 
and Levites: for Judah rejoiced for the 
priests and for the Levites that waited. 

45 And both the singers and the por¬ 
ters kept the ward of their God, and 
the ward of the purification, according 
to the com mandme p t -of David, and of 
Solomon his son. 

46 For in the days of David and 

Asaph of old there wen chief of the 
■ singers, and songs of praise and thanks¬ 
giving unto Goa. ■' 

47 And all Israel ip thedays of Ze- 
rubbabel, and in the days of Nehe- 
miah, gavethepertions of the singers 
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and the. porters, every day his portion: 
and they sanctified holy things unto 
the Levites; and the Levites sanctified 
them unto the children of Aaron. 

CHAP. XIII. 

1 Upon the reading of the law, separation is 
made from the mixed multitude. 4 Nehemiak 
at his return causeth the chambers to be cleans¬ 
ed. 10 He reformeth the offices in the house of 
• God. 15 The violation of the sabbath, 23 and 
the marriages with strange wives. 

On that day they read in the book of 
Moses in the audience of the people; 
and therein was found written, that the 
Ammonite and the Moabite should 
not come into the congregation of God 
for ever; 

2 Because they met not the children 
of Israel witlv bread .and with water, 
but hired Balaam against them, that 
he should curse them : howbeit our 
God turned the curse into a blessing. 

3 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard the law, that they separated 
from Israel all the mixed multitude. 

4 And before this, Eliashib the 
priest, having the oversight of the 
chamber of the house of our God, 
was allied unto Tobiah: 

5 And he had prepared for him a great 
chamber, where afoTetime they laid the 
meat offerings, the frankincense, and 
the vessels, and the tithes of the corn, 
the new wine, and the oil, which was 
commanded to be given to the Levites, 
and the singers, and the porters ; and 
the offerings of the priests. 

6 But in all this time was not I at 
Jerusalem: for in the two and thir¬ 
tieth yfear of Artaxerx.cs king of Baby¬ 
lon caine lunto the king, and after cer¬ 
tain days obtained I leave of the king: 

7 And I came to Jerusalem, and un¬ 
derstood of the evil that Eliashib did 
for'Tobiah, in preparing him a cham¬ 
ber in the courts of the house of God. 

8 And it grieved me sore: therefore 
I cast forth all the houshold stuff of 
Tobiah out of the chamber. 

9 Then I commanded, and they 
cleansed the chambers: and thither 
brought I again the vessels of.the 
house of God, with the meat offering 
and the frankincense. 

10 And I perceived that the por- 
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trons of the invites* hud? not b^en, 
given them: for the Levites and the, 
singers, that did the work, were fled 
every one to his field. 

11 Then contended I with the rulersj 
and said,Whyisthi house of God for¬ 
saken ? And I gathered them t<%ither, 
tod set them’ inYfatsir place. 

12 Then moljght #L#udah the tithe 
of tbe corhTand tlft xh9w wine and the 

unto: the treasuries. , 
l^fAnd I made treasurers over the 
Sttai&uries, Shelemiiah the priest, and 
Zadok the scribe? and of the Levites, 
Pedakih : and next to them was Hto- 
an ihe son of Zaocur, the son of Mat- 
taniah : for they were counted faith¬ 
ful, and their office wag to distribute 
unto their brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God, con¬ 
cerning this, and wipe not out my good 
deeds that .1 have done for the house 
of my God, and for the offices thereof. 

! J5 f In those days saw I in Judah 
some treading wine presses on the sab¬ 
bath', and bringing in sheaves, and lad¬ 
ing asses; as also wine, grapes, and figs, 
and all manner of burdens, which they 
brought into Jerusalem on the sab¬ 
bath day: and I testified against them 
in the day wherein they sold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre also 
therein, which brought fish, and all 
-manner of ware, and sold on the sab¬ 
bath unto the children of Judah, and 
in Jerusalem. 

17 Then I contended with the no¬ 
bles of Judah, and said unto them, 
What evil thing is this that ye do, and 
profane the sabbath day ? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and 
did not our God bring all this evil upon 
us, and upon this city ? yet ye bring 
more wrath upon Israel by profaning 
the sabbath. 

19 And it came to pass, that when 
the gates of Jerusalem began to be 
dark before the sabbath, lcommand- 
ed that the gates should be shut, and 

k charged that they should not be open- 
ed till after the sabbath: and some of 
my servants set I at the gates, that 
there should no burden be brought in 
motile sabbath day. 
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20 So the merchants and sellers of 
all kinds of ware lodged without Je¬ 
rusalem once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against them,.and 
said unto them, Why lodge ye, about 
the wall? if ye do so again, l will lay 
hands on you. From that time forth 
came they no more on*the sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Levites, 
that they should clfcanse themselves, 
and that they should come and keep 
the gates, to sanctify the sabbath day. 
Remember me, O my God, concerning 
this also, and spare me according to 
the greatness of thy mercy. 

23 In those days also saw I Jews 
that had married wives of Ashdod, of 
Ammon, and of Moab \ 

2-1 And their children spake half in 
the speech of Ashdod, and could not 
speak in the Jews’ language, hut ac¬ 
cording to the language of each people. 

25 And l contended with them, and 
cursed them, and smote certain of 
them, and plucked oft’ their hair, and 
made them swear by God, saying, Ye 
shall not give your daughters unto 
their sons, nor take their daughters 
unto your sons, or for yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Israel 
sin by these things ? yet among many 
nations was there no king like him, 
who was beloved of his God, and God 
made him king over all Israel: never¬ 
theless even himrditl outlandish women 
cause to sin. 

27 Shall We then hearken unto you to 
do all this great evil, to transgress against 
our God in marrying strange wives ? 

28 And one of the sons of Joiada, 
the son of Eliashib the high priest, 
was son in law to Sanballat the Horon- 
ite : therefore I chased him from me. 

29 Remember them, O my God, be¬ 
cause they have defiled the priesthood, 
,«nd the covenant- of the priesthood, 
afid of the Levites. 

30 Thus cleansed I them from all 
strangers, and appointed the wards of 
the priests and the Levi’ es, every one 
in his business j , 

31 And for the wood offering, at 

times appointed, and for the firstfiruits. 
Remember me, O for good.
